FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION 

OF  CALIFORNIA. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

EDUCATION. 

Encourasfement  of  education. 

Section  1.  A  general  diflfusion  of  knowledge  and  intelli- 
gence being  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  people,  the  legislature  shall  encourage  by  all 
suitable  means  the  promotion  of  intellectual,  scientific,  moral, 
and  agricultural  improvement. 

Superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Sec.  2.  A  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall,  at 
each  gubernatorial  election  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitu- 
tion, be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  state.  He  shall 
receive  a  salary  equal  to  that  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  first  Monday 
after  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election. 

Superintendent  of  schools. 

Sec.  3.  A  superintendent  of  schools  for  each  county  shall 
be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof  at  each  gubernatorial 
election;  provided,  that  the  legislature  may  authorize  two  or 
more  counties  to  unite  and  elect  one  superintendent  for  the 
counties  so  uniting. 

State  school  fund. 

Sec.  4.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  may 
be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  this  state  for  the  support 
of  common  schools,  which  may  be,  or  may  have  been,  sold  or 
disposed  of,  and  the  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land 
granted  to  the  new  states  under  an  act  of  congress  distributing 
the  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  among  the  several  states  of 
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the  Union,  approved  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ff)rty-one,  and  all  estates  of  deceased  persons  who  may  have 
died  without  leaving  a  will  or  heir,  and  also  such  per  cent  as 
may  be  granted,  or  may  have  been  granted,  by  congress  on  the 
sale  of  lands  in  this  state,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual 
fund,  the  interest  of  which,  together  with  all  the  rents  of  the 
unsold  lands,  and  such  other  means  as  the  legislature  may  pro- 
vide, shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  of  com- 
mon schools  throughout  the  state. 

Free  school  in  each  district. 

Sec.  5.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  a  system  of  com- 
]iion  schools,  by  which  a  free  school  shall  be  kept  up  and  sup- 
p(  rted  in  each  district  at  least  six  months  in  every  year,  after 
the  first  year  in  which  a  school  has  been  established. 

Public  school  system,  and  tax. 

Sec.  6.  The  public  school  system  shall  include  day  and 
evening  elementary  schools,  and  such  day  and  evening  second- 
ary schools,  normal  schools,  and  technical  schools  as  may  be 
established  by  the  legislature,  or  by  municipal  or  district 
authority.  The  entire  revenue  derived  from  the  state  school 
fund  and  from  the  general  state  school  tax  shall  be  applied 
exclusively  to  the  support  of  day  and  evening  elementary 
schools;  but  the  legislature  may  authorize  and  cause  to  be 
levied  a  special  state  school  tax  for  the  support  of  day  and  even- 
ing secondary  schools  and  technical  schools,  or  either  of  such 
schools,  included  in  the  public  school  system,  and  all  revenue 
derived  from  such  special  tax  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to 
the  support  of  the  schools  for  which  such  special  tax  shall  be 
levied. 

State  board  of  education — Text-books — County  boards  of 
education. 

Sec.  7.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  the  appointment 
or  election  of  a  state  board  of  education,  and  said  board  shall 
provide,  compile,  or  cause  to  be  compiled,  and  adopt,  a  uniform 
series  of  text-books  for  use  in  the  day  and  evening  elementary 
schools  throughout  the  state.  The  state  board  may  cause  such 
text-books,  when  adopted,  to  be  printed  and  published  by  the 
superintendent  of  state  printing,  at  the  state  printing  oflBce; 
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and  wherever  and  however  such  text-books  may  be  printed 
and  published,  they  shall  be  furnished  and  distributed  by  the 
state  free  of  cost  or  any  charge  whatever,  to  all  children 
attending  the  day  and  evening  elementary  schools  of  the  state, 
under  such  conditions  as  the  legislature  shall  prescribe.  The 
text>books,  so  adopted,  shall  continue  in  use  not  less  than  four 
years,  without  any  change  or  alteration  whatsoever  which 
will  require  or  necessitate  the  furnishing  of  new  books  to  such 
pupils,  and  said  state  board  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  legislature  shall  provide 
for  a  board  of  education  in  each  county  in  the  state.  The 
county  superintendents  and  county  boards  of  education  shall 
have  control  of  the  examination  of  teachers  and  the  granting  of 
teachers'  certificates  within  their  respective  jurisdictions. 

Sectarian  schools — ^Appropriating  money  for,  prohibited. 

Sec.  8.  No  public  money  shall  ever  be  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  any  sectarian  or  denominational  school,  or  any 
school  not  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  officers  of  the 
public  schools;  nor  shall  any  sectarian  or  denominational  doc- 
trine be  taught,  or  instruction  thereon  be  permitted,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  any  of  the  common  schools  of  this  state. 

University  of  California. 

Sec.  9.  The  University  of  California  shall  constitute  a 
public  trust,  and  its  organization  and  government  shall  be 
perpetually  continued  in  the  form  and  character  prescribed  by 
the  organic  act  creating  the  same,  (passed  March  twenty-third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight  and  the  several  acts  amenda- 
tory thereof,)  subject  only  to  such  legislative  control  as  may  be 
necessary  to  insure  compliance  with  the  terms  of  its  endow- 
ments and  the  proper  investment  and  security  of  its  funds.  It 
shall  be  entirely  independent  of  all  political  or  sectarian  influ- 
ence, and  kept  free  therefrom  in  the  appointment  of  its  regents, 
and  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs;  provided,  that  all  the 
moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  donated  to 
this  state  by  act  of  congress,  approved  July  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two  (and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereof) ,  shall  be  invested  as  provided  by  said  acts  of  congress, 
and  the  interest  of  said  moneys  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated

to  the  endowment,  support  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one 
college  of  agriculture,  where  the  leading  objects  shall  be  (with- 
out excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  includ- 
ing military  tactics)  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are 
related  to  scientific  and  practical  agriculture  and  mechanic 
arts,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  and  conditions  of 
said  acts  of  congress;  and  the  legislature  shall  provide  that  if, 
through  neglect,  misappropriation,  or  any  other  contingency, 
any  portion  of  the  funds  so  set  apart  shall  be  diminished  or 
lost,  the  state  shall  replace  such  portion  so  lost  or  misappro- 
priat(Hl,  so  that  the  principal  thereof  shall  remain  forever 
undiminished.  No  person  shall  be  debarred  admission  to  any 
of  the  collegiate  departments  of  the  university,  on  account  of 
sex. 

Leland  Stanford  Junior  University. 

Sec.  10.  The  trusts  and  estates  created  for  the  founding, 
endowment,  and  maintenance  of  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior 
University,  under  and  in  accordance  with  ''An  act  to  advance 
learning,'*  etc.,  approved  March  nine,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  by  the  endowment  grant  executed  by  Leland  Stan- 
ford and  Jane  Lathrop  Stanford  on  the  eleventh  day  of  Novem- 
ber, A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  recorded  in 
liber  eighty-three  of  deeds,  at  page  twenty-three  et  seq.,  records 
of  Santa  Clara  county,  and  by  the  amendments  of  such  grant, 
and  by  gifts,  grants,  bequests  and  devises  supplementary 
thereto,  and  by  confirmatory  grants,  are  permitted,  approved, 
and  confirmed.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Leland  Stanford 
Junior  University,  as  such,  or  in  the  name  of  the  institution, 
or  by  other  intelligible  designation  of  the  trustees  or  of  the 
institution,  may  receive  property,  real  or  personal,  and  wher- 
ever situated,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  bequest,  for  the  benefit 
(  f  the  institution,  or  of  any  department  thereof,  and  such 
property,  unless  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  held  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior  University  upon  the 
trusts  provided  for  in  the  grant  founding  the  university,  and 
amendments  thereof,  and  grants,  bequests,  and  devises  supple- 
mentary thereto.  The  legislature,  by  special  act,  may  grant  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior  University  corpo- 
rate powers  and  privileges,  but  it  shall  not  thereby  alter  their

tenure  or  limit  their  powers  or  obligations  as  trustees.  All 
property  now  or  hereafter  held  in  trust  for  the  founding,  main- 
tenance or  benefit  of  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior  University, 
or  of  any  department  thereof,  may  be  exempted  by  special  act 
from  state  taxation,  and  all  personal  property  so  held,  the 
Palo  Alto  farm  as  described  in  the  endowment  grant  to  the 
trustees  of  the  university,  and  all  other  real  property  so  held 
and  used  by  the  university  for  educational  purposes  exclu- 
sively, may  be  similarly  exempted  from  county  and  munic- 
ipal taxation;  provided,  that  residents  of  California  shall  be 
charged  no  fees  for  tuition  unless  such  fees  be  authorized  by 
act  of  the  legislature. 

California  School  of  Mechanical  Arts. 

Sec.  11.  All  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  **The 
California  School  of  Mechanical  Arts,**  an  institution  founded 
and  endowed  by  the  late  James  Lick  to  educate  males  and 
females  in  the  practical  arts  of  life,  and  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  November  twenty-third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  having  its  school  buildings 
located  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation.  The  trustees  of  said  institution  must 
annually  report  their  proceedings  and  financial  accounts  to  the 
governor.  The  legislature  may  modify,  suspend,  and  revive 
at  will  the  exemption  from  taxation  herein  given. 

California  Academy  of  Sciences. 

Sec.  12.  All  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  the 
*' California  Academy  of  Sciences,*'  an  institution  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  science  and  maintenance  of  a  free  museum,  and 
chiefly  endowed  by  the  late  James  Lick,  and  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  January  sixteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  having  its  buildings  located 
in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation.  The  trustees  of  said  institution  must  annually  report 
their  proceedings  and  financial  accounts  to  the  governor.  The 
legislature  may  modify,  suspend,  and  revive  at  will  the  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  herein  given. 
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Cogswell  Polyteclmical  Coll^^. 

Sec.  13.  All  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  the 
Cogswell  Polytechnical  College,  an  institution  for  the  advance- 
ment of  learning,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California,  and  having  its  buildings  located  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.  The 
trustees  of  said  institution  must  annually  report  their  pro- 
ceedings and  financial  accounts  to  the  governor.  The  legis- 
lature may  modify,  suspend,  and  revive  at  will  the  exemption 
from  taxation  herein  given. 
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ARTICLB  I. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

How  constituted. 

§  1517.  There  is  hereby  created  a  state  board  of  education 
to  consist  of  seven  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years;  pro- 
vided, that  those  members  first  appointed  hereunder  shall  be 
appointed  within  thirty  days  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act ; 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year ;  two  for  a 
term  of  two  years ;  two  for  a  term  of  three  years ;  and  two  for 
a  tenh  of  four  years.  Thereafter,  all  appointments  shall  be 
for  a  term  of  four  years.  Sh(uild  any  vacancy  occur,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor,  the 
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person  so  appointed  to  hold  office  only  for  the  balance  of  the 
period  of  time  that  his  predecessor  in  office  would  have  held 
had  no  vacancy  occurred.  No  appointive  member  of  the  state 
board  shall  during  his  term  of  office  hold  any  salaried  educa- 
tional position. 

Organization  of  board. 

§  1518.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 
within  thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  the  state  board 
of  education,  as  provided  for  in  section  1517  of  the  Political 
Code,  call  a  meeting  of  such  board  in  his  office  and  said  board 
shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  members  president. 

8up«rint*ndont  of  public  instruction  secretary  of  board. 

The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  secre- 
tary of  the  board.  Such  secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all 
correspondence  and  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings.  The 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  act  as  the  executive 
officer  of  the  state  board  of  education.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  state  board  of  education  to  determine  all  questions  of 
policy;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  to  execute,  under  direction  of  the  board,  the  policies 
which  have  been  decided  upon,  and  to  direct,  under  such  gen- 
eral rules  and  regulations  as  the  state  board  of  education  may 
adopt,  the  work  of  all  assistant  superintendents  of  public 
instruction,  and  such  other  appointees  and  employees  of  the 
board  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Meetings  of  board. 

The  board  shall  meet  every  three  months  at  such  times  as  it 
may  by  resolution  determine,  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  president.  Upon  the  request  of  any  two  mem- 
bers in  writing,  the  secretary  shall  call  a  special  meeting. 
Notice  of  each  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  by 
registered  mail  to  each  member  of  the  board  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  time  of  any  meeting,  unless  notice  of  such  meet- 
ing is  waived  in  writing  by  all  members  of  the  board. 

The  concurrence  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
state  board  shall  be  necessary  to  the  validity  of  any  of  its  acts. 

At  the  first  meeting,  following  any  change  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  board,  said  beard  shall  again  organize  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above  provision. 
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Powers  and  duties  of  state  board. 

§  1619.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion shall  be  as  follows: 

First — To  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  state  for  its  own  government,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  its  appointees  and  employees,  for  the  government  of 
the  day  and  evening  elementary  schools,  the  day  and  evening 
secondary  schools,  the  technical  and  vocational  schools  of  the 
state  and  such  other  schools,  excepting  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, as  may  receive  in  whole  or  in  part  financial  support 
from  the  state.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  published 
for  distribution  as  soon  as  practicable  after  adoption. 

May  subposna  witnesses. 

Second — To  issue  subpoenas  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  before  the  board,  or  any  membei:  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner  that  any  court  in  this  state  may;  and  whenever 
the  testimony  of  any  witness  upon  any  matter  pending  before 
it  is  material,  the  president  must  cause  the  attendance  of  the 
witness  before  such  board,  or  a  member  thereof,  to  testify 
concerning  such  matter,  and  the  board  may  make  a  reasonable 
allowance  therefor,  not  exceeding  the  fees  of  witnesses  in  civil 
cases,  which  must  be  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  board,  but  in  no  instance  can  an 
allowance  be  made  in  favor  of  a  witness  who  appears  in  behalf 
of  a  claimant. 

OfRciat  teal. 

Third — To  adopt  and  use,  in  authentication  of  their  acts, 
an  official  seal. 

Appoint  aMittant  auparintondents. 

Fourth — To  appoint  three  assistant  superintendents  of 
public  instruction,  who  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
any  civil  service  law  of  the  state,  and  who  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  follows : 

(a)  One  commissioner  of  elementary  schools,  who  shall  be 
experienced  in  teaching  in  and  supervising  elementary  schools. 

(b)  One  commissioner  of  secondary  schools,  who  shall  be 
experienced  in  teaching  and  who  has  been  principal  or  super- 
visor of  secondary  schools. 

(c)  One  commissioner  of  industrial  and  vocational  educa- 
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tioD  who  has  had  experience  as  a  supervisor  of  industrial  or 
vocational  education. 

Work  of  board — roport. 

(d)  The  state  board  of  education  shall  study  the  educa- 
tional conditions  and  needs  of  the  state;  shall  make  plans  for 
the  improvement  of  the  administration  and  eflSciency  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  state ;  shall  have  power  to  conduct  educa- 
tional investigations  and  shall  employ  educational  and  busi- 
ness experts,  within  the  limits  of  its  appropriation  therefor; 
shall  annually  require  reports  as  to  the  activities  of  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  the  assistant  super- 
intendents, and  such  other  employees  as  it  may  direct  to 
report,  for  submission  to  the  governor,  and  the  same  shall 
submit  biennially,  to  the  governor,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  next  preceding  the  regular  session  of  the 
legislature,  a  report  of  its  transactions  for  the  preceding  two 
years,  together  with  recommendations  of  its  needs  for  the 
coming  biennium,  and  such  recommendations  as  to  changes 
in  laws  or  new  educational  legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  to  be 
necessary. 

Grant  special  high  school  credentials. 

Fifth — (a)  To  prescribe  by  general  rule  the  credentials 
upon  which  persons  may  be  granted  certificates  to  teach  in 
the  high  schools  of  this  state.  No  credentials  shall  be  pre- 
scribed or  allowed,  unless  the  same,  in  the  judgment  of  said 
board,  are  the  equivalent  of  a  diploma  of  graduation  from 
the  University  of  California,  and  are  satisfactory  evidence 
that  the  holder  thereof  has  taken  an  amount  of  pedagogy 
equivalent  to  the  minimum  amount  of  pedagogy  prescribed 
bj'  the  state  board  of  education  of  this  state,  and  include  a 
recommendation  for  a  high  school  certificate  from  the  faculty 
of  the  institution  in  which  the  pedagogical  work  shall  have 
been  taken. 

(h)  To  consider  the  cases  of  individual  applicants  who 
have  taught  successfully  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty 
school  months,  and  who  are  not  possessed  of  the  credentials 
prescribed  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
The  said  board,  in  its  discretion,  may  issue  to  such  applicants 
special  credentials  upon  which  they  may  be  granted  certificates 

• 
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to  teach  in  the  high  schools  of  the  state.  In  such  special 
cases,  the  board  may  take  cognizance  of  any  adequate  evi- 
dence of  preparation  which  the  applicants  may  present.  The 
standard  of  qualification  in  such  special  cases  shall  not  be 
lower  than  that  represented  by  the  other  credentials  named  by 
the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Issue  life  diplomas. 

(c)  To  grant  life  diplomas  of  four  grades,  valid  throughout 
the  state,  as  follows : 

(1)  High  school:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  any 
primary  or  grammar  or  high  school. 

(2)  Qrammar  school:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in 
any  primary  or  grammar  school. 

(3)  Kindergarten-primary :  Authorizing  the  holder  to 
teach  in  the  kindergarten  class  of  any  primary  school. 

(4)  Special:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  any  school 
such  special  branches  and  in  such  grades  as  are  named  in  such 
diploma. 

(d)  To  issue,  except  ajs  provided  in  sections  fifteen  hundred 
and  three  and  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  this  code, 
life  diplomas  only  to  such  persons  as  have  held  for  one  year, 
and  still  hold,  a  valid  county,  or  city  and  county,  certificate, 
corresponding  in  grade  to  the  grade  of  diploma  applied  for, 
and  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  had  a 
successful  experience  in  teaching  of  at  least  forty-eight 
months.  Not  less  than  twenty-one  months  of  said  experience 
shall  have  been  in  the  public  schools  of  California.  Every 
application  must  be  accompanied  to  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion by  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  at  least 
a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  the  members  composing  a  county, 
or  city  and  county,  board  of  education,  recommending  that 
the  diploma  be  granted,  and  also  by  an  affidavit  of  the  appli- 
cant, specifically  setting  forth  the  places  in  which,  and  the 
dates  between  which,  said  applicant  has  taught.  The  appli- 
cation for  any  credentials  or  diploma  or  document  mentioned 
in  this  chapter  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  two 
dollars,  which  fee  must  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the  state 
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Approval  printing  of  books. 

Tenth — The  superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  have 
supervision  of  all  of  the  mechanical  work  connected  with  the 
printing  of  such  books  as  may  be  compiled  and  adopted  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  education  or  such  repre- 
sentative of  the  state  board  of  education  as  may  be  appointed 
to  supervise  such  work.  The  superintendent  of  state  printing 
shall  print  and  bind  such  books  in  lots  of  not  less  than  five 
thousand  and  turn  them  over  to  the  state  board  of  education 
at  the  warehouse,  and  receive  payment  therefor  on  the  approval 
of  the  items  of  said  cost  by  the  state  board  of  education  or 
the  duly  authorized  agent  of  said  board,  and  upon  the  approval 
of  the  bill  by  the  board  of  control.  He  shall  furnish  one  copy 
of  a  cost-finding  report  showing  items  of  work  and  the  materials 
and  the  exact  cost  of  each  item  for  each  of  said  lot  of  books,  to 
the  state  board  of  education  and  one  copy  to  the  board  of 
control.  The  superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  furnish  to  the  state  board  of  education 
a  detailed  statement  showing  the  name  and  number  of  books 
published  by  him  during  the  preceding  month,  and  the  number 
then  in  course  of  publication. 

Fix  cost  price  of  books. 

Eleventh — On  receiving  a  copy  of  the  cost-finding  report  and 
estimated  cost  of  the  publishing  of  any  book,  the  state  board 
of  education  thereupon  shall  determine  and  fix  the  cost  price 
of  such  books  by  adding  to  the  cost  of  manufacture,  the  contract 
price  to  be  paid  as  royalty  or  for  the  use  of  plates,  maps,  or 
engravings  or  copyrighted  matter,  and  said  price,  to  which  has 
been  added  ten  per  cent  of  such  price  to  cover  overhead 
expense,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  whole  cost  of  publication 
of  such  book  at  Sacramento.  The  state  board  of  education  may 
provide  for  the  sale  at  not  less  than  cost  price  of  state  text- 
books to  private  schools,  individuals,  or  dealers  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  said  board  of 
education ;  provided,  that  such  books  be  not  sold  by  dealers 
for  more  than  the  cost  price  at  Sacramento,  pliLs  the  postage, 
packing  and  cartage  on  such  books,  which  price  shall  be 
established  by  said  board  of  education. 
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Orders  of  books  sent  to  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Twelfth — ^All  orders  for  text-books  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  on  blanks  furnished 
by  him.  He  shall  investigate  such  orders  and  make  necessary 
changes  and  forward  the  same  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the 
warehouse  and  shipment  of  books  with  definite  orders  for  ship- 
ment. He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  amount  of 
money  received  from  the  sale  of  text-books  for  each  month  and 
report  to  the  controller  on  or  before  the  fifth  of  the  succeeding 
month,  the  number  of  books  sold,  or  distributed,  and  the  amount 
of  money  collected  therefor,  and  shall  pay  such  money  into  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  ** school  text-book  fund/*  The 
amount  fixed  for  royalty  and  costs  of  plates  of  copyright 
matter  in  favor  of  any  company,  or  individual,  shall  be  pre- 
sented by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  to  the  state 
board  of  of  education  for  its  approval.  Said  claim  shall  be 
paid  quarterly,  in  the  same  maner  as  other  claims  upon  the 
state  treasury,  on  the  approval  of  the  board  of  control. 

Orders  for  books — how  and  by  whom  prepared. 

Thirteenth — ^Upon  closing  a  term  of  school,  each  teacher 
or  principal  shall  prepare,  upon  requisition  blanks  furnished 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  an  order  for  the 
number  of  state  text-books  estimated  to  be  required  for  use  in 
the  school  under  his  charge  at  the  opening  of  the  ensuing  term. 
Such  order  shall  be  a  part  of  the  annual  report  required  by 
subdivision  six  of  .section  one  thousand  six  hundred  ninety-six 
of  the  Political  Code.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  in 
no  case  draw  a  requisition  for  the  salary  of  any  teacher  for 
the  last  month  of  the  school  term  until  the  order  required  by 
this  subdivision  has  been  filed  and  by  him  approved.  Orders 
for  additional  books  may  be  forwarded  at  any  time  on  the 
approval  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

In  ordering  free  text-books,  any  teacher  may  order  one 
copy  of  any  series  of  books  for  use  on  the  teacher's  desk,  if 
not  supplied  with  such  book,  which  copy  shall  be  sent  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  free  of  cost  with  other 
school  books. 

Books — how  shipped. 

Fourteenth — On  receiving  orders  from  the  superintendent 
of  public  imrtruction  for  text-l>ooks  the  person  in  charge  of 
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the  warehouse  and  shipment  of  books  shall  forward  by  freight, 
express  or  mail,  as  directed  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  to  the  nearest  freight  depot,  express  or  post  office, 
in  the  name  of  the  clerk  of  the  school  district  or  the  city 
superintendent  of  schools  in  cities,  the  number  of  books  called 
for  in  said  order. 

Text -book  appropriation  subject  to  orders  of  board. 

Fifteenth — ^The  appropriation  heretofore  made,  known  as 
the  ** text-book  appropriation,''  shall  be  subject  to  the  draft 
of  the  state  board  of  education  for  necessary  expenses  incurred 
by  it  for  office  supplies,  the  hiring  of  expert  assistants,  and 
for  other  necessary  expenses;  provided,  that  all  claims  shall 
be  presented  to  the  board  of  control  for  its  approval. 

State  school  book  fund— subject  to  order  of  board. 

Sixteenth — ^AU  moneys  that  have  been  received  or  may  here- 
after be  received  from  the  sale  of  said  series  of  state  text-books 
to  private  schools  or  to  dealers  or  persons  or  that  may  be 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  publishing  said  series  of 
state  text-books,  shall  be  kept  by  the  state  treasurer  in  a  fund 
known  as  the  ''state  school  book  fund."  This  fund  shall  be 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  state  board  of  education  for  all 
expenses  incurred  by  the  superintendent  of  printing  for  all 
material,  labor,  and  other  expenses  necessary  for  publishing 
state  school  text-books,  and  for  all  books  purchased,  for  the 
cost  of  shipping  free  text-books,  and  for  necessary  employees 
in  connection  with  such  shipment  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  state  board  of  education.  All  claims  to  be  drawn,  after 
being  certified  by  the  claimant  and  the  items  approved  by  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  education  shall  be  presented  to 
the  board  of  control  for  its  approval,  and  upon  the  approval  of 
said  board  of  control,  the  state  controller  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  ^tate  treasurer,  who  is 
hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Duties  of  commissioners. 

Elementary. 

§  1520.  The  commissioner  of  elementary  schools  shall  visit 
the  elementary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  several  counties 
of  the  state,  and  investigate  the  course  of  study  adopted  in 
such  schools.     He  shall  enforce  the  use  of  the  state  text-books 
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and  shall  report  to  the  state  board  of  education  his  findings, 
and  shall  make  such  recommendations  to  the  state  board  of 
edncation  as  he  may  deem  best,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  education. 

Secondary. 

The  commissioner  of  secondary  schools  shall  visit  and  inves- 
tigate the  secondary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  state.  He  may  recommend  changes  in  the 
courses  of  study  and  shall  investigate  all  contracts  with  text- 
book companies  and  see  that  they  comply  with  the  law,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  under  the  direction  of 
the  state  board  of  education. 

Vocational. 

The  commissioner  of  industrial  and  vocational  education 
shall  visit  all  the  schools  receiving  financial  support,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  from  the  state,  in  which  industrial  and  vocational 
education  is  given  or  contemplated.  He  shall  have  power  to 
recommend  changes  to  the  various  boards  governing  such 
schools,  and  shall  present  the  state  board  of  education  a  report 
of  the  work  in  such  schools,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  education. 

Oompensation  and  expenses  of  members. 

§  1621.  First — The  members  of  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion shall  receive  as  compensation  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  per 
day  when  the  board  is  in  session.  They  shall  receive  their 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

« 

Salary  and  •xpenaea  of  assistant  superintendents. 

Second — Each  assistant  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
provided  for  by  section  1519  of  the  Political  Code  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  per  annum,  payable 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of 
state  officers  is  paid.  They  shall  also  receive  their  actual  and 
necessary  traveling  expenses  while  on  official  business. 

Third — Within  their  appropriation,  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion may  appoint  such  clerical  and  other  help  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary. 
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Sec.  6.  Sections  1522,  1874  and  1874a  of  the  Political  Code 
of  the  State  of  California  and  all  other  laws  or  acts  relating 
to  the  publication  and  distribution  of  state  text-books  in 
conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Oalifomia  authors  must  have  preference. 

§  1627.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  board  of  education, 
school  board,  board  of  trustees,  official,  officer  or  any  other 
person  elected  or  appointed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  California  relating  to  the  public  schools 
of  said  state  and  vested  with  the  power  of  designating  text- 
books to  be  used  in  the  said  public  schools,  in  so  designating 
such  text-books,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  general  law,  to 
give  preference  to  any  text-book  on  any  given  subject  of  public 
instruction  which  is  entirely  written,  compiled,  printed  and 
published  in  the  State  of  California,  to  the  exclusion  of  any 
such  text-book  entirely  or  partly  written,  compiled,  printed  and 
published  outside  of  the  State  of  California ;  provided,  it  shall 
appear  to  them  that  such  text-book  so  as  aforesaid  produced  in 
the  State  of  California,  shall  be  of  superior  or  equal  educational 
merit  to,  and  can  be  procured  at  the  same  or  less  cost  than 
any  such  text-book,  so  as  aforesaid,  entirely  or  partly  written, 
compiled,  printed  and  published  outside  of  the  State  of 
California. 

RETIREMENT  OF  TEACHERS. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  retirement  salaries  to  public 
school  teachers  of  this  state;  creating  a  public  school  teachers' 
retirement  salary  fund,  and  also  a  public  school  teachers'  perma- 
nent fund,  providing  for  the  administration  of  such  funds,  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  uses  of  said  funds. 

[Approved   June  16,  1913.1 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Funds  established — How  composed. 

Section  1.  There  are  hereby  established  two  funds  in  the 
state  treasury  to  be  known,  respectively,  as  the  public  school 
teachers'  retirement  salarj^  fund  and  the  public  school  teachers' 
permanent  fund.  The  public  school  teachers'  permanent  fund 
shall  be  made  up  of  all  moneys  received  from  the  following 
sources,  or  derived  in  the  following  manner: 
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(1)  All  contributions  made  by  teachers,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ; 

(2)  The  income  and  interest  derived  from  the  investment 
of  the  moneys  contained  in  such  fund; 

(3)  Five  per  cent  of  the  taxes  collected  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  July  1,  1913,  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter 
under  the  inheritance  or  transfer  tax  laws  of  this  state,  which 
said  amount  shall  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  and  set  aside 
to  constitute  part  of  the  public  school  teachers'  permanent 
fund.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  state  controller,  at  the 
beginning  of  each  fiscal  year,  including  the  fiscal  year  ending 
July  1,  1914,  to  transfer  from  the  general  fund  to  the  public 
school  teachers'  permanent  fund  an  amount  equal  to  five  per 
cent  of  the  total  sum  paid  into  the  state  treasury  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year  on  account  of  inheritance  taxes ; 

(4)  All  donations,  legacias,  gifts  and  bequests  which  shall  be 
made  to  such  fund,  and  all  moneys  which  shall  be  obtained  or 
contributed  for  the  same  purposes  from  other  sources; 

(5)  Appropriations  made  by  the  state  legislature  from  time 
to  time  to  carry  into  eflFect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Skc.  2.  The  public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary  fund 
shall  be  made  up  of  such  moneys  as  shall  be  transferred  from 
time  to  time  under  authority'  of  this  act  from  the  public  school 
teachers'  permanent  fund. 

Duty  of  controller  and  treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  controller  and  of 
the  state  treasurer  to  make,  when  notified  by  the  public  school 
teachers'  retirement  salary  fund  board,  or  by  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  under  authority  of  this  act, 
transfers  of  such  amounts  from  the  public  school  teachers' 
permanent  fund  to  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary 
fund  as  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  claims  which  may  be 
legally  drawn  against  said  public  school  teachers'  retirement 
salary  fund ;  provided,  that  no  part  of  any  sums  derived  from 
any  public  school  teachers'  annuity  fund  existing  in  any  city, 
county,  or  consolidated  city  and  county,  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  act  shall  ever  be  transferred  from  the  public 
school  teachers'  permanent  fund,  but  the  income  and  interest 
derived  from  the  investment  of  these  or  any  other  moneys 
which  have  been  paid  into  the  public  school  teachers'  per- 
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is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  public  school 
teachers*  permanent  fund  in  payment  of  duly  audited  claims 
arising  out  of  the  investment  of  the  moneys  in  said  fund ; 

(5)  To  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  secretary  and  other  officers 
of  the  board ; 

(6)  To  conduct  investigations  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
operation  of  this  act,  and  to  subpa?na  witnesses  and  compel 
their  attendance  to  testify  before  it  in  respect  to  such  matters. 

Meetings  of  board. 

Sec.  9.  Said  public  school  teachers*  retirement  salary  fund 
board  shall  meet  at  least  once  every  three  months  and  at  each 
quarterly  meeting  shall  make  a  list  of  all  persons  entitled  to 
payment  out  of  the  fund  established  by  this  act,  and  enter 
said  list  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  board  for  that  purpose., 
to  be  known  as  the  ** public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary 
fund  record/'  Said  list  shall  be  certified  as  correct  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  board,  and  shall  always  be  open 
to  public  inspection.  In  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
board,  each  member  and  secretary  thereof  may  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations  to  witnesses  and  others  transacting 
business  with  the  board. 

Board  shall  adopt  rules. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  shall  make  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  shall  have 
the  force  and  effect  of  law.     Such  rules  and  regulations  shall : 

(1)  Provide  for  the  conduct  and  regulation  of  the  meetings 
of  the  board  and  the  operation  of  the  business  thereof; 

(2)  Provide  for  the  enforcement  and  carrying  into  effect  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act ; 

(3)  Establish  a  system  of  accounts  showing  the  condition 
of  the  public  school  teachers'  permanent  fund  and  the  public 
school  teachers'  retirement  salary  fund,  and  receipts  and 
disbursement  for  and  on  account  of  said  funds; 

(4)  Prescribe  the  form  of  warrants,  vouchers,  receipts, 
reports  and  accounts  to  be  used  in  respect  to  said  funds ; 

(5)  Regulate  the  duties  of  boards  of  education,  school 
trustees  and  other  school  authorities,  imposed  upon  them  by  this 
act,  in  respect  to  the  contributions  by  teachers  to  the  public 
school  teachers'  permanent  fund,  and  the  deduction  of  such 
coptributioxis  from  the  teachers'  salaries, 
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Sec.  11.  In  addition  to  the  powers  hereinabove  enumerated 
said  board  shall  make  and  enforce  all  necessary  and  proper 
rules  and  regrulations  for  the  method  or  methods  of  applying  for 
and  obtaining  retirement  salaries  provided  for  in  this  act,  and 
for  the  method  or  methods  of  determining  the  right  of  each 
applicant  to  such  retirement  salary ;  provided,  however,  that  in 
all  cases  legal  proof  of  all  necessary  facts  shall  be  required 
and  kept  on  file. 

Report  of  superintendents — July  15th. 

Sec.  12.  The  superintendent  of  public  schools  of  each  city, 
county,  and  consolidated  city  and  county,  shall  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  July  of  each  year,  the  amount  that  will  be  required  during 
the  current  fiscal  year  to  pay  the  retirement  salaries  to  be  paid 
in  such  city,  county,  or  consolidated  city  and  county,  and  said 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  determine  from  said 
reports  the  entire  amount  required  to  pay  said  retirement 
salaries  during  said  current  fiscal  year.  He  shall  report  the 
amount  required  to  make  such  payments  to  the  public  school 
teachers'  retirement  salary  fund  board,  and  thereupon  said 
board  shall  notify  the  state  controller  and  by  resolution,  duly 
adopted,  shall  direct  him  to  make  transfer  of  the  needed 
amount  from  the  public  school  teachers*  permanent  fund  to 
the  public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary  fund.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  state  controller  thereupon  to  make  such 
transfer  and  to  notify  the  state  treasurer  in  order  that  he  may 
make  corresponding  entry  in  the  records  of  his  office.  When 
claims  for  payment  of  retirement  salaries  have  been  duly 
audited  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  controller  shall 
draw  hLs  warrant  therefor  upon  the  said  public  school  teachers ' 
retirement  salary  fund. 

Who  may  be  retired. 

Sec.  13.  Every  public  school  teacher  who  shall  have  com- 
plied with  all  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  who  shall 
have  served  as  a  legally  qualified  teacher  in  public  day  or 
evening  schools  or  partly  as  such  teacher  and  partly  as 
superintendent  or  supervising  executive  or  educational  admin- 
istrator, for  at  least  thirty  school  years,  at  least  fifteen  of 
which  shall  have  been  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  includ- 
ing the  last  ten  years  of  service  immediately  preceding  retire-

competent  to  sign  or  deliver  the  notification  specified  in  section 
seventeen. 

When  retirement  ceases. 

Sec.  19.  If  any  teacher  retired  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  re-employed  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state, 
such  teacher's  retirement  salary  shall  cease ;  and  if  any  teacher 
having  qualified  under  section  fourteen  hereof  returns  to  service 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  and  thereafter  qualifies  under 
section  thirteen  hereof,  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  retire- 
ment salary  payable  to  such  teacher  under  the  provisions  of 
section  thirteen  hereof  the  amount  of  retirement  salary,  there- 
tofore actually  received  by  such  teacher  under  the  provisions 
of  section  fourteen  hereof,  such  amount  to  be  so  deducted  in 
equal  quarterly  installments  until  the  whole  amount  so  received 
under  said  section  fourteen  shall  have  been  deducted ;  provided, 
however,  that  the  amount  of  such  deduction  to  be  made  quar- 
terly shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  20.  No  one  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  from  the  state, 
directly  or  indirectly,  more  than  one  retirement  salary. 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed,  however,  as  to  prevent 
local  communities  or  bodies  of  teachers  from  supplementing  the 
retirement  salary  received  from  the  state. 

Repeal  of  act  of  March  26,  1896. 

Sec.  21.  Every  public  school  teacher's  annuity  fund  exist- 
ing in  any  city,  county,  or  consolidated  city  and  county, 
established  under  the  aforesaid  act,  approved  March  26,  1895, 
shall  within  six  months  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  be 
delivered  to  the  8tate  treasurer  and  by  him  turned  into  the 
public  school  teachers'  permanent  fund  created  by  this  act, 
and  shall  be  added  to  and  become  part  of  the  permanent  fund 
provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Sec.  22.  Said  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia approved  March  26,  1895,  and  all  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  are  herel)y  repealed. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

SUPEBINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Powers  and  duties. 

§  1532.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction : 

First — To  superintend  the  schools  of  this  state. 

Report. 

Second — To  report  to  the  governor,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  preceding  each  regular  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, a  statement  of  the  conditions  of  the  state  normal  schools 
salaries  of  teachers  for  building  schoolhouses,  for  district  school 
libraries,  and  for  incidental  expenses. 

Third — To  accompany  his  report  with  tabular  statements, 
showing  the  number  attending  public  schools,  and  the  average 
attendance;  the  amount  of  state  school  fund  apportioned,  and 
the  sources  from  which  derived ;  the  amount  raised  by  county, 
city  and  county  and  district  taxes,  or  from  other  sources  of 
revenue,  for  school  purposes;  and  the  amount  expended  for 
salaries  of  teachers  for  building  schoolhouses,  for  district 
school  libraries,  and  for  incidental  expenses. 

Apportionment  of  state  school  fund.  - 

Fourth — To  apportion  the  state  school  fund ;  and  to  furnish 
an  abstract  of  such  apportionment  to  the  state  controller,  the 
state  board  of  examiners,  and  to  the  county  and  city  and 
county  auditors,  county  and  city  and  county  treasurers  and 
to  the  county  and  city  and  county  school  superintendents  of 
the  several  counties  of  the  state.  In  apportioning  said  fund  he 
shall  apportion  to  every  county  and  to  every  city  and  county 
two  hundred  fifty  dollars  for  every  teacher  determined  and 
assigned  to  it  on  average  daily  attendance  by  the  county  or 
city  and  county  school  superintendent  for  the  next  preceding 
school  year,  as  required  of  the  county  or  city  and  county  school 
superintendent  by  the  provisions  of  section  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  of  this  code,  and  after  thus  apportioning  two 
hundred  fifty  dollars  on  teacher  basis,  he  shall  apportion  the 
balance  of  the  state  school  fund  to  the  several  counties  or  cities 
and  counties  according  to  their  average  daily  attendance  as 
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shown  by  the  reports  of  the  county  or  city  and  county  school 
superintendents  for  the  next  preceding  school  year. 

Fifth — To  draw  his  order  on  the  controller  in  favor  of  each 
county  or  city  and  county  treasurer  for  school  moneys  appor- 
tioned to  the  county  or  city  and  county. 

Furnish  educational  blanks. 

Sixth — To  prepare,  have  printed,  and  furnish  all  officers 
charged  with  the  administration  of  the  laws  relating  to  the 
public  schools,  and  to  teachers,  such  blank  forms  and  books 
as  may  be  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  including 
blank  teachers'  certificates  to  be  used  by  county  and  city  and 
county  boards  of  education. 

Issue  school  laws. 

Seventh — To  have  the  laws  relating  to  the  public  schools 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  to  supply  school  officers  and 
school  libraries  with  one  copy  each. 

Visit  orphan  asylums. 

Eighth — To  visit  the  several  orphan  asylums  to  which  state 
appropriations  are  made,  and  examine  into  the  course  of 
instruction  therein. 

Visit  schools. 

Ninth — To  visit  the  schools  in  the  different  counties,  and 
inquire  into  their  condition  ;.and  the  actual  traveling  expenses 
thus  incurred ;  provided,  that  they  do  not  exceed  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum,  shall  be  allowed,  audited  and  paid 
out  of  the  general  fund  in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims  are 
audited  and  paid. 

Use  seal. 

Tenth — To  authenticate  with  his  official  seal  all  drafts  or 
orders  drawn  by  him,  and  all  papers  and  writings  issued  from 
his  office. 

Eleventh — To  have  bound,  at  the  state  bindery,  all  valuable 
school  reports,  journals,  and  documents  in  his  office,  or  here- 
after received  by  him. 

Report  to  controller. 

Twelfth — To  report  to  the  controller,  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  September  of  each  year,  the  total  average  daily  attend- 
ance in  the  elementary  day  and  evening  schools  and  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  the  day  and  evening  high  schools,  as  shown 
by  the  annual  reports  of  the  county  superintendents  of  the 
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several  counties  on  file  in  his  office  for  the  school  year  imme- 
diately preceding. 

Deliver  state  property. 

Thirteenth — ^To  deliver  over,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office,  on  demand,  to  his  successor,  all  property,  books,  docu- 
ments, maps,  records,  reports,  and  other  papers  belonging  to 
his  office,  or  which  may  have  been  received  by  him  for  the  use 
of  his  office. 

Superintendents'  annual  convention. 

§  1533.  He  shall  have  power  to  call,  annually,  a  conven- 
tion of  the  county  and  city  superintendents  to  assemble  at  such 
time  and  place  as  he  shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  questions  pertaining  to  the  supervision  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  public  schools,  the  laws  relating  thereto,  and 
such  other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and  interest  of  the 
public  schools  as  shall  properly  be  brought  before  it.  It  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  county  and  city  superintendents 
to  attend  and  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  such  convention 
when  it  is  called.  The  actual  expenses  of  the  county  superin- 
tendents attending  the  convention  shaU  be  allowed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  and  paid  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  salary  of 
the  county  superintendent  is  paid ;  the  actual  expenses  of  the 
city  superintendents  attending  the  convention  shall  be  allowed 
and  paid  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  salary  of  such  city  super- 
intendents is  paid. 


DISTRIBUTE  AMENDMENTS. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  d  i  seem  i  net  ion  of  Icnowledge  regarding  the 
various  propositions  and  constitutional  amendments  which  are  to 
be  submitted  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  and  for  the 
distribution  of  copies  of  said  propositions  and  amendments  to 
various  institutions  of  learning  throughout  the  state. 

[Approved  April  27,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Distribute  constitutional  amendments  for  debate. 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  study  and 
investigation  of  the  various  propositions  and  constitutional 
amendments  which  are  hereafter  submitted  to  the  people  and 
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and  so  much  of  it  as  may  be  needed  to  keep  the  property  of  the 
suspended  district  insured,  and  to  pay  the  census  marshal,  may 
be  expended  by  the  trustees  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
district  were  not  suspended.  But  no  subsequent  apportionment 
shall  be  made  to  a  suspended  district,  until  it  is  re-established 
as  provided  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section. 

School  trustees. 

■  5.  Trustees   shall   be   elected   or   appointed    in   suspended 
districts  just  as  if  they  were  not  suspended. 

District  may  lie  lapsed. 

6.  The  superintendent  may  at  any  time  in  the  month  of 
July  of  any  year  give  notice  as  provided  in  subdivision  two 
of  this  section,  to  any  suspended  district  which  has  not  main- 
tained school  during  the  year  past,  and  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  August  ask  that  such  district 
be  declared  lapsed. 

District  may  be  merged. 

7.  A  suspended  district  may  be  merged  with  one  or  more 
adjoining  districts  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  the  majority 
of  heads  of  families  residing  in  each  of  said  districts  shall 
be  presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors.  Such  petition  must 
be  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  and  by  him  presented 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  with  such  suggestions  as  he  thinks 
best. 

Property  of  lapsed  district. 

8.  When  any  district  has  been  declared  lapsed,  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  property 
thereto  belonging,  and  shall  place  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to 
the  credit  of  the  district.  Thereupon  the  superintendent  shall 
determine  all  outstanding  indebtedness  of  said  lapsed  district, 
and  shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  in 
payment  thereof.  Any  balance  of  moneys  remaining  to  the 
credit  of  said  lapsed  district  after  all  indebtedness  has  been 
paid  shall  be  transferred  by  the  superintendent  to  the  credit 
of  the  district  into  which  the  said  lapsed  district  has  been 
merged.  If  the  lapsed  district  has  been  attached  to  more 
than  one  of  the  adjoining  districts,  the  superintendent  must 
apportion  the  moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  lapsed 
district   to  the   several   districts  pro   rata   according  to  the 
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average  daily  attendance  in  the  respective  districts  as  shown 
by  the  teacher's  report  for  the  preceding  school  year.  Should 
there  not  be  sufficient  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  lapsed  district 
to  liquidate  all  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  thereof,  the 
superintendent  shall  draw  hLs  requisition  upon  the  county 
auditor  pro  rata  for  the  several  claims. 

Requisition — Itemized  bills — Form  of  requisition. 

Third — On  the  order  of  the  board  of  school  trustees,  or 
board  of  education  *of  any  city  or  town  having  a  board  of 
education,  to  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor 
for  all  necessary  expenses  against  the  school  fund  of  any 
district.  The  requisitions  must  be  drawn  in  the  order  in 
which  the  orders  therefor  are  filed  in  his  office.  Each  requisi- 
tion must  specify  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  drawn,  but  no 
requisition  shall  be  drawn  upon  the  order  of  the  board  of 
school  trustees  or  board  of  education  against  the  funds  of  any 
district  except  the  teachers'  or  janitors'  salaries,  unless  such 
order  is  accompanied  by  an  itemized  bill  showing  the  separate 
items,  and  the  price  of  each,  in  payment  for  which  the  order 
is  drawn;  nor  shall  any  requisition  for  teachers'  or  janitors' 
salaries  be  drawn  unless  the  order  shall  state  the  monthly 
salary  of  teacher  or  janitor,  and  name  the  months  for  which 
such  salary  is  due.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  requisition  the 
auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  county  treasurer  in 
favor  of  the  parties  for  the  amount  stated  in  such  requisition. 
The  order  of  the  board  of  school  trustees,  or  board  of  education, 
shall  be  made  only  on  the  form  of  blank  approved  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction ;  provided,  that  said  blanks 
shall  be  printed  and  furnished  to  the  school  districts  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  respective  counties  of  the  state,  and 
when  signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
or  the  officials  authorized  to  sign  orders  for  the  board  of  educa- 
tion, shall  be  transmitted  to  the  superintendent,  who  shall,  in 
case  he  approve  said  demand,  indorse  upon  it,  '^Examined  and 
Approved,"  together  with  the  number  and  date  when  approved, 
and  shall,  in  attestation  thereof,  affix  his  signature  thereto,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  claimant,  or  his  order,  who  shall  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  auditor,  who  shall,  in  case  he  allows  said 
demand,  indorse  upon  it,  '*  Allowed,"  together  with  the  number

who  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  school  fund  of  the  district. 
Should  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  any  district  fail  or 
refuse  to  issue  an  order  for  the  compensation  of  such  service, 
the  superintendent  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  without  such 
order,  his  requisition  upon  the  county  school  fund  apportioned 
to  such  district. 

Make  reports. 

Thirteenth — To  make  reports,  when  directed  by  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  showing  such  matters  relating 
to  the  public  schools  in  his  county  as  may  be  required  of  him. 

Preserve  reports. 

Fourteenth — To  preserve  carefully  all  reports  of  school  offi- 
cers and  teachers,  and,  at  the  close  of  his  official  term,  deliver 
to  his  successor  all  records,  books,  documents,  and  papers 
belonging  to  the  office,  taking  a  receipt  for  the  same,  which 
will  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk. 

Grade  the  schools. 

Fifteenth — The  county  superintendent  shall,  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  in  the  month  of  July  of  each  year  grade 
each  school,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  made  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  by  the  county  superintendent  in  his  office  for  this 
purpose.  And  no  teacher  holding  a  certificate  below  the  grade 
of  said  school  shall  be  employed  to  teach  the  same. 

Approve  contract  for  attendance  of  Indian  children. 

Sixteenth — On  the  recommendation  of  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  are  hereby  empowered  to  enter  into  contract  with 
the  national  government  to  receive  money  from  said  national 
government  for  the  Indian  children  in  attendance  in  the 
schools  under  the  jurisdiction  of  said  boards,  in  addition  to 
any  money  that  may  be  appropriated  for  such  schools  by 
the  state  and  the  county.  Any  money  received  on  such  con- 
tract shall  be  transmitted  to  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  to  be  by  him  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  county  school  fund  of  such  school  district.  On  the 
receipt  of  such  money  the  superintendent  shall  notify  the  clerk 
of  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  the  receipt  of  the  money. 
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Interest  on  unpaid  school  orders. 

§  1543a.  When  any  claim  or  demand  against  any  school 
district,  or  union  school  district,  or  joint  union  school  district, 
or  high  school  district,  or  city  high  school  district,  or  union 
high  school  district,  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  or 
county  high  school  district  shall  be  presented  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  of  any  county  or  city  and  county,  no 
requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  shall  be  drawn  thereon 
unless  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  fund  against  which 
such  order  or  demand  is  drawn  to  pay  the  same  in  full.  When 
any  such  order  or  demand  is  plresented  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  for  approval  and 
is  not  approved  for  want  of  funds  and  the  amount  of  said 
order  or  demand  does  not  exceed  the  income  and  revenue 
provided  for  the  year  in  which  the  indebtedness  was  incurred, 
fir  which  said  order  or  demand  was  drawn,  such  superintend- 
ent of  schools  must  endorse  thereon  the  words  **Not  approved 
for  want  of  funds,"  with  the  date  of  presentation  and  shall,  in 
attestation  thereof,  affix  his  signature  thereto ;  and  shall  number 
such  endorsement  and  shall  register  said  order  or  demand  in  the 
records  of  his  office  and  shall  thereupon  deliver  said  order  or 
demand  to  the  claimant,  or  his  order.  From  that  time,  such 
order  or  demand  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent 
per  annum,  as  herein  provided. 

When  interest  ceaees. 

When  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  ascertain  from  the 
treasurer  that  there  are  sufficient  public  school  moneys  in  the 
treasury  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  which  can  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  endorsed  orders  or 
demands  and  is  not  otherwise  appropriated,  he  shall  set  apart 
the  same,  or  so  much  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
payment  of  such  endorsed  orders  or  demands  and  accrued 
interest;  and  he  shall,  in  addition,  forthwith  give  notice,  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  county  in  which  he  shall  have  his 
office,  and,  if  there  shall  not  be  any  newspaper  in  such  county, 
then  by  written  notice  posted  on  the  courthouse  door,  stating 
therein  that  he  is  ready  to  approve  said  order,  or  orders, 
demand,  or  demands.  Such  notice  shall  be  dated  the  day  of  its 
publication  or  posting  and,  from  the  first  publication  or  posting 
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of  such  notice,  such  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  shall 
cease  to  bear  interest. 

How  published. 

In  advertising  any  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  such  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  not  publish  the  order  or  orders,  demand  or 
demands  in  detail,  but  shall  give  notice  that  the  order  or  orders, 
or  demand  or  demands  of  any  particular  district,  specifying 
the  district  or  districts,  presented  for  approval  prior  to  the 
date  of  said  notice,  are  ready  to  be  approved  and  that  requisi- 
tions upon  the  county  auditor  will  be  drawn  thereon.  When 
only  a  part  of  such  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  are 
ready  for  approval  and  can  be  paid,  such  superintendent  of 
schools  must  designate  in  such  advertisement  the  order  or 
orders,  demand  or  demands  which  are  approvable  at  the  date 
thereof,  and  shall  repeat  such  notice  until  notice  is  given  of 
the  payment  of  all  such  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands. 

Order  of  payment. 

After  the  posting  or  publication  of  the  notice  herein  pro- 
vided, when  any  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  drawn 
against  any  school  fund,  endorsed  as  herein  provided,  shall 
be  again  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  any 
county,  or  city  and  county  for  approval,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall  compute  the  interest  due  on  each  of  said  order 
or  orders,  demand  or  demands,  bearing  interest  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  shall  note  the  amount  of  interest 
on  the  order  or  demand  and  shall  enter  in  the  records  of  his 
office  the  amount  of  interest  distinct  from  the  principal;  and 
shall  thereupon  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor 
for  the  amount  of  said  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands 
and  the  interest  computed  thereon,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
section  fifteen  hundred  and  forty-three  of  this  code  and  in  the 
order  in  which  said  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  were 
registered  in  his  office.  Said  interest  shall  be  paid  as  part  of 
said  order  or  demand  by  the  treasurer. 

Orders  mutt  be  presented  within  sixty  days. 

Should  the  holders  of  such  endorsed  orders  or  demands  fail 
to  present  the  same  for  payment  within  sixty  (60)  days  from 
the  date  of  the  notice  herein  provided  for,  the  funds  set  aside 
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for  the  payment  of  the  same  must  be,  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools  and  treasurer,  applied  to  the  payment  of  irnpaid 
orders  or  demands,  next  in  order  of  endorsement  and,  if  no 
other  endorsed  orders  or  demands  shall  be  presented,  then  such 
money  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  orders  or  demands 
not  so  endorsed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  according  to  law. 

Superintendent  to  report  interest. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  report  to  the  county 
treasurer  and  the  county  auditor,  not  later  than  the  second 
Monday  of  each  month,  the  amount  of  money  computed  as 
interest  under  this  section.  Such  report  shall  show  each  dis- 
trict for  which  interest  has  been  computed  on  endorsed  and 
approved  orders  or  demands  and  the  amount  thereof  for  each 
di.«trict.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  immediately 
report,  in  writing,  to  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  each  district  for 
which  interest  has  been  computed,  as  aforesaid,  the  amount 
computed  for  the  district,  of  which  he  is  clerk  or  secretary. . 

Penalty  for  not  reporting. 

§  1644.  If  he  fails  to  make  a  full  and  correct  report,  as 
required  under  the  provisi:»us  of  subdivision  fourteen  [thir- 
teen] of  section  fifteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  at  the  time 
fixed  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  he  forfeits 
one  hundred  dollars  of  his  salary;  and  the  board  of  super- 
visors upon  receiving  from  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  notice  of  such  failure,  must  deduct  the  amount 
forfeited  from  his  salary. 

Schools  to  be  maintained  six  months. 

§  1646.  He  must,  when  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the 
fund  of  any  school  district  to  maintain  a  free  school  therein 
for  six  months,  if  the  trustees  fail  to  have  such  school  kept 
appoint  a  teacher,  and  open  and  keep  such  school,  and  may 
draw  his  requisitit^n  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw 
his  warrant  upon  the  fund  of  such  district  for  the  expense 
incurred. 


trustees  to  make  repairs,  etc. 
§  1646.     He  may,  in  his  discretion,  require  the  trustees  of 
any  district  to  repair  the  school  buildings  or  property,  or  to 
abate  any  nuisance  in  or  about  the  premi.ses,  if  such  repairs  or 
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abatement  can  be  done  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
and  there  is  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  district.  He  may  also,  in  all  cases,  require 
the  trustees  to  provide  suitable  outhouses,  and,  where  practi- 
cable, to  adorn  the  ground  with  fruit  and  ornamental  trees 
and  shrubbery ;  and  if  the  trustees  neglect  to  make  such  pro- 
vision, he  may  cause  it  to  be  done,  and  pay  for  it  on  his 
requisition  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw  his 
warrant  payable  out  of  any  money  to  the  credit  of  the  district. 

Postage,  expressage,  etc. 

§  1548.  He  may  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county 
auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  unapportioned 
county  school  fund,  in  his  own  favor,  for  the  binding  of  school 
documents,  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars  a  year;  for  postage 
and  expressage  for  his  office,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars  for  each 
district  of  his  county,  and  for  such  other  incidental  expenses 
as  may  be  authorized  by  law;  provided,  that  not  more  than 
one  half  of  such  allowance  shall  be  used  during  the  first  six 
months  of  any  school  year,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of

Deputy. 

§  1549.  Each  county  superintendent  may  appoint  a  deputy ; 
but  no  salary,  payable  out  of  the  school  fund,  must  be  allowed 
such  deputy. 

Compensation  of  deputy. 

§  1560.  Each  deputy  school  superintendent  of  any  city, 
or  city  and  county,  may  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
board  of  education  thereof  prescribes,  payable  in  the  same 
manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  superintendent  of 
schools  thereof  is  paid;  provided,  that  the  compensation  of 
each  deputy  school  superintendent  of  any  city  and  county  shall 
be  not  less  than  the  minimum  received  by  any  high  school 
principal  in  said  city  and  county. 
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Superintendent  must  report  attendance — Correct  boundaries. 
§  1661.  Every  school  superintendent  in  this  state  must,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  his  county,  the  average  daily  attendance  in  the  day 
and  evening  elementary  schools  and  of  the  day  and  evening 
high  schools  as  appears  by  the  teachers'  reports  on  file  in  his 
office  for  the  school  year  immediately  preceding.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  county  superintendent  to  inquire  and  ascer- 
tain whether  the  boundaries  of  the  school  districts  in  his 
county  are  definitely  and  plainly  described  in  the  records  of 
the  board' of  supervisors,  and  to  keep  in  his  office  a  full  and 
correct  transcript  of  such  boundaries.  In  case  the  boundaries 
of  districts  are  conflicting  or  incorrectly  described,  he  shall 
report  such  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  immediately  take  such  steps  as  are  neces- 
.sary  to  change,  harmonize  and  clearly  define  them.  The 
county  superintendent,  if  he  deem  it  necessary,  may  order  the 
description  of  the  district  boundaries  printed  in  pamphlet 
form,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  unapportioned  county 
school  fund  of  the  county. 

Traveling  expenses. 

§  1662.  Each  county  superintendent  shall  receive  his 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  said  expenses  to  be 
allowed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  county  general  fund ;  provided,  that  this  amount  shall  not 
exceed  ten  dollars  per  district  per  annum ;  provided,  further, 
that  in  any  city  and  county  each  three  hundred  pupils  enrolled 
in  such  city  and  county,  as  shown  by  the  last  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  be  considered  equal 
to  one  school  district. 

Must  follow  no  other  vocation. 

§  1663.  No  school  superintendent,  who  receives  an  annual 
salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  more,  must  follow  the 
profession  of  teaching,  or  any  other  vocation  that  can  conflict 
with  his  duties  as  superintendent;  but  those  receiving  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  may  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  this  state. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

TEAOHEBS'  INSTITUTES. 

Teachers'  institute  must  be  held  annually — Joint  may  be 
held— Penalty  for  failure  to  hold. 
§  1660.  The  superintendent  of  every  county  in  which 
there  are  twenty  or  more  school  districts,  and  of  every  city 
and  county,  and  of  every  city  school  district  governed  by  a 
city  board  of  education  and  employing  sevonty  or  more 
teachers,  must  hold  at -least  one  teachers'  institute  in  each 
year;  and  every  teacher  employed  in  the  schools  of  the  county, 
city  and  county,  or  city  school  district  holding  such  institute 
must  attend  the  same  and  participate  in  its  proceedings;  and 
shall  be  paid  his  regular  salary  for  the  time  covered  by  such 
attendance ;  provided,  that  the  superintendents  of  two  or  more 
adjoining  counties,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  districts 
may  unite  for  the  purpose  of  a  joint  institute  or  convention 
and  may  direct  the  teachers  of  their  respective  counties,  city 
and  county,  or  city  school  districts  to  attend  the  same  in  lieu 
of  all  or  of  a  designated  part  of  the  county,  city  and  county, 
or  city  school  district  institute,  under  the  same  conditions  and 
compensations  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  county,  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district  institute;  provided,  that  the 
expense  of  such  joint  institute  shall  be  borne  proportionately 
by  the  counties,  city  and  county,  and  city  school  districts  par- 
ticipating therein,  and  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars 
($200.00)  for  each  county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school  dis- 
trict participating  therein;  and  shall  be  paid  in  each  county 
from  the  unapportioned  county  school  fund,  in  each  city  and 
county  from  the  city  and  county  school  fund,  and  in  each  city 
school  district  from  such  school  district's  county  school  fund; 
and  provided,  further,  that  during  the  year  1915  the  super- 
intendent of  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school 
district  may  convene  an  institute  with  the  educational  depart- 
ment of  any  international  exposition  held  within  the  State 
of  California,  and  may  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  two  thirds  of 
all  teachers  engaged  in  teaching  in  such  county  requesting 
that  such  institute  be  called  in  connection  with  said  inter- 
national exposition,  direct  the  teachers  of  his  county,  city  and 
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county,  or  city  school  district,  to  attend  the  same  in  lieu  of  all 
or  a  designated  part  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or 
city  school  district  institute  under  the  same  conditions  and 
compensations  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  county,  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district.  A  county  superintendent  of 
schools  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  hold  an  institute  for 
any  one  year  as  directed  by  this  section  shall  forfeit  the  last 
month's  salary  of  the  year  in  which  he  fails  to  hold  said 
institute,  and  the  county  auditor  whose  duty  it  is  to  draw  the 
warrant  in  favor  of  such  superintendent  is  hereby  directed  to 
withhold  said  salary  on  proof  of  such  neglect ;  provided,  that  in 
lieu  of  the  institute  of  from  three  to  five  consecutive  days,  as 
provided  in  this  section  and  in  section  1562  of  the  Political 
Code,  the  superintendent  of  any  county  in  which  there  are 
twenty  or  more  school  districts,  or  of  any  city  and  county,  or 
of  any  city  school  district  governed  by  a  city  board  of  educa- 
tion and  employing  seventy  or  more  teachers,  may  hold  during 
the  school  year,  at  places  in  the  county,  or  city  and  county, 
or  city  school  district,  chosen  by  the  superintendent  for  their 
convenience  and  accessibility  to  teachers  and  patrons  of 
neighboring  schools,  three  or  more  series  of  local  day  or  evening 
institutes  which  shall  provide,  at  each  of  the  chosen  places, 
not  less  than  ten  hours  of  institute  work;  provided,  that  thp 
superintendent  may  combine  the  annual  institute  plan  with  tho 
local  institute  plan,  by  holding,  during  one  or  more  days, 
not  to  exceed  three,  an  annual  meeting  of  all  the  teachers  in 
the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district,  and  also 
holding  during  the  school  year  one  or  more  series  of  evening 
institutes  at  local  points  in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or 
city  school  district,  the  whole  to  provide  not  less  than  ten  hours 
of  institute  work;  provided,  that  in  cities  and  counties  one  or 
more  local  day  or  evening  in^stitutes  of  not  less  than  two  hours 
each  may  be  held  on  not  less  than  three  differ^it  dates  during 
the  year. 

Hay  be  held  in  certain  counties. 

§  1661.  In  any  county  in  which  there  are  less  than  twenty 
school  districts,  the  county  superintendent  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion, hold  an  institute.    When  directed  by  the  county  board  of 
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education,  he  shall  hold  an  institute,  not  oftener  than  once  each 
year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  may  direct. 

Sessions  from  three  to  five  days. 

§  1662.  Each  session  of  the  institute  must  continue  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  days,  except  where  the 
superintendent  holds  local  institutes,  as  provided  in  section 
1560  of  the  Political  Code. 

Teachers'  salaries  during  attendance. 

§  1563.  When  the  institute  is  held  during  the  time  that 
teachers  are  employed  in  teaching,  their  pay  must  not  be 
diminished  by  reason  of  their  attendance. 

Institute  expenses. 

§  1664.  The  county  superintendent,  the  city  and  county 
superintendent,  and  the  city  superintendent  must  each  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by  them 
in  holding  any  teachers'  institute  whether  separate  or  joint, 
with  vouchers  for  the  same;  and  the  county  superintendent 
shall  draw  his  requisitit  n  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  unapportioned  county  school  fund  to 
pay  the  expense  of  the  county  institute;  and  the  city  and 
county  superintendent  shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  city 
and  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  city 
and  county  school  fund  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  city  and 
county  institute ;  and  the  city  superintendent  shall  present  his 
bill  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  holding  the  city  dis- 
trict institute  to  the  city  board  of  education,  who  shall  pay  the 
same  from  the  city  school  district's  county  fund  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  claims  against  the  city  school  district's  county 
fund  are  paid ;  provided,  that  not  more  than  two  hundred  dol- 
lars ($200.00)  shall  be  paid  by  each  county,  city  and  county, 
or  city  school  district  towards  the  expense  of  any  joint  institute 
or  convention ;  and  provided,  further,  that  not  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  shall  be  paid  for  the  expenses  of 
any  separate  institute  held  by  the  superintendent  of  any 
county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district  having  less  than 
one  hundred  teachers  regularly  employed  in  the  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  of  such  county,  city  and  county,  or  city 
school  district;  and  provided,  further,  that  where  the  number 
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of  teachers  regularly  employed  in  the  elementary  and  second- 
ary  schools  of  any  county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school 
district  exceeds  one  hundred  teachers  at  the  time  of  holding 
any  separate  institute,  the  superintendent  may  expend  money 
in  addition  to  the  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  hereinbefore 
provided  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  teacher  for  each 
teacher  in  excess  of  one  hundred  teachers  regularly  employed 
at  the  time  of  holding  such  separate  institute ;  and  provided, 
further,  that  whenever  the  superintendent  of  any  county,  or 
city  and  county,  or  city  school  district,  elects  to  hold  local  insti- 
tutes, or  the  combination  of  annual  institute  with  local  insti- 
tute^, as  provided  in  section  1560  of  the  Political  Code,  he  may 
expend  money,  in  addition  to  the  amount  hereinbefore  provided 
for  the  expenses  of  any  separate  institute  in  his  county,  or  city 
and  county,  or  city  school  district,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars 
per  teacher  for  each  teacher  regularly  employed  at  the  time 
of  holding  the  first  series  of  local  institutes  in  any  school 
year;  provided,  however,  that  his  total  expenditures  for  local 
institutes  shall  not  at  any  time  in  the  school  year  exceed  fifty 
dollars  multiplied  by  the  number  of  local  institutes  held;  and 
provided,  further,  that  whenever  the  superintendent  holds  the 
combination  of  annual  institute  with  local  institute's,  each  day 
of  the  annual  institute  shall  be  considered  for  purposes  of 
expenditure  the  same  as  one  series  of  local  institutes;  and 
provided,  further,  that  all  the  expenses  of  local  institutes  and 
of  combined  annual  and  local  institutes  shall  be  paid  in  the 
same  manner  and  from  the  same  funds  as  are  the  expenses  of 
separate  and  of  joint  institutes. 

Fee  for  certificates — Institute  and  library  fund. 

§  1666.  Except  for  a  temporary  certificate,  every  appli- 
cant for  a  teacher's  certificate,  or  for  the  renewal  of  a  certifi- 
cate, upon  presenting  his  application,  shall  pay  to  the  county 
superintendent  a  fee  of  two  dollars.  All  money  so  received  by 
the  county  superintendent  shall  immediately  be  deposited  by 
him  in  the  county  treasury.  The  county  treasurer  shall  credit 
one  half  of  all  moneys  so  received  to  a  separate  fund  to  he 
known  as  the  teachers'  institute  fund  and  the  other  half  to  a 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  teachers'  library  fund.  The  teachers' 
institute  fund  may  be  expended  in  payment  of  the  services 
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of  such  instructors  in  the  county  teachers'  institute  as  are  not 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county  in  which  such 
institute  is  held.  For  this  purpose  warrants  may  be  drawn 
by  the  auditor  upon  the  request  of  the  county  superintendent. 
The  teachers'  library  fund  may  be  expended,  in  a  similar 
maimer  for  the  establishing  of  a  teachers*  library  and  for  the 
transportation  of  library  books,  and  other  reading  matter 
of  the  teachers'  library,  to  and  from  the  various  schools  of 
the  county.  The  county  superintendent  may  act  as  librarian 
thereof  but  whenever  in  any  county  there  is  a  counfy  library, 
the  county  superintendent  may  require  the  county  treasurer 
to  credit  all  moneys  payable  to  the  teachers'  library  fund  to 
the  county  library  fund,  and  may  transfer  to  the  county 
library  all  books  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  teachers' 
library,  and  thereupon  the  county  library  shall  administer  the 
teachers'  library  as  part  of  itself;  but  all  funds  received  from 
the  county  superintendent  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall 
be  expended  exclusively  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of 
books  of  professional  interest  to  teachers. 

May  hold  trustees'  meeting. 

§  1666.  The  superintendent  of  every  county  in  which 
there  are  more  than  twenty  school  districts,  may  hold  one 
trustees'  meeting  each  year,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  one 
school  trustee  of  each  school  district  of  the  county  in  which 
said  meeting  is  held  to  attend  the  same  and  participate  in  itn 
proceedings.  The  school  trustees  of  each  school  district  shall 
select  the  trustee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  such  meet- 
ing; and  each  trustee  so  selected  shall  be  allowed  his  actual 
traveling  expenses  incurred  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
such  meetings,  such  expenses  to  be  verified  by  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.  In  any  county  in  which  there  are 
less  than  twenty  school  districts,  the  county  superintendent 
may  in  his  discretion  hold  a  meeting  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  when  directed  by  the  county  board  of  education. 
Each  session  of  the  trustees'  meeting  shall  continue  one  day. 
The  county  superintendent  shall  draw  his  requisition  on  the 
county  auditor  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  unappor- 
tioned  county  school  fund  to  pay  the  expenses  of  holding  the 
trustees'    meetings.    The   superintendent    must    notify   each 
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trustee  of  the  county  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  calling  of 
such  trustees'  meeting  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 
Names. 

§  1575.     Every  school  district  must  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of  ** district   (using  the  name  of  the 

district),  of coimty"  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in 

which  such  district  is  situated) ;  and  in  that  name  the  trustees 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  hold  and  convey  property  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  such  district.  A  number  must  not  be  used 
as  a  part  of  a  designation  of  any  school  district. 

Cities  constitute  separate  districts;  additional  territory. 

§  1576.  Every  city  or  incorporated  town,  except  cities  and 
towns  of  the  sixth  class,  unless  subdivided  by  the  legislative 
authority  thereof,  shall  constitute  a  separate  school  district, 
which  shall  be  governed  by  the  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  of  such  city  or  incorporated  town ;  provided, 
that  whenever  a  city  or  town  shall  be  incorporated,  except  a 
city  or  town  of  the  sixth  class,  .the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  may  annex  thereto,  for  school  purposes  only,  the  remain- 
der, or  any  part  of  the  remainder,  of  the  district  or  districts 
from  which  such  city  or  incorporated  town  was  organized, 
whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  therein, 
shall  petition  for  such  annexation ;  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  board  of  supervisors  may  include  more  territory  than  the 
remainder  of  the  district  or  districts  from  which  the  city  or 
incorporated  town  was  organized,  whenever  a  petition  for  such 
purpose  is  presented  to  them,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  heads 
of  families  residing  in  such  additional  territory.  When  said 
remainder  or  part  thereof,  or  said  additional  outside  territory, 
has  been  annexed  to  said  city  or  iueorporated  town,  it  shall  be 
deemed  a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  the  general  municipal  election,  and  shall  form  one 
or  more  election  precincts,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  legis- 
lative authority  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town,  the  qualified 
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electors  of  which  shall  vote  only  for  the  board  of  education,  or 
the  board  of  school  trustees;  and  such  outside  territory  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for 
all  matters  connected  with  the  school  department  thereof,  for 
the  annual  levying  and  collecting  of  the  property  tax  for  the 
school  fund  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town;  and  for  all 
purposes  specified  in  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty  to  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  this 
code,  inclusive;  provided,  however,  that  the  last  assessment 
roll  made  by  the  county  assessor  shall  be  the  only  basis  of 
taxation  for  such  school  district  on  the  property  outside  the 
corporate  limits  so  annexed  for  school  purposes. 

Certain  districts  may  employ  a  clerk. 

§  1576a.  In  any  school  district  organized  under  the  pre- 
ceding section,  and  which  is  also  a  high  school  district,  and 
which  districts  are  governed  by  a  board  of  school  trustees,  and 
which  districts  have  an  average  daily  attendance  in  the 
elementary  school  district  of  at  least  eight  hundred  as  shown 
by  the  last  report  of  the  principal  of  schools  in  said  elementary 
school  district  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools,  the  trustees  of  the  said  school  district  may  appoint 
a  clerk,  who  shall  not  be  one  of  their  own  number,  to  act  for 
the  elementary  district  trustees  and  the  high  school  district 
trustees,  to  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
Said  board  may  fix  the  salary  of  the  clerk  at  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars  per  month  for  the  two  districts,  which 
sum  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  funds 
as  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  districts  are  paid. 

When  new  district  may  be  formed. 

§  1677.  First — No  new  school  district  shall  be  formed  at 
any  other  time  than  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  nor  at  that  time  unless  the  parents 
or  guardians  of  at  least  fifteen  children  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents 
of  such  proposed  new  district,  and  residing  at  a  greater  dis- 
tance than  two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  the  public  school- 
house  in  the  district  in  which  such  parents  or  guardians  reside, 
present  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  setting 
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forth  the  boundaries  of  the  new  district  asked  for;  provided, 
that  the  provision  requiring  the  petitioners  shall  reside  a  dis- 
tance of  more  than  two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  said 
public  schoolhouse  may  be  dispensed  with  when  the  petition 
shall  be  signed  by  parents  or  guardians  of  fifty  or  more  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years,  residents 
of  a  district  or  districts  containing  more  than  two  hundred 
children  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  said  district  or  districts  as  shown  by  the  report  of  teacher 
or  principal  of  said  school  or  schools  on  file  in  the  ofSce  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  year  imme- 
diately preceding. 

Boundaries  may  be  changed. 

Second — The  boundaries  of  a  school  district,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  fifty-one  of  the 
Political  Code,  shall  be  changed  only  between  the  first  day  of 
October  and  the  tenth  day  of  February  in  any  year,  and  then 
only  when  at  least  ten  heads  of  families  residing  in  the  dis- 
tricts affected  by  the  proposed  change  of  boundaries  shall 
present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  a  petition  setting 
forth  the  changes  of  boundaries  desired,  and  the  reasons  for 
the  same;  provided,  that  two  or  more  elementary  school  dis- 
tricts lying  contiguous  may  at  any  time  be  united  to  constitute 
but  one  district,  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  heads  of  families  residing  in  each  of  said  districts  shall 
be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools.  Said  petition 
shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  done  in  case  of 
the  formation  of  new  school  districts. 

Formation  of  joint  dietricts. 

Third — Joint  districts  (that  is,  districts  lying  partly  in 
one  county  and  partly  in  another)  may  be  formed  at  any  time 
between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the  tenth  day  of  February 
in  any  year,  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  at  least  fifteen  children  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents  of  such 
proposed  joint  district  and  residing  at  a  greater  distance  than 
two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  any  public  schoolhouse, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each 
county  affected  by  the  proposed  formation  of  the  joint  dis- 
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trict;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  provision  requiring  that 
the  petitioners  shall  reside  a  distance  of  more  than  two  miles 
by  a  traveled  road  from  a  public  schoolhouse  may  be  dispensed 
with  when  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  fifty  or  more  children  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents  of 
school  district  or  districts  containing  an  average  daily  attend- 
ance of  two  hundred  or  more  in  the  elementary  schools  of  said 
district  or  districts  as  shown  by  the  reports  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  year  immediately 
preceding.  All  the  provisions  relative  to  the  formation  of 
joint  districts  shall  be  by  concurrent  action  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  affected ; 
still  further  provided,  that  by  concurrent  action  of  the  boards 
of  supervisors  and  the  county  school  superintendents,  con- 
tiguous school  districts  or  parts  of  such  school  districts  lying 
in  different  counties  may,  on  proper  petitions  as  above  required, 
be  united  to  form  a  joint  school  district,  and  the  school 
property  within  the  territory  thus  united  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  newly  formed  joint  school  district. 

Children  may  attend  old  school. 

Fourth — The  children  residing  in  any  newly  formed  district, 
in  any  district  whose  boundaries  have  been  changed,  or  in  any 
joint  district,  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  the  school  in  the 
district  or  districts  from  which  the  newly  formed  district 
was  constituted  until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the 
formation  or  change. 

Funds  combined. 

Fifth — Whenever  a  district  shall  be  united  with  a  munici- 
pality or  with  another  district,  all  funds  belonging  to  said 
district  shall  be  transferred,  by  requisition  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  county  upon  the  county  auditor,  to  the  municipality 
or  district  with  which  said  district  is  united. 

Superintendent's  notice  and  approval. 

§  1678.  After  giving  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested, 
by  sending  notice  by  registered  mail  to  each  of  the  trustees  of 
any  school  district  that  may  be  affected  by  the  proposed  change, 
or  by  causing  notices  to  be  posted  in  three  public  places  in  each 
district  aft'ect»Ml.  one  of  which  shall  be  at  the  door  of  the  school- 
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house  of  said  districts,  for  at  least  one  week,  the  county  super- 
intendent must  transmit  the  petition  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
wih  his  approval  or  disapproval.  If  he  approves  the  petition 
he  may  note  such  changes  in  the  boundaries  as  he  may  think 
desirable. 

Supervisors  must  act  on  petition. 

§  1579.  The  board  of  supervisors  must,  at  their  first  meet- 
ing after  the  receipt  of  the  petition,  act  upon  the  same.  If  the 
board  establishes  the  district,  they  may  do  so  in  accordance 
with  the  original  prayer  of  the  petition,  or  with  such  modifi- 
cations as  they  choose  to  make. 

Division  of  district  by  coonty  line  makes  district  joint. 

§  1580.  Whenever  any  school  district  has  been,  or  shall 
hereafter  be,  intersected  by  any  county  boundary  line  in  the 
formation  of  any  new  county,  or  in  changing  the  boundary  of 
any  county,  and  portions  of  the  district  then  lie  in  different 
counties,  such  district,  shall  by  operation  of  law  constitute  and 
become  established  as  a  joint  school  district,  at  the  time  of 
such  intersection,  unless  otherwise  provided. 


An  act  confirming  the  organization  of  school  districta. 

[Approved  March  IS,  1906.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Legalizing  the  formation  of  school  districts. 

Section  1.  All  school  districts  in  this  state  that  for  a 
period  of  five  (5)  years  have  been  acting  as  school  districts 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  duly 
incorporated  and  to  be  bodies  politic  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  and  as  such  school  districts,  under  their  appropriate 
names,  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be  subjected 
to  all  of  the  duties  and  obligations  of  duly  incorporated  school 
districts. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  act  confirming  and  validating  the  organization  of  school  districts. 

[Approved  June  1,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Where  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county 
have  purported  to  establish  a  school  district  situated  within 
such  county  and  such  district  has  acted  as  a  school  district  for 
a  period  of  one  year  previous  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act, 
all  acts  and  proceedings  taken  for  the  purpose  of  creating  such 
district  are  hereby  legalized,  validated  and  declared  to  be 
sufficient,  and  such  school  district  is  hereby  declared  to  be  duly 
incorporated  and  as  such  school  district  under  its  appropriate 
name  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be  subject 
to  all  of  the  duties  and  obligations  of  a  duly  incorporated 
school  district. 


An  act  to  provide  for  the  change  of  name  of  school  districts  and  the 

manner  of  making  such  change. 

[Approved  March  16,  1903.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Name  of  school  districts  may  be  changed. 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 
board  of  supervisors,  signed  by  at  least  fifteen  qualified  electors 
of  said  district,  asking  that  the  name  of  any  school  district  be 
changed,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  designate  a  day 
upon  which  they  will  act  upon  such  petition,  which  day  must 
not  be  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  forty  days  after  the 
receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  the  said  board  of  supervisors 
must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by  sending  by  regis- 
tered mail  to  each  of  the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  a 
notice  of  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition,  which 
notice  must  be  mailed  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  set  for 
hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall  by  resolution  either  grant 
or  deny  the  petition,  and  if  granted,  the  clerk  shall  notify 
the  county  superintendent  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  the 
said  district. 
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New  districts  most  open  school  on  or  before  the  second  Mon- 
day in  September. 
§  1681.  After  the  making  of  an  order  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  creating  a  new  district,  the  school  must  be  opened 
therein  not  later  than  the  second  Monday  of  September  follow- 
ing the  date  on  which  said  order  was  made;  otherwise  said 
order  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Joint  districts:  apportionment,  text-books,  rules,  reports, 
teachers'  certificates. 
§  1583.  Whenever  a  district  lies  partly  in  one  county  and 
partly  in  another,  the  county  superintendent  must  apportion 
to  such  district  such  proportion  of  the  school  money  to  which 
such  district  is  entitled,  as  the  number  of  school  children  in 
average  daily  attendance  residing  in  that  portion  of  the  district 
situated  in  his  county  bears  to  the  total  number  of  children 
in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  entire  district.  The 
teacher  or  teachers  in  such  joint  school  districts  shall  make  a 
separate  report  of  the  attendance  from  the  different  counties 
and  shall  combine  these  reports  on  a  principal's  report  blank 
and  send  copies  of  all  such  reports  to  each  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  in  whose  county  parts  of  the  district  are  located. 
The  text-books  to  be  used,  and  the  rules  governing  the  school 
in  such  district,  shall  be  those  adopted  by  the  board  of  educa- 
tion of  the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  joint 
district  is  located.  The  trustees  of  joint  districts  shall  make 
to  the  superintendents  of  each  county  in  which  the  district  is 
located,  the  reports  which  other  trustees  are  required  to  make. 
The  teacher  in  such  joint  district  shall  hold  a  certificate  in 
the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  is  located. 

District  may  be  governed  by  city  charter. 

§  1584.  A  school  district,  a  portion  of  which  is  embraced 
within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town  governed  by 
a  charter  proposed  and  adopted  as  provided  by  section  8  of 
article  XI  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  may  be 
subject  to,  controlled  and  governed  by  the  provisions  of  such 
charter  relating  to  and  providing  for  the  management  of 
public  schools  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  section.  The 
board  of  trustees  of  such  school  district  may  provide  for  the 
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holding  of  an  election  at  the  time,  and  in  the  form  and  manner 
for  holding  elections  for  school  trustees,  at  which  election 
shall  be  submitted  the  question  of  the  district  being  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  such  city  or  town.  The 
ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  ''Shall 
the  (name  of  district)  be  governed  by  the  charter  of  the  city 

(or  town)   of  1*'  and  the  words  ''Yes"  and  "No"  so 

placed  that  the  voters  may  clearly  indicate  their  choice  in 
this  connection.  The  board  having  charge  of  such  election 
shall  count  the  ballots  cast  on  such  proposition  and  make 
return  thereof  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  school  district. 
If  it  shall  appear  from  such  returns  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  on  such  proposition  were  in  favor  thereof,  then 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  certify  said  result  to  the  board 
of  education  provided  for  in  the  charter  of  such  city  or  town, 
and  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  certificate  said  school 
district  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  such  charter 
relating  to  the  establishment,  management  and  control  of  the 
public  schools ;  provided,  however,  that  in  any  case  where  any 
such  school  district  or  portion  of  school  district,  is  embraced 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  a  city  or  town  having  such 
charter  as  is  herein  referred  to,  and  the  electors  of  such 
school  district  have  participated  in  and  voted  at  any  school 
election  held  subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  and  under  the 
provisions  of  such  charter,  then  the  electors  of  such  school 
district  shall  be  deemed  to  have  submitted  to  be  governed  in 
all  matters  relating  to  the  management  of  public  schools  within 
such  school  district  or  high  school  district  as  fully  and  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  though  the  electors  of  such  school 
district  or  high  school  district  had  by  their  votes  elected  to  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  such  charter.  All  qualified 
electors  residing  in  such  school  district,  whether  residing  within 
or  without  the  boundaries  of  such  incorporated  city  or  .town, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  board  of  education 
at  any  election  held  for  that  purpose.

one  school  district  is  hereby  approved,  ratified  and  validated; 
and  it  is  further  hereby  declared  that  the  consolidation  of  said 
several  school  districts  into  one  school  district  was  effected  by 
such  action,  and  that  such  school  district  has  existed  as  a  legal 
school  district  from  the  date  on  which  the  business  and  affairs 
of  said  several  school  districts  have  been  conducted  as  one 
district  under  such  common  name.  And  it  is  further  provided 
that  wherever  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which 
any  such  city  is  situated  has  directed,  or  shall  hereafter  direct, 
that  bonds  of  any  such  school  district  be  issued  pursuant  to 
any  election  theretofore  held  in  such  district  in  accordance

Section  1.  Wherever,  in  any  city  which  had  theretofore 
been  divided  into  two  or  more  school  districts,  a  majority  of 
the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  voting  at  an  election,  either 
at  a  general  election  or  at  a  special  election  called  pursuant 
to  any  provision  of  law,  have  voted  in  favor  of  consolidating 
such  several  school  districts  into  one  school  district,  either, 

By  voting  to  ratify  a  proposed  charter  for  said  city  which 
said  charter  contained  a  provision  either  expressly  or  impliedly 
providing  for  such  consolidation,  or  in  which  provision  is  made 
or  attempted  to  be  made  for  the  creation  or  formation  of  one 
school  district,  to  comprise  and  include  the  said  several  districts 
theretofore  existing  within  such  city,  and  such  charter  had 
thereafter  been  approved  by  the  legislature  pursuant  to  article 
XI,  section  8  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California ;  or 
in  any  other  way : 

And  where  the  business  and  affairs  of  such  several  school 
districts  existing  prior  to  such  election  have  been  thereafter 
conducted  as  one  school  district,  such  attempted  consolidation 
is  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  validated,  and  it  is  hereby 
declared  that  the  consolidation  of  such  school  districts  into

Section  1.  In  all  cases  where  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  of  this  state  has  established  a  school  district 
consisting  of  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  an  incorporated  city 
or  town,  all  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of  supervisors  had 
in  the  formation  of  such  school  district  are  hereby  validated, 
ratified  and  confirmed  and  such  district  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  legal  school  district,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  any  county  of  the  state  purporting  to  act  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Political  Code  applicable 
thereto,  has  ordered  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  any  such  school 
district,  after  a  special  election  in  such  district  has  been  held 
to  determine  whether  such  indebtedness  shall  be  incurred,  at 
which  election  not  less  than  two  thirds  of  all  the  qualified 
voters  voting  at  such  election  have  voted  in  favor  of  incurring 
such  indebtedness,  all  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees  of  such

§  1693.  First — An  election  for  school  trustees  must  be 
held  in  each  school  district  on  the  first  Friday  of  April  of  each 
year,  at  the  district  schoolhouse,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is 
none,  at  the  place  to  be  designated  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Numbsr  of  trustees. 

Second — The  number  of  school  trustees  for  any  school  dis- 
trict, except  where  city  boards  are  otherwise  authorized  by

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law^  shall  be  three.     No  person  shall  be  deemed  ineligible  to 
the  office  of  trustee  on  account  of  sex. 

Election  of  trutioos  in  now  districts. 

Third — ^In  new  school  districts  the  school  trustees  shall  be 
elected  on  the  first  Friday  of  April  subsequent  to  the  formation 
of  the  district,  to  hold  office  for  one,  two  and  three  years, 
respectively,  from  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  their 
election. 

Vscancy   fillod   by   suporintsndent. 

Fourth — When  a  vacancy  occurs  from  any  of  the  causes 
specified  in  section  nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  this  code, 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  first  day  of^  May  next 
succeeding  the  appointment,  and  a  trustee  shall  be  elected 
at  the  next  April  election,  to  hold  office  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term.

Fifth — Except  as  provided  in  subdivisions  two  and  three  of 
this  section,  one  trustee  shall  be  elected  annually,  to  hold  office 
for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  his 
election,  or  until  his  sucessor  shall  be  elected,  or  appointed, 
and  qualified. 

Trustees  must  post  notice  of  election. 

§  1696.  Not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  election  required 
under  section  fifteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  the  trustees 
must  post  notices  in  three  public  places  in  the  district,  which 
notices  must  specify  the  time  and  place  of  election,  and  the 
hours  during  which  the  polls  will  be  kept  open ;  if  within  five 
days  of  the  election  the  trustees  have  failed  to  post  the  notices 
required  under  this  section,  then  any  three  electors  of  the 
district  may  give  notice  of  such  election. 

Trustees  must  appoint  election  officers. 

§  1696.  Trustees  of  boards  of  education  charged  with  the

Time  of  opening  and  closing  polls. 

§  1697.  In  districts  in  which  the  average  daily  attendance 
as  shown  by  the  teachers'  register,  exceeds  four  hundred,  the 
polls  must  be  open  at  eight  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open  until 
six  o'clock  p.m.  In  other  districts  the  polls  must  not  be 
opened  before  nine  o'clock  a.m.,  nor  kept  open  less  than  four 
hours;  provided,  however,  in  all  elections  held  for  the  purpose 
of  authorizing  the  incurring  of  any  bonded  indebtedness  the 
polls  must  be  opened  at  eight  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open  until 
six  o'clock  p.m. 

Who  are  electors. 

§  1598.  Every  elector,  resident  of  (he  school  district,  who 
is  a  qualified  elector  of  the  county,  and  who  is  registered  in  the 
precinct  where  the  election  is  held  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  election,  may  vote  thereat. 

Manner  of  voting. 

§  1699.  The  voting  must  be  by  ballot  (without  reference 
to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  nominations,  form  of 
ballot,  or  manner  of  voting),  which  shall  be  handed  by  the 
elector  voting  to  the  inspector,  who  shall  then,  in  his  presence, 
deposit  the  same  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges  shall  enter 
the  elector's  name  on  the  poll  list ;  provided,  that  no  electioneer- 
ing shall  be  carried  en  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  polls; 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  board  of  school  trustees  may 
arrange  for  secret  ballot  by  providing  booths  or  private  rooms 
in  which  the  voter  must  prepare  his  ballot. 

Who  may  be  challenged. 

§  1600.  Any  person  offering  to  vote  may  be  challenj^ed  by 
any  elector  of  the  district,  and  the  judges  of  election  must 
thereupon  administer  to  the  person  challenged  an  oath,  in 
substance  as  follows:  **You  do  swear  that  you  are  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  that  you  are  twenty-one  years  of  age,  that 
you  have  resided  in  this  state  one  year,  in  this  county  ninety 
days,  and  in  this  school  district  thirty  days  preceding  this 
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election,  and  that  your  name  is  on  the  great  register  of  this 
county,  and  was  on  the  great  register  of  a  precinct  in  this 
school  district  at  least  thirty  da3rs  before  this  election,  and  that 
you  have  not  before  voted  this  day."  If  he  takes  the  oath 
prescribed  in  this  section,  his  vote  must  be  received,  otherwise 
his  vote  must  be  rejected. 

Poll  and  tally  lists. 

§  1601.  A  poll  and  tally  list  must  be  kept  and  returned  to 
the  board  of  trustees. 

Certificates  of  election. 

§  1602.  The  officers  of  election  must  publicly  canvass  the 
votes  immediately  after  closing  the  polls,  and  make,  sign,  and 
deliver  certificates  of  election  to  the  person  or  persons  elected, 
which  must,  with  the  oath  of  office  of  the  person  so  elected 
attached,  be  forwarded  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  filed  in  his  office. 


ARTIGLB  VIL 

BOARDS  OF  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES  AND  CITY  BOARDS 

OF  EDUCATION. 

Number  of  school  trustees. 

§  1611.  Except  when  otherwise  authorized  by  law,  every 
school  district  shall  be  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  school 
trustees,  consisting  of  three  members. 

Term  of  office  begins  May  first. 

§  1613.  The  term  of  office  of  school  trustees  is  three  years 
from  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  their  election. 

Vacancies  in  office  of  school  trustee. 

§  1614.  First — Vacancies'in  the  office  of  school  trustee  are 
caused  by  the  happening  of  any  of  the  events  specified  in 
section  nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the  Political  Code,  or 
by  failure  to  elect,  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  ninety-three  of  this  code. 

Second — When  a  school  trustee  resigns,  his  resignation  must 
be  sent  in  writing  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools. 
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School  trustees  in  newly  formed  districts. 

§  1615.  First — When  a  new  district  is  organized,  such  of 
the  trustees  of  the  old  district  as  reside  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  new  shall  be  trustees  of  the  new  district  until  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  which  they  were  elected. 

School  trustees  in  joint  districts. 

Second — When  joint  districts  are  formed,  three  trustees 
shall  be  elected  at  the  April  election  next  succeeding  the 
formation  thereof,  to  hold  office  for  one,  two  and  three  years 
respectively,  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  their 
election.  The  terms  of  the  trustees  in  the  districts  uniting  to 
form  the  joint  district  shall  expire  on  the  formation  of  said 
joint  district,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  county,  in  which 
lies  the  district  having  the  greater  number  of  census  children, 
shall  appoint  two  trustees,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  county 
in  which  the  other  district  lies  shall  appoint  one  trustee,  to  hold 
office  until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the  formation 
of  the  joint  district. 

City  boards  of  education. 

§  1616.  Boards  of  education  are  elected  in  cities  under  the 
I)rovisions  of  the  laws  governing  such  cities,  and  their  powers 
and  duties  are  as  prescribed  in  such  laws,  except  as  otherwise 
in  this  chapter  provided. 

Powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city 
boards  of  education. 
§  1617.     The  powers  and  duties  of  trustees  of  common 
school  districts,  and  of  boards  of  education  in  city  school  dis- 
tricts, are  as  follows : 

Prescribe  rules — ^Transact  business  at  regular  meetings. 

First — To  prescribe  and  enforce  rules,  not  inconsistent  with 
law  or  those  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education,  for 
their  own  government  and  government  of  schools,  and  to  trans- 
act their  business  at  regular  or  special  meetings,  called  for 
such  purpose,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  each  member. 

Manage  school  property. 

Second — To  manage  and  control  the  school  property  within 
their  districts,  and  pay  all  moneys  collected  by  them,  from  any 
source  whatever,  for  school  purposes,  and  all  moneys  appor- 
tioned to  them  from  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the 
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authority  of  city  douncils  for  school  purposes,  into  the  county 
treasury,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  fund  of  their 
districts. 

Purohaso  furniture»  etc. 

Third — To  purchase  school  furniture,  including  organs  and 
pianos,  and  apparatus,  and  such  other  things  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  use  of  schools ;  provided^  that  except  in  city  school 
districts  governed  by  boards  of  education,  they  purchase  such 
books  and  apparatus  only  as  have  been  adopted  by  the  county 
board  of  education. 

May  rent  property. 

Fourth — To  rent,  furnish,  repair  and  insure  the  school 
property  of  their  respective  districts,  such  insurance  to  be 
written  in  any  solvent  insurance  company  doing  business  in 
this  state  or  in  any  mutual  insurance  company  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state.  To  grant  the  use  of  school  build- 
ings or  grounds  for  public,  literary,  scientific,  recreational  or 
educational  meetings,  or  for  the  discussion  of  matters  of 
general  or  public  interest,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
said  trustees  or  boards  of  education  may  deem  proper;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  said  use  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the 
use  of  said  buildings  or  grounds  for  school  purposes  nor  inter- 
fere with  the  regular  conduct  of  school  work;  and  provided, 
further,  that  no  privilege  of  using  said  buildings  or  grounds 
shall  be  granted  for  a  period  exceeding  one  year,  such  privilege 
being  renewable  and  revocable  in  the  discretion  of  said  trustees 
or  boards  of  education. 

Erect  buildings. 

Fifth — When  directed  by  a  vote  of  their  districts  to  build 
schoolhouses  or  to  purchase  or  sell  school  lots. 

Sixth — To  make,  in  the  name  of  the  district,  conveyances  on 
all  property  belonging  to  the  district,  and  sold  by  them. 

Employ  principals. 

Seventh — (a)  To  employ  a  principal  for  each  school  under 
their  control,  and  in  schools  employing  eight  teachers  or  more, 
they  may  employ  a  supervising  principal  for  one  or  more 
schools  under  their  control,  and  in  each  city  school  district 
governed  by  a  city  board  of  education  to  employ  a  city  super- 
intendent of  schools  and  when  necessary  deputy  or  assistant 
city  superintendent  of  schools,  and  to  fix  and  order  paid  the 
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compensation  of  the  same  unless  the  same  be  otherwise  pre- 
scribed by  law;  provided,  that  any  supervising  principal,  city 
superintendent,  or  deputy,  or  assistant  city  superintendent, 
who  shall  be  employed  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  may  be 
employed  for  four  years. 

Employ  teachers. 

(6)  To  employ  the  teachers,  and  immediately  notify  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools,  in  writing,  of  such  employ- 
ment, naming  the  grade  of  certificate  held  by  the  teacher 
employed ;  also  to  employ  janitors  and  other  employees  of  the 
school;  to  fix  and  order  paid  their  compensation,  unless  the 
same  be  otherwise  prescribed  by  law ;  provided,  that  no  board 
shaU  enter  into  any  contract  with  such  employees  to  extend 
beyond  the  close  of  the  next  ensuing  school  year;  except  that 
teachers  may  be  elected  on  or  after  June  first  for  the  next  en- 
suing school  year,  and  each  teacher  so  elected  shall  be  deemed 
re-elected  from  year  to  year  thereafter  unless  the  governing 
body  of  the  school  district  shall  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of 
June  give  notice  in  writing  to  such  teacher  that  his  services 
will  not  be  required  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  Such  notice 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient  and  complete  when  delivered  in 
person  to  the  teacher  by  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  governing 
body  of  the  school  district,  or  deposited  in  the  United  States 
mail  with  postage  prepaid  addressed  to  such  teacher  at  his  last 
known  place  of  address;  and  provided,  further,  that  any 
teacher  who  shall  fail  to  signify  his  acceptance  within  twenty 
days  after  such  election  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  the 
same;  and  provided,  further,  that  any  board  of  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  may  pay  the  teachers  employed  by  them  by 
the  calendar  month  in  twelve  payments  instead  of  by  the  school 
month,  beginning  such  payments  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
calendar  month  following  the  opening  of  the  schools  for  the 
current  school  year,  and  continuing  such  payments  from  month 
to  month  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  calendar  month  until  the 
teachers  have  been  paid  the  full  amount  due  to  them. 

Suspend  pupils. 

Eighth — To  suspend  or  expel  pupils  for  misconduct,  when 
other  means  of  correction  have  failed  to  bring  proper  conduct. 
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Admit  children  to  school. 

Ninth — To  exclude  from  the  schools  children  under  six  years 
of  age,  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  provided,  that  where 
the  kindergarten  is  a  part  of  the  day  elementary  schools, 
children  may  be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  classes  at  four 
and  one  half  years  of  age;  and  provided,  further,  that  where 
any  district  has  established  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  the 
deaf,  such  children  may  be  admitted  to  the  deaf  school  at  three 
years  of  age.  In  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  children  shall  be  admitted  to  the  beginning  classes  of 
any  school  during  the  first  month  of  the  school  year,  or  when 
the  school  year  is  divided  into  school  terms,  during  the  first 
month  of  each  term,  and  children  who  will  be  six  years  of  age 
before  the  end  of  the  six  months  of  the  school  year,  or  before 
the  end  of  the  third  month  of  the  school  term,  shall  be  admitted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  or  the  school  term,  and 
children  who  will  not  be  six  years  of  age  by  the  end  of  the 
period  specified,  shall  not  be  admitted  until  the  beginning  of 
another  school  year  or  school  term.  Beginners  shall  in  like 
manner  be  admitted  to  the  beginning  classes  of  the  kindergarten 
during  the  first  month  of  the  school  year,  or  of  the  school  term, 
if  the  school  year  be  divided  into  terms,  if  such  children  will  be 
four  and  one  half  years  of  age  before  the  end  of  the  sixth  month 
of  the  school  year  and  before  the  end  of  the  third  month  of  the 
school  term,  and  children  who  will  not  be  four  and  one  half 
years  of  age  within  the  period  specified  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  the  kindergarten  classes  until  the  beginning  of  another 
school  year  or  term. 

Enforce  course  of  study. 

Tenth — To  enforce  in  schools  the  course  of  study  and  the  use 
of  text-books  prescribed  and  adopted  by  the  proper  authority. 

Appoint  librarians. 

Eleventh — To  appoint  and,  in  their  discretion,  pay  district 
librarians,  and  enforce  the  rules  prescribed  for  the  government 
of  district  libraries. 

Exclude  sectarian  publications. 

Twelfth — To  exclude  from  school  and  school  libraries  all 
books,  publications,  or  papers  of  a  sectarian,  partisan  or 
denominational  character. 
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salaries  of  the  teachers  or  the  expenses  connected  with  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  and  supplies  for  the  school  buildings, 
then  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  education 
may  use  so  much  of  the  surplus  in  the  county  fund  of  the 
district,  or  so  much  of  the  surplus  in  any  building  fund  of  the 
district,  created  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  such  deficiency;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  as  lessening  the  amount  set  aside  by 
section  1622  for  teachers'  salaries. 

School  tmtees  liable  as  such. 

§  1623.  Boards  of  trustees  are  liable  as  such,  in  the  name 
of  the  district,  for  any  judgment  against  the  district  for  salary 
due  any  teacher  on  contract,  and  for  all  debts  contracted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  they  must  pay  such  judg- 
ment or  liabilities  out  of  the  school  moneys  to  the  credit  of 
such  district;  provided,  that  the  contracts  mentioned  in  this 
section  are  not  in  excess  of  the  school  moneys  accruing  to  the 
district  for  the  school  year  for  which  the  contracts  are  made, 
otherwise  the  district  shall  not  be  held  liable. 


An  act  to  provide  for  health  and  development  supervision  in  the  publio 

schools  of  the  State  of  California. 

[Approved  April  15,  1009.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Health  and  development  supervision. 

Section  1.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  are  hereby  authorized  to  establish  health  and  develop- 
ment supervision  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  and  to 
employ  an  examining  staff  and  other  employees  necessary  to 
carry  on  said  work  and  to  fix  the  compensation  for  the  same. 
Whenever  practicable  the  examining  staff  for  health  and 
development  supervision  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state 
shall  consist  of  both  educators  and  physicians. 

Sec.  2.  The  purposes  of  health  and  development  super- 
vision in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  are  hereby  defined  as 
follows : 

1.  To  secure  the  correction  of  developmental  and  acquired 
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meeting  shall  be  called,  which  notices  shall  specify  the  purposes 
for  which  said  meetings  shall  be  called ;  and  no  other  business 
shall  be  transacted  at  such  meetings.  District  meetings  shall 
be  organized  by  choosing  a  chairman  from  the  electors  present, 
and  the  district  clerk  shall  be  clerk  of  the  meeting,  and  shall 
enter  the  minutes  thereof  on  the  records  of  the  district.  A 
meeting  so  called  shall  be  competent  to  instruct  the  board  of 
trustees : 

Meeting  may  instruct  in  what. 

1.  In  regard  to  the  location  or  change  of  location  of  the 
schoolhouse,  or  the  use  of  the  same  for  other  than  school 
purposes;  provided^  that  in  no  case  shall  the  schoolhouse  be 
used  for  purposes  which  necessitate  the  removal  of  any  school 
desks  or  other  school  furniture. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  sale  and  purchase  of  school  sites. 

3.  In  regard  to  prosecuting,  settling  or  compromising  any 
litigation  in  which  the  district  may  be  engaged,  or  be  likely  to 
become  engaged,  and  may  vote  money  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  for  any  of  these  purposes  in 
addition  to  any  amount  which  may  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  dis- 
trict school  property,  and  the  insurance  of  property  destroyed 
by  fire;  provided,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  insurance  of  the 
library  and  apparatus  shall  be  paid  into  the  library  fund.  All 
funds  raised  by  the  sale  of  school  property  may  be  disposed  of 
by  direction  of  a  district  meeting.  District  meetings  may  be 
adjourned  from  time  to  time,  as  found  necessary,  and  all  votes 
instructing  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  or 
by  ayes  and  noes  vote,  as  the  meeting  may  determine.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall,  in  all  casas,  be  bound  by  the  instructions 
of  the  district  meeting  in  regard  to  the  subjects  mentioned  in 
this  section ;  provided,  that  the  vote  in  favor  of  changing  the 
location  of  the  schoolhouse  be  two  thirds  of  all  the  electors 
voting  at  said  meeting  upon  the  proposition  to  change  the 
location. 

Prosecute  or  compromise  litigation. 

Nineteenth — ^Without  the  vote  of  the  district  to  prosecute  or 
compromise  any  litigation,  claims,  demands  and  causes  of  action 
arising  from  the  destruction,  partial  or  total,  of  any  school 
building  in  the  course  of  construction  during  the  month  of 
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April,  A.  D.  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six,  in  which  the 
district  is  or  shall  hereafter  be  engaged,  and  devote  money  for 
any  of  these  purposes. 

Let  contracts  on  bids. 

Twentieth — To  let  all  contracts  involving  an  expenditure 
of  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  work  to  be  done  or  for 
material  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  except  musical  instru- 
ments, to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  who  will  give  such 
security  as  the  board  may  require  or  else  to  reject  all  bids; 
providing,  that  continuing  contracts  for  materials  and  supplies 
may  be  made  with  an  accepted  bidder  for  a  period  of  one 
year;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  board  may  repair  old 
buildings  by  day's  labor.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  bids 
the  board  must  publish  a  notice  calling  for  bids,  stating  the 
work  to  be  done  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  and 
the  time  when  and  the  place  where  bids  will  be  opened,  at 
least  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  some  daily  or  weekly  news- 
paper published  in  the  county,  or  if  there  is  no  such  paper, 
then  in  some  newspaper  circulated  in  such  county. 

Care  for  health  of  children. 

Twenty-first — To  give  diligent  care  to  the  health  and  physical 
development  of  pupils,  and  where  sufficient  funds  are  provided 
by  district  taxation,  to  employ  properly  certificated  persons 
for  such  work. 

May  transport  children. 

Twenty-second — To  provide  for  the  transportation  of  pupils 
wherever  in  their  judgment  such  transportation  of  pupils  is 
advisable;  provided  that  such  transportation  of  pupils  shall 
not  cost  the  district  more  than  fifteen  cents  per  pupil  trans- 
ported per  day. 

Flag  must  be  hoisted  over  schoolhouse,  and  displayed  in  each 
schoolroom. 
§'1617a.  Boards  of  school  trustees  in  all  school  districts 
throughout  the  state  and  boards  of  education  in  all  cities  and 
cities  and  counties  throughout  the  state  shall  provide  for  each 
schoolhouse  under  their  control,  a  suitable  flag  of  the  United 
States,  which  shall  be  hoisted  above  each  schoolhouse  during 
all  school  sessions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  boards  of  school 
trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  enforce  this  provision.    It 
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shall  also  be  the  duty  of  such  boards  of  school  trustees  and 
boards  of  education  to  provide  smaller  and  suitable  United 
States  flags  to  be  displayed  in  each  schoolroom  at  all  times  dur- 
ing the  school  sessions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  boards  of 
trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  enforce  this  provision. 

Kindergarten  schools  may  be  established. 

1617c.  The  board  of  education  of  every  city,  city  and 
county,  or  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district 
in  this  state,  shall  upon  petition  of  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  twenty-five  or  more  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
one  half  and  six  years,  residing  within  a  mile  of  any  elementary 
school  building  situate  in  such  city,  city  and  county  or  school 
district,  establish  and  maintain  a  kindergarten,  or  kinder- 
gartens; provided,  that  such  kindergarten,  or  kindergartens, 
shall  be  established  only  between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the 
first  day  of  August  in  any  year.  The  board  of  education  of 
every  city,  city  and  count}^  or  board  of  school  trustees  of 
every  school  district,  in  which  a  kindergarten  is  established 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  month  in  which  the  board  of  supervisors  is  required 
by  law  to  levy  the  taxes  required  for  county  purposes,  submit 
to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  which  will  be  required  for  the  maintenance 
of  any  kindergarten,  or  kindergartens,  in  their  several  school 
districts  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  The  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  shall  thereupon  examine  said  estimates  and 
submit  copies  of  the  same,  with  his  approval  or  disapproval 
endorsed  thereon,  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  county 
auditor  at  the  time  he  submits  to  them  his  estimate  for  the 
county  afhonl  tax  for  the  ensuing  year.  If  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  approve  such  estimate,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of  levying  other 
taxes,  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  in  the  several  school 'dis- 
tricts for  which  estimates  have  been  submitted  and  approved  as 
herein  provided,  the  amount  so  estimated  and  approved.  The 
fund  so  levied  shall  be  known  as  the  kindergarten  fund  of 

school  district  (as  the  case  may  be),  and  shall  be  available 

for  the  maintenance  of  the  kindergarten,  or  kindergartens, 
established  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  moneys 
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drawn  from  such  fund  shall  be  paid  out  in  the  same  manner  as 
money  from  the  state  and  county  school  funds  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  elementary  schools  are  drawn  and  paid  out.  If 
the  average  daily  attendance  in  any  kindergarten  in  any  city, 
city  and  county,  or  school  district,  shall  be  ten  or  less  for  the 
school  year,  the  governing  body  for  such  city,  city  and  county, 
or  school  district,  shall,  at  the  close  of  such  school  year  dis- 
continue such  kindergarten.  In  case  a  kindergarten  shall  be 
discontinued,  as  provided  by  this  section,  the  property  and 
funds  of  such  kindergarten  shall  immediately  revert  to  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  city,  city  and  county,  or  school 
district,  in  which  said  kindergarten  has  been  located. 

Education  of  the  deaf  by  oral  system. 

§  1618.  The  board  of  education  of  every  city  or  city  and 
county,  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district  in 
this  state,  containing  five  or  more  deaf  children,  or  children 
who  from  deafness  are  unable  to  hear  common  conversation, 
between  the  ages  of  three  and  twenty-one  years,  may  in  their 
discretion  establish  and  maintain  separate  classes  in  the 
primary  and  grammar  grades  of  the  publk  schools,  wherein 
such  pupils  shall  be  taught  by  the  pure  oral  system  for  teaching 
the  deaf. 

Schools  to  be  maintained  with  equal  rights  and  privileges. 

§  1619.  First — The  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city 
boards  of  education  must  maintain  all  the  schools*  established 
by.  them  for  an  equal  length  of  time  during  the  year  and,  as 
far  as  practicable,  with  equal  rights  and  privileges. 

Second — When  in  any  district  it  is  necessary  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  residents  of  said  district  that  the  school  therein 
should  be  maintained  a  part  of  the  year  in  one  porfton  of  the 
district,  and  a  part  of  the  year  in  another  portion  of  the 
district,  the  aggregate  of  the  time  the  school  has  been  main- 
tained in  the  different  portions  of  the  district  shall  be  con- 
sidered in  estimating  the  time  for  which  a  school  has  been  main- 
tained in  the  district  during  the  school  year. 

Supplies  furnished. 

§  1620.  Writing  and  drawing  paper,  pens,  inks,  black- 
boards, blackboard  rubbers,  crayons,  and  lead  and  slate  pencils, 
and  other  necessary  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  mu*st 
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be  furnished  under  the  direction  of  the  city  boards  of  education 
and  boards  of  school  trustees,  and  charges  therefor  must  be 
audited  and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  county  school 
fund  of  their  districts  are  audited  and  paid. 

Reapportionment  of  school  funds. 

§  1621.  The  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  must  use  the  school  moneys  received  from  the  state 
and  county  apportionments  exclusively  for  the  support  of 
schools  for  that  school  year,  until  at  least  an  eight  months' 
school  has  been  maintained.  If  at  the  end  of  any  year  during 
which  an  eight  months'  school  has  been  maintained,  there  is 
an  unexpended  balance,  it  may  be  used  for  the  payment  of 
claims  against  the  district  outstanding,  or  it  may  be  used  for 
the  year  succeeding.  Any  balance  remaining  on  hand  at  the 
end  of  any  school  year  in  which  school  has  not  been  maintained 
eight  months,  shall  be  reapportioned  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  as  other  moneys  are  apportioned;  provided,  that  if  a 
district  has  been  prevented  from  maintaining  a  school  for  eight 
months  in  any  year  in  consequence  of  fire,  flood,  prevailing 
epidemic,  or  other  cause  which  may,  upon  investigation  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  county,  be  determined  to  be  a  good  and 
sufficient  one,  said  balance  shall  not  be  reapportioned. 

State  school  moneys  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment 
of  teachers  and  superintendents. 
§  1622.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  educa- 
tion may  use  fifty  per  cent  of  the  county  school  money  for 
any  of  the  purposes  authorized  by  this  chapter;  but  all  the 
state  school  money  and  not  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
county  school  money  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  pay- 
ment of  tfeachers'  salaries  of  the  elementary  schools;  provided^ 
that  any  city  superintendent  of  public  schools  or  supervising 
principal  of  public  schools  who  holds  a  teachers'  certificate  in 
force  for  the  full  time  for  which  the  requisition  is  drawn  may 
be  paid  out  of  the  same  money  or  fund  used  for  the  payment 
of  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  the  elementary  schools. 

When  may  use  surplus  fund. 

§  1622a.  If  the  apportionment  of  the  moneys  mentioned  in 
section  1622  of  this  code  be  at  any  time  insufficient  to  pay  the 

§§  1621-1622a 
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salaries  of  the  teachers  or  the  expenses  connected  with  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  and  supplies  for  the  school  buildings, 
then  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  education 
may  use  so  much  of  the  surplus  in  the  county  fund  of  the 
district,  or  so  much  of  the  surplus  in  any  building  fund  of  the 
district,  created  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  such  deficiency;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  as  lessening  the  amount  set  aside  by 
section  1622  for  teachers'  salaries.

Sec.  2.  The  purposes  of  health  and  development  super- 
vision in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  are  hereby  defined  as 
follows :

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defects  of  both  pupils  and  teachers  which  interfere  with 
health,  growth  and  eflBciency,  by  complete  physical  examination. 
Said  examinations  shall  occur  annually  or  as  often  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city  board  of 
education. 

2.  To  adjust  school  activities  to  health  and  growth  needs  and 
to  development  processes  and  to  attend  to  all  matters  pertaining 
to  school  hygiene. 

3.  To  bring  about  a  special  study  of  mental  retardation  and 
deviation  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools. 

Sec.  3.  The  requirements  for  certification  of  members  of 
the  examining  staff  for  health  and  development  supervision  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  state  shall  be  as  follows : 

For  educators:  A  life  diploma  of  California  of  the  high 
school  or  grammar  school  grade  and  a  health  and  development 
certificate  which  shall  authorize  the  holder  of  such  certificate 
to  conduct  the  work  authorized  by  this  act,  in  those  grades 
specified  by  the  life  diploma  held. 

For  physicians :  A  California  certificate  to  practice  medicine 
and  surgery  and  a  health  and  development  certificate. 

Sec.  4.  County  or  city  and  county  boards  of  education  are 
hereby  authorized  to  grant  health  and  development  certificates 
to  holders  of  life  diplomas  of  California  of  the  high  school  or 
grammar  school  grade  or  to  holders  of  California  certificates 
to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  who  shall  present  with  such 
life  diplomas  or  with  such  certificates  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  a  recommendation  from  the  state  board  of  education 
certifying  special  fitness  for  the  work  specified  in  this  act. 


An  act  to  prevent  the  formation  and  prohibit  the  existence  of  secret, 
oath-bound  fraternities  in  the  public  schools. 

[Approved  March  13,  1908.] 

The  people  of.  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

May  prevent  school  fraternities. 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  pupil,  enrolled  as  such  in  any  elementary 
or  secondary  school  of  this  state,  to  join  or  become  a  member 
of  any  secret  fraternity,  sorority  or  club,  wholly  or  partly 
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formed  from  the  membership  of  pupils  attending  such  public 
schools,  or  to  take  part  in  the  organization  or  formation  of  any 
such  fraternity,  sorority  or  secret  club ;  provided,  that  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  one  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  section  from  joining  the  order  of  the 
Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West,  Native  Daughters  of  the 
Golden  West,  Foresters  of  America  or  other  kindred  organiza- 
tions not  directly  associated  with  the  public  schools  of  the  state. 
Sec.  2.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  boards  of  education 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  to  make  and  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations 
needful  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  schools  under 
their  charge.  They  are  hereby  required  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  by  suspending,  or,  if  necessary,  expelling  a 
pupil  in  any  elementary  or  secondary  school  who  refuses  or 
neglects  to  obey  any  or  all  such  rules  or  regulations. 


An  act  to  provide  for  the  disposal  of  moneys  remaining  in  the  build- 
ing fund  of  any  school  district,  after  all  bonds  and  indebtedness 
shall  have  been  paid  and  liquidated,  arising  from  the  construction 
,  of  school  buildings. 

[Approved  March  13,  188a] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  moneys  that  have  been  or  shall  be  raised 
by  special  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  school  buildings, 
that  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treasurer  after 
all  bonds,  that  have  been  or  may  be  issued  on  account  of  such 
buildings,  shall  have  been  redeemed,  and  all  other  indebtedness 
arising  on  account  of  such  buildings  shall  have  been  liquidated, 
shall  be  placed  in  the  county  school  fund  of  the  school  district 
for  which  such  moneys  were  raised,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
trustees  of  said  district.

An  act  providing  for  the  froo  use  of  all  publio  aehoolhouMS  and  prop- 
erty and  to  establish  a  civic  center  at  each  and  ^v^ry  publio 
schoolhouse  in  the  State  of  California»  and  to  provide  for  the 
maintenance,  conduct  and  management  of  the  same. 

[Approved  Jane  6,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  civic  center  at 
each  and  every  public  schoolhouse  within  the  State  of  Cali- 
fomia,  where  the  citizens  of  the  respective  public  school 
districts  within  the  said  State  of  California  may  engage  in 
supervised  recreational  activities,  and  where  they  may  meet 
and  discuss,  from  time  to  time,  as  i;hey  may  desire,  any  and 
all  subjects  and  questions  which  in  their  judgment,  may  apper- 
tain to  the  educational,  political,  economic,  artistic  and  moral 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  respective  communities  in  which 
they  may  reside ;  provided,  that  such  use  of  said  public  school- 
house  and  grounds  for  said  meetings  shall  in  no  wise  interfere 
with  such  use  and  occupancy  of  said  public  schoolhouse  and 
grounds  as  is  now,  or  hereafter  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
poses of  said  public  schools  of  the  State  of  California. 

Trustees  must  supply  janitor,  etc. 

Seg.  2.  Lighting,  heating,  janitor  service  and  the  services 
of  a  special  supervising  officer  when  needed,  in  connection  with 
such  use  of  public  school  buildings  and  grounds  as  set  forth  in 
section  one  of  this  act,  shall  be  provided  for  out  of  the  county 
or  special  school  funds  of  the  respective  school  districts  in  the 
same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority  as  such  similar  services 
are  how  provided  for.  Such  use  of  the  said  schoolhouses, 
property  and  grounds  shall  be  granted  free;  provided,  that 
in  case  of  entertainments  where  an  admission  fee  is  charged, 
a  charge  may  be  made  for  the  use  of  said  schoolhouses,  property 
and  grounds. 

Civic  center  under  control  of  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  management,  direction  and  control  of  said 
civic  center  shall  be  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  board  of 
education  of  the  school  district.  Said  board  of  trustees  or 
board  of  education  shall  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations 
for  conducting  said  civic  center  meetings  and  for  such  recrea- 
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tional  activities  as  are  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act ; 
and  said  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  education  may  appoint 
a  special  supervising  ofiScer  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
grounds,  preserve  order,  protect  the  school  property  and  do 
all  things  necessary  in  the  capacity  of  a  peace  officer  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  and  the  intents  and  purposes  of  this  act. 


ABTIGLB  IX. 

CLESKS  OF  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 
Election. 

§  1649.  Boards  of  school  trustees  must  meet  annually  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  May  and  elect  one  of  their  members  derk 
of  the  district.  If  a  clerk  is  not  so  elected  on  this  date,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  shall  appoint  one  of 
the  members  of  the  board  of  school  trustees  district  clerk.  If 
a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  position  of  district  clerk,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  one  of  the  members  of 
the  board  of  school  trustees  to  the  position. 

Duties. 

§  1850. '  It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk : 

^iV^ — ^To  call  meetings  of  the  board  at  the  request  of  two 
members,  and  to  act  as  clerk  of  the  board,  and  to  keep  a  record 
of  its  proceedings,  and  an  accurate  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  school  moneys. 

Second — To  keep  his  records  and  accounts  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  electors  of  the  district,  in  suitable  books  provided 
by  the  board  of  school  trustees  for  that  purpose. 

Third — To  place  the  monthly  journal  designated  as  the 
official  organ  of  the  department  of  public  instruction  in  the 
school  district  library  each  month ;  and  if  hq  fails  to  receive  it 
regularly,  to  immediately  notify  the  publishers  of  such  fact. 

Fourth — ^To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  board. 

Provide  supplies,  etc. 

§  1661.  The  clerk  of  each  district  must,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  board  of  trustees,  provide  all  school  supplies  author- 
ized by  this  chapter,  keep  the  schoolhouse  in  repair  during 

§§  1649-1651 
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the  time  school  is  taught  therein,  and  exercise  a  general  care 
and  supervision  over  the  school  premises  and  school  property 
during  the  vacation  of  the  school.     (Section  1576a,  page  52.) 


ARTICLE  X. 

PfillSART  AND  ORAMMAB  SCHOOLS. 

School  age — ^Kindergarten  age — ^Deaf  children  admitted  at 
three  years. 
§  1662.  1.  The  courses  of  study  for  the  day  elementary 
schools  of  California  shall  embrace  eight  years  of  instruction ; 
and  such  courses  must  allot  eight  years  for  instruction  in  sub- 
jects required  to  be  taught  in  such  schools  and  may  allot  not 
more  than  two  years  for  kindergarten  instruction. 

Who  may  be  admitted. 

2.  The  day  elementary  schools  of  each  school  district  of  Cali- 
fomiia  shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  all  children  between 
six  and  twenty-one  years  of  age  residing  in  the  district,  and 
may  be  open  for  the  admission  of  adults  if  the  governing  body 
of  the  district  deem  such  admission  advisable;  provided,  that 
where  kindergarten  instruction  is  given  in  the  schools  of  a  dis- 
trict, such  school  shall  admit  children  to  the  kindergarten 
classes  at  four  years  of  age;  and  the  reports  for  the  kinder- 
garten classes  shall  be  kept  and  shall  be  made  separate  from 
other  school  reports;  and  provided,  further,  that  wherever  a 
school  is  established  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf,  such  chil- 
dren may  be  admitted  to  such  school  at  three  years  of  age; 
provided,  that  the  average  daily  attendance  of  deaf  children 
who  are  six  years  of  age  or  older  shall  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  average  daily  attendance  in  the  day  elementary  schools. 

Who  may  be  excluded. 

3.  The  governing  body  of  the  school  district  shall  have  power 
to  exclude  children  of  filthy  or  vicious  habits,  or  children 
suffering  from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  and  also  to 
establish  separate  schools  for  Indian  children  and  for  children 
of  Chinese  or  Mongolian  descent.  When  such  separate  schools 
are  established,  Indian,  Mongolian  or  Chinese  children  must 
not  be  admitted  into  any  other  school. 

§  1662 
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Course  for  evening  schools. 

4.  The  courses  of  study  for  the  evening  elementary  schools 
of  California  shall  embrace  eight  years  of  instruction  in  the 
subjects  permitted  to  be  taught  in  such  schools. 

Who  admitted  to  evening  schools. 

5.  The  evening  elementary  schools  of  any  school  district 
.shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  all  children  over  the  age  of 
fourteen  years,  residing  in  the  district,  and  for  the  admission 
of  adults ;  provided,  that  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
who  have  been  given  permits  to  work  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  an  act  to  enforce  the  educational  rights  of  chil- 
dren may  be  admitted  to  the  evening  elementary  schools. 

Classification  of  public  schools — Qualification  of  Teachers. 

§  1663.  1.  The  public  schools  of  California,  other  than 
those  supported  exclusively  by  the  state,  shall  be  classed  as  day 
and  evening  elementary,  and  day  and  evening  secondary 
schools.  The  day  and  evening  elementary  schools  of  California 
shall  be  designated  as  primary  and  grammar  schools.  The  day 
and  evening  secondary  schools  of  California  shall  be  designated 
a.s  high  schools  and  technical  schools,  and  either  class  may 
include  a  portion  of  the  other  class.  No  teacher  shall  be 
employed  to  teach  in  any  way,  in  any  school,  if  the  certificate 
held  by  the  teacher  is  of  a  grade  below  that  of  the  school  or 
cla.ss  to  be  taught;  provided,  that  the  holders  of  existing 
primary'  certificates  or  of  the  same  when  hereafter  renewed  or 
made  permanent  shall  be  eligible  to  teach  in  any  of  the  grades 
of  a  day  or  evening  elementary  school  below  the  sixth  year 
and  not  including  the  kindergarten  grades;  and  in  any  day 
or  evening  elementary  school  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county, 
which  the  county  or  city  and  county  superintendent  shall 
designate  as  a  primary  day  or  evening  elementary  school ;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  holder  of  any  valid  special  certificate 
for  kindergarten  work,  or  of  any  kindergarten  primary  certifi- 
cate, who  has  had  at  least  one  year  of  training  in  a  state  normal 
school  of  California  or  other  normal  school  accredited  by  the 
state  board  of  education,  or  one  year's  teaching  in  an  elemen- 
tary school,  shall  be  entitled  to  teach  in  the  first  grade  of  the 
elementary  schools. 

§§1662,  1663 
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Course  of  study — When  prescribed. 

2.  The  county,  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  must, 
except  in  incorporated  cities  having  boards  of  education,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  prescribe  the  course 
of  study  in  and  for  each  grade  of  the  day  and  evening  elemen- 
tary schools  for  the  ensuing  school  year. 

Diplomas  of  graduation  may  be  granted. 

3.  Except  in  city  school  districts  having  boards  of  education, 
the  county  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  shall  provide 
for  the  conferring  of  diplomas  of  graduation  by  examination 
or  otherwise  upon  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted the  course  of  study  provided  for  the  day  or  evening 
elementary  schools  of  the  county  or  city  and  county. 

Course  of  study  may  be  amended. 

4.  Whenever  necessary  county  or  city  and  county  boards  of 
education  may  amend  and  change,  subject  to  section  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  this  code,  the  course  of 
study  prescribed  by  them  for  the  day  and  evening  elementary 
schools. 

Taught  in  English. 

§  1664.     All  schools  must  be  taught  in  the  English  language. 

Statutory  school  studies. 

§  1666.  Instruction  must  be  given  in  the  following  branches 
in  the  several  grades  in  which  they  may  be  required,  viz.: 
reading,  writing,  orthography,  arithmetic,  geography,  nature 
study,  with  special  reference  to  agriculture;  language  and 
grammar,  with  special  reference  to  composition ;  history  of  the 
United  States  and  civil  government ;  physical  culture,  including 
the  necessary  elements  of  physiology  and  hygiene,  with  special 
reference  to  the  injurious  effects  of  tobacco,  alcohol  and 
narcotics  on  the  human  system;  morals  and  manners;  music, 
drawing  and  elementary  bookkeeping,  humane  education,  and, 
when  competent  teachers  thereof  can  be  secured  and  there  are 
sufficient  funds  in  the  district  to  pay  their  salaries,  manual 
training  and  domestic  science;  provided,  that  instruction  in 
elementary  bookkeeping,  humane  education,  elements  of  physi- 
ology and  hygiene,  music,  drawing,  and  nature  study  may  be 
oral,  and  no  text-books  on  these  subjects  shall  be  required; 
provided,  further,  that  county  boards  of  education  may,  in  dis- 
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tricts  having  less  than  one  hundred  census  children,  confine 
the  pupils  to  the  studies  of  reading,  writing,  orthography, 
arithmetic,  language  and  grammar,  geography,  history  of  the 
United  States  and  civil  government,  elements  of  physiology 
and  hygiene,  elementary  bookkeeping,  until  they  have  a  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  these  subjects;  and  it  is  further  provided, 
that  no  more  than  twenty  recitations  per  week  shall  be  required 
of  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  no  pupil  under  the  age 
of  fifteen  years  in  any  elementary  school  shall  be  required  to 
do  any  home  study. 

Establish  cosmopolitan  school,  languages  taught. 

§  1665a.  The  board  of  education  in  every  city  of  the  first 
and  first  and  one  half  classes  shall  establish  and  maintain 
in  each  of  said  cities  of  the  first  and  first  and  one  half 
classes  at  least  one  public  school  in  which  shall  be  taught  the 
French,  Spanish,  Italian  and  German  languages  or  any  of 
them  in  connection  with  the  studies  in  the  English  language 
prescribed  to  be  taught  by  section  1665  of  the  Political  Code 
of  the  State  of  California.  Such  schools  shall  be  designated 
as  cosmopolitan  schools,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  boards  of  educa- 
tion of  said  cities  of  the  first  and  first  and  one  half  classes 
wherein  said  school  or  schools  shall  be  established  and  main- 
tained-, provided,  that  the  schools  provided  for  in  section 
1665a  may  be  established  by  the  board  of  education  of  any 
city  or  city  and  county  when  by  such  board  it  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  advisable. 

Additional  studies. 

§  1666.  Other  studies  may  be  authorized  by  the  board  of 
education  of  any  county,  city,  or  city  and  county,  but  such 
studies  if  so  authorized  shall  be  in  lieu  of  a  corresponding 
number  of  such  enumerated  studies  specified  in  the  preceding 
section,  and  not  in  addition  thereto. 

Teach  manners  and  morals. 

§  1667.  Instruction  must  be  given,  in  all  grades  of  school 
and  in  all  classes  during  the  entire  school  course,  in  manners 
and  morals,  and  upon  the  nature  of  alcoholic  drinks  and  nar- 
cotics and  their  eflFects  upon  the  human  system. 
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Hygfienic  directions. 

§  1668.  Attention  must  be  given  to  such  physical  exercises 
for  the  pupils  as  may  be  conducive  to  health  and  vigor  of 
body,  as  well  as  mind,  and  to  the  ventilation  and  temperature 
of  schoolrooms. 

Exclusion  of  sectarian  and  partisan  publications. 

§  1672.  No  publication  of  a  sectarian,  partisan,  or  denomi- 
national character  must  be  used  or  distributed  in  anv  school, 
or  be  made  a  part  of  any  school  library ;  nor  must  any  sectarian 
or  denominational  doctrine  be  taught  therein.  Any  school 
district,  town,  or  city,  the  officers  of  which  knowingly  allow 
any  schools  to  be  taught  in  violation  of  these  provisions,  for- 
feits all  right  to  any  state  or  county  apportionment  of  school 
moneys;  and  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  such  violation,  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  school  superintendent 
must  withhold  both  state  and  county  apportionments. 

School  hours. 

§  1673.  No  school  must  be  continued  in  session  more  than 
six  hours  a  day;  and  no  pupil  under  eight  years  of  age  must 
bo  kept  in  school  more  than  four  hours  per  day.  Any  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  must  be  treated  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section. 
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§  1674.  Union  school  districts  may  be  formed,  and  union 
schools  maintained  therein,  as  in  this  section  provided. 

Election,  how  called. 

First — When  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside 
in  two  or  more  contiguous  school  districts  and  who  have 
children  attending  school  as  shown  by  the  teachers*  registers  in 
the  school  of  the  said  districts  in  the  same  county,  shall  unite  in 
a  petiti(m  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  for  the 
formation  of  a  union  school  district,  to  comprise  the  districts  so 
petitioning,  he  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said 
petition,  call  an  election  for  the  determination  of  the  question, 
and  shall  appoint  three  qiialified  electors  in  each  of  the  districts 
petitioning,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said  election  shall 
be  held  .separately  and  simultaneously  at  the  public  school- 
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authorities.  In  joint  union  districts  the  provisions  of  section 
fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  this  code  shall  apply. 

Transportation  of  pupils. 

Thirteenth — The  board  of  trustees  of  a  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may  contract,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
best,  for  the  transportation,  to  and  from  school,  of  such  pupib? 
as  may  seem  to  such  board  to  be  in  need  of  such  transportation, 
and  shall  pay  for  such  transportation,  in  the  usual  manner,  out 
of  any  funds  available  for  the  purpose ;  provided,  that  all  such 
contracts  for  transportation  shall  be  first  approved  by  the 
county  superintendent  (or  superintendents)  of  schools  of  the 
county  (or  counties)  in  which  such  district  is  situated. 

Supervising  principal. 

Fourteenth — ^Whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be  deemed  | 

advisable,  the  board  of  trustees  for  any  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may  unite  with  the  trustees  of  any  other  school 
district,  single,  union  or  joint,  in  the  employment  of  a  super- 
vising principal,  w^ho  shall  devote  such  time  to  the  supervision 
of  instruction  in  the  several  school  districts  and  shall  receive 
such  compensation  from  each  board  of  trustees  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  them. 

Funds  must  be  transferred. 

Fifteenth — (1)  On  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing  after 
the  formation  of  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  or  the 
admission  thereto  of  a  school  district,  the  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  (or  superintendents  in  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts) shall  traasfer,  by  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor, 
all  funds  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  different  districts  unit- 
ing to  form  the  union  or  joint  union  district  (or  to  the  credit 
of  the  district  admitted  thereto)  to  the  credit  of  such  union  or 
joint  union  district. 

When  districts  are  considered  separate. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  teachers'  reports  and  for  the  esti- 
mating of  the  number  of  teachers  and  the  amount  of  money  to 
which  each  district  is  entitled,  the  several  districts  imiting  to 
form  the  imion  school  district  shall  continue  their  separate 
existence. 

The  teacher  or  teachers  shall  keep  the  enrollment  ftnd  attend- 
ance of  each  district  separate  from  that  of  the  other  districts 
composing  the  union.    At  the  close  of  the  terra  or  year,  a  report 
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with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  named  by  the  superintendent,  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  location  of  such  union  school  or  schools.  At  such  meet- 
ing the  superintendent  shall  be  the  chairman  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  and  participate  in  all  its  proceedings.  Should 
said  representatives  fail  to  unanimously  agree  upon  a  location 
for  such  school  or  schools,  they  shall  propose  in  writing  to  the 
comity  superintendent  then  present,  or,  if  he  is  not  present, 
they  shall  transmit  to  his  office,  within  ten  days,  the  names  of 
the  locations  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  favor.  Within  twenty 
days  after  receiving  such  notice,  the  superintendent  shall  call 
an  election  as  provided  in  subdivision  one  hereof,  to  determine 
the  location  of  the  union  school  or  schools.  At  such  election 
only  such  sites  as  have  been  named  by  the  representatives  and 
certified  to  the  county  superintendent  shall  be  voted  upon. 
Any  form  of  ballot  by  which  the  voter  signifies  his  choice  of 
location  or  locations  shall  be  allowed.  The  result  of  said 
election  shall  be  determined  and  certified  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent, as  provided  in  said  subdivision  one.  The  location  or 
locations  which  receive  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
chosen  as  the  location  or  locations  of  the  school  or  schools. 

Joint  union  district. 

Third — A  union  school  district  formed  of  school  districts  not 
all  in  the  same  county,  is  designated  a  joint  union  school 
district. 

Formation  of. 

(!)  When  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in 
two  or  more  contiguous  school  districts  not  all  in  the  same 
county  and  who  have  children  attending  the  schools  in  the 
districts  petitioning  as  shown  by  the  teachers'  registers  shall 
unite  in  a  petition  to  the  county  superintendents  of  their 
respective  counties  for  the  formation  of  a  joint  union  school 
district,  to  comprise  the  districts  so  petitioning,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  of  said  superintendents,  within  twenty  days  after 
receiving  said  petition,  to  call  an  election  in  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts in  his  county  petitioning,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  (question,  and  appoint  three  (lualified  electors  in  each  of  such 
]>etitioning  districts,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said 
election  shall  be  called  and  conducted  in  all  respects  as  specified 
in  subdivision  one  of  this  st^ction,  except  that  the  form  of  ballot 
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shall  be:  '*For  the  Joint  Union  School  District,"  and  the  result 
thereof  shall  be  reported  by  the  election  officers  in  each  district 
to  the  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  such  district  is 
situated,  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  of  said 
election. 

Organizations,  choosing  sites. 

(2)  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  in  each 
and  every  of  such  districts,  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  joint  union 
school  district,  the  county  superintendent  in  each  county  shall 
(except  in  the  case  of  the  formation  of  a  joint  union  district 
consisting  of  but  two  districts,  and  as  hereinafter  provided  for 
in  subdivision  four  of  this  section),  within  fifteen  days  after 
receiving  the  returns  of  the  election,  direct  the  board  of  trustees 
in  the  district,  or  districts,  in  his  county,  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  qualified  electors,  &s  provided  in  subdivision  two  of  this 
section.  At  said  meeting  the  qualified  electors,  in  each  district, 
shaU  select  a  representative,  as  provided  in  said  subdivision. 
The  representatives  so  chosen  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  agreed  upon  among  themselves,  and  name  the  joint  union 
school  district.  The  location  of  the  joint  union  school,  or 
schools,  shall  be  determined  by  the  joint  action  of  the  repre- 
sentatives chosen  and  the  county  superintendents  of  the  coun- 
ties, in  manner  and  form  as  provided  for  the  location  of  a  union 
school  or  schools. 

Union  takes  place  July  first. 

Fourth — Proceedings  for  the  formation  of,  or  for  admission 
to,  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  may  be  begun  at  any 
time,  but  the  schools  in  the  district  uniting  to  form,  or  that 
are  admitted  to,  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  shall 
remain  under  the  control  of  their  respective  boards  of  trustees 
until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the  formation  of  the 
union  or  joint  union  district  and  the  location  of  the  union  or 
joint  union  school,  or  schools,  or  of  admission  to  a  union  or 
joint  union  district,  on  which  first  day  of  July  the  districts 
uniting  to  form  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  or  the 
district  admitted  to  such  union,  shall  cease  to  exist,  except  for 
purposes  specified  in  this  section,  and  the  terms  of  office  of 
the  school  trustees  in  said  districts  shall  expire,  and  the  district 
property  of  each  district  so  uniting  or  admitted  shall  vest  in 
such  union  or  joint  union  district  and  pass  to  the  control  of  the 
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board  of  trustees  of  such  district,  to  be  held  and  disposed  of  by 
them,  as  provided  in  section  sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen  of 
this  code;  provided,  that  in  union  or  joint  union  school  districts 
formed  by  the  union  of  but  two  school  districts,  no  selection  of 
representatives,  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  two  of  this  sec- 
tion, is  necessary,  and  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  original 
school  districts  shall  act  as  the  representatives,  and  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees  for  the  new  union  or  joint  union 
school  district,  and  each  of  such  trustees  shall  continue  in  office 
for  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided;  a7id  provided,  further ,  that  the  proceeds  of  any  sale 
by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
trict, of  school  property  that  originally  belonged  to  any  of  the 
original  districts,  must  first  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  any 
bonded  indebtedness  of  such  original  district. 

Representatives  act  till  board  is  elected.. 

Fifth — In  the  formation  of  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts, the  representatives  selected  according  to  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  two  of  this  section  shall  act  as  a  board  of  trus- 
tees for  such  union  or  joint  union  district,  until  the  election  or 
appointment  and  qualification  of  the  regular  board  of  trustees, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Of  whom  union  board  consists. 

Sixth — In  union  or  joint  union  school  districts,  formed  by 
the  union  of  more  than  two  school  districts,  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  be  composed  of  one  member  elected  from  each  district 
composing  the  union  or  joint  union  district,  at  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  provided  for  the  election  of  school  trustees,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section.  The  county  school  super- 
intendent (or  superintendents  by  concurrent  action  in  joint 
union  school  districts)  shall,  in  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts composed  of  three  or  more  school  districts,  divide  the 
districts  composing  the  union  or  joint  union  school  districts  in 
three  classes,  as  nearly  equal  in  number  of  school  districts  as 
possible,  to  be  designated  by  him  (or  them)  as  class  A,  B,  and 
C,  respectively.  At  the  first  annual  school  election  following 
the  organization  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district  and 
the  location  of  the  school  or  schools,  the  districts  in  class  A,  as 
so  divided  and  designated,  shall  each  elect  a  school  trustee  for 
one  year;  the  districts  in  class  B  shall  each  elect  a  school  trustee 
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for  two  years;  the  districts  in  class  C  shall  each  elect  a  school 
trustee  for  three  years ;  and  all  the  trustees  so  elected  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school 
district.  At  each  annual  election  thereafter,  as  terms  of  office 
expire,  the  school  trustees  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  and, 
in  case  of  expiration  of  term  of  appointment,  for  the  unexpired 
term.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  school  trustees  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  (in 
case  of  joint  union  school  districts  by  appointment  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  the  vacancy 
occurs),  the  appointee  or  appointees  to  hold  until  the  first  day 
of  ^lay  next  succeeding  the  appointment. 

In   union  of  two  districts  both  boards  act. 

Seventh — In  union  or  joint  union  school  districts  formed  by 
the  union  of  but  two  school  districts,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  union  or  joint  union  district  shall  consist  of  the  two  boards 
of  trustees  of  the  district  so  uniting,  and  each  trustee  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  office  for  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected ;  pro- 
vided, that  should  one  or  more  additional  districts  at  any  time 
be  admitted  to  such  union  or  joint  union  district,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  then  consist  of  one  trustee  from  each  of  the 
original  districts,  as  provided  in  subdivision  six  of  this  section, 
and  the  terms  of  the  trustees  in  the  two  original  districts  and  of 
the  trustees  in  the  district  or  districts  admitted  shall  expire  on 
the  first  day  of  May  next  ensuing  after  the  admission  of  the 
third  district. 

Securing   school   building. 

Eighth — After  the  location  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school, 
or  schools,  has  been  determined,  as  provided  in  subdivision  two 
of  this  section,  the  representatives,  acting  as  a  board  of  trustees, 
or  their  successors,  may  erect  or  lease  a  suitable  buildinjr,  as 
thev  mav  deem  most  advisable.  A  lease  shall  not  be  made  for  a 
longer  period  than  three  years.  A  building  may  be  erected 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty 
to  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  inclusive,  of  this  code, 
relating  to  a  district  tax,  or  sections  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty  to  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  inclusive,  of  this 
code,  relating  to  the  issuance  of  bonds.  In  all  cases  the  plans 
must  be  approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county  in  w^hich  the  schoolhouse  is  to  be  located. 
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Changing  location  of  school. 

Ninth — No  change  of  location  of  any  union  or  joint  union 
school,  when  once  established,  shall  be  made,  except  upon  a 
petition  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  (or  superin- 
tendents, in  case  of  a  joint  union  district),  signed  by  two  thirds 
of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  the  school  district  and 
who  have  children  attending  the  school  as  is  shown  by  the 
teacher's  register  in  the  school,  and  then  only  in  accordance 
with  all  the  provisions  for  the  original  location  of  the  school, 
as  contained  in  subdivisions  two  and  three  of  this  section. 

Powers  and  duties  of  boards. 

Tenth — The  powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  trustees  in  union 
or  joint  union  school  districts  shall  be  such  as  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be  assigned  by  law  to  boards  of  schools  trustees,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section. 

Meetings. 

Eleventh — Boards  of  trustees  of  union  or  joint  union  school 
districts  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the  school  building,  at 
such  time  as  may  be  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  them  for  their  own  government.  Such  meetings 
shall  not  be  held  less  frequently  than  quarterly.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president  of  the  board. 
Upon  the  request,  in  writing,  signed  by  a  majority  of  any 
board,  the  president  of  said  board  shall  call  a  meeting  thereof, 
pursuant  to  such  request.  Of  all  special  meetings  of  any  board 
the  members  thereof  shall  have  at  least  two  days'  notice,  issued 
and  served  by  the  clerk  thereof.  At  special  meetings  no  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  other  than  as  specified  in  the  call  there- 
for; provided,  that  in  union  and  joint  union  districts  formed 
by  the  union  of  more  than  three  school  districts  the  board  may 
appoint  an  executive  committee,  consisting  of  the  president  and 
the  clerk  and  one  other  member  of  the  board,  to  attend  to  the 
routine  business  of  the  board,  their  action  to  be  reported  to  the 
board  for  ratification  at  its  first  meeting  ensuing. 

Course  of  study-^ext- books. 

Twelfth — The  course  of  study  shall  be  that  prescribed  by 
the  proper  authority,  and  shall  embrace  a  period  of  not  less 
than  eight  years,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  provided  by  law ; 
and  the  text-books  used  shall  be  those  adopted  by  the  proper 
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authorities.    In  joint  union  districts  the  provisions  of  section 
fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  this  code  shall  apply. 

Transportation  of  pupils. 

Thirteenth — The  board  of  trustees  of  a  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may  contract,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
best,  for  the  transportation,  to  and  from  school,  of  such  pupils 
as  may  seem  to  such  board  to  be  in  need  of  such  transportation, 
and  shall  pay  for  such  transportation,  in  the  usual  manner,  out 
of  any  funds  available  for  the  purpose ;  provided,  that  all  such 
contracts  for  transportation  shall  be  first  approved  by  the 
county  superintendent  (or  superintendents)  of  schools  of  the 
county  (or  counties)  in  which  such  district  is  situated. 

Supervising  principal. 

Fourteenth — Whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  the  board  of  trustees  for  any  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may  unite  with  the  trustees  of  any  other  school 
district,  single,  union  or  joint,  in  the  employment  of  a  super- 
vising principal,  who  shall  devote  such  time  to  the  supervision 
of  instruction  in  the  several  school  districts  and  shall  receive 
such  compensation  from  each  board  of  trustees  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  them. 

Funds  must  be  transferred. 

Fifteenth — (1)  On  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing  after 
the  formation  of  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  or  the 
admission  thereto  of  a  school  district,  the  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  (or  superintendents  in  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts) shall  transfer,  by  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor, 
all  funds  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  difl^erent  districts  unit- 
ing to  form  the  union  or  joint  union  district  (or  to  the  credit 
of  the  district  admitted  thereto)  to  the  credit  of  such  union  or 
joint  union  district. 

When  districts  are  considered  separate. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  teachers*  reports  and  for  the  esti- 
mating of  the  number  of  teachers  and  the  amount  of  money  to 
which  each  district  is  entitled,  the  several  districts  uniting  to 
form  the  union  school  district  shall  continue  their  separate 
existence. 

The  teacher  or  teachers  shall  keep  the  enrollment  and  attend- 
ance of  each  district  separate  from  that  of  the  other  districts 
composing  the  union.    At  the  close  of  the  terra  or  year,  a  report 
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shall  be  made  of  the  attendance  of  each  district  composing  the 
union  separately.  These  separate  reports  shall  be  combined 
into  a  principal's  report.  In  case  of  a  joint  union  school  dis- 
trict, the  teacher  or  teachers  shall  send  a  copy  of  each  report  to 
the  county  superintendent  in  whose  county  parts  of  the  district 
lie ;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  moneys  shall  be  apportioned 
directly  to  any  of  such  several  districts,  while  forming  a  part 
of  an  organized  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  but  there 
shall  be  apportioned  to  such  union  or  joint  union  district  the 
aggregate  of  moneys  that  would  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
school  districts  composing  it,  if  such  several  districts  were  not 
united. 

Admission  of  districts  to  union. 

Sixteenth — (1)  Any  school  district  may  be  admitted  to  a 
union  or  joint  union  school  district  by  action  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  district  is 
located,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  school  district  seeking  admission  and 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district, 
whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  the 
district  and  who  have  children  enrolled  in  the  school  as  is 
shown  by  the  teacher's  report  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  for  the  year  or  term  immediately  preced- 
ing, shall  present  to  said  board  of  supervisors  a  petition  for 
such  annexation,  accompanied  by  a  petition  for  such  annexation 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  composing. the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  district  to  which  admission 
is  desired.  The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  then 
classify  the  newly  admitted  district,  in  class  A,  B,  or'C,  a.s 
provided  in  subdivision  six  of  this  section,  for  the  election  of 
a  trustee  thereby.  If  such  petitioning  school  district  and  such 
union  or  joint  union  school  district  be  not  wholly  situated  in 
the  same  county,  then  said  petitions  shall  be  presented  in 
duplicate  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  and  every  county 
in  which  any  part  of  either  of  such  districts  is  situated,  and 
such  annexation  shall  be  made  only  by  the  concurrent  action 
of  all  of  such  board  of  supervisors ;  and  in  that  case  the  classi- 
fication of  the  annexed  district,  for  election  of  a  trustee,  shall 
be  made  by  concurrent  action  of  the  county  superintendents 
of  each  and  all  such  counties. 
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Parts  of  districts  may  join  union. 

(2)  A  portion  of  a  school  district  may  be  admitted  to.  an 
adjacent  union  or  joint  union  school  district  by  action  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  district 
is  situated,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who 
reside  in  the  district  and  who  have  children  attending  the  school 
as  shown  by  the  teacher's  register,  shall  present  to  said  board 
of  supervisors  a  petition  for  such  annexation,  accompanied  by 
a  petition  for  such  annexation  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  composing  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint 
imion  district  to  which  admission  is  desired.  The  board  of 
supervisors  shall  attach  such  annexed  portion  of  a  school 
district  to  a  contiguous  original  school  district  forming  part 
of  the  union  or  joint  union  district,  for  voting  and  other 
purposes,  and  such  annexed  portion  shall  thereafter  be  a  part 
of  the  original  district  to  which  it  is  so  attached,  and  can  not 
subsequently  withdraw  from  the  union  or  joint  union  district, 
except  as  the  district  to  which  it  is  so  attached  withdraws. 
Such  annexed  portion  shall  have  no  representation  on  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  except 
as  a  part  of  the  district  to  which  it  is  attached.  If  such  portion 
of  a  school  district  and  such  union  or  joint  union  school  district 
be  not  wholly  situate  in  the  same  county,  then  said  petition 
shall  be  presented  in  duplicate  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
each  and  every  county  in  which  any  part  of  either  of  such 
districts  is  situated,  and  such  annexation,  and  such  attachment 
of  annexed  portion  to  one  of  the  original  districts,  shall  be 
made  only  by  the  concurrent  action  of  all  such  boards  of 
supervisors. 

Districts  may  withdraw  from   union. 

(3)  Any  school  district  contained  in  a  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may,  in  like  manner,  withdraw  from  such  union 
or  joint  union  district  by  action  of  the  board  (or  boards)  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  (or  counties)  in  which  the  union  or 
joint  union  district  is  located,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  trustee  of  the  school  district  seeking 
to  withdraw  and  a  majority  of  the  other  members  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  district,  whenever  a 
majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in  the  union  or  joint 
union  district,  including  two  thirds  of  the  heads  of  families 
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who  reside  in  the  district  wishing  to  withdraw  and  who  have 
children  attending  the  school  as  shown  by  the  teacher's  register, 
shall  present  to  such  board  or  boards  of  supervisors  a  petition 
for  such  withdrawal,  accompanied  by  a  written  consent  to  such 
withdrawal  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  composing 
the  board  of  trustees  of  such  union  or  joint  union  district. 

Union  may  dissolve. 

Seventeenth — Any  union  or  joint  union  school  district, 
formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  which  shall 
have  been  in  existence  three  years  or  more,  may  be  dissolved 
in  the  following  manner:  A  petition  signed  by  two  thirds  of 
the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  the  district  and  who  have 
children  who  attend  the  school  as  shown  by  the  teacher's 
register  or  as  may  be  shown  by  a  census  of  the  district  ordered 
by  the  board  of  school  trustees,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  such 
district  is  situated,  setting  forth  briefly  the  reasons  for  dissolu- 
tion and  praying  that  the  question  may  be  submitted  to  the . 
voters  in  such  district.  Upon  receiving  such  petition  the  super- 
intendent shall,  within  twenty  days,  call  an  election  in  thi* 
district,  submitting  to  the  voters  therein  the  question  of  disso- 
lution of  such  district.  If  such  petitioning  district  be  not 
wholly  situated  within  the  same  county,  said  petition  shall  be 
presented  in  duplicate  to  the  superintendent  of  each  county 
having  territory  within  such  district,  and  each  superintendent 
so  petitioned  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  such 
petition,  call  an  election  in  the  territory  situate  within  his 
county  and  forming  part  of  such  district,  and  appoint  three 
electors  resident  within  such  territorv  to  conduct  such  election 
therein.  Notice  of  such  election,  which  must  be  held  through- 
out the  district  on  the  same  day  and  during  the  same  hours, 
shall  be  given  by  posting  written  or  printed  notice  thereof  in 
at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  district  for  at 
least  twelve  days  next  before  the  day  set  for  such  election ;  and 
if  such  district  be  not  wholly  situated  in  the  same  county,  said 
notice  shall  be  posted  for  said  time  in  three  of  the  mast  public 
places  in  the  portion  of  the  district  in  each  county.  Said 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
conducting  school  elections.  The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on 
them  the  words  '*For  Dissolution,*'  and  the  voters  shall  write 
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lioard  of  education,  who  are  thereupon  authorized  to  suspend 
said  diploma  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

Penalty  for  non-performance  of  duties. 

§  1700.  No  warrant  must  be  drawn  in  favor  of  any  teacher, 
unless  the  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  draw  such  warrant  is  satis- 
fied that  the  teacher  has  faithfully  performed  all  the  duties 
prescribed  in  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-six. 

Must  hold  legal  certificates. 

§  1701.  No  requisition  for  a  warrant  shall  be  drawn  in  favor 
of  any  teacher,  unless  such  teacher  is  the  holder  of  a  proper 
certificate,  in  force  for  the  full  time  for  which  the  requisition 
is  drawn,  nor  unless  he  Avas  employed  by  the  board  of  trustees 
or  city  board  of  education,  or  by  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty- 
five. 

Morality,  truth,  justice,  and  patriotism  must  be  taught. 

§  1702.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  endeavor  to 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  pupils  the  principles  of  morality, 
truth,  justice,  and  patriotism ;  to  teach  them  to  avoid  idleness, 
profanity,  and  falsehood ;  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  principles 
of  a  free  government,  and  to  train  them  up  to  a  true  compre- 
hension of  the  rights,  duties,  and  dignity  of  American  citizen- 
ship. 

Teachers  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age. 

§  1704,  No  person  is  eligible  to  teach  in  any  public  school 
in  this  state,  or  to  receive  a  certificate  to  teach,  who  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 


MALE  AND  FEMALE  TEACHERS   PAID  SAME  SALARIES. 
An  act  to  prevent  discrimination  against  female  teachers. 

[Approved  March  30,  1874.] 

Thi  pfople  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Females  employed  as  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state  shall,  in  all  cases,  receive  the  same  compen- 
sation as  is  allowed  male  teachers  for  like  services,  when  holding 
the  same  grade  certificates. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 

after  its  passage. 
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time  of  making  of  the  order  or  orders  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  declaring  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  dissolved, 
the  original  school  districts  composing  the  same,  with  such 
additional  territory  as  shall  have  been  annexed  to  them,  shall 
be  considered  to  be  in  existence  again,  as  separate  districts,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  fifteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  to  sixteen  hundred  and  two  of  this  code,  relating  to 
elections  of  school  trustees,  the  first  of  such  elections  in  each 
of  such  districts  to  be  held  as  in  the  case  of  a  newly  formed 
district ;  but  such  order  or  orders  shall  not  affect  the  continu- 
ance of  the  union  or  joint  union  board  of  trustees,  or  the 
maintenance  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school,  until  the  end 
of  the  current  school  year,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  such 
board  and  school  shall  cease  to  exist. 

Lapsing  of  districts  composing  union. 

Eighteenth — If  the  average  daily  attendance  from  any  one 
of  the  school  districts  composing  a  union  or  joint  union  school 
district  shall  fall  to  five  or  less  for  the  entire  year,  the  county 
superintendent  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  two  of  section  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Political  Code 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  lapse  or  suspend  the  district 
as  is  provided  in  the  section  named. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

PUPILS. 
Order  of  admission. 

§  1683.  Pupils  must  be  admitted  into  the  schools  in  the 
order  in  which  they  apply  to  be  registered. 

Uniform  obedience  required  from  all  pupils. 

§  1684.  All  pupils  must  comply  with  the  regulations,  pur- 
sue the  required  course  of  study,  and  submit  to  the  authority 
of  the  teachers  of  said  schools. 

Cause  for  expulsion  or  suspension. 

§  1685.  Continued  wilful  disobedience  or  open  defiance  of 
the  authority  of  the  teacher  constitutes  good  cause  for  expul- 
sion from  school,  and  habitual  profanity  and  vulgarity  good 
cause  for  suspension  from  school. 
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Parents  or  guardians  liable  for  damage  to  school  property. 

§  1686.  Any  pupil  who  cuts,  defaces,  or  otherwise  injures 
any  schoolhouse,  fences  or  outbuildings  thereof,  is  liable  to 
suspension  or  expulsion;  and  on  the  complaint  of  the  teacher 
or  trustees,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  pupils  shall  be 
liable  for  all  damages. 

Beginners  to  be  taught  by  experienced  teachers. 

§  1687.  In  all  schools  having  more  than  two  teachers,  begin- 
ners shall  be  taught  by  teachers  who  have  had  at  least  two 
years'  experience,  or  by  normal  school  graduates;  and  in  cities 
such  teachers  shall  rank,  in  point  of  salary,  with  those  of  the 
assistant  teachers  in  the  highest  grade  in  the  grammar  schools ; 
and  in  no  case  shall  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  school 
trustees  draw  orders  for  the  salary  of  any  teacher  in  violation 
of  this  provision,  nor  shall  any  superintendent  draw  any  requi- 
sition for  the  salary  of  any  teacher  in  violation  thereof. 


ARTICIiE  XII. 

TEACHERS. 
Duties  of  teachers. 

§  1696.    Every  teacher  in  the  public  school  must : 

File  certificate. 

First — Before  assuming  charge  of  a  school,  file  his  or  her 
certificate  with  the  superintendent  of  schools;  provided,  that 
when  any  teacher  so  employed  is  the  holder  of  a  California 
state  normal  school  diploma,  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of 
the  state  board  of  education,  as  provided  in  subdivision  third 
of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  three  of  the  Political 
Code,  an  educational  or  a  life  diploma  of  California,  upon 
presentation  thereof  to  the  superintendent  he  shall  record  the 
name  of  said  holder  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  in  his 
office,  and  the  holder  of  said  diploma  shall  thereupon  be 
absolved  from  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision. 

Notify  county  superintendent. 

Second — Before  taking  charge  of  a  school,  and  one  week 
before  closing  a  term  of  school,  notify  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  such  fact,  naming  the  day  of  opening  or  closing. 
Boards  of  education  and  boards  of  school  trustees  must  in 
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every  ease  give  to  the  teacher  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  of 
their  intention  to  close  the  term  of  school  under  their  charge. 
No  superintendent  shall  draw  any  requisition  for  the  last 
month's  salary  of  any  teacher  until  said  teacher  has  filed  with 
him  the  notice  required  by  this  subdivision. 

Enforce  course  of  study. 

Third — Enforce  the  course  of  study,  the  use  of  the  legally 
authorized  text-books,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
for  schools. 

Supervise  conduct  of  pupils. 

Fourth — ^Hold  pupils  to  a  strict  account  for  their  conduct 
on  the  way  to  and  from  school,  on  the  playgrounds,  or  during 
recess;  suspend,  for  good  cause,  any  pupil  from  the  school,  and 
report  such  suspension  to  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  for  review.  If  such  action  is  not  sustained 
by  them,  the  teacher  may  appeal  to  the  county  superintendent, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Keep  school  register. 

Fifth — Keep  a  state  school  register,  in  which  shall  be  left,  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  a  report  showing  programme  of  recita- 
tions, classification  and  grading  of  all  pupils  who  have  attended 
school  at  any  time  during  the  school  year.  The  superintendent 
shall  in  no  case  draw  a  requisition  in  favor  of  the  teacher  until 
the  teacher  has  filed  with  him  a  certificate  from  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  school  trustees  to  the  effect  that  the  provisions  of  this 
subdivision  have  been  complied  with. 

Make    report,   transfer,   attendance,   etc. 

Sixth — Make  an  annual  report  to  the  county  superintendent 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  and  on  the  blanks  prescribed 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction.  Any  teacher  who 
shall  end  any  school  term  before  the  close  of  the  school  year, 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  county  superintendent  immediately 
after  the  close  of  such  term;  and  any  teacher  who  may  be 
teaching  any  school  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  .shall,  in  his 
or  her  annual  report,  include  all  statistics  for  the  entire  school 
year,  notwithstanding  any  previous  report  for  a  part  of  the 
year.  Said  teacher  shall  attach  to  the  annual  report  a  certifi- 
cate showing  the  number  of  children  attending  said  school 
who  reside  in  other  districts  within  the  county,  together  with 
the  names,  residence  by  district  and  the  average  daily  attend- 
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ance  of  said  children.  The  principal  of  a  school  of  more  than 
one  teacher  shall  combine  the  separate  certificates  from  the 
teachers  in  the  school  of  which  he  is  principal  and  shall  make 
a  certificate  to  the  county  superintendent  showing  the  facts  set 
forth  in  the  separate  certificates  of  the  teachers.  On  receiving 
the  certificates  mentioned  above  from  any  school  district  under 
his  jurisdiction,  the  county  superintendent  shall  deduct  the 
average  daily  attendance  of  such  children,  from  the  total  aver- 
age daily  attendance  of  the  school  in  which  they  have  attended 
school,  and  add  it  to  the  total  average  daily  attendance  of  the 
district  or  districts  in  which  said  children  reside.  The  super- 
intendent of  schools  shall  in  no  case  draw  a  requisition  for  the 
salary  of  any  teacher  for  the  last  month  of  the  school  term, 
until  the  report  required  by  this  subdivision  has  been  filed, 
and  by  him  approved. 

Reports  when  required. 

Seventh — ^Make  such  other  reports  as  may  be  required  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  county  superintendent, 
board  of  school  trustees,  or  city  board  of  education. 

Blay  make  affidavit  to  contents  of  register. 

§  1696a.  Whenever  the  school  register  or  registers  of  any 
teacher  or  teachers  or  other  records  of  any  public  school  district 
in  any  school  year  may  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  destroyed 
by  conflagration  or  other  public  calamity,  thereby  preventing 
the  teacher  or  teachers  and  school  officers  from  making  their 
monthly  or  annual  reports  in  the  usual  manner  and  with 
accuracy,  the  affidavits  of  the  teacher  or  teachers,  the  school 
principals  or  other  school  officers  of  such  school  district  certify- 
ing as  to  the  contents  of  such  destroyed  registers  or  other 
records  shall  be  accepted  by  all  authorities  for  all  school  matters 
appertaining  to  such  school  district  except  that  of  average  daily 
attendance.  The  average  daily  school  attendance  of  any  public 
school  district  or  high  school  whereof  the  register  or  registers 
of  the  teacher  or  teachers  or  any  number  of  them  or  other 
records  may  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  destroyed  by  con- 
flagration or  other  public  calamity,  or  whereof,  by  refuson  of 
such  conflagration  or  calamity  the  regular  session  or  attendance 
of  such  district  or  high  school  has  been  interrupted  and  its 
average  attendance  materially  affected  thereby,  shall  be  its 
average  daily  attendance  of  the  next  preceding  school  year 
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increased  or  diminished  by  the  average  yearly  percentage  of 
increase  or  decrease  calculated  for  the  next  preceding  ten  years ; 
provided,  that  the  average  daily  attendance  of  such  school 
district  or  high  school  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1906, 
shall  be  its  average  daily  attendance  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1905,  with  five  per  cent  (5%)  thereof  as  increase 
added  thereto. 

Length  of  school  month. 

§  1697.  A  school  month  is  construed  and  taken  to  be  twenty 
days,  or  four  weeks  of  five  days  each,  including  legal  holidays. 

May  appeal  to  county  superintendent. 

§  1698.  In  case  of  the  dismissal  of  any  teachers  before  the 
expiration  of  any  oral  or  written  contract  entered  into  between 
such  teacher  and  board  of  trustees  for  alleged  unfitness  or 
incompetence,  or  violation  of  rules,  the  teacher  may  appeal  to 
the  school  superintendent;  and  if  the  superintendent  decides 
that  the  removal  was  made  without  good  cause,  the  teacher  so 
removed  must  be  reinstated,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  compen- 
sation for  the  time  lost  during  the  pending  of  the  appeal. 

May  appeal  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

§  1699.  First — Any  teacher  whose  salary  is  withheld  may 
appeal  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  who  shall 
thereupon  require  the  superintendent  of  schook  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  present  the  facts  thereof  to  him.  The  judgment 
of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  final ;  and 
upon  receiving  it  the  superintendent  of  schools,  if  the  judg- 
ment is  in  favor  of  the  teacher,  shall,  in  case  the  trustees  refuse 
to  issue  an  order  for  said  withheld  salary,  issue  his  requisition 
in  favor  of  said  teacher. 

Penalty  for  non-fulfilment  of  contract. 

Second — Should  any  teacher  employed  by  a  board  of  school 
trustees  for  a  specified  time,  leave  the  school  before  the  expira- 
tion of  such  time,  without  the  consent  of  the  trustees,  in  writing, 
said  teacher  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  unprofessional  conduct, 
and  the  board  of  education  of  the  county  are  authorized,  upon 
receiving  notice  of  such  fact,  to  suspend  the  certificate  of  such 
teacher  for  the  period  of  one  year.  Should  said  teacher  be  the 
holder  of  an  educational  or  life  diploma,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  report  the  delinquency  of  the  teacher  to  the  state 

§§  1697-1699 
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board  of  education,  who  are  thereupon  authorized  to  suspend 
said  diploma  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

Penalty  for  non-performance  of  duties. 

§  1700.  No  warrant  must  be  drawn  in  favor  of  any  teacher, 
unless  the  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  draw  such  warrant  is  satis- 
fied that  the  teacher  has  faithfully  performed  all  the  duties 
prescribed  in  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-six. 

Must  hold  legal  certificates. 

§  1701.  No  requisition  for  a  warrant  shall  be  drawn  in  favor 
of  any  teacher,  unless  such  teacher  is  the  holder  of  a  proper 
certificate,  in  force  for  the  full  time  for  which  the  requisition 
is  drawn,  nor  unless  he  was  employed  by  the  board  of  trustees 
or  city  board  of  education,  or  by  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty- 
five. 

Morality,  truth,  justice,  and  patriotism  must  be  taught. 

§  1702.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  endeavor  to 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  pupils  the  principles  of  morality, 
truth,  justice,  and  patriotism ;  to  teach  them  to  avoid  idleness, 
profanity,  and  falsehood ;  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  principles 
of  a  free  government,  and  to  train  them  up  to  a  true  compre- 
hension of  the  rights,  duties,  and  dignity  of  American  citizen- 
ship. 

Teachers  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age. 

§  1704.  No  person  is  eligible  to  teach  in  any  public  school 
in  this  state,  or  to  receive  a  certificate  to  teach,  who  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 


MALE  AND  FEMALE  TEACHERS   PAID  SAME  SALARIES. 
An  act  to  prevent  discrimination  against  female  teachers. 

[Approved  March  30,  1874.] 

The  prople  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  avd 

assembly f  do  enaet  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Females  employed  as  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state  shall,  in  all  cases,  receive  the  same  compen- 
sation as  is  allowed  male  teachers  for  like  services,  when  holding 
the  same  grade  certificates. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

§§  1700-1704  : 
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ACT   PROVIDING    FOR   VACCINATION. 

An  act  to  encourage  and  provide  for  a  general  vaccination  for  all 
public  and  private  echools  of  California,  epecifying  the  duties 
of  certain  officers  and  persons  with  relation  thereto*  making 
violations  of  its  provisions  a  misdemeanor,  providing  penalties, 
and  repealing  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  encourage  and  provide 
for  a  general  vaccination  in  the  State  of  California,"  approved 
February  20,  1889. 

[Approved  March  7,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Student  most  file  vaccination  certificate. 

Section  1.  Within  ten  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect, 
and  thereafter  within  five  days  after  any  child  or  person  shall 
be  enrolled  or  entered  in,  or  shall  have  entered,  enrolled,  or 
shall  have  been  received  or  employed  or  commenced  work  in 
any  school,  college,  university,  academy,  or  other  educational 
institution  within  the  State  of  California,  whether  the  same  be 
public  or  private,  sectarian  or  non-sectarian,  such  child  or 
person  shall  file  with  the  teacher,  instructor,  principal,  super- 
intendent or  other  person  or  persons  who  shall  or  may  be  in 
charge  of  or  in  authority  over  such  school,  college,  university, 
academy  or  other  educational  institution,  either  a  certificate 
signed  by  a  duly  licensed  and  practicing  physician  showing 
that  such  child  or  person  has  been  successfully  vaccinated 
(giving  the  date  thereof)  within  seven  years  prior  to  the  date 
when  same  shall  be  filed,  or  a  certificate  signed  by  the  health 
officer  or  board  of  health,  within  whose  territorial  jurisdiction 
such  institution  may  be  located,  stating  that  such  child  or 
person  has  been  examined  by  him  and  hajs  presented  satisfactory 
evidence  that  he  or  she  has  been  successfully  vaccinated  (giving 
the  date  thereof)  within  such  pericd  of  seven  years,  or  the 
statement  or  certificate  provided  for  in  section  2  of  this  act.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  physician  and  person  who  shall 
vaccinate  any  child  or  person  to  take  proper  aseptic  precau- 
tions, to  use  only  vaccine  prepared  under  United  States  govern- 
ment or  State  of  California  license,  to  give  to  the  child  or 
person  full  instructions  for  home-care  during  the  progress  of 
the  vaccinia,  and  when  observation  of  the  case  is  completed  and 
found  to  be  successful,  to  furnish  a  vaccination  certificate  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  terms  of  this  section.

In  lieu  of  the  certificates  provided  for  in  section  1  of 
this  act,  and  within  the  same  period  and  with  the  same  person 
or  persons,  such  child  or  person  may  file  annually  a  statement 
in  writing,  signed  by  his  or  her  parent,  or  guardian,  if  such 
child  or  person  be  a  minor,  and  by  himself,  in  other  cases, 
stating  that  such  parent,  guardian  or  person  is  conscientiously 
opposed  to  the  practice  of  vaccination  and  will  not  consent  to 
the  vaccination  of  such  child  or  person,  or  the  certificate  of  a 
duly  licensed  and  practicing  physician  statin?  that  the  physical 
condition  of  such  child  or  person  is,  at  the  time,  such  that 
vaccination  would  seriously  endanger  the  life  or  health  of  such 
child  or  person,  and  thereupon  such  child  or  person  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  this  act  as  otherwise 
provided. 

Form  of  blank. 

Sec.  2a,  The  school  trustees  or  directors  in  each  school 
district,  citv.  citv  and  countv  within  this  state  shall  furnish 
such  parent,  guardian  or  person  a  printed  blank  to  be  filled  out 
in  writing  as  provided  in  section  2  hereof.

5.  \Vh(»never  any  case  or  cases  of  smallpox  shall  exist 
in  any  schcx  1  district,  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  city  and 
county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  health  to  make, 
or  cause  to  be  made  a  thorough  investigation  as  to  whether  such 
smallpox  does  exist,  and  as  to  whether  any  child  or  person 
enrolb  d  or  entered  in,  or  emi)loycd  or  working  in  any  .such 
school,  collcjxe,  utiiversity,  ncademy  or  other  educational  insti- 
tution, within  the  State  of  California,  whether  the  same  be 
public  or  private,  sectarian  or  non-sectarian,  has  been  exposed 
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to  the  contagion  or  infection  of  sucli  smallpox.  If  upon  such 
examination  the  state  board  of  health  shall  find  that  smallpox 
do«f  exist  therein,  all  children  or  persons,  who  have  not  been 
successfully  vaccinated,  within  seven  years  then  last  past,  shall 
be  excluded  forthwith  and  continuously  from  admission  to, 
attendance  upon,  the  benefits  of.  or  service  in  connection  with 
any  and  all  schools,  colleges,  universities,  academies  and  other 
educational  institutions  situated  in  such  school  district,  city, 
town,  or  city  and  county  until  such  children  shall  have  been 
successfully  vaccinated,  or  until  such  time  as  such  smallpox 
shall  cease  to  exist  in  such  school  district,  city,  town,  or  city 
and  county ;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  such  other  vacci- 
nated children  or  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  as  in  this  section  contained  as  the  state  board 
of  health  or  its  representatives  may  direct;  provided,  that  in 
cities,  cities  and  counties,  and  districts,  where  two  or  more 
schools  are  maintained,  the  state  board  of  health  shall  subdivide 
such  cities,  cities  and  counties  or  districts,  and  for  such  period, 
as  it  shall  determine  to  be  advisable,  unvaccinated  children  and 
persons  msLy  be  permitted  to  attend  schools  in  subdivisions  in 
which  no  smallpox  exists. 

Students  not  vaccinated  excluded,  when. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  such  case  or  cases  of  smallpox  as  in 
section  5  contained  shall  exist  in  any  school  district,  city  or  city 
and  county,  within  this  state,  the  health  officer  or  other  proper 
person  or  health  officers  within  whose  territorial  jurisdiction 
such  district,  city  or  city  and  county  may  be  situated,  shall 
forthwith  furnish  to  the  teacher,  instructor,  principal,  superin- 
tendent, or  other  person  in  charge  of  or  in  authority  over,  each 
of  the  schools,  colleges,  universities,  academies  and  other  edu- 
cational institutions,  situated  within  his  jurisdiction,  a  certifi- 
cate showing  the  existence  of  such  smallpox  in  sucli  district, 
city,  or  city  and  county,  and  a  list  of  the  unvaccinated  children 
or  persons  in  attendance  upon  or  employed  in  connection  with 
such  schools,  respectively,  and  requiring  that  such  unvaccinated 
children  and  persons  be  excluded  as  provided  in  section  5  of 
this  act. 

State  board  of  health  shall  investigate. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  question  shall  arise  as  to  whether 
smallpox  does  or  does  not  exist  in  any  district,  city,  or  city  and 
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county,  the  state  board  of  health  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be 
made  an  investigation  and  the  determination  of  said  board,  or 
that  of  its  secretary,  if  said  board  is  not  in  session,  shall  be 
final  as  to  the  question  of  fact. 

Violation  of  act  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  impris- 
onment for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Exempt  from  provisions,  when. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  any  child  or  person  shall  file,  as  in  this 
act  provided,  a  certificate  signed  by  a  duly  licensed  and  prac- 
ticing physician  and  showing  that  within  one  year  of  the  date 
of  filing,  such  child  or  person  has  used  due  diligence  and  can 
not  be  successfully  vaccinated,  such  child  or  person  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  period  of  one 
year  thereafter. 

May  not  conflict  with  certain  rules. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  in 
conflict  with  or  contrary  to  any  of  the  rules,  regulations  or 
requirements  of  any  private  school,  academy,  college,  univer- 
sity, or  other  educational  institution  which  may  at  any  time 
provide  for  excluding  all  unvaccinated  children  and  persons 
therefrom. 

Sec.  11.  An  act  entitled  **An  act  to  encourage  and  provide 
for  a  general  vaccination  in  the  State  of  California,'*  approved 
February  20,  1889,  is  hereby  repealed.

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

What  books  and  apparatus  may  be  bought. 

§  1712.  First — The  board  of  school  trustees  and  the  city 
board  of  education  in  any  city  must  expend  the  library  fund, 

§1712 
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together  with  such  moneys  as  may  be  added  thereto  by  donation, 
in  the  purchase  of  school  apparatus  and  books  for  a  school 
library,  including:  books  for  supplementary  work,  and  no  war- 
rant shall  be  drawn  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  upon  the 
order  of  any  board  of  trustees  against  the  library  fund  of  any 
district  unless  such  order  is  accompanied  by  an  itemized  bill, 
showing  the  books  and  apparatus,  and  the  price  of  each  in 
payment  of  which  the  order  is  drawn,  and  unless  such  books 
and  apparatus  have  been  adopted  by  the  county,  or  city,  or 
city  and  county  board  of  education ;  all  orders  of  the  trustees 
and  of  boards  of  education  for  books  or  apparatus  must  in 
every  case  be  submitted  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county,  or  city,  or  city  and  county,  respectively,  for  his 
approval,  before  said  books  or  apparatus  shall  be  purchased. 

Books  must  be  stamped. 

Second — The  trustees  of  each  district  shall  cause  each  book 
now  in  their  district  school  library,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
placed  in  said  library,  to  be  stamped  on  the  fly  leaf,  on  the  title 
page,  and  on  each  one  himdredth  page  of  the  book,  with  the 
words  *' Department  of  Public  Instruction,  State  of  California, 

County, District  Library,"  and  the  county 

superintendent  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  procure 
such  stamp  for  each  district  in  his  county,  and  to  pay  for  the 
same  out  of  the  county  school  fund  of  such  district. 

Library  fund  in  rural  districts. 

§  1713.  Except  in  cities  not  divided  into  school  districts  the 
library  fund  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
ten  per  cent  of  the  county  school  fund  annually  apportioned  to 
the  district;  provided,  that  should  ten  per  cent  exceed  fifty 
dollars,  fifty  dollars  only  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  district; 
except  that  in  districts  having  five  or  more  teachers,  there  shall 
be  apportioned  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
fifteen  dollars  for  each  teacher  employed;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  school  trustees  of  each  district  in  the  county  shall, 
in  the  month  of  July  in  each  year,  notify  the  superintendent 
of  the  county  as  to  what  amount  they  desire  to  be  apportioned 
for  their  respective  districts  for  the  year. 

§§  1712-1713 
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Library  fund  in  cities. 

§  1714.  In  cities  not  divided  into  school  districts,  the  library 
fund  shall  consist  of  a  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars,  for  every 
one  thousand  children  or  fraction  thereof  of  five  hundred  or 
more,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years,  annually 
taken  from  the  city  or  county  school  fund  apportioned  to  the 
city.  The  superintendent  shall  apportion  the  library  fund  in 
cities  not  divided  into  districts  among  the  several  schools  in 
proportion  to  the  average  number  of  children  belonging  to  each 
school ;  provided,  that  in  city  and  county  the  library  fund  shall 
consist  of  a  sum  equal  to  at  least  U^n  dollars  for  each  teacher 
employed  in  such  city  and  county. 

Control. 

§  1715.  Libraries  may  be  maintained  under  the  control  of 
the  district  board  of  trustees  or  city  board  of  education,  and 
in  such  case  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of  the  teachers,  pupils  and 
all  residents  of  the  district.  "Wherever  practicable,  the  library 
shall  be  kept  open  during  vacation  and  non-school  days. 
Whenever  the  county  in  which  a  district  is  situated  shall  main- 
tain a  county  library,  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city  board 
of  education  may  agree  with  the  proper  authorities  of  such 
county  to  make  the  school  library  a  branch  of  such  county 
library.  In  such  event,  such  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  shall  turn  over  the  books  and  other  property 
of  the  district  library  to  the  county  library,  and  shall  annually 
transfer  to  such  county  library  its  library  fund,  as  soon  as  it 
is  available,  to  be  kept  and  expended  as  other  funds  of  such 
county  library.  The  said  county  library  shall  thereupon  make 
such  district  library  a  branch  library,  managed  and  maintained 
according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  author- 
ities of  the  county  library. 

Librarian — Care  of  library. 

§  1716.  The  board  of  school  trustees  of  a  district  maintain- 
ing its  own  library  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  teacher  or 
other  proper  person  librarian  of  the  district  library.  It  shall 
he  the  duty  of  such  librarian  to  manage  such  library  as  effi- 
ciently as  possible,  and  whenever  expedient  request  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  some  person  experienced  in  the  art  of  man- 
aging libraries.    Whenever  a  district  library  shall  have  become 

§§  1714-1716 
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a  branch  library,  as  provided  in  section  1715  of  this  code,  the 
provisions  of  subdivision  2  of  section  1712,  and  of  section  1717 
of  this  code  shall  not  apply  to  them ;  but  in  all  such  cases  the 
county,  or  city,  or  county  and  city,  superintendent  of  schools 
may  draw  a  warrant  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  district 
library  fund,  payable  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  county 
library,  upon  the  filing  with  him  of  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  district,  or  city  board  of  education, 
embodying  the  agreement  made  with  such  county  library,  which 
copy  shall  be  duly  certified  as  correct  by  the  clerk  of  the  district, 
or  other  proper  officer. 

• 

Care,  fees,  etc. 

§  1717.  The  trustees  shall  be  held  accountable  for  the 
proper  care  and  preservation  of  the  library,  and  shall  have 
power  to  assess  and  collect  all  fines,  penalties,  and  fees  of 
membership,  and  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  not 
provided  for  by  the  state  board  of  education,  and  not  incon- 
sistent therewith ;  and  they  shall  report  annually  to  the  county 
superintendent  all  library  statistics  which  may  be  required  by 
the  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction. 

COUNTY  FREE   LIBRARIES. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  county 
free  libraries  in  the  State  of  California,  and  repealing  ''An  act 
entitled  'An  act  to  provide  county  library  systems,*  approved 
April  12,  1909,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act." 

[Approved  February  25,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

May  be  established. 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties 
shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain,  within  their  respec- 
tive counties,  county  free  libraries  in  the  manner  and  with  the 
functions  prescribed  in  this  act. 

May  be  established  at  county  seat. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  estab- 
lish at  the  county  seat  a  county  free  library  for  that  part  of 
such  county  lying  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns 

§1717 
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maintaining  free  public  libraries,  and  outside  of  library  dis- 
tricts maintaining  district  libraries,  and  for  all  such  additional 
portions  of  such  county  as  may  elect  to  become  a  part  of,  or  to 
participate  in,  such  county  free  library  system,  as  hereafter 
provided  in  this  act.  At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  prior  to  taking  such  action,  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  publish,  in  a  newspaper  designated  by  them  and  published 
in  such  county,  notice  of  such  contemplated  action,  giving 
therein  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  action  is  pro- 
posed to  be  taken. 

Oity  or  district  library  may  become  a  part  of. 

Sec.  3.  After  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library  as 
provided  in  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees,  common  council  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the 
county  maintaining  a  free  public  library,  or  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  any  library  district  maintaining  a  district  library,  may 
notify  the  board  of  supervisors  that  such  city,  town  or  library 
district  desires  to  become  a  part  of  the  county  free  library 
system,  and  thereafter  such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall 
be  a  part  thereof  and  its  inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  such  county  free  library,  and  the  property  within 
such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall  be  liable  to  taxes  levied 
for  county  free  library  purposes.  But  the  board  of  trustees, 
common  council  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  town  in  the  county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any 
library  district  may  at  any  time  notify  the  board  of  super- 
visors that  such  city,  town  or  library  district  no  longer  desires 
to  be  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system,  and  thereafter 
such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall  cease  to  participate  in 
the  benefits  of  such  couirty  free  library,  and  the  property  situ- 
ated in  such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall  not  be  liable  to 
taxes  for  county  free  library  purposes;  provided,  however,  that 
the  board  of  trustees,  common  council  or  other  legislative  body 
of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any 
library  district,  shall  publish,  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  prior  either  to  giving  or  to  withdrawing  such 
notice,  in  a  newspaper  designated  by  said  board  of  trustees,  city 
council  or  board  of  library  trustees,  and  circulating  throughout 
such  city,  to^^oi  or  library  district,  notice  of  such  contemplated 
action,  giving  therein  the  date  and  the  place  of  the  meeting 
at  which  such  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken. 
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City  may  contract  for  use  of. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  supervisors,  of  any  county  wherein  a 
county  free  library  has  been  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
contracts  with  any  incorporated  city  or  town  maintaining  a 
free  public  library,  and  any  such  incorporated  city  or  town 
shall,  through  its  board  of  trustees  or  other  legislative  body, 
have  power  to  enter  into  contracts  with  such  county  to  secure 
to  the  residents  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  the  same 
privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are  granted  to,  or 
enjoyed  by,  the  residents  of  the  county  outside  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town,  or  such  privileges  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
in  such  contract,  upon  such  consideration  to  be  named  in  said 
contract  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  residents  of  such 
incorporated  city  or  town  shall  have  the  same  privileges  with 
regard  to  said  county  free  library  as  are  had  by  the  residents 
of  such  county  outside  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  or 
such  privileges  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  contract. 

Residents  of  other  bounties  may  use  on  contract. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  wherein  a 
county  free  library  has  been  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
contracts  or  agreements  w^th  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
other  county  to  secure  to  the  residents  of  such  other  county 
su<jh  privileges  of  such  county  free  library  as  may,  by  such 
contract,  be  agreed  upon  and  upon  such  consideration  as  may 
in  said  contract  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  inhabitants  of 
such  other  county  shall  have  such  privileges  of  such  county 
free  library  as  may  by  such  contract  be  agreed  upon ;  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  another  county  wherein  a  county  free  library  has  been  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  in  this  section  pro- 
vided, and  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  library  tax  as  in  this  act 
provided,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  such  contract,  but  the 
making  of  such  contract  shall  not  bar  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  such  county  during  the  continuance  of  such  contract,  from 
establishing  a  county  free  library  therein  under  the  provisions 
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of  this  act,  if  none  be  already  established  therein,  and  upon  the 
establishment  of  such  county  free  library,  such  contract  may  be 
terminated  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties  thereto,  or  may  continue  for  the  term  thereof. 

Board  of  library  examiners. 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  created  to  be  known  as  the 
board  of  library  examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  librarian, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  said  board,  the  librarian  of 
the  public  library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  public  library.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services,  except  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  state  library  fund.  Said  board  shall  pass 
upon  the  qualifications  of  all  persons  desiring  to  become  county 
librarians,  and  may,  in  writing,  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  law  for  its  own  government,  and  for 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Persons  of  either  sex 
shall  be  eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of  county  libra- 
rian. 

County  librarian. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library,  the 
board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librarian,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  subject  to  prior  removal 
for  cause,  after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian  unless  prior  to  his 
appointment  he  has  received  from  the  board  of  library  exam- 
iners a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the  time 
of  his  appointment,  the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resident 
of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  California. 

Supervisors  shall  make  rules. 

Sec.  8.  The  county  free  library  shall  be  under  the  general 
supervi.sion  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  which  shall  have  power 
to  make  general  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  policy  of 
the  county  free  library,  to  establish,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  county  librarian,  branches  and  stations  throughout  the 
county  and  may  locate  said  branches  and  stations  in  incorpo- 
rated cities  and  towns  wherever  deemed  advisable,  to  determine 
the  number  and  kind  of  employees  of  such  library,  and  to 
appoint  and  dismiss  such  employees  upon  the  recommendation 
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of  the  county  librarian.  Such  employee  shall  not  be  removed 
except  for  cause,  and  in  case  any  such  removal  be  made  upon 
the  ground  that  the  services  of  such  employee  are  no  longer 
required,  such  removed  employee  shall  have  the  first  right  to 
be  restored  to  such  employment  when  such  services  are  again 
required,  but  the  board  of  supervisors  may,  at  the  time  of 
appointing  any  employee,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
coimty  librarian,  enter  into  an  agreement  that  such  employee 
be  employed  for  a  definite  time  only.  All  employees  of  the 
county  free  library  whose  duties  require  special  training  in 
library'  work  shall  be  graded  in  grades  to  be  established  by  the 
county  librarian,  with  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state 
librarian,  according  to  the  duties  required  of  them,  experience 
in  librarj'^  work  and  other  qualifications  for  the  service  required ; 
and,  before  appointment  to  a  position  in  the  graded  service,  the 
candidates  must  pass  an  examination  appropriate  to  the  posi- 
tion sought,  satisfactory  to  the  county  librarian,  and  show  a 
satisfactory  experience  in  library  work.  Work  in  approved 
library  schools  or  libraries,  or  certificates  issued  by  the  board 
of  library  examiners,  may  be  accepted  by  the  county  librarian 
in  lieu  of  such  examination.  The  county  librarian  may  also 
accept  as  apprentices,  without  compensation,  candidates  pos- 
sessing personal  qualifications  satisfactory  to  him  and  may 
dismiss  the  same  at  any  time  if  in  his  judgment  their  work  is 
not  satisfactory  to  him. 

Librarian's  bond. 

Sec.  9.  The  county  librarian  shall,  prior  to  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  file  with  the  county  clerk  the  usual  oath 
of  office  and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties,  with  sufficient  sureties  approved  by  a  judge  of 
the  superior  court  in  the  county  of  which  the  librarian  is  to  be 
the  county  librarian,  in  such  sum  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
board  of  supervisors.  The  county  librarian  shall,  subject  to 
the  general  rules  adopted  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  build  up 
and  manage,  according  to  accepted  principles  of  library  man- 
agement, a  library  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and 
shall  determine  what  books  and  other  library  equipment  shall 
be  purchased.  The  salary  per  annum  of  the  county  librarian 
shall  be  as  follows :  In  counties  of  the  first  to  the  third  classes, 
inclusive,  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  fourth  to 
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the  tenth  classes  inclasive,  two  thousand  dollars ;  of  the  eleventh 
to  the  twentieth  classes  inclusive,  eighteen  hundred  dollars ;  of 
the  twenty-first  to  the  thirtieth  classes  inclusive,  fifteen  hundred 
dollars;  of  the  thirty-first  to  the  forty-eighth  classes  inclusive, 
twelve  hundred  dollars;  and  of  the  forty-ninth  to  the  fifty- 
seventh  classes  inclusive,  five  hundred  dollars.  The  salary  of 
each  of  the  county  librarians  here  provided  shall  be  paid  by 
each  of  such  counties  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund 
as  the  salaries  of  other  county  officers  are  paid.  The  county 
librarian  and  his  assistants  shall  be  allowed  actual  and  neces- 
sary traveling  expenses  incurred  on  the  business  of  the  office. 

County  libraries  under  supervision  of  state  librarian. 

Sec.  10.  The  county  free  libraries  of  the  state  shall  be  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  state  librarian,  who  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants,  visit 
the  county  free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition.  The 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  such  visits  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  state  library  fund.  The  state  librarian  shall  annually 
call  a  convention  of  county  librarians,  to  assemble,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  he  shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  discussion 
of  questions  pertaining  to  the  supervision  and  administration 
of  the  county  free  libraries,  the  laws  relating  thereto,  and  such 
other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and  interest  of  the  county 
free  libraries  as  shall  properly  be  brought  before  it.  It  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  the  county  librarians  to  attend 
and  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  such  convention.  The 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  county  librarians  attend- 
ing the  convention  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  free  library 
fund. 

Librarians  shall  make  report. 

Sec.  11.  The  county  librarian  shall,  on  or  before  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  report  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
and  to  the  state  librarian  on  the  condition  of  the  county  free 
library,  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth  preceding.  Such 
reports  shall,  in  addition  to  other  matters  deemed  expedient 
by  the  county  librarian,  contain  such  statistical  and  other  infor- 
mation as  may  be  deemed  desirable  by  the  state  librarian.  For 
this  purpose  the  state  librarian  may  send  to  the  several  county 
librarians  instructions  or  question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the 
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material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library  conditions  in  the 
state. 

Tax  for  support. 

Sbc.  12.  The  board  of  supervisors,  after  a  county  free 
library  has  been  established,  shall  annually  levy,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  other  county  taxes  are  levied, 
and  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  one  mill 
on  the  dollar  of  assessed  valuation  upon  all  property  in  such 
county  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns  maintaining 
free  public  libraries,  and  library  districts  maintaining  district 
libraries,  and  upon  all  property  within  incorporated  cities, 
towns  and  library  districts,  which  have  elected  to  become  a  part 
of  such  county  free  library  system  as  provided  in  this  act,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  property  for,  establishing  and  main- 
taining the  county  free  library.  County  bonds  may  be  issued, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  4088  of  the  Political  Code, 
for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  county  free  library  buildings 
and  the  purchase  of  land  therefor.  The  board  of  supervisors 
is  authorized  to  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  county,  any  gift, 
bequest  or  devise  for  the  county  free  library,  or  for  any  branch 
or  subdivision  thereof.  The  title  to  all  property  belonging  to 
the  county  free  library  shall  be  vested  in  the  county.  All  laws 
applicable  to  the  collection  of  county  taxes  shall  apply  to  the 
collection  of  the  tax  herein  provided.  All  funds  of  the  county 
free  library,  whether  derived  from  taxation  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  in  the  custody  of  the  county  treasurer.  They  shall  constitute 
a  separate  fund,  called  the  county  free  library  fund,  and  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  purposes  except  those  of  the  county  free 
library.  Each  claim  against  the  county  free  library  fund  shall 
be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  county  librarian,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  county  by  his  assistant.  It  shall  then  be 
acted  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  are  all  other  claims  against 
the  county. 

Librarian  may  have  control  of  county  law  library. 

Sec.  13.  In  any  county  of  this  state  where  a  law  library  may 
now  or  hereafter  exist  under  the  provisions  of  sections  4190  to 
4204,  inclusive,  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  state,  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  such  county  shall  have  power  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts, or  agreements  with  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  of 
such  law  library  for  the  co-operation  of  said  law  library  and  the

county  free  library,  and  in  that  connection,  to  contract  or  agree 
with  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  of  such  law  library  that 
the  county  librarian  and  other  employees  of  the  county  free 
library  perform  the  duties  required  to  be  done  or  performed 
by  the  oflScers  and  employees  of  such  law  library  as  contem- 
plated by  sections  4190  to  4204,  inclusive,  of  the  Political  Code 
of  this  state  for  a  compensation  to  be  named  in  such  contract 
or  agreement,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  county  free  library 
fund. 

Teachers'  and  school  library  may  be  part  of. 

Sec.  14.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  to  accept 
on  behalf  of  the  county  free  library,  all  books  and  other  prop- 
erty of  school  libraries  and  of  the  teachers'  library  as  provided 
by  sections  1565,  1715  and  1716  of  the  Political  Code,  and  to 
manage  and  maintain  the  same  as  a  part  of  the  county  free 
library. 

May  be  disestablished,  how. 

Sec.  15.  After  a  county  free  library  has  been  established,  it 
may  be  disestablished  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  established. 
At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior  to  taking 
such  action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in  a  news- 
paper designated  by  them,  and  published  in  the  county,  notice 
of  such  contemplated  action,  giving  therein  the  date  of  the 
meeting  at  which  such  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be 
taken. 

Free  library  may  be  used  as  county. 

Sec.  16.  Instead  of  establishing  a  separate  county  free 
library,  the  board  of  supervisors  may  enter  into  a  contract 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  with  the  board  of 
library  trustees  or  other  authority  in  charge  of  the  free  public 
library  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  the  board  of 
library  trustees,  or  other  authority  in  charge  of  such  free  public 
library,  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  a  contract.  Such 
contract  may  provide  that  the  free  public  library  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town  shall  assume  the  functions  of  a  county  free 
library  within  the  county  with  which  such  contract  is  made, 
including  incorporated  cities  and  towns  therein.  The  board 
of  supervisors  may  agree  to  pay  annually  into  the  library  fund 
of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed

upon.    Either  party  to  such  contract  may  terminate  the  same 
by  giving  six  months'  notice  of  intention  to  do  so. 

Old  county  libraries  continued. 

Sec.  17.  An  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  county  library 
systems,"  approved  April  12,  1909,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  in  conflict  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed;  providedf  how- 
ever, that  any  county  library  which  may  have  been  established 
and  is  now  in  existence  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved 
April  12,  1909,  shall  be  continued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  be  considered  the  same  as  if  established  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  and  provided,  further ,  that  in  any  case 
where  a  contract  has  been  entered  into  between  any  county 
board  of  supervisors  and  any  city  or  incorporated  town  under 
the  provisions  of  section  twelve  of  said  act,  the  same  shall 
continue  in  force,  and  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen  of  this 
act  shall  be  applicable  thereto,  until  the  establishment  and 
equipment  of  a  county  free  library  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  one  to  fifteen  inclusive  of  this  act,  unless  sooner  termi- 
nated under  the  provisions  thereof. 


ARTICLE    XIV. 

SECONDABT  (HIOH)  SCHOOLS. 

ESTABLISHMENT   AND  GOVERNMENT  OP  HIGH   SCHOOLS  AND   HIGH 

SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

Secondary  schools  defined. 

§  1720.  The  secondary  schools  of  the  state  shall  be  known 
and  designated  as  high  schools  and  technical  schools.  High 
schools  may  be  established  and  high  school  districts  formed 
and  organized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article. 
Whenever  any  high  school  district  is  so  formed  and  organized 
the  governing  body  thereof  shall  establish  and  maintain  one 
or  more  high  schools  therein. 

Kinds  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1721.  A  high  school  district  composed  of  two  or  more 
high  school  districts  shall  be  known  as  a  union  high  school 
district,  and  such  designation  shall  be  part  of  its  name.  If  such 
school  districts  or  portions  thereof,  are  in  more  than  one  county, 
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such  union  high  school  district  shall  be  known  as  a  joint  union 
high  school  district  and  such  designation  shall  be  part  of  its 
name.  Whenever  the  term  high  school  district  is  used  in  this 
article  or  in  article  XV  of  this  chapter,  it  shall,  unless  a  con- 
trary intent  appears,  be  deemed  to  include  "Union  high  school 
districts,"  joint  union  high  school  districts  and  county  high 
school  districts.  Any  city  school  district  which  has  been  for  a 
period  of  one  year  preceding  the  taking  eflfect  of  this  section, 
established  and  maintained  a  high  school  within  such  district, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  constitute  a  city  high  school  district. 

Who  may  sign  petition  for  high  school  district. 

§  1722.  Whenever  by  the  provisions  of  this  article  the  sig- 
natures of  heads  of  families  or  of  electors  are  required  to  any 
petition,  any  person,  who  at  the  time  of  signing  such  petition 
is  the  head  of  a  family,  shall  be  competent  to  sign  a  petition, 
or  any  elector  shall  be  competent  to  sign  a  petition.  The  super- 
intendent of  schools  may  require  an  affidavit  from  one  or  more 
of  the  petitioners  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  facts  given  in  the 
petition. 

When  county  superintendent  shall  have  jurisdiction. 

§  1723.  For  the  purposes  of  this  article  and  of  article  XV 
of  this  chapter  every  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
have  jurisdiction  over  all  high  school  districts  which  are  wholly 
situated  in  his  county;  and  in  case  of  a  high  school  district 
situated  in  more  than  one  county,  the  superintendent  of  schools 
of  the  county  in  which  the  high  school  is  located,  if  such  district 
is  existing  at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect,  or  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  in  whase  office  the  original  petition 
for  the  formation  of  such  district  is  filed,  if  such  district  shall 
be  hereafter  formed  or  organized,  shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
such  high  school  district. 

Validation  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1724.  All  proceedings  for  the  formation  and  organization 
of  high  school  districts  and  the  establishment  of  county,  city, 
city  and  county,  union,  joint  union  and  district  high  schools, 
had  prior  to  the  taking  efTect  of  this  section,  are  hereby  vali- 
dated and  declared  legal,  and  said  high  school  districts  and 
high  schools,  and  any  other  high  school  districts  which  have 
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been  acting  as  such  for  more  than  one  year  previous  to  the 
taking  eiSEect  of  this  section,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  legally 
formed,  organized  and  established ;  and  in  all  cases  where  high 
school  districts  shall  hereafter  be  formed,  organized  and  estab- 
lished, the  certificate  of  the  county  superintendent  mentioned 
in  sections  seventeen  hundred  twenty-five,  seventeen  hundred 
twenty-seven,  seventeen  hundred  twenty-eight  and  seventeen 
hundred  twenty-nine,  when  filed  with  the  county  clerk,  when 
the  result  of  the  election  as  therein  declared  is  in  favor  of  the 
formation  of  the  hl^gh  school  district,  shall  after  the  expiration 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  filing  be  conclusive  evidence 
that  such  high  school  district  has  been  legally  formed. 

Formation  of  high  Bchool  districts. 

§  1725.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a 
majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  an  incorporated  city  or 
town  or  a  school  district  in  which  the  average  daily  attendance 
in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  district  shall  be  one  hundred 
or  more,  as  shown  by  the  last  reports  of  the  teachers  in  said 
district,  shall  unite  in  a  petition  for  the  formation  of  a  high 
school  district  therein  under  a  name  to  be  specified  in  the 
petition,  they  shall  present  the  same  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  the  county,  or  in  case  of  a  joint  school  district  to 
the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  the 
greater  number  of  heads  of  families  of  such  district  reside. 
The  superintendent  to  whom  such  petition  is  presented  may 
require  an  afSdavit  from  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners  as  to 
the  correctness  of  the  facts  as  given  in  the  petition. 

Within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said  petition  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  shall  verify  the  signatures  to  such  petition, 
and  if  he  finds  them  sufficient  shall  call  an  election  in  such 
incorporated  city  or  town,  including  any  territory  annexed 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  section  fifteen  hundred  seventy- 
six,  or  in  such  school  district,  for  the  determination  of  the 
question,  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  thereof  to 
conduct  said  election.  Said  election  shall  be  called  by  posting 
notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  said  incorporated  city 
or  town,  or  school  district,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election, 
and  by  publishing  such  notice  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published 
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therein  at  least  as  often  as  once  a  week,  if  there  be  such  a 
newspaper,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  the  election.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  for  conducting  elections  of  school  trustees. 
The  ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  ''High 
School  District— Yes"  and  "High  School  District— No,"  and 
electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they  desire  to  give.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  election  officers  to  canvass  the  vote  at 
such  election  as  soon  as  the  polls  are  closed,  and  to  report  the 
result  of  said  election  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  within 
five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  thereof.  Within  ten  da3rs 
after  receiving  the  returns  of  said  election  the  superintendent 
of  schools  shall  record  the  result  thereof  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose,  and  if  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the 
election  are  in  favor  of  the  high  school  district,  he  shall  also 
make  and  file  with  the  county  clerk  of  every  county  in  which 
any  part  of  such  proposed  high  school  district  lies,  a  certificate 
showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  at  such  election  for  and 
against  the  high  school  district,  and  declaring  the  result 
thereof.  Such  county  clerk  shall  record  said  certificate  in 
full  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  and  designated 
the  record  of  high  school  districts. 

If  it  shall  appear  from  such  certificate  that  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election  were  cast  in  favor  of  the  forma- 
tion of  such  district,  such  high  school  district  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  formed  from  the  time  of  the  filing  thereof. 

High  school  board  in  cities,  etc. 

§  1726.  In  every  high  school  district  formed  and  existing  in 
an  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  in  a  single  school  district,  the 
board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town  or  school  district  shall  constitute  the  high 
school  board,  and  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of 
the  hi^h  school  in  said  district.  Upon  the  formation  of  any 
such  high  school  district  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  the  same  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  board  of  education  or  hoard  of  schools  trustees 
of  said  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  school  district,  within 
fifteen  days  after  receiving  the  returns  of  the  election  held 
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therein,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  by  registered  mail, 
to  every  member  of  said  board  of  education  or  board  of  school 
trustees.  The  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees 
shall,  at  said  meeting,  formally  organize  as  the  high  school 
board  by  electing  a  president  from  their  own  number  and  a 
clerk,  and  may  transact  other  business  relating  to  the  affairs 
of  the  high  school  district. 

Formation  of  iinion  high  school  districts. 

§  1727.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a 
majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  each  of  two  or  more  con- 
tiguous school  districts  in  the  same  county,  having  an  average 
daily  attendance  in  the  aggregate  in  the  elementary  schools  of 
one  hundred  pupils  or  more  shall  unite  in  a  petition  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  such  county,  for  the  formation  of 
a  union  high  school  district  under  a  name  to  be  specified  in  the 
petition,  he  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said 
petition,  verify  the  signatures  thereto,  and  if  he  finds  them 
sufficient,  call  an  election  for  the  determination  of  the  question, 
and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  in  each  of  the  districts 
petitioning,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said  election  shall 
be  held  separately  and  simultaneously  at  a  public  schoolhouse 
in  each  of  the  districts  petitioning,  and  shall  be  called  by  post- 
ing notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  each  district,  one 
of  which  places  shall  be  a  public  schoolhouse  thereof,  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  election,  and  by  publishing  such  notice 
at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  published  at  least  as  often  as  once  a  week 
in  said  proposed  union  high  school  district,  if  there  be  such  a 
newspaper,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  the  election.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
officers  appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law  for  conducting  elections  of  school  trustees.  The  ballots 
used  at  such  election  in  each  district  shall  contain  the  words 
"Union  High  School  District— Yes"  and  "Union  High  School 
District — ^No,"  and  electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a 
cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  election  officers 
in  each  district  to  canvass  the  vote  at  said  election  as  soon  as 
the  polls  are  closed,  and  report  the  result  to  the  superintendent 
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of  schools  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  of  said 
election.  Within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  returns  of  said 
election,  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  combine  the  votes 
'*for"  and  '* against'*  the  formation  of  the  union  high  school 
district  and  declare  such  result  and  record  the  result,  with  the 
details  of  the  vote  in  each  district,  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for 
that  purpose.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election 
are  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  union  high  school  district, 
he  shall  also  file,  with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  a 
certificate  showing  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  each 
district  in  favor  of  the  union  high  school  district,  the  total 
number  of  votes  in  each  district  against  the  union  high  school 
district,  the  aggregate  result  of  said  election  and  the  bound- 
aries of  said  proposed  district.  If  it  shall  appear  from  such 
certificate  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election 
were  cast  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  such  district,  such 
union  high  school  district  shall  be  deemed  to  be  formed  from 
the  time  of  the  filing  thereof,  and  the  county  clerk  shall  record 
said  certificate  in  full  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Formation  of  joint  union  high  schools. 

§  1728.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a 
majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  two  or  more  contiguous 
school  districts  having  in  the  aggregate  one  hundred  or  more 
pupils  in  average  daily  attendance  as  shown  by  the  last  reports 
of  the  teachers  in  said  school  districts,  shall  present  a  petition 
to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  the 
greater  number  of  families  of  said  proposed  joint  union  high 
school  district  reside,  or  if  two  or  more  counties  are  tied  in 
that  respect,  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  one  of  said 
counties  to  be  determined  by  lot  by  all  the  superintendents  of 
schools  interested.  Thereupon  the  same  proceedings  shall  be 
had  on  such  petition  as  are  directed  in  section  seventeen  h\m- 
dred  twenty-seven,  except  that  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  file  his  certificate  of  the  result  of  the  election  with 
the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  joint 
union  high  school  district  is  situated.  If  it  appears  from  such 
certificate  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election 
were  cast  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  such  district,  such  joint 
high  school  district  shall  be  deemed  to  be  formed  from  the 
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time  of  the  filing  thereof.    The  county  clerk  shall  record  the 
certificate  in  full  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

High  school  districts  may  unite. 

§  1729.    Two  or  more  contiguous  high  school  districts  in  the 
same  or  in  adjoining  counties  may  be  united  to  form  a  single 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  by  proceedings  taken 
as  hereinafter  provided.    Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  two 
thirds  of  the  high  school  board  of  each  of  two  or  more  con- 
tiguous high  school  districts,  asking  that  said  high  school  dis- 
tricts be  united  to  form  a  single  union  or  joint  union  high 
school  district  under  a  name  to  be  stated  in  the  petition,  and 
stating  the  location  of  the  high  school  agreed  upon  by  said  high 
school  boards,  shall  be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  who  would  have  jurisdiction  of  an  original  petition  for 
the  formation  of  a  high  school  district  out  of  the  territory 
comprised  in  the  high  school  districts  so  petitioning,  said 
superintendent  of  schools  shall,  within  twenty  days,  call  an 
election  for  the  determination  of  the  question.    Such  election 
shall  be  held  separately  in  each  of  the  school  districts  compos- 
ing said  high  school  districts  so  petitioning,  and  shall  be  called 
and  held  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  twenty- 
seven,  except  that  the  ballots  shall  state  the  location  of  the 
high  school  as  described  in  the  petition  to  the  superintendent 
of  schools  and  shall  contain  the  words  "For  the  union  of  high 
school  districts — ^Tes"  and  '*For  the  union  of  high  school  dis- 
tricts— ^No."    Said  superintendent  of  schools  shall  canvass  the 
returns  and  file  his  certificate  of  the  result  as  directed  by 
section  seventeen  hundred  twenty-seven.    If  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  at  such  election  are  in  favor  of  the  union  of  such 
high  school  districts,  the  high  school  districts  so  petitioning 
shall,  from  the  time  of  filing  such  certificate,  be  united  to  form 
a  single  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  under  the 
name  stated  in  the  petition.    Thereupon  the  high  school  board 
shall  be  elected  and  organized  as  provided  in  sections  seven- 
teen hundred  thirty  and  seventeen  hundred  thirty-one.    If 
either  of  such  high  school  districts  so  united  has  an  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness,  the  new  high  school  district  shall  be  liable 
therefor;  also  a  union  high  school  district  which  lies  contiguous 
to  or  adjoining  a  high  school  district  of  an  incorporated  city  or 
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towD  in  any  county,  may  be  annexed  to,  consolidated  and 
merged  with  said  high  school  district  of  such  incorporated  city 
or  town.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  resid- 
ing in  any  union  high  school  district  which  lies  contiguous  to 
or  adjoining  a  high  school  district  in  any  incorporated  city  or 
town  in  the  same  county,  shall  present  to  the  superintendent 
of  schools  of  said  county  a  petition  asking  for  the  anexation, 
consolidation  and  merger  of  such  union  high  school  district 
with  such  high  school  district  of  such  incorporated  city  or 
town,  and  which  petition  is  accompanied  by  an  agreement 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  education 
or  board  of  school  trustees  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town 
and  consenting  and  agreeing  to  such  annexation,  consolidation 
and  merger,  and  setting  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  such  annexation,  consolidation  and  merger  shall  be 
made,  such  superintendent  of  schools  shall,  after  verifying  the 
signatures  thereon  and  finding  them  sufiBcient,  transmit  such 
petition  and  agreement  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
county  with  his  recommendation  thereon.  Such  board  there- 
upon, in  their  discretion,  may  make  an  order  annexing,  con- 
solidating and  merging,  for  high  school  purposes,  such  union 
high  school  district  with  such  high  school  district  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town,  and  such  merged,  consolidated  and  com- 
bined district  shall  take  the  name  and  thereafter  be  known  by 
and  under  the  same  name  as  the  high  school  district  of  such 
incorporated  city  or  town ;  provided,  that  all  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  either  of  said  districts  and  all  interest  thereon  shall  be 
paid  by  the  district  which  incurred  the  same  as  though  such 
consolidation  and  merger  had  not  occurred;  then  the  consoli- 
dation and  merger  of  such  union  high  school  district  with  said 
high  school  district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  upon  the 
terms  stated  in  such  petition  and  agreement  shall  be  complete 
and  valid  by  virtue  of  the  order  of  said  board  of  supervisors 
duly  entered  in  its  minutes. 

Such  annexation,  consolidation  and  merger  may  be  made  at 
any  time  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  section  1577  of  the 
Political  Code  of  this  state.  After  any  such  union  high  school 
district  has  been  so  annexed  to,  consolidated  and  merged  with 
any  such  high  school  district  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town, 
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such  territory  of  said  union  high  school  district  so  merged  and 
consolidated  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  said  city  or  incor- 
porated town  for  high  school  purposes  and  for  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  high  school  department  thereof,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  assessing,  levying  and  collecting  property  taxes  for 
the  high  school  funds  of  such  city  or  incorporated  town  and 
for  the  purposes  specified  in  sections  1880  and  1888,  inclusive, 
of  the  Political  Code. 

Whenever  a  union  high  school  district  shall  be  annexed  to, 
consolidated  and  merged  with  a  high  school  district  of  an 
incorporated  city  or  town  as  hereinabove  provided,  the  govern- 
ing power  and  control  of  such  union  high  school  district  shall 
thereafter  be  merged  and  vested  in  the  board  of  education  or 
board  of  school  trustees  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  and 
all  funds  belonging  to  said  union  high  school  district  shall  be 
transferred  by  requisition  of  the  school  superintendent  of  the 
said  county  upon  the  county  auditor  to  the  credit  of  the 
proper  funds  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  with  which 
said  union  high  school  district  has  been  merged,  consolidated 
and  annexed  and  thereafter  said  high  school  district  of  said 
incorporated  city  or  town  shall  have  the  benefit  of  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  enforce  and  coUect  in  its  own  name  all  obliga- 
tions and  contracts  then  existing  in  favor  of  such  union  high 
school  district  and  shall  also  assume  and  be  responsible  for  the 
payment  or  performance  of  all  debts,  obligations  and  con- 
tracts outstanding  or  existing  against  said  union  high  school 
district,  excepting  only  the  bonded  indebtedness  then  out- 
standing and  existing  against  said  union  high  school  district, 
and  shall  thereafter  govern  and  control  all  the  property  of 
said  union  high  school  district. 

High  school  boards  in  union  and  joint  union  districts. 

§  1730.  In  every  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district, 
the  high  school  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  who 
shall  be  elected  from  the  high  school  districts  at  large  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  Wheu 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  is  formed,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  same 
shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  call  an  election  in  said 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  for  the  purpose  of 
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electing  a  high  school  board.  Such  election  shall  be  held  at  a 
schoolhouse  of  each  school  district  in  the  high  school  district, 
and  such  superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  the  same 
number  of  ofScers  of  election  for  each  school  district,  and  give 
the  same  notices  of  election  as  are  required  for  the  election  of 
school  trustees,  and  the  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  are  elections  of  school  trustees,  except  that  the  returns 
shall  be  at  once  sent  to  such  superintendent  of  schools,  and  he 
shall  canvass  the  same  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  the 
persons  elected.  The  members  of  the  high  school  board  so 
elected  shall  hold  ofSce  until  the  first  day  of  July  next  suc- 
ceeding the  first  regular  election  of  members  of  the  high  school 
board  held,  as  hereinafter  provided,  after  the  formation  of  the 
high  school  district,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  or 
appointed  and  qualified.  Within  twenty  days  after  said  elec- 
tion the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
high  school  board,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  by  regis- 
tered mail  to  each  member  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  organiz- 
ing the  high  school  board.  At  such  meeting  the  high  school 
board  shall  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their  own 
number  and  a  clerk,  and  may  transact  any  other  business 
relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  school  district. 

Election  of  high  school  boards. 

§  1731.  The  regular  annual  election  of  members  of  the  high 
school  board  shall  be  held  at  same  time  as  the  regular  annual 
election  of  school  trustees.  Said  election  shall  be  called  by 
the  high  school  board,  who  shall  for  that  purpose  designate  a 
polling  place  in  each  of  the  school  districts  composing  the  high 
school  district,  at  one  of  the  schoolhouses  thereof,  at  which  the 
electors  of  such  school  districts  shall  vote.  The  high  school 
board  shall  give  the  same  notice  of  said  election  and  appoint 
the  same  number  of  election  officers  in  each  school  district  as 
are  required  for  the  election  of  school  trustees,  and  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  are  elections  of  school 
trustees,  except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  at  once  sent 
to  the  high  school  board,  who  shall  meet  at  the  high  school  on 
the  seventh  day  thereafter  at  one  o'clock  p.m.,  and  canvass 
said  returns  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  the  persons 
elected  and  file  duplicates  thereof  with  the  superintendent  of 
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schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district.  The 
high  school  board  elected  at  the  first  regular  election  following 
the  formation  of  any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district 
shall  at  their  first  meeting  so  classify  themselves  by  lot  that 
one  of  their  number  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  two  of  their 
number  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  two  of  their  num- 
ber shall  hold  office  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of 
May  next  preceding.  Thereafter  as  each  member's  term 
expires  his  successor  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner  for  the  term 
of  three  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  or 
appointed  and  qualified.  Vacancies  on  the  board  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  having 
jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district,  the  appointee  to  hold 
office  until  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  the  appoint- 
ment, and  a  person  to  fill  any  unexpired  term  shall  be  elected 
at  the  next  regular  election  after  the  vacancy  occurs. 

In  each  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  formed 
before  this  section  takes  effect  the  members  of  the  high  school 
board  in  office  at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect  or  persons 
appointed  as  their  successors,  in  case  of  vacancies,  shall  hold 
office  until  the  first  day  of  July,  1910,  at  which  time  their 
terms  of  office  jshall  expire.  At  the  time  hereinbefore  provided 
for  the  holding  of  the  regular  election  of  members  of  the  high 
school  board  in  the  year  1910  a  new  board,  consisting  of  five 
members,  shall  be  elected  at  large  in  each  such  union  or  joint 
union  high  school  district,  who  shall  take  office  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  1910 ;  said  high  school  board  shall  at  their  first  meet- 
ing classify  themselves  by  lot  as  hereinbefore  provided  for 
newly  formed  districts  and  thereafter  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Beorganization  of  high  school  boards  where  district  is 
enlarged  or  decreased. 

§  1732.  Whenever  a  new  school  district  becomes  a  part  of 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  such  newly  added 
school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  all  elections 
of  members  of  the  high  school  board  thereafter  held. 

Whenever  the  number  of  school  districts  in  a  high  school 
district  is  increased  from  one  to  two  or  more,  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of  such  high  school  dis- 
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trict  shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  call  an  election  as 
provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  thirty,  and  thereafter 
the  high  school  board  shall  be  elected  and  organized  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  seventeen  hundred  thirty  and  seventeen 
hundred  thirty-one. 

Whenever  the  number  of  school  districts  in  a  high  school 
district  is  decreased  from  two  or  more  to  one,  the  superintend- 
ent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district 
shall  within  fifteen  days  call  a  meeting  of  the  school  trustees 
of  the  remaining  district,  as  provided  in  section  seventeen 
hundred  twenty-six,  at  which  the  high  school  board  shall 
organize  as  provided  in  said  section,  and  thereupon  the  terms 
of  ofScc  of  the  members  of  the  high  school  board  in  ofiSce  when 
the  decrease  was  made  shall  cease. 

Effect  of  change  of  boundaries  of  elementary  district. 

§  1733.  A  school  district  can  not  lie  partly  within  a  high 
school  district  and  partly  without;  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
boundaries  of  a  school  district  comprised  within  any  high  school 
district  shall  for  any  cause  be  changed  to  include  territory  not 
previously  in  such  school  district,  the  territory  added  to  such 
school  district  shall  become  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  high 
school  district;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  bojindaries  of  a 
school  district  comprised  within  any  high  school  district  shall 
be  changed  so  as  to  exclude  territory  therefrom  such  excluded 
territory  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  excluded 
from  the  high  school  district.  Where  a  new  school  district  is 
formed  from  territory  situated  wholly  within  one  high  school 
district,  such  new  school  district  shall  continue  to  be  a  part  of 
the  high  school  district;  and  where  a  new  school  district  is 
formed  from  territory  situated  in  two  or  more  high  school  dis- 
tricts or  situated  partly  in  a  high  school  district  and  partly  in 
no  high  school  district,  the  electors  of  such  new  school  district 
shall  decide  by  a  majority  vote  to  which  high  school  district 
the  new  school  district  shall  belong  or  whether  such  new  school 
district  shall  be  a  part  of  such  high  school  district,  such  election 
being  held  within  thirty  days  after  the  formation  of  the  school 
district,  and  called  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the 
county  in  which  such  school  district  is  situated,  in  the  manner 
provided   in  section  seventeen   hundred  twenty-seven.     The 
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resalt  of  such  election  shall  be  certified  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such 
school  district  is  situated,  and  to  the  clerk  of  every  other 
county  in  which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  selected 
by  the  electors  is  situated,  and  entered  in  such  clerk's  record 
of  high  school  districts. 

Annexation  or  exGlmion  of  school  districts. 

§  1734.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a 
majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  any  school  district  con- 
tiguous to  a  high  school  district,  in  the  same  or  in  adjoining 
counties,  as  shown  by  the  affidavits  of  one  or  more  of  the 
petitioners,  shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who 
has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district,  a  petition  for 
the  annexation  of  such  school  district  to  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  meml>ers  of  the  high  school  board  of  the  high  school  dis- 
trict to  which  annexation  is  desired,  and  by  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such  annexa- 
tion and  setting  forth  the  terms  thereof,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall,  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereon  and 
finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petition  and  agreement 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county  with  his  recommenda- 
tions thereon.  Such  board  may  thereupon,  in  their  discretion, 
make  an  order  annexing  such  school  district  to  such  high 
school  district  upon  the  terms  agreed  on. 

Whenever  it  appears  that  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  the 
trustees  of  the  district  seeking  to  be  annexed  and  the  high 
school  board  include  the  assimiption  by  the  district  to  be 
annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  any  bonded  indebtedness 
existing  against  the  high  school  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  call  an  election  in  the  district  so  proposing  to 
assume  such  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  such  indebtedness  shall  be  authorized  and  a.ssumed. 
Such  election  shall  be  held  as  provided  in  section  seventeen 
hundred  forty-five,  except  that  the  returns  shall  be  made  to  the 
board  of  supervisors.  If  it  shall  appear  from  the  returns  of 
such  election  that  two  thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election 
were  cast  in  favor  of  the  assumption  by  the  district  seeking  to 
be  annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  such  bond.s,  then  and  not 
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until  then  shall  such  district  be  annexed  to  such  high  school 
district.  If  such  bonded  indebtedness  is  assumed  by  the 
annexed  district  then  all  levies  of  taxes  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  same  and  interest  thereon,  shall  be  upon  the  property  of 
such  annexed  district  at  the  same  rate  as  levied  upon  the 
property  of  the  original  high  school  district. 

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a  majority 
of  the  electors  residing  in  any  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
district,  and  two  thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  or  of  the 
electors  residing  in  any  school  district  which  is  a  part  thereof, 
as  shown  by  the  aflSdavit  of  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners, 
shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  said  high  school  district  petitions  asking  for  the 
exclusion  of  such  school  district  from  such  high  school  district, 
accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
high  school  board  of  such  high  school  district  and  a  majority 
of  the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such 
exclusion  and  setting  forth  the  terras  thereof,  such  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereto 
and  finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petitions  and  agree- 
ment to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  with  hi** 
recommendations  thereon.  Such  board  may  thereupon,  in 
their  discretion,  make  an  order  excluding  such  school  district 
from  the  high  school  district  upon  the  terms  agreed  on; 
provided,  however,  that  no  school  district  shall  be  excluded 
from  a  high  school  district  having  an  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness,  where  such  exclusion  would  so  reduce  the  amount 
of  taxable  property  in  such  high  school  district  that  said  out- 
standing bonded  indebtedness  would  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the 
taxable  property  of  such  high  school  district,  after  the  exclu- 
sion, as  shown  by  the  last  equalized  assessment  of  the  county  or 
counties  in  which  such  high  school  district  is  located.  The 
order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  annexing  a  school  district  to, 
or  excluding  it  from,  a  high  school  district  shall  be  entered  by 
their  clerk  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts,  and  he  shall 
also  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  such  hiirh  school  district  is  situated,  who 
shall  enter  it  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 
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Lapsing  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1735.  When  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  in  any 
high  school  district  during  the  whole  of  any  school  year  after 
the  first  school  year  shall  be  ten,  or  less  than  ten,  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district  shall  suspend  the  high  school  in  said  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  declare  the 
high  school  district  lapsed,  and  shall  cause  the  property  thereof 
to  be  sold.  All  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  the  property 
of  the  high  school  district,  and  all  moneys  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  said  high  school  district,  shall  be  distributed  by 
the  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  school  districts  composing 
the  high  school  district,  in  proportion  to  the  assessed  valuation 
of  property  in  said  districts,  according  to  the  last  completed 
coiuity  assessment  rolls,  and  the  portions  of  said  proceeds 
belonging  under  such  divisions  to  the  districts  in  other  counties 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  county  or  counties  within  which 
such  school  districts  are  situated. 

Disincorporation  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1736.  Any  high  school  district  may,  after  the  expiration 
of  three  years  from  its  formation,  or  after  it  has  been  acting  as 
such  for  three  years,  disincorporate  and  be  dissolved  in  the 
following  manner :  A  petition,  signed  by  two  thirds  of  the  heads 
of  families  or  two  thirds  of  the  electors  of  each  school  district 
composing  such  high  school  district  as  shown  by  affidavit  of  one 
or  more  of  the  petitioners,  shall  be  presented  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district,  which  petition  shall  set  forth  briefly  the  reasons  for 
disincorporation,  and  shall  pray  that  the  question  may  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  in  said  district.  Upon  receiving  such 
petition  the  said  .superintendent  of  schools  shall  verify  the 
signatures  to  said  petition  and  shall,  if  he  finds  them  sufficient, 
call  an  election  in  each  school  district  of  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  shall  submit  to  the  voters  therein  the  question  of  dis- 
incorporation of  such  high  school  district.  At  the  time  of 
calling  such  election,  which  must  be  held  in  all  the  school 
districts  of  the  high  school  district  upon  the  same  day,  the 
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superintendeDt  of  schools  must  appoint  three  electors  in  each 
school  district  contained  within  such  high  school  district  to 
conduct  the  election.  Notice  of  election  shall  be  given  by  post- 
ing and  publication  as  provided  by  section  seventeen  hundred 
twenty-seven  in  case  of  an  election  for  the  formation  of  a  union 
high  school  district.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  for  conducting  elections  of  school 
trustees.  The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on  them  the  words 
**Disincorporation — Yes'*  and  ' ' Disincorporation — No,"  and 
electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  opposite  the  answer  they  desire  to  give. 
The  election  officers  shall  report  the  result  of  such  election 
within  five  days  thereafter  to  such  superintendent  of  schools. 
If  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  are  opposed 
to  disincorporation  no  further  petition  shall  be  entertained  or 
election  ordered  for  a  similar  purpose  within  three  years  next 
following  such  election.  If  two  thirds  of  all  votes  cast  at  such 
election  are  in  favor  of  disincorporation  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year,  suspend 
said  high  school  district,  and  report  the  result  of  the  election 
and  the  fact  of  such  suspension  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report,  said  board  shall,  at 
the  first  meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order  declaring  said  high 
school  district  duly  disincorporated  and  dissolved,  to  take  effect 
at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year.  When  a  high  school  dis- 
trict has  disincorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  property  thereof  shall  be  sold  by  said  board  of  supervisors 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  disincorporated  high  school  dis- 
trict, shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hun- 
dred thirty-five.  If  a  high  school  district  so  disincorporated 
has  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  taxes  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  on  all  property  in  the  territory  constituting  such 
high  school  district  at  the  time  of  its  disincorporation,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  if  said  district  had  not 
been  disincorporated. 
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Name  of  high  school  districts  may  be  changed. 

§  1737.  Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of  any  high  school  dis- 
trict signed  by  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  high 
school  board  of  such  high  school  district  asking  that  the  name  of 
such  high  school  district  be  changed  and  stating  the  new  name 
desired,  said  superintendent  of  schools  must  transmit  the  same 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  and  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  designate  a  day  upon  which  they  will  act  upon 
such  petition,  which  must  not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
forty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  said  board 
of  supervisors  must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by 
publication  in  a  newspaper  published  within  said  high  school 
district,  or  if  no  newspaper  is  published  therein,  then  in  any 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  of  the  time  set  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  petition,  which  notice  must  be  published  at  least 
twice  before  the  day  set  for  hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall, 
by  rasolution,  either  grant  or  deny  the  petition ;  and,  if  granted, 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  said  dis- 
trict. Such  change  must  be  certified  to  the  county  clerk  of 
each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  is  sit- 
uated and  entered  by  him  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Establishment  of  county  high  schools. 

§  1738.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  fifty  or  more  quali- 
fied electors  and  taxpayers  of  any  county,  is  presented  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  thereof,  asking  for  the  establishment  of  a 
county  high  school  district  in  such  county,  the  board  of  super- 
visors must  submit  the  question  of  establishing  a  county  high 
school  district  in  said  county  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof, 
at  the  next  general  election  held  therein,  or  at  a  special  election 
to  be  called  by  the  board  for  that  purpose.  If  a  special  election 
is  called,  notice  thereof  must  be  given  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  coimty,  for 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper,  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  in  five  public 
places  in  the  county,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election.  The 
ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  "County 
High  School  District— Yes, "  and  *' County  High  School  Dis-

trict— No,*'  and  voters  shall  express  their  choice  by  marking  a 
cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  .stamp  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  Said  special  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  this  code  for  conducting  special  elections. 
The  electors  of  any  high  school  district  existing  in  such  county 
at  the  time  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition,  shall  be 
excluded  from  voting  upon  said  proposition,  unless,  in  addition 
to  the  petition  above  mentioned,  there  was  also  presented  to 
said  board  of  supervisors  the  petition  of  two  thirds  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  residing  in  .such  high  school  district,  or  in  case  of 
a  union  high  school  district,  the  petition  of  two  thirds  of  the 
qualified  electors  residing  in  each  school  district  composing  the 
union  high  school  district ;  in  which  case  the  electors  of  the  high 
school  district  or  districts  from  which  such  petitions  are  pre- 
sented, shall  also  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  said  proposition.  If 
a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  establishing  a 
county  high  school  district  are  in  the  affirmative,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  make  an  order  declaring  the  county  high 
school  district  established  and  shall  also  declare  the  high  school 
district  or  districts  which  participated  in  such  election,  upon 
the  petitions  hereinbefore  required,  to  be  lapsed,  and  the 
property  of  such  lapsed  high  school  district  shall  be  held  or 
sold  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  the  benefit  of  the  county 
high  school  district.  The  order  of  the  board  in  regard  to  such 
lapsed  districts  shaU  be  entered  by  the  county  clerk  in  his 
record  of  high  school  districts. 

Trustees  of  county  high  schools. 

§  1739.  AVhen  a  county  high  school  district  is  established 
in  any  county,  the  county  board  of  education  shall  be  trustees 
of  such  county  high  school  district  and  have  control  thereof, 
and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  duties  in  regard  thereto,  as 
high  scliool  boards  of  other  high  school  districts.  All  property 
rc^quired  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  high  school  district  shall 
be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  county  and  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  upon  order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  made  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  county  board  of  education. 

Meetings  of  high  school  boards. 

§  1740.  District,  union  and  joint  union  high  school  boards 
shall  meet  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  of  each  year  at  twelve 
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o'clock  m.,  and  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  clerk.  Every  high  school  board  shall  hold 
regular  monthly  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them  for  their  own 
government ;  provided,  that  in  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
districts  the  regular  meetings  as  above  provided  may  be  quar- 
terly. Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president 
of  the  board.  Upon  the  request,  in  writing,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  any  board,  the  president  of  said  board  shall  call  a 
meeting  thereof.  Of  all  special  meetings  of  any  board  the 
members  thereof  shall  have  at  least  two  days'  notice,  issued  and 
served  by  the  clerk  thereof.  At  special  meetings  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  other  than  that  specified  in  the  call  therefor. 
All  meetings  of  the  high  school  board  shall  be  held  at  the  high 
school  building;  provided,  that  if  no  high  school  building 
exists  in  the  high  school  district,  or  if  the  high  school  district 
consists  of  a  single  city,  town,  or  school  district,  the  high  school 
board  may  meet  at  such  place  in  the  high  school  district  as  it 
may  by  resolution  determine. 

Powers  and  duties  of  high  school  boards. 

§  1741.  Except  as  in  this  article,  or  in  article  XV  of  this 
chapter,  otherwise  provided,  the  powers  and  duties  of  high 
school  boards  shall  be  such  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
assigned  by  law  to  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  school 
trustees  in  school  districts.  The  high  school  board  shall,  at 
any  time  after  its  organization,  have  power  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  temporary  location  of  the  high  school,  and  if 
satisfactory  quarters  in  a  suitable  location  are  offered  or  can 
be  procured  for  a  consideration,  or  at  a  rental  which  would 
make  it  advisable  to  accept  the  same,  they  shall  have  the  power 
to  secure  or  lease  such  quarters  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
years.  At  the  expiration  of  such  lease  or  other  arrangement 
they  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make  another  lease  or  other 
arrangement  for  the  same  or  different  quarters,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  years.  If  rooms  can  be  obtained  in  a  public 
school  building  in  the  place  where  the  high  school  is  temporarily 
located,  on  reasonable  terms,  such  rooms  shall  be  given  the 
preference.  The  high  school  board  of  any  county,  union  or 
joint  union  high  school  district  may  provide,  in  such  manner 
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as  they  deem  best,  for  the  transportation  to  and  from  the  high 
school  of  such  pupils  thereof  as  such  board  find  to  be  in  need 
of  such  transportation;  and  the  cost  of  such  transportation 
shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  high 
school  and  paid  accordingly;  provided,  that  all  contracts  or 
other  provision  for  such  transportation  shall,  before  the  same 
become  effective,  be  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  schools 
who  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district. 

Location  of  high  school. 

§  1742.  When  the  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a 
high  school  in  any  newly  formed  high  school  district  has  been 
provided  and  is  in  the  county  treasury,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district  shall 
at  once  call  a  meeting  of  the  high  school  board,  in  the  same 
manner  as  he  called  the  first  meeting  of  said  board  for  organiza- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  making  a  permanent  location  of  the 
high  school.  If  at  such  meeting  the  members  of  the  high  school 
board  fail  to  agree  unanimously  upon  the  location  for  the  high 
school,  they  shall  propose,  in  writing,  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  shall  transmit  to  his  office  within  ten  da3rs  the 
names  of  the  locations  which  they  favor.  Within  twenty  days 
after  receiving  such  proposals  the  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  call  an  election  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  for  the 
formation  of  the  district,  to  determine  the  location  of  the  high 
school.  At  such  election  only  such  sites  as  have  been  named 
by  the  members  of  the  high  school  board,  and  certified  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  voted  upon.  Any  form  of 
ballot  by  which  the  voter  signifies  his  choice  of  location  shall 
be  allowed.  The  result  of  said  election  shall  be  determined 
and  certified  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  as  provided  in 
ease  of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the  district. 

The  location  which  receives  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  chosen  as  the  location  of  the  high  school.  No  change  of 
location  of  any  high  school,  when  once  established,  shall  be 
made  except  upon  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools 
who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district,  signed  by 
two  thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  of  the  high  school  district, 
and  then  only  upon  the  affirmative  votes  of  two  thirds  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  high  school  district  voting  at  an  election 
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called  by  the  superintend^t  of  schools,  for  that  purpose. 
Such  election  shall  be  called  and  held,  and  the  returns  thereof 
made  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  in  the  same  manner  as 
in  case  of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the  district. 

Principal  of  high  school  may  act  as  principal  of  elementary 
school. 
§  1743.  Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
prevent  the  principal  of  any  high  school  from  acting  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  grammar  school  of  the  school  district  in  which  the 
high  school  is  located,  if  so  desired  by  the  trustees  of  said  school 
district,  and  the  high  school  board. 

Report  of  principal. 

The  principal  of  every  high  school  shall  annually,  at  the  close 
of  the  term  and  prior  to  receiving  his  last  month's  salary  and 
as  a  prerequisite  for  such  salary,  make  out  under  oath  and 
deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  his  high  school  district  is  situated,  a  full  and 
complete  report  of  said  high  school  for  the  entire  term  or 
school  year.  Such  report  shall  show  the  total  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  during  the  year,  the  average  daily  attendance,  the 
number  of  teachers  regularly  employed,  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion pursued,  the  text-books  used,  the  total  number  of  new 
pupils  enrolled  during  tfie  year,  the  total  cost  of  maintaining 
school  during  the  year,  the  name,  post-office  address,  and  com- 
mon school  district  residence  of  every  new  pupil  attending  the 
high  school  and  residing  in  territory  not  embraced  in  any  high 
school  district,  and  the  total  number  of  such  new  pupils,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  or  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools. 

"Now  pupir  defined. 

The  term  "new  pupil*'  as  used  in  this  article  and  in  article 
XV  of  this  chapter,  means  a  pupil  who  has  not  attended  any 
other  high  school  in  this  state  since  the  first  day  of  July  next 
preceding  his  enrollment.  The  said  report  shall  be  made  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  said  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
as  other  school  report  blanks  are  furnished,  and  in  the  case  of 
a  joint  union  high  school  district  the  statistics  of  attendance 
and  other  data  for  each  county  separately  shall  be  given  in 
said  report. 
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Report  of  superintendent. 

§  1744.  Every  superintendent  of  schools,  who  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  a  high  school  district  or  in  whose  county  there  is  a 
county  high  school,  shall  annually,  at  the  time  required  for 
making  reports  of  primary  and  grammar  schools,  make  report 
under  oath  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  showing 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  average  daily  attendance,  num- 
ber of  teachers  regularly  employed,  whether  the  text-books 
used  therein  conform  to  the  list  adopted  by  the  high  school 
board  of  trustees  as  required  by  section  .seventeen  hundred  fifty 
and  such  other  information  regarding  the  high  schools  of  his 
county,  or  over  which  he  has  jurisdiction,  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction;  said  report  to  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Issuance  of  bonds  by  high  school  districts. 

§  1745.  The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district 
may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  advisable,  and  must  upon  a 
petition  of  the  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in 
such  high  school  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  the  high  school  district  the  question  whether  the 
bonds  of  such  high  school  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  purchasing  high  school  lots, 
for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more  high  school  buildings 
or  making  alterations  or  additions  to  the  high  school  building 
or  buildings,  for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuilding  any  high 
school  building  damaged,  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other 
public  calamity,  for  insuring  high  school  buildings,  for  supply- 
ing high  school  buildings  with  furniture  or  necessary  apparatus, 
for  improving  the  grounds,  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  said  purposes,  or  for  refunding  any  out- 
standing valid  indebtedness  of  such  district,  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  thereof.  Any  one  or  more  or  all  of  said 
purposes,  except  that  of  refunding  any  outstanding  valid 
indebtedness  of  such  district,  evidenced  by  bonds  or  warrants 
thereof,  may  by  order  of  said  board,  entered  in  its  minutes, 
be  united  and  voted  upon  as  one  single  proposition.  Such 
election  must  be  called  by  posting  notices,  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  high  school  board,  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the 
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high  school  district,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  elec- 
tion; and  if  there  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  pub- 
lished in  any  county  in  which  any  part  of  said  district  is 
situated,  by  publishing  such  notice  therein  not  less  than  once 
a  week  for  three  successive  weeks.  The  first  publication  of 
said  notice  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  days  before  such 
election.  Such  notice  must  contain:  The  time  and  place,  or 
places,  of  holding  such  election;  the  names  of  the  inspectors 
and  judges  to  conduct  the  same ;  the  hours  during  the  day  in 
w^hich  the  polls  will  be  open ;  the  purposes  for  which  the  bonds 
are  to  be  issued;  the  amount  of  bonds  and  the  denomination 
thereof,  which  shall  not  be  more  ^lan  one  thousand  dollars  or 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars ;  the  rate  of  interest,  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  annually  or  semiannually ; 
and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  forty,  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  said  bonds  are  to  run.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  ninety-six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  and 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  one  of  this  code,  and  the  words 
to  appear  upon  the  ballots  shall  be  **High  School  District  Bonds 
— ^Yes"  and  **High  School  District  Bonds — No"  or  words  of 
similar  import.  Electors  voting  at  such  elections  shall  mark 
a  cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election  at  one 
o'clock  p.m.  if  the  returns  have  all  been  made  to  the  high  school 
board  of  such  high  school  district,  such  high  school  board  must 
meet  and  canvass  said  returns.  If  all  the  returns  have  not  then 
been  received,  the  board  must  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until 
said  returns  are  all  received,  and  must  then  proceed  to  canvass 
the  same.  The  canvass  may  be  continued  from  day  to  day  until 
completed. 

Vote  necessary  to  issue  bonds. 

§1746.  If  it  appears  that  two  thirds  of  the  votes  cast 
at  said  election  were  cast  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then 
such  high  school  board  shall  cause  an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be 
made  upon  its  minutes,  and  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools  has  juris- 
diction of  said  high  school  district  all  of  the  proceedings  had 
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in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of  supervisors  shall 
be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  bonds 
of  such  high  school  district,  in  accordance  with  such  proceed- 
ings, payable  out  of  the  building  fund  of  such  high  school 
district,  naming  the  same ;  provided^  that  the  total  amount  of 
bonds  so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  high  school  district  as  shown  by  the  last 
equalized  assessment  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  such 
district  is  located.  The  board  of  supervisors,  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  minutes,  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds 
and  of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  if  any,  and  must 
fix  the  time  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than 
forty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  If  the  notice  calling  the 
election  shall  have  provided  that  the  bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon  shall  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  the 
bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  such  gold  coin,  as  to  principal 
and  interest.  If  the  notice  calling  the  election  shall  have  pro- 
vided that  the  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable 
in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  the  bonds  shall  be  made 
payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  as  to  principal 
and  interest.  If  the  notice  shall  have  made  no  such  specific 
provisions,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  in  the 
order  prescribing  the  form  of  the  bonds  either  to  make  the 
bonds  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  as  to  principal 
and  interest,  or  to  make  them  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  as  to  principal  and  interest.  Said  board  of 
supervisors  may  make  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  or  at  such 
other  place  within  the  United  States  as  the  board  may  designate, 
or  at  such  treasurer's  office  or  such  other  designated  place,  at 
the  option  of  the  bondholder ;  which  place  of  payment  shall  be 
specified  in  the  bonds;  and  this  provision  shall  apply  to  all 
such  bonds  not  yet  issued  when  this  section  takes  effect,  regard- 
less of  the  time  when  the  election  therefor  was  held.  The 
expense  of  paying  such  principal  and  interest  elsewhere  than 
at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  high 
school  district  funds,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  tax  for  the  payment 
of  the  bonds.  Said  bonds  must  be  sold  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not 
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less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be 
deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  the  said  high  school  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  as  other  high  school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 
Before  selling  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  board  of 
supervisors  must  advertise  for  bids  therefor  for  at  least  two 
weeks  in  some  daily  or  weekly  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  in  the  county,  or  if  there  is  no  such  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  in  some  such  newspaper  published  in 
some  other  county  in  the  state.  If  satisfactory  bids  are 
received,  the  bonds  offered  for  sale  must  be  awarded  to  the 
highest  bidder.  If  no  bids  are  received,  or  the  board  deter- 
mines that  the  bids  received  are  not  satisfactory  as  to  price  or 
responsibility  of  the  bidders,  the  board  may  reject  all  bids 
received,  if  any,  and  either  readvertise  or  sell  said  bonds  at 
private  sale. 

Payment  of  bonds  and  interest^  how  made. 

§  1747.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  whose  super- 
intendent of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  any  high  school  dis- 
trict must  annually,  at  the  time  of  making  the  levy  of  taxes  for 
county  purposes,  levy  a  tax  for  that  year  upon  the  taxable 
property  in  such  high  school  district  for  the  interest  and 
redemption  of  all  outstanding  bonds  of  such  district,  and  said 
tax  must  not  be  less  than  sufScient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said 
bonds  for  that  year,  and  such  a  portion  of  the  principal  as  is 
to  become  due  during  such  year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high 
enough  to  raise,  annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said 
bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon ; 
and  during  the  balance  of  the  term  high  enough  to  pay  such  an- 
nual interest,  and  to  pay  annually  a  proportion  of  the  principal 
of  said  bonds,  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole 
amount  of  said  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the  num- 
ber of  years  said  bonds  then  have  to  run;  and  all  taxes  so 
levied,  when  collected,  shall  as  herein  provided  be  paid  into  the 
coimty  treasury  of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools 
has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district  in  behalf  of  which 
such  tax  was  levied  to  the  credit  of  the  bond  interest  and  sink- 
ing fund  of  such  high  school  district,  and  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for  no 
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other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  aforesaid  at  the 
place  required  by  the  terms  of  such  bonds,  upon  presentation 
and  surrender  of  said  bonds  or  the  interest  coupons  thereof,  or 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  registered  owner,  if  such  bonds  are 
registered,  out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  cancel  and  file  the  bonds  and 
coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Payment  of  bonds  and  interest  in  joint  high  school  districts. 

In  case  of  a  high  school  district  situated  in  two  or  more 
counties,  the  assessor  of  each  of  such  counties  must  annually, 
as  soon  as  the  county  assessments  have  been  equalized  by  the 
state  board  of  equalization,  certify  to  the  boards  of  supervisors 
of  each  of  the  counties  in  which  any  portion  of  such  high 
school  district  is  situated,  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable 
property  in  such  county  situated  in  such  high  school  district, 
and  the  said  tax  shall  be  so  levied  according  to  the  ratio  which 
the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  such  high  school  district 
in  any  county  bears  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  property 
in  such  district,  each  board  of  supervisors  to  levy  upon  the 
property  in  such  high  school  district  and  within  their  own 
county,  such  rate  of  tax  as  will  be  suflScient  to  raise  not  less 
than  the  amount  needed  to  pay  the  interest  and  such  portion 
of  the  principal  of  such  bonds  as  is  to  become  due  during  such 
year.  Said  tax  shall  be  entered  upon  the  assessment  roll  and 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  taxes  are  entered 
and  collected  and  when  collected  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such 
county,  and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  any 
such  county  other  than  the  one  whose  superintendent  of  schools 
has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school,  on  written  demand  of 
the  treasurer  of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools 
has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  to  pay  the  sum  collected 
on  account  of  such  tax  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  whose 
superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school.  Wherever  money  has  been  raised  for  the  pajmient  of 
principal  or  interest  of  outstanding  bonds  of  any  high  school 
district  and  the  same  is  at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect  in 
the  treasury  of  any  other  county  than  that  prescribed  by  this 
section  for  the  custody  of  such  funds,  the  same  shall  at  once 
be  paid  into  the  proper  county  treasury  as  above  provided. 
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Cancellation  of  unsold  bonds. 

§  1748.  Whenever  any  bonds  authorized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  seventeen  hundred  forty-five  and  seventeen 
hundred  forty-six  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  high  school  board  of 
the  high  school  district,  for  and  on  account  of  which  such  bonds 
were  issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  whom  the 
proceedings  were  certified  to  cause  such  unsold  bonds  to  be 
withdrawn  from  the  market  and  canceled.  Upon  receiving 
such  petition,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  high 
school  board,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for 
hearing  the  same,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  days 
thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to 
be  published  for  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  said  high  school  district,  if  there  is 
one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper  published  in  said  high  school 
district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  at  the  county  seat  of 
the  county.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 
hearing  said  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  said 
hearing  may  be  postponed,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall 
hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted  for  or  against  the 
granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  said  board  shall  deem  it  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  high  school  district  named  in  the  petition, 
that  such  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  said  board  shall  make  and 
enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings  that  said 
unsold  bonds  be  canceled;  and  thereupon  said  bonds  and  the 
vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  cease  to 
be  of  any  validity  whatever. 

Bonds  for  county  high  schools. 

§1749.  In  counties  where  a  county  high  school  district  has 
been  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  board 
of  trustees  thereof  may,  when  in  their  judgment  it  is  advisable, 
and  must,  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  said  district  the  question  whether  the  bonds  of  such 
district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  purchasing  high  school  lots,  for  building  or  pur- 
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chasing  one  or  more  high  school  buildings,  or  making  altera- 
tions or  additions  to  high  school  buildings,  for  repairing, 
restoring  or  rebuilding  any  high  school  building  damaged, 
injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  public  calamity,  for  insur- 
ing high  school  buildings,  for  supplying  high  school  buildings 
with  furniture  and  necessary  apparatus,  for  improving  the 
grounds,  or  for  any  or  all  of  said  purposes.  The  conduct  of 
said  election  and  the  issue,  sale  and  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  thereon,  shall  be  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the 
issuance  of  bonds  of  other  high  school  districts.  In  case  the 
qualified  electors  of  any  county  deem  it  expedient  to  establish 
and  maintain  more  than  one  county  high  school,  then  such 
additional  school  or  schools  may  be  established  and  maintained 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  article  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  county  high  school. 

Course  of  study. 

§  1750.  The  course  of  study  for  every  high  school  shall  be 
prepared  by,  or  under  the  direction  of  the  high  school  board 
or  trustees  having  control  thereof,  and  except  in  incorporated 
cities  and  towns  having  boards  of  education,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  county  board  of  education.  Said  course 
of  study  shall  embrace  a  period  of  not  less  than  four  years, 
and  for  every  high  school  there  shall  be  prescribed  at  least 
one  course  of  study  that  will  prepare  graduates  therein  for 
admission  into  the  state  university;  and  every  high  school 
course  may  include  training  in  athletics  and  military  drill 
and  tactics,  for  which  may  be  given  credit  as  a  part  of  said 
high  school  work,  and  instruction  therein  shall  be  given  at 
such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  said  high  school  board  shall 
determine.  The  high  school  board  or  trustees  may  prescribe 
an  additional  course  or  additional  courses  of  study  subject  to 
approval  as  herein  provided,  including  instruction  in  manual 
training,  domestic  science  and  art,  agriculture,  horticulture 
and  dairying  to  be  duly  credited  as  a  part  of  such  high  school 
work. 

Text- books. 

The  high  school  board  of  each  district,  which  has  not  already 
done  so,  shall  adopt  a  list  of  text-books  for  use  in  such  high 
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school  district  of  text-books  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of 
education,  and  the  clerks  or  secretary  of  said  board  shall 
certify  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction 
over  such  high  school,  a  list  of  all  text-books  so  adopted  or 
previously  adopted  by  order  of  said  board  or  then  in  use  in 
said  high  school;  and  no  change  shall  thereafter  be  made  in 
said  list  of  books  for  the  term  of  four  years  after  adoption; 
provided,  that  the  high  school  board  may,  at  a  regular  meeting, 
adopt  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  four  years  such  additional 
or  other  text-books  as  they  may  deem  best,  but  the  same  shall 
not  be  changed  for  four  years.  The  order  of  adoption  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  a  certified  copy 
thereof  shall  be  at  once  transmitted  by  the  clerk  or  secretary 
of  the  high  school  board  or  trustees  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school.  The  said 
board  shall  enter  into  a  written  contract  with  the  publisher 
of  the  text-books  so  adopted  for  their  use  or  purchase  during 
such  period. 

Post-graduate  course. 

The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district,  or  trus- 
tees of  any  county  high  school,  may  prescribe  post-graduate 
courses  of  study  for  the  graduates  of  such  high  school,  or  other 
high  schools,  which  course  of  study  shall  approximate  the 
studies  prescribed  in  the  first  two  years  of  university  courses. 
The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district,  or  trustee 
of  any  high  school  wherein  such  post-graduate  courses  of  study 
are  taught,  may  charge  tuition  for  pupils  living  without  the 
boundaries  of  the  district  or  county  wherein  such  courses  are 
taught. 

Who  may  be  admitted  to  high  school. 

§  1761.  Any  graduate  of  the  elementary  schools  of  this  state 
and  any  other  person  who  furnishes  to  the  principal  of  the 
high  school  he  desires  to  attend,  and  to  the  superintendent 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school,  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  fitness  for  high  school  work,  may  attend  any  high 
school  in  this  state;  provided,  that  any  person  residing  in  a 
high  school  district  may  attend  the  high  school  in  another 
high  school  district  only  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  high  school  board  of  the  two  districts,  or  if  such 
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boards  fail  to  agree,  on  such  terms  as  the  superintendent  of 
schools  having  jurisdiction  by  the  provisions  of  this  article 
over  the  high  school  he  desires  to  attend  may  prescribe;  and 
provided,  further,  that  any  person,  not  residing  in  a  high 
school  district  or  residing  in  a  place  which  is  subject  to  a 
county  tax  for  the  support  of  a  county  high  school,  or  county 
high  schools,  and  desiring  to  attend  a  high  school  in  a  high 
school  district  situate  entirely  outside  the  county  in  which 
such  person  resides,  may  attend  such  high  school  only  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  high  school  board 
of  the  high  school  which  he  desires  to  attend  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  or  if 
they  fail  to  agree,  on  such  terms  as  the  superintendent  of 
schools  having  jurisdiction  by  the  provision  of  this  article 
over  the  high  school  he  desires  to  attend  may  prescribe.  When 
terms  have  been  made  and  agreed  upon  as  provided  for  in 
this  section,  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in 
which  such  person  resides  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
apportion  and  cause  to  be  paid  over  to  the  high  school  which 
such  person  desires  to  attend,  such  portion  of  the  high  school 
tuition  fund  of  his  county  provided  for  by  sections  1758  and 
1759  of  this  code,  or  such  portion  of  the  fund  provided  for 
the  support  of  a  county  high  school  or  county  high  schools  as 
provided  in  sections  1756  and  1757  of  this  code,  as  may  be 
equitable  and  as  may  be  agreed  to  by  the  high  school  board  of 
the  high  school  such  person  desires  to  attend. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

HIOH  SCHOOL  TAXES  AND  FUNDS. 

Estimate  of  tax  for  building. 

§  1756.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  high  school  board  to 
make  and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county 
in  which  any  part  of  their  high  school  district  is  situated,  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  succeeding  the 
formation  of  said  district,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  purchas- 
ing a  suitable  lot,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications  and 
erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  supplying  the  same  with  furni- 
ture and  necessary  apparatus,  and  of  fencing  and  ornamenting 
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the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school,  unless  such 
high  school  board  shall  have  secured  or  leased  temporary  quar- 
ters for  the  use  of  such  high  school,  as  provided  in  section 
seventeen  hundred  forty-one,  or  unless  bonds  shall  have  been 
voted  for  said  purposes.  If  such  high  school  board  shall  have 
secured  or  leased  such  temporary  quarters,  they  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  before  the  termina- 
tion of  such  lease  or  arrangement,  either  make  another  arrange- 
ment for  temporary  quarters,  as  provided  in  section  seventeen 
hundred  forty-one,  or  make  and  file  with  the  board,  or  boards 
of  supervisors  aforesaid,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  purchasing 
a  suitable  lot,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications,  and  of 
erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  supplying  the  same  with  furni- 
ture and  necessary  apparatus,  and  of  fencing  and  ornamenting 
the  grounds  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school,  or  for  making 
additions  or  improvements  to  such  buildings  when  once  erected, 
or  for  buying  new  or  additional  furniture,  or  for  the  purchase 
of  additional  school  grounds,  or  for  providing  any  other  school 
facilities,  unless  bonds  shall  have  been  voted  for  said  purposes. 
Every  county  board  of  education,  acting  as  trustees  of  a  county 
high  school,  shall  make  and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  their  county  the  estimates  required  by  this  section.  Should 
the  trustees  of  any  county  high  school,  or  the  high  school  board 
of  any  high  school  district,  fail  to  make  the  estimate  provided 
for  in  this  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  such  county,  (or)  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district,  to  make  and  file  such  estimate  on  or  before  the 
second  Monday  of  September;  provided,  the  total  tax  for 
high  school  purposes  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  assessed  valuation,  exclusive  of  bond 
and  interest  rate. 

Estimate  of  tax  for  maintenance. 

§  1756.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  high  school  board  to 
make  and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  their  high  school  district  is  situated,  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  September  of  each  year,  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  of  money  required  for  maintaining  the  high 
school  for  the  current  school  year,  including  rent  or  construc- 
tion of  temporary  quarters,  if  any,  or  additions  to  plants 
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already  constructed.  The  first  such  estimate  after  the  forma- 
tion of  such  district  shall  also,  if  temporary  quarters  have  been 
secured  for  the  high  school,  include  the  amount  of  money 
required  to  provide  the  necessary  furniture  and  apparatus  for 
such  temporary  quarters.  Every  county  board  of  education 
acting  as  trustees  of  a  county  high  school  shall  annually  make 
and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  county  the  esti- 
mate required  by  this  section,  and  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
needed  for  the  current  year  to  pay  for  the  education  of  all  high 
school  pupils  residing  in  such  county  outside  of  a  high  school 
district  and  attending  a  high  school  in  another  county,  such 
estimate  to  be  based  upon  the  report  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  such  adjoining  county  provided  for  by  section  1758 
of  this  code.  Should  the  trustees  of  any  county  high  school, 
or  the  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  fail  to 
make  the  estimate  provided  for  by  this  section,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county,  or 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district,  to  make  and 
file  such  estimate  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  Sep- 
tember. 

Supervisors  must  levy  tax. 

§  1757.  The  board  of  supervisors  with  whom  any  estimate 
is  filed  under  the  provision  of  section  seventeen  hundred  fifty- 
five  or  section  seventeen  hundred  fifty-six  must,  at  the  time  of 
making  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  for  county  purposes,  levy  a 
special  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in  such  high  school  dis- 
trict and  within  their  county,  or  in  case  of  a  county  high  school, 
upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  their  county  not  in  any  high 
school  district,  sufficient  in  amount  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
legally  specified  in  the  said  estimate.  In  case  of  a  high  school 
district  situated  in  two  or  more  counties,  the  said  tax  shall  be 
levied  by  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  such  counties  as  pro- 
vided in  section  seventeen  hundred  and  forty -seven,  each  board 
of  supervisors  to  levy  upon  the  property  in  such  high  school 
district  and  within  their  own  county  such  rate  of  tax  as  will 
be  suflScient  to  carry  out  the  purposes  legally  specified  in  said 
estimate.  Said  tax  shall  be  entered  upon  the  assessment  roll, 
and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  taxes  are 
entered,  and  collected,  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  into 
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the  treasury  of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district  in  behalf  of  which  the 
same  were  levied. 

Should  any  board  of  supervisors  with  whom  such  estimate 
is  filed  fail  to  levy  the  tax  as  required  by  this  section,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  their  county  to  make  such  levy. 

Tuition  of  non-resident  children  to  be  paid. 

§  1768.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  of  educating 
high  school  pupils  residing  in  any  county  and  not  in  any  high 
school  district,  a  special  tax  shall  be  annually  levied  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in  which  there  is  no  county 
high  school  upon  all  property  in  the  county  not  situated  in  any 
high  school  district,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
Every  superintendent  of  schools  to  whom  any  report  is  made 
under  section  seventeen  hundred  forty-three,  shall  verify  each 
such  report  as  to  the  new  pupils  therein  mentioned  as  attend- 
ing high  school  and  residing  in  his  county  but  not  in  any  high 
school  district,  and  shall  compile  a  report  showing  the  total 
number  of  such  high  school  pupils  residing  in  his  county  out- 
side of  any  high  school  district,  the  net  cost  of  educating  each 
of  such  pupils,  the  total  net  cost  for  all  of  such  pupils,  and  the 
total  net  cost  to  each  high  school  district  for  all  of  such  pupils 
attending  therein;  to  be  determined  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  net  cost  in  any  year  of  educating  a  new  pupil  attending 
a  high  school  and  not  residing  in  any  high  school  district  shall 
be  the  excess,  if  any,  of  the  total  cost,  for  such  year,  of  edu- 
cating each  high  school  pupil  of  the  district  maintaining  such 
high  school  over  the  amount  per  pupil  paid  by  the  state  to  such 
high  school  district  for  that  year.  If  it  shall  appear  to  a 
superintendent  of  schools  by  the  reports  of  the  principals  in 
the  several  high  schools  of  his  county  that  pupils  living  in  an 
adjoining  county  are  attending  high  school  in  his  county,  then 
said  superintendent  of  schools  shall  compile  a  report  showing 
the  names  of  said  pupils,  the  county  from  which  they  came  and 
the  net  cost  of  educating  each  and  the  total  cost  of  educating 
all  of  such  pupils.  Said  report  shall  be  forwarded  by  regis- 
tered mail  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  from 
which  such  pupils  attend,  to  be  by  said  superintendent  of 
schools  to  whom  such  report  is  sent  filed  with  the  board  of 
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supervisors  of  such  county  on  or  before  September  first  of  each 
year.  The  cost  of  educating  each  high  school  pupil  of  any 
high  school  district  shall  be  determined  by  dividing  the  total 
amount  expended  by  the  high  school  district  for  maintaining 
school  during  any  school  year,  by  the  average  daily  attendance 
of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  high  schools  of  the  district  during  the 
same  school  year.  The  amount  paid  per  pupil  by  the  state  to 
any  high  school  district  in  any  one  year  shall  be  determined 
by  dividing  the  high  school  district's  income  from  the  state 
high  school  fund  for  that  year,  by  the  average  daily  attendance 
of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  high  schools  of  the  district  for  that 
year. 

Apportionment  of  cost  and  tax  for  same. 

§  1759.  Not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  September  of 
each  year  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  county  in  which 
there  is  not  a  county  high  school  shall  certify  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  and  to  the  county  auditor  of  such  county,  the  total 
net  cost,  for  the  preceding  year,  of  educating  all  high  school 
pupils  residing  in  such  county  and  not  in  any  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  the  estimated  amount  needed  for  that  purpose  for  the 
current  year. 

Tax  for  paying  cost  of. 

The  board  of  supervisors  with  whom  such  certificate  is  filed 
must,  at  the  time  of  making  the  tax  levy  for  that  year  for 
county  purposes,  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all  taxable  property 
in  the  county  not  situated  in  any  high  school  district,  sufScient 
in  amount  to  defray  the  net  cost,  for  the  current  year,  of 
educating  all  high  school  pupils  residing  in  such  county  and 
not  in  any  high  school  district.  If  it  shall  appear  by  the  report 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  that  pupils  residing  in  one  are 
attending  high  school  in  another  county,  the  supervisors  of  the 
county  in  which  said  pupils  live  shall  levy  a  tax  as  is  provided 
by  this  section  to  pay  the  cost  of  educating  such  pupils.  If  the 
board  of  supervisors  fail  to  make  such  tax  levy  the  auditor  of 
the  county  must  make  the  same.  Said  tax  when  collected  shall 
be  paid  into  the  comity  treasury  and  placed  in  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  high  school  tuition  fund.  The  auditor  shall  not 
later  than  the  last  Monday  in  December  and  the  last  Monday 
in  May  of  each  year  notify  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the 
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amount  in  such  fund,  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
thereupon  apportion  the  same  to  the  several  high  school  dis- 
tricts having  territory  in  his  county,  or  to  high  schools  in  ad- 
joining counties  as  provided  above,  in  proportion  to  the  total 
net  cost  to  each  of  said  districts  of  educating  its  high  school 
pupils  who  reside  in  his  county  outside  of  any  high  school  dis- 
trict, as  shown  in  his  report  for  the  preceding  school  year  com- 
piled as  directed  in  section  seventeen  hundred  fifty-eight,  and 
certify  such  apportionment  to  the  auditor.  The  amount  so 
apportioned  to  each  high  school  district  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools  has 
jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district,  to  the  credit  of  the 
special  fund  thereof,  and  shall  be  used  to  maintain  the  high 
school,  and  paid  out  in  the  same  manner  as  other  high  school 
funds. 

The  superintendent  shall  transfer  nnoney. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  of  a  county  having  high  school 
pupils  attending  high  school  in  an  adjoining  county  shall  draw 
his  order  on  the  county  auditor  in  favor  of  the  superintendent 
of  schools  in  which  such  pupils  attend  school,  for  any  money 
belonging  to  any  high  school  outside  of  his  county  as  provided 
in  this  section.  The  county  auditor  of  said  county  shall  draw 
his  warrant  as  directed  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  and 
the  county  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same.  A  superintendent  of 
schools  in  whose  favor  such  order  is  drawn  shall  pay  the  amount 
of  said  money  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  high 
school  or  schools  educating  the  children  from  the  county  paying 
such  money. 

State  aid  for  high  schools. 

§  1760.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  controller,  annually, 
between  the  tenth  day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, at  the  time  he  is  required  to  estimate  the  amount  necessary 
for  other  school  purposes,  to  estimate  the  amount  necessary  for 
the  support  of  high  schools.  This  amount  he  shall  estimate  by 
determining  the  amount  required  at  fifteen  dollars  per  pupil  in 
average  daily  attendance  in  all  the  duly  established  high  schools 
of  the  state  for  the  last  preceding  school  year,  as  certified  to 
him  by  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

The  state  controller  and  state  treasurer  shall  each  year 
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transfer  from  the  revenues  from  the  taxes  provided  in  section 
fourteen  of  article  thirteen  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of 
Calif  omia,  together  with  all  other  state  revenues,  to  a  separate 
fund,  hereby  created,  to  be  called  the  "state  high  school  fund," 
the  amount  so  estimated  by  the  state  controller. 

Method  of  apportioning  state  aid. 

§  1761.  The  money  paid  into  the  state  high  school  fund  is 
hereby  appropriated  without  reference  to  fiscal  years  for  the 
use  and  support  of  regularly  established  high  schools  and  is 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  part  three,  title  one,  chapter 
three,  article  eighteen,  of  this  code,  relating  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners.  The  money  in  said  state  high  school  fund  shall 
be  apportioned  to  the  high  schools  of  the  state  by  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  the  following  manner : 
He  shall  apportion  one  third  of  the  annual  amount  among  the 
high  schools  and  high  school  districts  of  the  state  which  have 
been  formed  or  established  under  the  laws  of  the  state  or  have 
been  recognized  as  existing  under  the  high  school  laws  of  the 
state  and  have  maintained  the  grade  of  instruction  required  by 
law  of  the  high  schools,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  or  in  average  daily  attendance  therein ;  the  remaining 
two  thirds  of  the  annual  amount  he  shall  apportion  among 
such  schools  pro  rata  upon  the  basis  of  average  daily  attend- 
ance as  shown  by  the  oflBcial  reports  of  the  county,  or  city  and 
county  school  superintendents  for  the  last  preceding  school 
year ;  upon  making  such  apportionments  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  shall  draw  his  order  upon  the  state  controller 
for  the  amount  apportioned  to  each  high  school  district  or 
county  high  school,  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  or 
city  and  county  in  which  such  county  high  school  is  established, 
or  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  whose  superintendent  of 
schools  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district. 

Controller  must  draw  his  warrant. 

§  1762.  The  state  controller  must  keep  a  separate  account 
of  the  state  high  school  fund  and  must  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  every  year  report 
to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  a  statement  of  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  said  fund.  He  must  draw  warrant  on 
the  state  treasurer  in  favor  of  any  county  or  city  and  county 
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treasurer  whenever  such  treasurer  presents,  with  his  indorse- 
ment, an  order  drawn  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion against  the  state  high  school  fund,  and  the  state  treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

Disbursement  of  high  school  fund. 

§  1763.  All  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  section  seventeen  hundred  fifty-seven  shall  be  placed  by  the 
county  treasurer  receiving  the  same  in  a  special  fund  to  the 
credit  of  the  high  school  district,  or  county  high  school  for 
which  the  same  were  levied,  and  used  only  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  same  was  levied ;  and  all  'moneys  apportioned  to  any 
high  school  district  or  county  high  school  under  the  provisions 
of  sections  seventeen  hundred  fifty-nine  and  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one  shall  be  placed  by  the  county  treasurer 
receiving  the  same  in  the  special  fund  of  the  high  school  dis- 
trict  or  county  high  school  to  which  the  same  is  apportioned. 
County  high  school  or  high  school  district  funds  shall  be  paid 
out  upon  the  order  of  the  county  board  of  education  or  the 
high  school  board,  or  of  the  executive  committee  when  such 
committee  are  authorized  to  draw  the  same,  signed  by  the 
president  and  clerk  of  the  high  school  board  or  county  board  of 
education.  The  money  apportioned  to  any  high  school  or  high 
school  district  from  the  state  high  school  fund  shall  be  used 
only  for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries.  Such  orders  shall 
be  drawn  and  itemized,  and  presented  to,  and  acted  upon  by, 
the  superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such 
high  school  district  and  the  auditor  of  his  county,  in  the  same 
manner,  as  the  orders  of  boards  of  school  trustees  of  school 
districts. 

Certain  laws  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  Sections  1669,  1670,  1671,  1671a  and  1681  of  the 
Political  Code;  and  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
change  of  name  of  high  school  districts  and  union  high  school 
districts  and  the  manner  of  making  such  change"  approved 
March  23,  1907,  and  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the 
meeting  place  of  high  school  boards  with  municipal  corpora- 
tions" which  became  a  law  without  the  governor's  approval 
March  15,  1901,  and  an  act  entitled  "An  act  creating  a  fund 
for  the  benefit  and  support  of  high  schools  and  providing  for 
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its  distribution,  and  repealing  an  act  entitled  'An  act  creating 
a  fund  for  the  benefit  and  support  of  high  schools  and  provid- 
ing for  its  distribution,'  approved  March  2,  1903,"  approved 
March  6,  1905,  and  all  acts  amendatory  of  said  last  mentioned 
act,  are  hereby  repealed;  provided,  that  where  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  substantially  the  same  as  said  repealed  statutes 
they  shall  be  construed  as  continuations  thereof  and  not  as  new 
enactments ;  and  provided,  further,  that  all  high  schools  estab- 
lished and  high  school  districts  organized  under  the  provisions 
of  said  repealed  statutes  shall  be  continued  in  existence  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  provided,  further,  that  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  affect  the  validity  or  legality  of  any  bonds  of 
any  high  school  district  issued  and  sold  prior  to  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act ;  and  provided,  further,  that  where  an  election 
has  been  held  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  upon  the 
question  of  issuing  bonds  of  any  high  school  district,  and  said 
election  has  been  legally  called  and  held  in  accordance  with  said 
repealed  statutes,  and  two  thirds  of  the  electors  voting  at  such 
election  have  voted  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  said  election, 
and  all  subsequent  proceedings  in  regard  to  such  bonds  taken 
in  accordance  with  said  repealed  statutes  before  this  act 
becomes  effective,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  for  all  purposes 
and  all  further  proceedings  for  the  sale  of  such  bonds  shall  be 
had  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 


An  act  legalizing  the  establishment  of  high  schools  in  incorporated 
cities,  and  providing  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such 
schools. 

[Approved  March  15,  1901.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  proceedings  for  the  establishment  of  high 
schools  heretofore  established  in  incorporated  cities  are  hereby 
declared  legal. 
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HIGH  SCHOOLS  MAY  ESTABLISH  MILITARY  COMPANIES. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization^  control  and  equipment  of  high 
school  cadet  companies,  and  for  the  promotion  of  rifle  practice 
therein,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  rive  thousand  dollars  there- 
for. 

[Approved  April  5,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  male  students  of  any  high  school  in  this 
state,  having  forty  or  more  such  students,  fourteen  years  of 
age  or  over,  may  be  organized  into  a  high  school  cadet  company, 
or  companies,  of  not  less  than  forty  members  each,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  governing  body  of  said  school  may 
prescribe.  Said  cadet  company,  or  companies,  shall  at  all  times 
be  under  the  guidance  and  control  of  the  principal  of  the  said 
school,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  regulations  regarding 
the  moral,  educational,  and  physical  welfare  of  said  cadets. 

Officers  of  company. 

Sec.  2.  Said  companies  shall  each  have  one  captain,  one 
first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieutenant,  elected  by  the  members 
thereof,  and  such  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  as 
correspond  to  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  the 
infantry  companies  of  the  national  guard  of  California,  the 
non-commissioned  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  captain. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  any  high  school  has  more  than  one  company, 
it  shall  have  one  cadet  major,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
commissioned  officers  of  the  companies;  one  cadet  adjutant, 
and  one  sergeant-major,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  major. 

Sec.  4.  The  principal  of  such  high  school  may  issue  com- 
missions to  such  officers  so  elected,  and  warrants  to  the  non- 
commissioned officers. 

Sec.  5.  Said  cadets  shall  drill  in  accordance  with  the  drill 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States  army. 

Uniform. 

Sec.  6.  Said  high  school  cadets  may  wear  a  uniform  similar 
to  that  prescribed  for  the  national  guard  of  California,  except 
that  instead  of  shoulder  straps,  cadet  chevrons  indicating  rank, 
and  distinctive  collar  ornaments  shall  be  worn. 

OflScen  must  maintain  standing  in  studies. 

Sec.  7.  Any  commissioned  officer,  or  non-commissioned 
officer,  may  have  his  commission  or  warrant  canceled,  and  be 
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reduced  to  the  ranks,  by  the  principal  of  the  high  school  for 
falling  back  in  his  studies,  or  for  misbehavior,  either  in  school, 
or  in  the  cadet  company,  or  for  other  good  cause  appearing  in 
the  judgment  of  said  principal. 

May  purchase  rifles  for  drill. 

Sec.  8.  A  sufficient  number  of  obsolete  rifles  for  drill 
purposes  may  be  purchased  by  the  board  of  high  school 
trustees,  board  of  education,  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
or  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  out  of  any 
funds  available  and  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Target  practice. 

Sec.  9.  Target  practice  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  instruc- 
tion to  be  given  to  said  cadets,  and  the  adjutant  general  of 
the  state  shall  purchase  and  supply  to  each  of  said  high  schools 
a  sufficient  number  of  Krag-Jorgensen,  or  other  efficient,  rifles 
for  field  target  work  and  for  gallery  practice,  and  ammunition 
and  equipment  therefor,  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be  necessary 
for  efficient  rifle  practice.  All  target  practice  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  competent  members  of  the  national  guard 
of  California,  detailed  for  that  purpose  by  the  adjutant  general 
of  the  state.  The  expenditures  therefor  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  moneys  hereinafter  appropriated. 

Instructor  may  be  detailed. 

Sec.  10.  The  adjutant  general  of  the  state  shall  detail  from 
the  organization  of  the  national  guard,  when  practicable, 
some  competent  member  thereof  who  shall  act  as  drill  and  rifle 
practice  instructor  for  said  high  school  cadets.  The  adjutant 
general  may  provide  for  compensating  the  person  or  persons 
detailed  by  him  to  instruct  said  cadets  in  drill  and  target 
practice. 

May  use  rifle  ranges. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  practicable,  said  high  school  cadets  shall 
be  permitted  to  shoot  at  target  practice  upon  national  guard 
rifle  ranges,  when  not  needed  by  the  national  guard,  under  the 
supervision  of  national  guard  instructors. 

Inspectors  shall  report. 

Sec.  12.  The  inspectors  of  the  national  guard  shall  inspect 
and  report  on  said  high  school  cadet  companies  at  least  once 
each  year. 
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Drill  regnlationB  and  ndes  provided. 

Sec.  13.  The  adjutant  general  shall  provide  suitable  drill 
regulations,  books  of  instruction,  and  the  necessary  blank 
forms  for  reports  for  each  of  said  high  schools  having  a  cadet 
company,  relating  to  the  drill,  target  practice,  attendance, 
discipline,  and  condition  of  property  of  said  high  school  cadet 
organizations.  Such  reports  shall  be  made  and  forwarded,  in 
duplicate,  one  copy  to  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  and  one  copy  to  the  adjutant  general's  office,  semi- 
annually, and  shall  bear  the  indorsement  of  the  principal  of 
said  school,  containing  such  remarks  as  the  principal  may  deem 
pertinent. 

Principal  responsible  for  property. 

Sec.  14.  The  principal  of  the  school  shall  be  responsible 
for  all  public  property  supplied  to  said  cadet  companies,  and 
shall  supervise  the  proper  care  thereof. 

School  oflScials  must  co-operate. 

Sec.  15.  Each  and  every  board  of  high  school  trustees, 
board  of  education,  county  superintendent  of  schools,  and  the 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  are,  and  each  is, 
hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and  directed  to  facilitate  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  by  co-operating  with  the  adjutant  general 
of  the  state. 

Funds  for  expenses. 

Sec.  16.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated from  funds  in  the  state  treasury,  and  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  17.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
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UNION    HIGH    SCHOOL    DISTRICTS    MAY    ESTABLISH    PUBLIC 

LIBRARIES. 

An  act  to  allow  union  hi^h  school  districts  to  establishy  equip  and 
maintain  public  libraries;  to  provide  for  the  formation,  povern- 
ment  and  operation  of  such  library  districts;  the  acquisition  of 
property  thereby;  the  calling  and  holding  of  elections  in  such 
districts;  the  assessment,  coilectionf  custody  and  disbursement 
of  taxes  therein. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  union  high  school  district  of  this  state  may 
establish,  equip  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  disi^em- 
ination  of  a  knowledge  of  the  arts,  sciences  and  general 
literature,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Established  on  petition. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  application,  by  petition,  of  fifty  or  more 
taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  union  high  school  district  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  said  union  high 
school  district  is  located,  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  library 
district,  and  setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  said  proposed 
district,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  must,  within  ten  days 
after  receiving  said  petition,  by  resolution,  order  that  an  elec- 
tion be  held  in  the  said  proposed  district  for  the  determination 
of  the  question  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors 
thereof  to  conduct  said  election. 

Method  of  calling  election. 

Sec.  3.  Said  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notice 
thereof  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  proposed 
library  district,  and  by  publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper 
therein,  if  there  be  one,  at  least  once  a  week  for  not  less  than 
fifteen  days.  Said  notices  must  specify  the  time,  place  and 
the  purposes  of  said  election,  and  the  hours  during  which  the 
polls  will  be  kept  open ;  provided,  that  in  districts  with  a  popu- 
lation of  ten  thousand  or  over,  the  polls  must  be  opened  at 
eight  o'clock  a.  m.  and  kept  open  until  seven  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than  ten  thousand,  the 
polls  must  not  be  opened  before  one  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  must  be 
kept  open  not  less  than  six  hours. 

Election,  how  conducted. 

Sec.  4.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  applicable,  with- 
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out  reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except 
that  the  ballots  shall  contain  the  words  ''For  Union  High 
School  Library  District/'  and  the  voter  shall  write  or  print 
after  said  words  on  his  ballot  the  word  **Yes,"  or  the  word 
'*No." 

Who  may  vote  thereat. 

Sec.  5.  Every  qualified  elector,  resident  within  the  pro- 
posed district  for  the  period  requisite  to  enable  him  to  vote 
at  a  general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election 
above  provided  for. 

Report  of  election  oflBcenr. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  election  officers  to  report 
the  result  of  said  election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within 
five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  thereof. 

Two-ihirdfl  vote  creates. 

Sec.  7.  If  two  thirds  of  the  votes  at  said  election  shall  be 
in  favor  of  a  union  high  school  library  district,  the  said  board 
of  supervisors  must,  by  resolution,  establish  said  library  dis- 
trict, and  place  the  said  district  in  the  control  of  the  trustees 
of  said  union  high  school  district.  Said  trustees  shall  severally 
hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been 
elected  as  trustees  of  such  union  high  school  district. 

Second  election  may  be  held  after  one  year. 

Sec.  8.  If  one  third  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  against  a 
library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  by  order,  so 
declare ;  no  other  proceedings  shall  be  taken  in  relation  thereto 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  presentation 
of  the  petition. 

Validity  of  evidence. 

Sec.  9.  The  fact  of  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  and 
the  order  establishing  the  library  district  shall  be  entered  in 
the  minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that 
each  of  the  petitioners  was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and 
presentation  of  the  petition,  a  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the 
proposed  district,  and  of  the  fact  and  regularity  of  all  prior 
proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature  provided  for  by  this  act, 
and  of  the  existence  and  validity  of  the  district. 
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Library  trustees  shall  meet  once  a  month. 

Sec.  10.  Boards  of  library  trustees  shall  meet  at  least  once 
a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  fix  by  resolution. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  two  trustees,  by 
written  notices  served  upon  each  member  at  least  twelve  hours 
before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting.  Three  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  At 
its  first  meeting  held  after  the  first  day  of  July  the  board  shall 
organize  by  electing  one  of  its  number  president,  and  another 
one  of  its  number  secretary;  they  shall  serve  as  such  for  one 
year  or  uDtil  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Such 
board  shall  cause  a  proper  record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  kept, 
and  at  the  first  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  library 
formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  must  immediately 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  filed  with  the  state  librarian  at  Sacra- 
mento a  certificate  showing  that  such  library  has  been  estab- 
lished, with  the  date  thereof,  the  names  of  the  trustees,  and 
the  officers  of  the  board  chosen  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Powers  and  duties  of  board. 

Sec.  11.  The  board  of  library  trustees,  as  herein  provided 
for,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  authorized  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty : 

First — To  make  and  enforce  all  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws necessary  for  the  administration,  government  and  protec- 
tion of  the  libraries  under  their  management,  and  all  property 
belonging  thereto. 

Second — To  administer  any  trust  declared  or  created  for 
such  libraries,  and  receive  by  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  and  hold 
in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this  state  or  else- 
where, and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the  same 
for  the  benefit  of  such  libraries. 

Third — to  prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian, 
secretary,  and  other  oiBcers  and  employees  of  any  such  libra- 
ries ;  to  determine  the  number  of  and  appoint  all  such  officers 
and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation,  which  said  officers 
and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the 
pleasure  of  said  boards. 

Fourth — To  purchase  necessary  books,  journals,  publications 
and  other  personal  property. 

Fifth — To  purchase  such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent 
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and  equip,  such  building  or  buildings,  room  or  rooms,  as  in 
their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sixth — To  require  the  secretary  of  state  and  other  state 
officials  to  furnish  such  libraries  with  copies  of  any  and  all 
reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not  otherwise 
disposed  of  by  law. 

Seventh — To  borrow  books  from,  lend  books  to  and  exchange 
the  same  with  other  libraries,  and  to  allow  non-residents  to 
borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

Eighth — To  do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and 
things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Ninth — To  file,  through  their  secretary,  on  or  before  the  last 
day  in  the  month  of  July  of  each  year,  a  report  with  the  state 
librarian  at  Sacramento  giving  the  condition  of  their  library 
and  the  number  of  volumes  contained  therein  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  preceding. 

Tenth — To  designate  the  hours  during  which  the  library 
shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public;  provided^  however, 
that  all  public  libraries  established  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  at  all  reasonable 
times. 

Estimate  cost  of  maintenance. 

Sec.  12.  In  any  library  district  formed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  which  is  now  maintaining  a  public  library,  or 
which  shall  have  petitioned  for  and  has  been  granted  permis- 
sion to  establish,  and  intends  to  maintain,  a  public  library  in 
accordance  with  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
library  trustees  therein  to  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  wherein  said  library  district  is  situated,  each  and 
every  year,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  leasing  temporary  quarters ;  purchasing  a 
suitable  lot;  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting 
a  suitable  building;  of  furnishing  and  equipping  the  same, 
and  of  fencing  and  ornamenting  the  grounds  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  public  library,  and  of  conducting  and  maintain- 
ing the  same  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  or  for  any  or  all  of 
said  purposes;  provided,  however,  that  the  board  of  library 
trustees,  may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and 

11— SL 
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upon  the  petition  of  fifty  or  more  taxpayers  residing  within 
said  library  district  must,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  the  said  library  district  whether  the  bonds  of  said 
library  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  any  or  all  of  .the 
purposes  of  this  act. 

Tax  for  support. 

Sec.  13.  When  such  estimate  shall  have  been  submitted  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  in  which  a  public 
library  district  has  been  established,  the  said  board  of  super- 
visors must,  at  the  time  of  levying  county  taxes,  levy  a  special 
tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
library  district,  sufScient  in  amount  to  maintain  the  said 
union  high  school  library,  or  to  purchase  the  site,  erect  and 
equip  the  building,  improve  the  grounds  or  building,  or  for 
any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  act.  The  taxes  so  levied  shall 
be  computed,  entered  upon  the  tax  roll,  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  computed,  entered  and  col- 
lected. 

Funds  in  county  treasury. 

Sec.  14.  The  revenue  derived  from  said  tax,  together  with 
all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treas- 
ury to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district  wherein 
said  tax  was  collected,  subject  only  to  the  order  of  the  library 
trustees  of  said  district.  If  such  payment  into  the  treasury 
should  be  inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of  any  such 
gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  the  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
provide  for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  same,  and  the 
application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  gift,  devise  or  bequest. 

Library  shall  be  free. 

Sec.  15.  Every  union  high  school  library  established  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants 
and  non-resident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject 
always  to  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made 
by  the  board  of  library  trustees ;  also  provided,  that  for  viola- 
tions of  the  same  a  person  may  be  fined  or  excluded  from  the 
privileges  of  the  library. 
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Books  may  be  loaned. 

Sec.  16.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and  the  boards  of  trus- 
tees of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  legislative  bodies  of 
neighboring  municipaliti&s,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
counties  in  which  public  libraries  are  situated,  may  contract 
to  lend  the  books  of  such  libraries  to  residents  of  such  counties 
or  neighboring  municipalities,  or  library  districts,  upon  a  rea- 
sonable compensation  to  be  paid  by  such  counties,  neighboring 
municipalities,  or  library  districts. 

Title  shall  vest  in  dirtrict. 

Sec.  17.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  purposes 
of  such  libraries,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its 
accjuisition,  or  not  otherwise  designated,  shall  vest  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  such  libraries  are,  or  are  to  be,  situated.  Every 
library  district  must  be  designated  by  the  name  and  style  of 

library  district  (using  the  name  of  the  district),  of 

county  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in  which  said  district  is 
situated) ;  and  in  that  name  the  trustees  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
such  district.  A  number  must  not  be  used  as  a  part  of  the 
designation  of  any  library'  district. 

Bonds  may  be  issued  for  sites  and  buildings. 

Sec.  18.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district  may, 
when  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  must,  upon 
a  petition  of  fifty  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  said 
library  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of 
the  district,  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district  shall  be  issued 
and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  purchase  of 
suitable  lots,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  of 
erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  furnishing  and  equipping  the 
same,  and  of  fencing  and  ornamenting  the  grounds,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  union  high  school  library,  or  for  any  or 
all  of  the  said  purposes,  or  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of 
this  act;  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  said 
purposes,  and  for  refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebted- 
ness, evidenced  by  bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

Vote  by  ballot. 

Sec.  19.  Voting  must  be  by  ballot  (without  reference  to  the 
general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot,  or  manner  of 
voting),  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be 
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**  Bonds — ^Yes,"  and  **  Bonds — ^No/'  and  except  further,  that 
persons  voting  at  such  bond  election  shall  put  a  cross  ( X )  upon 
their  ballots  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words,  ''Bonds — 
Yes,"  or  ''Bonds — No,"  (as  the  case  may  be)  to  indicate 
whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds ;  which  said  ballot  shall  be  handed  by  the  elector  voting 
to  the  inspector,  who  shall  then,  in  his  presence,  deposit  the 
same  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges  shall  enter  the  elector's 
name  on  the  poll  list.  The  polls  must  be  open  during  said 
election  from  eight  a.  m.  to  five  p.  m. 

Board  must  canvass  the  vote. 

Sec.  20.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  eight 
o'clock  p.  m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns,  and  if 
it  appears  that  a  two  thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election 
was  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then  the  board  shall  cause 
an  entry  of  such  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes  and  shall 
certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  all  the  pro- 
ceedings had  in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of 
supervisors  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  district,  to  the  number  and 
amount  provided  in  such  proceedings,  payable  out  of  the 
building  fimd  of  such  district,  naming  the  same,  and  that  the 
money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property 
in  said  district,  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  the 
payment  of  the  interest  thereon;  provided,  that  the  total 
amount  of  bonds  so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of 
the  taxable  property  of  said  district,  as  shown  by  the  last 
equalized  assessment  book  of  the  county. 

Form  of  bond. 

Sec.  21.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered  upon 
its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the 
date  thereof. 

Rate  of  interest. 

Sec.  22.  Said  bonds  must  not  boar  a  greater  amount  of 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable  annually 
or  semiannually;  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold  in  the  manner 
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prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than 
par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be  deposited  in 
the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund  of  said 
library  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for  the  purpases  aforesaid 
as  other  library  moneys  are  drawn  out. 

Sedemption  of  bonds. 

Sec.  23.  The  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  time  of  making 
the  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  must  levy  a  tax  for  that 
year  upon  the  taxable  property  in  such  district,  at  the  equal- 
ized assessed  value  thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and 
redemption  of  said  bonds,  and  such  tax  must  not  be  less  than 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  bonds  for  that  year,  and 
such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due  during  such 
year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high  enough  to  raise,  annually, 
for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said  bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient 
sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon;  and,  during  the  balance  of 
the  term,  high  enough  to  pay  such  annual  interest,  and  to  pay, 
annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  equal  to 
a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of  said  bonds  out- 
standing and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years  said  bonds 
then  have  to  run,  and  all  moneys  so  levied,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  coimty  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
library  district,  and  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  on  said  bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  prin- 
cipal and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  auditor,  out  of  the 
fund  provided  therefor ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
auditor  to  cancel  and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds 
and  coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Unsold  bonds  canceled. 

Sec.  24.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six  months 
after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors;  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library 
district  for  or  on  account  of  which  said  bonds  were  issued ;  or 
of  any  library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territoi. 
which,  at  the  time  of  holdinf?  the  election  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  was  embraced  within  the  district  for 
or  on  account  of  which  such  bonds  were  issued;  may  petition 
the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  such  tinsold  bonds  to  be  with- 
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drawn  from  market  and  canceled.  Upon  receiving  such  peti- 
tion, signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  the  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  same, 
which  shall  be  not  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall 
cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the 
object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for  ten 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  said  library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  news- 
paper published  in  said  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  said 
library  district  or  part  thereof  is  situated.  At  the  time  and 
place  designated  in  the  notice  for  hearing  said  petition,  or  at 
any  subsequent  time  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  postponed, 
the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted 
for  or  airainst  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  shall 
de(»m  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  district  named  in 
the  petition  that  such  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall 
make  and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings 
that  said  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  and  thereupon  said  bonds, 
and  the  vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall 
cease  to  be  of  anv  validitv  whatever. 

District  may  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  25.  The  district  may  at  any  time  be  dissolved  upon  the 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  upon  an 
election  called  by  the  library  trustees  of  such  district,  upon 
the  (piestion  of  dissolution.  Such  election  shall  be  called  and 
conducted  in  the  same  nuinner  as  other  elections  of  the  district. 
Upon  such  dissolution,  the  property  of  the  divStrict  shall  vest 
in  any  union  high  school  district  in  which  said  library  is 
situated ;  providexU  hoxvcvvr,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  such  elec- 
tion to  dissolve  such  district,  there  be  any  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness  of  such  district,  the  vote  to  dissolve  such  district 
shall  dissolve  the  same  for  all  purposes  excepting  only  the  levy 
and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness; 
and  from  the  time  such  district  is  thus  dissolved  until  such 
bonded  indebtedness,  with  the  interc^st  then»on,  is  fully  paid, 
satisfied  niul  discharged,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  is  hereby 
con.stitutt'd  ex  ofTieio  the  library  board  of  such  district.  And 
it  is  hereby  made  obligatory  upon  such  board  to  levy  such 
taxes  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  in  order 
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to  raise  money  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness  and  the 
interest  thereon,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  26.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

"Trustees"  defined. 

Sec.  27.  Where  the  words  ** trustees"  or  ** library  trustees" 
appear  in  this  act  the  same  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the 
regularly  elected  union  high  school  trustees,  and  where  the 
words  ''library,"  ** library  district,"  or  ** library  districts" 
appear  in  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  construed  to  mean  **  union 
high  school  library  districts." 

Sec.  28.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatel3^

ARTICLE  XVI. 

COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  EDUCATION. 

Composition. 

§  1768.  First — Except  in  any  city  and  county,  there  shall 
be  a  county  board  of  education,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  and  of  four  other  members, 
appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county. 

Qualification  of  members. 

Second — A  majority  of  the  members  appointed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  be  experienced  teachers,  holding  not  lower 
than  grammar  school  certificates  in  full  force  and  effect. 

When   appointed — term   of  office. 

Third — At  their  last  regular  meeting  preceding  the  first  day 
of  July,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  appoint  two  persons  to  serve  on  said  board 
of  education  for  the  period  of  two  years ;  and  thereafter,  each 
and  every  year,  the  board  of  supervisors  at  the  last  regular 
meeting  preceding  the  first  day  of  July,  shall  appoint  two 
persons  to  serve  on  said  board  of  education  for  the  period  of 
two  years;  provided,  that  in  all  counties  in  which  there  are 
one  or  more  high  schools  at  least  one  of  the  appointive  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  education  for  such  county  or  counties 
shall  hold  a  certificate  of  the  high  scliool  grade. 
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Vacanciesy  how  filled. 

Fourth — If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  refuse 
or  neglect  to  appoint  members  of  the  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, as  provided  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  to  appoint  them. 
Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any  time  in  the  county  board  of 
education,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to 
appoint  a  party  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Members  must  qualify. 

Fifth — The  members  of  the  county  board  of  education, 
elected  or  appointed,  shall  qualify  within  ten  days  after  receiv- 
ing notice  of  their  election  or  appointment. 

Organization. 

Sixth — The  county  board  of  education  shall  organize  on  the 
first  meeting  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year, 
by  electing  one  of  their  number  president  of  the  board.  The 
county  superintendent  shall  be  ex  oflScio  secretary  of  the  board. 

Quorum;  ayes  and  nays,  etc. 

Seventh — For  the  transaction  of  business  three  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum;  but  no  teacher's  certificate  shall  be 
issued,  renewed,  or  revoked,  nor  shall  any  books  or  apparatus 
be  adopted,  except  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  three 
members  of  the  board.  On  the  call  of  any  member,  the  ayes 
and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  any  proposition,  and  the  vote 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  board. 

Meetingps. 

§  1770.  (1)  Each  county  board  of  education  shall  meet 
semiannually  at  such  time  as  they  may  determine.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  superintendent  whenever,  in 
his  judgment,  the  exigencies  of  the  schools  may  require  them 
to  be  held.  Upon  the  request  of  any  three  members,  in  writing, 
the  su})erintendent  shall  call  a  special  meeting.  Notice  of  all 
semiannual  meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  at  least 
ten  days  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting.  No  business  shall  be 
transacted  at  a  special  meeting,  except  as  provided  in  subdi- 
vision two  of  this  section,  other  than  such  as  may  be  specified 
in  the  call  of  the  .scMTetary. 

Time  for  examinations,  etc. 

(2)  At  the  semiannual  meetings  only,  the  board  shall 
examine    applicants   for    certificates    to   teach    in   the   public 
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schools.  All  examination  papers  for  teachers'  certificates  shall 
be  kept  on  file  in  the  oflSce  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
for  at  least  one  year,  and  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of 
the  applicants  or  their  authorized  agents.  Certificates  upon 
credentials  may  be  granted,  and  unexpired  certificates  may 
be  renewed,  at  any  meeting  of  the  board. 

Compensation  of  members. 

(3)  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  allow  to  each  member  of 
the  county  board  of  education  a  compensation  of  five  dollars 
a  day  for  his  services,  and  the  same  rate  of  mileage  as  is 
allowed  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county.  The  secretary  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
per  day  for  the  actual  time  that  the  board  may  be  in  session ; 
said  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  board,  and  of  the 
superintendent,  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  same  fund  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
is  paid. 

Incidental  expenses  of  board. 

(4)  All  expenses  for  printinar  required  by  the  county  board 
of  education,  and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred  for  sta- 
tionery or  other  purposes  in  the  performance  of  their  duties, 
shall  be  audited  and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  general 
fund  of  the  county  are  paid. 

Powers. 

§  1771.    County  boards  of  education  have  power : 

Adopt  rules. 

1.  To  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  state,  for  their  own  government. 

Examine  applicants  for  certificates. 

2.  To  prescribe  and  enforce  rules  for  the  examinations  of 
teachers,  to  examine  applicants  for  elementary  school  certifi- 
cates and  special  certificate-s,  and  to  establish  a  standard  of 
proficiency  which  will  entitle  the  person  examined  to  a  cer- 
tificate. 

To  grant  four  kinds  of  certificates. 

3.  To  grant,  in  accordance  with  sections  seventeen  hundred 
and  seventy-two  and  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-five  of 
this  code,  the  following  certificates,  renewable  at  the  option  of 
the  board : 

a.  Secondary  school  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to 
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teach  in  any  secondary  school  in  the  county,  or  in  any  elemen- 
tary school  in  the  county. 

b.  Elementary  school  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to 
teach  in  any  elementary  school  in  the  county. 

c.  Kindergarten-primary  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders 
to  teach  in  the  kindergarten  class  of  any  elementary  school  in 
the  county. 

d.  Special  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to  teach  in 
the  schools  of  the  county  such  special  branch  or  branches  of 
learning  and  in  such  grades  as  are  named  in  such  certificates. 

To  grant  pormanent  certificatos. 

4.  To  grant,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  four  of  section 
seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  this  code,  permanent 
certificate,s  of  the  grade  and  kind  designated  therein.  Every 
certificate  that  is  not  a  permanent  certificate  shall  be  valid  for 
six  years ;  provided,  that  when  any  certificate  shall  be  granted 
on  a  recommendation  that  has  been  given  for  a  limited  period 
only,  such  certificate  shall  not  be  valid  for  a  longer  period  than 
that  specified  in  the  recommendation.  All  certificates  must  be 
Issued  upon  the  blank  forms  prepared  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  and  must  have  the  impress  of  the  seal  of 
the  board. 

Adopt  library  and  supplomontal  books. 

5.  To  adopt  a  list  of  books  and  apparatus  for  district  school 
libraries  and  books  for  supplementary  use  in  elementary  schools 
in  their  respective  counties  and  cities  and  counties,  as  required 
by  section  seventeen  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  Political  Code; 
provided,  that  no  pupil  shall  be  required  to  purchase  said 
supplemental  books,  and  pupils  must  be  expressly  notified  by 
teachers  that  it  is  not  required  or  desirable  that  such  books  for 
such  supplemental  use  be  purchased  by  pupils  or  parents. 
When  supplemental  books  are  purchased  they  must  be  paid  for 
by  the  school  district.  Except  in  cities  having  a  city  board  of 
education,  to  prescribe  and  enforce  in  the  public  schools  a 
course  of  study  and  the  use  of  a  uniform  series  of  text-books. 

Note. — See  section  308b  of  the  Penal  Code — this  book — ^pag^e  232. 
To  revoke  certificate*— causes  for. 

6.  To  revoke  or  suspend  for  immoral  or  unprofessional  con- 
duet,  evident  unfitness  for  teaehin«r,  or  persistent  defiance  of, 
and  refusal  to  obey,  the  laws  regulating  the  duties  of  teachers, 
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the  certificates  granted  by  them.  But  no  certificate  shall  be 
revoked  or  suspended  until  after  a  hearing  before  the  county 
board  of  education,  and  then  only  upon  the  aflSrmative  vote 
of  at  least  four  members  of  the  board.  All  charges  of  immoral 
or  unprofessional  conduct,  of  evident  unfitness  for  teaching, 
or  persistent  defiance  of,  and  refusal  to  obey,  the  laws  regu- 
lating the  duties  of  teachers,  shall  be  presented  to  the  board 
in  writing  and  shall  be  verified  under  oath.  Notice  of  the 
time  of  hearing  and  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  charges 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  accused  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
hearing.  The  accused  shall  be  given  a  fair  and  impartial  hear- 
ing, and  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel. 
The  hearing  shall  be  governed  by  and  conducted  under  the 
rules  of  the  board. 

Keep  records. 

7.  To  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Grant  diplomas  of  graduation. 

8.  To  issue  diplomas  of  graduation  from  any  of  the  public 
elementary  schools  of  the  county,  except  in  cities  having  boards 
of  education,  which  diplomas  shall  be  designed  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  and  to  be  distributed  as  other 
blanks  from  his  office.  Said  diplomas  of  graduation  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  county  board  of 
education. 

Use  a  seal. 

9.  To  adopt  and  use,  in  authentication  of  their  acts,  an 
official  seal,  and  to  have  such  printing  done  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Certificates  on  examination. 

§  1772.  County  boards  of  education  may,  on  examination, 
grant  certificates  as  follows: 

Grammar  school. 

(1)  Grammar  school  certificates:  To  those  who  have  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  following  studies:  Reading. 
English  grammar  and  advanced  composition,  English  and 
American  literature,  orthography  and  defining,  penmanship, 
drawing,  vocal  music,  bookkeeping,  arithmetic,  algebra  to  quad- 
ratics, plane  geometry,  geography  (physical,  political,  and 
industrial),  elementary  physics,  physiology  and  hygiene,  his- 
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tory  of  the  United  States  and  civil  government,  history  (an- 
cient, medieval  and  modern),  school  law,  methods  of  teaching. 

Special. 

(2)  Special  certificates:  To  those  who,  by  examination  or 
any  credentials,  or  by  both,  shall  satisfy  the  board  of  their 
special  fitness  to  teach  one  or  more  of  the  particular  studies 
for  which  special  certificates  may  be  granted,  and  who  shall 
satisfy  the  board  of  their  proficiency  in  English  grammar, 
orthography,  defining,  and  methods  of  teaching.  No  special 
certificate  shall  be  granted  to  teach,  in  any  school,  studies  other 
than  drawing,  music,  physical  culture,  and  commercial,  tech- 
nical, or  industrial  work. 

Examinations  to  be  in  writing — Oral  test. 

§  1773.  All  examinations  shall  be  in  writing  in  answer  to 
questions  formulated  by  the  board  of  education.  The  said 
board  shall  also  examine  all  applicants,  orally,  touching  the 
questions  asked  and  such  other  matters  in  connection  there- 
with as  shall  have  a  tendency  to  demonstrate  the  fitness  of  the 
applicant  to  assume  the  duties  of  a  teacher.  The  said  board 
shall  ask  questions  of  practical  utility,  with  a  view  of  ascer- 
taining the  knowledge  and  ability  of  the  applicant.  All  exam- 
inations shall  be  public. 

Applicant's  standing  to  be  indorsed. 

§  1774.  The  standing  of  each  applicant  in  each  study,  and 
in  the  class,  must  be  indorsed  on  the  back  of  each  certificate 
issued  upon  examination,  otherwise  it  is  not  a  valid  certificate. 

Certificates  on  credentials. 

§  1775.  (1)  County  boards  of  education  may,  without  ex- 
amination, grant  certificates  as  follows: 

High  school  certificatos. 

(a)  High  school  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders  of  creden- 
tials approved  by  th(»  state  board  of  education  in  accordance 
with  subdivision  two  of  section  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-one 
of  this  code;  (2)  To  the  holders  of  special  credentials  issued 
bv  the  said  state  board  in  accordance  with  said  subdivision; 
(3)  To  holders  of  high  s(»hool  certificates  issued  by  any  county, 
or  city  and  county,  board  of  education  in  this  state;  (4)  To 
holders  of  normal  school  diplouuis  accompanied  by  documents? 
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from  the  faculty  of  the  state  university,  provided  for  in  sub- 
division five  of  section  fifteen  hundred  and  three  of  this  code. 

Grammar  school. 

(fc)  Grammar  school  certificates:  To  holders  of  the  follow- 
ing credentials:  (1)  Life  diplomas  or  certificates  of  any  state; 
provided,  the  state  board  of  education  in  this  state  shall  have 
decided  that  said  diplomas  or  certificates  represent  experience 
and  scholarship  equivalent  to  the  requirements  for  the  elemen- 
tary life  diploma  in  California;  (2)  California  state  normal 
school  diplomas,  San  Francisco  city  normal  school  diplomas 
heretofore  granted,  and  other  normal  school  diplomas;  pro- 
vided, that  the  state  board  of  education  of  this  state  shall  have 
recommended  the  normal  school  issuing  said  diploma  as  being 
of  equal  rank  with  the  state  normal  school  of  California; 

(3)  To  holders  of  diplomas  of  graduation  of  the  four-year 
course  of  the  University  of  California  or  Leland  Stanford 
Junior  University  w^hen  said  holder  of  such  diploma  shall  have 
had  six  months*  training  in  one  of  the  state  normal  schools  of 
this  state  or  has  had  eight  months'  successful  experience  in 
teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  California  after  graduation ; 

(4)  Grammar  school  or  grammar  grade  certificates  of  any 
county,  or  city  and  county,  of  California. 

Kindergarten -primary. 

(c)  Kindergarten-primary  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders 
of  kindergarten-primary  certificates  of  any  county,  or  city  and 
county,  of  California;  (2)  To  the  holders  of  diplomas  of  gradu- 
ation from  the  kindergarten  department  of  any  state  normal 
school  of  this  state;  (3)  To  the  holders  of  credentials  showing 
that  the  applicant  has  had  professional  kindergarten  training 
in  an  institution  approved  by  the  state  board  of  education,  and 
also  general  education  equivalent  to  the  requirements  for  grad- 
uation from  the  kindergarten  department  of  a  California  state 
normal  school;  (4)  To  the  holders  of  special  kindergarten 
certificates  of  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  of  California 
granted  prior  to  July  1,  1901;  provided,  that  the  holders  of 
such  special  kindergarten  certificates  have  had  at  least  two 
years'  training  in  a  kindergarten  training  school  and  have 
taught  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  years  in  a  public  kinder- 
garten school  in  the  county  or  city  and  county  wherein  such 
special  kindergarten  certificates  were  granted. 
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Grammar  school  on  primary. 

(2)  Grammar  school  certificates  may  be  granted  to  the  hold- 
ers of  primary  grade  certificates  who  shall  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  in  such  branches  as  do  not  appear  on  their  cer- 
tificates, or  in  the  record  of  the  examination  upon  which  the 
original  certificate  was  granted. 

Validation  of  certificates — renewable. 

(3)  All  certificates  and  diplomas  now  valid  in  California 
shall  continue  in  force  and  effect  for  the  full  term  for  which 
they  were  granted.  County  boards  of  education  may  renew 
any  certificate  issued  by  them  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this 
law,  and  now  in  force,  and  may  renew^  certificates  granted  by 
authority  of  this  law.  Renewed  certificates  shall  be  valid  for 
a  period  equal  to  that  for  which  they  were  originally  granted. 

Permanent  certificates. 

(4)  When  the  holder  of  any  certificate  or  state  diploma  shall 
have  taught  successfully  in  the  same  county,  or  city  and  county, 
for  five  years,  the  board  of  education  of  such  coimty,  or  city 
and  county,  may  grant  a  permanent  certificate  of  the  kind  and 
grade  of  the  class  in  which  said  applicant  has  been  teaching, 
valid  in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  which  issued,  during 
the  life  of  the  holder,  or  until  revoked  for  any  of  the  causes 
designated  in  subdivision  four  of  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety-one  of  this  code;  provided,  that  such  permanent 
certificate  shall  in  no  case  be  of  a  higher  grade  than  the  grade 
of  the  certificate  or  state  diploma  on  which  the  teaching  has 
been  done ;  and  for  a  permanent  high  school  certificate  twenty 
months  of  said  teaching  shall  have  consisted  of  regular  high 
school  work;  and  provided^  further ,  that  a  certificate  when 
renewed  the  second  time,  or  any  time  thereafter,  shall  become, 
by  such  renewal,  a  permanent  certificate,  if  the  holder  of  said 
certificate  shall  have  complied  with  all  of  the  conditions  of  this 
subdivision.

Members  of  county  boards  of  education  must  not  prepare 

applicants. 

§  1776.    Any  member  of  a  county  board  of  education  or  of 

a  city  board  of  examination  who  shall,  except  in  the  regular 

course  of  study  in  the  public  schools,  teach  any  clas.ses  where 
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pupils  are  given  special  instruction  to  prepare  them  for  pass- 
ing examination  to  obtain  teachers'  certificates,  or  who  shall 
give  special  instruction  to  any  person  preparing  for  examina- 
tion to  obtain  a  teacher's  certificate,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  his  office  shall 
be  declared  vacant.  No  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  appli- 
cant who  has  received  special  instruction,  when  preparing  for 
examination,  from  any  member  of  a  county  board  of  education 
or  of  a  city  board  of  examination. 

Permanent  certificates. 

§  1778.  County,  or  city  and  county,  boards  of  education 
shall  have  the  power  to  issue  permapent  certificates,  valid 
within  the  county  or  city  and  county  in  which  issued,  during 
the  life  of  the  holder,  or  until  revoked  for  any  of  the  causes 
shown  in  subdivision  four  [three]  of  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety-one  of  this  code.  Said  permanent  certificates  shall 
be  issued  on  the  following  credentials  and  conditions: 

1.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  certificate  shall  have  taught 
successfully  in  the  same  county  or  city  and  county  for  five 
years  the  board  of  education  of  said  county  or  city  and  county 
may,  in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  renewal  of  such  certifi- 
cate, grant  a  permanent  certificate  of  the  kind  and  grade  of 
the  class  in  which  said  applicant  has  been  teaching;  provided, 
that  in  the  issuance  of  a  permanent  high  school  certificate  at 
least  twenty  months'  successful  high  school  experience,  taught 
upon  a  high  school  certificate,  shall  be  included  in  the  five 
years'  experience  required. 

2.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  certificate  shall  have  success- 
fully  completed  five  years  of  successful  experience  in  any 
county  or  city  and  county,  the  board  of  education  of  said 
county  or  city  and  county  may,  upon  application  and  under 
the  other  conditions  named  in  this  section,  grant  to  said 
applicant  a  permanent  certificate. 

3.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  life  or  educational  diploma 
shall  have  complied  with  the  conditions  as  enumerated  in  sub- 
division one  of  this  section,  the  said  board  of  education  shall, 
\*nthout  fee,  issue  upon  application  a  permanent  certificate  of 
the  grade  of  said  life  or  educational  diploma. 

4.  No  permanent  certificate  shall  be  of  a  higher  grade  or,  if 
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special,  of  a  different  kind  from  the  certificate  upon  which 
granted. 

5.  Upon  the  presentation  of  any  certificate  except  the  pri- 
mary grade  for  renewal  for  the  second  time,  or  for  any  time 
thereafter,  the  board  of  education,  in  renewing  said  certificate, 
shall,  by  such  renewal,  cause  such  certificate  to  become  perma- 
nent; provided,  the  applicant  for  said  renewal  .shall  have  com- 
plied with  the  other  conditions  of  this  section. 

(ft)  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent 
to  attach  to  said  certificate  a  document  giving  it  the  full  force 
and  effect  of  a  permanent  certificate  within  said  county  or  city 
and  county. 

6.  Each  applicant  for  a  permanent  certificate  must  present 
to  the  count}",  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  the  experience  upon  which  said  permanent 
certificate  may  be  issued. 

7.  All  permanent  certificates  shall  be  upon  blank  forms  pre- 
pared by  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

May  establish  post-graduate  course. 

§  1779.  The  county  board  of  education  must,  when  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district  having 
two  or  more  teachers,  prescribe  a  grammar  grade  post-graduate 
course  of  study  for  the  grammar  schools  of  such  district,  which 
course  of  study  may  require  one  or  more  years  for  the  com- 
pletion thereof,  as  may  be  desired  by  such  board  of  trustees. 


TEACHERS'   CERTIFICATES   CONTINUED    IN    FORCE. 

An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  continue  in  force  school 
teachers'  certificates,  state  educational  diplomas,  and  life  diplo- 
mas," approved  February  5,  1880. 

[Approved  March  11,  1909.] 
The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif oniia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  teachers'  life  diplomas,  university  docu- 
ments, normal  documents,  city,  city  and  county,  and  county 
certificates  of  all  grades  granted  previous  to  the  first  day  of 
February,  A.  D.  1909,  shall  be  continued  in  full  force  and 
effect  for  the  full  time  for  which  they  were  granted,  and  shall 
be  deemed  valid  for  all  purposes  and  to  the  full  extent  of  time 
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that  the  same  were  and  were  intended  respectively  to  be,  under 
the  laws  in  force  at  the  time  they  were  issued. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
after  the  date  of  its  approval. 


ARTICLE  XVII. 

CITY  BOARDS  OF  EXAMINATION. 

§  1787.  In  every  city  of  the  first,  second,  or  third  class, 
having  a  board  of  education,  and  in  every  city  and  county, 
there  may  be  a  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination. 

How  composed. 

§  1788.  Each  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination 
shall  conjsist  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  superintendent  of 
schools,  and  four  other  members,  residents  of  such  city,  or  city 
and  county,  all  of  whom  shall  be  experienced  teachers,  elected 
by  the  city,  or.  city  and  county,  board  of  education,  unless 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  and  holding  oflSce  for  four  years. 

Ohairman. 

§  1789.  The  city,  or  city  and  coimty,  superintendent  of 
schools  is  chairman  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of 
examination. 

Meetings. 

§  1790.  The  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination 
must  meet  and  hold  examinations  for  the  granting  of  teachers' 
certificates  annually,  at  such  times  as  they  may  determine. 
They  may  also  hold  monthly  meetings  for  the  transaction  of 
such  other  business  as  may  come  before  them.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  superin- 
tendent when  in  his  judgment  the  same  are  necessary ;  and  on 
recommendation,  in  writing,  of  any  three  members  of  the 
board,  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  superintendent  shall  call  a 
special  meeting.  No  business  shall  he  transacted  at  any  special 
meeting  except  such  sa  is  indicated  in  the  call  therefor;  and 
of  all  such  meetings,  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  member 
of  the  board.  The  place  of  meeting  shall  be  designated  by  the 
chairman.  The  meetings  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board 
of  examination  shall  be  public,  and  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
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ings  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county, 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Powers  and  duties. 

§  1791.  Each  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination 
has  power: 

First — ^To  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  state,  for  its  own  government  and  for  the 
examination  of  teachers. 

Second — To  examine  applicants,  and  to  prescribe  a  standard 
of  proficiency  which  may  entitle  the  person  examined  to 
receive:  (a)  A  city,  or  city  and  county,  grammar  school  cer- 
tificate, valid  for  six  years,  authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  any 
primary  or  grammar  school  class  in  such  city,  or  city  and 
county;  (6)  a  city,  or  city  and  county,  special  certificate,  valid 
for  six  years,  authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  such  special  sub- 
jects in  any  school  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  and  in  such 
grades  as  are  designated  in  such  certificate.  Applicants  for 
special  certificates  by  examination  or  any  credentials,  or  by 
both,  shall  satisfy  the  board  of  their  special  fitness  to  teach 
one  or  more  of  the  particular  studies  for  which  special  certifi- 
cates may  be  granted;  and  shall  satisfy  the  board  of  their 
proficiency  in  English  grammar,  orthography,  defining  and 
methods  of  teaching.  No  special  certificates  shall  be  granted 
to  teach  in  any  school  studies  other  than  drawing,  music, 
physical  culture  and  commercial,  technical  or  industrial  work ; 
provided,  however,  the  board  may  grant  such  special  certifi- 
cates as  will  authorize  the  holders  thereof  to  teach  one  or  more 
of  the  languages  taught  in  cosmopolitan  schools,  said  special 
certificates  to  entitle  said  holders  to  teach  only  in  such  cosmo- 
politan schools.  Applicants  for  such  special  certificates  shall 
satisfy  the  board  of  their  special  fitness  to  teach  such  language 
or  languages,  and  their  proficiency  in  English  grammar, 
orthography,  defining  and  methods  of  teaching.  The  board 
of  examination  shall  report  the  result  of  the  examination  to 
the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education;  and  said 
board  of  education  shall  thereupon  issue  to  the  successful 
applicants  the  certificates  to  which  they  shall  be  entitled. 

Third — For  immoral  or  unprofessional  conduct,  profanity, 
intemperance,  or  evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  to  recommend 
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to  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education,  the  revo- 
cation of  any  certificates  previously  granted  by  said  board  of 
education  in  such  city,  or  city  and  county. 

Secommend  the  granting  and  renewal  of  certificates. 

§  1792.  The  city,  or  city  and  county,  boards  of  examination 
may  also  recommend  the  granting  of  city,  or  city  and  county, 
certificates,  and  the  renewal  thereof,  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  granting  and  renewal  of  county  certificates  by  county 
boards  of  education  in  section  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  of  this  code. 

Holders  of  certificates  eligible  to  teach. 

§  1793.  (1)  The  holders  of  city,  or  city  and  county,  cer- 
tificates are  eligible  to  teach  in  cities,  or  cities  and  counties, 
in  which  such  certificates  were  granted,  in  schools  or  classes 
of  grades  corresponding  to  the  grades  of  such  certificates,  and 
when  elected  shall  be  dismissed  only  for  insubordination  or 
other  causes,  as  mentioned  in  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  of  this  code,  duly  ascertained  and  approved  by  the 
boards  of  education  of  such  cities,  or  cities  and  counties. 

City  superintendent,  term  of. 

(2)  City  superintendents  of  public  schools,  elected  by  city 
boards  of  education,  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
and  said  city  boards  of  education  shall  have  full  power  to  fix 
the  salary  of  all  employees. 

Holders  of  special  certificates  eligible  to  teach. 

(3)  The  holders  of  special  city,  or  city  and  county,  certifi- 
cates are  eligible  to  teach  the  special  branches  mentioned  in 
their  certificates,  in  the  grades  of  all  the  schools  in  the  city,  or 
city  and  county,  in  which  such  certificates  were  granted,  cor- 
responding to  the  grade  of  said  special  certificates,  and  when 
elected,  or  assigned,  shall  be  dismissed  or  removed  only  for 
insubordination  or  other  causes,  as  mentioned  in  section  seven- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-one  of  this  code,  duly  ascertained 
and  approved  by  the  boards  of  education  of  such  cities,  or 
cities  and  counties. 

Compensation  of  members. 

§  1794.  The  members  of  the  city  board  of  examination  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  them  by  the  city 
board  of  education,  payable  out  of  the  city  school  fund. 
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ARTICLE  XVIII. 

COUNTY  SCHOOL  TAX. 

Estimated  by  county  superintendent. 

§  1817.  The  county  superintendent  of  every  county,  and  of 
every  city  and  county,  must,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such 
coimty,  or  city  and  county,  is  required  by  law  to  levy  the 
amount  of  taxes  required  for  county,  or  city  and  county  pur- 
poses, to  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  auditor, 
respectively,  an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  minimum  amount 
of  county  or  city  and  county  school  fund  needed  for  the  next 
ensuing  school  year.    This  amount  he  must  compute  as  follows : 

Must  estimate  number  of  teachers. 

First — The  county  superintendent  of  every  county  and  of 
every  city  and  county  must  ascertain  in  the  manner  provided 
for  in  subdivisions  one  and  two  of  section  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  of  the  Political  Code,  the  total  number  of  teachers 
for  the  county,  or  the  city  and  county. 

Minimum  amount  must  be  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  thirteen 
dollars  per  pupil. 

Second — The  county  superintendent  of  every  county  and  of 
every  city  and  county  must  calculate  the  amount  required  to 
be  raised  at  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  teacher.  From 
this  amount  he  must  deduct  the  total  amount  received  from 
state  apportionments  for  the  next  preceding  school  year  and 
the  remainder  shall  be  the  minimum  amount  of  county,  or  city 
and  county  school  fund  needed  for  the  ensuing  school  year; 
provided,  that  if  this  amount  is  less  than  suflScient  to  raise  a 
sum  equal  to  thirteen  dollars  for  each  pupil  in  average  daily 
attendance  in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  for  the  school 
year  closing  June  thirtieth  preceding,  then  the  minimum 
amount  shall  be  such  a  sum  as  will  be  equal  to  thirteen  dollars 
for  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  county,  or 
city  and  county,  for  the  school  year  ending  June  thirtieth 
preceding ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  rate  of  tax  levied  for  county 
or  city  and  county  school  purposes  in  any  one  year  exceed 
fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in 
the  county  or  city  and  county. 
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Tax  levied  by  board  of  supervisors. 

§  1818.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  every  county  or  city 
and  county  must  annually,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of 
levying  other  coimty  or  city  and  county  taxes,  levy  and  cauise 
to  be  collected  for  the  county  or  city  and  county  school  fund 
a  tax,  to  be  known  as  the  county  or  city  and  county  school  tax, 
the  maximum  rate  of  which  must  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in  the  county  or 
city  and  county,  nor  the  minimum  rate  be  less  than  sufficient 
to  raise  the  minimum  amount  estimated  to  be  raised  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  any  county,  or  of  any  city  and 
county,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  Political  Code. 

Minimum  tax  rate— how  determined. 

The  super^iso^s  must  determine  the  minimum  rate  of  the 
county  or  city  and  county  school  tax  as  follows: 

They  must  deduct  fifteen  per  cent  from  the  equalized  value 
of  the  last  general  assessment  roll  and  the  amount  required 
to  be  raised  divided  by  the  remainder  of  the  assessment  roll, 
is  the  rate  to  be  levied ;  but  if  any  fraction  of  a  cent  occur,  it 
must  be  taken  as  a  full  cent  on  each  one  hundred  dollars. 

Special  fund  for  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 

(a)  In  every  county,  or  city  and  county,  constituting  but 
one  school  district,  a  portion  of  the  school  funds  for  any  fiscal 
year  subsequent  to  the  present  fiscal  year  equal  in  amount  to 
the  sum  total  of  teachers'  salaries  for  the  next  preceding  fiscal 
year  payable  out  of  the  school  fund  in  question,  shall  constitute 
a  special  fund,  to  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  to  be  known  as  the 
teachers'  salary  fund;  provided,  that  no  portion  of  any  school 
fund  consisting  of  moneys  which  are  applicable  exclusively  to 
some  special  purpose  defined  by  statute  other  than  the  pay- 
ment of  teachers'  salaries  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  such  school 
fund  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Out  of  the  teachers'  salary 
fund  shall  be  paid  the  salaries  of  all  teachers  holding  in  the 
fiscal  year  positions  which  existed  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
No  other  demands  whatsoever  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  fund. 
If,  by  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  salaries,  or  for  any  other 
cause,  such  fund  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  all  of  the  salaries 
which  constitute  demands  against  it  such  fund  shall  be  divided 
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Oonducting  eleotioxL 

§  1833.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  to  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  and  one  thousand  six 
himdred  and  one  of  the  Political  Code ;  provided,  that  no  par- 
ticular form  of  ballot  shall  be  required ;  nor  shall  any  infor- 
malities in  conducting  such  election  invalidate  the  same,  if  the 
election  shall  have  been  otherwise  fairly  conducted. 

Ballots. 

§  1834.  At  such  election  the  ballots  must  contain  the  words 
'* Tax— Yes''  or  "Tax— No." 

Reports  to  trustees. 

§  1836.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of 
the  tax  levy  are  "Tax — ^Yes'*  the  oflScers  of  the  election  must 
certify  the  fact  to  the  board  of  school  trustees. 

School  trustees'  report. 

§  1836.  The  board  of  school  trustees,  upon  receipt  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  such  fact,  must  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
supervisors,  stating  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised. 

Supervisors  must  levy  tax. 

§  1837.  The  board  of  supervisors  must,  at  the  time  of  levy- 
ing the  county  taxes,  levy  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  in 
the  district  voting  such  tax,  sufl&cient  to  raise  the  amount  voted. 
The  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting  fifteen 
per  cent  for  anticipated  delinquencies  from  the  aggregate 
assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  district,  as  it  appears  on 
the  assessment  roil  of  the  county,  and  then  dividing  the  sum 
voted  by  the  remainder  of  such  aggregate  assessed  value.  The 
taxes  so  levied  shall  be  computed  and  entered  on  the  assessment 
roll  by  the  county  auditor,  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  county  taxes;  and  when  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
district  in  which  the  tax  was  voted. 

Maximum  rate  of  tax. 

§  1839.  The  maximum  rate  of  tax  levied  by  a  district  tax 
in  any  one  year  for  building  purposes  must  not  exceed  seventy

cents  on  each  hundred  dollars,  and  the  maximum  rate  levied 
for  other  school  purposes  must  not  exceed  thirty  cents  on  each 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Boards  of  trustees  may  ask  for  tax  for  additional  school. 

§  1840.  The  board  of  school  trustees  or  board  of  education 
of  any  school  district  or  of  any  city  may,  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  board  of  super- 
visors is  required  by  law  to  levy  the  taxes  required  for  county 
purposes,  submit  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  an 
estimate  of  any  amount  of  money  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
derived  from  the  state  and  county  funds  which  will  be  required 
for  the  maintenance  of  any  school  or  schools  in  their  several 
districts  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  The  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall  thereupon  examine  said  estimates  and 
submit  copies  of  the  same  with  his  approval  or  disapproval 
endorsed  thereon  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  county 
auditor  at  the  time  he  submits  to  them  his  estimate  for  the 
county  school  tax  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  If  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  approve  such  estimate  the  said  board 
of  supervisors  may  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of  levying 
other  taxes  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  in  the  several  school 
districts  for  which  estimates  have  been  submitted  and  approved 
as  herein  provided,  the  excess  amounts  so  estimated  and  ap- 
proved.   The  funds  so  levied  and  collected  shall  be  known  as 

the  special  school  fund  of school  district  (as  the  case 

may  be)  and  shall  be  available  for  any  and  all  of  the  purposes 
for  which  the  school  funds  derived  from  the  state  and  county 
may  be  used  and  the  moneys  drawn  from  it  shall  be  paid  out 
in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  county  school  funds  are  paid ; 
provided,  this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  repeal 
sections  1830  to  1839,  inclusive,  of  this  code. 
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pro  rata  among  such  demands,  and  tbe  portion  of  such  demands 
unpaid  shall  be  paj'^able  out  of  any  available  money  in  the 
school  fund  of  which  said  teachers'  salary  fund  constitutes  a 
part.  If  teachers'  positions  other  than  or  in  addition  to  those 
which  existed  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  are  created,  the 
salaries  of  teachers  holding  such  different  or  additional  posi- 
tions shall  not  be  paid  out  of  the  teachers'  salary  fund,  but  out 
of  any  other  available  moneys ;  but  the  amount  of  such  salaries 
shall  be  included  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  teachers' 
salary  fund  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year.  If  there  remain  in 
any  fiscal  year  any  money  in  any  teachers'  salary  fund  after 
the  payment  of  all  legal  demands  for  such  year  against  such 
fund,  such  money  so  remaining  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
general  school  fund  of  which  said  teachers'  salary  fund  is  a 
part,  and  shall  become  available  for  the  payment  of  any  unpaid 
lawful  demands  against  such  general  fund.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  any  ofiScer  whose  duty  it  is  to  audit  demands  against 
the  school  fund  of  any  such  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
state,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  file 
with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county,  or  city  and 
county,  and  with  the  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  pay  demands 
against  the  school  fund  of  any  such  county,  or  city  and  county, 
a  certified  copy  of  the  statement  made  by  him  of  the  amount 
of  money  used  in  such  county,  or  city  and  county,  for  the 
payment  of  teachers'  salaries  for  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year, 
and  no  demands  against  the  school  funds  of  such  county,  or 
city  and  county,  shall  be  allowed,  audited,  or  paid  until  said 
copies  shall  have  been  filed,  as  aforesaid.  The  allowance,  audit, 
or  payment  of  any  demand  out  of  a  teachers'  salary  fund  in 
violation  of  this  act,  may  be  enjoined  by  the  suit  of  any  teacher 
whose  salary  is  payable  from  said  fund.  The  members  of  the 
governing  body  of  any  such  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
state,  who  shall  pass  a  demand  against  said  teachers'  salary 
fund  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  officer 
whose  duty  it  is  to  audit  demands  against  such  fund  and  who 
shall  audit  a  demand  against  such  teachers*  salary  fund  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  officer  whose 
duty  it  is  to  pay  demands  against  such  funds,  and  who  shall 
pay  a  demand  against  said  teachers'  salary  fimd  in  violation 
of  this  act,  shall  each  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  therefor 
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to  any  teacher  whose  salary  is  payable  from  said  fund  who 
shall  have  been  damaged  by  the  allowance,  audit,  and  payment 
of  such  demand. 

[Section  1818a  is  identical  with  subdiTision  (a)  of  section  1818.] 

Auditor's  duty. 

§  1819.  If  the  supervisors  fail  to  levy  the  tax  as  herein 
provided,  then  the  auditor  must,  and  add  it  to  the  assessment 
rolL 

Must  be  paid  into  county  school  fund. 

§  1820.  Air  moneys  derived  from  this  tax  in  each  county, 
or  city  and  county,  must  be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof  to 
the  credit  of  the  school  fund. 


ARTICLE  XIX. 

DISTRICT  SCHOOL  TAX. 

Trustees  may  call  election. 

§  1830.  The  board  of  school  trustees  of  any  district  may, 
prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  in  any  year,  when  in  their 
judgment  it  is  advisable,  call  an  election,  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  the  district  the  question  whether  a  tax  shall  be 
raised  to  furnish  additional  school  facilities  for  the  district,  or 
to  maintain  any  school  in  such  district  or  for  building  one  or 
more  schoolhouses,  or  for  any  two  or  all  of  these  purposes; 
pravided,  that  where  a  tax  has  been  collected  tor  the  purpose 
of  building  a  schoolhouse,  and  the  erection  of  said  schoolhouse 
shall  not  have  been  commenced  within  two  years  from  the  time 
said  tax  was  collected,  the  custodian  of  said  money  shall  return 
the  same  to  the  parties  from  whom  said  tax  was  collected. 

Advertising. 

§  1831.  Such  election  must  be  called  by  posting  notices  in 
three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district  for  twenty  days ; 
and  also,  if  there  is  a  newspaper  in  the  county,  by  advertise- 
ment therein  once  a  week  for  three  weeks. 

Notices  must  specify. 

§  1832.  Such  notices  must  specify  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  the  election,  the  amount  of  money  proposed  to  be 
raised,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended  to  be  iLsed. 
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Oondncting  election. 

§  1833.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  to  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  and  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  one  of  the  Political  Code ;  provided,  that  no  par- 
ticular form  of  ballot  shall  be  required;  nor  shall  any  infor- 
malities in  conducting  such  election  invalidate  the  same,  if  the 
election  shall  have  been  otherwise  fairly  conducted. 

Ballots. 

§  1834.  At  such  election  the  ballots  must  contain  the  words 
'* Tax— Yes''  or  ''Tax— No." 

Reports  to  trustees. 

§  1835.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of 
the  tax  levy  are  **Tax — Yes"  the  officers  of  the  election  must 
certify  the  fact  to  the  board  of  school  trustees. 

School  trustees'  report. 

§  1836.  The  board  of  school  trustees,  upon  receipt  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  such  fact,  must  report  the  .same  to  the  board  of 
supervisors,  stating  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised. 

Supervisors  must  levy  tax. 

§  1837.  The  board  of  supervisors  must,  at  the  time  of  levy- 
ing the  county  taxes,  levy  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  in 
the  district  voting  such  tax,  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount  voted. 
The  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting  fifteen 
per  cent  for  anticipated  delinquencies  from  the  aggregate 
assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  district,  as  it  appears  on 
the  assessment  roll  of  the  county,  and  then  dividing  the  sum 
voted  by  the  remainder  of  such  aggreprate  assessed  value.  The 
taxes  so  levied  shall  be  computed  and  entered  on  the  assessment 
roll  by  the  county  auditor,  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  county  taxes;  and  when  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
district  in  which  the  tax  was  voted. 

Maximum  rate  of  tax. 

§  1839.  The  maximum  rate  of  tax  levied  by  a  district  tax 
in  any  one  year  for  building  purposes  must  not  exceed  seventy 
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cents  on  each  hundred  dollars,  and  the  maximum  rate  levied 
for  other  school  purposes  must  not  exceed  thirty  cents  on  each 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Boards  of  trustees  may  ask  for  tax  for  additional  school. 

§  1840.  The  board  of  school  trustees  or  board  of  education 
of  any  school  district  or  of  any  city  may,  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  board  of  super- 
visors is  required  by  law  to  levy  the  taxes  required  for  county 
purposes,  submit  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  an 
estimate  of  any  amount  of  money  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
derived  from  the  state  and  county  funds  which  will  be  required 
for  the  maintenance  of  any  school  or  schools  in  their  several 
districts  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  The  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall  thereupon  examine  said  estimates  and 
submit  copies  of  the  same  with  his  approval  or  disapproval 
endorsed  thereon  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  county 
auditor  at  the  time  he  submits  to  them  his  estimate  for  the 
county  school  tax  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  If  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  approve  such  estimate  the  said  board 
of  supervisors  may  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of  levying 
other  taxes  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  in  the  several  school 
districts  for  which  estimates  have  been  submitted  and  approved 
as  herein  provided,  the  excess  amounts  so  estimated  and  ap- 
proved.   The  funds  so  levied  and  collected  shall  be  known  as 

the  special  school  fund  of school  district  (as  the  case 

may  be)  and  shall  be  available  for  any  and  all  of  the  purposes 
for  which  the  school  funds  derived  from  the  state  and  county 
may  be  used  and  the  moneys  drawn  from  it  shall  be  paid  out 
in  the  same  maimer  as  state  and  county  school  funds  are  paid ; 
provided,  this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  repeal 
sections  1830  to  1839,  inclusive,  of  this  code. 
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ARTICLE  XX. 


GENERAL  PK0VISI0N8  RELATIVE  TO  SCHOOL  FUNDS 

AND  TAXES. 
No  fees  allowed. 

§  1867.  No  assessor,  tax  collector,  city,  city  and  county,  or 
county  treasurer  must  charge  or  receive  any  fees  or  compen- 
sation whatever  for  assessing,  collecting,  receiving,  keeping  or 
disbursing  any  school  moneys,  but  the  whole  moneys  collected 
must  be  paid  to  the  city,  city  and  county,  or  county  treasurer ; 
provided,  that  said  assessor  or  tax  collector,  for  services  ren- 
dered in  the  collection  of  poll  taxes,  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
fifteen  per  cent  of  the  collections. 

Oounty  superintendent  mnst  apportion  money. 

§  1868.  The  school  superintendent  of  every  county  and  city 
and  county  must  apportion  all  state  and  county  school  moneys 
for  the  elementary  grades  of  his  county  or  city  and  county  as 
follows : 
Method  of  determining  number  of  teachers. 

1.  He  must  ascertain  the  number  of  teachers  each  school 
district  is  entitled  to  by  calculating  one  teacher  for  every  dis- 
trict having  thirty-five  or  a  less  number  of  units  of  average 
daily  attendance  and  one  additional  teacher  for  each  additional 
thirty-five  units  of  average  daily  attendance,  or  fraction  of 
thirty-five  not  less  than  ten  units  of  average  daily  attendance 
as  shown  by  the  annual  school  report  of  the  school  district  for 
the  next  preceding  school  year;  and  two  additional  teachers 
shall  be  allowed  to  each  district  for  every  seven  hundred  units 
of  average  daily  attendance ;  and  in  districts  wherein  separate 
classes  are  established  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  sixteen  hundred  and  eighteen  of  this  code,  an 
additional  teacher  for  each  nine  deaf  children,  or  fraction  of 
such  number,  not  less  than  five,  actually  attending  such  classes. 

Report  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

2.  He  must  ascertain  the  total  number  of  teachers  for  the 
county  or  city  and  county  by  adding  together  the  number  of 
teachers  allowed  to  the  several  districts.  He  must  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  schools  of  his  county  or  city  and  county 
under  oath  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  not  later 
than  August  first  of  each  year,  and  must  report  the  number  of 
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teachers  ascertained  and  allowed  to  his  county  or  city  and 
county  by  the  rule  or  provisions  of  subdivision  one  hereof. 

Method  of  apportionment. 

3.  Five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  shall  be  apportioned  to 
every  school  district  for  every  teacher  so  allowed  to  it;  pro- 
vided, that  to  districts  having  over  thirty-five  or  a  multiple  of 
thirty-five  units  of  average  daily  attendance  and  a  fraction  of 
less  than  ten  units  of  average  daily  attendance,  forty  dollars 
shall  be  apportioned  for  each  unit  of  average  daily  attendance 
in  said  fraction. 

4.  All  school  moneys  remaining  on  hand,  after  apportioning 
to  the  school  districts  the  moneys  provided  for  in  subdivision 
three  of  this  section,  must  be  apportioned  to  the  several  districts 
in  proportion  to  the  average  daily  attendance  in  each  district 
during  the  next  preceding  school  year ;  provided,  that  in  any 
newly  oi^anized  school  district  where  school  was  not  main- 
tained during  the  school  year  in  which  it  was  organized  the 
county  superintendent  shall  require  the  teachers  and  principal 
or  principals  of  the  school  district  or  districts  from  which  the 
newly  organized  district  was  formed  to  report  to  him  as  a  part 
of  their  annual  reports,  the  names  and  attendance  records  of 
all  pupils  residing  in  said  new  district  and  attending  school  in 
the  old  district  or  districts  during  the  school  year  in  which  the 
new  district  was  organized.  The  county  superintendent  shall 
determine  the  average  daily  attendance  and  the  teacher  allow- 
ance for  the  newly  organized  district  from  those  reports  and 
shall  deduct  from  the  old  districts  the  average  daily  attendance 
credited  to  the  new  district.  In  case  it  shall  appear  that  none 
of  the  pupils  residing  in  the  newly  formed  district  attended 
school  during  the  year  in  which  said  district  was  organized 
in  the  district  or  districts  from  which  said  district  was  organ- 
ized, then  the  superintendent  shall  apportion  six  hundred 
dollars  to  the  newly  organized  school  district  for  the  purpose 
of  maintaining  school  therein  during  the  school  year  next  suc- 
ceeding the  school  year  in  which  it  was  organized. 

Units  of  attendanoo  defined. 

5.  Units  of  average  daily  attendance  wherever  used  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  be  the  quotient  arising  from 
dividing  the  total  number  of  days  of  pupils'  attendance  in  the 
schools  of  the  district  by  the  number  of  days  school  was 
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actually  taught  in  the  district.  A  school  day  is  hereby  con- 
strued and  declared  to  be  that  portion  of  the  calendar  day  or 
night  in  which  school  is  maintained  and  in  which  one  twentieth 
of  the  work  of  a  school  month  may  be  performed.  The  attend- 
ance of  pupils  present  less  than  one  fourth  of  any  day  shall 
not  be  counted  for  that  school  day  and  pupils  present  for  one 
fourth  of  a  day  or  for  more  than  one  fourth  of  a  day  shall  be 
counted  as  present  for  one  fourth  of  a  day,  one  half  of  a  day, 
three  fourths  of  a  day,  or  for  a  whole  day,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Funds  may  be  borrowed. 

6.  Whenever  in  any  school  year,  prior  to  the  receipt  by  the 
school  districts  of  any  county,  or  city  and  county  of  this  state, 
of  their  state,  county,  or  city  and -county,  or  special,  or  high 
school  fund,  the  school  districts  of  that  county,  or  city  and 
county  shall  not  have  sufficient  money  to  their  credit  to  pay  the 
lawful  demands  against  them,  the  coimty  or  city  and  county 
superintendent  shall  give  the  treasurer  of  said  county  or  city 
and  county,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  school  money  that 
will  next  be  paid  into  the  county  or  city  and  county  treas- 
ury, stating  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  to  each  district. 
Upon  the  receipt  of  such  estimate  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
treasurer  of  said  county,  or  city  and  county,  to  transfer  from 
any  fund  not  immediatelj*^  needed  to  pay  the  claims  against 
it,  to  the  proper  school  fund  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ninety 
per  cent  of  the  amount  estimated  by  the  superintendent,  and 
he  shall  immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  amomit 
so  transferred.  The  funds  so  transferred  to  the  school  fund 
shall  be  retransferred  by  the  treasurer  to  the  fund  from 
which  they  were  taken,  from  the  first  money  paid  into  the 
school  fund  after  the  transfer. 

Penalty  for  not  maintaining  school  six  months. 

§  1859.  No  school  district,  except  one  newly  formed,  is 
entitled  to  receive  any  apportionment  of  state  or  county  school 
moneys  which  has  not  maintained  a  public  school  for  at  least 
six  months  during  the  next  preceding  school  year.  A  district 
which  is  prevented  by  fire,  flood,  or  prevailing  epidemic  from 
maintaining  a  school  for  the  length  of  time  designated  in  this 
section,  is  nevertheless  entitled  to  its  apportionment  of  state 
and  county  school  moneys. 
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Penalty  for  employing  teachers  who  have  no  legal  certificate. 
§  1860.  No  school  district  is  entitled  to  receive  any  appor- 
tionment of  state  or  county  school  moneys  unless  the  teachers 
employed  in  the  schools  of  such  district  hold  legal  certificates 
of  fitness  for  teaching,  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Use  of  state  school  fund. 

§  1861.  The  state  school  fund  must  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  than  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  pri- 
mary and  grammar  schools. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS  RELATIVE  TO  PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS. 

Penalty  for  insulting  teachers. 

§  1867.  Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  who  shall 
insult  or  abuse  any  teacher  in  the  presence  of  the  school  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  liable  to  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  nor  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Penalty  for  disturbing  schools. 

§  1868.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  disturb  any  public 
school,  or  any  public  school  meeting,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, ajid  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Penalty  for  illegally  issuing  certificates. 

§  1869.  Any  state,  county,  or  city  and  county  superintend- 
ent, or  any  state,  county,  or  city  and  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, who  shall  issue  a  certificate  or  diploma,  except  as  provided 
in  this  title,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Officers  must  not  act  as  agents. 

§  1870.  No  oflScer  named  in  this  title,  or  teacher  in  any  pub- 
lic school  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  must  act  as 
agent  for  any  author,  publisher,  bookseller,  or  other  person,  to 
introduce  any  book,  apparatus,  furniture,  or  any  other  article 
whatever,  in  the  common  schools  of  this  state,  or  any  one  or 
more  of  them,  or  directly  or  indirectly  contract  for,  or  receive 
any  gift  or  reward  for  so  introducing  or  recommending  the 
same;  and  any  officer  so  acting  or  receiving  must  be  deemed 
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guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  and  be  removed  from  office. 

Gk>od  moral  character — ^Seqnisite  for  isanance  of  certificate. 
§  1871.    Certificates  shall  be  issued  to  such  persons  only  as 
shall  have  given  evidence  of  a  good  moral  character. 

Educational  officers  may  administer  oaths. 

§  1873.  Every  officer,  including  secretaries  and  assistant 
secretaries  of  boards  of  education,  charged  with  the  perform- 
ance of  duties  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  may  admin- 
ister and  certify  oaths  relating  to  officers  or  official  matters 
concerning  public  schools. 

Officers  must  not  be  interested  in  contracts — ^Blay  be  inter- 
ested under  certain  conditions. 
§  1876.  No  school  trustee  or  member  of  any  board  of  educa- 
tion must  be  interested  in  any  contract  made  by  the  board  of 
which  he  is  a  member;  and  any  contract  made  in  violation  of 
this  provision  is  void ;  provided,  that  in  school  districts  entitled 
to  not  more  than  two  teachers  on  average  daily  attendance  as 
shown  by  the  teacher's  report  for  the  previous  school  year,  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  may  receive  a  reasonable 
compensation  from  the  district  for  necessary  work  and  labor 
performed  by  him  for  the  district  in  repairing  the  schoolhouse, 
fences  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  district  or  in  fur- 
nishing wood  or  other  necessary  supplies,  but  in  all  such  cases 
the  requisition  drawn  in  his  favor  in  payment  of  services  or 
supplies  must  be  signed  by  the  other  two  trustees  before  it  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

Printing  to  be  done  by  state  printer. 

§  1877.  All  printing  or  binding  required  under  this  chap- 
ter, except  as  provided  in  subdivision  eight  of  section  one 
thousand  seven  himdred  and  seventy-one,  must  be  executed  by 
the  state  printer,  in  the  form  and  manner  and  at  the  prices  of 
other  state  printing,  and  be  paid  for  in  like  manner. 

School  year. 

§  1878.  The  school  year  begins  on  the  first  day  of  July  and 
ends  on  the  last  day  of  June. 
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Penalty  for  bribing  edncational  officers. 

§  1879.  The  oflFering  of  any  valuable  thing  to  any  member 
of  a  board 'of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees,  with  the 
intent  thereby  to  influence  his  action  in  regard  to  the  granting 
of  any  teacher's  certificate,  the  appointment  of  any  teacher, 
superintendent,  or  other  oflScer  or  employee,  the  adoption  of 
any  text-book,  or  the  making  of  any  contract  to  which  the  board 
of  education  of  which  he  is  a  member  shall  be  a  party,  or  the 
acceptance  by  any  member  of  a  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  of  any  valuable  thing,  with  corrupt  intent,  shall 
be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  as  by  law  provided.  Any  person 
may  be  compelled  to  testify  in  any  lawful  investigation  or 
judicial  proceeding  against  any  person  who  may  be  charged 
with  any  offense  described  in  this  section.  Any  contract  or 
appointment  obtained  from  a  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  by  corrupt  means  shall  be  void. 

SCHOOL  BONDS. 

Galling  election. 

§  1880.  The  board  of  trustees,  board  of  education  or  other 
governing  body  of  any  school  district  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment it  is  advisable,  and  must,  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of 
the  heads  of  families  residing  in  such  district,  according  to  the 
number  of  heads  of  families  therein  shown  by  the  last  preced- 
ing school  census,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of 
the  district  the  question,  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district 
shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for 
purchasing  school  lots,  for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more 
school  buildings  or  making  alterations  or  additions  to  any 
school  building  or  buiI3ings,  for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuld- 
ing  any  school  building  damaged,  injured,  or  destroyed  by  fire, 
or  other  public  calamity,  for  insuring  school  buildings,  for  sup- 
plying school  buildings  with  furniture  or  necessary  apparatus, 
for  improving  school  grounds,  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  said  purposes,  or  for  refunding  any  valid 
outstanding  indebtedness  of  such  district  evidenced  by  bonds 
or  warrants  thereof.  The  order  calling  such  election  shall  be 
valid  and  effectual  when  signed  by  a  majority  of  said  govern- 
ing body,  and  may  so  submit  to  said  electors  as  one  proposal 
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the  question  of  issuing  bonds  to  make  all  said  outlays,  or  so 
many  of  them  as  may  be  selected ;  or  said  order  may  submit  at 
said  election  as  separate  questions  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  any 
of  said  outlays,  singly  or  in  such  combinations  as  the  order 
may  direct. 

Advertising. 

§  1881.  Notice  of  such  election  shall  be  given  by  posting 
notices,  signed  by  the  board,  or  by  a  majority  thereof,  in  three 
public  places  in  the  district,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before 
the  election ;  and  by  publishing  such  notice  not  less  than  once 
a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  before  the  election  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  county,  if  any  newspaper  is  published 
therein. 

Election  notices. 

§  1882.    Such  notice  shall  contain : 

1.  Time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

2.  The  names  of  the  ofScers  of  election  appointed  to  conduct 
the  same. 

3.  The  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be  open. 

4.  A  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  election  is  held. 

5.  The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  proposed  bonds,  the 
rate  of  interest  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  forty, 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are  to  run. 

Conducting  elections — Ballots  must  be  stamped. 

§  1883.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  to 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  upon  the  ballots 
shall  be  ** Bonds — ^Yes"  and  "Bonds — ^No'*;  and  except  further 
that  persons  voting  at  such  bond  elections  shall  put  a  cross  (X) 
upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words  "Bonds — 
Yes"  or  "Bonds — ^No"  (as  the  case  may  be),  to  indicate 
whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  bonds. 

Board  to  canvass  returns. 

§  1884.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  one 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
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trustees,  board  of  education,  or  other  governing  body  of  such 
school  district,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns, 
and  if  it  appears  that  two  thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election  was  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then  the  board  shall 
cause  an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes,  and 
shall  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  all  the 
proceedings  had  in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of 
supervisors  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  district,  to  the  number  and 
amount  provided  in  such  proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  build- 
ing fund  of  such  district,  naming  the  same,  and  that  the  money 
shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said 
district,  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  the  payment  of 
the  interest  thereon;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  of  bonds 
so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property 
of  the  district,,  as  shown  by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book 
of  the  county. 

Board  of  supervisors  must  issue  bonds. 

§  1885.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered  upon 
its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the 
date  thereof. 

MaTimum  rate  of  interest,  minimum  price,  etc. 

§  1886.  Said  bonds  must  not  bear  a  greater  amount  of 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable  annually 
or  semiannually,  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than 
par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  together  with  any 
premium  which  may  be  received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds, 
must  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
building  fund  of  said  school  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid  as  other  school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 
All  the  proceedings  of  every  school  district  and  of  every  board 
of  trustees,  board  of  education,  board  of  supervisors,  and  of 
all  officers  of  school  districts  and  counties,  purporting  to  have 
been  taken  under  or  by  authority  of  sections  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty  to  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
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eighty-eight,  inclusive,  of  the  Political  Code,  shall  be  valid  in 
the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  sections  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  and  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-four  of  said  code,  at  the  time  when  such 
proceedings  were  taken,  in  express  language  empowered  the 
governing  body  of  all  school  districts,  by  whatever  name  such 
governing  body  should  be  known,  to  call  elections  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  said  section  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty,  and  to  receive  and  canvass  returns,  to  cause  a 
minute  entry  of  the  result  of  elections,  and  to  certify  proceed- 
ings to  the  board  of  supervisors,  as  provided  by  said  section 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four.  And  all  bonds 
of  school  districts  purporting  to  have  been  issued  under  or 
by  virtue  of  any  or  all  of  the  following  sections,  to  wit:  sec- 
tions one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  Political 
Code,  shall  be  valid  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  said  sections  used  the  words  **  board  of  education, 
board  of  trustees,  or  other  governing  body,"  in  place  of  the 
words  ** board  of  trustees,'*  whenever  the  words  ** board  of 
trustees''  occur  in  said  sections. 

Supervisors  must  levy  bond  tax. 

§  1887.  The  board  of  supervisors  at  the  time  of  making  the 
levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  must  levy  a  tax  for  that  year 
upon  the  taxable  property  in  such  district,  for  the  interest  a^d 
redemption  of  said  bonds,  and  such  tax  must  not  be  less  than 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  bonds  for  that  year,  and 
such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due  during  such 
year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high  enough  to  raise,  annually, 
for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said  bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient 
sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon ;  and  during  the  balance  of  the 
term  high  enough  to  pay  such  annual  interest,  and  to  pay, 
annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  equal  to 
a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of  said  bonds 
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outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years  said  bonds 
then  have  to  run ;  and  all  moneys  so  levied  when  collected  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  such  district,  and  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The 
principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor,  out  of  the  fund 
provided  therefor;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to 
cancel  and  file  with  the  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons  as 
rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Failure  to  levy  tax. 

§  1888.  If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  which  has 
issued  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  fail  to  make 
the  levy  necessary  to  pay  such  bonds  or  interest  coupons  at 
maturity,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  county 
treasurer,  and  the  payment  thereof  refused,  the  owner  may  file 
the  bond,  together  with  all  unpaid  coupons,  with  the  state  con- 
troller, taking  his  receipt  therefor,  and  the  same  shall  be  regis- 
tered in  the  state  controller's  office;  and  the  state  board  of 
equalization  shall  at  their  next  session,  and  at  each  annual 
equalization  thereafter,  add  to  the  state  tax  to  be  levied  in  said 
district  a  sufficient  rate  to  realize  the  amount  of  principal  or 
interest  past  due  prior  to  next  levy,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  as  a  part  of  the  state  tax,  and  paid  into  the  state 
treasury,  and  passed  to  the  special  credit  of  such  district  bond 
tax,  and  shall  be  paid  by  warrants,  as  the  payments  mature,  to 
the  holder  of  such  registered  obligations  as  shown  by  the 
register  in  the  office  of  the  state  controller,  until  the  same  shall 
be  fully  satisfied  and  discharged;  any  balance  then  remaining 
being  pajssed  to  the  general  account  and  credit  of  said  district. 

Districts  liable  for  bonds. 

§  1888a.  When  school  districts  are  created  or  abolished  or 
the  boundaries  thereof  are  changed,  the  liability  to  taxation 
for  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  thereof  as  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and  the  authorities  whose  duty  it  is  to  levy  taxes  for 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  levy 
the  same  upon  the  districts  affected  in  such  proportions  as  are 
herein  provided,  or  are  determined  under  the  authority  hereof. 
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Single  diatricta,  when  nnerged,  liable. 

Subdivision  One.  When  any  school  district  is  united  or  in 
any  manner  merged  with  one  or  more  school  districts  so  as  to 
form  a  single  district,  the  district  so  formed  is  liable  for  all 
the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedneas  of  the  districts  so  united, 
or  merged. 

Annexed  territory  liable. 

Subdivision  Two.  When  territory  is  taken  from  one  school 
district  and  annexed  to  another,  such  territory  thereby  becomes 
liable  to  taxation  for  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  district 
to  which  it  is  annexed,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  in  which  such  territory  is  situated  shall,  by  order 
entered  on  its  minutes  within  sixty  daj'^s  after  the  change, 
determine  what  proportion  of  the  outstanding  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  the  district  from  which  it  was  taken  was  incurred  for 
the  acquisition  or  improvement  of  school  lots  or  buildings  or 
fixtures  therein  situated  in  the  territory  so  transferred,  and 
the  district  to  which  such  territory  was  annexed  shall  there- 
upon become  liable  for  the  proportion  of  such  indebtedness  so 
determined. 

Liability  determined  by  supervisora  in  caae  of  new  diatrict. 

Subdivision  Three.  When  any  new  school  district  shall  be 
formed  from  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  one  or  more  existing 
districts,  either  by  incorporation  of  a  city  or  town,  or  under 
section  fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  this  code,  or  other- 
wise, the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  formation  of  such  new  district,  by  order  entered 
on  its  minutes,  determine  what  proportion  of  the  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  district  or  districts  out  of  which 
the  said  new  district  is  formed  was  incurred  for  the  acquisition 
or  improvement  of  school  lots  or  buildings  or  fixtures  therein 
situated  in  such  new  district,  and  the  said  new  district  shall 
thereupon  become  liable  for  the  proportion  of  such  indebted- 
ness so  determined.  In  the  case  of  joint  districts  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  each  county  shall  determine  such  liability 
as  to  the  territory  in  its  county. 

Unsold  bonds. 

§  1889.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  title  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six  months  after 
having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
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board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  educa- 
tion of  the  school  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  such  bonds 
were  issued,  or  of  any  school  district  composed  wholly  or  partly 
of  territory  which,  at  the  time  of  holding  the  election  mentioned 
in  section  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  was  embraced 
within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  such  bonds  were 
issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  such 
unsold  bonds  to  be  withdrawn  from  market  and  canceled. 
Upon  receiving  such  petition,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  said  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  education,  the 
supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  same,  which  shall 
not  be  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a 
notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the  object  of 
the  petition,  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for  ten  days 
prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
said  school  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper 
published  in  said  school  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published 
at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  [district] 
or  some  part  thereof  is  situated.  At  the  time  and  place 
designated  in  the  notice  for  hearing  said  petition,  or  at  any 
subsequent  time  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  postponed,  the 
supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted  for 
or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  shall  deem 
it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school  district  named  in  the 
petition  that  such  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  make 
and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that  said 
unsold  bonds  are  canceled,  and  thereupon  said  bonds,  and  the 
vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease 
to  be  of  any  validity  whatever. 


escapes. 

§  1890.  Each  school  building  in  the  state  shall,  if  two  or 
more  stories  in  height,  be  provided  with  suitable  and  sufficient 
fire  escapes.  The  trustees  of  each  school  district  and  the  board 
of  education  of  each  municipal  corporation  must  provide 
sufficient  and  suitable  fire  escapes  for  each  school  building,  two 
or  more  stories  in  height  under  their  jurisdiction. 

Bonds  in  joint  school  districts. 

§  1891.  When  any  school  district  is  situated  partly  in  dif- 
ferent counties,  all  returns,  reports,  certificates,  and  petitions 
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required  to  be  made  to  the  board  of  supervisors  by  the  terms 
of  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  the  Political  Code,  and  all 
action  required  to  be  taken  by  the  board  of  supervisors  by  the 
terms  of  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  shall  be  by  concurrent  action 
of  the  respective  boards  of  supervisors  of  every  county  in 
which  any  portion  of  said  district  may  be  situated.  And  the 
assessor  of  any  such  county  or  counties,  other  than  the  county  in 
which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  district  is  or  is  to  be  located, 
shall,  prior  to  the  time  when  the  board  of  supervisors  meets  to 
make  a  levy  for  county  purposes  in  each  year,  during  the 
term  of  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  Political  Code  are  to  run, 
or  in  any  year  when  a  district  school  tax  shall  have  been 
authorized  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  of  the  Political  Code  in  any  district  of  his 
county,  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in 
which  the  schoolhouse  in  any  such  district  is  or  is  to  be  located, 
a  statement  of  the  total  value  of  all  the  taxable  property  of 
said  district,  situated  in  his  county,  as  appears  from  the  last 
assessment  roll  of  said  county;  and  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  district  is  or  is 
to  be  located  shall  determine  the  rate  of  taxation  necessary  to 
be  levied  upon  the  property  of  said  district,  and  for  that 
purpose  is  vested  with  all  the  authority,  and  subject  to  the 
same  rules  and  limitations  as  boards  of  supervisors  in  cases 
where  the  district  is  not  joint.  After  such  board  of  super- 
visors shall  have  made  such  determination,  the  clerk  of  said 
board  of  supervisors  shall  certify  such  rate  under  the  seal  of 
said  board  to  the  auditor  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion 
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of  said  district  is  situated,  and  said  auditors  shall  thereupon 
compute  the  tax  and  enter  the  same  upon  the  assessment  roll 
of  the  said  respective  counties.  And  when  any  money  shall 
have  been  collected  for  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Political  Code  providing  for  the  collection  of  taxes  levied  for  a 
school  district  tax,  or  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  upon 
bonds  of  any  school  district  situated  in  more  than  one  county, 
and  such  money  shall  have  been  placed  in  the  treasury  of  any 
county  other  than  the  one  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said 
district  is  or  is  to  be  located,  the  treasurer  of  such  county  must, 
when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  district, 
forward  all  money  in  such  treasury  to  the  county  treasurer  of 
the  county,  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  district  is  or  is 
to  be  located,  who  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same,  and 
place  such  money  in  the  treasury  of  such  county  to  the  credit 
of  the  proper  fund  of  said  school  district.

§  1892.  Whenever  satisfactory  proof  is  presented  to  a 
county  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  by  a  teacher  to 
whom  such  board  has  heretofore  granted  a  certificate  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  that  such  certificate  has  been  destroyed  by  con- 
flagration or  other  public  calamity,  such  board  shall,  without 
fee,  issue  to  such  teacher,  in  lieu  of  the  certificate  lost  or 
destroyed,  a  new  certificate  of  the  same  kind,  grade,  character 
and  tenure  of  the  certificate  originally  granted.  Such  proof 
.shall  consist  of  an  affidavit  by  said  teacher,  giving  the  grade  of 
such  certificate,  the  date  of  issue  if  possible,  and  upon  what  it 
was  issued ;  accompanied  by  a  statement  from  the  county  or  city 
and  county  school  superintendent  to  the  efl?ect  that  such  teacher 
had,  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  section  sixteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six  of  the  Political  Code,  filed  his  certificate  for 
record  with  such  official.  Said  proof  of  loss  or  destruction  of  a 
certificate  shall  be  a  credential  upon  which  a  county  or  city  and 
county  school  superintendent  may  issue  a  temporary  certificate 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  seventh  of 
section  fifteen  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Political  Code. 
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An  act  to  provide  for  the  regietration  of  bonds  issued  by  common 
school,  high  school,  or  union  high  school  districts. 

'    [Approved  March  18,  1905.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Oertam  bonds  may  be  registered. 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  coupon  bond,  or 
of  any  bond  payable  to  bearer,  already  issued  or  hereafter 
issued  by  any  common  school,  high  school,  or  imion  high  school 
districts  now  or  hereafter  existing  in  this  state,  shall  present 
any  such  bond  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  of  the  county 
in  which  said  district  is  located,  who  by  law  performs  the 
duties  of  treasurer,  with  a  request  for  the  conversion  of  such 
bond  into  a  registered  bond,  such  treasurer,  or  such  other 
officer,  shall  cut  off  and  cancel  the  coupons  of  any  such  coupon 
bond  so  presented,  and  shall  stamp,  print  or  write  upon  such 
coupon  bond,  or  such  other  bond  payable  to  bearer,  so  pre- 
sented, either  upon  the  back  or  upon  the  face  thereof,  as  may  be 
convenient,  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  said  bond  is 
registered  in  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  that  thereafter  the 
interest  and  principal  of  said  bond  are  payable  to  the  registered 
owner.  Thereafter,  and  from  time  to  time  any  such  bond  may 
be  transferred  by  such  registered  owner  in  person,  or  by 
attorney  duly  authorized  on  presentation  of  such  bond  to  such 
treasurer,  or  such  other  officer,  and  the  bond  be  again  regis- 
tered as  before,  a  similar  statement  being  stamped,  printed,  or 
written  thereon.  Such  statement  stamped,  printed,  or  written 
upon  such  bond  may  be  substantially  the  following  form : 

(Date,  giving  month,  year,  and  day.) 
This  bond  is  registered  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  such  cases  made 

and  provided  in  the  name  of (here  insert  name  of  owner)  and 

the  interest  and  principal  thereof  are  hereafter  payable  to  such  owner. 


Treasurer  (or  such  other  officer). 

After  any  bond  shall  have  been  registered  as  aforesaid,  the 
principal  and  interest  of  such  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the 
registered  owner.  Such  treasurer  or  such  other  officer  shall 
keep  in  his  office  a  book  or  books  which  shall  at  all  times  show 
what  bonds  are  registered  and  in  whose  names  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  under  any  statute  or  law  of  this  state 
any  bonds  are  issued,  whether  the  proceedings  for  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds  have  been  had  in  whole  or  in  part  prior  to  the 
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enactment  of  this  statute,  or  whether  the  same  have  been  had 
in  whole  or  in  part  after  the  enactment  of  this  statute,  such 
bonds  may  be  issued  either  in  the  form  of  coupon  bonds,  or  in 
the  form  of  registered  bonds,  or  some  in  the  form  of  coupon 
bonds,  and  some  in  the  form  of  registered  bonds,  as  has  been  or 
hereafter  may  be  provided  in  the  proceedings  for  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  and  notwithstanding  any  language  or  provision 
to  the  contrary  contained  in  any  such  statute  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds,  or  in  any  other  law  of  the  state.  The 
provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  coupon 
bonds,  so  issued,  as  well  as  to  other  coupon  bonds,  or  other 
bonds  payable  to  bearer. 


An  act  to  validate  all  bonds  heretofore  issued,  or  ordered  to  be  issued 
by  or  on  behalf  of  any  school  district,  high  school  district,  union 
high  school  district,  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  where 
authority  for  such  issuance  has  already  been  given  by  a  vote  of 
more  than  two -thirds  of  the  electors  of  such  district. 

[Approved  March  13,  1909.] 
The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Bonds  validated. 

Section  1.  In  all  cases  where  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  of  this  state,  purporting  to  act  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Political  Code  applicable  thereto,  has 
ordered  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  any  school  district,  high 
school  district,  union  high  school  district,  or  joint  union  high 
school  district,  after  a  special  election  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  such  district  has  been  held  to  determine  whether  such 
indebtedness  shall  be  incurred,  at  which  election  not  less  than 
two  thirds  of  all  the  qualified  electors  voting  at  such  election 
have  voted  in  favor  of  incurring  such  indebtedness,  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  trustees  or  board  of  education  of  such  dis- 
trict, and  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  preceding  and  including 
the  issuance  and  the  proposed  issuance  of  such  bonds  are 
hereby  validated,  ratified  and  confirmed;  and  all  such  bonds 
sold  or  to  be  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  legal  and  valid  obligations  of  such 
district  in  accordance  with  their  terms. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 
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An  act  validating  bonds  heretofore  voted  and  issued  by  joint  union 

high  school  districts. 

[Approved  Mazch  13,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif  omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Bonds  validated. 

Section  1.  Any  and  all  bonds  heretofore  voted  and  issued 
by  joint  union  high  school  districts  which  embrace  joint  school 
districts,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  binding  upon  such 
districts. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

LEGALIZING  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS. 

An  act  to  validate  bonds  of  school  districts  and  high  school  districts, 
and  to  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  ot  taxes  to  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  on  such  bonds. 

[Approved  June  1,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Where  in  any  school  district,  or  high  school 
district  of  any  kind  or  class,  including  union  high  school  dis- 
tricts and  joint  union  high  school  districts,  proceedings  have 
been  taken  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and  selling  bonds  of  such 
district,  for  any  purpose  or  purposes,  all  the  acts  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  board  of  trustees,  board  of  education  or  other 
governing  body  of  such  district,  and  all  the  acts  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  within  which 
such  district  is  situated,  leading  up  to  and  including  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds  if  they  have  heretofore  been  sold,  and 
all  such  acts  and  proceedings  heretofore  had  although  the  bonds 
are  not  yet  sold,  are  hereby  legalized,  ratified,  confirmed  and 
validated  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and  the  power  of  such 
district  and  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which 
such  district  is  situated,  to  issue  such  bonds,  is  hereby  ratified, 
confirmed  and  declared,  and  the  bonds  heretofore  sold  are 
declared  to  be,  and  the  bonds  hereafter  sold  shall  be,  the  legal 
and  binding  obligations  of  and  against  the  district  having 
heretofore  issued,  or  hereafter  issuing,  such  bonds,  and  the 
faith  and  credit  of  such  district  is  hereby  pledged  for  the 
prompt  payment  and  redemption  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  said  bonds. 
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Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  such 
bonds  as  it  becomes  due  and  the  principal  thereof  at  maturity, 
the  assessors,  treasurers,  boards  of  supervisors,  and  other 
officers  of  the  respective  counties,  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  shall  perform  the  same  duties  as  are  provided  by  law 
relative  to  the  assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  taxes,  and 
custody  of  funds,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  bonds  of  school  districts  and  high  school  districts  of  every 
kind  or  class,  respectively. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  not  operate  to  legalize  any  bonds 
which  have  been  sold  for  less  than  par,  nor  to  legalize  any 
bonds  the  issuance  of  which  has  not  received  the  assent  of  two 
thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  district,  voting  at  an 
election  held  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  such 
indebtedness  should  be  incurred,  nor  to  legalize  any  bonds 
which  mature  at  a  date  more  than  forty  years  from  the  time  of 
their  issuance. 
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LAWS  RELATING  TO  STATE 
NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

• 

Names  and  trustees  of  normal  schools. 

§  364.  The  normal  schools  at  San  Jose,  Los  Angeles,  Chico, 
and  San  Diego,  and  any  normal  school  established  by  the  legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  California  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  shall  be  known  as  ''State 
Normal  Schools,"  and  shall  each  have  a  board  of  trustees,  con- 
stituted as  follows:  The  governor  of  the  state  and  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shaU  be  ex  officio  members 
of  each  board.  There  shall  also  be  five  other  members  of  the 
local  board  for  each  normal  school,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
four  years,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  to  appoint 
five  trustees  as  members  of  each  local  board,  one  trustee  to 
serve  one  year,  one  to  serve  two  years,  one  to  serve  three  years, 
and  two  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  thereafter  to  fill  vacancies 
in  such  board,  the  terms  of  office  thereafter  to  be  for  four  years, 
and  to  begin  July  first  of  each  fourth  year. 

Objects. 

§  1487.  The  state  normal  schools  have  for  their  objects  the 
education  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  this  state. 

Management. 

§  1488.  The  state  normal  schools  shall  be  under  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  boards  of  trustees,  constituted  as  pro- 
vided in  section  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  Political 
Code  of  the  State  of  California. 

Powers  and  duties  of  normal  school  boards. 

§  1489.  The  powers  and  duties  of  each  board  of  trustees  of 
the  state  normal  schools  of  California  are  as  follows : 

1.  To  elect  a  secretary  who  shall  receive  such  salary  (not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  per  annum)  as  may  be  allowed 
by  the  board ;

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2.  To  prescribe  rules  for  their  government  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  school ; 

3.  To  prescribe  rules  for  the  reports  of  ofScers  and  teachers 
of  the  school  and  for  visiting  other  schools  and  institutions ; 

4.  To  provide  for  the  purchase  of  school  apparatus,  furni- 
ture, equipment,  stationery,  and  text-books  for  the  use  of 
students ; 

5.  To  establish  at  their  discretion,  and  maintain  model  and 
training  schools  of  the  primary  and  grammar  grade,  and,  in 
their  discretion  of  the  kindergarten  grade,  and  to  require 
the  students  of  the  normal  schools  to  teach  and  instruct  classes 
therein ; 

6.  To  establish  at  their  discretion  courses  for  the  training 
of  teachers  of  drawing,  music,  physical  culture,  and  commer- 
cial, technical,  or  industrial  subjects  in  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  of  the  state  and  upon  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  these  courses  to  grant  diplomas  of  graduation 
therefrom ; 

7.  To  elect  the  president  of  the  school,  and  to  elect  the 
teachers,  upon  their  nomination  by  the  president  of  the  school, 
fix  their  salaries,  and  prescribe  their  duties;  provided,  that 
after  the  president  or  a  teacher  has  served  successfully  and 
acceptably  in  the  school  for  the  period  of  two  years  prior  to  or 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  his  or  her  appointment  thereafter 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  be  made  for  a 
term  not  to  exceed  four  years,  unless  removed  for  cause ; 

8.  To  control  and  expend  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  school,  and  all  moneys  received 
for  tuition  or  donations ; 

9.  To  cause  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings  to  be  kept, 
which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  at  the  school ; 

10.  To  keep  open  to  public  inspection  an  account  of  receipts 
and  expenditures; 

11.  To  annually  report  to  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  a  statement  of  their  transactions,  and  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  school ; 

12.  To  transmit  with  such  report  a  copy  of  the  president's 
annual  report; 

13.  To  revoke  any  diploma  by  them  granted,  on  receiving 
satisfactory  evidence  that  the  holder  thereof  is  addicted  to

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drunkenness,  is  guity  of  gross  immorality,  or  is  reputedly 
dishonest  in  his  dealings ;  provided,  that  such  person  shall  have 
at  least  thirty  day^'  previous  notice  of  such  contemplated 
action,  and  shall,  if  he  asks  it,  be  heard  in  his  own  defense ; 

14.  On  recommendation  of  the  faculty  and  president  of  the 
school,  to  exclude  students,  who,  because  of  poor  scholarship 
or  other  evidences  of  unfitness,  are  judged  incapable  of  becom- 
ing successful  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state. 

Meetings. 

§  1490.  Each  board  of  trustees  must  hold  two  regular  meet- 
ings in  each  year,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  at  the  call  of 
the  secretary,  when  directed  by  the  chairman. 

Notice  of  meetings  and  traveling  expenses. 

§  1491.  The  time  and  place  of  regular  meetings  must  be 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  board.  The  secretary  must  give 
written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  special  meetings  to  each 
member  of  the  board.  Each  member  shall  be  allowed  his 
expenses  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board,  the  bills  to  be 
audited  the  same  as  any  bills  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school. 

Joint  board. 

§  1492.  There  shall  be  a  joint  board  of  state  normal  school 
trustees,  to  be  composed  of  the  governor,  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction,  the  presidents  of  the  different  state  normal 
schools,  the  chairman  and  two  other  members  of  each  normal 
school  board.  The  two  members  besides  the  chairman  of  each 
local  board  shall  be  selected  by  the  respective  local  boards  for 
every  joint  meeting.  Said  joint  boards  shall  meet  on  the 
second  Friday  of  April  in  each  year,  alternately  at  the  different 
state  normal  schools.  The  first  meeting  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  shall  be  at  San  Diego,  the  second  meeting  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  third  at  San  Jose,  the  fourth  at  Chico,  and  the  fifth  at 
Los  Angeles.  Thereafter  the  places  of  meeting  shall  be  in  the 
order  mentioned  above.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  and  at  any  place  by  the  governor  for  the  transaction  of 
any  urgent  business  affecting  the  welfare  of  any  or  all  of  the 
state  normal  schools,  when  in  his  judgment  it  is  necessary. 
The  governor  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  said  joint  board  of 
normal  school  trustees. 

§§  1490-1492 
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Powers  and  duties  of  joint  boards. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  said  joint  boards  of  normal  school 
trustees  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  prescribe  and  enforce  a  uniform  series  of  text-books 
for  use  in  state  normal  schools;  the  state  series  of  text-books 
shall  be  used,  when  published,  in  the  grades  and  classes  for 
which  they  are  adapted. 

2.  To  prescribe  and  enforce  a  uniform  course  of  study, 
which  will  include  manual  training;  domestic  science;  agri- 
culture; physiology  and  hygiene,  and  the  methods  of  distin- 
guishing such  physical  defects  as  tend  to  retard  the  physical 
and  mental  development  of  the  child ;  and  shall  determine  the 
time  and  standard  for  graduation  from  the  state  normal  schools. 

3.  To  prescribe  a  uniform  standard  of  admission  for  students 
entering  the  normal  schools,  and  for  transfer  of  pupils  from 
one  normal  school  to  another ;  provided,  that  a  student  for  good 
cause  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the  school 
from  which  he  seeks  to  be  transferred,  enter  any  other  normal 
school  and  without  examination  be  admitted  to  classes  corre- 
sponding to  those  in  the  school  which  he  has  left. 

4.  To  sit  as  a  board  of  arbitration  in  matters  concerning  the 
management  of  each  state  normal  school  that  may  need  adjust- 
ment. 

5.  The  joint  board  shall  also  have  the  power  to  pass  any 
general  regulations,  that  may  be  applied  to  aU  the  state  normal 
schools,  thus  effecting  their  well  being. 

6.  Members  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  joint  board  shall 
receive  mileage  while  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  meeting, 
the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  any  appropriation  made  by  the  legis- 
lature for  that  purpose. 

Secretary  of  joint  board. 

7.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  the  sec- 
retary of  the  joint  board.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  full  record 
of  all  proceedings  of  the  joint  meetings  of  the  trustees,  and 
shall  notify  the  secretary  of  each  board  of  trustees  of  any 
changes  made  in  the  course  of  study,  or  the  text-books  to  be 
adopted. 

Qualifications  for  admission. 

§  1494.  Every  person  admitted  as  a  pupil  to  the  normal 
school  course  must  be : 

§§  1492,  1494 
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First — Of  good  moral  character. 

Second — Of  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Third — Of  that  class  of  persons  who,  if  of  a  proper  age, 
would  be  admitted  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  without 
restriction. 

Admission  of  teachers. 

§  1496.  Teachers  holding  valid  certificates  to  teach  in  any 
county  in  this  state  may  be  admitted  to  any  state  normal  school 
in  the  state. 

Non-residents  admitted. 

§  1496.  Persons  resident  of  another  state  may  be  admitted 
upon  letters  of  recommendation  from  the  governor  or  super- 
intendent of  schools  thereof. 

Applications  for  admission. 

§  1497.  Every  person  making  application  for  admission  as 
a  pupil  to  the  normal  school  must,  at  the  time  of  making  such 
application,  file  with  the  president  of  the  school  a  declaration 
that  he  enters  the  school  to  fit  himself  for  teaching,  and  that 
it  is  his  intention  to  engage  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  state,  or  in  the  state  or  territory  where  the  applicant 
resides. 

President's  report. 

§  1501.  The  president  of  each  state  normal  school  must 
make  a  detailed  annual  report  to  the  board  of  trustees,  with  a 
catalogue  of  the  pupils,  and  such  other  particulars  as  the 
board  may  require  or  he  may  think  useful. 

Leave  of  absence. 

§  1502.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  normal  school,  or  its 
executive  committee,  may  grant  permission  to  the  principal,  or 
any  teacher  of  such  school,  to  attend  any  county  institute,  and 
give  instructions  on  subjects  relating  to  education  in  the  public 
schools. 

Credentials  of  graduates. 

§  1503.  (1)  The  board  of  trustees  of  each  state  normal 
school,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty,  may  issue  to 
those  pupils,  who  worthily  complete  the  full  course  of  study  and 
training  prescribed,  diplomas  of  graduation,  either  from  the 
normal  department  or  the  kindergarten  department,  or  both. 

§§  1495-1497,  1501-1503 
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(2)  Such  diplomas  from  the  normal  department  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  a  certificate  corresponding  in  grade  to  the 
grade  of  the  diploma  from  any  county,  or  city  and  county, 
board  of  education  in  the  state.  One  from  the  kindergarten 
department  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  a  certificate  to  teach  in 
any  kindergarten  class  of  any  primary  school  in  the  state. 

(3)  Whenever  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  board  of 
education  shall  present  to  the  state  board  of  education  a  recom- 
mendation showing  that  the  holder  of  a  normal  school  diploma 
from  the  normal  department  of  any  state  normal  school  of  the 
State  of  California,  or  of  a  diploma  from  any  other  normal 
school  that  the  state  board  of  education  shall  declare  to  be 
equivalent  to  a  diploma  from  the  normal  department  of  a  state 
normal  school  of  this  state,  has  had  a  successful  experience  of 
two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  subsequent  to  the 
granting  of  such  diploma,  the  state  board  of  education  shall 
grant  to  the  holder  thereof  a  document,  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  the  state  board,  showing  such  fact.  The  said 
diploma,  accompanied  by  said  document  of  the  state  board 
attached  thereto,  shall  become  a  permanent  certificate  of  quali- 
fication to  teach  in  any  primary  or  grammar  school  in  the  state, 
valid  until  such  time  as  the  said  diploma  may  be  revoked,  as 
provided  in  section  fourteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  this 
code,  or  until  such  time  as  the  document  issued  by  the  state 
board,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  as  provided 
in  subdivision  five  of  section  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-one 
of  this  code. 

(4)  Upon  presentation  of  the  diploma  and  document, 
referred  to  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section,  to  any  county,  or 
city  and  county,  superintendent  of  schools,  said  superin- 
tendent shall  record  the  name  of  the  holder  thereof  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose  in  his  ofSce,  and  the  holder  thereof 
shall  henceforth  be  absolved  from  the  requirement  of  subdi- 
vision one  of  section  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  this 
code. 

(5)  Said  diploma  of  graduation  from  any  state  normal 
school  in  this  state,  when  accompanied  by  a  document  granted 
by  the  faculty  of  the  state  university  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  showing  that  the 
holder  of  such  diploma  has  successfully  completed  the  course 

14— SL  §  1503 
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of  mstruction  in  said  university  prescribed  for  students  who 
are  graduates  of  a  normal  school  of  this  state,  shall  entitle  such 
holder  to  a  high  school  certificate  authorizing  the  holder  to 
teach  in  any  grammar  and  primary  school,  and  in  any  high 
school  in  this  state. 

Superintendent  of  public  instruction  to  visit  schools. 

§  1606.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  must  visit 
each  school  from  time  to  time,  inquire  into  its  condition  and 
management,  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the 
board,  require  such  report  as  he  deem  proper  from  the 
teachers  of  the  school,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  same. 

Orders  of  normal  trustees. 

§  1607.  Each  order  upon  the  controller  of  state  by  the 
board  of  trustees  of  a  state  normal  school  must  be  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretar3\ 
Upon  presentation  of  the  order  aforesaid,  signed  and  counter- 
signed as  aforesaid,  the  controller  of  state  must  draw  his 
warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  for  any  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof,  appropriated  and 
set  apart  for  the  support  of  the  normal  school,  and  the  treasurer 
must  pay  such  warrants  on  presentation. 

8ANTA  BARBARA  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  OF  MANUAL  ARTS 

AND  HOME  ECONOMICS. 

An  act  for  the  establishment  in  the  city  of  Santa  Barbara  of  a  state 
normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home  economies,  and  making 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

[Approved  March  27,  1009.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Purposes  of  school. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  of  Santa 
Barbara,  county  of  Santa  Barbara^  a  state  normal  school  to  be 
known  as  the  ' '  Santa  Barbara  State  Normal  School  of  Manual 
Arts  and  Home  Economics."  The  purpose  of  this  school  is  to 
furnish  to  the  people  of  both  sexes  such  professional  training 
in  manual  arts  and  home  economics  as  shall  fit  them  to  teach 
in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  in  the  departments  of  manual 
arts  and  home  economics.     This  act  shall  be  liberally  construed 
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to  the  end  that  the  school  established  hereby  may  at  all  times 
contribute  to  the  high  standard  of  professional  training  in  the 
st^te. 

Board  of  tmstees. 

Sec.  2.  Within  sixty  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect, 
the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who,  with  the  governor 
and  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  trustees  of  said  school. 

Selection  of  site,  etc. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  trustees,  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  trustees  of  said 
Santa  Barbara  state  normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home 
economics  with  full  power  and  authority  to  select  a  site  for 
the  permanent  location  of  said  school  in  the  city  of  Santa 
Barbara.  Said  trustees  shall  within  ninety  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  examine  the  different  sites  offered  for  the 
location  of  said  school  buildings  and  the  site  selected  by  them 
shall  remain  the  permanent  site  of  said  school ;  provided,  that 
no  money  shall  be  expended  on  the  land  or  for  such  school 
until  the  site  selected  and  donated  to  this  state  has  been  con- 
veyed by  a  deed  in  fee  simple  to  the  State  of  California,  said 
site  to  consist  of  not  less  than  four  acres. 

Term  of  office  of  trustees. 

Sec.  4.  The  term  of  office  of  the  trustees  shall  be  four 
years,  except  that,  in  appointing  the  first  board  of  trustees,  the 
governor  shall  appoint  two  members  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years.  They  shall 
be  governed  and  regulated  by  the  laws  governing  and  regu- 
lating the  normal  schools  of  this  state,  in  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable  to  an  institution  of  this  kind,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  their  necessary  and  actual  traveling  expenses  while  engaged 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  under  this  act. 

Appropriation. 

Sec.  5.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  state  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  maintenance  of  said  school  and  improving 
the  grounds  conveyed  to  this  state  under  section  three  hereof. 

May  rent  schoolroom. 

Sec.  6.    The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  provide,  by  renting 
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suitable  buildings  and  equipment,  for  the  opening  of  a  state 
normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home  economics  in  the  city 
of  Santa  Barbara,  on  or  before  January  1,  1910,  and  said 
board  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  employ  suitable 
teachers  for  the  conducting  and  maintaining  of  said  school, 
supplying  the  same  with  necessary  books,  stationery  and 
apparatus. 

Sec.  7.  The  controller  of  the  state  is  hereby  authorized  to 
draw  his  warrants  from  time  to  time,  as  the  work  shall  pro- 
gress, in  favor  of  said  board  of  trustees,  upon  their  requisition 
for  the  same,  and  the  state  treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the 
same. 

Sec.  8.  The  moneys  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  said  board  of  trustees. 

FRESNO  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

An  act  establishing  a  state  normal  school  at  Fresno,  county  of  Fresno, 
State  of  California,  and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  main- 
tenance of  said  school. 

[Approved  April  10,  1911.] 

'The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  af%d 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Name  of  school. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  county  of 
Fresno,  State  of  California,  a  school  to  be  called  the  **  Fresno 
State  Normal  School,"  for  training  and  educating  teachers  in 
the  art  of  instructing  and  governing  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  state;  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  use  in  said 
school  to  include  agriculture  and  manual  training. 

Normal  board. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  shall  appoint  five  persons,  one  for  one  year,  one  for 
two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  two  for  four  years,  the  suc- 
cessor of  each  to  be  appointed  for  four  years  thereafter,  and 
the  persons  so  appointed,  with  the  governor  and  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  Fresno  State  Normal  School,  with  full  power 
and  authority  to  select  a  site  for  the  permanent  location  of 
said  state  normal  school  in  said  county  of  Fresno.  Said  trus- 
tees shall  examine  the  different  sites  offered  to  be  donated  by 
the  people  of  the  said  county  of  Fresno  for  the  location  of  state 
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normal  school  buildings,  and  select  therefrom  a  suitable  loca- 
tion for  said  state  normal  school  buildings,  and  the  site  selected 
by  them,  upon  its  conveyance  to  the  State  of  California,  shall 
be  and  remain  the  permanent  site  for  the  said  Fresno  State 
Normal  School  of  Fresno. 

Appropriation  for  support. 

Sec.  3.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  of  the  state  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Fresno  State 
Normal  School,  during  the  sixty-third  and  sixty-fourth  fiscal 
years;  provided,  that  no  money  shall  be  expended  for  said 
school  until  the  site  selected  has  been  conveyed  by  a  deed  in  fee 
simple  to  the  State  of  California. 

When  school  must  open. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  provide  for  the 
opening  of  said  state  normal  school  at  Fresno  on  or  before 
October  1,  1911,  in  buildings  or  rooms  to  be  furnished  by  the 
board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Fresno  free  of  cost  to  the 
State  of  California,  and  the  said  board  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  employ  suitable  teachers  for  conducting  and 
maintaining  said  Fresno  State  Normal  School,  and  supplying 
the  same  with  necessary  books,  stationery  and  apparatus. 

Sec.  5.  The  state  controller  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  draw  his  warrants,  for  the  amount  herein  appro- 
priated, in  favor  of  the  oflScers  authorized  by  law  to  receive 
the  same,  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  state  board  of  examiners,  and  the  treasurer  is  directed 
to  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

HUMBOLDT  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

An  act  •stablishing  a  stata  normal  school  in  Humboldt  county,  State 
of  California,  to  be  known  as  "Humboldt  State  Normal  School," 
and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  said  school. 

[Approved  June  16,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  Humboldt  county, 
State  of  California,  a  state  normal  school  to  be  called  the 
"Humboldt  State  Normal  School,"  for  the  training  and  educa- 
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tion  of  teachers  and  others  in  the  art  of  instructing  and 
governing  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  the  course  of  study 
prescribed  for  use  in  said  school  to  include  agriculture  and 
manual  training ;  said  school  to  be  located  at  such  place  in  said 
county  as  the  board  of  trustees  hereinafter  provided  for  shall 
select. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor  shall  within  thirty  days  after  this 
act  becomes  eflPective,  appoint  five  persons,  one  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years  and  two  for  four  years, 
the  successors  of  each  to  be  appointed  for  four  years  thereafter, 
and  the  persons  so  appointed,  with  the  governor  and  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  normal  school. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  after  their  appointment  and 
within  sitxy  days  after  a  building  therefor  shall  have  been 
provided  as  hereinafter  required,  establish  and  cause  to  be 
opened  and  carried  on  said  normal  school  at  said  place  so 
selected  by  said  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  provide  suitable 
furniture  and  equipment  for  the  same,  and  may  accept  from 
the  county  of  Humboldt,  or  from  the  board  of  education 
thereof,  or  from  any  incorporated  city,  town  or  municipality 
in  said  county,  or  any  board  of  education  of  any  such  city, 
town  or  municipality,  or  from  any  person  or  persons  a  lease 
of  suitable  building  or  buildings  and  grounds  free  of  charge, 
for  the  use  of  said  school. 

Sec.  4.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated  for  establishing  and  maintaining  said  state 
normal  school,  and  providing  suitable  accommodations  therefor. 

Sec.  5.  The  money  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  made 
available  and  payable  according  to  law  out  of  the  state  treasury 
as  follows :  No  portion  thereof  shall  be  available  until  a  two- 
year  lease,  free  of  charge,  and  acceptable  to  said  board  of 
trustees,  of  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  and  grounds  for 
the  use  of  said  school,  shall  have  been  executed  and  delivered 
by  some  of  those  from  whom,  under  section  three,  said  board 
of  trustees  is  authorized  to  accept  such  lease,  to  said  board  of 
trustees.  After  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  lease,  not 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  of  said  amount  shall  be  avail- 
able in  the  sixty-fifth  fiscal  year  and  the  remainder  thereof 
shall  be  available  the  following  fiscal  year. 
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An  act  to   provide  for  the  tnstruotion   of  blind  students  in   certain 

state  institutions. 

LApproTed  June  13,  19ia] 
The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  one  or  more  blind  persons  with  the 
proper  educational  and  moral  qualifications  shall  regularly 
matricidate,  enter  and  work  for  a  degree  in  the  University  of 
California  or  for  a  diploma  of  graduation  in  any  one  of  the 
state  normal  schools  the  trustees  or  governing  authorities  of 
said  institutions  shall  out  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  institution,  provide  a  reader  to  instruct 
such  student  from  the  text-books  and  other  printed  matter  pro- 
vided or  required  for  the  course  taken  by  such  student;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  more  than  three  himdred  dollars  per 
annum  shall  be  expended  by  any  such  institution  for  the 
instruction  of  any  one  student  and  not  more  than  a  total  of 
nine  hundred  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  any  one  school  year 
by  any  such  institution,  except  the  University  of  California, 
for  the  purpose  of  so  instructing  blind  students. 


CALIFORNIA  POLYTECHNIC  SCHOOL. 

An  act  to  establish  the  California  Polytechnio  School  in  the  oounty 
of  San   Luis  Obispo,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor.  . 

[Approved  March  8,  1901.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Purposes  of  school. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  county  of  San 
Luis  Obispo,  at  or  near  the  city  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  a  school 
to  be  known  as  the  California  Polytechnic  School.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  school  is  to  furnish  to  young  people  of  both  sexes 
mental  and  manual  training  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  including 
agriculture,  mechanics,  engineering,  business  methods,  domestic 
economy,  and  such  other  branches  as  will  fit  the  students  for 
the  non-professional  walks  of  life.  This  act  shall  be  liberally 
construed,  to  the  end  that  the  school  established  hereby  may 
at  all  times  contribute  to  the  industrial  welfare  of  the  State 
of  California. 
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Board  of  truBtees. 

Sec.  2.  Within  thirty  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect 
the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons,  who,  with  the  governor 
and  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  school. 

Selection  of  site,  etc. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  trustees,  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  trustees  of  said 
California  Polytechnic  School,  with  full  power  and  authority  to 
select  a  site  for  the  permanent  location  of  said  school.  Said 
trustees  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
examine  the  different  sites  offered  by  the  people  of  San  Luis 
Obispo  county  for  the  location  of  said  school;  and  the  site 
selected  by  them  shall  be  and  remain 'the  permanent  site  for 
said  school.  But  no  money  shall  be  expended  for  or  on  said 
site,  until  a  deed  in  fee  simple  has  been  made  for  land  so 
selected  to  the  State  of  California. 

Term  of  office  of  trustees. 

Sec.  4.  The  term  of  office  of  the  trustees  shall  be  four  years, 
except  that,  in  appointing  the  first  board  of  trustees,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  two  members  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years.  They  shall 
be  governed  and  regulated  by  the  laws  governing  and  regu- 
lating the  normal  schools  of  this  state,  in  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable  to  an  institution  of  this  kind. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  POLITICAL 

CODE. 

Statutes  liberally  construed. 

§  4.  The  rule  of  the  common  law  that  statutes  in  derogation 
thereof  are  to  be  strictly  construed,  has  no  application  to  this 
code.  The  code  establishes  the  law  of  this  state  respecting  the 
subjects  to  which  it  relates,  and  its  provisions,  and  all  pro- 
ceedings under  it  are  to  be  liberally  construed,  with  a  view 
to  effect  its  objects  and  to  promote  justice. 

Holidays. 

§  10.  Holidays,  within  the  meaning  of  this  code,  are  every 
Sunday,  the  first  day  of  January,  twelfth  day  of  February, 
to  be  known  as  Lincoln  day,  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
thirtieth  day  of  May,  fourth  day  of  July,  ninth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, first  Monday  in  September,  twelfth  day  of  October,  to  be 
known  as  "Columbus  Day,"  twenty-fifth  day  of  December, 
every  day  on  which  an  election  is  held  throughout  the  state, 
and  every  day  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States 
or  by  the  governor  of  this  state  for  a  public  fast,  thanksgiving 
or  holiday. 

If  the  first  day  of  January,  twelfth  day  of  February,  twenty- 
second  day  of  February,  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  the  fourth 
day  of  July,  the  ninth  day  of  September,  the  twelfth  day  of 
October  or  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December  falls  upon  a 
Sunday,  the  Monday  following  is  a  holiday. 

When  schools  may  close. 

Every  Saturday  from  twelve  o'clock  noon  until  twelve 
o'clock  midnight  is  a  holiday  as  regards  the  transaction  of 
business  in  the  public  o£Sces  of  this  state,  and  also  in  political 
divisions  thereof  where  laws,  ordinances  or  charters  provide 
that  public  offices  shall  be  closed  on  holidays ;  this  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prevent  or  invalidate  the  issuance,  filing,  service, 
execution  or  recording  of  any  legal  process  or  written  instru- 
ment whatever  on  such  Saturday  afternoon ;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther,  that  the  public  schools  of  this  state  shall  close  on  Satur- 
day, Sunday,  the  first  day  of  January,  the  thirtieth  day  of  May, 

§§  4,  10 
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the  fourth  day  of  July,  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December  and 
on  every  day  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States 
or  the  governor  of  this  state  for  a  public  fast,  thanksgiving  or 
holiday.  Said  public  schools  shall  continue- in  session  on  all 
other  legal  holidays  and  shall  hold  proper  exercises  commemo- 
rating the  day.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  shall  have  power  to  declare  a  holiday  in  the  public 
schools  under  their  jurisdiction  when  good  reasons  exist  there- 
for. 


An  act  authorizing  boards  of  supervisors  or  other  governing  bodies  of 

municipalities  to  declare  holidays. 

[Approved  March  23,  1901.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  CtUifomia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  or  other  governing 
body  of  any  county,  town,  city,  or  city  and  county  may  declare 
the  day  on  which  a  primary  or  other  election  is  held  in  such 
municipality  to  be  a  holiday  therein.

An  act  declaring  February  12th,  the  birthdav  of  Abraham  Linooinf  a

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and

February  12th,  the  birthday  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, is  hereby  declared  a  legal  holiday ;  provided,  however,  that 
all  the  public  schools  throughout  the  state  shall  hold  sessions  in 
the  forenoon  of  that  day  in  order  to  allow  the  customary  exer- 
cises in  memory  of  Lincoln ;  and  provided,  further,  that  when 
February  12th  falls  on  Sunday,  then  Monday  following  shall 
be  a  legal  holiday  and  shall  be  so  observed ;  and  provided,  st^l 
further,  that  when  February  12th  falls  on  Saturday  such 
exercises  in  the  public  schools  shall  take  place  on  the  Friday 
afternoon  preceding. 
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An  act  to  establish  a  bird  and  arl»or  day. 
[Approved  March  3,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly f  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  March  7th  of  each  year,  being  the  anniversary 
of  the  birthday  of  Luther  Burbank,  is  hereby  set  apart  and 
designated  bird  and  arbor  day. 

All  public  schools  and  educational  institutions  are  directed 
to  observe  bird  and  arbor  day,  not  as  a  holiday,  but  by  includ- 
ing in  the  school  work  of  the  day  suitable  exercises  having  for 
their  object  instruction  as  to  the  economic  value  of  birds  and 
trees,  and  the  promotion  of  a  spirit  of  protection  towards  them. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 


Joint  authority. 

§  16.  Words  giving  a  joint  authority  to  three  or  more 
public  officers,  or  other  persons,  are  construed  as  giving  such 
authority  to  a  majority  of  them,  unless  it  is  otherwise  expressed 
in  the  act  giving  the  authority. 

Words,  how  constraed. 

§  17.  Words  used  in  this  code  in  the  present  tense  include 
the  future  as  well  as  the  present ;  words  used  in  the  masculine 
gender  include  the  feminine  and  neuter;  the  singular  number 
includes  the  plural,  and  the  plural  the  singular;  the  word 
"person"  includes  a  corporation  as  well  as  a  natural  person; 
writing  includes  printing  and  typewriting ;  oath  includes  affir- 
mation or  declaration;  every  mode  of  oral  statement  under 
oath  or  affirmation  is  embraced  by  the  term  '* testify,**  and 
every  written  one  in  the  term  ** depose*';  signature  or  sub- 
scription includes  mark,  when  the  person  can  not  write,  his 
name  being  written  near  it,  by  a  person  who  writes  his  own 
name  as  a  witness.    •    •    • 

Besidence. 

§  52.  Every  person  has,  in  law,  a  residence.  In  determin- 
ing the  place  of  residence,  the  following  rules  are  to  be 
observed : 

1.  It  is  the  place  where  one  remains  when  not  called  else- 
where for  labor  or  other  special  or  temporary  purpose,  and  to 
which  he  returns  in  seasons  of  ropose. 

§§  15,  17,  52 
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2.  There  can  be  only  one  residence. 

3.  A  residence  can  not  be  lost  until  another  is  gained. 

4.  The  residence  of  the  father  during  his  life,  and  after  his 
death  the  residence  of  the  mother  while  she  remains  unmarried, 
is  the  residence  of  the  unmarried  minor  child. 

5.  The  residence  of  the  husband  is  the  residence  of  the  ¥rife. 

6.  The  residence  of  an  unmarried  minor  who  has  a  parent 
living  can  not  be  changed  by  either  his  own  act  or  that  of  his 
guardian. 

7.  The  residence  can  be  changed  only  by  the  \mion  of  act  and 
intent. 

Who  are  eligible  to  office. 

§  68.  Every  elector  is  eligible  to  the  office  for  which  he  is 
an  elector,  except  where  otherwise  specially  provided;  and  no 
person  is  eligible  who  is  not  such  an  elector,  except  when  other- 
wise specially  provided. 

Controller  to  report  school  fnnds. 

§  435.  The  controller  must  keep  a  separate  account  of  the 
school  fund,  and  of  the  interest  and  income  thereof,  together 
with  such  moneys  as  may  be  raised  by  special  tax  or  other- 
wise for  school  purposes.  He  must,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  report 
to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  a  statement  of  the 
securities  belonging  to  the  school  fund,  of  the  moneys  in  the 
treasury  subject  to  apportionment,  and  the  several  sources 
from  which  they  accrued.  He  must  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
state  treasurer  in  favor  of  any  county  treasurer,  whenever  such 
county  treasurer  presents,  with  his  indorsement,  an  order 
drawn  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  favor  of 
such  county ;  and  the  warrant  so  drawn  is  not  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  article  eighteen  of  this  chapter. 

State  school  fund — thirteen  dollars  per  average  daily  attend- 
ance of  pupil. 
§  443.  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  and  the 
first  Monday  in  July  of  the  year  1912  and  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  and  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  each 
succeeding  year,  the  state  controller  shall  transfer  from  the 
general  fund  of  the  state  to  the  state  school  fund  such  sums  as 
will  be  equivalent  to  thirteen  dollars  for  each  pupil  in  average 

§§  52,  58,  435,  443 
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daily  attendance  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  state  as 
reported  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  for  the 
school  year  ending  June  30th  preceding. 

State  treasurer  shall  transfer  funds. 

§  461.  The  state  treasurer  shall  transfer  from  the  general 
fund  to  the  state  school  fund  such  sums  as  shall  be  certified  to 
him  by  the  state  controller  under  the  provisions  of  section 
443  of  the  Political  Code. 

Sec.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as 
repealing  other  existing  law  which  provides  other  moneys  for 
the  support  of  the  public  school  system  and  all  money,  derived 
by  any  other  existing  law  and  now  expended  for  the  support 
of  the  common  schools,  shall  be  so  expended  in  addition  to  the 
moneys  provided  for  in  section  four  hundred  forty-three  of 
this  code. 

§  676.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  there  is  in  the  state 
treasury  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  as  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  state  school  lands,  the  board  must  invest  the  same 
in  the  bonds  of  this  state,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  the  bonds  of  any  county,  permanent  road  district,  city 
and  county,  city,  town,  school  district,  or  irrigation  district 
within  this  state;  the  investment  to  be  made  in  such  manner 
and  on  such  terms  as  the  board  shall  deem  best  for  the  fund. 
All  such  bonds  purchased  by  the  board  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  must  be  delivered  to  the  state  treasurer,  who 
shall  keep  them  as  a  special  school  fund  deposit,  and  the 
interest  upon  such  bonds  when  collected,  shall  be  placed  by 
him  to  the  credit  of  the  state  school  fund. 

Investment  of  state  school  fund. 

§  680.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  there  is  in  the  state  treas- 
ury the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  as  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  state  school  lands,  the  board  must  invest  the  same  in  bonds 
of  this  state  or  bonds  of  the  United  States,  or  bonds  of  any 
county,  city  and  county,  city,  town,  permanent  road  division 
bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  part  III,  title  VI,  article 
IX  of  this  code,  school  districts  or  irrigation  districts,  of  this 
state ;  the  investments  to  be  made  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
terms  as  the  board  shall  deem  best  for  the  fund;  provided, 
that  no  bonds  of  any  county,  city  and  county,  city  or  town, 
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school  district,  or  irrigation  district,  shall  be  'purchased  of 
which  the  debt,  debts,  or  liabilities  at  the  time  exceed  fifteen 
per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  such 
county,  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  school  district,  or  irriga- 
tion district. 

Supervisors,  boards  of  trustees,  etc.,  must  notify  state  board 
of  examiners  of  bonds  for  sale. 
§  681.  Whenever  the  board  of  supervisors,  trustees,  com- 
mon council,  or  other  governing  board  or  body  of  any  county, 
city  and  county,  city  or  town,  or  school  district  of  this  state 
shall  vote  bonds  for  any  purpose,  or  shall  refimd  any  bonds 
already  issued,  and  said  bonds  are  ready  to  be  sold,  the  clerk 
of  such  board,  trustees,  common  council,  or  other  governing 
board  or  body  shall  forthwith,  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  notify 
the  state  board  of  examiners  and  state  treasurer,  at  the  capitol, 
of  such  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds,  and  shall  give  the  name  by 
which  the  bonds  are  known,  the  amount  of  the  issuance,  the 
denomination  of  each  bond,  the  rate  of  interest,  and  length  of 
time  bonds  are  to  run.  No  certified  check,  bond  or  other  assur- 
ance in  law  shall  be  required  from  the  state  upon  its  applica- 
tion to  purchase  bonds. 

Minimum  age  of  civil  officers. 

§  841.  No  person  is  capable  of  holding  a  civil  office  who  at 
the  time  of  his  election  or  appointment  is  not  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  a  citizen  of  this  state. 

Deputies. 

§  843.  No  county  officer  must  be  appointed  or  act  as  the 
deputy  of  another  officer  of  the  same  county,  except  in  cases 
where  the  pay  of  the  officer  so  appointed  amounts  to  a  sum  less 
than  seventy-five  dollars  per  month. 

Powers  of  deputies. 

§  866.  In  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  each  deputy 
possesses  the  powers  and  may  perform  the  duties  attached  by 
law  to  the  office  of  his  principal*. 

Tenure  of  office. 

§  878.  Every  office,  of  which  the  duration  is  not  fixed  by 
law,  is  held  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power.

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(MBcen  to  hold  office  until  Bnccessors  qualify. 

§  879.  Every  ofiScer  must  continue  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  his  ofBce,  although  his  term  has  expired,  until  his  successor 
has  qualified. 

Official  oath. 

§  904.  Before  any  officer  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
lie  must  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath : 

*'I  do  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I  wUl  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  and 

that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of 

according  to  the  best  of  my  ability." 

Oath  must  be  taken. 

§  907.  Whenever  a  different  time  is  not  prescribed  by  law, 
the  oath  of  office  must  be  taken,  subscribed,  and  filed  within 
ten  da3rs  after  the  officer  has  notice  of  his  election  or  appoint- 
ment, or  before  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  com- 
mencement of  his  terra  of  office,  when  no  such  notice  has  been 
given. 

Oath,  who  may  administer. 

§  908.  Except  when  otherwise  provided,  the  oath  may  be 
taken  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths. 

Oath  must  be  filed. 

§  909.  Every  oath  of  office,  certified  by  the  officer  before 
whom  the  same  was  taken,  must  be  filed  within  the  time 
required  by  law,  except  when  otherwise  specially  provided,  as 
follows : 

Second — The  oath  of  all  officers,  elected  or  appointed  for  any 
coimty,  and  of  all  officers  whose  duties  are  local,  or  whose 
residence  in  any  particular  county  is  prescribed  by  law,  in  the 
offices  of  the  clerks  of  their  respective  counties. 

Officers  must  not  be  interested  in  contracts. 

§  920.  Members  of  the  legislature,  state,  county,  city,  and 
township  officers,  must  not  be  interested  in  any  contract  made 
by  them  in  their  official  capacity,  or  by  any  body  or  board  of 
which  they  are  members. 

Officers  must  not  sell  or  purchase. 

§  921.  State,  county,  township,  and  city  officers  must  not  be 
purchasers  at  any  sale,  nor  vendors  at  any  purchase  made  by 
them  in  their  official  capacity. 
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Avoidance  of  contract. 

§  922.  Every  contract  made  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  two  preceding  sections  may  be  avoided  at  the 
instance  of  any  party  except  the  officer  interested  therein. 

Vacancy,  how  caused. 

§  996.  An  office  becomes  vacant  on  the  happening  of  either 
of  the  following  events  before  the  expiration  of  the  term : 

First — The  death  of  the  incumbent. 

Second — His  insanity,  found  upon  a  commission  of  lunacy 
issued  to  determine  the  fact. 

Third — ^His  resignation. 

Fourth — His  removal  from  office. 

Fifth — His  ceasing  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  state,  or  if  the 
office  be  local,  of  the  district,  county,  city,  or  township  for 
which  he  was  chosen  or  appointed,  or  within  which  the  duties 
of  his  office  are  required  to  be  discharged. 

Sixth — His  absence  from  the  state  without  permission  of  the 
legislature,  beyond  the  period  allowed  by  law.  * 

Seventh — His  ceasing  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  for 
the  period  of  three  consecutive  months,  except  when  prevented 
by  sickness,  or  when  absent  from  the  state  by  permission  of  the 
legislature. 

Eighth — His  conviction  of  a  felony,  or  of  any  offense  involv- 
ing a  violation  of  his  official  duties. 

Ninth — His  refusal  or  neglect  to  file  his  official  oath  or  bond 
within  the  time  prescribed. 

Tenth — The  decision  of  a. competent  tribunal  declaring  void 
his  election  or  appointment.

Public  records. 

§  1014.  Every  public  officer  is  entitled  to  the  possession  of 
all  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  his  office,  or  in  the  custody 
of  a  former  incumbent  by  virtue  of  his  office.

§  3861.  The  proceeds  of  the  poll  tax  must  be  paid  to  the 
county  treasurer,  as  provided  by  law,  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  state  school  fund,  and  shall,  by  such  treasurer,  be  paid  to 
the  state  as  other  moneys  belonging  to  the  state.

(1)  When  the  transfer  is  by  will  or  by  the  intestate  or

the  state  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

(3)  When  the  transfer  is  of  property  made  by  a  resident,  or 
by  a  non-resident  when  such  non-resident's  property  is  within 
this  state,  by  deed,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  assignment  or  gift, 
made  without  valuable  and  adequate  consideration  in  contem- 
plation of  the  death  of  the  grantor,  vendor,  assignor  or  donor, 
or  intended  to  take  effect  in  possession  or  enjoyment  at  or  after 
such  death.  When  such  person,  institution  or  corporation 
becomes  beneficially  entitled  in  possession  or  expectancy  to  any 
property  or  the  income  therefrom,  by  any  such  transfer, 
whether  made  before  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  When  the  property  or  any  beneficial  interest  therein 
so  passed  or  transferred  exceeds  in  value  the  exemption  here- 
inafter specified  and  shall  not  exceed  in  value  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  the  tax  hereby  imposed  shall  be :

or  mutually  acknowledged  child,  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum 
of  clear  value  of  such  interest  in  such  property. 

(2)  Where  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  any  beneficial 
interest  in  such  property  shall  be  the  brother  or  sister  or  a 
descendent  of  a  brother  or  sister  of  a  decedent,  a  wife  or 
veidow  or  son,  or  the  husband  of  a  daughter  of  the  decedent, 
at  the  rate  of  two  per  centum  of  the  clear  value  of  such  interests 
in  such  property. 

(3)  Where  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  any  beneficial 
interest  in  such  property  shall  be  the  brother  or  sister  of  the

father  or  mother  or  a  descendant  of  a  brother  or  sister  of 
the  father  or  mother  of  the  decedent,  at  the  rate  of  three  per 
centum  of  the  clear  value  of-  such  interest  in  such  property. 

(4)  Where  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  any  beneficial 
interest  in  such  property  shall  be  the  brother  or  sister  of  the 
grandfather  or  grandmother  or  a  descendant  of  the  brother  or 
sister  of  the  grandfather  or  grandmother  of  the  decedent,  at 
the  rate  of  four  per  centum  of  the  clear  value  of  such  interest 
in  such  property. 

(5)  Where  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  any  beneficial 
interest  in  such  property  shall  be  in  any  other  degree  of  col- 
lateral consanguinity  than  is  hereinbefore  stated,  or  shall  be  a 
stranger  in  blood  to  the  decedent,  or  shall  be  a  body  politic  or 
corporate,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  of  the  clear  value  of 
such  interest  in  such  property. 

Sec.  6.  The  foregoing  rates  in  section  five  are  for  con- 
venience termed  the  primary  rates.  When  the  market  value 
of  such  property  or  interest  exceeds  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  the  rates  of  tax  upon  such  excess  shall  be  as  follows : 

(1)  Upon  all  in  excess  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  and 
up  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  two  times  the  primary  rates.

CODE. 

Misdemeanor. 

§  19.  Except  in  cases  where  a  different  punishment  is  pre- 
scribed by  this  code,  every  offense  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor 
is  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  county  jail  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  both. 

Neglect  of  duty. 

§  176.  Every  wilful  omission  to  perform  any  duty 
enjoined  by  law  upon  any  public  officer,  or  person  holding  any 
public  trust  or  employment,  where  no  special  provision  shall 
have  been  made  for  the  punishment  of  such  delinquency,  is 
punishable  as  a  misdemeanor. 

Offense,  when  a  misdemeanor. 

§  177.  When  an  act  or  omission  is  declared  by  a  statute  to 
be  a  public  offense,  and  no  penalty  for  the  offense  is  prescribed 
in  any  statute,  the  act  or  omission  is  punishable  as  a  misde- 
meanor. 

Sale  of  tobacco  a  misdemeanor. 

§  308.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  which  sells  or 
gives  or  in  any  way  furnishes  to  another  person  who  is  in  fact 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  any  tobacco,  cigarette  or 
cigarette  papers  or  any  other  preparation  of  tobacco  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  for  the  first  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  sixty  days :  and  for  the  second  offense 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety 
days ;  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  ninety  days  nor  more 
than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  which  sells,  or  deals  in 
tobacco  or  any  preparation  thereof,  shall,  within  ninety  days 
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after  this  act  becomes  eif ective,  post  conspicuously  and  keep  so 
posted  in  his  or  their  place  of  business  a  copy  of  this  act,  and 
any  such  person  failing  to  do  so  shall  upon  conviction  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  succeeding  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision, or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

The  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  printed 
suflScient  copies  of  this  act  to  enable  him  to  furnish  dealers  in 
tobacco  with  copies  thereof  upon  their  request  for  the  same. 

Failure  to  use  legally  adopted  text-books  a  misdemeanor. 

§  3086.  Any  principal,  teacher,  employee  or  school  officer  of 
any  elementary  or  secondary  school  who  refuses  to  use  the 
text-books  prescribed  by  the  proper  authority  for  use  in  the 
elementary  or  secondary  schools  under  his  charge,  who  causes 
any  pupil  to  purchase  any  supplementary  book  or  books  for 
said  pupil's  use  in  the  schools,  or  who  refuses  or  wilfully 
neglects  to  make  such  reports  as  are  required  by  law,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Hazing  a  misdemeanor. 

§  3676.  Whosoever  being  a  student,  or  being  a  person  in 
attendance  at  any  public,  private,  parochial,  or  military  school, 
college,  or  other  educational  institution,  conspires  to  haze  or 
engages  in  hazing  or  commit  any  act  that  injures,  degrades 
or  disgraces,  or  tends  to  injure,  degrade,  or  disgrace  any  fellow 
student  or  person  attending  such  institution,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned 
in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Selling  liquor  to  minors  a  misdemeanor. 

§  3976.  Every  person  who  sells,  gives  or  delivers  to  any 
minor  child,  male  or  female,  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
any  intoxicating  drink  in  any  quantity  whatsoever,  or  who,  as 
proprietor  or  manager  of  any  saloon  or  public  house  where 
intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  permits  any  such  minor  child 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  to  visit  said  saloon  or  public 
house  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished 

§§  3086,  3676,  3976 
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by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  connty  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment ; 
provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  parents  of 
such  children,  or  to  guardians  of  their  wards. 

Abusing  teachers  a  misdemeanor. 

§  6636.  Every  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  who 
upbraids,  insults,  or  abuses  any  teacher  of  the  public  schools,  in 
the  presence  or  hearing  of  a  pupil  thereof,  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

Illegal  fees,  etc.,  subjects  offender  to  deprivation  of  office. 

§  772.  When  an  accusation  in  writing,  verified  by  the  oath 
of  any  person,  is  presented  to  a  superior  court,  alleging  that 
any  ofiScer  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  has  been  guilty 
of  charging  and  collecting  illegal  fees  for  services  rendered,  or 
to  be  rendered,  in  his  oflSce,  or  has  refused  or  neglected  to  per- 
form the  oflBcial  duties  pertaining  to  his  ofl&ce,  the  court  must 
cite  the  party  charged  to  appear  before  the  court,  at  a  time 
not  more  than  ten  nor  less  than  five  days  from  the  time  the 
accusation  was  presented,  and  on  that  day,  or  some  other  sub- 
sequent day  not  more  than  twenty  days  from  that  on  which 
the  accusation  was  presented,  must  proceed  to  hear,  in  a  sum- 
mary manner,  the  accusation  and  evidence  offered  in  support 
of  the  same,  and  the  answer  and  evidence  oflfered  by  the  party 
accused ;  and  if,  on  such  hearing,  it  appears  that  the  charge  is 
sustained,  the  court  must  enter  a  decree  that  the  party  accused 
be  deprived  of  his  o£Sce,  and  must  enter  a  judgment  for  five 
hundred  dollars  in  favor  of  the  informer,  and  such  costs  as  are 
allowed  in  civil  cas^.

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SPECIAL  ACTS  RELATIVE  TO 

EDUCATION. 

An  act  to  make  women  eligible  to  educational  ofRcea. 

[Approved  March  12,  1874.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Women,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who 
are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  state,  shall  be 
eligible  to  all  educational  offices  within  this  state,  except  those 
from  which  they  are  excluded  by  the  constitution. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

An  act  to  enforce  the  educational  rights  of  children  and  providing 

penalties  for  violation  of  the  act. 

[Amended  March  4,  1907.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  avid 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Each  child  must  attend  school. 

Section  1.  Unless  excused,  as  hereinafter  provided,  each 
parent,  guardian,  or  other  person,  in  the  State  of  California 
having  control  or  charge  of  any  child  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  fifteen  years,  shall  be  required  to  send  such  child  to 
a  public  school,  during  the  time  in  which  a  public  school  shall 
be  in  session,  in  the  city  or  city  and  county  or  school  district  in 
which  said  child  resides ;  provided,  that  should  it  be  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  or  city 
and  county,  or  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  school  district, 
in  which  such  child  resides,  that  the  child's  bodily  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  prevent  or  render  inadvisable  attendance 
at  school  or  application  to  study,  a  certificate  from  any  repu- 
table physician  that  the  child  is  not  able  to  attend  school,  or 
that  its  attendance  is  inadvisable,  must  be  taken  as  satisfactory 
evidence  by  any  such  board,  or  that  such  child  is  being  taught 
in  a  private  school,  or  by  a  private  tutor,  or  at  home  by  any 
person  capable  of  teaching,  in  such  branches  as  are  usually 
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taught  in  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  of  this  state;  or 
that  any  such  child  between  the  age  of  twelve  and  fifteen  has 
been  given  a  permit  to  work  by  the  proper  judicial  officers  in 
accordance  with  section  two  of  **An  act  regulating  the  employ- 
ment and  hours  of  labor  of  children,  prohibiting  the  employ- 
ment of  minors  under  certain  ages,  prohibiting  the  employment 
of  certain  illiterate  minors,  providing  for  the  enforcement 
hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  hereof,  approved 
February  20,  1905;  or  that  no  public  school  is  located  within 
two  miles,  by  the  nearest  traveled  road,  of  the  residence  of  the 
child ;  or  that  the  child  has  completed  the  prescribed  grammar 
school  course ;  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  of  educa- 
tion or  board  of  trustees,  upon  application  of  the  parent  or 
guardian,  or  other  person  having  control  or  charge  of  such 
child,  to  excuse  such  child  from  attendance  at  school,  during 
the  continuance  of  such  defect  or  condition  upon  which  such 
excuse  is  granted;  and  provided,  further,  that  circumstances 
rendering  attendance  impracticable  or  dangerous  to  health, 
owing  to  unusual  storm  or  other  sufficient  cause,  shall  work  an 
exemption  from  the  penalties  of  this  act.  If  any  parent  or 
guardian  or  other  person  having  control  or  charge  of  any  such 
child  presents  proof  to  such  board  of  education  or  board  of 
trustees,  by  affidavit,  that  he  is  unable  to  compel  such  child  to 
attend  school,  said  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  penalties  of  this  act,  as  regards  the  subsequent 
Don-attendance  at  school  of  such  child,  and  said  child  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  such  board,  be  deemed  a  truant  and  subject  to 
assignment  to  the  parental  school.  \Section  1  amended  by  act 
approved  April  21,  1911.] 

Penalty  for  failure  to  send  child  to  school; 

Sec.  2.  Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  con- 
trol or  charge  of  any  such  child,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  unless  excused  or  exempted 
therefrom  as  hereinbefore  provided,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  liable,  for  the  first 
offense,  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  or  to  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  five  days,  and  for  each  subsequent 
offense  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  five 
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days  nor  more  than  twenty-five  days,  or  to  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

Investigation  provided  for. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city  or  city  and 
county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district,  shall,  on 
the  complaint  of  any  person,  make  full  and  impartial  investiga- 
tion of  all  charges  against  parents  or  guardians  or  other  persons 
having  control  or  charge  of  any  such  child,  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  If  it  shall  appear  upon  such 
investigation  that  any  such  parent  or  guardian  or  other  person 
has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  such  board  of  education,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  or  the  clerk  of  such  board  of  trustees, 
to  make  and  file  in  the,  proper  court  a  criminal  complaint 
against  such  parent,  guardian  or  other  person,  charging  such 
violation,  and  to  see  that  such  charge  is  prosecuted  by  the 
proper  authorities;  provided,  that  in  cities,  and  in  cities  and 
counties,  and  in  school  districts  having  an  attendance  officer  or 
officers,  such  officer  or  officers  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  of  education,  or  the  city  superintendent  of  schools,  or 
the  board  of  trustees,  make  and  file  such  complaint,  and  see 
that  such  charge  is  prosecuted  by  the  proper  authorities. 
[As  amended  in  1907,] 

Attendance  officer. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and 
county,  may  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure  one  or  more 
attendance  officers  of  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  the 
board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district  having  at  least  six 
hundred  census  children,  may  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure 
one  attendance  officer,  and  shall  fix  his  or  their  compensation, 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  any  such 
officer,  payable  from  the  county  or  special  school  fund  of  such 
city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district,  and  shall  prescribe 
their  duties,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  and  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  performance  thereof;  provided,  that  in  any 
city,  or  city  and  county,  containing  less  than  twenty  thousand 
school  census  children,  not  more  than  one  attendance  officer 
shall  bo  appointed,  and  in  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  con- 
taining more  than  twenty  thousand  school  census  children,  not 
more  than  one  attendance  officer  shall  be  appointed  for  each 
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twenty  thousand  school  cenisus  children,  or  fraction  greater 
than  one  half  thereof.     [As  amended  in  1907,] 

Commitment  of  truant  children  to  parental  schools. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attendance  oflBcer,  or  of 
any  peace  officer  or  any  school  officer,  to  arrest  during  school 
hours,  without  warrant,  any  child  between  eight  and  fourteen 
years  of  age,  found  away  from  his  home,  and  who  has  been 
reported  to  him  by  the  teacher,  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
or  other  person  connected  with  the  school  department  or  schools 
as  a  truant  from  instruction  upon  which  he  is  lawfully  required 
to  attend  within  the  county,  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school- 
district.  Such  arresting  officer  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  child 
so  arrested  either  to  the  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  having 
control  or  charge  of  such  child,  or  to  the  teacher  from  whom 
said  child  is  then  a  truant,  or  if  such  child  shall  have  been 
declared  an  habitual  truant,  he  shall  bring  such  child  before 
a  magistrate  for  commitment  by  him  to  a  parental  school  as 
provided  in  this  act.  The  attendance  officer  or  other  arresting 
officer  shall  report  promptly  such  arrest,  and  the  disposition 
made  by  him  of  such  child  to  the  school  authorities  of  such 
city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school  district.  Any  child  may  be 
reported  as  a  truant,  in  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  shall  have 
been  absent  from  school  without  valid  excuse  more  than  three 
days  or  tardy  on  more  than  three  days,  any  absence  for  a  part 
of  a  day  being  regarded  as  a  tardiness.  Any  child  who  has 
once  been  reported  as  a  truant  and  who  is  again  absent  from 
school,  without  valid  excuse,  one  or  more  days,  or  tardy  on 
one  or  more  days,  may  again  be  reported  as  a  truant.  Any 
child  may  be  deemed  an  habitual  truant  who  shall  have  been 
reported  as  a  truant  three  or  more  times.  Any  child  who  has 
once  been  declared  an  habitual  truant  and  who,  in  a  succeed- 
ing year,  is  reported  as  a  truant  from  school  one  or  more  days 
or  tardy  on  one  or  more  days  without  valid  excuse,  may  be 
again  declared  an  habitual  truant.    [As  amended  in  1907.] 

Establishment  of  parental  schools. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  of  any  city 
and  county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district  hav- 
ing at  least  six  hundred  census  children,  may  establish  schools 
in  a  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  or  set  apart  in  public 
school  buildings  for  children  between  eight  and  fourteen  years 
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of  age,  who  are  habitual  truants  from  instruction  upon  which 
they  are  lawfully  required  to  attend,  or  who  are  insubordinate 
or  disorderly  during  their  attendance  upon  such  instruction, 
or  irregular  in  such  attendance.  Such  school  or  room  shall  be 
known  as  a  parental  school.  A  parental  school,  as  herein  desig- 
nated and  provided  for,  shall  be  one  of  the  primary  or  gram< 
mar  schools  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school  district, 
and  the  teachers  therein  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  and 
be  employed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  in  other  primary 
and  grammar  schools ;  but  such  parental  school  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  specially  for  the  instruction  therein  of 
such  pupils,  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  as 
shall  be  committed  thereto  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  no  pupil 
shall  be  committed  to,  or  required  to  attend,  such  school,  except 
as  in  this  act  provided.  Said  board  of  education  or  board  of 
trustees  may  make  such  special  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  a  parental  school  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the 
provisions  and  purposes  of  this  act,  and  not  contrary  to  law. 
Such  board  may  provide  for  the  detention,  maintenance  and 
instruction  of  such  children  in  such  schools;  and  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  or  such  board,  or  the  city  superin- 
tendent of  schools  in  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  board  of 
trustees,  may,  after  reasonable  notice  to  any  such  child,  and 
an  opportunity  for  the  child  to  be  heard,  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  having  control  or 
charge  of  such  child,  order  such  child  to  attend  such  school, 
or  to  be  detained  and  maintained  therein  for  such  period  and 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  such  board  may  prescribe, 
not  exceeding  the  remainder  of  the  school  year.  If  such 
parent,  guardian,  or  person  having  control  or  charge  of  such 
child  shall  not  consent  to  such  order,  such  child  may  be  pro- 
ceeded against  under  this  act.  If  any  child  in  any  city,  or  city 
and  county  or  school  district  in  which  a  parental  school  shall 
be  established,  shall  be  an  habitual  truant,  or  be  irregular  in 
attendance  at  school,  within  the  meaning  of  these  terms,  as 
defined  in  this  act,  or  shall  be  insubordinate  or  disorderly  dur- 
ing attendance  at  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attendance 
oflScer,  or  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  education  or  clerk  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  if  there  be  no  attendance  officer,  to  make 
and  file  a  complaint  against  such  child  in  the  proper  court, 
charging  the  fact,  and  to  see  that  such  charge  is  prosecuted  by 
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the  proper  authority;  and  if  the  court,  upon  the  hearing  of 
such  complaint,  shall  find  that  such  charge  is  sustained,  the 
court  shall  render  judgment  that  such  child  be  committed  to, 
and  be  detained  and  maintained  in,  a  parental  school  in  such 
city,  or  city  and  county  or  school  district  for  a  term  not  to 
exceed  the  remainder  of  the  current  school  year ;  provided,  that 
if  any  child  in  any  district  of  a  county  where  there  is  not 
a  parental  school  shall  be  an  habitual  truant,  or  be  irregular 
in  attendance  at  school,  within  the  meaning  of  those  terms  as 
defined  in  this  act,  or  shall  be  insubordinate  or  disorderly  dur- 
ing attendance  at  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  counly 
superintendent  of  schools  to  make  and  file  a  complaint  against 
such  child  in  the  superior  court  of  such  county,  charging  the 
facts;  and  if  the  court,  upon  the  hearing  of  said  complaint, 
shall  find  that  such  charge  is  sustained  by  the  evidence,  the 
court  shall  render  judgment  that  such  child  shall  be  detained 
and  maintained  in  a  parental  school,  if  there  be  one  in  such 
county,  during  the  remainder  of  the  school  term,  and  if  there 
be  no  parental  school  in  such  county,  the  court  shall  render 
judgment  that  the  parent,  guardian  or  person  having  the  con- 
trol or  charge  of  such  child  shall  deliver  such  child  at  the 
beginning  of  each  school  day  for  the  remainder  of  the  school 
term,  at  the  school  from  which  such  child  is  then  a  truant; 
provided,  that  if  the  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having 
control  or  charge  of  such  child  shall,  within  three  days  after 
the  rendition  of  such  judgment,  execute  a  good  and  sufiScient 
bond  to  the  board  of  education  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county, 
or  board  of  trustees  of  the  district,  with  sufficient  sureties,  in 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  that  such  child 
will,  during  the  remainder  of  such  current  school  year,  regu- 
larly attend  some  public  or  private  school  in  such  city,  or  city 
and  county,  or  school  district  and  not  be  insubordinate  or  dis- 
orderly during  such  attendance,  such  bond  to  be  approved  by 
the  judge  of  said  court,  and  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  education  or  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  then  such 
court  shall  make  an  order  suspending  the  execution  of  such 
judgment  so  long  as  the  condition  of  such  bond  shall  be  com- 
plied with.  If  the  condition  of  such  bond  be  violated,  such 
court,  upon  receiving  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  fact  in  any 
action  brought  therefor  shall  make  an  order  declaring  such 
bond  forfeited  and  directing  such  judgment  to  be  thenceforth 
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enforced.  Such  board  of  education  or  board  of  trustees,  may, 
at  any  time  within  one  year  after  any  such  bond  shall  be 
declared  forfeited,  have  execution  issued  against  any  or  all 
the  parties  to  such  bond  to  collect  the  amount  thereof ;  and  all 
moneys  paid  or  collected  on  such  bond  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  parental  school  fund  of  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  or 
school  district.  No  fees  shall  be  charged  or  received  by  any 
court  or  officer  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section.  The  con- 
finement of  any  child  in  a  parental  school  shall  be  conducted 
with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  child  and  to  its  restora- 
tion, as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  school  which  he  would,  if 
not  so  confined,  be  required  to  attend.  The  city  superintendent 
of  schools,  or,  if  there  be  no  city  superintendent,  the  board 
of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  shall  have  authority,  in  their  discretion, 
to  parole  at  any  time  any  child  committed  to,  or  ordered  to 
attend,  a  parental  school,  except  when  such  commitment  shall 
be  by  judgment  or  order  of  a  court;  and  when  such  commit- 
ment of  any  child  shall  be  by  judgment  or  order  of  a  court, 
such  court  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  city  superin- 
tendent of  schools  or  the  board  of  education  or  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  make  an  order  paroling  such  child,  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  specified  in  the  order. 
The  expense  incurred  by  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  or 
school  district  in  purchasing  or  renting  a  school  site,  erecting 
or  renting  a  building  and  equipping  the  same,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  parental  school,  shall  be  paid  out  of  funds  other 
than  those  collected  for  the  maintenance  of  schools.  The 
salaries  of  teachers  and  the  expense  for  all  school  supplies  in 
a  parental  school  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  same  funds  from 
which  similar  salaries  and  expense  are  paid  for  primary  and 
grammar  schools,  but  all  other  expense  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance of  such  parental  schools  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
parental  school  fund.     [As  amended  in  1907.] 

Method  of  procedure  for  establishing  parental  schools. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  board  of  education  shall  determine 
that  it  is  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  city  or  city  and  county 
to  establish  and  maintain  a  parental  school,  said  board  shall 
furnish  to  the  city  council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such 
city  or  city  and  county,  all  necessary  and  required  information 
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and  statistics,  and  if,  after  consideration,  such  city  council  or 
other  governing  body  grants  its  consent  for  the  establishment 
of  such  parental  school,  then  the  board  of  education  shall  fur- 
nish to  the  authorities  whose  duty  it  is  to  levy  taxes  in  such 
city,  or  city  and  county,  thirty  days  before  the  time  specified 
by  law  for  fixing  the  annual  tax  rate,  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  purchasing  or  renting  a  suitable  site,  and  also  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  renting  or  erecting  a  suitable  building  and  equip- 
ping the  same  for  occupancy  as  a  parental  school,  and  the  cost 
to  the  city  or  city  and  county,  other  than  for  salaries  of 
teachers  and  for  school  supplies,  of  conducting  the  school  for 
the  remainder  of  the  current  school  year.  When,  pursuant  to 
such  consent  by  such  governing  body,  such  estimates  shall  have 
been  so  made  and  furnished  by  the  board  of  education  of  any 
city,  or  city  and  county,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
authorities,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  levy  taxes  in  such  city,  or 
city  and  county,  at  the  time  of  levying  the  taxes,  to  levy  a 
special  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  of  said  city,  or  city  and 
county,  sufficient  in  its  judgment  to  provide  the  facilities 
requested  by  the  board  of  education,  and  for  which  such  esti- 
mates shall  have  been  so  furnished.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  education,  yearly,  thereafter,  to  present  to  the  author- 
ities of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  whose  duty  it  is  to  levy 
taxes,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July,  an  estimate  of  the 
moneys  required  for  conducting  the  parental  school  for  the 
school  year,  other  than  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  and  for 
school  supplies.  When  such  estimate  shall  have  been  so  pre- 
sented, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  authorities  to  levy  a 
special  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  or  city  and 
county,  sufficient  to  maintain  such  school  for  the  year,  exclusive 
of  salaries  of  teachers  and  expense  of  school  supplies.  All 
taxes  in  this  act  provided  for  shall  be  computed,  entered  upon 
the  tax  roll  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes 
are  computed,  entered  and  collected,  and  when  collected  shall 
be  placed  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  ''parental 
school  fund,"  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  board 
of  education  for  the  purposeij  set  forth  in  this  act;  provided, 
that  all  moneys  so  collected  for  the  purchase  of  sites  or  build- 
ings, or  the  erection  or  equipment  of  buildings  for  parental 
school  purposes,  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be 
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known  as  the  ''parental  school  building  fund,"  and  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  collected, 
except  that  after  such  purpose  or  purposes  shall  have  been 
fully  accomplished,  the  residue  of  such  fund,  if  any,  may  be 
transferred  to  said  parental  school  fund. 

Any  district  may  establish  parental  schools. 

Sec.  7^.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district, 
wherein  a  parental  school  may  be  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  whenever  such  board  deems  it  proper, 
may,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a  parental  school  for  said  district,  proceed 
under  the  provisions  of  article  XIX,  chapter  III,  title  III,  of 
part  III,  of  the  Political  Code  of  this  state,  to  raise  moneys  for 
such  purpose,  and  the  moneys  so  raised  shall  be  paid  into  the 
county  treasury,  and  shall  constitute  a  ** parental  school  fund," 
for  such  district.  The  moneys  of  such  fund  shall  be  used  for 
no  other  purpose  than  herein  indicated.  Money  shall  be  drawn 
from  said  fund  by  the  trustees  of  the  district  in  the  same 
manner  as  money  is  drawn  from  other  school  funds.  [As 
amended  in  1907.] 

Joint  parental  schools. 

Sec.  8.  Two  or  more  school  districts  or  cities  may  unite,  in 
the  following  manner,  to  form  a  joint  district  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  joint  parental  school :  When  any  board  of  educa- 
tion or  board  of  school  trustees  has  secured,  in  the  manner 
as  set  forth  in  section  seven  of  this  act,  the  consent  of  the  legis- 
lative body  of  the  city  or  school  district,  in  which  said  board 
of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees  hold  office,  for  the 
union  of  two  or  more  districts  to  form  a  joint  parental  school 
district,  said  board  of  education  or  board  of  trustees  shall 
transmit  such  information  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  of  which  said  city  or  school  district  or  districts  forms  a 
part,  setting  forth  at  the  same  time  the  cities  or  districts  with 
which  said  city  or  district  seeks  to  unite  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  joint  parental  school.  When  such  information  has  been 
received  by  the  board  of  supervisors  from  all  the  cities  or  school 
districts  seeking  to  be  united,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  declare  such  cities 
or  school  districts  united  for  the  maintenance  of  a  joint 
parental  school,  to  be  known  as  the  joint  parental  school  district 
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of  (give  the  names  of  the  school  districts  uniting).  When  the 
districts  have  been  so  united,  the  boards  of  education  or  boards 
of  trustees  of  the  cities  or  school  districts  so  uniting  shall 
appoint  a  board  of  trustees  for  the  joint  parental  school  dis- 
trict, to  consist  of  five  members  (unless  the  number  of  cities 
or  school  districts  uniting  exceeds  five),  who  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  membership  of  the  boards  of  the  several  districts  or 
cities  uniting,  by  the  respective  boards  in  approximate  propor- 
tion to  the  census  children  between  five  and  seventeen  years 
of  age  in  the  district  uniting;  provided,  however,  that  each 
district  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  member  on  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district.  The 
members  so  appointed  to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
of  office  for  which  they  are  elected  on  their  respective  boards 
of  education  or  boards  of  trustees,  and  when  vacancies  occur  on 
said  board  of  trustees  of  joint  parental  school  district,  they 
shall  be  filled  by  the  board  making  the  original  appointment. 
The  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  of  the  cities  or  school 
districts  uniting,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district,  without  the  right 
to  vote.  In  the  management  of  a  parental  school  within  a 
school  district,  city,  or  city  and  county,  the  right  to  transport 
pupils  to  and  from  school  at  public  expense,  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  education,  or  board  of  school  trustees, 
the  interest  of  the  pupil  demands  it,  is  hereby  conferred  upon 
such  boards.  All  the  powers  and  duties  by  any  section  of  this 
act  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  boards  of  school  trustees  or 
boards  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  in  the 
management  of,  and  the  securing  of  funds  for,  a  parental  school 
within  a  city  or  school  district,  are  hereby  conferred  upon  and 
imposed  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  joint  parental  school 
district  in  the  management  of  and  the  securing  of  funds  for 
the  support  of  a  joint  parental  school ;  provided,  however,  that 
in  estimating  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  a  joint  parental 
school  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  and  for  the  furnishing  of  school  supplies  shall  be 
included  in  the  estimate  of  expenses ;  and  provided,  further, 
that  the  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  of  which  the  joint  parental  school  district 
forms  a  part.  When  such  estimates  shall  have  been  so  trans- 
mitted, it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
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to  levy  a  special  tax,  upon  the  taxable  property  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  joint  parental  school  district,  sufficient  to 
provide  the  facilities  requested  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
joint  parental  school  district,  and  for  which  such  estimates 
shall  have  been  furnished,  and  yearly  thereafter  when  the 
estimates  of  the  total  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  the  joint 
parental  school  and  increased  facilities  shall  have  been  fur* 
nished  the  board  of  supervisors,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  to  levy  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  maintain  the  school  for 
the  year.  All  taxes  in  this  act  provided  shall  be  computed  and 
entered  upon  the  tax  roll  and  collected  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  section  seven  of  this  act ; 
provided,  that  all  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  collected  by  the 
county  tax  collector  and  apportioned  to  the  credit  of  the  joint 
parental  school  district,  and  placed  in  the  fund  for  which  they 
were  specially  collected.  If  for  sites  or  buildings,  to  be  placed 
in  a  fund  known  as  the  joint  parental  school  building  fund,  to 
be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
collected,  the  same  as  set  forth  in  section  seven  of  this  act.  The 
board  of  trustees  of  joint  parental  school  districts  shall 
organize,  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman, 
and  by  the  election  of  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  the  city  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  or  the  secretary  of  a  board  of  education  or 
the  clerk  of  one  of  the  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  trustees 
of  the  cities,  or  school  districts  united,  and  such  secretary  shall 
serve  without  additional  salary.  All  moneys  in  a  joint  parental 
school  fund  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  joint  parental  school  district  for  the  purposes  herein 
set  forth,  and  in  the  same  manner  that  fimds  are  paid  from 
the  ordinary  school  funds  of  a  school  district. 

Fines  paid  to  parental  school  fund. 

Sec.  9.  All  fines  paid  as  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  when  .collected  or  received, 
be  paid  over  by  the  justice  or  officer  receiving  the  same  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  city»  or  city  and  county,  in  which  the  offense 
was  committed,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  parental  school 
fund  of  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  if  there  be  such  a  fund, 
otherwise  to  the  credit  of  the  general  school  fund  of  such  city, 
or  city  and  county,  or  to  the  county  treasurer,  to  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  school  fund  of  the  school  district  in  which  the 
offense  was  committed. 
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Parents  of  deaf  or  blind  children  must  send  them  to  school. 

Sec.  10.  Any  parent  or  guardian  of  any  deaf,  dumb,  or 
blind  child,  legally  entitled  to  admission  to  said  institution, 
shall  send  such  child  to  said  institution  until  such  child  shall 
have  been  therein  for  five  years,  or  shall  have  reached  the  age 
of  majority,  unless  such  child  shall  be  excused  from  such 
attendance  by  the  board  of  education  or  board  of  trustees  of  the 
city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district  in  which  such  child 
resides,  for  the  reason  that  the  child's  bodily  or  mental  condi- 
tion is  such  as  to  prevent  or  render  inadvisable  attendance  at 
said  institution,  or  for  the  reason  that  such  child  is  receiving 
proper  instruction  at  home  or  in  some  public  or  private  school. 
Any  parent  or  guardian  failing  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be 
punishable  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Officers  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.  Any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  recorder  of  the  city  or 
city  and  county,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township  in 
which  the  school  district  is  located,  or  in  which  the  oflfense  is 
committed,  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  committed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  three. 

Sec.  13.  An  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  enforce  the  enducational 
rights  of  children,"  approved  March  twenty-eight,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

ACT  REGULATING  EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN. 

An  act  to  amend  "An  act  regulating  the  employment  and  hours  of 
labor  of  children,  prohibiting  the  employment  of  minora  under 
certain  ages^  prohibiting  the  employment  of  certain  illiterate 
minors,  providina  for  the  enforcement  hereof  by  the  commissioner 
of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics,  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  hereof,'*  approved  February  20,  1905,  approved  April  14, 
1911,  as  amended. 

[Approved  June  2,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

• 

Section  1.  An  act  entitled,  **An  act  regulating  the  employ- 
ment and  hours  of  labor  of  children,  prohibiting  the  employ- 
ment of  minors  under  certain  ages,  prohibiting  the  employment 
of  certain  illiterate  minors,  providing  for  the  enforcement 
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hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics, 
and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  hereof,"  approved 
February  20,  1905,  approved  April  14,  1911,  as  amended,  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Minors  may  not  work,  when. 

Section  1.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall 
be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  manufacturing,  mechanical,  or 
mercantile  establishment,  or  other  place  of  labor,  more  than 
eight  hours  in  one  day,  except  when  it  is  necessary  to  make 
repairs  to  prevent  the  interruption  of  the  ordinary  running 
of  the  machinery,  or  when  a  diflEerent  apportionment  of  the 
hours  of  labor  is  made  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making  a  shorter 
day's  work  for  one  day  of  the  week,  and  in  no  case  shall  the 
hours  of  labor  exceed  forty-eight  hours  in  a  week. 

Minors  under  eighteen  shall  not  work  between  ten  p.  m.  and 
Ave  a.  m. 

Sec.  2.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall  be 
employed  or  permitted  to  work  between  the  hours  of  ten 
o'clock  in  the  evening  and  five  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Minors  must  have  permit. 

Sec.  3.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  shall  be 
employed  in  any  mercantile  institution,  office,  laundry,  manu- 
facturing establishment,  workshop,  place  of  amusement,  res- 
taurant, hotel,  apartment  house,  or  in  the  distribution  or  trans- 
mission of  merchandise  or  messages,  unless  such  minor  is  sup- 
plied with  a  permit  to  work  as  hereinafter  provided. 

County  superintendent  of  schools  may  issue  permits. 

Sec.  4.  The  superintendent  of  schools  of  any  city,  or  of 
any  city  and  county,  or  of  any  county  (over  such  portions  of 
any  such  county  as  are  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
superintendent  of  city  schools)  shall  have  authority  to  issue  a 
permit  to  work  to  any  minor  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and 
fifteen  years,  in  any  of  the  following  circumstances: 

Limits  of  permit — on  file  where. 

(1)  Where  such  minor  has  completed  the  prescribed  gram- 
mar school  course,  and  is  physically  fitted  for  the  labor  con- 
templated; or 

(2)  Where  upon  the  sworn  statement  being  made  by  the 
parent,  or  foster-parent,  or  guardian,  of  such  minor,  that  such 
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minor  is  past  the  age  of  twelve  years,  that  the  parent  or  parents, 
or  foster-parent  or  foster-parents,  or  guardian,  of  such  minor 
is  incapacitated  for  labor  through  illness  or  injury,  or  that 
through  the  death  or  desertion  of  the  father  of  such  minor, 
the  family  is  in  need  of  the  earnings  of  such  minor,  and  that 
sufficient  aid  cannot  be  secured  in  any  other  manner.  The 
person  authorized  to  issue  such  permit  shall  make  a  signed 
statement  in  granting  such  permit  that  he,  or  a  competent 
person  designated  by  him  for  this  purpose,  has  carefully  inves- 
tigated the  conditions  under  which  the  application  for  such 
permit  has  been  asked,  and  has  found  that  in  his  judgment  the 
earnings  of  such  minor  are  necessary  for  such  family  to  sup- 
port such  minor,  and  that  in  his  judgment  sufficient  aid  can 
not  be  secured  in  any  other  manner. 

Sec.  5.  No  permit  as  specified  in  section  4  of  this  act  shall 
be  issued  except  upon  written  evidence  that  suitable  work 
is  waiting  for  such  minor,  and  such  permit  shall  specify  the 
kind  of  labor.  Permits  issued  under  subdivision  (2)  of  said 
section  4  shall  in  no  case  be  issued  for  a  longer  period  than 
shall  seem  necessary,  nor  for  longer  than  six  months,  at  the 
end  of  which  period  such  superintendent  shall  see  that  such 
minor  returns^to  school,  unless  a  new  permit  to  labor  is  issued. 
Such  permit  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  corpor- 
ation employing  the  minor  therein  designated,  during  the 
term  of  said  employment,  and  shall  be  given  up  to  such  minor 
upon  his  quitting  such  employment.  Where  such  minor  works 
for  himself  and  not  for  others,  such  minor  shall  keep  in  his 
possession  such  permit.  Such  permit  shall  be  issued  on  forms 
in  accordance  with  this  act,  which  shall  be  prepared  and  pro- 
vided by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  of 
the  State  of  California.  Such  permit  shall  be  subject  to  revoca- 
tion at  any  time  by  such  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor 
statistics,  or  by  the  authority  issuing  such  permit,  whenever 
such  commissioner,  or  the  authority  issuing  such  permit  shall 
find  that  the  conditions  for  the  legal  issuance  of  such  permit 
do  not  exist.  Such  permit  shall  be  always  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  attendance  and  probation  officers,  or  of  the  officers 
of  the  state  bureau  of  labor  statistics.  A  duplicate  copy  of 
each  permit  to  work  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  kept  by  the  person  issuing  such  permit,  such  copy 
to  be  filed  with  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  city,  or 
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city  and  county,  or  county,  as  the  case  may  be ;  provided,  that 
all  copies  of  permits  issued  between  June  25th  and  December 
25th  of  any  year  shall  be  filed  not  later  than  December  31st 
of  such  year;  and  those  issued  between  December  25th  and 
June  25th  of  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  filed  not  later  than 
June  30th  of  each  year.  Corresponding  semiannual  reports 
of  all  such  permits  issued  shall  be  made  by  such  superin- 
tendents in  such  form  as  may  be  required  by  the  commissioner 
of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  of  the  State  of  California. 

Attendance  officer  may  investigate. 

Sec.  6.  The  attendance  officer  of  any  county,  city  and 
county,  or  school  district  in  which  any  place  of  employment, 
in  this  act  named,  is  situated,  or  the  probation  officer  of  such 
county,  shall  have  the  right  and  authority  at  all  times  to  enter 
into  any  such  place  of  employment  for  the  purpose  of  inves- 
tigating violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  violations 
of  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  **An  act  to  enforce  the 
educational  rights  of  children  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  act,''  approved  March  24,  1903,  and  any  act 
amending  or  superseding  the  same ;  provided,  however,  that  if 
such  attendance  or  probation  officer  is  denied  entrance  to  such 
place  of  employment,  any  magistrate  may,  upon  the  filing  of 
an  affidavit  by  such  attendance  or  probation  officer  setting 
forth  the  fact  that  he  has  a  good  cause  to  believe  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  the  act  hereinbefore  referred  to,  are 
being  violated  in  such  place  of  employment,  issue  an  order 
directing  such  attendance  or  probation  officer  to  enter  said  place 
of  employment  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  investigations ; 
and  provided,  that  any  such  minor  over  the  age  of  twelve  years 
may  be  employed  at  any  of  the  occupations  mentioned  in  this 
act  on  the  regular  weekly  school  holidays,  or  during  the  regular 
vacation  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city,  county,  or  city  and 
county,  in  which  the  place  of  employment  is  situated,  upon 
the  production  of  a  permit  signed  by  the  principal,  vice- 
principal  of  the  school,  or  secretary  of  the  board  of  school 
trustees  or  board  of  education  of  the  school  which  such  minor 
is  attending,  or  has  attended  during  the  term  next  preceding 
any  such  vacation.  Such  permit  shall  contain  the  name  and 
age  of  the  minor  to  whom  it  is  issued,  and  when  issued  for  the 
regular  vacation,  the  date  of  the  termination  of  the  vacation 
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for  which  it  is  issued,  and  in  any  case  shall  be  kept  on  file  by 
the  employer  during  the  period  of  employment,  and  at  the 
termination  of  such  employment  shall  be  returned  to  the  minor 
to  whom  it  was  issued. 

Minor  under  sixteen  must  not  work  during  school  hours. 

Sec.  7.  No  minor  who  is  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  employed  or  permitted  to  work  at  any  gainfxd  occupation 
during  the  hours  that  the  public  schools  of  the  city,  town  or 
school  district  in  which  his  place  of  employment  is  situated 
are  in  session,  unless  he  or  she  has  completed  the  prescribed 
grammar  school  course,  or  unless  he  or  she  is  a  regular  attend- 
ant for  the  then  current  term  at  a  regularly  conducted  night 
school;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  bodily  or  mental  condi- 
tion of  said  minor  is  such  as  to  render  inadvisable  attendance 
at  school  or  application  to  study,  a  certificate  from  any  licensed 
physician  that  said  minor  should  not  attend  school  shall  be 
sufficient  excuse  for  such  non-attendance. 

Employer  must  post  notices. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  employing  minors 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  in  any  manufacturing  establish- 
ment, shall  post  and  keep  posted,  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
every  room  where  such  minors  are  employed,  a  written  or 
printed  notice  stating  the  number  of  hours  per  day  for  each 
day  of  the  week  required  of  such  minors. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  agent  or  officer 
of  a  firm  or  corporation,  employing  or  permitting  minors 
under  sixteen  and  over  fifteen  years  of  age  to  work  in  any 
mercantile  institution,  office,  laundry,  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment, workshop,  place  of  amusement,  restaurant,  hotel, 
apartment  house,  or  in  the  distribution  or  transmission  of 
merchandise  or  messages,  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names, 
ages,  and  places  of  residence  of  such  minors,  and  shall  have  on 
file  a  certificate  of  age  and  schooling,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
for  every  such  minor  so  employed,  said  record  and  certificate 
to  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  school  attendance 
and  probation  officers  of  the  city  and  county,  city,  or  county,  in 
which  the  place  of  employment  is  situated,  or  of  the  officers  of 
the  state  bureau  of  labor  statistics. 
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Who  may  approve  certificate. 

Sec.  10.  An  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall  be  approved 
only  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  city  or  city  and 
county,  or  by  a  person  authorized  by  him  in  writing,  or  where 
there  is  no  city  or  city  and  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
by  a  person  authorized  by  the  local  school  trustees ;  provided, 
that  the  superintendent  or  principal  of  any  school  of  recog- 
nized standing  shall  have  the  right  to  approve  an  age  and 
schooling  certificate,  and  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  powers 
as  the  superintendent  of  public  schools  to  issue  the  certificate 
herein  provided  for  the  children  attending  such  schools.  The 
person  authorized  to  issue  age  and  schooling  certificates  shall 
have  the  authority  to  administer  the  oaths  necessary  for  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  no  fees  shall  be  charged 
for  issuing  such  certificates. 

An  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall  be  issued  only  upon 
the  written  request  of  the  prospective  employer  of  such  minor, 
which  written  request  shall  be  filed  by  the  person  issuing  the 
certificate. 

An  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall  not  be  approved  unless 
satisfactory  evidence  is  furnished  by  the  last  school  census,  the 
certificate  of  birth  or  baptism  of  such  minor,  the  public  register 
of  birth  of  such  minor,  or  in  some  other  manner,  that  such 
minor  is  of  the  age  stated  in  such  certificate.  A  duplicate 
copy  of  each  age  and  schooling  certificate  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  kept  by  the  person  issuing  such 
certificate,  such  copy  to  be  filed  with  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  in  the  county  where  the  certificate  is  issued ;  provided, 
that  all  such  copies  of  certificates  issued  between  June  25th 
and  December  25th  of  any  year  shall  be  filed  not  later  than 
December  31st  of  such  year ;  and  those  issued  between  December 
25th  and  June  25th  of  the  ensuing  year,  shall  be  filed  not 
later  than  June  30th  of  each  year.  The  county  superintendent 
of  schools  of  each  county  shall  file  with  the  commissioner  of 
the  bureau  of  labor  statistics,  a  report  showing  the  number  of 
age  and  schooling  certificates  issued  to  male  and  female  minors 
and  such  other  detailed  information  as  the  commissioner  may 
require.  Said  report  to  be  filed  during  the  months  of  January 
and  July  of  each  year  for  the  preceding  six  months,  ending 
June  25th  and  December  25th  of  each  year,  and  cover  certifi- 
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eates  issned  during  said  periods  and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  as  described  in  this  section. 

Form  of  certificate,  by  whom  furnished. 

Sec.  11.  Age  and  schooling  certificates  shall  be  issued  on 
forms  which  shall  be  prepared  and  provided  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form,  to  wit: 

Age  and  schooling  certificate.  This  certifies  that  I  am  the 
(father,  mother,  or  guardian)  of  (name  of  the  minor)  and  that 
(he  or  she)  was  bom  at  (name  of  the  city  or  town),  in  the 
county  of  (name  of  county,  if  known),  and  state  (or  country) 
of  (name)  on  the  day  (day  and  year  of  birth),  and  is  now 
(number  of  years  and  of  months)  old. 

Signature,  as  provided  in  this  act. 

City  or  town,  and  date. 

There  personally  appeared  before  me  the  above  named  (name 
of  person  signing)  and  made  oath  that  the  following  certificate 
by  (him  or  her)  signed  is  true  to  the  best  of  (his  or  her)  knowl- 
edge and  belief. 

I  hereby  approve  the  foregoing  certificate  of  (name  of 
minor),  height  (feet  and  inches),  complexion  (fair  or  dark), 
hair  (color),  having  no  sufficient  reason  to  doubt  that  (he  or 
she)  is  of  the  age  therein  certified,  and  I  hereby  certify  that 
(he  or  she)  (has  or  has  not)  completed  the  prescribed  grammar 
school  course. 

Signature  of  the  person  authorized  to  sign,  with  his  official 
character  and  authority. 

Town  or  city  and  date. 

This  certificate  belongs  to  the  minor  in  whose  behalf  it  is 
drawn  and  it  shall  be  presented  to  (him  or  her)  whenever 
(he  or  she)  leaves  the  services  of  the  person,  firm,  or  corpora- 
tion holding  the  same. 

The  certificate  as  to  the  birthplace  and  age  of  the  minor 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  signed  by  his  father,  his 
mother,  or  his  guardian ;  if  a  minor  has  no  father,  mother,  or 
guardian  living  in  the  same  city  or  town,  his  own  signature  to 
the  certificate  may  be  accepted  by  the  person  authorized  to 
approve  the  same.  Every  person  authorized  to  sign  the  certifi- 
cate prescribed  by  this  act,  who  knowingly  certifies  to  any  false 
statement  therein,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
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viction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  more 
than  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

minors  must  attend  school,  when. 

Sec.  12.  No  minor  having  a  permit  to  work,  as  described 
in  sections  3,  4,  and  5  of  this  act,  and  no  minor  having  an 
age  and  schooling  certificate,  as  described  in  sections  9,  10 
and  11  of  this  act,  and  no  other  minor  under  sixteen  years  of 
age,  who  would  by  law  be  required  to  attend  school,  shall, 
while  the  public  schools  are  in  session,  be  and  remain  idle 
and  unemployed  for  a  period  longer  than  two  weeks,  but  must 
enroll  and  attend  school ;  provided,  that  within  one  week  after 
any  minor  having  such  a  permit  to  work  or  such  age  and 
schooling  certificate  shall  have  ceased  to  be  employed  by  any 
employer,  such  employer  shall,  in  writing,  giving  the  latest 
correct  address  of  such  minor  known  to  such  employer,  notify 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of  such  county,  that  such 
minor  is  no  longer  employed  by  such  employer;  and  such 
county  superintendnet  of  schools,  shall  thereupon  inmiediately 
notify  the  attendance  officer  ha^dng  jurisdiction  in  the  place 
of  such  minor's  residence,  giving  the  said  latest  known  correct 
address  of  such  minor,  that  such  minor  is  neither  at  work 
nor  iii  school ;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  such  minor  shall 
be  permitted  to  cease  school  attendance,  without  securing  a 
permit  to  work,  or  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  as  provided 
in  this  act. 

Penalty  for  employment  of  minor. 

Sec.  13.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  agent,  or  officer 
of  a  firm  or  corporation  that  violates  or  omits  to  comply  with 
any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act,  or  that  employs 
or  suffers  or  permits  any  minor  to  be  employed  in  violation 
thereof,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
or  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  sixty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, for  each  and  every  offense.  A  failure  to  produce  any 
age  and  schooling  certificate  or  permit  to  work  or  to  post  any 
notice  required  by  this  act,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  illegal  employment  of  any  minor  whose  age  and  schooling 
certificate  or  permit  to  work  is  not  produced,  or  whose  name 
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is  not  SO  posted.  Any  fine  collected  nnder  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  school  funds  of  the  county,  or 
city,  or  city  and  county  in  which  the  oflfense  occurred ;  except 
such  fines  imposed  and  collected  as  the  result  of  prosecutions 
by  the  officers  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics.  In  such  cases 
one  half  of  the  resultant  fine  or  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the 
state  treasury  and  credited  to  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
bureau  of  labor  statistics,  and  one  half  paid  into  the  school 
funds  of  the  county,  or  city,  or  city  and  county  in  which 
the  offense  occurred. 

Exceptions  to  act. 

Sec.  14.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  employment  of  minors  at  agricultural,  horticultural,  or 
viticultural,  or  domestic  labor  during  the  time  the  public 
schools  are  not  in  session,  or  during  other  than  school  hours. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  horticultural  shall  be  understood 
to  include  the  curing  and  drying,  but  not  the  canning,  of  all 
varieties  of  fruit.  Nor  shall  anything  in  this  act  be  construed 
to  prohibit  any  minor  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  eighteen 
years,  who  is  by  any  statute  or  statutes  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, now  or  hereafter  in  force,  permitted  to  be  employed  as 
an  actor,  or  actress,  or  performer  in  a  theatre,  or  other  place  of 
amusement,  previous  to  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock  p.m.,  in  the 
presentation  of  a  performance,  play  or  drama,  continuing  from 
an  earlier  hour  till  after  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock  p.  m.,  from  per- 
forming his  or  her  part  in  such  presentation  as  such  employee 
between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock  p.m.;  provided, 
the  written  consent  of  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor 
statistics  is  first  obtained.  Nor  shall  anything  in  this  act  pre- 
vent, or  be  construed  to  prohibit,  the  employment  of  any  minor, 
whether  resident  or  non-resident,  in  the  presentation  of  a  drama 
or  dramatic  play  with  the  written  consent  of  the  commissioner 
of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics,  but  no  such  consent  shall  be 
given  unless  the  officer  giving  it  is  satisfied  that  the  environ- 
ment  in  which  the  drama  or  dramatic  play  is  to  be  produced 
is  a  proper  environment  for  the  minor,  and  that  the  conditions 
of  such  employment  are  not  detrimental  to  the  health  of  such 
minor,  and  that  the  minor's  education  will  not  be  neglected  or 
hampered  by  its  participation  in  such  drama  or  dramatic  play, 
and  every  such  written  consent  shall  specify  the  name  and  age 
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of  the  minor  together  with  such  other  facts  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  proper  indentification  of  such  minor,  and  the  dates 
when,  and  the  theatres  or  other  places  of  amusement  in  which, 
such  dramas  or-  dramatic  plays  are  to  be  produced,  and  shall 
specify  the  dramas  or  dramatic  plays  in  which  the  minor  is 
permitted  to  participate,  and  every  such  consent  shall  be 
revocable  at  the  will  of  the  officer  giving  it. 

Who  must  enforce  act. 

Sec.  15.  The  bureau  of  labor  statistics  shall  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  The  commissioner,  his  deputies  and  agents, 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  sheriffs  or  other 
peace  officers,  to  make  arrests  for  violations  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  to  serve  any  process  or  notice  throughout  the 
state. 


An  act  to  aid  the  enforcement  of  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  enforce 
tlie  educational  rights  of  children  and  providing  penalties  for 
violation  of  the  act,"  approved  March  24*  1903. 

[Approved  March  8,  1009.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  minors  coming  within  the  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled,  ''An  act  regulating  the  employment  and  hours  of 
labor  of  children,  prohibiting  the  employment  of  minors  under 
certain  ages,  prohibiting  the  employment  of  certain  illiterate 
minors,  providing  for  the  enforcement  hereof  by  the.  commis- 
sioner of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  and  providing  penalties 
for  the  violation  hereof,"  (approved  February  20,  1905)  and 
found  employed  and  at  work  without  the  necessary  legal 
authorization  as  provided  for  and  required  in  said  act  and 
whose  ages  are  between  the  maximum  and  minimum  age  limits 
as  described  in  an  act  entitled,  ''An  act  to  enforce  the  educa- 
tional rights  of  children  and  providing  penalties  for  violation 
of  the  act,"  shall  be  placed  or  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the 
school  district  authorities  of  the  county,  city,  or  city  and  county 
in  which  they  are  found  illegally  at  work. 

Sec.  2.  The  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
is  hereby  authorized,  directed  and  empowered  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  act  providing  for  the  removal  of  civil  officers  for  a  violation  of 

official  duties. 

[Approved  March  30,  1874.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  member  of  any  board  of  directors,  board 
of  commissioners,  or  other  board  of  oflScers,  state,  city,  county, 
or  district,  or  other  person  who  has  been  elected  or  appointed, 
or  who  shall  hereafter  be  elected  or  appointed,  to  hold,  control, 
build,  or  manage  any  public  building  of  this  state,  or  of  any 
county,  city,  or  city  and  county  in  this  state,  or  to  hold,  con- 
trol, manage,  or  disburse  any  of  the  public  funds  of  this  state, 
or  of  any  county,  city,  or  city  and  county  in  this  state,  or  any 
person  acting  by,  through,  or  under  the  authority  of  any  such 
board  of  directors,  board  of  commissioners,  or  other  board  of 
officers,  or  other  person,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  other  officer  in  the 
state  who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  wilful  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  under  which  he  or  they  were  or  may 
be  hereafter  elected  or  appointed,  or  of  any  other  statute  or 
statutes  of  this  state,  prescribing  or  defining  their  duties  and 
powers,  or  passed  for  their  government  and  control,  or  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  any  other  wilful  violation  of  official  duty, 
shall  be  deprived  of  his  office  and  otherwise  punished,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  complaint  in  writing,  duly  verified 
by  the  oath  of  any  complainant,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
district  court,  alleging  that  any  of  the  officers,  or  other  persons 
referred  to  in  section  one  of  this  act,  have,  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  said  court,  been  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  said  section,  or  of  any  other  statute  or  statutes  of  this  state 
which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  passed  for  their  govern- 
ment and  control,  or  prescribing  or  defining  their  duties  and 
powers,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  cite  the  party  or 
parties  charged,  to  appear  before  him  on  a  certain  day,  not 
more  than  ten  nor  less  than  five  days  from  the  time  when  said 
complaint  shall  be  presented,  and  on  that  day,  or  some  subse- 
quent day,  not  more  than  twenty  days  from  that  on  which  said 
complaint  is  presented,  shall  proceed  to  hear,  in  a  summary 
manner,  the  complaint  and  evidence  offered  in  support  of  the 
same,  and  the  evidence  offered  by  the  party  or  parties  com- 
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plained  of;  and  if,  on  such  hearing,  it  shall  appear  that  the 
charge  or  charges  contained  in  said  complaint  are  sustained, 
the  court  shall  enter  a  decree  that  said  party  or  parties  com- 
plained of  shall  be  deprived  of  his  or  their  office  or  position, 
and  shall  enter  judgment  for  one  hundred  dollars  in  favor  of 
the  complainant,  and  for  such  costs  as  are  allowed  in  civil  cases. 

S£C.  3.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal  or  impair 
the  provisions  of  any  other  act  concerning  officers  in  force  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  hereof,  but  shall  be  construed  to  be  a 
cumulative  remedy  for  the  enforcement  of  official  duty,  and 
not  otherwise. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

An  met  to  amend  section  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization,  incorporation,  and 
government  of  municipal  corporatione,"  approved  March  13,  1883, 
concerning  the  powers  of  boards  of  education  of  cities  of  the 
fifth  class. 

[Became  a   law,   without  the  ffovemor's  approval,   March  14,   1899.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  an 
act  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization,  incorpo- 
ration and  government  of  municipal  corporations,"  approved 
March  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  798.    The  board  of  education  shall  have  power: 

First — To  establish  and  maintain  public,  primary,  kinder- 
garten, grammar,  and  evening  schools,  and  to  subdivide  the 
school  districts,  and  to  fix  and  alter  the  boundaries  of  aneh 
subdivisions. 

Second — To  employ  and  dismiss  a  superintendent  of  schools, 
teachers,  janitors,  truant  officers,  and  school  census  marshals, 
and  to  fix,  alter,  allow,  and  order  paid  their  salaries  or  compen- 
sation; and  to  employ  and  pay  such  mechanics  and  laborers 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  hereby 
conferred. 

Third — To  make,  establish,  and  enforce  all  necessary  or 
proper  rules  and  regulations,  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
this  state,   for  the  government  and  management  of  public 
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schools  within  such  city,  the  teachers  thereof,  and  the  pupils 
therein,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  laws  relating  to 
education. 

Fourth — To  provide  for  the  school  department  of  such  city, 
fuel  and  lights,  water,  printing,  and  stationery,  and  to  incur 
such  other  incidental  expenses  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
said  board. 

Fifth — To  build,  alter,  repair,  rent  and  provide  schoolhouses, 
and  to  furnish  the  same  with  proper  school  furniture,  appa- 
ratus, and  appliances,  and  to  insure  any  and  all  school 
property. 

Sixth — To  purchase,  receive,  lease,  and  hold  in  fee,  in  trust 
for  such  city,  any  and  all  real  estate  and  personal  property 
that  may  have  been  acquired,  or  may  hereafter  be  acquired, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools  of  such  city ;  provided, 
that  no  real  estate  shall  be  bought,  sold,  or  exchanged,  nor  any 
expenditure  incurred  for  the  construction  of  new  schoolhouses, 
without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees;  arid  provided^ 
further,  that  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale  or  exchange  of  real 
estate  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  purchase  of  other  lots 
for  the  erection  of  schoolhouses. 

Seventh — To  grade,  fence,  and  improve  all  school  lots. 

Eighth — To  determine  annually  the  amount  of  money 
required  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  and  for  carrying 
into  effect  all  the  provisions  of  law  in  reference  thereto ;  and  in 
pursuance  of  this  provision  the  board  of  education  shall,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  at 
which  the  annual  city  taxes  are  levied,  submit  in  writing  to  the 
board  of  trustees  a  careful  estimate  of  the  whole  amount  of 
money  to  be  received  from  the  state  and  county,  and  of  the 
amount  to  be  required  from  such  city  for  the  above-mentioned 
purposes;  and  the  amount  so  found  to  be  required  from  the 
city  shall,  by  the  board  of  trustees,  be  added  to  the  above 
amounts  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  city  purposes,  and 
when  collected  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  immediately  paid 
into  the  school  fund  of  such  city,  to  be  drawn  out  only  upon 
the  order  of  the  board  of  education;  provided,  that  such 
annual  tax  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  within  such  city.

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Ninth — To  establish  reflations  for  the  just  and  equal 
bursement  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  school  fund. 

Tenth — To  discharge  all  legal  incumbrances  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  incorporation  of  such  city,  or  thereafter,  on  any 
school  property  within  such  city. 

Eleventh — To  admit  non-resident  children,  and  persons  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  any  of  the  departments  of  the 
schools  of  such  city,  upon  the  payment,  monthly,  in  advance, 
of  such  tuition  fee  as  said  board  may  establish. 

Twelfth — To  prohibit  any  children  under  six  years  of  age 
from  attending  the  public  schools. 

Thirteenth — To  establish  and  regulate  the  grades  of  schools 
in  such  city,  and  the  course  of  study,  and  the  mode  of  instruc- 
tion to  be  pursued  therein  and  to  determine  what  text-books 
shall,  be  used. 

Fourteenth — To  do  and  perform,  in  addition  to  the  forego- 
ing powers,  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
carry  into  effect  the  powers  hereby  conferred. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


ACT   RELATIVE   TO    ISSUE   OF   BONDS   BY   CERTAIN   SCHOOL 

DISTRICTS. 

An  act  to  regulate  the  issue  of  bonds  of  school  districts  in  cities  of 
the  fifth  class,  and  school  districts  partly  within  and  partly  without 
such  cities  of  the  fifth  class. 

[Approved  March  20,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  education  of  any  school  district  in 
a  city  of  the  fifth  class,  or  of  any  school  district  which  embraces 
territory,  a  portion  of  which  is  within  and  a  portion  of  which 
is  without  such  city  of  the  fifth  class,  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment it  is  advisable,  and  must,  when  requested  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  such  city,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors 
of  the  district  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district  shall  be  issued 
and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  purchase  school 
lots,  and  for  building  or  purchasing  or  repairing  one  or  more 
schoolhouses,  and  supplying  the  same  with  furniture,  necessary 
apparatus,  and  improving  the  groimds,  and  for  liquidating 
any  indebtedness  already  incurred  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  2.     Such  election  must  be  called  by  posting  notices, 
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signed  by  the  board  of  education,  in  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  the  district,  for  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the 
election,  and  by  publishing  such  notices  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  such  city,  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks. 

Sec.  3.    Such  notices  must  contain: 

1.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

2.  The  names  of  one  inspector  and  two  judges  in  each  voting 
precinct  in  said  district  to  conduct  the  same. 

3.  The  hours  during  the  day.  not  less  than  six  hours,  in 
which  the  polls  will  be  open. 

The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of 
interest,  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  forty,  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are  to  run. 

Sec.  4.  Such  election  shall  be  held,  in  all  respects  as  nearly 
as  practicable,  in  conformity  with  the  general  election  law; 
provided^  that  no  particular  form  of  ballot  shall  be  required, 
excepting  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballots,  which  shall 
be  ** Bonds — ^Yes,"  or  *' Bonds — ^No'';  nor  shall  any  informali- 
ties, not  amounting  to  fraud  in  conducting  such  election,  invali- 
date the  same. 

Sec.  5.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  one 
o'clock  p.  m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
education,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns,  and 
if  it  appears  that  two  thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election 
were  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then  the  board  shall  cause 
an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes,  and  shall 
certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  said 
district  is  located,  the  proceedings  had  in  the  premises;  and 
thereupon  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such 
district,  to  the  number  and  amount  provided  in  such  proceed- 
ings, payable  out  of  the  bond  fund  of  such  district  (naming 
the  same) ,  and  that  the  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  said  district  for  the  redemption  of  said 
bonds,  and  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon;  provided,  that 
the  total  amount  of  bonds  so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per 
cent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown  by  the  last 
equalized  assessment  of  the  property  in  such  school  district. 

Sec.  6.    The  board  of  supervisors,  by  an  order  entered  upon 
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its  minutes,  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds,  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the  date 
thereof. 

Sec.  7.  Said  bonds  must  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the 
United  States,  must  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board 
of  supervisors,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  county, 
who  must  affix  the  county  seal  thereto ;  must  not  bear  a  greater 
rate  of  interest  than  eight  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable 
semiannually  in  like  gold  coin;  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for 
not  less  than  par  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be  deposited  in  the  county 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund  of  said  school  dis- 
trict, and  be  drawn  out  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  as  other 
school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 

Sec.  8.  The  county  board  of  supervisors  shall  annually, 
at  the  time  of  levying  taxes  for  county  purposes,  levy  a  tax 
upon  the  taxable  property  within  such  district,  sufficient  to 
pay  the  annual  interest  on  such  bonds  and  to  pay  the  principal 
in  equal  annual  installments ;  but  the  order  directing  the  issue 
of  bonds  may  prescribe  that  the  payment  of  the  principal  may 
be  deferred  for  not  more  than  five  years.  All  moneys  so 
collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  and  used  for 
the  payment  of  interest  and  principal  of  such  bonds,  and  for 
no  other  purpose.  The  county  auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant 
for  the  payment  of  interest  and  installments,  and  cancel  all 
coupons  and  bonds  redeemed  and  file  them  with  the  county 
treasurer.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  so  far  as 
applicable,  govern  any  bonds  that  may  have  been  heretofore 
issued  by  such  school  districts. 

Sec.  9.  If  payment  of  any  coupon  or  bond  lawfully  issued 
by  any  such  school  district  should,  after  presentation  and 
demand  of  payment  at  the  office  of  the  county  treasurer,  be 
refused,  the  owner  may  file  such  bond,  together  with  all  unpaid 
interest  coupons,  with  the  state  controller,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor,  and  the  same  shall  be  registered  in  the  state  con- 
troller's office;  and  the  state  board  of  equalization  shall,  at 
their  next  session,  and  at  each  annual  equalization  thereafter, 
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add  to  the  state  tax  so  levied  in  said  district  a  sufficient  rate 
to  raise  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  past  due  prior 
to  the  next  levy,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
as  a  part  of  the  state  tax,  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury, 
and  passed  to  the  special  credit  of  such  district  bond  tax,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  warrants,  as  the  payments  mature,  to  the 
holder  [of]  such  registered  obligations,  as  shown  by  the  register 
in  the  office  of  the  state  controller,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully 
satisfied  and  discharged;  any  balance  then  remaining  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  is  situated 
the  district  by  which  such  bond  was  issued,  and  shall  be 
placed  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
school  fund  of  said  district.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

ADOPTED  BT   THB 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

For  the  Government  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State  of  California. 


Adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  November  13»  1913,  In  accord- 
ance with  subdivision  1  of  section  1619  of  the  Political  Code,  and 
required  by  law  to  be  enforced  In  all  the  public  schools. 


Section  1.  Teachers  are  required  to  be  present  at  their 
respective  schoolrooms,  and  to  open  them  for  the  admission  of 
pupils,  at  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  prescribed  for  com- 
mencing school,  and  to  observe  pimctually  the  hours  for  open- 
ing and  closing  school. 

Sec.  2.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  special  action  of  trus- 
tees or  board  of  education,  the  daily  school  session  shall  com- 
mence at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  and  close  at  four  o'clock  p.  m.,  with 
an  intermission  at  noon  of  one  hour,  from  twelve  o'clock  m.  to 
one  o'clock  p.  m.  Not  less  than  twenty  minutes  shall  be 
devoted  to  recesses  during  both  the  forenoon  and  afternoon 
session;  and  in  all  primary  grades  no  pupil  shall  be  kept  in 
school  longer  than  one  hour  without  a  recess;  provided,  that 
the  minimum  school  day  for  any  school  sharing  in  state  funds 
on  a  basis  of  average  daily  attendance  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  four  hours  of  actual  work  and  attendance  exclusive  of 
recesses.  Each  school  day  shall  be  divided  into  four  approxi- 
mately equal  parts.  One  fourth  of  a  day's  attendance  shall 
consist  of  actual  work  and  attendance  for  not  less  than  one 
hour,  exclusive  of  recesses;  one  half  of  a  day's  attendance  shall 
consist  of  actual  work  and  attendance  for  not  less  than  two 
hours,  exclusive  of  recesses ;  three  fourths  of  a  day's  attendance 
shall  consist  of  actual  work  and  attendance  for  not  less  than 
three  hours,  exclusive  of  recesses.  In  case  of  children  under 
the  age  of  eight  years,  however,  recesses  shall  be  included  in 
the  minimum  school  day.     In  no  event  shall  attendance  by  any 
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individual  on  one  calendar  day  be  construed  as  more  than  one 
day 's  attendance.  The  word  hour,  as  used  in  this  mlei  means 
a  sixty  minute  hour.  This  rule  shall  govern  the  computation 
of  average  daily  attendance  in  day  and  evening  elementary 
and  high  schools,  polytechnic,  industrial,  agricultural,  and  all 
other  schools  drawing  state  money  on  a  basis  of  average  daily 
attendance. 

Sec.  3.  In  graded  primary  schools  in  which  the  average  age 
of  pupils  is  eight  years,  the  daily  sessions  shall  not  exceed 
four  hours  a  day,  exclusive  of  the  intermission.  If  such  schools 
are  opened  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  they  shall  be  closed  at  two 
o'clock  p.  m.  In  ungraded  schools  all  children  under  eight 
years  of  age  shall  either  be  dismissed  after  a  four  hours' 
session,  or  allowed  recesses  for  play,  of  such  length  that  the 
actual  confinement  in  the  schoolrooms  shall  not  exceed  three 
hours  and  a  half. 

Sec.  4.  No  pupils  shall  be  detained  in  school  during  the 
intermission  at  noon,  and  a  pupil  detained  at  any  recess  shall 
be  permitted  to  go  out  immediately  thereafter.  All  pupils, 
except  those  detained  for  punishment,  shall  be  required  to  pass 
out  of  the  schoolrooms  at  recess,  unless  it  would  occasion  an 
exposure  of  health. 

Sec.  5.  Principals  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  general 
management  and  discipline  of  their  schools,  and  the  studies 
pursued ;  and  the  assistant  teachers  shall  follow  their  directtona, 
and  co-operate  with  them,  not  only  during  school  hours,  but 
during  the  time  when  the  pupils  are  on  the  school  premises, 
before  and  after  school,  and  during  recesses.  Assistants  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  the  studies,  order,  and  discipline  of  their 
own  rooms,  under  the  direction  of  the  principal. 

Sec.  6.  Teachers  are  particularly  enjoined  to  devote  their 
time  faithfully  to  a  vigilant  and  watchful  care  over  the  conduct 
and  habits  of  the  pupils  during  the  time  for  relaxation  and 
play,  before  and  after  school,  and  during  the  recesses,  both  in 
the  school  buildings  and  on  the  playgrounds. 

Sec.  7.  Teachers  must  exercise  a  general  inspection  over 
the  conduct  of  pupils  going  to  and  returning  from  school. 
They  shall  exert  their  influence  to  prevent  all  quarreling  and 
disagreement,  all  rude  and  noisy  behavior  in  the  streets,  all 
vulgar  and  profane  language,  all  improper  games,  and  all  dis- 
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respect  to  citizens  and  strangers.  All  athletic  or  social  activ- 
ities, wherever  held,  when  conducted  under  the  name  or 
auspices  of  any  public  school,  or  of  any  class  or  organization 
thereof,  shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  school 
authorities. 

Sec.  8.  Principals  and  teachers  shall  prescribe  such  rules 
for  the  use  of  yards,  basements,  and  outbuildings,  connected 
with  the  schoolhouses,  as  shall  insure  their  being  kept  in  a 
neat  and  proper  condition,  and  shall  examine  them  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary  for  such  purpose.  School  boards,  superin- 
tendents, principals  and  teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  sanitary,  neat  and  cleanly  condition  of  the  school  premises. 
(See  Sec.  1546,  Pol.  Code.) 

Sec.  9.  Principals  and  teachers  shall  give  vigilant  atten- 
tion to  the  ventilation  and  temperature  and  lighting  of  their 
schoolrooms.  At  each  recess  the  windows  and  doors  shall  be 
opened  for  the  purpose  of  changing  the  atmosphere  of  the 
room. 

Sec.  10.  Teachers  shall  enter  in  the  school  register,  in  the 
order  of  their  application,  the  names  of  all  those  applying  for 
admission  to  the  school  after  the  prescribed  number  of  pupils 
or  the  number  that  can  be  accommodated  with  seats,  have  been 
received.  Such  applicants  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  whenever 
vacancies  occur,  in  the  order  of  their  registration. 

Sec.  11.  Teachers  are  authorized  to  require  excuses  from 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  pupils,  either  in  person  or  by 
written  note,  in  all  cases  of  absence  or  tardiness,  or  of  dismissal 
before  the  close  of  school;  provided,  that  such  excuses  shall 
not  be  required  until  the  following  day. 

Sec.  12.  (a)  All  free  text-books  issued  by  the  state  are, 
and  wiU  remain,  the  property  of  the  state. 

(6)  The  responsibility  for  the  care  and  preservation  of 
state  text-books  is  laid  upon  the  county  school  organizations 
through  the  county  superintendents  and  upon  the  city  organi- 
zations through  the  city  superintendents,  where  such  exist. 

(c)  All  requisitions  for  state  text-books  will  be  checked 
against,  and  must  not  exceed,  the  represented  enrollment  of 
the  districts  placing  the  requisitions. 

When  the  requisitions  provided  by  this  act,  from  any  dis- 
trict, has  been  filed,  no  further  issue  will  be  made  to  such 
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district  except  upon  a  showing  either  of  increased  enrollment, 
or  that  a  portion  of  the  books  in  possession  of  the  district 
are  no  longer  fit  for  the  use  of  the  pupils. 

(d)  State  text-books  in  the  possession  of  any  school  district 
are  subject  to  examination  by  the  commissioner  of  elementary 
schools  or  such  other  agent  as  the  State  Board  of  Education 
may  authorize  for  this  purpose. 

{e)  The  responsibility  for  the  proper  sanitation  of  state 
text-books  shall  rest  upon  the  various  districts  and  cities  of 
this  state. 

(/)  The  several  school  districts  of  the  state,  through  the 
county  superintendents,  or  city  superintendents  where  such 
exist,  are  declared  financially  responsible  to  the  state  for  the 
loss  of  state  text-books,  or  for  their  destruction  through  other 
than  ordinary  and  reasonable  wear  and  tear. 

(g)  There  is  a  moral  responsibility  incumbent  upon  every 
superintendent,  principal,  teacher,  or  other  school  authority, 
to  render  all  possible  assistance  in  the  care  and  preservation 
of  the  property  of  the  state,  and  the  economical  distribution 
thereof. 

Sec.  13.  Any  pupil  who  shall  in  any  way  cut  or  otherwise 
injure  any  schoolhouse,  or  injure  any  fences,  trees,  or  out- 
buildings belonging  to  any  of  the  school  property,  or  shall 
write  any  profane  or  obscene  language,  or  make  any  obscene 
pictures  or  characters  on  the  school  premises,  shall  be  liable 
to  suspension,  expulsion,  or  other  punishment,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  offense.  The  principal  may  suspend  a  pupil 
temporarily  for  such  offense,  and  shall  notify  the  school  board 
of  said  action.  All  damages  done  to  school  property  by  any  of 
the  pupils  shall  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  party  com- 
miting  the  offense. 

Sec.  14.  All  pupils  who  go  to  school  without  proper  atten- 
tion having  been  given  to  personal  cleanliness,  or  neatness  of 
dress,  shall  be  sent  home,  to  be  properly  prepared  for  school, 
or  shall  be  required  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  schoolroom 
before  entering.  Every  school  building  shall  be  provided 
with  sanitary  equipment  for  personal  cleanliness. 

Sec.  15.  No  pupils  affected  with  any  contagious  disease 
shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  any  of  the  public  schools. 

Sec.  16.     The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued  shall  be 
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such,  and  such  only,  as  may  be  authorized  and  prescribed  by 
the  proper  authorities;  and  no  teacher  shall  require  or  advise 
any  of  the  pupils  to  purchase  for  use  in  the  schools  any  book 
not  contained  in  the  list  of  books  directed  and  authorized  to 
be  used  in  the  schools  by  the  legally  constituted  authorities. 

Sec.  17.  The  following  supplies  shall  be  provided  by  the 
district  clerk,  under  the  provisions  of  section  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  Political  Code,  on  the  written 
requisition  of  the  teacher,  viz:  clocks,  brooms,  dusting  cloths, 
wash  basins,  water  buckets,  drinking  cups,  dustpans,  matches, 
ink,  ink  bottles,  pens,  penholders,  pencils,  crayon  chalk,  writing 
and  drawing  paper,  hand-bells,  coal  buckets  or  wood  boxes, 
shovels,  pokers,  soap,  towels,  thermometers,  door  mats,  paint, 
and  disinfectants. 

Sec.  18.  Trustees  are  required  to  employ  a  suitable  person 
other  than  the  teacher  to  sweep  and  take  care  of  the  school- 
house,  and  they  shall  make  suitable  provision  for  supplying 
the  school  with  water.  (See  section  1617,  subdivision  76.)  In 
case  of  the  failure  of  the  trustees  to  employ  a  janitor,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  subdivision 
seventh,  of  this  code,  the  county  superintendent  shall  appoint 
a  janitor,  who  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  school  fund  of  the  dis- 
trict.    (See  section  1543,  subdivision  12.) 

Sec.  19.  In  schools  of  more  than  one  teacher,  the  board  of 
school  trustees  or  city  board  of  education  must  designate  one 
of  the  teachers  as  principal  of  the  school,  who  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  entire  school ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
rule  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  boards  of  trustees  from 
selecting  supervising  principals  and  boards  of  education  from 
selecting  superintendents  to  supervise  the  work  of  two  or  more 
schools  in  one  district. 

Sec.  20.  When  flags  are  purchased  by  the  school  board  as 
required  by  section  sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the 
Political  Code,  such  board  shall  make  ample  provision  for  their 
proper  care. 
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RULESiFOR  PUPILS. 


1.  Every  pupil  is  expected  to  attend  school  punctually  and 
regularly;  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school,  and  to 
obey  promptly  all  the  directions  of  the  teacher ;  to  observe  good 
order  and  propriety  of  deportment;  to  be  diligent  in  study, 
respectful  to  teachers,  and  kind  and  obliging  to  schoolmates ;  to 
refrain  entirely  from  the  use  of  profane  and  vulgar  language, 
and  to  be  clean  and  neat  in  person  and  clothing. 

2.  Pupils  may  be  required  in  all  cases  of  absence  to  bring, 
on  their  return  to  school,  an  excuse  in  writing  from  their 
parents  or  guardians. 

3.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  school  at  recess,  or 
at  any  other  time  before  the  regular  hour  for  closing  the  school, 
except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  on  written  request  of  parent  or 
guardian. 

4.  Each  pupil  shall  have  a  particular  desk,  and  shall  keep 
the  same,  and  the  floor  beneath,  in  a  neat  and  orderly  con- 
dition. 

5.  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  one  week,  without  giving 
notice  to  the  teacher,  shall  lose  all  claim  to  his  particular  desk.

How  coiuititiited. 

§  1617.  There  is  hereby  created  a  state  board  of  education  1617 
to  consist  of  seven  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  shall  hold  oflSce  for  a  term  of  four  years;  pro- 
vided, that  those  members  first  appointed  hereunder  shall  be 
appointed  within  thirty  days  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act ; 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year ;  two  for 
a  term  of  two  years;  two  for  a  term  of  three  years ;  and  two  for 
a  term  of  four  years.  Thereafter,  all  appointments  shall  be 
for  a  term  of  four  years.  Should  any  vacancy  occur,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor,  the 
person  so  appointed  to  hold  ofSce  only  for  the  balance  of  the 
period  of  time  that  his  predecessor  in  oflBce  would  have  held 
had  no  vacancy  occurred.  No  appointive  member  of  the  state 
board  shall  during  his  term  of  ofiSce  hold  any  salaried  educa- 
tional position. 
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Organization  of  board. 

1618  §1518.    The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 

within  thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  the  state  board  of 
education,  as  provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred 
seventeen  of  the  Political  Code,  call  a  meeting  of  such  board 
in  his  office  and  said  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of 
its  members  president. 

At  the  first  meeting  following  any  change  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  board,  said  board  shall  again  organize  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above  provision. 

Superintendent  of  public  Instruction  secretary. 

The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  secretary 
and  shall  act  as  executive  officer  of  the  board;  he  shall  have 
charge  of  all  its  correspondence  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion to  determine  all  questions  of  policy;  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  to  execute,  under 
direction  of  the  board,  the  policies  which  have  been  decided 
upon,  and  to  direct,  under  such  general  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  state  board  of  education  may  adopt,  the  work  of  all 
assistant  superintendents  of  public  instruction,  and  such  other 
appointees  and  employees  of  the  board  as  may  be  provided 
by  law.

May  adopt  rules  governing  normal  schools. 

At  the  joint  meeting  of  this  board  and  the  representatives 
of  the  normal  schools  of  the  state  provided  for  in  section  fifteen 
hundred  eighteen  a  of  the  Political  Code,  matters  affecting 
the  normal  schools  may  be  presented  by  members  of  the  board, 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  the  conunis- 
sioners  of  education,  and  by  the  representatives  of  the  normal 
schools,  and,  after  due  presentation  and  consideration,  the 
board  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  normal  schools  in  the  following  matters : 

(a)  The  standardizing,  as  far  as  the  board  shall  deem  it 
wise  and  necessary,  of  the  courses  of  instruction  offered  in  the 
several  normal  schools  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the 
public  schools  of  the  state. 

{b)  The  establishing  and  conducting  in  any  or  all  of  the 
normal  schools  of  the  state  of  such  courses  of  instruction  as 
shall  prepare  for  the  public  schools  of  the  state  special  teachers 
in  any  or  all  of  the  subjects  of  drawing,  music,  physical 
culture,  and  conmiercial,  technical  or  industrial  branches. 

(c)  The  compiling  and  publishing  of  a  list  of  text-books 
for  use  by  the  students  of  the  several  normal  schools  of  the 
state;  provided,  that  the  state  series  of  text-books  shall  be 
used  in  the  grades  and  classes  for  which  they  are  adapted, 
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1519        and  that  all  other  regular  text-books  shall  be  selected  by  the 
various  normal  school  authorities  from  said  list. 

(d)  The  prescribing  of  the  standards  of  admission  for 
students  entering  the  normal  schools,  and  the  rules  for  transfer 
of  pupils  from  one  normal  school  to  another ;  provided,  that  a 
student  for  good  cause,  niay,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
president  of  the  school  from  which  he  seeks  to  be  transferred, 
enter  any  other  normal  school  and  without  examinations  be 
admitted  to  classes  corresponding  to  those  in  the  school  which' 
he  has  left. 

(e)  The  determination  of  the  time  and  standards  for  grad- 
uation from  the  state  normal  schools. 

May  Issue  subposnas. 

Second — To  issue  subpoenas  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  before  the  board,  or  any  member  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner- that  any  court  in  this  state  may;  and  whenever 
the  testimony  of  any  witness  upon  any  matter  pending  before 
it  is  material,  the  president  must  cause  the  attendance  of  the 
witness  before  such  board,  or  a  member  thereof,  to  testify 
concerning  such  matter,  and  the  board  may  make  a  reasonable 
allowance  therefor,  not  exceeding  the  fees  of  witnesses  in  civil 
cases,  which  must  be  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  board,  but  in  no  instance  can  an 
allowance  be  made  in  favor  of  a  witness  who  appears  in  behalf 
of  a  claimant. 

Adopt  a  seal. 

Third — To  adopt  and  use,  in  authentication  of  their  acts, 
an  official  seal. 

Appoint  assistant  superintendents. 

Fourth — To  appoint  three  assistant  superintendents  of  public 
instruction,  who  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any 
civil  service  law  of  the  state,  and  who  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  follows : 

(a)  One  conmiissioner  of  elementary  schools,  who  shall  be 
experienced  in  teaching  in  and  supervising  elementary  schools. 

(6)  One  commissioner  of  secondary  schools,  who  shall  be 
experienced  in  teaching  and  who  has  been  principal  or  super- 
visor of  secondary  schools. 

(c)  One  commissioner  of  industrial  and  vocational  educa- 
tion who  has  had  experience  as  a  supervisor  of  industrial  or 
vocational  education. 
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Work  of  board — report. 

(d)  The  state  board  of  education  shall  study  the  educa- 1519 
tional  conditions  and  needs  of  the  state ;  shall  make  plans  for 
the  improvement  of  the  administration  and  efficiency  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  state ;  shall  have  power  to  conduct  educa- 
tional investigations  and  shall  employ  educational  and  busi- 
ness experts,  within  the  limits  of  its  appropriation  therefor: 
shall  annually  require  reports  as  to  the  activities  of  the  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  and  the  assistant  superin- 
tendents, and  such  other  employees  as  it  may  direct  to  report, 
for  submission  to  the  governor,  and  the  same  shall  submit 
biennially,  to  the  governor,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
September  next  preceding  the  regular  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture, a  report  of  its  transactions  for  the  preceding  two  years, 
together  with  recommendations  of  its  needs  for  the  coming 
biennium,  and  such  recommendations  as  to  changes  in  laws  or 
new  educational  legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  to  be  necessary. 

Accredit  collegee  and  unlvertftles. 

Fifth — (a)  To  prescribe  by  general  rule  the  credentials 
upon  which  persons  may  be  granted  certificates  to  teach  in 
the  high  schools  of  this  state.  No  credentials  shall  be  pre- 
scribed or  allowed,  unless  the  same,  in  the  judgment  of  said 
board,  are  the  equivalent  of  a  diploma  of  graduation  from 
the  University  of  California,  and  are  satisfactory  evidence 
that  the  holder  thereof  has  taken  an  amount  of  pedagogy 
equivalent  to  the  minimum  amount  of  pedagogy  prescribed 
by  the  state  board  of  education  of  this  state,  and  include  a 
reconmiendation  for  a  high  school  certificate  from  the  faculty 
of  the  institution  in  which  the  pedagogical  work  shall  have 
been  taken. 

Grant  special  high  school  credentials. 

(6)  To  consider  the  cases  of  individual  applicants  who  have 
taught  successfully  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty  school 
months,  and  who  are  not  possessed  of  the  credentials  prescribed 
by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  The  said 
board,  in  its  discretion,  may  issue  to  such  applicants  special 
credentials  upon  which  they  may  be  granted  certificates  to 
teach  in  the  high  schools  of  the  state.  In  such  special  cases, 
the  board  may  take  cognizance  of  any  adequate  evidence  of 
preparation  which  the  applicants  may  present.  The  standard 
of  qualification  in  such  special  cases  shall  not  be  lower  than 
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Organization  of  board. 

1618  §1518.    The   superintendent   of  public  instruction   shall 

within  thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  the  state  board  of 
education,  as  provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred 
seventeen  of  the  Political  Code,  call  a  meeting  of  such  board 
in  his  office  and  said  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of 
its  members  president. 

At  the  first  meeting  following  any  change  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  board,  said  board  shall  again  organize  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above  provision. 

Superintendent  of  public  Instruction  secretary. 

The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  secretary 
and  shall  act  as  executive  officer  of  the  board;  he  shall  have 
charge  of  all  its  correspondence  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  educa-

Meetings  of  board. 

The  board  shall  meet  every  three  months  at  such  times  as  it 
may  by  resolution  determine,  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  president.  Upon  the  request  of  any  two  members 
in  writing  the  secretary  shall  call  a  special  meeting.  Notice 
of  each  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  by  registered 
mail  to  each  member  of  the  board  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the 
time  of  any  meeting,  unless  notice  of  such  meeting  is  waived 
in  writing  by  all  members  of  the  board.  The  concurrence  of 
the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  state  board  shall  be 
necessary  to  the  validity  of  any  of  its  acts. 

Normal  school  matters  considered  annually. 

1618a  §  lB18a.  Annually,  at  such  time  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  rules  of  the  board,  a  meeting  shall  be  held  to  consider  and 
act  upon  matters  pertaining  to  the  several  normal  schools  of 
the  state.  To  such  meeting,  to  submit  and  discuss  matters

(c)  To  establish  and  prescribe  by  general  regulations  the 
qualifications  upon  which  county  boards  of  education  may 
grant  to  any  person  a  special  certificate  to  teach  any  special 
subject  or  subjects  in  such  grades  as  are  mentioned  therein; 
pravidedt  that  no  qualification  shall  be  prescribed  for  certifica- 
tion to  teach  in  any  grade,  whatever,  a  vocational  subject 
unless  the  candidate  shall  have  had,  as  a  minimuTn,  three  years' 
experience  as  a  journeyman,  or  (where  this  terminology  does 
not  apply)  its  equivalent,  in  the  vocation  in  which  he  desires 
certification.

leaue  life  diplomat. 

(e)  To  grant  life  diplomas  of  four  grades,  vaUd  through- 
out the  state,  as  follows: 

(1)  High  school:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  any 
primary  or  grammar  or  high  school. 

(2)  Qranunar  school:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in 
any  primary  or  grammar  school. 

(3)  Kindergarten-primary:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach 
in  the  kindergarten  class  of  any  primary  school. 

(4)  Special:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  any  school 
such  special  branches  and  in  such  grades  as  are  named  in  such 
diploma. 

To  whom  life  diplomat  may  be  granted. 

(/)  To  issue,  except  as  provided  in  sections  fifteen  hun- 
dred and  three  and  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  this 
code,  life  diplomas  only  to  such  persons  as  have  held  for  one 
year,  and  still  hold,  a  valid  county,  or  city  and  county,  certifi- 
cate, corresponding  in  grade  to  the  grade  of  diploma  applied 
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for,  and  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  had  1619 
a  successful  experience  in  teaching  of  at  least  forty-eight 
months.  Not  less  than  twenty-one  months  of  said  experience 
shall  have  been  in  the  public  schools  of  California.  Every 
application  must  be  accompanied  to  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion by  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  at  least  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  all  the  members  composing  a  county,  or 
city  and  county,  board  of  education,  recommending  that  the 
diploma  be  granted,  and  also  by  an  affidavit  of  the  applicant, 
specifically  setting  forth  the  places  in  which,  and  the  dates 
between  which,  said  applicant  has  taught.

Revoke  diplomas. 

ig)  To  revoke  or  suspend  for  immoral  or  unprofessional 
conduct,  or  for  evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  life  diplomas, 
documents  issued  under  the  provisions  of  sections  fifteen 
hundred  and  three  and  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-five  of 
this  code,  or  credentials  issued  in  accordance  with  subdivision 
two  of  this  section;  and  to  adopt  such  rules  for  said  revocation 
as  they  may  deem  expedient  or  necessary. 

May  have  printing  done. 

(h)  To  have  done  by  the  state  printer,  or  other  officer 
having  the  management  of  the  state  printing,  any  printing 
required  by  it ;  provided,  that  all  orders  for  printing  shall  first 
be  approved  by  the  state  board  of  control. 

Compile  and  adopt  text- books. 

Sixth — To  compile  in  whole,  or  in  part,  and  to  manufacture 
such  text-books  as  are  now  in  use ;  to  compile,  or  cause  to  be 
compiled,  and  manufacture  such  other  additional  text-books 
or  books,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  use  in  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  state,  as  provided  by  section  one 
thousand  six  hundred  sixty-five  of  the  Political  Code;  to 
purchase  books  when  necessary,  or  lease  plates,  maps,  engrav- 
ings or  copyright  matter  for  use  in  manufacturing  such  text- 
books; contract  for,  or  lease  copyrights  for  use  in  compiling, 
printing  or  publishing  such  books;  to  provide  for  the  payment 
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1619  of  royalties  or  for  the  leasing  of  plates  or  making  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  a  book,  and  to  do  any  or  all  things  that  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  uniform  series  of 
text-books  for  use  in  the  elementary  day  and  evening  schools 
of  the  state. 

Contract  for  books  or  plates. 

Seventh — ^Whenever  any  plates,  maps,  or  engravings  of  any 
publisher  or  author  are  adopted  for  use,  or  whenever  any  books 
have  been  purchased,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  state  board 
of  education  shall  enter  into  a  contract  for  not  less  than  four 
years  nor  more  than  eight  years  for  the  use  of  the  same  in  the 
elementary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  state,  and  shall 
require  a  good  and  suflScient  bond  of  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  books,  plates,  maps  or  engravings  under  a  written 
guarantee  that  the  same  shall  be  kept  revised  and  free  from 
all  errors  and  up  to  date  as  may  be  required  by  the  state  board 
of  education. 

May  securo  copyrights. 

Eighth — The  state  board  of  education  may  secure  copyrights 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  to  any 
book  that  may  be  compiled.  Whenever  any  one  or  more  of 
the  state  text-books  shall  have  been  compiled  or  purchased, 
published  and  adopted,  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion, on  the  order  of  the  state  board  of  education  shall  issue  an 
order  to  all  county,  city,  city  and  county  school  superintendents 
by  sending  notices  by  registered  mail  to  said  superintendents 
who  in  turn  shall  notify  the  secretaries  of  all  boards  of  educa- 
tion in  the  cities  and  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  school  trustees 
and  the  teacher  or  principal  in  each  school  district,  requiring 
the  uniform  use  of  such  book,  in  the  grades  of  the  elementary 
day  and  evening  schols  for  which  they  have  been  adopted,  and 
when  such  order  has  thus  been  given  and  published,  the  same 
shall  remain  in  force  and  effect  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  four 
nor  more  than  eight  years;  provided,  that  such  order  for  the 
uniform  use  of  such  book,  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  begin- 
ning of  the  next  fiscal  year;  namely,  the  first  of  July  next 
following  the  issue  of  the  order,  or  at  such  time  thereafter  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  state  board  of  education;  provided,  that 
the  book  shall  go  into  use  at  the  beginning  of  a  fiscal  year. 

When  a  book  has  been  adopted,  the  state  board  of  education 
shall  enforce  the  uniform  use  of  such  book,  in  the  elementary 
day  and  evening  schools  for  which  said  book  has  been  adopted. 
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Penalty  for  failure  to  use  books. 

Xinth — ^Any  teacher,  or  city,  county,  or  city  and  county  1519 
superintendent  of  schools  or  any  board  of  education,  refusing 
or  neglecting  to  use  said  series  of  state  text-books  at  the  time 
required  in  the  last  preceding  subdivision  of  this  act,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  proof  thereof  of  such  refusal 
or  neglect,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  in  any  way  restrict  the  additional  use  of  such 
books  as  are  now  provided  in  section  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  twelve  of  the  Political  Code. 

Approve  printing  of  books. 

Tenth — The  superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  have 
supervision  of  all  of  the  mechanical  work  connected  with  the 
printing  of  such  books  as  may  be  compiled  and  adopted  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  education  or  such  repre- 
sentative of  the  state  board  of  education  as  may  be  appointed 
to  supervise  such  work.  The  superintendent  of  state  printing 
shall  print  and  bind  such  books  in  lots  of  not  less  than  five 
thousand  and  turn  them  over  to  the  state  board  of  education 
at  the  warehouse,  and  receive  payment  therefor  on  the  approval 
of  the  items  of  said  cost  by  the  state  board  of  education  or 
the  duly  authorized  agent  of  said  board,  and  upon  the  approval 
of  the  bill  by  the  board  of  control.  He  shall  furnish  one  copy 
of  a  cost-finding  report  showing  items  of  work  and  the  materials 
and  the  exact  cost  of  each  item  for  each  of  said  lot  of  books,  to 
the  state  board  of  education  and  one  copy  to  the  board  of 
control.  The  superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  furnish  to  the  state  board  of  education 
a  detailed  statement  showing  the  name  and  number  of  books 
published  by  him  during  the  preceding  month,  and  the  number 
then  in  course  of  publication. 

Fix  cost  price  of  text- books. 

Eleventh — On  receiving  a  copy  of  the  cost-finding  report  and 
^timated  cost  of  the  publishing  of  any  book,  the  state  board 
of  education  thereupon  shall  determine  and  fix  the  cost  price 
of  such  books  by  adding  to  the  cost  of  manufacture,  the  contract 
price  to  be  paid  as  royalty  or  for  the  use  of  plates,  maps,  or 
engravings  or  copyrighted  matter,  and  said  price,  to  which  has 
been  added  ten  per  cent  of  such  price  to  cover  overhead 
expense,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  whole  cost  of  publication 
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t619  of  such  book  at  Sacramento.  The  state  board  of  education  may 
provide  for  the  sale  at  not  less  than  cost  price  of  state  text- 
books to  private  schools,  individuals,  or  dealers  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  said  board  of 
education;  provided,  that  such  books  be  not  sold  by  dealers 
for  more  than  the  cost  price  at  Sacramento,  plus  the  postage, 
packing  and  cartage  on  such  books,  which  price  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  said  board  of  education. 

Orders  for  books  sent  to  superfntendtent  of  public  Instruction. 

Twelfth — ^All  orders  for  text-books  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  on  blanks  furnished 
by  him.  He  shall  investigate  such  orders  and  make  necessary 
changes  and  forward  the  same  to  the  person  in  charge  of  the 
warehouse  and  shipment  of  books  with  definite  orders  for  ship- 
ment. He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  amount  of 
money  received  from  the  sale  of  text-books  for  each  month  and 
report  to  the  controller  on  or  before  the  fifth  of  the  succeeding 
month,  the  number  of  books  sold,  or  distributed,  and  the  amount 
of  money  collected  therefor,  and  shall  pay  such  money  into  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  "school  text-book  fund."  The 
amount  fixed  for  royalty  and  costs  of  plates  or  copyright 
matter  in  favor  of  any  company,  or  individual,  shall  be  pre- 
sented by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  to  the  state 
board  of  education  for  its  approval.  Said  claim  shall  be  paid 
quarterly,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims  upon  the  state 
treasury,  on  the  approval  of  the  board  of  control. 

Orders  for  books — how  and  by  whom  prepared. 

Thirteenth — Upon  closing  a  term  of  school,  each  teacher  or 
principal  shall  prepare,  upon  requisition  blanks  furnished  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  an  order  for  the 
number  of  state  text-books  estimated  to  be  required  for  use  in 
the  school  under  his  charge  at  the  opening  of  the  ensuing  term. 
Such  order  shall  be  a  part  of  the  annual  report  required  by 
subdivision  six  of  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  ninety -six 
of  the  Political  Code.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  in 
no  case  draw  a  requisition  for  the  salary  of  any  teacher  for  the 
last  month  of  the  school  term  until  the  order  required  by  this 
subdivision  has  been  filed  and  by  him  approved.  Orders  for 
additional  books  may  be  forwarded  at  any  time  on  the  approval 
of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

In  ordering  free  text-books,  any  teacher  may  order  one  copy 
of  any  series  of  books  for  use  on  the  teacher's  desk,  if  not 
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supplied  with  such  book,  which  copy  shall  be  sent  by  the  super- 1619 
intendent  of  public  instmetion  free  of  cost  with  other  school 
books. 

Who  ships  books. 

Fourteenth — On  receiving  orders  from  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  for  text-books  the  person  in  charge  of  the 
warehouse  and  shipment  of  books  shall  forward  by  freight,  * 
express  or  mail,  as  directed  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instmetion,  to  the  nearest  freight  depot,  express  or  post  office, 
in  the  name  of  the  clerk  of  the  school  district  or  the  city  super- 
intendent of  schools  in  cities,  the  number  of  books  called  for  in 
said  order. 

Certain  appropriations  continued. 

Fifteenth — The  appropriation  heretofore  made,  known  as 
the  ** text-book  appropriation,"  shall  be  subject  to  the  draft 
of  the  state  board  of  education  for  necessary  expenses  incurred 
by  it  for  office  supplies,  the  hiring  of  expert  assistants,  and 
for  other  necessary  expenses;  provided,  that  all  claims  shall 
be  presented  to  the  board  of  control  for  its  approval. 

Sixteenth — ^AU  moneys  that  have  been  received  or  may  here- 
after be  received  from  the  sale  of  said  series  of  state  text-books 
to  private  schools  or  to  dealers  or  persons  or  that  may  be 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  publishing  said  series  of 
state  text-books,  shall  be  kept  by  the  state  treasurer  in  a  fund 
known  as  the  "state  school  book  fund."  This  fund  shall  be 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  state  board  of  education  for  all 
expenses  incurred  by  the  superintendent  of  printing  for  all 
material,  labor,  and  other  expenses  necessary  for  publishing 
state  school  text-books,  and  for  all  books  purchased,  for  the 
cost  of  shipping  free  text-books,  and  for  necessary  employees 
in  connection  with  such  shipment  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  state  board  of  education.  All  claims  to  be  drawn,  after 
being  certified  by  the  claimant  and  the  items  approved  by  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  education  shall  be  presented  to 
the  board  of  control  for  its  approval,  and  upon  the  approval  of 
said  board  of  control,  the  state  controller  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  state  treasurer,  who  is 
hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

State  institutions  may  receive  free  text-books. 

§  1619a.    The  president  or  principal  of  any  state  institu-  1619a 
tion,  in  which  instruction  is  given  in  the  elementary  branches, 
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1619a  may  order  such  state  text-books,  as  may  be  used  to  advantage, 
for  use  in  said  institution,  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction;  provided,  such  orders  shall  be 
subject  to  revision  by  said  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion. Such  books  shall  be  delivered  free  of  cost  to  such 
institution  on  the  order  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  in  the  usual  method  of  shipment. 

Duties  of  commissioners. 

Elementary. 

1520  §  1620.    The  commissioner  of  elementary  schools  shall  visit 

the  elementary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  several  counties 
of  the  state,  and  investigate  the  course  of  study  adopted  in 
such  schools.  He  shall  enforce  the  use  of  the  state  text-books 
and  shall  report  to  the  state  board  of  education  his  findings, 
and  shall  make  such  recommendations  to  the  state  board  of 
education  as  he  may  deem  best,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  education. 

Secondary. 

The  commissioner  of  secondary  schools  shall  visit  and  inves- 
tigate the  secondary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  state.  He  may  recommend  changes  in  the 
courses  of  study  and  shall  investigate  all  contracts  with  text- 
book companies  and  see  that  they  comply  with  the  law,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  under  the  direction  of 
the  state  board  of  education. 

Vocational. 

The  commissioner  of  industrial  and  vocational  education 
shall  visit  all  the  schools  receiving  financial  support,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  from  the  state,  in  which  industrial  and  vocational 
education  is  given  or  contemplated.  He  shall  have  power  to 
recommend  changes  to  the  various  boards  governing  such 
schools,  and  shall  present  the  state  board  of  education  a  report 
of  the  work  in  such  schools,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  education. 

Compensation  and  expenses  of  members. 

1621  §  1521.     First — The  members  of  the  state  board  of  educa- 

tion shall  receive  as  compensation  fifteen  dollars   ($15)   per 
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day  when  the  board  is  in  session.    They  shall  receive  their  1521 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

Salary  and  expenses  of  assistant  superintendents. 

Second — Each  assistant  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
provided  for  by  section  1519  of  the  Political  Code  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  per  annum,  payable 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of 
state  officers  is  paid.  They  shall  also  receive  their  actual  and 
necessary  traveling  expenses  while  on  official  business. 

Third — ^Within  their  appropriation,  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion may  appoint  such  clerical  and  other  help  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary. 

Sec.  6.  Sections  1522,  1874  and  1874a  of  the  Political  Code 
of  the  State  of  California  and  all  other  laws  or  acts  relating 
to  the  publication  and  distribution  of  state  text-books  in  con- 
flict with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

California  authors  must  have  preference. 

§  1527.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  board  of  education,  1527 
school  board,  board  of  trustees,  official,  officer  or  any  other 
person  elected  or  appointed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  California  relating  to  the  public  schools 
of  said  state  and  vested  with  the  power  of  designating  text- 
books to  be  used  in  the  said  public  schools,  in  so  designating 
such  text-books,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  general  law,  to 
give  preference  to  any  text-book  on  any  given  subject  of  public 
instruction  which  is  entirely  written,  compiled,  printed  and 
published  in  the  State  of  California,  to  the  exclusion  of  any 
such  text-book  entirely  or  partly  written,  compiled,  printed  and 
published  outside  of  the  State  of  California ;  provided,  it  shall 
appear  to  them  that  such  text-book  so  as  aforesaid  produced  in 
the  State  of  California,  shall  be  of  superior  or  equal  educational 
merit  to,  and  can  be  procured  at  the  same  or  less  cost  than 
any  such  text-book,  so  as  aforesaid,  entirely  or  partly  written, 
compiled,  printed  and  published  outside  of  the  State  of 
California. 
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BETIBEBOENT  OF  TEAOHEBS. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  retirement  salaries  to  public 
school  teachers  of  this  state;  creating  a  public  school  teachers' 
retirement  salary  fund,  and  also  a  public  school  teachers'  perma- 
nent fundp  providing  for  the  administration  of  such  funds,  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  uses  of  said  funds. 

[Approved  June  16,  1918.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

j^Q^        Funds  established — ^How  composed. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  There  are  hereby  established  two  funds  in  the 
state  treasury  to  be  known,  respectively,  as  the  public  school 
teachers'  retirement  salary  fimd  and  the  public  school  teachers' 
permanent  fund.  The  public  school  teachers'  permanent  fund 
shall  be  made  up  of  all  moneys  received  from  the  following 
sources,  or  derived  in  the  following  manner : 

(1)  All  contributions  made  by  teachers,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ; 

(2)  The  income  and  interest  derived  from  the  investment 
of  the  moneys  contained  in  such  fund; 

(3)  Five  per  cent  of  the  taxes  collected  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  July  1,  1913,  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter 
under  the  inheritance  or  transfer  tax  laws  of  this  state,  which 
said  amount  shall  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  and  set  aside 
to  constitute  part  of  the  public  school  teachers'  permanent 
fund.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  state  controller,  at  the 
beginning  of  each  fiscal  year,  including  the  fiscal  year  ending 
July  1,  1914,  to  transfer  from  the  general  fund  to  the  public 
school  teachers'  permanent  fund  an  amount  equal  to  five  per 
cent  of  the  total  sura  paid  into  the  state  treasury  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year  on  account  of  inheritance  taxes ; 

(4)  All  donations,  legacies,  gifts  and  bequests  which  shall  be 
made  to  such  fund,  and  all  moneys  which  shall  be  obtained  or 
contributed  for  the  same  purposes  from  other  sources ; 

(5)  Appropriations  made  by  the  state  legislature  from  time 
to  time  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  The  public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary  fund 
shall  be  made  up  of  such  moneys  as  shall  be  transferred  from 
time  to  time  under  authority  of  this  act  from  the  public  school 
teachers'  permanent  fund. 
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Dnty  of  controller  and  treasurer.  Act 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  controller  and  of  Sec.  3 
the  state  treasurer  to  make,  when  notified  by  the  public  school 
teachers'  retirement  salary  fund  board,  or  by  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  under  authority  of  this  act, 
transfers  of  such  amounts  from  the  public  school  teachers* 
permanent  fund  to  the  public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary 
fund  as  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  claims  which  may  be 
legally  drawn  against  said  public  school  teachers'  retirement 
salary  fund ;  provided,  that  no  part  of  any  sums  derived  from 
any  public  school  teachers'  annuity  fund  existing  in  any  city, 
county,  or  consolidated  city  and  county,  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  act  shall  ever  be  transferred  from  the  public 
school  teachers'  permanent  fund,  but  the  income  and  interest 
derived  from  the  investment  of  these  or  any  other  moneys 
which  have  been  paid  into  the  public  school  teachers'  per- 
manent fund  may  be  transferred  under  authority  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  intention  of  this  act  Sec.  4 
that  there  shall  be  an  annual  accumulation  of  funds  amounting 
to  ten  thousand  dollars  per  year  in  the  public  school  teachers' 
permanent  fund  and  no  transfer  of  moneys  derived  from  any 
source  shall  be  made  which  shall  interfere  with  or  prevent  the 
annual  accumulation  of  moneys  in  the  public  school  teachers' 
permanent  fund  to  that  extent. 

Ck)ntribation  of  teachers. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  deducted  monthly  from  the  salary  of  Sec.  6 
every  teacher  subject  to  the  burdens  of  this  act,  one  dollar,  and 
every  official  whose  duty  it  is  to  pay  said  teacher's  salary 
shall  make  said  deduction  at  the  time  of  payment  and  shall, 
at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  draw  a  warrant  in  favor  of  the 
state  treasurer  for  the  amounts  deducted.  The  amounts  thus 
deducted  shall  be  deposited  in  the  state  treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  public  school  teachers'  permanent  fund,  and  shall  con- 
stitute part  thereof. 

Payment  necessary  for  retirement. 

Sec.  6.    No  person  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  Sec.  6 
provided,  be  eligible  to  receive  the  benefits  of  this  act  who 
shall  not  have  paid  into  said  public  school  teachers'  permanent 
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Act  fund,  or  partly  into  said  fund  and  partly  into  the  public 
Sec,  6  school  teachers'  annuity  and  retirement  fund,  maintained 
under  the  act  of  the.  legislature  of  the  State  of  California, 
approved  March  26,  1895,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  an 
amount  equal  to  twelve  dollars  for  each  year  of  service  up  to 
and  including  thirty  years ;  provided,  however,  that  the  differ- 
ence between  the  amount  actually  paid  by  such  teacher  of 
thirty  years'  service,  and  three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  may 
be  paid  into  said  fund  by  such  teacher  at  the  time  of  retire- 
ment, with  the  same  effect  as  if  the  full  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars  had  been  paid  at  the  rate  of  twelve  dollars 
per  year  before  retirement ;  or,  if  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  per 
month  may  be  withheld  from  such  teachers'  retirement  salary 
until  the  amount  so  withheld  shall  equal  the  difference  between 
said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  the  amount 
therefore  paid  into  said  permanent  fund,  or  partly  into  said 
last  mentioned  fund  and  partly  into  said  public  school  teachers' 
annuity  and  retirement  fund. 

Retirement  salary  fund  board. 

Sec.  7  Sec.  7.  The  state  board  of  education  shall  constitute  the 
public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary  fund  board.  The 
president  and  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  education  shall 
be  the  president  and  secretary,  respectively,  of  said  public 
school  teachers '^retirement  salary  fund  board. 

Powers  and  duties  of  said  board. 

Sec.  8  Sec.  8.  The  public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary  fund 
board,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  power, 
and  it  shall  be  its  duty ; 

(1)  To  approve  and  allow  retirement  salaries  of  public 
school  teachers  entitled  to  the  same  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act ;

(3)  To  require  the  boards  of  education,  school  trustees  and 
other  public  authorities,  and  all  officers  having  duties  to  per- 
form in  respect  to  the  contributions  by  teachers  to  said  perma- 
nent fund,  to  report  to  the  board  from  time  to  time  as  to  such 
matters  pertaining  to  the  payment  of  such  contributions,  as  it 
may  deem  advisable; 

(4)  To  invest  the  moneys  in  the  permanent  fund  in  securities 
and  to  collect  the  income  therefrom  and  interest  and  dividends 
thereon ;  to  deposit  such  securities  with  the  state  treasurer,  and 
to  make  sale  of  such  securities  when,  in  its  judgment  such  sale 
will  be  advisable;  provided,  that  none  of  the  moneys  in  the 
public  school  teachers'  permanent  fund  shall  be  invested  in 
any  securities  except  such  securities  as  those  in  which  the  funds 
of  savings  banks  may  be  legally  invested.  The  state  controller 
is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  public  school 
teachers'  permanent  fund  in  payment  of  duly  audited  claims 
arising  out  of  the  investment  of  the  moneys  in  said  fund ; 

(5)  To  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  secretary  and  other  officers 
of  the  board ; 

(6)  To  conduct  investigations  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
operation  of  this  act,  and  to  subpoena  witnesses  and  compel 
their  attendance  to  testify  before  it  in  respect  to  such  matters. 

Meetings  of  board. 

Sec.  9.  Said  public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary  fund  Sec.  9 
board  shall  meet  at  least  once  every  three  months  and  at  each 
quarterly  meeting  shall  make  a  list  of  all  persons  entitled  to 
payment  out  of  the  fund  established  by  this  act,  and  enter 
said  list  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  board  for  that  purpose, 
to  be  known  as  the  "public  school  teachers'  retirement  salary 
fund  record."  Said  list  shall  be  certified  as  correct  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  board,  and  shall  always  be  open 
to  public  inspection.

Sec.  11  Sec.  11.  In  addition  to  the  powers  hereinabove  enumerated 
said  board  shall  make  and  enforce  all  necessary  and  proper 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  method  or  methods  of  applying  for 
and  obtaining  retirement  salaries  provided  for  in  this  act,  and 
for  the  method  or  methods  of  determining  the  right  of  each 
applicant  to  such  retirement  salary ;  provided,  however ,  that  in 
all  cases  legal  proof  of  all  necessary  facts  shall  be  required 
and  kept  on  file. 

Report  of  superintendentB — July  15th. 

Sec.  12  Sec.  12.  The  superintendent  of  public  schools  of  each  city, 
county,  and  consolidated  city  and  county,  shall  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  July  of  each  year,  the  amount  that  will  be  required  during 
the  current  fiscal  year  to  pay  the  retirement  salaries  to  be  paid 
in  such  city,  county,  or  consolidated  city  and  county,  and  said 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  determine  from  said 
reports  the  entire  amount  required  to  pay  said  retirement 
salaries  during  said  current  fiscal  year.  He  shall  report  the

Every  public  school  teacher  who  shall  have  com-  Sec.  13 
plied  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and  who  shall 
have  served  as  a  legally  qualified  teacher  in  public  day  or 
evening  schools  or  partly  as  such  teacher  and  partly  as  super- 
intendent or  supervising  executive  or  educational  administrator, 
for  at  least  thirty  school  years,   at  least  fifteen  of  which 
shall  have  been  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  including 
the  last  ten  years  of  service  immediately  preceding  retirement,

be  made  within  two  years  after  the  last  month  of  service,  except 
in  cases  where  at  the  time  the  right  to  the  retirement  salary 
accrues  such  teacher  has  been  absent  two  years  or  more  from 
service,  on  leave  duly  granted  by  the  board  of  education, 
board  of  trustees  or  other  public  school  authorities  employing 
such  teacher.    In  such  cases,  the  application  may  be  made  at 
any  time  during  the  said  leave  of  absence.    All  teachers  here- 
tofore retired  after  thirty  years  of  service,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  approved 
March  26,  1895,  entitled  '*An  act  to  create  and  administer  a 
public  school  teachers'  annuity  and  retirement  fund  in  the 
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Act         several  counties  and  cities  and  counties  in  the  state,"  and  acts 
Sec.  13  amendatory  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annual  retirement 
salary  of  five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  installments  quarterly 
by  warrants  drawn  as  provided  in  section  ei^ht  of  this  act. 

Teachers  who  are  incapacitated  may  retire. 

Sec.  14  Sec.  14.  Any  public  school  teacher  who  shall  have  complied 
with  all  the  requirements  of  this  act  and  who  shall  have  served 
as  a  legally  qualified  teacher  for  at  least  fifteen  years  in  the 
public  schools  of  this  state,  and  who  shall  have  by  reason  of 
bodily  or  mental  infirmity  become  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  for  further  school  service,  under  a  legal  certificate 
shall  be  entitled  to  retire,  or  may,  by  the  board  of  education, 
school  trustees  or  other  school  authorities  employing  such 
teacher,  be  compelled  to  retire.  Upon  retirement,  voluntary 
or  involuntary,  such  teacher  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  during 
the  period  of  such  disability,  an  annual  retirement  salary, 
payable  in  installments  quarterly,  which  shall  be  the  same 
fraction  of  the  maximum  retirement  salary  of  five  hundred 
dollars  as  said  teacher's  time  of  service  is  of  thirty  years; 
provided,  that  application  for  such  retirement  salary  shall  be 
made  within  two  years  of  the  last  month  of  service.  Each 
teacher  who,  by  reason  of  incapacity  due  to  bodily  or  mental 
infirmity,  shall  have  retired  under  the  aforesaid  act,  approved 
March  26,  1895,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  after  fifteen 
years'  service,  shall  receive  upon  the  taking  effect  of  this  act 
and  during  the  period  of  disability,  an  annual  retirement 
salary  which  shall  be  the  same  fraction  of  the  maximum  retire- 
ment salary  of  five  hundred  dollars,  as  said  teacher's  time  of 
service  of  thirty  years. 

Normal  teachers  may  retire. 
Sec.  16  Sec.  15.  Service  of  a  teacher,  with  or  without  a  certificate, 
in  a  state  normal  school,  shall  be  equivalent  to  service  under 
legal  certificate  in  a  day  or  evening  school,  and  the  time  of 
said  service  in  a  state  normal  school  shall  be  reckoned  in  deter- 
mining the  right  to  retirement  salaries  under  the  provisions 
of  section  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  this  act. 

State  board  may  determine  year. 

Sec.  16       Sec.  16.     In  counting  actual  experience  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  the  state  board  of  education  shall  determine  what 
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constitutes  a  school  year ;  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  leaves  Act 
of  absence  amounting  to  school  years,  or  half  school  years,  be  Sec.  16 
counted  as  service;  and  provided,  further,  that  in  reckoning 
the  time  of  service  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  night 
school  term  shall  be  considered  the  same  as  and  equivalent  to 
the  day  school  term. 

Certain  teachers  must  sign  contract  by  January  1,  1914. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  shall  be  binding  upon  all  such  teachers  Sec.  17 
employed  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  at  the  time  of  the 
approval  of  this  act,  as  shall,  on  or  before  January  1,  1914, 
sign  and  deliver 'to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  • 
and  the  superintendent  of  public  schools  of  the  city,  county, 
or  consolidated  city  and  county  in  which  said  teachers  are  in 
service,  a  notification  that  said  teachers  agree  to  be  bound  by 
and  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  this  act. 

Certain  teachers  are  bound. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  be  binding  upon  all  teachers  elected  Sec.  18 
or  appointed  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  after 
the  approval  of  this  act,  who,  not  being  in  the  service  of  the 
public  schools  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  said  act,  were  not 
competent  to  sign  or  deliver  the  notification  specified  in  section 
seventeen. 

When  retirement  ceases. 

Sec.  19.  If  any  teacher  retired  under  the  provisions  of  this  Sec.  19 
act  shall  be  re-employed  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state, 
such  teacher's  retirement  salary  shall  cease;  and  if  any  teacher 
having  qualified  under  section  fourteen  hereof  returns  to 
service  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  and  thereafter  quali- 
fies under  section  thirteen  hereof,  there  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  retirement  salary  payable  to  such  teacher  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  thirteen  hereof  the  amount  of  retirement 
salary,  theretofore  actually  received  by  such  teacher  under  the 
provisions  of  section  fourteen  hereof,  such  amount  to  be  so 
deducted  in  equal  quarterly  installments  until  the  whole 
amount  so  received  under  said  section  fourteen  shall  have  been 
deducted ;  provided,  however,  that  the  amount  of  such  deduction 
to  be  made  quarterly  shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  20.    No  one  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  from  the  state.  Sec.  20 
directly    or    indirectly,    more    than    one    retirement    salary. 
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Act         Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed,  however,  as  to  prevent 
Sec.  20  local  communities  or  bodies  of  teachers  from  supplementing 
the  retirement  salary  received  from  the  state. 

Repeal  of  act  of  March  26,  1896. 

Sec.  21  Sec.  21.  Every  public  school  teachers'  annuity  fund  exist- 
ing in  any  city,  county,  or  consolidated  city  and  county, 
established  under  the  aforesaid  act,  approved  March  26,  1895, 
shall  within  six  months  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  be 
delivered  to  the  state  treasurer  and  by  him  turned  into  the 
public  school  teachers'  permanent  fund  created  by  this  act, 
and  shall  be  added  to  and  become  part  of  the  permanent  fund 
provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Sec.  22  Sec.  22.  Said  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia approved  March  26,  1895,  and  all  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  are  hereby  repealed. 


Article  II. 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Powers  and  duties. 

1632  §  1632.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  public 

instruction : 
First — To  superintend  the  schools  of  this  state. 

Report. 

Second — To  report  to  the  governor,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  preceding  each  regular  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, a  statement  of  the  conditions  of  the  state  normal  schools, 
salaries  of  teachers,  for  building  schoolhouses,  for  district  school 
libraries,  and  for  incidental  expenses. 

Third — To  accompany  his  report  with  tabular  statements, 
showing  the  number  attending  public  schools,  and  the  average 
attendance ;  the  amount  of  state  school  fund  apportioned,  and 
the  sources  from  which  derived ;  the  amount  raised  by  county, 
city  and  county  and  district  taxes,  or  from  other  sources  of 
revenue,  for  school  purposes;  and  the  amount  expended  for 
salaries  of  teachers  for  building  schoolhouses,  for  district  school 
libraries,  and  for  incidental  expenses. 
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Apportionment  of  state  schooi  fund. 

Fourth — To  apportion  the  state  school  fund ;  and  to  furnish  1532 
an  abstract  of  such  apportionment  to  the  state  controller,  the 
state  board  of  examiners,  and  to  the  county  and  city  and 
county  auditors,  county  and  city  and  county  treasurers  and 
to  the  county  and  city  and  county  school  superintendents  of 
tbe  several  counties  of  the  state.  In  apportioning  said  fund  he 
shall  apportion  to  every  county  and  to  every  city  and  county 
two  hundred  fifty  dollars  for  every  teacher  determined  and 
assigned  to  it  on  average  daily  attendance  by  the  county  or 
city  and  county  school  superintendent  for  the  next  preceding 
school  year,  as  required  of  the  county  or  city  and  county  school 
superintendent  by  the  provisions  of  section  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  of  this  code,  and  after  thus  apportioning  two 
hundred  fifty  dollars  on  teacher  basis,  he  shall  apportion  the 
balance  of  the  state  school  fund  to  the  several  counties  or  cities 
and  counties  according  to  their  average  daily  attendance  as 
shown  by  the  reports  of  the  county  or  city  and  county  school 
superintendents  for  the  next  preceding  school  year. 

Fifth — To  draw  his  order  on  the  controller  in  favor  of  each 
county  or  city  and  county  treasurer  for  school  moneys  appor- 
tioned to  the  ocunty  or  city  and  county. 

Furnish  educational  blanks. 

Sixth — To  prepare,  have  printed,  and  furnish  all  officers 
charged  with  the  administration  of  the  laws  relating  to  the 
public  schools,  and  to  teachers,  such  blank  forms  and  books 
as  may  be  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  including 
blank  teachers'  certificates  to  be  used  by  county  and  city  and 
county  boards  of  education. 

Issue  school  laws. 

Seventh — To  have  the  laws  relating  to  the  public  schools 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  to  supply  school  officers  and 
school  libraries  with  one  copy  each. 

visit  orphan  asylums. 

Eighth — To  visit  the  several  orphan  asylums  to  which  state 
appropriations  are  made,  and  examine  into  the  course  of 
instruction  therein. 

visit  schools. 

Ninth — To  visit  the  schooLs  in  the  different  counties,  and 
inquire  into  their  condition;  and  the  actual  traveling  expenses 
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1632  thus  incurred ;  provided,  that  they  do  not  exceed  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum,  shall  be  allowed,  audited  and  paid 
out  of  the  general  fund  in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims  are 
audited  and  paid. 

Use  seal. 

Tenth — To  authenticate  with  his  official  seal  all  drafts  or 
orders  drawn  by  him,  and  all  papers  and  writings  issued  from 
his  office. 

Eleveyith — To  have  bound,  at  the  state  bindery,  all  valuable 
school  reports,  journals,  and  documents  in  his  office,  or  here- 
after received  by  him. 

Report  to  controller. 

Twelfth — To  report  to  the  controller,  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  September  of  each  year,  the  total  average  daily  attend- 
ance in  the  elementary  day  and  evening  schools  and  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  the  day  and  evening  high  schools,  as  shown 
by  the  annual  reports  of  the  county  superintendents  of  the 
several  counties  on  file  in  his  office  for  the  school  year  imme- 
diately preceding. 

Deliver  state  property. 

Thirteenth — To  deliver  over,  at  the  expiration  of  his  terra 
of  office,  on  demand,  to  his  successor,  all  property,  books,  docu- 
ments, map.s,  records,  reports,  and  other  papers  belonging  to 
his  office,  or  which  may  have  been  received  by  him  for  the  use 
of  his  office. 

Superintendents'  annual  convention. 

1633  §  1533.  He  shall  have  power  to  call,  annually,  a  conven- 
tion of  the  county  and  city  superintendents  to  assemble  at  such 
time  and  place  as  he  shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  questions  pertaining  to  the  supervision  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  public  schools,  the  laws  relating  thereto,  and 
such  other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and  interest  of  the 
public  schools  as  shall  properly  be  brought  before  it.  It  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  county  and  city  superintendents 
to  attend  and  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  such  convention 
when  it  is  called.  The  actual  expenses  of  the  county  superin- 
tendents attending  the  convention  shall  be  allowed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  and  paid  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  salary  of 
the  county  superintendent  is  paid;  the  actual  expenses  of  the 
city  superintendents  attending  the  convention  shall  be  allowed 
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and  paid  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  salary  of  such  city  1633 
superintendents  is  paid. 

DISTRIBUTE  AMENDMENTS. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  regarding  the 
various  propositions  and  constitutional  amendments  which  are  to 
be  submitted  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  and  for  the 
distribution  of  copies  of  said  propositions  and  amendments  to 
various  institutions  of  learning  throughout  the  state. 

[Approved  April  27,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  seriate  and 

assemhly,  do  en^ct  as  follows: 

Distribute  constitutional  amendments  for  debate. 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  study  and 
investigation  of  the  various  propositions  and  constitutional 
amendments  which  are  hereafter  submitted  to  the  people  and 
to  stimulate  interest  therein,  and  study  thereof  by  addresses, 
(i(*bates  and  general  dicussions  throughout  the  various  institu- 
tions of  learning  of  the  State  of  California,  the  secretary  of 
state  shall,  within  six  months  after  the  adjournment  of  each 
session  of  the  legislature,  have  printed  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  section  1195  of  the  Political  Code  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  all  propositions  and  constitutional  amendments  which 
are  to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  at  any  election 
thereafter,  to  supply  each  institution  of  higher  learning  with 
twenty-five  copies,  and  each  high  school  and  grammar  school 
with  ten  copies  thereof  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction. 

Superintendent  to  prepare  instructions. 

Sec.  2.  The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 
immediately  prepare  such  instructions  to  the  heads  of  said 
iastitutions  and  schools,  as  he  may  deem  sufficient  to  properly 
accomplish  the  object  expressed  in  section  one  of  this  act,  and 
shall  forward  said  propositions  and  constitutional  amendments 
to  the  heads  of  said  institutions  and  schools  together  with 
such  instructions.

36  SCHOOL  LAW  OP  CALIFORNIA. 


Article  III. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Powers  and  duties. 

1643  §  1643.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  of 

each  county: 
First — To  superintend  the  schools  of  his  county. 

Apportion  school  money. 

Second — (a)  To  apportion  the  school  moneys  to  each  school 
district  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  of  this  code,  at  least  four  times  a  year.  For 
this  purpose  he  may  require  of  the  county  auditor  a  report  of 
the  amount  of  all  school  moneys  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the 
several  school  funds  of  the  county  not  already  apportioned; 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  furnish  such 
report  when  so  required;  and  whenever  an  excess  of  money 
has  accumulated  to  the  credit  of  a  school  district  beyond  a 
reasonable  amount  necessary  to  maintain  a  school  for  eight 
months  in  such  district  for  the  year,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  place  said  excess  of  money  to  the  credit  of  the 
unapportioned  school  funds  of  the  county,  and  shall  apportion 
the  same  as  other  school  funds  are  apportioned. 

Report  districts  for  lapsing  or  suspending. 

(6)  If  in  any  school  district  there  has  been  an  average  daily 
attendance  of  only  five  or  a  number  of  pupils  less  than  five 
during  the  whole  school  year,  the  superintendent  shall,  after 
giving  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested  by  sending  notices 
by  registered  mail  to  each  of  the  trustees,  or,  by  causing 
notices  to  be  posted  in  three  public  places  in  the  district,  one 
of  which  shall  be  at  the  door  of  the  schoolhouse,  for  not  less 
than  ten  days,  report  the  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
at  their  first  meeting  in  August.  The  board  of  supervisors 
shall  investigate  the  matter,  and,  if  in  its  judgment  it  would 
be  better  to  temporarily  suspend  the  school  district  they  shall 
immediately  so  suspend  it.  If  the  board  of  supervisors  find 
that  there  are  other  school  facilities  or  that  there  is  no  reason- 
able chance  to  re-establish  the  district  they  shall  declare  the 
district  lapsed,  and  shall  attach  the  territory  thereof  to  one  or 
more  of  the  adjoining  districts  in  such  manner  as  may  be  by 
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them  considered    most  convenient  for    the  residents  of  said  1543 
lapsed  district. 

Olttrlct  may  be  re-established. 

(c)  At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  months 
of  July,  August,  or  September,  the  board  of  supervisors  may 
re-establish  a  suspended  school  district  upon  proper  showing 
of  the  people  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  the  district  that 
there  are  eight  or  more  pupils  of  the  district  ready  to  attend 
school. 

$650  given  suspended  district. 

(d)  After  a  district  has  been  suspended,  the  county  superin- 
tendent shall  at  the  time  of  making  the  apportionment  of 
school  moneys  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred fifty-eight  of  the  Political  Code,  set  aside  for  such  sus- 
pended district,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
This  amount,  with  any  unexpended  balance  to  the  credit  of  the 
district,  shall  be  held  for  the  use  of  the  suspended  district,  in 
case  it  should  be  re-established,  and  so  much  of  it  as  may  be 
needed  to  keep  the  property  of  the  suspended  district  insured 
may  be  expended  by  the  trustees  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
district  were  not  suspended.  But  no  subsequent  apportion- 
ment shall  be  made  to' a  suspended  district,  until  it  is  re-estab- 
lished as  provided  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section. 

Trustees  In  suspended  districts. 

(e)  Trustees  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in  suspended 
districts  just  as  if  they  were  not  suspended. 

Suspended  district  may  be  lapsed. 

(/)  The  superintendent  may  at  any  time  in  the  month  of 
July  of  any  year  give  notice  as  provided  in  subdivision  two 
of  this  section,  to  any  suspended  district  w^hich  has  not  main- 
tained school  during  the  year  past,  and  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  August  ask  that  such  district 
be  declared  lapsed. 

Suspended  district  may  be  merged. 

(g)  A  suspended  district  may  be  merged  with  one  or  more 
adjoining  districts  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  the  majority 
of  heads  of  families  residing  in  each  of  said  districts  shall 
be  presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors.  Such  petition  must 
be  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  and  by  him  presented 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  with  such  suggestions  as  he  thinks 
best. 
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Disposal  of  property  of  lapsed  districts. 

1543  (/i)  When  any  district  has  been  declared  lapsed,  the  board 

of  supervisors  shall  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  property 
thereto  belonging,  and  shall  place  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to 
the  credit  of  the  district.  Thereupon  the  superintendent  shall 
determine  all  outstanding  indebtedness  of  said  lapsed  district, 
and  shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  in 
payment  thereof.  Any  balance  of  moneys  remaining  to  the 
credit  of  said  lapsed  district  after  all  indebtedness  has  been 
paid  shall  be  transferred  by  the  superintendent  to  the  credit 
of  the  district  into  which  the  said  lapsed  district  has  been 
merged.  If  the  lapsed  district  has  been  attached  to  more  than 
one  of  the  adjoining*  districts,  the  superintendent  must  appor- 
tion the  moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  lapsed  district 
to  the  several  districts  pro  rata  according  to  the  average  daily 
attendance  in  the  respective  districts  as  shown  by  the  teachers' 
reports  for  the  preceding  school  year.  Should  there  not  be 
sufficient  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  lapsed  district  to  liquidate 
all  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  thereof,  the  superintendent 
shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  pro  rata  for 
the  several  claims. 

Requisition — Itemized  bills — ^form  of  requisition. 

Third — (a)  On  the  order  of  the  board  of  school  trustees,  or 
board  of  education  of  any  city  or  town  having  a  board  of 
education,  to  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  for 
all  necessary  expenses  against  the  school  fund  of  any  district. 
The  requisitions  must  be  drawn  in  the  order  in  which  the 
orders  therefor  are  filed  in  his  office.  Each  requisition  must 
specify  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  drawn,  but  no  requisition 
shall  be  drawn  upon  the  order  of  the  board  of  school  trustees 
or  board  of  education  against  the  funds  of  any  district  except 
the  teachers'  or  janitors'  salaries,  unless  such  order  is  accom- 
panied by  an  itemized  bill  showing  the  separate  items,  and  the 
price  of  each,  in  payment  for  which  the  order  is  drawn;  nor 
shall  any  requisition  for  teachers'  or  janitors'  salaries  be 
drawn  unless  the  order  shall  state  the  monthly  salary  of 
teacher  or  janitor,  and  name  the  months  for  which  such  salary 
is  due.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  requisition  the  auditor  shall 
draw  his  warrant  upon  the  county  treasurer  in  favor  of  the 
parties  for  the  amount  stated  in  such  requisition.  The  order 
of  the  board  of  school  trustees,  or  board  of  education,  shall  be 
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made  only  on  the  form  of  blank  approved  by  the  superin- 1543 
tendent  of  public  instruction;  provided,  that  said  blanks  shall 
be  printed  and  furnished  to  the  school  districts  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  respective  counties  of  the  state,  and  when 
signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  the 
officials  authorized  to  sign  orders  for  the  board  of  education, 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  superintendent,  who  shall,  in  case 
he  approve  such  demand,  indorse  upon  it,  **  examined  and 
approved,"  together  with  the  number  and  date  when  approved, 
and  shall,  in  attestation  thereof,  aflSx  his  signature  thereto,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  claimant,  or  his  order,  who  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  auditor,  who  shall,  in  case  he  allows 
said  demand,  indorse  upon  it  ** allowed,"  together  with  the 
number  and  date  when  allowed,  and  shall,  in  attestation  thereof, 
affix  his  signature  thereto,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  claim- 
ant and  make  a  proper  record  thereof  and  charge  against  the 
particular  fund  of  the  particular  district  against  which  such 
demand  was  allowed ;  and  said  demand  when  so  approved  and 
signed  by  the  superintendent,  and  when  so  allowed  and  signed 
by  the  auditor,  shall  constitute  the  requisition  on  the  auditor, 
and  the  warrant  on  the  treasury  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

May  transfer  funds  to  Intermediate  school  under  certain  conditions. 

(6)  On  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  educa- 
tion of  any  elementary  school  district  located  within,  or  having 
the  same  boundaries  as,  a  high  school  district  w^hich  has  estab- 
lislied  an  intermediate  school  course  as  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion one  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  a  of  the  Political  Code, 
to  transfer  from  the  school  funds  of  such  elementary  school 
district  to  the  fund  of  the  board  having  control  of  such  inter- 
mediate school  course,  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  as 
provided  in  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  seventeen  d  of 
the  Political  Code,  by  said  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  educa- 
tion and  said  board  having  control  of  such  intermediate  school 
course,  for  the  tuition  of  pupils  residing  in  such  elementary 
school  district  and  attending  such  intermediate  school  course ; 
pravided,  that  all  of  the  funds  so  transferred  shall  be  applied 
exclusively  to  the  support  of  the  grades  of  such  intermediate 
school  course  corresponding  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
of  the  regular  elementary  schools. 
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Keep  register  of  requisitions. 

1543  Fourth — To  keep,  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public,  a 

register  of  requisitions,  showing  the  fund  upon  which  the 
requisitions  have  been  drawn,  the  number  thereof,  m  whose 
favor,  and  for  what  purpose  they  were  drawn,  and  also  a 
receipt  from  the  person  to  whom  the  requisition  was  delivered. 

visit  schools. 

Fifth — To  visit  and  examine  each  school  in  his  county  at 
least  once  in  each  year.  For  every  school  not  so  visited  the 
board  of  supervisors  must,  on  proof  thereof,  deduct  ten  dollars 
from  his  salary. 

Preside  over  Institutes. 

Sixth — To  preside  over  teachers'  institutes  held  in  his 
county,  and  to  secure  the  attendance  thereat  of  lecturers  com- 
petent to  instruct  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  to  report  to  the 
county  board  of  education  the  names  of  all  teachers  in  the 
county  who  fail  to  attend  regularly  the  sessions  of  the  institute ; 
to  enforce  the  course  of  study,  the  use  of  state  text-books,  and 
of  high  school  text-books  regularly  adopted  by  proper  authority, 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  examination  of  teachers 
prescribed  by  the  proper  authority. 

Issue  temporary  certificates. 

Seventh — He  shall  have  power  to  issue  temporary  certifi- 
cates of  equivalent  grades  to  persons  holding  valid  secondary 
or  high  school,  elementary  or  grammar  school,  kindergarten- 
primary  and  special  certificates  granted  by  county  boards  of 
education  of  California;  or  to  persons  who  are  graduates  of 
colleges,  normal  schools,  or  universities  and  who  hold  valid 
certificates  issued  outside  of  California  when,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  superintendent,  such  certificates  correspond  in  grade  to 
any  certificate  which  may  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
section  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  Political 
Code  of  California;  which  temporary  certificate  when  issued 
between  July  first  and  December  thirtieth  shall  expire  on 
January  first  following;  and  when  issued  between  January 
first  and  June  twenty-ninth  shall  expire  on  July  first  follow- 
ing; provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a 
temporary  certificate  more  than  once  in  the  same  county. 
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Distribute  lawi  and  blanks. 

Eighth — To  distribute  all  laws,  reports,  circulars,  instruc- 1643 
tions,  and  blanks  which  he  may  receive  for  the  use  of  school 
ofiScers. 

Ke«p  reports. 

Ninth — To  keep  in  his  oflSce  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction. 

Keep  record. 

Tenth — To  keep  a  record  of  his  official  acts,  and  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  county  board  of  education,  including  a 
record  of  the  standing,  in  each  study,  of  all  applicants  exam- 
ined, which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  applicant  or 
his  authorized  agent. 

Approve  plans. 

Eleventh — Except  in  incorporated  cities  having  boards  of 
education,  to  pass  upon  and  approve  or  reject  all  plans  for 
school  houses.  To  enable  him  to  do  so,  all  boards  of  trustees, 
before  adopting  any  plans  for  school  buildings,  must  submit 
the  same  to  the  county  superintendent  for  his  approval. 

Appoint  school  trustees; 

Twelfth — To  appoint  trustees  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  elemen- 
tary school  districts  as  provided  in  section  fifteen  hundred  and 
ninety-three  of  the  Political  Code  or  as  may  be  otherwise  pro- 
\'ided  by  law ;  to  appoint  trustees  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  high 
school  districts  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
thirty-one  of  the  Political  Code  or  as  may  be  otherwise 
provided  by  law;  to  appoint  trustees  in  new  elementary  school 
districts  to  hold  oflBce  until  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeed- 
ing their  appointment.  In  case  of  the  failure  of  the  board  of 
school  trustees  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  district  on  the  proper 
date  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  clerk  of  the 
district,  the  superintendent  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the 
board  of  school  trustees  clerk  of  the  district.  In  case  of  the 
failure  of  the  trustees  to  employ  a  janitor,  as  provided  in 
section  sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  subdivision  seventh,  of 
this  code,  he  shall  appoint  a  janitor,  who  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  school  fund  of  the  district.  Should  the  board  of  school 
trustees  of  any  district  fail  or  refuse  to  issue  an  order  for  the 
compensation  of  such  service,  the  superintendent  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue,  without  such  order,  his  requisition  upon  the 
county  school  fund  apportioned  to  such  district. 
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Make  reports. 

1543  Thirteenth — To  make  reports,  when  directed  by  the  super- 

intendent of  public  instruction,  showing  such  matters  relating 
to  the  public  schools  in  his  county  as  may  be  required  of  him. 

Preservo  reports. 

Foxirteenth — To  preserve  carefully  all  reports  of  school  offi- 
cers and  teachers,  and,  at  the  close  of  his  official  term,  deliver 
to  his  successor  all  records,  books,  documents,  and  papers 
belonging  to  the  office,  taking  a  receipt  for  the  same,  which 
will  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk. 

Qrada  schools. 

Fifteenth — The  county  superintendent  shall,  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  in  the  month  of  July  of  each  year  grade 
each  school,  and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  made  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  by  the  county  superintendent  in  his  office  for  this 
purpose.  And  no  teacher  holding  a  certificate  below  the  grade 
of  said  school  shall  be  employed  to  teach  the  same. 

Approve  contract  for  attendance  of  Indian  children. 

Sixteenth — On  the  recommendation  of  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  are  hereby  empowered  to  enter  into  contract  i^ith 
the  national  government  to  receive  money  from  said  national 
government  for  the  Indian  children  in  attendance  in  the 
schools  under  the  jurisdiction  of  said  boards,  in  addition  to 
any  money  that  may  be  appropriated  for  such  schools  by  the 
state  and  the  county.  Any  money  received  on  such  contract 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools 
to  be  by  him  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of 
the  special  school  fund  of  such  school  district.  On  the  receipt 
of  such  money  the  superintendent  shall  notify  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  school  trustees  of  the  receipt  of  the  money. 

Interest  on  unpaid  school  orders. 

1543a  §  1543a.  When  any  claim  or  demand  against  any  school 
district,  or  union  school  district,  or  joint  union  school  district, 
or  high  school  district,  or  city  high  school  district,  or  union 
high  school  district,  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  or 
county  high  school  district  shall  be  presented  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  of  any  county  or  city  and  county,  no 
requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  shall  be  drawn  thereon 
unless  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  fund  against  which 
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such  order  or  demand  is  drawn  to  pay  the  same  in  full.  When  1543a 
any  such  order  or  demand  is  presented  to  the  superintendent  of 
sehools  of  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  for  approval  and 
is  not  approved  for  want  of  funds  and  the  amount  of  said 
order  or  demand  does  not  exceed  the  income  and  revenue 
provided  for  the  year  in  which  the  indebtedness  was  incurred, 
for  which  said  order  or  demand  was  drawn,  such  superintend- 
ent «>f  schools  must  endorse  thereon  the  words  **Not  approved 
for  want  of  funds,**  with  the  date  of  presentation  and  shall,  in 
attestation  thereof,  aflBx  his  signature  thereto ;  and  shall  number 
such  endorsement  and  shall  register  said  order  or  demand  in 
ibe  records  of  his  office  and  shall  thereupon  deliver  said  order 
or  demand  to  the  claimant,  or  his  order.  From  that  time, 
such  order  or  demand  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent  per  annum,  as  herein  provided. 

Vl^hen  interest  ceases. 

When  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  ascertain  from  the 
treasurer  that  there  are  sufficient  public  school  moneys  in  tlie 
treasury  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  which  can  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  endorsed  orders  or 
demands  and  is  not  otherwise  appropriated,  he  shall  set  apart 
the  same,  or  so  much  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
payment  of  such  endorsed  orders  or  demands  and  accrued 
interest;  and  he  shall,  in  addition,  forthwith  give  notice,  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  county  in  which  he  shall  have  his 
office,  and,  if  there  shall  not  be  any  newspaper  in  such  county, 
then  by  written  notice  posted  on  the  courthouse  door,  stating 
therein  that  he  is  ready  to  approve  said  order,  or  orders, 
demand,  or  demands.  Such  notice  shall  be  dated  the  day  of  its 
publication  or  posting  and,  from  the  first  publication  or  posting 
of  such  notice,  such  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  shall 
cease  to  bear  interest. 

How  published. 

In  advertising  any  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  such  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  not  publish  the  order  or  orders,  demand  or 
demands  in  detail,  but  shall  give  notice  that  the  order  or  orders, 
or  demand  or  demands  of  any  particular  district,  specifying 
the  district  or  districts,  presented  for  approval  prior  to  the 
date  of  said  notice,  are  ready  to  be  approved  and  that  requisi- 
tions upon  the  county  auditor  will  be  drawn  thereon.     When

1543a  only  a  part  of  such  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  are 
ready  for  approval  and  can  be  paid,  such  superintendent  of 
schools  must  designate  in  such  advertisement  the  order  or 
orders,  demand  or  demands  which  are  approvable  at  the  date 
thereof,  and  shall  repeat  such  notice  until  notice  is  given  of 
the  payment  of  all  such  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands. 

Order  of  payment. 

After  the  posting  or  publication  of  the  notice  herein  pro- 
vided, when  any  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  drawn 
against  any  school  fund,  endorsed  as  herein  provided,  shall 
be  again  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  any 
county,  or  city  and  county,  for  approval,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall  compute  the  interest  due  on  each  of  said  order 
or  orders,  demand  or  demands,  bearing  interest  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  shall  note  the  amount  of  interest 
on  the  order  or  demand  and  shall  enter  in  the  records  of  his 
office  the  amount  of  interest  distinct  from  the  principal;  and 
shall  thereupon  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor 
for  the  amount  of  said  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands, 
and  the  interest  computed  thereon,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
section  fifteen  hundred  and  forty-three  of  this  code  and  in  the 
order  in  which  said  order  or  orders,  demand  or  demands  were 
registered  in  his  office.  Said  interest  shall  be  paid  as  part  of 
said  order  or  demand  by  the  treasurer. 

Orders  must  be  presented  within  sixty  days. 

Should  the  holders  of  such  endorsed  orders  or  demands  fail 
to  present  the  same  for  payment  within  sixty  (60)  days  from 
the  date  of  the  notice  herein  provided  for,  the  funds  set  aside 
for  the  payment  of  the  same  must  be,  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools  and  treasurer,  applied  to  the  pa3rment  of  unpaid 
orders  or  demands,  next  in  order  of  endorsement  and,  if  no 
other  endorsed  orders  or  demands  shall  be  presented,  then  such 
money  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  orders  or  demands 
not  so  endorsed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  according  to  law. 

Superintendent  to  report  Interest. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  report  to  the  county 
treasurer  and  the  county  auditor,  not  later  than  the  second 
Monday  of  each  month,  the  amount  of  money  computed  as 
interest  under  this  section.  Such  report  shall  show  each  dis- 
trict for  which  interest  has  been  computed  on  endorsed  and 
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approved  orders  or  demands  and  the  amount  thereof  for  each  1643a 
diart;rict.      The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  immediately 
report,  in  writing,  to  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  each  district  for 
which  interest  has  been  computed,  as  aforesaid,  the  amount 
computed  for  the  district,  of  which  he  is  clerk  or  secretary. 

Penalty  for  not  reporting. 

§  1644.  If  he  fails  to  make  full  and  correct  report,  as  1644 
required  under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  thirteen  of  sec- 
tion one  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Political 
Code  at  the  time  fixed  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion, he  forfeits  one  hundred  dollars  of  his  salary;  and  the 
county  auditor  whose  duty  it  is  to  draw  the  warrant  for  the 
salary  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  deduct  this  amount 
from  the  warrant  on  receiving  notice  from  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  to  the  effect  that  the  superintendent  of 
schools  has  failed  to  make  report  above  referred  to  as  directed. 

Schools  to  be  maintained  six  months. 

§  1645.  He  must,  when  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  1646 
fund  of  any  school  district  to  maintain  a  free  school  therein 
for  six  months,  if  the  trustees  fail  to  have  such  school  kept, 
appoint  a  teacher,  and  open  and  keep  such  school,  and  may 
draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw 
his  warrant  upon  the  fund  of  such  district  for  the  expense 
incurred. 

Require  trustees  to  make  repairs,  etc. 

§  1646.  He  may,  in  his  discretion,  require  the  trustees  of  1646 
any  district  to  repair  the  school  buildings  or  property,  or  to 
abate  any  nuisance  in  or  about  the  premises,  if  such  repairs  or 
abatement  can  be  done  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
and  there  is  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  district.  He  may  also,  in  all  cases,  require 
the  trustees  to  provide  suitable  outhouses,  and,  where  practi- 
cable, to  adorn  the  ground  with  fruit  and  ornamental  trees 
and  shrubbery;  and  if  the  trustees  neglect  to  make  such  pro- 
vision, he  may  cause  it  to  be  done,  and  pay  for  it  on  his 
requisition  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw  his 
warrant  payable  out  of  smy  money  to  the  credit  of  the  district. 
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Postage,  ezpressage,  etc. 

1648  §  1548.  He  may  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county 
auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  unapportioned 
county  school  fund,  in  his  own  favor,  for  the  binding  of  school 
documents,  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars  a  year;  for  postage 
and  expressage  for  his  oflSce,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars  for  each 
district  of  the  county,  and  for  such  other  incidental  expenses 
as  may  be  authorized  by  law;  i)rov\dcd,  that  not  more  than 
one-half  of  such  allowance  shall  be  used  during  the  first  six 
months  of  any  school  year,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of 
the  board  of  supervisors;  and  pravided,  further,  that  in  incor- 
porated cities,  and  cities  and  counties,  each  three  hundred 
pupils  enrolled  in  such  incorporated  cities,  and  cities  and  coun- 
ties, as  shown  by  the  last  report  to  the  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction,  shall  be  considered  equal  to  one  school 
district. 

Deputy. 

1649  §  1649.  Each  county  superintendent  may  appoint  a 
deputy ;  but  no  salary,  payable  out  of  the  school  fund,  must  be 
allowed  such  deputy. 

Compensation  of  deputy. 

1660  §  1660.  Each  deputy  school  superintendent  of  any  city, 
or  city  and  county,  may  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
board  of  education  thereof  prescribes,  payable  in  the  same 
manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  superintendent  of 
schools  thereof  is  paid;  provided,  that  the  compensation  of 
each  deputy  school  superintendent  of  any  city  and  county  shall 
be  not  less  than  the  minimum  received  by  any  high  school 
principal  in  said  city  and  county. 

Superintendent  must  report  attendance — correct  boundaries. 

1661  §  1661.  Every  school  superintendent  in  this  state  must,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  his  county,  the  average  daily  attendance  in  the  day 
and  evening  elementary  schools  and  of  the  day  and  evening 
high  schools  as  appears  by  the  teachers*  reports  on  file  in  his 
office  for  the  school  year  immediately  preceding.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  county  superintendent  to  inquire  and  ascer- 
tain  whether   the   boundaries   of  the   school   districts   in  his 
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county  are  definitely  and  plainly  described  in  the  records  of  1661 
the  board  of  supervisors,  and  to  keep  in  his  ofiSce  a  full  and 
correct  transcript  of  such  boundaries.  In  case  the  boundaries 
of  districts  are  conflicting  or  incorrectly  described,  he  shall 
report  such  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  immediately  take  such  steps  as  are  neces- 
sary to  change,  harmonize  and  clearly  define  them.  The 
county  superintendent,  if  he  deem  it  necessary,  may  order  the 
description  of  the  district  boundaries  printed  in  pamphlet 
form,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  unapportioned  county 
school  fund  of  the  county. 

Traveling  ezpeiises. 

§  1652.  Each  county  superintendent  shall  receive  his  1552 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  said  expenses  to  be 
allowed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  county  general  fund ;  provided,  that  this  amount  shall  not 
exceed  ten  dollars  per  district  per  annum;  provided,  further, 
that  in  any  city  and  county  each  three  hundred  pupils  enrolled 
in  such  city  and  county,  as  shown  by  the  last  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  be  considered  equal 
to  one  school  district. 

Must  follow  no  other  vocation. 

§  1563.  No  school  superintendent,  who  receives  an  annual  1663 
salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  more,  must  follow  the 
profession  of  teaching,  or  any  other  vocation  that  can  conflict 
with  his  duties  as  superintendent;  but  those  receiving  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  may  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  this  state. 


Article  IV. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

Teachers'  institute  must  be  held  annually — ^joint  may  be 
held — ^penalty  for  failure  to  hold. 

§  1660.     The   superintendent   of   every   county   in   which  1560 
there  are  twenty  or  more  school  districts,  and  of  every  city 
and  county,  and  of  every  city  school  district  governed  by  a 
city    board    of    education    and    employing   seventy    or   more 
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1660        year ;  and  every  teacher  employed  in  the  schools  of  the  county, 
city  and  county,  or  city  school  district  holding  such  institute 
must  attend  the  same  and  participate  in  its  proceedings;  and 
shall  be  paid  his  regular  salary  for  the  time  covered  by  such 
attendance ;  provided,  that  the  superintendents  of  two  or  more 
adjoining  counties,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  districts 
may  unite  for  the  purpose  of  a  joint  institute  or  convention 
and  may  direct  the  teachers  of  their  respective  counties,  city 
and  county,  or  city  school  districts  to  attend  the  same  in  lieu 
of  all  or  of  a  designated  part  of  the  county,  city  and  county, 
teachers,  must  hold  at  least  one  teachers'  institute  in  each 
or  city  school  district  institute,  under  the  same  conditions  and 
compensations  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  county,  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district  institute;  provided,  that  the 
expense  of  such  joint  institute  shall  be  borne  proportionately 
by  the  counties,  city  and  county,  and  city  school  districts  par- 
ticipating therein,  and  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars 
($200.00)  for  each  county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school  dis- 
trict participating  therein;  and  shall  be  paid  in  each  county 
from  the  unapportioned  county  school  fund,  in  each  city  and 
county  from  the  city  and  county  school  fund,  and  in  each  city 
school  district  from  such  school  district's  county  school  fund; 
and  provided,  further,  that  during  the  year  1915  the  super- 
intendent of  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school 
district  may  convene  an  institute  with  the  educational  depart- 
ment of  any  international  exposition  held  within  the  State 
of  California,  and  may  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
all  teachers  engaged  in  teaching  in  such  county  requesting 
that  such  institute  be  called  in  connection  with  said  inter- 
national exposition,  direct  the  teachers  of  his  county,  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district,  to  attend  the  same  in  lieu  of  all 
or  a  designated  part  of  the  county,  or  city  and  count5\  or 
city  school  district  institute  under  the  same  conditions  and 
compensations  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  county,  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district.     A  county  superintendent  of 
schools  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  hold  an  institute  for 
any  one  year  as  directed  by  this  section  shall  forfeit  the  last 
month's  salary  of  the  year  in  which  he  fails  to  hold  said 
institute,  and  the  county  auditor  whose  duty  it  is  to  draw  the 
warrant  in  favor  of  such  superintendent  is  hereby  directed  to 
withhold  said  salary  on  proof  of  such  neglect ;  provided,  that  in 
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lieu  of  the  institute  of  from  three  to  five  consecutive  days,  as  1660 
provided  in  this  section  and  in  section  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  of  the  Political  Code,  the  superintendent 
of  any  county  in  which  there  are  twenty  or  more  school  dis- 
tricts, or  of  any  city  and  county,  or  of  any  city  school  district 
governed  by  a  city  board  of  education  and  employing  seventy 
or  more  teachers,  may  hold  during  the  school  year,  at  places 
in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district, 
chosen  by  the  superintendent  for  their  convenience  and  access- 
ibility to  teachers  and  patrons  of  neighboring  schools,  three  or 
more  series  of  local  day  or  evening  institutes  which  shall  pro- 
vide, at  each  of  the  chosen  places,  not  less  than  ten  hours  of 
institute  work ;  provided,  that  the  superintendent  may  combine 
the  annual  institute  plan  with  the  local  institute  plan,  by 
holding,  during  one  or  more  days,  not  to  exceed  three,  an 
annual  meeting  of  all  the  teachers  in  the  county,  or  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district,  and  also  holding  during  the 
school  year  one  or  more  series  of  evening  institutes  at  local 
points  in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district, 
the  whole  to  provide  not  less  than  ten  hours  of  institute  work ; 
provided,  that  in  cities  and  counties  one  or  more  local  day 
or  evening  institutes  of  not  less  than  two  hours  each  may  be 
held  on  not  less  than  three  different  dates  during  the  year. 

Kay  be  held  in  certain  counties. 

§  1561.     In  any  county  in  which  there  are  less  than  twenty  1561 
school  districts,  the  county  superintendent  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion, hold  an  institute.    When  directed  by  the  county  board  of 
education,  he  shall  hold  an  institute,  not  oftener  than  once  each 
year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  may  direct. 

Sessions  from  three  to  five  days. 

§  1562.    Each  session  of  the  institute  must  continue  not  1562 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  days,  except  where  the 
superintendent  holds  local  institutes,  as  provided  in  section 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  Political  Code. 

Teachers'  salaries  dnring  attendance. 

§  1563.    When  the  institute  is  held  during  the  time  that  1563 
teachers  are  employed  in  teaching,  their  pay  must  not  be 
diminished  by  reason  of  their  attendance. 
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Institute  expenses. 

1664  §  1664.    The  county  superintendent,  the  city  and  county 

superintendent,  and  the  city  superintendent  must  each  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by  them 
in  holding  any  teachers'  institute  whether  separate  or  joint, 
with  vouchers  for  the  same;  and  the  county  superintendent 
shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  unapportioned  county  school  fund  to 
pay  the  expense  of  the  county  institute;  and  the  city  and 
county  superintendent  shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  city 
and  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  city 
and  county  school  fund  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  city  and 
county  institute ;  and  the  city  superintendent  shall  present  his 
bill  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  holding  the  city  dis- 
trict institute  to  the  city  board  of  education,  who  shall  pay  the 
same  from  the  city  school  district's  county  fund  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  claims  against  the  city  school  district's  county 
fund  are  paid ;  provided,  that  not  more  than  two  hundred  dol- 
lars ($200.00)  shall  be  paid  by  each  county,  city  and  countj% 
or  city  school  district  towards  the  expense  of  any  joint  institute 
or  convention ;  and  provided,  further,  that  not  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  shall  be  paid  for  the  expenses  of 
any  separate  institute  held  by  the  superintendent  of  any 
county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district  having  less  than 
one  hundred  teachers  regularly  employed  in  the  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  of  such  county,  city  and  county,  or  city 
school  district ;  and  provided,  further,  that  where  the  number 
of  teachers  regularly  employed  in  the  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools  of  any  county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school 
district  exceeds  one  hundred  teachers  at  the  time  of  holding 
any  separate  institute,  the  superintendent  may  expend  money 
in  addition  to  the  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  hereinbefore 
provided  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  teacher  for  each 
teacher  in  excess  of  one  hundred  teachers  regularly  employed 
at  the  time  of  holding  such  separate  institute;  and  provided, 
further,  that  whenever  the  superintendent  of  any  county,  or 
city  and  county,  or  city  school  district,  elects  to  hold  local  insti- 
tutes, or  the  combination  of  annual  institute  with  local  insti- 
tutes, as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixty  of  the  Political  Code,  he  may  expend  money,  in  addition 
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to  the  amount  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  expenses  of  any  1564 
separate  institute  in  his  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city 
school  district,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  teacher  for  each 
teacher  regularly  employed  at  the  time  of  holding  the  first 
series  of  local  institutes  in  any  school  year;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  his  total  expenditures  for  local  institutes  shall  not 
at  any  time  in  the  school  year  exceed  fifty  dollars  mulitplied 
by  the  number  of  local  institutes  held ;  and  provided,  further, 
that  whenever  the  superintendent  holds  the  combination  of 
annual  institute  with  local  institutes,  each  day  of  the  annual 
institute  shall  be  considered  for  purposes  of  expenditure  the 
same  as  one  series  of  local  institutes;  and  provided,  further, 
that  all  the  expenses  of  local  institutes  and  of  combined  annual 
and  local  institutes  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  and  from 
the  same  funds  as  are  the  expenses  of  separate  and  of  joint 
institutes. 

Fee  for  certificates — ^Institute  and  library  fund. 

§  1565.  Except  for  a  temporary  certificate,  every  appli- 1565 
cant  for  a  teacher's  certificate,  or  for  the  renewal  of  a  certifi- 
cate, upon  presenting  his  application,  shall  pay  to  the  county 
superintendent  a  fee  of  two  dollars.  All  money  so  received  by 
the  county  superintendent  shall  immediately  be  deposited  by 
him  in  the  county  treasury.  The  county  treasurer  shall  credit 
c;ne-half  of  all  moneys  so  received  to  a  separate  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  teachers'  institute  fund  and  the  other  half  to  a 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  teachers*  library  fund.  The  teachers' 
institute  fund  may  be  expended  in  payment  of  the  services 
of  such  instructors  in  the  county  teachers'  institute  as  are  not 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county  in  which  such 
institute  is  held.  For  this  purpose  warrants  may  be  drawn 
by  the  auditor  upon  the  request  of  the  county  superintendent. 
The  teachers'  library  fund  may  be  expended,  in  a  similar 
manner  for  the  establishing  of  a  teachers'  library  and  for  the 
transportation  of  library  books,  and  other  reading  matter  of 
the  teachers'  library,  to  and  from  the  various  schools  of  the 
county.  The  county  superintendent  may  act  as  librarian 
thereof  but  whenever  in  any  county  there  is  a  county  library, 
the  county  superintendent  may  require  the  county  treasurer 
to  credit  all  moneys  payable  to  the  teachers'  library  fund  to 
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1666  the  county  library  fund,  and  may  transfer  to  the  county 
library  all  books  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  teachers* 
library,  and  thereupon  the  county  library  shall  administer  the 
teachers'  library  as  part  of  itself;  but  all  funds  received  from 
the  county  superintendent  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall 
be  expended  exclusively  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of 
books  of  professional  interest  to  teachers. 

May  hold  trustees'  meeting. 

1666  §  1666.    The   superintendent   of  every   county  in  which 

there  are  more  than  twenty  school  districts,  may  hold  one 
trustees'  meeting  each  year,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  one 
school  trustee  of  each  school  district  of  the  county  in  which 
said  meeting  is  held  to  attend  the  same  and  participate  in  its 
proceedings.  The  school  trustees  of  each  school  district  shall 
select  the  trustee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  such  meet- 
ing; and  each  trustee  so  selected  shall  be  allowed  his  actual 
traveling  expenses  incurred  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
such  meetings,  such  expenses  to  be  verified  by  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.  In  any  county  in  which  there  are 
less  than  twenty  school  districts,  the  county  superintendent 
may  in  his  discretion  hold  a  meeting  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  when  directed  by  the  county  board  of  education. 
Each  session  of  the  trustees'  meeting  shall  continue  one  day. 
The  county  superintendent  shall  draw  his  requisition  on  the 
county  auditor  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  unappor- 
tioned  county  school  fund  to  pay  the  expenses  of  holding  the 
trustees'  meetings.  The  superintendent  must  notify  each 
trustee  of  the  county  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  calling  of 
such  trustees'  meeting  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
meeting. 

Article  V. 

ELEMENTABT  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

Names. 

1675       §  1676.    Every  school  district  must  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of  ** district   (using  the  name  of  the 

district),  of county"  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in 

which  such  district  is  situated) ;  and  in  that  name  the  trustees 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  hold  and  convey  property  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  such  district.  A  number  must  not  be  used 
as  a  part  of  a  designation  of  any  school  district. 
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Cities  constitute  separate  districts;  additional  territory. 

§  1676.    Every  city  or  incorporated  town,  except  cities  and  1576 
towns  of  the  sixth  class,  unless  subdivided  by  the  legislative 
authority  thereof,  shall  constitute  a  separate  school  district, 
which  shall  be  governed  by  the  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  of  such  city  or  incorporated  town;  provided, 
that  whenever  a  city  or  town  shall  be  incorporated,  except  a 
city  or  town  of  the  sixth  class,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  may  annex  thereto,  for  school  purposes  only,  the  remain- 
der, or  any  part  of  the  remainder,  of  the  district  or  districts 
from  which  such  city  or  incorporated  town  was  organized, 
whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  therein, 
shall  petition  for  such  annexation ;  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  board  of  supervisors  may  include  more  territory  than  the 
remainder  of  the  district  or  districts  from  which  the  city  or 
incorporated  town  was  organized,  whenever  a  petition  for  such 
purpose  is  presented  to  them,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  heads 
of  families  residing  in  such  additional  territory.    When  said 
remainder  or  part  thereof,  or  said  additional  outside  territory, 
has  been  annexed  to  said  city  or  incorporated  town,  it  shall  be 
deemed  a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  the  general  municipal  election,  and  shall  form  one 
or  more  election  precincts,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  legis- 
lative authority  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town,  the  qualified 
electors  of  which  shall  vote  only  for  the  board  of  education,  or 
the  board  of  school  trustees;  and  such  outside  territory  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for 
all  matters  connected  with  the  school  department  thereof,  for 
the  annual  levying  and  collecting  of  the  property  tax  for  the 
school  fund  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town;  and  for  all 
purposes  specified  in  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty  to  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  this 
code,  inclusive;  provided,  however,  that  the  last  assessment 
roll  made  by  the  county  assessor  shall  be  the  only  basis  of 
taxation  for  such  school  district  on  the  property  outside  the 
corporate  limits  so  annexed  for  school  purposes. 

Certain  districts  may  employ  a  clerk. 

§  1576a.    In  any  school  district  organized  under  the  pre-  1576a 
ceding  section,  and  which  is  also  a  high  school  district,  and 
which  districts  are  governed  by  a  board  of  school  trustees,  and

1676a  which  districts  have  an  average  daily  attendance  in  the  elemen- 
tary school  district  of  at  least  eight  hundred  as  shown  by  the 
last  report  of  the  principal  of  schools  in  said  elementary  school 
district  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools,  the  trustees  of  the  said  school  district  may  appoint  a 
clerk,  who  shall  not  be  one  of  their  own  number,  to  act  for 
the  elementary  district  trustees  and  the  high  school  district 
trustees,  to  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
Said  board  may  fix  the  salary  of  the  clerk  at  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars  per  month  for  the  two  districts,  which 
sum  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  funds 
as  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  districts  are  paid. 

When  new  district  may  be  formed. 

1577  §  1577.    First — ^No  new  school  district  shall  be  formed  at 

any  other  time  than  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  nor  at  that  time  unless  the  parents 
or  guardians  of  at  least  fifteen  tjhildren  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents 
of  such  proposed  new  district,  and  residing  at  a  greater  dis- 
tance than  two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  the  public  school- 
house  in  the  district  in  which  such  parents  or  guardians  reside, 
present  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  setting 
forth  the  boundaries  of  the  new  district  asked  for;  provided, 
that  the  provision  requiring  the  petitioners  shall  reside  a  dis- 
tance of  more  than  two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  said 
public  schoolhouse  may  be  dispensed  with  when  the  petition 
shall  be  signed  by  parents  or  guardians  of  fifty  or  more  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years,  residents 
of  a  district  (xr  districts  containing  more  than  two  hundred 
children  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  said  district  or  districts  as  shown  by  the  report  of  teacher 
or  principal  of  said  school  or  schools  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  year  inmie- 
diately  preceding. 

Boundaries  may  be  changed. 

Second — The  boundaries  of  a  school  district,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the 
Political  Code,  shall  be  changed  only  between  the  first  day  of 
October  and  the  tenth  day  of  February  in  any  year,  and  then 
only  when  at  least  ten  heads  of  families  residing  in  the  dis- 
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tricts  affected  by  the  proposed  change  of  boundaries  shall  1677 
present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  a  petition  setting 
forth  the  changes  of  boundaries  desired,  and  the  reasons  for 
the  same;  provided,  that  two  or  more  elementary  sch(¥)l  dis- 
tricts lying  contiguous  may  at  any  time  be  united  to  constitute 
but  one  district,  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  heads  of  families  residing  in  each  of  said  districts  shall 
be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools.  Said  petition 
shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  done  in  case  of 
the  formation  of  new  school  districts. 

Formation  of  Joint  districts. 

Third — Joint  districts    (that  is,   districts  lying  partly  in 
one  county  and  partly  in  another)  may  be  formed  at  any  time 
between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the  tenth  day  of  February 
in  any  year,  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  at  least  fifteen  children  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents  of  such 
proposed  joint  district  and  residing  at  a  greater  distance  than 
two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  any  public  schoolhouse, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each 
county  affected  by  the  proposed  fo(rmation  of  the  joint  dis- 
trict; and  provided,  ficrther,  that  the  provisions  requiring  that 
the  petitioners  shall  reside  a  distance  of  more  than  two  miles 
by  a  traveled  road  from  a  public  schoolhouse  may  be  dispensed 
with  when  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  fifty  or  mopre  children  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents  of 
school  district  or  districts  containing  an  average  daily  attend- 
ance of  two  hundred  or  more  in  the  elementary  schools  of  said 
district  or  districts  as  shown  by  the  reports  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  year  immediately 
preceding.    All  the  provisions  relative  to  the  formation  of 
joint  districts  shall  be  by  concurrent  action  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  affected ; 
siUl  further  provided,  that  by  concurrent  action  of  the  boards 
of  supervisors  and  the  county  school  superintendents,  con- 
tiguous school  districts  or  parts  of  such  school  districts  lying 
in  different  counties  may,  on  proper  petitions  as  abqve  required, 
be  united  to  form  a  joint  school  district,   and  the  school 
property  within  the  territory  thus  united  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  newly  formed  joint  schoiol  district, 
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Children  may  attend  old  school. 

1677  Fourth — The  children  residing  in  any  newly  formed  district, 
in  any  district  whose  boundaries  have  been  changed,  or  in  any 
joint  district,  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  the  school  in  the 
district  or  districts  from  which  the  newly  formed  district 
was  constituted  until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the 
formation  or  change. 

Funds  combined. 

Fifth — ^Whenever  a  district  shall  be  united  with  a  munici- 
pality or  with  another  district,  all  funds  belonging  to  said 
district  shall  be  transferred,  by  requisition  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  county  upon  the  county  auditor,  to  the  municipality 
or  district  with  which  said  district  is  united. 

Superintendent's  notice  and  approval. 

1678  §  1678.  After  giving  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested, 
by  sending  notice  by  registered  mail  to  each  of  the  trustees  of 
any  school  district  that  may  be  affected  by  the  proposed  change, 
or  by  causing  notices  to  be  posted  in  three  public  places  in  each 
district  affected,  one  of  which  shall  be  at  the  door  of  the  school- 
house  of  .said  districts,  for  at  least  one  week,  the  county  super- 
intendent must  transmit  the  petition  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
with  his  approval  or  disapproval.  If  he  approves  the  petition 
he  may  note  such  changes  in  the  boundaries  as  he  may  think 
desirable. 

Supervisors  must  act  on  petition. 

1679  §  1679.  The  board  of  supervisors  must,  at  their  first  meet- 
ing after  the  receipt  of  the  petition,  act  upon  the  same.  If  the 
board  establishes  the  district,  they  may  do  so  in  accordance 
with  the  original  prayer  of  the  petition,  or  with  such  modi- 
fications as  they  choose  to  make. 

Division  of  district  by  county  line  makes  district  joint. 

1680  §  1680.  Whenever  any  school  district  has  been,  or  shall 
hereafter  be,  intersected  by  any  county  boundary  line  in  the 
formation  of  any  new  county,  or  in  changing  the  boundary  of 
any  county,  and  portions  of  the  district  then  lie  in  different 
counties,  such  district,  shall  by  operation  of  law  constitute  and 
become  established  as  a  joint  school  district,  at  the  time  of 
such  intersection,  unless  otherwise  provided. 
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An  act  confirming  the  organization  of  school  districts. 

[Approved  March  18,  1905.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Legalizing  Uie  formation  of  school  districts.  j^^ 

Section  1.  All  school  districts  in  this  state  that  for  a  Sec.  1 
period  of  five  (5)  years  have  been  acting  as  school  districts 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  duly 
incorporated  and  to  be  bodies  politic  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  and  as  such  school  districts,  under  their  appropriate 
names,  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  be  subjected 
to  all  of  the  duties  and  obligations  of  duly  incorporated  school 
districts. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

An  act  confirming  and  validating  the  organization  of  school  districts. 

[Approved  April  21,  1915.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  OrS  follows:  a^* 

Section  1.  Where  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  gee.  1 
have  purported  to  establish  a  school  district  of  any  kind  or 
class  situated  within  such  county  and  such  district  has  acted 
as  a  school  district  for  a  period  of  one  year  previous  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  act,  all  acts  and  proceedings  taken  for 
the  purpose  of  creating  such  district  are  hereby  legalized, 
validated  and  declared  to  be  sufficient,  and  such  school  district 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  duly  incorporated  and  as  such  school 
district  under  its  appropriate  name  shall  have  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  a  duly  incorporated  school  district. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  change  of  name  of  school  districts  and  the 

manner  of  making  such  change. 

[Approved  March  16,  1903.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  a^  follows: 

Name  of  school  districts  may  be  changed.  j^^i 

Section  1.    Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  Sec.  1 
board  of  supervisors,  signed  by  at  least  fifteen  qualified  electors 
of  said  district,  asking  that  the  name  of  any  school  district  be 
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Act.  changed,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  designate  a  day 
Sec.  1  upon  which  they  will  act  upon  such  petition,  which  day  must 
not  be  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  forty  days  after  the 
receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  the  said  board  of  supervisors 
must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by  sending  by  regis- 
tered mail  to  each  of  the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  a 
notice  of  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition,  which 
notice  must  be  mailed  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  set  for 
hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall  by  resolution  either  grant 
or  deny  the  petition,  and  if  granted,  the  clerk  shall  notify 
the  county  superintendent  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  the 
said  district. 

New  districts  must  open  school  on  or  before  the  second  Mon- 
day in  September. 

1581  §  1581.    After  the  making  of  an  order  by  the  board  of

to  such  district  such  proportion  of  the  school  money  to  which 
such  district  is  entitled,  as  the  number  of  school  children  in 
average  daily  attendance  residing  in  that  portion  of  the  district 
situated  in  his  county  bears  to  the  total  number  of  children 
in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  entire  district.

The  trustees  of  joint  districts  shall  make  1583 
to  the  superintendents  of  each  county  in  which  the  district  is 
located,  the  reports  which  other  trustees  are  required  to  make. 
The  teacher  in  such  joint  district  shall  hold  a  certificate  in 
the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  is  located. 

District  may  be  governed  by  city  charter. 

§  1584.  A  school  district,  a  portion  of  which  is  embraced  1584 
within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town  governed  by 
a  charter  proposed  and  adopted  as  provided  by  section  8  of 
article  XI  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  may  be 
subject  to,  controlled  and  governed  by  the  provisions  of  such 
charter  relating  to  and  providing  for  the  management  of 
public  schools  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  section.  The 
board  of  trustees  of  such  school  district  may  provide  for  the 
holding  of  an  election  at  the  time,  and  in  the  form  and  manner 
for  holding  elections  for  school  trustees,  at  which  election 
shall  be  submitted  the  question  of  the  district  being  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  such  city  or  town.

(or  town)   of  V  and  the  words  '*Yes"  and  **No''  so 

placed  that  the  voters  may  clearly  indicate  their  choice  in 
this  connection.  The  board  having  charge  of  such  election 
shall  count  the  ballots  cast  on  such  proposition  and  make 
return  thereof  to  the  beard  of  trustees  of  such  school  district. 
If  it  shall  appear  from  such  returns  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  on  such  proposition  were  in  favor  thereof,  then 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  certify  said  result  to  the  board 
of  education  provided  for  in  the  charter  of  such  city  or  town, 
and  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  certificate  said  school 
district  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  such  charter 
relating  to  the  establishment,  management  and  control  of  the 
public  schools ;  provided,  however,  that  in  any  case  where  any 
such  school  district  or  portion  of  school  district,  is  embraced 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  a  city  or  town  having  such 
charter  as  is  herein  referred  to,  and  the  electors  of  such 
school  district  have  participated  in  and  voted  at  any  school 
election  held  subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  and  under  the 
provisions  of  such  charter,  then  the  electors  of  such  school 
district  shall  be  deemed  to  have  submitted  to  be  governed  ir 
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1684  all  matters  relating  to  the  management  of  public  schools  within 
such  school  district  or  high  school  district  as  fully  and  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  though  the  electors  of  such  school 
district  or  high  school  district  had  by  their  votes  elected  to  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  such  charter.  All  qualified 
electors  residing  in  such  school  district,  whether  residing 
within  or  without  the  boundaries  of  such  incorporated  city  or 
town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  board  of 
education  at  any  election  held  for  that  purpose. 

APPROVAL    OF    CONSOLIDATION    OF    DISTRICTS    INTO    ONE 

CITY   SCHOOL    DISTRICT. 

An  act  to  validate  the  consolidation  of  certain  school  districts  into 
one  school  district,  and  validate  and  approve  certain  bonds  auth- 
orized by  such  school  districts. 

[Approved  March  1,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 
j^Ql  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1         Section  1.    Wherever,   in   any  city   in   which   there   had 
theretofore  existed  two  or  more  school  districts,  the  business 
and   affairs  of  such  several   districts   have  been   conducted 
together  as  one  district  under  a  common  name  for  a  period  of 
one  year  or  more  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  act,  such 
attempted  consolidation  of  the  said  several  school  districts  into 
one  school  district  is  hereby  approved,  ratified  and  validated; 
and  it  is  further  hereby  declared  that  the  consolidation  of  said 
several  school  districts  into  one  school  district  was  effected  by 
such  action,  and  that  such  school  district  has  existed  as  a  legal 
school  district  from  the  date  on  which  the  business  and  affairs 
of  said  several  school  districts  have  been  conducted  as  one 
district  under  such  common  name.     And  it  is  further  provided 
that  wherever  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which 
any  such  city  is  situated  has  directed,  or  shall  hereafter  direct, 
that  bonds  of  any  such  school  district  be  issued  pursuant  to 
any  election  theretofore  held  in  such  district  in  accordance 
with  the  law  providing  for  the  holding  of  elections  in  school 
districts,  such  action  of  such  board  of  supervisors  is  hereby 
validated  and  approved,  and  all  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  such 
order  are  hereby  declared  valid  and  binding  obligations  of  such 
school  district  from  the  date  of  their  issuance,  whether  the 
same  were  issued  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  be 
issued  hereafter. 
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CONSOLIDATION    OF    DISTRICTS    INTO    ONE    CITY    SCHOOL 

DISTRICT   RATIFIED. 

An  act  to  validate  the  ooneolidation  of  certain  school  districts  into 
one  school  district,  and  validate  and  approve  certain  bonds  auth- 
orized by  such  school  districts. 

[Approved  liiarch  1,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:  Act 

Section  1.  Wherever,  in  any  city  which  had  theretofore  Sec,  1 
been  divided  into  two  or  more  school  districts,  a  majority  of 
the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  voting  at  an  election,  either 
at  a  general  election  or  at  a  special  election  called  pursuant 
to  any  provision  of  law,  have  voted  in  favor  of  consolidating 
such  several  school  districts  into  one  school  district,  either. 

By  voting  to  ratify  a  proposed  charter  for  said  city  which- 
said  charter  contained  a  provision  either  expressly  or  impliedly 
providing  for  such  consolidation,  or  in  which  provision  is  made 
or  attempted  to  be  made  for  the  creation  or  formation  of  one 
school  district,  to  comprise  and  include  the  said  several  districts 
theretofore  existing  within  such  city,  and  such  charter  had 
thereafter  been  approved  by  the  legislature  pursuant  to  article 
XI,  section  8  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California;  or 
in  any  other  way ; 

And  where  the  business  and  affairs  of  such  several  school 
districts  existing  prior  to  such  election  have  been  thereafter 
conducted  as  one  school  district,  such  attempted  consolidation 
is  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  validated,  and  it  is  hereby 
declared  that  the  consolidation  of  such  school  districts  into 
one  school  district  was  effected  thereby;  and  it  is  further 
declared  that  such  school  district  has  existed  as  a  legal  school 
district  from  the  date  of  such  attempted  consolidation ;  and  it 
is  further  provided  that  wherever  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  county  in  which  any  such  city  is  situated  has  directed,  or 
shall  hereafter  direct,  bonds  of  any  such  district  so  formed  or 
created  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  any  election  heretofore  held 
in  such  district  in  accordance  with  the  law  providing  for  the 
holding  of  elections  in  school  districts,  and  such  action  of  such 
board  of  supervisors  is  hereby  validated  and  approved,  and  all 
bonds  issued  pursuant  to  such  order  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
valid  and  binding  obligations  of  such  school  district  from  the 
date  of  their  issuance,  whether  the  same  were  issued  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  be  issued  hereafter. 
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Time  of  opening  and  closing  polls. 

1597  §  1697.    In  districts  in  which  the  average  daily  attendance 

as  shown  by  the  teachers'  register,  exceeds  four  hundred,  the 
polls  must  be  open  at  eight  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open  imtil 
six  o'clock  p.m.  In  other  districts  the  polls  must  not  be 
opened  before  nine  o'clock  a.m.,  nor  kept  open  less  than  four 
hours ;  pravidedj  however,  in  all  elections  held  for  the  purpose 
of  authorizing  the  incurring  of  any  bonded  indebtedness  the 
polls  must  be  opened  at  eight  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open  until 
six  o'clock  p.m. 

Who  are  electors. 

1698  §  1698.  Every  elector,  resident  of  the  school  district,  who 
is  a  qualified  elector  of  the  county,  and  who  is  registered  in 
the  precinct  where  the  election  is  held  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  election,  may  vote  thereat. 

Manner  of  votdng. 

1699  §  1599.  The  voting  must  be  by  ballot  (without  reference 
to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  nominations,  form  of 
ballot,  or  manner  of  voting),  which  shall  be  handed  by  the 
elector  voting  to  the  inspector,  who  shall  then,  in  his  presence, 
deposit  the  same  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges  shall  enter 
the  elector's  name  on  the  poll  list ;  provided,  that  no  electioneer- 
ing shall  be  carried  on  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  polls; 
a7id  provided,  further,  that  the  board  of  school  trustees  may 
arrange  for  secret  ballot  by  providing  booths  or  private  rooms 
in  which  the  voter  must  prepare  his  ballot. 

Who  may  be  challenged. 

1600  §  1600.    Any  person  offering  to  vote  may  be  challenged  by 

any  elector  of  the  district,  and  the  judges  of  election  must 
thereupon  administer  to  the  person  challenged  an  oath,  in 
substance  as  follows:  '*You  do  swear  that  you  are  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  that  you  are  twenty-one  years  of  age,  that 
you  have  resided  in  this  state  one  year,  in  this  county  ninety 
days,  and  in  this  school  district  thirty  days  preceding  this 
election,  and  that  your  name  is  on  the  great  register  of  this 
county,  and  was  on  the  great  register  of  a  precinct  in  this 
school  district  at  least  thirty  days  before  this  election,  and  that 
you  have  not  before  voted  this  day."  If  he  takes  the  oath 
prescribed  in  this  section,  his  vote  must  be  received,  otherwise 
his  vote  must  be  rejected. 
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Poll  and  tally  lists. 

§  1601.    A  poll  and  tally  list  must  be  kept  and  returned  to  1601 
the  board  of  trustees. 

Certificates  of  election. 

§  1602.  The  oflBcers  of  election  must  publicly  canvass  the  1602 
votes  immediately  after  closing  the  polls,  and  make,  sign,  ana 
deliver  certificates  of  election  to  the  person  or  persons  elected, 
which  must,  with  the  oath  of  oflSce  of  the  person  so  elected 
attached,  be  forwarded  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  filed  in  his  ofiSce. 


Article  VII. 

BOARDS  OF  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES  AND  CITY  BOARDS 

OF  EDUCATION. 

Nmnber  of  school  trustees. 

§  1611.    Except  when  otherwise  authorized  by  law,  every  1611 
school  district  shall  be  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  school 
trustees,  consisting  of  three  members. 

Term  of  office  begins  May  first. 

§  1613.    The  term  of  office  of  school  trustees  is  three  years  1613 
from  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  their  election. 

Vacancies  in  office  of  school  trustee. 

§  1614.    JPirs^— Vacancies  in  the  office  of  school  trustee  are  1614 
caused  by  the  happening  of  any  of  the  events  specified  in 
section  nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the  Political  Code,  or 
by  failure  to  elect,  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  ninety-three  of  this  code. 

Second — ^When  a  school  trustee  resigns,  his  resignation  must 
be  sent  in  writing  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

School  trustees  in  newly  formed  district. 

§  1615.    First—^^hen  a  new  district  is  organized,  such  1615 
of  the  trustees  of  the  old  district  as  reside  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  new  shall  be  trustees  of  the  new  district  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  for  which  they  were  elected. 
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1615  Second — ^When  joint  districts  are  formed,  three  trustees  shall 
be  elected  at  the  April  election  next  succeeding  the  formation 
thereof,  to  hold  office  for  one,  two,  and  three  years  respectively 
from  the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  their  election. 

The  terms  of  the  trustees  in  the  districts  uniting  to  form 
the  joint  district  shall  expire  on  the  formation  of  such  district, 
and  the  superintendent  of  the  county,  in  which  lies  the  district 
having  the  greater  average  daily  attendance,  shall  appoint  two 
trustees,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  the 
other  district  lies  shall  appoint  one  trustee,  to  hold  office  until 
the  first  day  of  May  next  succeeding  the  formation  of  the  joint 
district. 

Gity  board  of  education. 

1616  §  1616.  Boards  of  education  are  elected  in  cities  under  the 
provisions  of  the  laws  governing  such  cities,  and  their  powers 
and  duties  are  as  prescribed  in  such  laws,  except  as  otherwise 
in  this  chapter  provided. 

Powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  school  trustees  and  dty 
boards  of  education. 

1617  §  1617.  The  powers  and  duties  of  trustees  of  common 
school  districts,  and  of  boards  of  education  in  city  school  dis- 
tricts, are  as  follows : 

Prescribe  rules — Transact  business  at  regular  meetings. 

First — To  prescribe  and  enforce  rules,  not  inconsistent  with 
law  or  those  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education,  for 
their  own  government  and  government  of  schools,  and  to  trans- 
act their  business  at  regular  or  special  meetings,  called  for 
such  purpose,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  each  member. 

Manage  school  property. 

Second — To  manage  and  control  the  school  property  within 
their  districts,  and  pay  all  moneys  collected  by  them,  from  any 
source  whatever,  for  school  purposes,  and  all  moneys  appor- 
tioned to  them  from  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the 
authority  of  city  councils  for  school  purposes,  into  the  county 
treasury,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  fund  of  their 
districts. 

Purchase  furniture,  etc. 

Third — To  purchase  school  furniture,  including  organs  and 
pianos,  and  apparatus,  and  such  other  things  as  may  be  neces- 
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sary  for  the  use  of  schools ;  provided,  that  except  in  city  school  1617 
districts  governed  by  boards  of  education,  they  purchase  such 
books  and  apparatus  only  as  have  been  adopted  by  the  county 
board  of  education. 

May  rent  property. 

Fourth — To  rent,  furnish,  repair  and  insure  the  school 
property  of  their  respective  districts,  such  insurance  to  be 
written  in  any  solvent  insurance  company  doing  business  in 
this  state  or  in  any  mutual  insurance  company  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  state.  To  grant  the  use  of  school  buildings  or 
grounds  for  public,  literarj',  scientific,  recreational  or  educa- 
tional meetings,  or  for  the  discussion  of  matters  of  general  or 
public  interest,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said  trustees 
or  boards  of  education  may  deem  proper;  provided,  however, 
that  said  use  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  use  of  said 
buildings  or  grounds  for  school  purposes  nor  interfere  with 
the  regular  conduct  of  school  work;  and  provided,  further, 
that  no  privilege  of  using  said  buildings  or  grounds  shall  be 
granted  for  a  period  exceeding  one  year,  such  privilege  being 
renewable  and  revocable  in  the  discretion  of  said  trustees  or 
boards  of  education. 

Erect  buildings. 

Fifth — ^When  directed  by  a  vote  of  their  districts  to  build 
sehoolhouses  or  to  purchase  or  sell  school  lots. 

Sixth — To  make,  in  the  name  of  the  district,  conveyances  on 
all  property  belonging  to  the  district,  and  sold  by  them. 

Employ  principals. 

Seventh — (a)  To  employ  a  principal  for  each  school  under 
their  control,  and  in  schools  employing  eight  teachers  or  more, 
they  may  employ  a  supervising  principal  for  one  or  more 
schools  under  their  control,  and  in  each  city  school  district 
governed  by  a  city  board  of  education  to  employ  a  city  super- 
intendent of  schools  and  when  necessary  deputy  or  assistant 
city  superintendent  of  schools,  and  to  fix  and  order  paid  the 
compensation  of  the  same  unless  the  same  be  otherwise  pre- 
scribed by  law ;  provided,  that  any  supervising  principal,  city 
superintendent,  or  deputy,  or  assistant  city  superintendent,  who 
shall  be  employed  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  may  be  employed 
for  four  years. 
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Employ  teacheri. 

1617  (b)  To  employ  the  teachers,  and  immediately  notify  the 

county  superintendent  of  schools,  in  writing,  of  such  employ- 
ment, naming  the  grade  of  certificate  held  by  the  teacher 
employed ;  also  to  employ  janitors  and  other  employees  of  the 
school;  to  fix  and  order  paid  their  compensation,  unless  the 
same  be  otherwise  prescribed  by  law;  provided,  that  no  board 
shall  enter  into  any  contract  with  such  employees  to  extend 
beyond  the  close  of  the  next  ensuing  school  year;  except  that 
teachers  may  be  elected  on  or  after  June  first  for  the  next 
ensuing  school  year,  and  each  teacher  so  elected  shall  be  deemed 
re-elected  from  year  to  year  thereafter  unless  the  governing 
body  of  the  school  district  shall  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of 
June  give  notice  in  writing  to  such  teacher  that  his  services 
will  not  be  required  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  Such  notice 
shall  be  deemed  suflScient  and  complete  when  delivered  in 
person  to  the  teacher  by  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  governing: 
body  of  the  school  district,  or  deposited  in  the  United  States 
mail  with  postage  prepaid  addressed  to  such  teacher  at  his  last 
known  place  of  address;  and  provided,  further,  that  any 
teacher  who  shall  fail  to  signify  his  atjceptance  within  twenty 
days  after  such  election  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  the 
same ;  and  provided,  further,  that  any  board  of  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  may  pay  the  teachers  employed  by  them  by 
the  calendar  month  in  twelve  payments  instead  of  by  the  school 
month,  beginning  such  payments  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
calendar  month  following  the  opening  of  the  schools  for  the 
current  school  year,  and  continuing  such  payments  from  month 
to  month  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  calendar  month  until  the 
teachers  have  been  paid  the  full  amount  due  to  them. 

Suspend  pupils. 

Eighth — To  suspend  or  expel  pupils  for  misconduct,  when 
other  means  of  correction  have  failed  to  bring  proper  conduct. 

Admit  or  exclude  children. 

Niyith — To  exclude  from  the  schools  children  under  six  years 
of  age,  except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  provided,  that  where 
the  kindergarten  is  a  part  of  the  day  elementary  schools, 
children  may  be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  classes  at  four 
and  one-half  years  of  age;  and  provided,  further,  that  where 
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any  district  has  established  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  1617 
deaf,  such  children  may  be  admitted  to  the  deaf  school  at  three 
years  of  age.  In  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  children  shall  be  admitted  to  the  beginning  classes  of 
any  school  during  the  first  month  of  the  school  year,  or  when 
the  school  year  is  divided  into  school  terms,  during  the  first 
month  of  each  term,  and  children  who  will  be  six  years  of  age 
before  the  end  of  the  six  months  of  the  school  year,  or  before 
the  end  of  the  third  month  of  the  school  term,  shall  be  admitted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  or  the  school  term,  and 
children  who  will  not  be  six  years  of  age  by  the  end  of  the 
period  specified,  shall  not  be  admitted  until  the  beginning  of 
another  school  year  or  school  term.  Beginners  shall  in  like 
manner  be  admitted  to  the  beginning  classes  of  the  kindergarten 
during  the  first  month  of  the  school  year,  or  of  the  school  term, 
if  the  school  year  be  divided  into  terms,  if  such  children  will  be 
four  and  one-half  years  of  age  before  the  end  of  the  six  month 
of  the  school  year  and  before  the  end  of  the  third  month  of  the 
school  term,  and  children  who  will  not  be  four  and  one-half 
years  of  age  within  the  period  specified  shall  not  be  admitted 
to  the  kindergarten  classes  until  the  beginning  of  another 
school  year  or  term. 

Enforce  course  of  study. 

Tenth — ^To  enforce  in  schools  the  course  of  study  and  the  use 
of  text-books  prescribed  and  adopted  by  the  proper  authority. 

Appoint  librarians. 

Eleventh — To  appoint  and,  in  their  discretion,  pay  district 
librarians,  and  enforce  the  rules  prescribed  for  the  government 
of  district  libraries. 

Exclude  sectarian  publications. 

Twelfth — ^To  exclude  from  school  and  school  libraries  all 
books,  publications,  or  papers  of  a  sectarian,  partisan  or 
denominational  character. 

Register  pupils. 

Thirteenth — ^To  keep  a  register,  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  public,  of  all  children  applying  for  admission  and  entitled 
to  be  admitted  into  the  public  schools,  and  to  notify  the  parents 
or  guardians  of  such  children  when  vacancies  occur,  and  receive 
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1617        such  children  into  the  schools  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
registered. 

May  admit  outside  pupils. 

Fourteenth — To  permit  children  from  other  districts  to 
attend  the  schools  of  their  district  only  upon  the  consent  of  the 
trustees  of  the  district  in  which  such  children  reside ;  provided, 
that  should  the  trustees  of  the  district  in  which  children  whose 
parents  or  guardians  desire  them  to  attend  in  other  districts 
reside,  refuse  to  g^rant  their  consent,  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  such  children  may  appeal  to  the  county  superintendent  and 
his  decision  shall  be  final. 

Make  report. 

Fifteenth — To  make  an  annual  report,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  manner 
and  form  and  on  the  blanks  prescribed  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction. 

Sixteenth — To  make  a  report,  whenever  required,  directly 
to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  of  the  text-books 
used  in  their  schools. 

visit  schools. 

Seventeenth — To  visit  every  school  in  their  district  at  least 
once  in  each  term,  and  examine  carefully  into  its  management, 
conditions,  and  wants.  This  clause  to  apply  to  each  and  every 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Call  public  meetings. 

Eighteenth — Boards  of  trustees  may,  and  upon  a  petition 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  resident  in  the 
district,  must  call  meetings  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
district  for  determining  or  changing  the  location  of  the  school- 
house,  or  for  consultation  in  regard  to  any  litigation  in  which 
the  district  may  be  engaged,  or  be  likely  to  become  engaged, 
or  in  regard  to  any  affairs  of  the  district.  Such  meetings 
shall  be  called  by  posting  three  notices  in  public  places,  one 
of  which  shall  be  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  schoolhouse, 
for  not  less  than  ten  days  previous  to  the  time  for  which  the 
meeting  shall  be  called,  which  notices  shall  specify  the  purposes 
for  which  said  meetings  shall  be  called ;  and  no  other  business 
shall  be  transacted  at  such  meetings.  District  meetings  shall 
be  organized  by  choosing  a  chairman  from  the  electors  present, 
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and  the  district  clerk  shall  be  clerk  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  1617 
enter  the  minutes  thereof  on  the  records  of  the  district.    A 
meeting  so  called  shall  be  competent  to  instruct  the  board  of 
trustees: 

Meeting  may  Instruct  In  what. 

1.  In  regard  to  the  location  or  change  of  location  of  the 
schoolhouse  or  the  use  of  the  same  for  other  than  school  pur- 
poses; provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  schoolhouse  be  used 
for  purposes  which  necessitate  the  removal  of  any  school  desks 
or  other  school  furniture. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  sale  and  purchase  of  school  sites. 

3.  In  regard  to  prosecuting,  settling  or  compromising  any 
litigation  in  which  the  district  may  be  engaged,  or  be  likely  to 
become  engaged,  and  may  vote  money  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  for  any  of  these  purposes  in 
addition  to  any  amount  which  may  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  dis- 
trict school  property,  and  the  insurance  of  property  destroyed 
by  fire;  provided,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  insurance  of  the 
library  and  apparatus  shall  be  paid  into  the  library  fund.  All 
funds  raised  by  the  sale  of  school  property  may  be  disposed  of 
by  direction  of  a  district  meeting.  District  meetings  may  be 
adjourned  from  time  to  time,  as  found  necessary,  and  all  votes 
instructing  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  or 
by  ayes  and  noes  vote,  as  the  meeting  may  determine.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  bound  by  the  instructions 
of  the  district  meeting  in  regard  to  the  subjects  mentioned  in 
this  section ;  provided,  that  the  vote  in  favor  of  changing  the 
location  of  the  schoolhouse  be  two-thirds  of  all  the  electors 
voting  at  said  meeting  upon  the  proposition  to  change  the 
location. 

ProMcute  or  compromise  litigation. 

Nineteenth — ^Without  the  vote  of  the  district  to  prosecute  or 
compromise  any  litigation,  claims,  demands  and  causes  of  action 
arising  from  the  destruction,  partial  or  total,  of  any  school 
building  in  the  course  of  construction  during  the  month  of 
April,  A.  D.  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six,  in  which  the 
district  is  or  shall  hereafter  be  engaged,  and  devote  money  tor 
any  of  these  purposes. 
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Let  contract!  on  bids. 

1617  Twentieth — Tq  let  all  contracts  involving  an  expenditure 

of  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  work  to  be  done  or  for 
material  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  except  musical  instru- 
ments, to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  who  will  give  such 
security  as  the  board  may  require  or  else  to  reject  all  bids; 
providing,  that  continuing  contracts  for  materials  and  supplies 
may  be  made  with  an  accepted  bidded  for  a  period  of  one 
year;  and  pr&vided,  further,  that  the  board  may  repair  old 
buildings  by  day's  labor.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  bids 
the  board  must  publish  a  notice  calling  for  bids,  stating  tne 
work  to  be  done  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  and 
the  time  when  and  the  place  where  bids  will  be  opened,  at 
least  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  some  daily  or  weekly  news- 
paper published  in  the  county,  or  if  there  is  no  such  paper, 
then  in  some  newspaper  circulated  in  such  county. 

Care  for  health  of  children. 

Twenty-first — To  give  diligent  care  tQ  the  health  and  physical 
development  of  pupils,  and  where  suflScient  funds  are  provided 
by  district  taxation,  to  employ  properly  certificated  persons 
for  such  work. 

May  transport  children. 

Twenty-second — Tq  provide  for  the  transportation  of  pupils 
wherever  in  their  judgment  such  transportation  of  pupils  is 
advisable;  provided  that  such  transportation  of  pupils  shall 
not  cost  the  district  more  than  fifteen  cents  per  pupil  trans- 
ported per  day. 

Flag  must  be  hoisted  over  schoolhouse,  and  displayed  in  each 
schoolroom. 
1617a  §  1617a.    Boards  of  school  trustees  in  all  school  districts 

throughout  the  state  and  boards  of  education  in  all  cities  and 
cities  and  counties  throughout  the  state  shall  provide  for  each 
sehoolhouse  under  their  control,  a  suitable  flag  of  the  United 
States,  which  shall  be  hoisted  above  each  sehoolhouse  durin? 
all  school  sessions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  boards  of  school 
trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  enforce  this  provision.  It

Home  teachers  may  be  employed. 

§  1617b.  Boards  of  school  trustees  or  city  boards  of  edu-  1617b 
cation  of  any  school  district,  may  employ  teachers  to  be 
known  as  **home  teachers,"  not  exceeding  one  such  home 
teacher  for  every  five  himdred  units  of  average  daily  attend- 
ance in  the  common  schools  of  said  district  as  shown  by  the 
report  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  next 
preceding  school  year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  home

duties  of  citizenship.  The  qualifications  of  such  teachers  shall 
be  a  regular  kindergarten  primary,  elementary  or  secondary 
certificate  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  California  and  special  fit- 
ness to  perform  the  duties  of  a  home  teacher;  providedj  that 
the  salaries  of  such  teachers  shall  be  paid  from  the  city  or 
district  special  school  funds. 
Kay  establish  kindergarten  schools. 

§  1617c.  The  board  of  education  of  every  city,  city  and  1617c 
county,  or  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district 
in  this  state,  shall,  upon  petition  of  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  twenty-five  or  more  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
one-half  and  six  years,  residing  within  one  mile  of  any  ele- 
mentary school  building  situate  in  such  city,  city  and  county, 
or  school  district,  establish  and  maintain  a  kindergarten  or 
kindergartens;  provided,  that  such  kindergarten  or  kinder- 
gartens when  first  established  shall  be  established  only  between 
the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  August  in  any  year ;

during  any  particular  school  year,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
governing  body  of  the  schools  of  such  city,  city  and  county 
or  school  district. 
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1617c  The  board  of  education  of  every  city,  city  and  county,  or 

the  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district  in  which 
a  kindergarten  is  established  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  first  day  of  the 
month  in  which  the  board  of  supervisors  is  required  by  law  to 
levy  the  taxes  required  for  county  purposes,  submit  to  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  money  which  will  be  required  far  the  maintenance  of  any 
kindergarten  or  kindergartens  in  their  several  school  districts 
for  the  ensuing  school  year. 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  thereupon  ex- 
amine said  estimate  and  submit  copies  of  the  same,  with  his 
approval  or  disapproval  endoa"sed  thereon,  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  and  to  the  county  auditor  at  the  time  he  submits 
to  them  his  estimate  for  the  county  school  tax  for  the  current 
year.

In  case  a  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  dis- 
trict, maintains  but  one  kindergarten,  should  such  kinder- 
garten be  discontinued  as  provided  by  this  section,  the  funds 
of  such  kindergarten  shall  immediately  revert  to  the  elemen- 
tary schools  of  the  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district,  in 
which  said  kindergarten  has  been  located;  and  in  case  any 
city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district  maintains  two  or  more 
kindergartens,  the  property  and  funds  of  a  kindergarten  which 
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has  been  discontinued  shall  revert  to  the  kindergarten  or  kin-  1617c 
dergartens  which  are  still  in  operation  in  said  city,  city  and 
county,  or  school  district.  The  rate  of  taxation  which  may  be 
levied  for  the  support  of  kindergartens  in  any  one  year  shall 
not  exceed  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  tax- 
able property  of  such  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  dis- 
trict ;  and  such  tax  for.  the  support  of  the  kindergarten  or 
kindergartens  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  taxes  which 
may  be  levied  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools. 

When  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  may  attend  inter- 
mediate schools. 

§  1617d.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  of  any  1617d 
city  and  county,  or  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  any  school 
district  situated  within  a  high  school  district  maintaining  an 
intermediate  school  course,  shall  permit  pupils  who  have  com- 
pleted the  sixth  year  of  the  elementary  school  to  attend  an 
intermediate  school  course  established  as  provided  by  section

Education  of  the  deaf  by  oral  system. 

§  1618.  The  board  of  education  of  every  city  or  city  and  1618 
county,  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district  in 
this  state,  containing  five  or  more  deaf  children,  or  children 
who  from  deafness  are  unable  to  hear  common  conversation, 
between  the  ages  of  three  and  twenty-one  years,  may  in  their 
discretion  establish  and  maintain  separate  classes  in  the  pri- 
mary and  grammar  grades  of  the  public  schools,  wherein  such 
pupils  shall  be  taught  by  the  pure  oral  system  for  teaching 
the  deaf. 
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1619  §  1619.  First — ^Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards 
of  education  must  maintain  all  the  schools  established  by  them 
for  an  equal  length  of  time  during  the  year,  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  with  equal  rights  and  privileges;  provided,  that 
boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  education  may 
establish  and  maintain  vacation  schools  of  kindergarten,  ele- 
mentary,  or  high  school  grade.  No 'vacation  school  shall  be 
established  until  a  school  of  equal  grade  has  been  maintained 
for  at  least  eight  months.

Second — ^When  in  any  district  it  is  necessary  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  residents  of  said  district  that  the  school  therein 
should  be  maintained  a  part  of  the  year  in  one  portion  of  the 
district,  and  a  part  of  the  year  in  another  portion  of  the  dis- 
trict, the  aggregate  of  the  time  the  school  has  been  maintained 
in  the  different  portions  of  the  district  shall  be  considered  in 
estimating  the  time  for  which  a  school  has  been  maintained  in 
the  district  during  the  school  year. 

Supplies  furnished. 

1620  §  1620.  Writing  and  drawing  paper,  pens,  inks,  black- 
boards, blackboard  rubbers,  crayons,  and  lead  and  slate  pencils, 
and  other  necessary  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  must 
be  furnished  under  the  direction  of  the  city  boards  of  education 
and  boards  of  school  trustees,  and  charges  therefor  must  be 
audited  and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  county  school 
fund  of  their  districts  are  audited  and  paid. 

Beapportionment  of  school  funds. 

1621  §  1621.  The  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  must  use  the  school  moneys  received  from  the  state 
and  county  apportionments  exclusively  for  the  support  of

sufficient  one,  said  balance  shall  not  be  reapportioned. 

State  school  moneys  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment 
of  teachers  and  superintendents. 

§  1622.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  edu- 1622 
cation  may  use  fifty  per  cent  of  the  county  school  money  for 
any  of  the  purposes  authorized  by  this  chapter;  but  all  the 
state  school  money  and  not  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
county  school  money  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  pay- 
ment of  teachers'  salaries  of  the  elementary  schools;  provided, 
that  any  city  superintendent  of  public  schools  or  supervising

§  1622ab  If  the  apportionment  of  the  moneys  mentioned  1622a 
in  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  this  code 
be  at  any  time  insufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  or 
the  expenses  connected  with  the  care  and  maintenance  of  and

An  act  to  provide  for  health  and  development  supervieion  in  the  public 

schools  of  the   State  of  California. 

[Approved  April   15,   1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assenibly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

^ct        Health  and  development  supervision. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  are  hereby  authorized  to  establish  health  and  devel- 
opment supervision  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  and  to 
employ  an  examining  staff  and  other  employees  necessary  to 
carry  on  said  work  and  to  fix  the  compensation  for  the  same. 
Whenever  practicable  the  examining  staff  for  health  and 
development  supervision  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  shall 
consist  of  both  educators  and  physicians. 

Sec  2  Sec.  2.     The  purposes  of  health  and  development  super- 

vision in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  are  hereby  defined  as 
follows : 

1.  To  secure  the  correction  of  developmental  and  acquired 
defects  of  both  pupils  and  teachers  which  interefere  with 
health,  growth  and  eflBciency,  by  complete  physical  examina- 
tion.  Said  examinations  shall  occur  annually  or  as  often  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education. 

2.  To  adjust  school  activities  to  health  and  growth  needs  and 
to  development  processes  and  to  attend  to  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  school  hygiene. 

3.  To  bring  about  a  special  study  of  mental  retardation  and 
deviation  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools. 
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Sec.  3.    The  requirements  for  certification  of  members  of  Act 
the  examining  staff  for  health  and  development  supervision  in  Sec.  3 
the  public  schools  of  the  state  shall  be  as  follows : 

For  educators:  A  life  diploma  of  California  of  the  high 
school  or  grammar  school  grade  and  a  health  and  development 
certificate  which  shall  authorize  the  holder  of  such  certificate 
to  conduct  the  work  authorized  by  this  act,  in  those  grades 
specified  by  the  life  diploma  held. 

For  physicians :  A  California  certificate  to  practice  medicine 
and  surgery  and  a  health  and  development  certificate. 

Sec.  4.  County  or  city  and  county  boards  of  education  are  Sec.  4 
hereby  authorized  to  grant  health  and  development  certificates 
to  holders  of  life  diplomas  of  California  of  the  high  school  or 
grammar  school  grade  or  to  holders  of  California  certificates 
to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  who  shall  present  with  such 
life  diplomas  or  with  such  certificates  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  a  recommendation  from  the  state  board  of  education 
certifying  special  fitness  for  the  work  specified  in  this  act. 

An  act  to  prevent  the  formation  and  prohibit  the  existence  of  secret, 
oath -bound  fraternities  in  the  public  schools. 

[Approved  March  13,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Hay  prevent  school  fraternities.  Act 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  Sec.  1 
be  unlawful  for  any  pupil,  enrolled  as  such  in  any  elementary 
or  secondary  school  of  this  state,  to  join  or  become  a  member 
of  any  secret  fraternity,  sorority  or  club,  wholly  or  partly 
formed  from  the  membership  of  pupils  attending  such  public 
schools,  or  to  take  part  in  the  organization  or  formation  of  any 
such  fraternity,  sorority  or  secret  club ;  provided,  that  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  one  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  section  from  joining  the  order  of  the 
Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West,  Native  Daughters  of  the 
Golden  West,  Foresters  of  America  or  other  kindred  organiza- 
tions not  directly  associated  with  the  public  schools  of  the  state. 
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Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  boards  of  education 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  to  make  and  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations 
needful  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  schools  under 
their  charge.  They  are  hereby  required  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  by  suspending,  or,  if  necessary,  expelling  a 
pupil  in  any  elementary  or  secondary  school  who  refuses  or 
neglects  to  obey  any  or  all  such  rules  or  regulations. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  disposal  of  moneys  remaining  in  the  build- 
ing fund  of  any  school  district,  after  all  bonds  and  indebtedness 
shall  have  been  paid  and  liquidated,  arising  from  the  construction 
of  school  buildings.

Sec.  1  Section  1.  All  moneys  that  have  been  or  shall  be  raised 
by  special  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  school  buildings, 
that  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treasurer  after 
all  bonds,  that  have  been  or  may  be  issued  on  account  of  such 
buildings,  shall  have  been  redeemed,  and  all  other  indebtedness

A^A  The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  ena<;t  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  civic  center  at 
each  and  every  public  schoolhouse  within  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, where  the  citizens  of  the  respective  public  school  dis- 
tricts within   the  said   State   of  California  may  engage  in 
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supervised  recreational  activities,  and  where  they  may  meet  Act 
and  discuss,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  desire,  any  and  Sec.  1 
all  subjects  and  questions  which  in  their  judgment,  may  apper- 
tain to  the  educational,  political,  economic,  artistic  and  moral 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  respective  communities  in  which 
they  may  reside ;  provided,  that  such  use  of  said  public  school- 
house  and  grounds  for  said  meetings  shall  in  on  wise  interfere 
with  such  use  and  occupancy  of  said  public  schoolhouse  and 
grounds  as  is  now,  or  hereafter  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
poses of  said  public  schools  of  the  State  of  California. 

Trustees  must  supply  janitor,  etc. 

Sec.  2.  Lighting,  heating,  janitor  service  and  the  services  Sec.  2 
of  a  special  supervising  oflScer  when  needed,  in  connection  with 
such  use  of  public  school  buildings  and  grounds  as  set  forth  in 
section  one  of  this  act,  shall  be  provided  for  out  of  the  county 
or  special  school  funds  of  the  respective  school  districts  in  the 
same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority  as  such  similar  services 
are  now  provided  for.  Such  use  of  the  said  schoolhouses, 
property  and  grounds  shall  be  granted  free;  provided,  that 
in  ease  of  entertainments  where  an  admission  fee  is  charged, 
a  charge  may  be  made  for  the  use  of  said  schoolhouses,  property 
and  grounds. 

Civic  center  under  control  of  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  management,  direction  and  control  of  said  Sec.  3 
civic  center  shall  be  vested  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  board  of 
education  of  the  school  district.  Said  board  of  trustees  or 
board  of  education  shall  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations 
for  conducting  said  civic  center  meetings  and  for  such  recrea- 
tional activities  as  are  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act ; 
and  said  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  education  may  appoint 
a  special  supervising  officer  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
grounds,  preserve  order,  protect  the  school  property  and  do 
all  things  necessary  in  the  capacity  of  a  peace  officer  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  and  the  intents  and  purposes  of  this  act. 
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LIQUOR   MUST  NOT  BE   DELIVERED  ON   SCHOOL  GROUNDS. 

An  act  prohibiting  th«  sale,  gift  or  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquor  at 
public  schoolhouseSf  and  preeoribing  penalties  for  the  violation 
of  any  provision  hereof. 

[Approved  April  2,  1916.] 

j^l         The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Sbction  1.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation 
that  sells,  gives  or  delivers  to  any  person  any  intoxicating 
liquor  at  any  public  schoolhouse  or  upon  any  portion  of  the 
grounds  thereof,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  impris- 
onment in  a  county  jail  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  con- 
victed of  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  act  shall,  for 
a  period  of  one  year  from  and  after  such  conviction,  be  barred 
from  having  or  receiving  any  privilege  accorded  by  that 
certain  act  entitled  ''An  act  providing  for  the  free  use  of 
all  public  schools  and  propeirty,  and  to  establish  a  civic  center 
at  each  and  every  public  schoolhouse  in  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  to  provide  for  the  maintenance,  conduct  and 
management  of  the  same,"  approved  June  6,  1913. 


Abticlb  IX. 

OLEBKS  OF  SCHOOL  DI8TBI0TS. 

Election. 

1649  §  1649.    Boards  of  school  trustees  must  meet  annually  on 

the  first  Saturday  in  May  and  elect  one  of  their  members  clerk 
of  the  district.  If  a  clerk  is  not  so  elected  on  this  date,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  shall  appoint  one  of 
the  members  of  the  board  of  school  trustees  district  clerk.  If 
a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  position  of  district  derk,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  one  of  the  members  of 
the  board  of  school  trustees  to  the  position. 

Duties. 

1660  §  1660.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk : 

First — To  call  meetings  of  the  board  at  the  request  of  two 
members,  and  to  act  as  clerk  of  the  board,  and  to  keep  a  record 
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of  its  proceedings,  and  an  accurate  account  of  the  receipts  and  1660 
expenditures  of  school  moneys. 

Second — ^To  keep  his  records  and  accounts  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  electors  of  the  district,  in  suitable  books  provided 
by  the  board  of  school  .rustees  for  that  purpose. 

Third — To  place  the  monthly  journal  designated  as  the 
oflSeial  organ  of  the  department  of  public  instruction  in  the 
school  district  library  each  month ;  and  if  he  fails  to  receive  it 
regularly,  to  immediately  notify  the  publishers  of  such  fact. 

Fourth — To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  board. 

Pirovide  rapplies,  etc. 

§  1661.  The  clerk  of  each  district  must,  under  the  direc- 1661 
tion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  provide  all  school  supplies  author- 
ized by  this  chapter,  keep  the  schoolhouse  in  repair  during 
the  time  school  is  taught  therein,  and  exercise  a  general  care 
and  supervision  over  the  school  premises  and  school  property 
during  the  vacation  of  the  school.    [Section  1576a.] 


Article  X. 

ELBMENTABT  (PBIMAS7  AND  GRAMMAS)  SCHOOLS. 

School  age— Kindergarten  age— Deaf  children  admitted  at 
three  years. 

§  1662.    1.  The  courses  of  study  for  the  day  elementary  1662 
schools  of  California  shall  embrace  eight  years  of  instruction ; 
and  such  courses  must  allot  eight  years  for  instruction  in  sub- 
jects required  to  be  taught  in  such  schools  and  may  allot  not 
more  than  two  years  for  kindergarten  instruction. 

Who  may  be  admitted. 

2.  The  day  elementary  schools  of  each  school  district  of  Cali- 
fornia shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  all  children  between 
six  and  twenty-one  years  of  age  residing  in  the  district,  and 
may  be  open  for  the  admission  of  adults  if  the  governing  body 
of  the  district  deem  such  admission  advisable;  provided,  that 
where  kindergarten  instruction  is  given  in  the  schools  of  a  dis- 
trict, such  school  shall  admit  children  to  the  kindergarten 
classes  at  four  years  of  age;  and  the  reports  for  the  kinder- 
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1662  garten  classes  shall  be  kept  and  shall  be  made  separate  from 
other  school  reports;  and  provided,  further,  that  wherever  a 
school  is  established  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf,  such  chil- 
dren may  be  admitted  to  such  school  at  three  years  of  age; 
provided,  that  the  average  daily  attendance  of  deaf  children 
who  are  six  years  of  age  or  older  shall  be  counted  as  part  of 
the  average  daily  attendance  in  the  day  elementary  scHools. 

Who  may  be  excluded. 

3.  The  governing  body  of  the  school  district  shall  have  power 
to  exclude  children  of  filthy  or  vicious  habits,  or  children 
suffering  from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  and  also  to 
establish  separate  schools  for  Indian  children  and  for  childr^i 
of  Chinese  or  Mongolian  descent.  When  such  separate  schools 
are  established,  Indian,  Mongolian  or  Chinese  children  must 
not  be  admitted  into  any  other  school. 

Course  for  evening  ochools. 

4.  The  courses  of  study  for  the  evening  elementary  schools 
of  California  shall  embrace  eight  years  of  instruction  in  the 
subjects  permitted  to  be  taught  in  such  schools. 

Who  admitted  to  evening  tchoolt. 

5.  The  evening  elementary  schools  of  any  school  district 
shall  be  open  for  the  admision  of  all  children  over  the  age  of 
fourteen  years,  residing  in  the  district,  and  for  the  admission 
of  adults ;  provided,  that  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
who  have  been  given  permits  to  work  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  an  act  to  enforce  the  educational  rights  of  chil- 
dren may  be  admited  to  the  evening  elementary  schools. 

Classification  of  public  schools — Qualification  of  teachers. 

1663  §1663.  1.  The  public  schools  of  California,  other  than 
those  supported  exclusively  by  the  state,  shall  be  classed  as  day 
and  evening  elementary,  and  day  and  evening  secondary 
schools.  The  day  and  evening  elementary  schools  of  California 
shall  be  designated  as  primary  and  grammar  schools.  The  day 
and  evening  secondary  schools  of  California  shall  be  designated 
as  high  schools  and  technical  schools,  and  either  class  may 
include  a  portion  of  the  other  class.  No  teacher  shall  be 
employed  to  teach  in  any  way,  in  any  school,  if  the  certificate 
held  by  the  teacher  is  of  a  grade  below  that  of  the  school  or 
class  to  be  taught;  provided,  that  the  holders  of  existing 
primary  certificates  or  of  the  same  when  hereafter  renewed  or 
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made  permanent  shall  be  eligible  to  teach  in  any  of  the  grades  1663 
of  a  day  or  evening  elementary  school  below  the  sizth  year  and 
not  including  the  kindergarten  grades;  and  in  any  day  or 
evening  elementary  school  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county, 
which  the  county  or  city  and  county  superintendent  shall 
designate  as  a  primary  day  or  evening  elementary  school ;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  holder  of  any  valid  special  certificate 
for  kindergarten  work,  or  of  any  kindergarten  primary  certifi- 
cate, who  has  had  at  least  one  year  of  training  in  a  state  normal 
school  of  California  or  other  normal  school  accredited  by  the 
state  board  of  education,  or  one  year's  teaching  in  an  elemen- 
tary school,  shall  be  entitled  to  teach  in  the  first  grade  of  the 
elementary  schools. 

Course  of  itudy^-Wh«n  prescribed. 

2.  The  county,  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  must, 
except  in  incorporated  cities  having  boards  of  education,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  prescribe  the  course 
of  study  in  and  for  each  grade  of  the  day  and  evening  elemen- 
tary schools  for  the  ensuing  school  year. 

» 

Dlplomss  of  graduation  may  be  granted. 

3.  Except  in  city  school  districts  having  boards  of  education, 
the  county  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  shall  provide 
for  the  conferring  of  diplomas  of  graduation  by  examination 
or  otherwise  upon  those  pupils  who  have  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted the  course  of  study  provided  for  the  day  or  evening 
elementary  schools  of  the  county  or  city  and  county. 

Course  of  study  may  be  amended. 

4.  Whenever  necessary  county  or  city  and  county  boards  of 
education  may  amend  and  change,  subject  to  section  one  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  this  code,  the  course  of 
study  prescribed  by  them  for  the  day  and  evening  elementary 
schools. 

Taught  in  English. 

§  1664«    All  schools  must  be  taught  in  the  English  Ian- 1664 
guage. 

Statutory  school  studies. 

§  1666.    Instruction    must    be    given    in    the    following  j^qqq 
branches  in  the  several  grades  in  which  they  may  be  required, 
viz:  reading,  writing,  spelling,  arithmetic,  geography,  language 
and  grammar,  with  special  reference  to  composition;  history 
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1666  of  the  United  States  and  civil  government;  the  necessary  ele- 
ments of  physiology  and  hygiene,  with  special  reference  to  the 
injurious  effects  of  tobacco,  alcohol  and  narcotics  on  the  human 
system;  morals  and  manners.  In  the  first  six  grades  of  the 
elementary  schools  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  pupil's  time 
during  each  week  shall  be  devoted  to  study  and  recitation  of 
the  subjects  hereinbefore  enumerated  and  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  at  least  twelve  and  one-half  hours  of  the  pupil 's 
time  each  week  shall  be  devoted  to  the  study  and  recitation 
of  such  subjects.  From  the  time  remaining  after  the  study 
and  recitation  of  such  subjects  have  been  provided  for,  instruc- 
tion must  be  given  in  nature  study  with  special  reference  to 
agriculture  and  bird  life;  physical  culture,  music,  drawing 
and  elementary  bookkeeping,  humane  education,  and,  when 
competent  teachers  thereof  can  be  secured  and  there  are  suffi- 
cient funds  in  the  district  to  pay  their  salaries,  manual  train- 
ing, vocational  training  and  domestic  science;  provided,  that 
instruction  in  elementary  bookkeeping,  humane  education,  ele- 
ments of  physiology  and  hygiene,  music,  drawing,  and  nature 
study  may  be  oral,  and  no  text-books  on  these  subjects  shall 
be  required;  provided,  further,  that  county  boards  of  educa- 
tion may,  in  districts  employing  two  teachers  or  less,  confine 
the  pupils  to  the  studies  of  reading,  writing,  spelling,  arith- 
metic, language  and  grammar,  geography,  history  of  the  United 
States  and  civil  government,  elements  of  physiology  and 
hygiene  and  elementary  bookkeeping,  until  they  have  a  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  these  subjects ;  and  it  is  further  provided, 
that  no  more  than  twenty  recitations  per  week  shall  be  required 
of  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  no  pupil  under  the  age 
of  fifteen  years  in  any  elementary  school  shall  be  required  to 
do  any  home  study. 

Establish  cosmopolitan  school,  laagoages  taught. 

1666a  §  1666a.  The  board  of  education  in  every  city  of  the  first 
and  first  and  one-half  classes  shall  establish  and  maintain  in 
each  of  said  cities  of  the  first  and  first  and  one-half  classes  at 
least  one  public  school  in  which  shall  be  taught  the  French, 
Spanish,  Italian  and  German  languages  or  any  of  them  in 
connection  with  the  studies  in  the  English  language  prescribed 
to  be  taught  by  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  sixty-five 
of  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California.  Such  schools 
shall  be  designated  as  cosmopolitan  schools,  and  shall  be  sub- 
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ject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  1666a 
said  boards  of  education  of  said  cities  of  the  first  and  first  and 
one-half  classes  wherein  said  school  or  schools  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained ;  provided,  that  the  schools  provided  for 
in  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  sixty-five  a  may  be  estab- 
lished by  the  board  of  education  of  any  city  or  city  and  county 
when  by  such  board  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  advisable. 

Addittonal  studies. 

§  1666.    Other  studies  may  be  authorized  by  the  board  of  1666 
education  of  any  county,  city,  or  city  and  county,  but  such 
studies  if  so  authorized  shall  be  in  lieu  of  a  corresponding 
number  of  such  enumerated  studies  specified  in  the  preceding 
section,  and  not  in  addition  thereto. 


Teach  manners  and  morals— Injurious  effects  of  alcohol  and 
other  narcotics. 

§  1667.  Instruction  must  be  given  in  all  grades  of  school  1667 
and  in  aU  classes  during  the  entire  school  course,  in  manners  and 
morals,  and  upon  the  nature  of  alcohol  and  narcotics  and 
their  effects  upon  the  human  system,  as  determined  by  science. 
In  all  teachers'  training  classes  in  the  normal  schools  of  this 
state,  adequate  time  and  attention  shall  be  given  to  instruc- 
tion in  the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  nature  of  alcohol  and 
narcotics  and  their  effects  upon  the  human  system,  and  all 
examinations  for  the  granting  of  certificates  to  teachers  by 
boards  of  education  shall  include  this  subject. 

Hygienic  directions. 

§  1668.    Attention  must  be  given  to  such  physical  exercises  1668 
for  the  pupils  as  may  be  conducive  to  health  and  vigor  of 
body,  as  well  as  mind,  and  to  the  ventilation  and  temperature 
of  schoolrooms. 

Exclusion  of  sectarian  and  partisan  publications. 

§  1672.  No  publication  of  a  sectarian,  partisan,  or  1672 
denominational  character  must  be  used  or  distributed  in  any 
school,  or  be  made  a  part  of  any  school  library ;  nor  must  any 
sectarian  or  denominational  doctrine  be  taught  therein.  Any 
school  district,  town,  or  city,  the  officers  of  which  knowingly 
allow  any  schools  to  be  taught  in  violation  of  these  provisions, 
forfeits  all  right  to  any  state  or  county  apportionment  of 
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1672  school  moneys;  and  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  such  viola- 
tion, the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  school  super- 
intendent must  withhold  both  state  and  county  apportionments. 

School  hours. 

1673  §  1673.  No  school  must  be  continued  in  session  more  than 
six  hours  a  day;  and  no  pupil  under  eight  years  of  age  must 
be  kept  in  school  more  than  four  hours  per  day.  Any  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  must  be  treated  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section. 

UNION  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

1674  §  1674.  Union  school  districts  may  be  formed,  and  union 
schools  maintained  therein,  as  in  this  section  provided. 

Election,  how  called. 

First — ^When  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside 
in  two  or  more  contiguous  school  districts,  and  who  have 
children  attending  school  as  shown  by  the  teachers'  registers 
in  the  school  of  the  said  districts  in  the  same  county,  shall  unite 
in  a  petition  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  for  the 
formation  of  a  union  school  district,  to  comprise  the  districts  so 
petitioning,  he  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said 
petition,  call  an  election  for  the  determination  of  the  question, 
and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  in  each  of  the  districts 
petitioning,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said  election  shall 
be  held  separately  and  simultaneously  at  the  public  school- 
house  in  each  of  the  districts  petitioning,  and  shall  be  called  by 
posting  notices  thereof  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in 
each  district,  one  of  which  places  shall  be  the  public  school- 
house  in  each  district  at  least  ten  days  before  said  election. 
Said  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the  officers  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  conducting 
school  elections.  The  ballots  at  such  election,  in  each  district, 
shall  contain  the  words,  **For  the  Union  School  District," 
and  the  voters  shall  write  or  print  after  said  words  on  his 
ballot  the  word  ' '  Yes  "  or  the  word  "  No. "  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  election  officers  in  each  district  to  canvass  the  vote  at 
said  election,  and  report  the  result  to  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  of  said 
election. 
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Organization,  choosing  sites. 

Second — ^If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  in  1674 
each  and  every  of  such  districts,  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  union 
school  district,  the  county  superintendent  shall  (except  in  the 
case  of  the  formation  of  a  union  district  consisting  of  but  two 
districts,  and  as  hereinafter  provided  for  in  subdivision  fourth 
of  this  section),  within  fifteen  days  after  receiving  the  returns 
of  the  election  held  therein,  direct  the  board  of  trustees  in 
each  of  said  districts  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  their  respective  districts,  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen  of  this  code  for  calling  district 
meetings.  At  said  meeting  the  qualified  electors  shall  in  each 
district  select  one  representative,  whose  powers  and  duties  shall 
be  as  hereinafter  specified.  The  representatives  so  chosen  shall 
name  the  union  school  district,  and  shall  have  power  to  make 
temporary  arrangements  for  the  location  of  one  or  more  union 
schools  therein,  and,  if  satisfactory  apartments  or  buildings  in 
a  suitable  location  are  offered  or  can  be  procured,  for  a  consid- 
eration or  at  a  rental  which  would  make  it  advisable  to  accept 
the  same,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  secure  an  option  of  a 
lease  on  such  apartment  or  building  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
three  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing.  Within 
forty  days  after  their  selection  they  shall  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  that  they  desire  to  meet  to  locate  one 
or  more  union  schools  in  and  for  such  union  district.  There- 
after the  representatives  so  chosen  shall  meet  in  conjunction 
with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  named  by  the  superintendent,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  location  of  such  union  school  or  schools.  At  such 
meeting  the  superintendent  shall  be  the  chairman  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  and  participate  in  all  its  proceedings.  Should 
said  representatives  fail  to  unanimously  agree  upon  a  location 
for  such  school  or  schools,  they  shall  propose  in  writing  to  the 
connty  superintendent  then  present,  or,  if  he  is  not  present, 
they  shall  transmit  to  his  oflRce,  within  ten  days,  the  names  of 
the  locations  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  favor.  Within  twenty 
days  after  receiving  such  notice,  the  superintendent  shall  call 
an  election  as  provided  in  subdivision  one  hereof,  to  determine 
the  location  of  the  union  school  or  schools.  At  such  election 
only  such  sites  as  have  been  named  by  the  representatives  and 
certified  to  the  county  superintendent  shall  be  voted  upon. 
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1674  Any  form  of  ballot  by  which  the  voter  signifies  his  choice  of 
location  or  locations  shall  be  allowed.  The  result  of  said 
election  shall  be  determined  and  certified  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent,  as  provided  in  said  subdivision  one.  The  location  or 
locations  which  receive  the  lai^est  number  of  votes  shall  be 
chosen  as  the  location  or  locations  of  the  school  or  schools. 

Joint  union  district. 

Third — ^A  union  school  district  formed  of  school  districts  not 
all  in  the  same  county,  is  designated  a  joint  union  school 
district. 

Formation  of. 

(1)  When  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in 
two  or  more  contiguous  school  districts  not  all  in  the  same 
county  and  who  have  children  attending  the  schools  in  the 
districts  petitioning  as  shown  by  the  teachers'  registers  shall 
unite  in  a  petition  to  the  county  superintendents  of  their 
respective  counties  for  the  formaion  of  a  joint  union  school 
district,  to  comprise  the  districts  so  petitioning,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  of  said  superintendents,  within  twenty  days  after 
receiving  said  petition,  to  call  an  election  in  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts in  his  county  petitioning,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  question,  and  appoint  three  qualified  electors  in  each  of 
such  petitioning  districts,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said 
election  shall  be  called  and  conducted  in  all  respects  as  specified 
in  subdivision  one  of  this  section,  except  that  the  form  of  ballot 
shall  be :  ^*For  the  Joint  Union  School  District,"  and  the  result 
thereof  shall  be  reported  by  the  election  ofiScers  in  each  district 
to  the  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  such  district  is 
situated,  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  of  said 
election. 

Organfzatlont,  choosing  tlteo. 

(2)  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  in  each 
and  every  of  such  districts,  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  joint  union 
school  district,  the  county  superintendent  in  each  county  shall 
(except  in  the  case  of  the  formation  of  a  joint  union  district 
consisting  of  but  two  districts,  and  as  hereinafter  provided  for 
in  subdivision  four  of  this  section),  within  fifteen  days  after 
receiving  the  returns  of  the  election,  direct  the  board  of  trustees 
in  the  district,  or  districts,  in  his  county,  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  qualified  electors,  as  provided  in  subdivision  two  of  this 
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section.  At  said  meeting  the  qualified  electors,  in  each  district,  1674 
shall  select  a  representative,  as  provided  in  said  subdivision! 
The  representatives  so  chosen  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  agreed  upon  among  themselves,  and  name  the  joint  union 
school  district.  The  location  of  the  joint  union  school,  or 
schools,  shall  be  determined  by  the  joint  action  of  the  repre- 
sentatives chosen  and  the  county  superintendents  of  the  coun- 
ties, in  maimer  and  form  as  provided  for  the  location  of  a 
union  school  or  schools. 

Union  takes  place  July  first. 

Fourth — ^Proceedings  for  the  formation  of,  or  for  admission 
to,  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  may  be  begun  at  any 
time,  but  the  schools  in  the  district  uniting  to  form,  or  that 
are  admitted  to,  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  shall 
remain  under  the  control  of  their  respective  boards  of  trustees 
until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the  formation  of  the 
union  or  joint  union  district  and  the  location  of  the  union  or 
joint  union  school,  or  schools,  or  of  admission  to  a  union  or 
joint  union  district,  on  which  first  day  of  July  the  districts 
uniting  to  form  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  or  the 
district  admitted  to  such  union,  shall  cease  to  exist,  except  for 
purposes  specified  in  this  section,  and  the  terms  of  ofiiee  of 
the  school  trustees  in  said  districts  shall  expire,  and  the  district 
property  of  each  district  so  uniting  or  admitted  shall  vest  in 
such  union  or  joint  union  district  and  pass  to  the  control  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  such  district,  to  be  held  and  disposed  of  by 
them,  as  provided  in  section  sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen  of 
this  code ;  provided,  that  in  union  or  joint  union  school  districts 
formed  by  the  union  of  but  two  school  districts,  no  selection  of 
representatives,  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  two  of  this  sec- 
tion, is  necessary,  and  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  original 
school  districts  shall  act  as  the  representatives,  and  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees  for  the  new  union  or  joint  union 
school  district,  and  each  of  such  trustees  shall  continue  in  office 
for  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  proceeds  of  any  sale 
by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
trict, of  school  property  that  originally  belonged  to  any  of  the 
original  districts,  must  first  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  any 
bended  indebtedness  of  such  original  district. 
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Repretentatlvet  act  till  board  It  elected. 

1674  Fifth — In  the  formation  of  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 

tricts, the  representatives  selected  according  to  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  two  of  this  section  shall  act  as  a  board  of  trus- 
tees  for  such  union  or  joint  union  district,  until  the  election  or 
appointment  and  qualification  of  the  regular  board  of  trustees, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Of  whom  union  board  conalsta. 

Sixth — In  union  or  joint  union  school  districts,  formed  by 
the  union  of  more  than  two  school  districts,  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  be  composed  of  one  member  elected  from  each  district 
composing  the  union  or  joint  union  district,  at  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  provided  for  the  election  of  school  trustees,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section.  The  county  school  super- 
intendent (or  superintendents  by  concurrent  action  in  joint 
union  school  districts)  shall,  in  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts composed  of  three  or  more  school  districts,  divide  the 
districts  composing  the  union  or  joint  union  school  districts  in 
three  classes,  as  nearly  equal  in  number  of  school  districts  83 
possible,  to  be  designated  by  him  (or  them)  as  class  A,  B,  and 
C,  respectively.  At  the  first  annual  school  election  following 
the  organization  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district  and 
the  location  of  the  school  or  schools,  the  districts  in  class  A,  as 
so  divided  and  designated,  shall  each  elect  a  school  trustee  for 
one  year ;  the  districts  in  class  B  shall  each  elect  a  school  trustee 
for  two  years ;  the  districts  in  class  C  shall  each  elect  a  school 
trustee  for  three  years ;  and  all  the  trustees  so  elected  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school 
district.  At  each  annual  election  thereafter,  as  terms  of  office 
expire,  the  school  trustees  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  and, 
in  case  of  expiration  of  term  of  appointment,  for  the  unexpired 
term.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  school  trustees  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  (in 
case  of  joint  union  school  districts  by  appointment  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  the  vacancy 
occurs),  the  appointee  or  appointees  to  hold  until  the  first  day 
of  May  next  succeeding  the  appointment. 

In  union  of  two  districts  both  boards  act. 

Seventh — ^In  union  or  joint  union  school  districts  formed  by 
the  union  of  but  two  school  districts,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  union  or  joint  union  district  shall  consist  of  the  two  boards 
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of  trustees  of  the  districts  so  uniting  and  each  trustee  shall  con-  1674 
tinue  to  hold  oflSce  for  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected ;  pro- 
vided, that  should  one  or  more  additional  districts  at  any  time 
be  admitted  to  such  union  or  joint  union  district,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  then  consist  of  one  trustee  from  each  of  the 
original  districts,  as  provided  in  subdivision  six  of  this  section, 
and  the  terms  of  the  trustees  in  the  two  original  districts  and  of 
the  trustees  in  the  district  or  districts  admitted  shall  expire  on 
the  first  day  of  May  next  ensuing  after  the  admission  of  the 
third  district. 

Securing  school  building. 

Eighth — ^After  the  location  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school, 
or  schools,  has  been  determined,  as  provided  in  subdivision  two 
of  this  section,  the  representatives,  acting  as  a  board  of  trustees, 
or  their  successors,  may  erect  or  lease  a  suitable  building,  as 
they  may  deem  most  advisable.  A  lease  shall  not  be  made  for  a 
longer  period  than  three  years.  A  building  may  be  erected 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty 
to  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  inclusive,  of  this  code, 
relating  to  a  district  tax,  or  sections  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty  to  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  inclusive,  of  this 
code,  relating  to  the  issuance  of  bonds.  In  all  cases  the  plans 
must  be  approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  is  to  be  located. 

« 

Changing  location  of  school. 

Ninth — ^No  change  of  location  of  any  union  or  joint  union 
school,  when  once  established,  shall  be  made,  except  upon  a 
petition  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  (or  superin- 
tendents, in  case  of  a  joint  union  district),  signed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  the  school  district  and 
who  have  children  attending  the  school  as  is  shown  by  the 
teacher's  register  in  the  school,  and  then  only  in  accordance 
with  all  the  provisions  for  the  original  location  of  the  school, 
as  contained  in  subdivisions  two  and  three  of  this  section. 

Powers  and  duties  of  boards. 

Tenth — ^The  powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  trustees  in  union 
or  joint  union  school  districts  shall  be  such  as  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be  assigned  by  law  to  boards  of  school  trustees,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section. 
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Meetings. 

1674  Eleventh — Boards  of  trustees  of  union  or  joint  union  school 

districts  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the  school  building,  at 
such  time  as  may  be  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  them  for  their  own  government.     Such  meetings 
shall  not  be  held  less  frequently  than  quarterly.    Special  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president  of  the  board. 
Upon  the  request,  in  writing,  signed  by  a  majority  of  any 
board,  the  president  of  said  board  shall  call  a  meeting  thereof, 
pursuant  to  such  request.    Of  all  special  meetings  of  any  board 
the  members  thereof  shall  have  at  least  two  days'  notice,  issued 
and  served  by  the  clerk  thereof.    At  special  meetings  no  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  other  than  as  specified  in  the  call 
therefor;  provided,  that  in  union  and  joint  union  districts 
formed  by  the  union  of  more  than  three  school  districts  the 
board  may  appoint  an  executive  committee,  consisting  of  the 
president  and  the  clerk  and  one  other  member  of  the  board,  to 
attend  to  the  routine  business  of  the  board,  their  action  to  be 
reported  to  the  board  for  ratification  at  its  first  meeting 
ensuing. 

Course  of  study— text- books. 

Twelfth — The  course  of  study  shall  be  that  prescribed  by 
the  proper  authority,  and  shall  embrace  a  period  of  not  less 
than  eight  years,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  provided  by  law; 
and  the  text-books  used  shall  be  those  adopted  by  the  proper 
authorities.  In  joint  union  districts  the  provisions  of  section 
fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  this  code  shall  apply. 

Transportation  of  pupils. 

Thirteenth — The  board  of  trustees  of  a  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may  contract,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
best,  for  the  transportation,  to  and  from  school,  of  such  pupib 
as  may  seem  to  such  board  to  be  in  need  of  such  transportation, 
and  shall  pay  for  such  transportation,  in  the  usual  manner,  out 
of  any  funds  available  for  the  purpose ;  provided,  that  all  such 
contracts  for  transportation  shall  be  first  approved  by  the 
county  superintendent  (or  superintendents)  of  schools  of  the 
county  (or  counties)  in  which  such  district  is  situated. 

Supervising  principal. 

Fourteenth — ^Whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  the  board  of  trustees  for  any  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may  unite  with  the  trustees  of  any  other  school 
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district,  single,  union  or  joint,  in  the  employment  of  a  super- 1874 
vising  principal,  who  shall  devote  such  time  to  the  supervision 
of  instruction  in  the  several  school  districts  and  shall  receive 
such  compensation  from  each  board  of  trustees  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  them. 

Funds  muct  tM  transferred. 

Fifteenth — (1)  On  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing  after 
the  formation  of  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  or  the 
admission  thereto  of  a  school  district,  the  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  (or  superintendents  in  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts) shall  transfer,  by  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor, 
all  funds  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  different  districts  unit- 
ing to  form  the  union  or  joint  union  district  (or  to  the  credit 
of  the  district  admitted  thereto)  to  the  credit  of  such  union  or 
joint  union  district. 

When  districts  are  considered  separate. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  teachers'  reports  and  for  the  esti- 
mating of  the  number  of  teachers  and  the  amount  of  money  to 
which  each  district  is  entitled,  the  several  districts  tmiting  to 
form  the  union  school  district  shall  continue  their  separate 
existence. 

The  teacher  or  teachers  shall  keep  the  enrollment  and  attend- 
ance of  each  district  separate  from  that  of  the  other  districts 
composing  the  xmion.  At  the  close  of  the  term  or  year,  a  report 
shall  be  made  of  the  attendance  of  each  district  composing  the 
union  separately.  These  separate  reports  shall  be  combined 
into  a  principal's  report.  In  case  of  a  joint  union  school  dis- 
trict, the  teacher  or  teachers  shall  send  a  copy  of  each  report  to 
the  county  superintendent  in  whose  county  parts  of  the  district 
lie ;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  moneys  shall  be  apportioned 
directly  to  any  of  such  several  districts,  while  forming  a  part 
of  an  organized  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  but  there 
shall  be  apportioned  to  such  union  or  joint  union  district  the 
aggregate  of  moneys  that  would  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
school  districts  composing  it,  if  such  several  districts  were  not 
united. 

Admission  of  districts  to  union. 

Sixteenth — (1)  Any  school  district  may  be  admitted  to  a 
union  or  joint  union  school  district  by  action  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  district  is 
located,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
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1674  board  of  trustees  of  the  school  district  seeking  admission  and 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district, 
whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  the 
district  and  who  have  children  enrolled  in  the  school  as  is 
shown  by  the  teacher's  report  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  for  the  year  or  term  immediately  preced- 
ing, shall  present  to  said  board  of  supervisors  a  petition  for 
such  annexation,  accompanied  by  a  petition  for  such  annexation 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  composing  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  district  to  which  admission 
is  desired.  The  counly  superintendent  of  schools  shall  then 
classify  the  newly  admitted  district,  in  class  A,  B,  or  C,  as 
provided  in  subdivision  six  of  this  section,  for  the  election  of 
a  trustee  thereby.  If  such  petitioning  school  district  and  such 
union  or  joint  union  school  district  be  not  wholly  situated  in 
the  same  county,  then  said  petitions  shall  be  presented  in 
duplicate  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  and  every  county 
in  which  any  part  of  either  of  such  districts  is  situated,  and 
such  annexation  shall  be  made  only  by  the  concurrent  action 
of  all  of  such  board  of  supervisors ;  and  in  that  case  the  classi- 
fication of  the  annexed  district,  for  election  of  a  trustee,  shall 
be  made  by  concurrent  action  of  the  coimty  superintendents 
of  each  and  all  such  counties. 

Parts  of  districts  may  Join  union. 

(2)  A  portion  of  a  school  district  may  be  admitted  to  an 
adjacent  union  or  joint  union  school  district  by  action  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  district 
is  situated,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who 
reside  in  the  district  and  who  have  children  attending  the  school 
as  shown  by  the  teacher's  register,  shall  present  to  said  board 
of  supervisors  a  petition  for  such  annexation,  accompanied  by 
a  petition  for  such  annexation  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  composing  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint 
union  district  to  which  admission  is  desired.  The  board  of 
supervisors  shall  attach  such  annexed  portion  of  a  school  district 
to  a  contiguous  original  school  district  forming  part  of  the 
union  or  joint  union  district,  for  voting  and  other  purposes, 
and  such  annexed  portions  shall  thereafter  be  a  part  of  the 
original  district  to  which  it  is  so  attached,  and  can  not  sub- 
sequently withdraw  from  the  union  or  joint  union  district, 
except  as  the  district  to  which  it  is  so  attached  withdraws. 
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Such  annexed  portion  shall  have  no  representation  on  the  board  1674 
of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  except 
as  a  part  of  the  district  to  which  it  is  attached.  If  such  portion 
of  a  school  district  and  such  union  or  joint  union  school  district 
be  not  wholly  situate  in  the  same  county,  then  said  petition 
shall  be  presented  in  duplicate  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
each  and  every  county  in  which  any  part  of  either  of  such 
districts  is  situated,  and  such  annexation,  and  such  attachment 
of  annexed  portion  to  one  of  the  original  districts,  shall  be 
made  only  by  the  concurrent  action  of  all  such  boards  of 
supervisors. 

Districts  may  withdraw  from  union. 

(3)  Any  school  district  contained  in  a  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may,  in  like  manner,  withdraw  from  such  union 
or  joint  union  district  by  action  of  the  board  (or  boards)  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  (or  counties)  in  which  the  union  or 
joint  union  district  is  located,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  trustee  of  the  school  district  seeking 
to  withdraw  and  a  majority  of  the  other  members  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  district,  whenever  a 
majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in  the  union  or  joint 
union  district,  including  two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families 
who  reside  in  the  district  wishing  to  withdraw  and  who  have 
children  attending  the  school  as  shown  by  the  teacher's  register, 
shall  present  to  such  board  or  boards  of  supervisors  a  petition 
for  such  withdrawal,  accompanied  by  a  written  consent  to  such 
withdrawal  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  composing 
the  board  of  trustees  of  such  union  or  joint  union  district. 

Union  may  dissolve. 

Seventeenth — ^Any  union  or  joint  union  school  district, 
formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  which  shall 
hav6  been  in  existence  three  years  or  more,  may  be  dissolved 
in  the  following  manner:  A  petition  signed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  the  district  and  who  have 
children  who  attend  the  school  as  shown  by  the  teacher's 
register  or  as  may  be  shown  by  a  census  of  the  district  ordered 
by  the  board  of  school  trustees,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  such 
district  is  situated,  setting  forth  briefly  the  reasons  for  dissolu- 
tion and  praying  that  the  question  may  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  in  such  district.    Upon  receiving  such  petition  the  super- 
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1674  intendent  shall,  witliin  twenty  days,  call  an  election  in  the 
district,  submitting  to  the  voters  therein  the  question  of  disso- 
lution of  such  district.  If  such  petitioning  district  be  not 
wholly  siuated  within  the  same  county,  said  petition  shall  be 
presented  in  duplicate  to  the  superintendent  of  each  county 
having  territory  within  such  district,  and  each  superintendent 
60  petitioned  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  such 
petition,  call  an  election  in  the  territory  situate  within  his 
county  and  forming  part  of  such  district,  and  appoint  three 
electors  resident  within  such  territory  to  conduct  such  election 
therein.  Notice  of  such  election,  which  must  be  held  through- 
out the  district  on  the  same  day  and  during  the  same  hours, 
shall  be  given  by  posting  written  or  printed  notice  thereof  in 
at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  district  for  at 
least  twelve  days  next  before  the  day  set  for  such  election ;  and 
if  such  district  be  not  wholly  situated  in  the  same  county,  said 
notice  shall  be  posted  for  said  time  in  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  the  portion  of  the  district  in  each  county.  Said 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
conducting  school  elections.  The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on 
them  the  words  **For  Dissolution,"  and  the  voters  shall  write 
or  print  thereafter  the  word  **Yes"  or  the  word  **No."  The 
election  officers  shall  report  the  result  of  such  election  within 
.five  days  thereafter  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county  of  which  they  are  residents.  If  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election  be  opposed  to  dissolution,  no 
further  petition  shall  be  entertained  or  election  ordered  for  a 
similar  purpose  within  three  years  next  following  such  election. 
If  the  district  in  which  such  election  is  held  be  wholly  situated 
in  one  county,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  t^e  votes  cast  at  such 
election  be  in  favor  of  dissolution,  the  county  superintendent 
of  such  county  shall  forthwith  certify  the  result  of  such  election 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county,  and  such  board 
shall,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order 
declaring  such  union  district  dissolved,  such  order  to  take  effect 
at  the  end  of  the  current  school  year,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.  If  the  district  in  which  such  election  is  held  be  not 
wholly  situated  in  one  county,  each  of  the  county  superin- 
tendents of  the  counties  having  territory  therein  shall  imme- 
diately certify  to  the  others  the  result  of  the  election  in  his 
own  county,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such 
election  be  in  favor  of  dissolution,  all  of  such  county  superin-

tendents  shall,  jointly,  forthwith  certify  the  result  of  such  1674 
election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  of  such  counties, 
and  said  boards,  and  each  of  them,  shall,  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order  declaring  such  union  or 
joint  union  district  dissolved,  such  order  to  take  effect  at  the 
end  of  the  current  school  year,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
When  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  has  been  thus 
dissolved,  the  property  thereof  shall  be  sold  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  property  is  situated, 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  dissolved  district,  shall  be  appor- 
tioned to  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  school  districts  that 
composed  such  dissolved  district  in  proportion  to  the  value  of 
property  in  each  of  such  school  districts,  as  determined  by  the 
last  previous  assessment  therein  for  school  purposes,  and  the 
board  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  such  dissolved  district  is  situated  shall  make  such  orders, 
and  such  transfers  from  county  to  county,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  proper  to  effect  such  apportionment.  From  and  after  the 
time  of  making  of  the  order  or  orders  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  declaring  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  dissolved, 
the  original  school  districts  composing  the  same,  with  such 
additional  territory  as  shall  have  been  annexed  to  them,  shall 
be  considered  to  be  in  existence  again,  as  separate  districts,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  fifteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  to  sixteen  hundred  and  two  of  this  code,  relating  to 
elections  of  school  trustees,  the  first  of  such  elections  in  each 
of  such  districts  to  be  held  as  in  the  case  of  a  newly  formed 
district;. but  such  order  or  orders  shall  not  affect  the  continu- 
ance of  the  union  or  joint  union  board  of  trustees,  or  the 
maintenance  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school,  until  the  end 
of  the  current  school  year,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  such 
board  and  school  shall  cease  to  exist. 

Lapsing  of  districts  composing  union. 

Eighteenth — ^If  the  average  daily  attendance  from  any  one 
of  the  school  districts  composing  a  union  or  joint  union  school 
district  shall  fall  to  five  or  less  for  the  entire  year,  the  county 
superintendent  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  two  of  section  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Political  Code 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  lapse  or  suspend  the  district 
as  is  provided  in  the  section  named. 
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Abtigle  XI. 

PUPILS. 
Order  of  admusion. 

1683  §  1683.  Pupils  must  be  admitted  into  the  schools  in  the 
order  in  which  they  apply  to  be  registered. 

Uniform  obedience  required  from  all  pupils. 

1684  §  1684.  All  pupils  must  comply  with  the  regulations,  pur- 
sue the  required  course  of  study,  and  submit  to  the  authority 
of  the  teachers  of  said  schools. 

Cause  for  expulsion  or  suspension. 

1686  §  1685.    Continued   wilful   disobedience,    open    and   per- 

sistent defiance  of  the  authority  of  the  teacher,  habitual  pro- 
fanity or  vulgarity,  or  smoking  cigarettes  or  having  cigarettes 
upon  school  premises,  consitutes  good  cause  for  suspension  or 
expulsion  from  school. 

Parents  or  guardians  liable  for  damage  to  school  property. 

1686  §  1686.  Any  pupil  who  cuts,  defaces,  or  otherwise  injures 
any  schoolhouse,  fences  or  outbuildings  thereof,  is  liable  to  sus- 
pension or  expulsion ;  and  on  the  complaint  of  the  teacher  or 
trustees,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  pupils  shall  be  liable 
for  all  damages. 

Beginners  to  be  taught  by  experienced  teachers. 

1687  §  1687.  In  all  schools  having  more  than  two  teachers, 
beginners  shall  be  taught  by  teachers  who  have  had  at  least  two 
years'  experience,  or  by  normal  school  graduates;  and  in  cities 
such  teachers  shall  rank,  in  point  of  salary,  with  those  of  the 
assistant  teachers  in  the  highest  grade  in  the  grammar  schools; 
and  in  no  case  shall  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  school 
trustees  draw  orders  for  the  salary  of  any  teacher  in  violation 
of  this  provision,  nor  shall  any  superintendent  draw  any  requi- 
sition for  the  salary  of  any  teacher  in  violation  thereof. 
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Abticlb  XII. 

TEAOHEBS. 
Duties  of  teachers. 

§  1696.    Every  teacher  in  the  public  school  must :  1696 

File  certificate. 

First — ^Before  assuming  charge  of  a  school,  file  his  or  her 
certificate  with  the  superintendent  of  schools;  provided,  that 
when  any  teacher  so  employed  is  the  holder  of  a  California 
state  normal  school  diploma,  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of 
the  state  board  of  education,  as  provided  in  subdivision  third 
of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  three  of  the  Political 
Code,  an  educational  or  a  life  diploma  of  California,  upon 
presentation  thereof  to  the  superintendent  he  shall  record  the 
name  of  said  holder  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  in  his 
ofSee,  and  the  holder  of  said  diploma  shall  thereupon  be 
absolved  from  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision. 

Notify  county  superintendent. 

Second — ^Before  taking  charge  of  a  school,  and  one  week 
before  closing  a  term  of  school,  notify  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  such  fact,  naming  the  day  of  opening  or  closing. 
Boards  of  education  and  boards  of  school  trustees  must  in 
every  case  give  to  the  teacher  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  of 
their  intention  to  close  the  term  of  school  under  their  charge. 
No  superintendent  shall  draw  any  requisition  for  the  last 
month's  salary  of  any  teacher  until  said  teacher  has  filed  with 
him  the  notice  required  by  this  subdivision. 

Enforce  courae  of  study. 

Third — ^Enforce  the  course  of  study,  the  use  of  the  legally 
authorized  text-books,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
for  schools. 

Supervise  conduct  of  pupils. 

Fourth — ^Hold  pupils  to  a  strict  account  for  their  conduct 
on  the  way  to  and  from  school,  on  the  playgrounds,  or  during 
recess ;  suspend,  for  good  cause,  any  pupil  from  the  school,  and 
report  such  suspension  to  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  for  review.  If  such  action  is  not  sustained 
by  them,  the  teacher  may  appeal  to  the  county  superintendent, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 
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Keep  school  rofllcter. 

1696  Fifth — ^Eeep  a  state  school  register,  in  which  shall  be  left,  at 

the  close  of  the  term,  a  report  showing  programme  of  recita- 
tions, classification  and  grading  of  all  pupils  who  have  attended 
school  at  any  time  during  the  school  year.  The  superintendent 
shall  in  no  case  draw  a  requisition  in  favor  of  the  teacher  until 
the  teacher  has  filed  with  him  a  certificate  from  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  school  trustees  to  the  effect  that  the  provisions  of  this 
subdivision  have  been  complied  with. 

Make  report,  transfer*  attendance*  etc 

Sixth — ^Make  an  annual  report  to  the  county  superintendent 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  and  on  the  blanks  prescribed 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction.  Any  teacher  who 
shall  end  any  school  term  before  the  close  of  the  school  year, 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  county  superintendent  immediately 
after  the  close  of  such  term;  and  any  teacher  who  may  be 
teaching  any  school  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  shall,  in  his 
or  her  annual  report,  include  all  statistics  for  the  entire  school 
year,  notwithstanding  any  previous  report  for  a  part  of  the 
year.  Said  teacher  shall  attach  to  the  annual  report  a  certifi- 
cate showing  the  number  of  children  attending  said  school  who 
reside  in  other  districts  within  the  county,  together  with  the 
names,  residence  by  district  and  the  average  daily  attendance 
of  said  children.  The  principal  of  a  school  of  more  than  one 
teacher  shall  combine  the  separate  certificates  from  the 
teachers  in  the  school  of  which  he  is  principal  and  shall  make 
a  certificate  to  the  county  superintendent  showing  the  facts  get 
forth  in  the  separate  certificates  of  the  teachers.  On  receiving 
the  certificates  mentioned  above  from  any  school  district  under 
his  jurisdiction,  the  county  superintendent  shall  deduct  the 
average  daily  attendance  of  such  children,  from  the  total  aver- 
age daily  attendance  of  the  school  in  which  they  have  attended 
school,  and  add  it  to  the  total  average  daily  attendance  of  the 
district  or  districts  in  which  said  children  reside.  The  super- 
intendent of  schools  shall  in  no  case  draw  a  requisition  for  the 
salary  of  any  teacher  for  the  last  month  of  the  school  term, 
until  the  report  required  by  this  subdivision  has  been  filed, 
and  by  him  approved. 

Reports  when  required. 

Seventh — Make  such  other  reports  as  may  be  required  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  county  superintendent, 
board  of  school  trustees,  or  city  board  of  education. 
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May  niAke  affidavit  to  contents  of  r^fister. 

§  1696a.  Whenever  the  school  register  or  registers  of  any  1696a 
teacher  or  teachers  or  other  records  of  any  public  school  district 
in  any  school  year  may  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  destroyed 
by  conflagration  or  other  public  calamity,  thereby  preventing 
the  teacher  or  teachers  and  school  officers  from  making  their 
monthly  or  annual  reports  in  the  usual  manner  and  with 
accuracy,  the  affidavits  of  the  teacher  or  teachers,  the  school 
principals  or  other  school  officers  of  such  school  district  certify- 
ing as  to  the  contents  of  such  destroyed  registers  or  other 
records  shall  be  accepted  by  all  authorities  for  all  school  matters 
appertaining  to  such  school  district  except  that  of  average  daily 
attendance.  The  average  daily  school  attendance  of  any  public 
school  district  or  high  school  whereof  the  register  or  registers 
of  the  teacher  or  teachers  or  any  number  of  them  or  other 
records  may  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  destroyed  by  con- 
flagration or  other  public  calamity,  or  whereof,  by  reason  of 
such  conflagration  or  calamity  the  regular  session  or  attendance 
of  such  district  or  high  school  has  been  interrupted  and  its 
average  attendance  materially  affected  thereby,  shall  be  its 
average  daily  attendance  of  the  next  preceding  school  year 
increased  or  diminished  by  the  average  yearly  percentage  of 
increase  or  decrease  calculated  for  the  next  preceding  ten  years ; 
provided,  that  the  average  daily  attendance  of  such  school 
district  or  high  school  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30, 1906, 
shall  be  its  average  daily  attendance  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1905,  with  five  per  cent  (5%)  thereof  as  increase 
added  thereto. 

Length  of  school  month. 

§  1697.    A  school  month  is  construed  and  taken  to  be  1697 
twenty  days,  or  four  weeks  of  five  days  each,  including  legal 
holidays. 

Hay  api>eal  to  county  superintendent. 

§  1698.    In  case  of  the  dismissal  of  any  teachers  before  the  1698 
expiration  of  any  oral  or  written  contract  entered  into  between 
such  teacher  and  board  of  trustees  for  alleged  unfitness  or 
incompetence,  or  violation  of  rules,  the  teacher  may  appeal  to 
the  school  superintendent;  and  if  the  superintendent  decides 
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1696  that  the  removal  was  made  without  good  cause,  the  teacher  so 
removed  must  be  reinstated,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  compen- 
sation for  the  time  lost  during  the  pending  of  the  appeal. 

May  appeal  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instntctton. 

1699  §  1699.  First — ^Any  teacher  whose  salary  is  withheld  may 
appeal  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  who  shall 
thereupon  require  the  superintendent  of  schools  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  present  the  facts  thereof  to  him.  The  judgment 
of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  final ;  and

receiving  notice  of  such  fact,  to  suspend  the  certificate  of  such 
teacher  for  the  period  of  one  year.  Should  said  teacher  be  the

Must  hold  legal  certificates. 

1701  §  1701.  No  requisition  for  a  warrant  shall  be  drawn  in 
favor  of  any  teacher,  unless  such  teacher  is  the  holder  of  a 
proper  certificate,  in  force  for  the  full  time  for  which  the  requi- 
sition is  drawn,  nor  unless  he  was  employed  by  the  board  of 
trustees  or  city  board  of  education,  or  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
forty-five. 
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Morality,  truth,  justice,  and  patriotism  must  be  taught. 

§  1702.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  endeavor  to  1702 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  pupils  the  principles  of  morality, 
truth,  justice,  and  patriotism ;  to  teach  them  to  avoid  idleness, 
profanity,  and  falsehood ;  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  principles 
of  a  free  government,  and  to  train  them  up  to  a  true  compre- 
hension of  the  rights,  duties,  and  dignity  of  American  citizen- 
ship. 

Teacheni  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age. 

§  1704.    No  person  is  eligible  to  teach  in  any  public  school  1704 
in  this  state,  or  to  receive  a  certificate  to  teach,  who  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 

MALE  AND  FEMALE  TEACHERS  PAID  SAME  SALARIES. 

An  act  to  prevent  discrimination  against  female  teachers. 

[Approved  March  30,  1S74.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  eruict  as  foUows:  j^qi 

Section  1.    Females  employed  as  teachers  in  the  public  Sec.  1 
schools  of  this  state  shall,  in  all  cases,  receive  the  same  compen- 
sation as  is  allowed  male  teachers  for  like  services,  when  holding 
the  same  grade  certificates. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  Sec.  2 
after  its  passage. 

ANn-ALIEN  LAW. 

An  aet  to  secure  to  native-born  and  naturalized  citizens  of  the  United 
States  the  excluaive  right  to  be  employed  in  any  department  of 
the  state,  county,  oit^jf  and  county  and  city  government  in  this 
atatSv  except  in  certain  schools^  to  validate  certain  acts,  and  to 
repeal  all  acts  in  conflict  herewith. 

[Approved  May  20,  1916.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows:

Sectiok  1.  No  person  except  a  native-born  or  naturalized  Sec.  1 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  employed  in  any  depart- 
ment of  the  state,  county,  city  and  county  or  city  government 
in  this  state ;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prohibit  the  employment  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  or 
teaching  force  in  public  schools  of  this  state,  nor  in  schools 
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Act  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  of  any  person  who 
86C.  1  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  nor  of  any  native-born  woman  of  the  United  States  who 
has  married  a  foreigner;  and  provided,  further,  that  the 
prohibitions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  member  of  the 
faculty  or  teaching  force  of  any  college  or  university  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  nor  to  any  specialist  or  expert 
temporarily  employed  by  any  department  of  the  state,  or  any 
county,  city  and  county  or  city  and  engaged  in  special  investi- 
gation.

citizen  of  the  United  States,  subject  nevertheless,  to  the  excep- 
tions contained  in  section  one  of  this  act.

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury  or 
out  of  the  treasury  of  any  county,  or  city  and  county  or  city,  to 
any  person  employed  in  any  of  the  offices  mentioned  in  section 
two  of  this  act  unless  such  person  shall  be  a  native-bom  or 
naturalized  citizen  of  the  United  States,  subject  to  the  excep- 
tions contained  in  section  one  of  this  act.

shall  cease  to  exist  in  such  school  district,  city,  town,  or  city 
and  county ;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  such  other  vacci- 
nated children  or  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  as  in  this  action  contained  as  the  state  board 
of  health  or  its  representatives  may  direct;  provided,  that  in 
cities,  cities  and  counties,  and  districts,  where  two  or  more 
schools  are  maintained,  the  state  board  of  health  shall  subdivide 
such  cities,  cities  and  counties  or  districts,  and  for  such  period, 
as  it  shall  determine  to  be  advisable,  unvaccinated  children  and 
persons  may  be  permitted  to  attend  schools  in  subdivisions  in 
which  no  smallpox  exists. 

Students  not  vaccinated  excluded,  when. 
Sec.  6  Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  such  case  or  cases  of  smallpox  as  in 
section  five  contained  shall  exist  in  any  school  district,  city  or 
city  and  county,  within  this  state,  the  health  o£Scer  or  other 
proper  person  or  health  oflBcers  within  whose  territorial  juris- 
diction such  district,  city  or  city  and  county  may  be  situated, 
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shall  forthwith  furnish  to  the  teacher,  iiistructor,  principal,  Act 
superintendent,  or  other  person  in  charge  of  or  in  authority  Sec.  6 
over,  each  of  the  schools,  colleges,  universities,  academies  and 
other  educational  institutions,  situated  within  his  jurisdiction, 
a  certificate  showing  the  existence  of  such  smallpox  in  such 
district,  city,  or  city  and  county,  and  a  list  of  the  unvaccinated 
children  or  persons  in  attendance  upon  or  employed  in  con- 
nection with  such  schools,  respectively,  and  requiring  that 
such  unvaccinated  children  and  persons  be  excluded  as  pro- 
vided in  section  five  of  this  act. 

State  board  of  health  shall  investigate. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  question  shall  arise  as  to  whether  Sec.  7 
smallpox  does  or  does  not  exist  in  any  district,  city,  or  city  and 
county,  the  state  I^oard  of  health  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be 
made  an  ivestigation  and  the  determination  of  said  board,  or 
that  of  its  secretary,  if  said  board  is  not  in  session,  shall  be 
final  as  to  the  question  of  fact. 

Violation  of  act  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  8.  Every  peison  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  tliis  Sec.  8 
act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  or  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  impris- 
onment for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Exempt  from  provisions,  when. 

S£C.  9.  Whenever  any  child  or  person  shall  file,  as  in  this  Sec.  9 
act  provided,  a  certificate  signed  by  a  duly  licensed  and  prac- 
ticing physician  and  showing  that  within  one  year  of  the  date 
of  filing,  such  child  or  person  has  used  due  diligence  and  can 
not  be  successfully  vaccinated,  such  child  or  person  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  period  of  one 
year  thereafter. 

Hay  not  conflict  with  certain  rules. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  in  Sec.  10 
conflict  with  or  contrary  to  any  of  the  rules,  regulations  or 
requirements  of  any  private  school,  academy,  college,  univer- 
sity, or  other  educational  institution  which  may  at  any  time 
provide  for  excluding  all  unvaccinated  children  and  persons 
therefrom. 
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Act  Sec.  11.    An  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  encourage  and  provide 

Sec.  11  for  a  general  vaccination  in  the  State  of  California, ' '  approved 

February  20,  1889,  is  hereby  repealed. 
Sec.  12       Sec.  12.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  time  of  its 

passage.  ^ 

Article  XIII. 
SCHOOL  LIBSARIES. 

What  books  and  apparatus  may  be  bought. 

1712  §  1712.  First— The  board  of  school  trustees  and  the  city 
board  of  education  in  any  city  must  expend  the  library  fund, 
together  with  such  moneys  as  may  be  added  thereto  by  dona> 
tion,  in  the  purchase  of  school  apparatus  and  books  for  a  school 
library,  including  books  for  supplementary  work,  and  no  war- 
rant shall  be  drawn  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  upon  the 
order  of  any  board  of  trustees  against  the  library  fund  of  any 
district  unless  such  order  is  accompanied  by  an  itemized  bill, 
showing  the  books  and  apparatus,  and  the  price  of  each  in 
payment  of  which  the  order  is  drawn,  and  unless  such  books 
and  apparatus  have  been  adopted  by  the  county,  or  city,  or 
city  and  county  board  of  education ;  all  orders  of  the  trustees 
and  of  boards  of  education  for  books  or  apparatus  must  m 
every  case  be  submitted  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county,  or  city,  or  city  and  county,  respectively,  for  his 
approval,  before  said  books  or  apparatus  shall  be  purchased. 

Books  mutt  b«  stamped. 

Second — The  trustees  of  each  district  shall  cause  each  book 
now  in  their  district  school  library,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
placed  in  said  library,  to  be  stamped  on  the  fly  leaf,  on  the  title 
page,  and  on  each  one  hundredth  page  of  the  book,  with  the 
words  **  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  State  of  California, 

County, District  Library,"  and  the  county 

superintendent  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  procure 
such  stamp  for  each  district  in  his  county,  and  to  pay  for  the 
same  out  of  the  county  school  fund  of  such  district. 

Library  fund  in  rural  districts. 

1713  §  1713.    Except  in  cities  not  divided  into  school  districts 

the  library  fund  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  per  cent  of  the  county  school  fund  annually  appor- 
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tioned  to  the  district ;  provided,  that  should  ten  per  cent  1713 
exceed  fifty  dollars,  fifty  dollars  only  shall  be  apportioned  to 
the  district;  except  that  in  districts  having  five  or  more 
teachers,  there  shall  be  apportioned  a  sum  not  less  than  ten 
doUars  nor  more  than  fifteen  dollars  for  each  teacher  employed ; 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  school  trustees  of  each  district 
in  the  county  shall,  in  the  month  of  July  in  each  year,  notify 
the  superintendent  of  the  county  as  to  what  amount  they 
desire  to  be  apportioned  for  their  respective  districts  for  the 
year. 

Library  fund  in  cities. 

§  1714.  The  county  superintendent  of  each  county,  oi  1714 
city  and  county,  shall  annually  apportion  to  each  city,  or  city 
and  county,  not  divided  into  school  districts,  as  a  library  fund, 
such  sum  as  may  be  requested  by  the  board  of  education  of 
such  city,  or  city  and  county,  said  request  to  be  in  writing 
and  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the 
supervisors  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  are  required  by 
law  to  le\y  the  amount  of  taxes  required  for  county,  or  city 
and  county,  purposes  for  each  year,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
sum  so  apportioned  to  any  district  exceed  eighty  cents  for 
each  pupil  of  average  daily  attendance  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  said  district,  as  reported  to  the  county,  or  city  and 
county  superintendent  of  schools,  during  the  preceding  school 
year;  it  is  provided,  that  in  each  city  and  county  comprising 
a  single  district,  the  amount  apportioned  shall  be  not  less 
than  forty  cents  for  each  pupil  of  average  daily  attendance 
in  the  elementary  schools;  said  amount  so  apportioned  to  be 
deducted  from  the  county  school  fund  apportioned  to  each  city, 
or  city  and  county,  and  credited  to  the  library  fund  of  each 
city,  or  city  and  county ;  and  it  is  provided,  further,  that  if  the 
board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  county  shall  fail 
to  file  said  request  in  writing  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the 
county,  or  city  and  county  superintendent  shall  apportion  to 
the  library  fund  of  each  city,  or  city  and  county  failing  to 
make  such  request  in  writing,  such  amount,  not  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  The  total 
amount  of  each  such  apportionment  shall  constitute  the  library 
fund  of  each  city,  or  city  and  county  not  divided  into  school 
districts,  and  shall  be  expended  only  in  accordance  with  the 
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1714       provisions  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  twelve  of 
this  code. 

Control  of  libraries. 

1716  §  1716.    Libraries  may  be  maintained  under  the  control 

of  the  district  board  of  trustees  or  city  board  of  education,  and 
in  such  case  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of  the  teachers,  pupils  and 
all  residents  of  the  district.  Wherever  practicable,  the  library 
shall  be  kept  open  during  vacation  and  non-school  days.  When- 
ever the  county  in  which  a  district  is  situated  shall  main- 
tain a  county  library,  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city  board 
of  education  may  agree  with  the  proper  authorities  of  such 
county  to  make  the  school  library  a  branch  of  such  county 
library.  In  such  event,  such  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  shall  turn  over  the  books  and  other  property 
of  the  district  library  to  the  county  library,  and  shall  annually 
transfer  to  such  county  library  its  library  fund,  as  soon  as  it  is 
available,  to  be  kept  and  expended  as  other  funds  of  such 
county  library.  The  said  county  library  shall  thereupon  make 
such  district  library  a  branch  library,  managed  and  maintained 
according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the 
authorities  of  the  county  library.  In  any  city  conducting  a 
public  library  owned  and  managed  by  such  city,  the  board  of 
school  trustees  or  city  board  of  education  of  such  city  may 
enter  into  an  arrangement  with  the  governing  body  of  the 
public  library  of  said  city  similar  to  the  arrangement  herein 
authorized  between  such  school  trustees  or  board  of  education 
and  such  county  library. 

Librarian— care  of  library. 

1716  §  1716.    The  board  of  school  trustees  of  a  district  main- 

taining its  own  library  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  teacher 
or  other  proper  person  librarian  of  the  district  library.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  librarian  to  manage  such  library  as  eflB- 
ciently  as  possible,  and  whenever  expedient  request  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  some  person  experienced  in  the  art  of  manag- 
ing libraries.  Whenever  a  district  library  shall  have  become 
a  branch  library,  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifteen  of  this  code,  the  provisions  of  sub- 
division two  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve, 
and  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventeen  of 
this  code  shall  not  apply  to  them;  but  in  all  such  cases  the 
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county,  or  city,  or  county  and  city,  superintendent  of  schools  1716 
may  draw  a  warrant  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  district 
library  fund,  payable  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  county 
library,  upon  the  filing  with  him  of  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  district,  or  city  board  of  education, 
embodying  the  agreement  made  with  such  county  library,  which 
copy  shall  be  duly  certified  as  correct  by  the  clerk  of  the  district, 
or  other  proper  officer. 

Care,  f ees^  etc. 

§1717.  The  trustees  shall  be  held  accountable  for  the  1717 
proper  care  and  preservation  of  the  library,  and  shall  have 
power  to  assess  and  collect  all  fines,  penalties,  and  fees  of  mem- 
bership, and  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  not 
provided  for  by  the  state  board  of  education,  and  not  incon- 
sistent therewith ;  and  they  shall  report  annually  to  the  county 
superintendent  all  library  statistics  which  may  be  required  by 
the  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction. 

COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARIES. 

An  aet  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  county 
free  libraries  in  the  State  of  California,  and  repealing  "An  act 
entitled  'An  act  to  provide  county  library  systems,'  approved 
April  12,  1909,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act." 

[Approved  February  25,   1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  CcHifomia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

May  be  established.  j^ct 

Section  1.    The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  coun-  Sec.  1 
ties  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain,  within  their 
respective  counties,  county  free  libraries  in  the  manner  and 
with  the  functions  prescribed  in  this  act. 

May  be  established  at  cotmty  seat. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  estab-  Sec.  2 
lish  at  the  county  seat  a  county  free  library  for  that  part  of 
such  county  lying  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns 
maintaining  free  public  libraries,  and  outside  of  library  dis- 
tricts maintaining  district  libraries,  and  for  all  such  additional 
portions  of  such  county  as  may  elect  to  become  a  part  of,  or  to 
participate  in,  such  county  free  library  system,  as  hereafter 
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Act  provided  in  this  act.  At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successiTe 
Sec.  2  weeks  prior  to  taking  such  action ,  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  publish,  in  a  newspaper  designated  by  them  and  published 
in  such  county,  notice  of  such  contemplated  action,  giving 
therein  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  action  is  pro- 
posed to  be  taken. 

City  or  district  library  may  become  a  part  of. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  After  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library  as 
provided  in  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees,  common  council  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the 
county  maintaining  a  free  public  library,  or  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  any  library  district  maintaining  a  district  library,  may 
notify  the  board  of  supervisors  that  such  city,  town  or  library 
district  desires  to  become  a  part  of  the  county  free  library 
system,  and  thereafter  such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall 
be  a  part  thereof  and  its  inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  such  county  free  library,  and  the  property  within 
such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall  be  liable  to  taxes  levied 
for  county  free  library  purposes.  But  the  board  of  trustees, 
common  council  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  town  in  the  county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any 
library  district  may  at  any  time  notify  the  board  of  super- 
visors that  such  city,  town  or  library  district  no  longer  desires 
to  be  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system,  and  thereafter 
such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall  cease  to  participate 
in  the  benefits  of  such  county  library,  and  the  property  situ- 
ated in  such  city,  to>vn  or  library  district  shall  not  be  liable  to 
taxes  for  county  free  library  purposes ;  provided,  however,  that 
the  board  of  trustees,  common  council  or  other  legislative  body 
of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of 
any  library  district,  shall  publish,  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  prior  either  to  giving  or  to  withdrawing  such 
notice,  in  a  newspaper  designated  by  said  board  of  trustees,  city 
council  or  board  of  library  trustees,  and  circulating  throughout 
such  city,  town  or  library  district,  notice  of  such  contemplated 
action,  giving  therein  the  date  and  the  place  of  the  meeting 
at  which  such  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken. 

City  may  contract  for  use  of. 

Sec.  4         Sec.  4.    The  board  of  supervisors,  of  any  county  wherein  a 
county  free  library  has  been  established  under  the  provisions 
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of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  Act 
contracts  with  any  incorporated  city  or  town  maintaining  a  Bee.  4 
free  public  library,  and  any  such  incorporated  city  or  town 
shall,  through  its  board  of  trustees  or  other  legislative  body, 
have  power  to  enter  into  contracts  with  such  county  to  secure 
to  the  residents  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  the  same 
privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are  granted  to,  or 
enjoyed  by,  the  residents  of  the  county  outside  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town,  or  such  privileges  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
in  such  contract,  upon  such  consideration  to  be  named  in  said 
contract  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  residents  of  such 
incorporated  city  or  town  shall  have  the  same  privileges  with 
regard  to  said  county  free  library  as  are  had  by  the  residents 
of  such  county  outside  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  or 
such  privileges  as  may  be  agree  upon  by  said  contract. 

Residents  of  other  counties  may  use  on  contract. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  wherein  a  Sec.  6 
county  free  library  has  been  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
contracts  or  agreements  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
other  county  to  secure  to  the  residents  of  such  other  county 
such  privileges  of  such  county  free  library  as  may,  by  such 
contract,  be  agreed  upon  and  upon  such  consideration  as  may 
in  said  contract  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  inhabitants  of 
such  other  county  shall  have  such  privileges  of  such  county 
free  library  as  may  by  such  contract  be  agreed  upon ;  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  another  county  wherein  a  county  free  library  has  been  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  in  this  section  pro- 
vided, and  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  library  tax  as  in  this  act 
provided,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  such  contract,  but  the 
making  of  such  contract  shall  not  bar  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  such  county  during  the  continuance  of  such  contract,  from 
establishing  a  county  free  library  therein  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  if  none  be  already  established  therein,  and  upon  the 
establishment  of  such  county  free  library,  such  contract  may  be 
terminated  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties  thereto,  or  may  continue  for  the  term  thereof. 
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Act        Board  of  library  ezami&enr. 

Sec.  6  Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  created  to  be  known  as  the 
board  of  library  examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  librarian, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  said  board,  the  librarian  of 
the  public  library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  public  library.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services,  except  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  state  library  fund.  Said  board  shall  pass 
upon  the  qualifications  of  all  persons  desiring  to  become  county 
librarians,  and  may,  in  writing,  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  law  for  its  own  government,  and  for  carry- 
ing out  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Persons  of  either  sex  shaU 
be  eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of  county  librarian. 

County  librarian. 

Sec.  7  Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library,  the 
board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librarian,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  subject  to  prior  removal 
for  cause,  after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian  unless  prior  to  his 
appointment  he  has  received  from  the  board  of  library  exam- 
iners a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the  time 
of  his  appointment,  the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resident 
of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  California. 

Supervisors  shall  make  rules. 

Sec.  8  Sec.  8.  The  county  free  library  shall  be  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  which  shall  have  power 
to  make  general  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  policy  of 
the  county  free  library,  to  establish,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  county  librarian,  branches  and  stations  throughout  the 
county  and  may  locate  said  branches  and  stations  in  incorpo- 
rated cities  and  towns  wherever  deemed  advisable,  to  determine 
the  number  and  kind  of  employees  of  such  library,  and  to 
appoint  and  dismiss  such  employees  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  county  librarian.  Such  employee  shall  not  be  removed 
except  for  cause,  and  in  case  any  such  removal  be  made  upon 
the  ^ound  that  the  services  of  such  employee  are  no  longer 
required,  such  removed  employee  shall  have  the  first  right  to 
be  restored  to  such  employment  when  such  services  are  again 
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required,  but  the  board  of  supervisors  may,  at  the  time  of  Act 
appointing  any  employee,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Sec.  8 
county  librarian,  enter  into  an  agreement  that  such  employee 
be  employed  for  a  definite  time  only.  All  employees  of  the 
county  free  library  whose  duties  require  special  training  in 
library  work  shall  be  graded  in  grades  to  be  establish  by  the 
county  librarian,  with  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state 
librarian,  according  to  the  duties  required  of  them,  experi- 
ence in  library  work  and  other  qualifications  for  the  service 
required  and,  before  appointment  to  a  position  in  the  graded 
service,  the  candidates  must  pass  an  examination  appropriate 
to  the  position  sought,  satisfactory  to  the  county  librarian,  and 
show  a  satisfactory  experience  in  library  work.  Work  in 
approved  library  schools  or  libraries,  or  certificates  issued  by 
the  board  of  library  examiners,  may  be  accepted  by  the  county 
librarian  in  lieu  of  such  examination.  The  county  librarian 
may  also  accept  as  apprentices,  without  compensation,  candi- 
date possessing  personal  qualifications  satisfactory  to  him  and 
may  dismiss  the  same  at  any  time  if  in  his  judgment  their 
work  is  not  satisfactory  to  him. 

Librarian's  bond. 

Sec.  9.  The  county  librarian  shall,  prior  to  entering  upon  gee.  9 
the  duties  of  his  office,  file  with  the  county  clerk  the  usual  oath 
of  office  and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties,  with  sufficient  sureties  approved  by  a  judge  of 
the  superior  court  in  the  county  of  which  the  librarian  is  to  be 
the  county  librarian,  in  such  sum  as  may  be  determnied  by  the 
board  of  supervisors.  The  county  librarian  shall,  subject  to 
the  general  rules  adopted  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  build  up 
and  manage,  according  to  accepted  principles  of  library  man- 
agement, a  library  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and 
shall  determine  what  books  and  other  library  equipment  shall 
be  purchased.  The  salary  per  annum  of  the  county  librarian 
shall  be  as  follows :  In  counties  of  the  first  to  the  third  classes, 
inclusive,  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  fourth  to 
the  tenth  classes  inclusive,  two  thousand  dollars ;  of  the  eleventh 
to  the  twentieth  classes  inclusive,  eighteen  hundred  dollars ;  of 
the  twenty-first  to  the  thirtieth  classes  inclusive,  fifteen  hundred 
dollars ;  of  the  thirty-first  to  the  forty-eighth  classes  inclusive, 
twelve  hundred  dollars;  and  of  the  forty-ninth  to  the  fifty- 
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Act  seventh  classes  inclusive,  five  hundred  dollars.  The  salary  of 
Sec.  9  each  of  the  county  librarians  here  provided  shall  be  paid  by 
each  of  such  counties  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund 
as  the  salaries  of  other  county  oflScers  are  paid.  The  county 
librarian  and  his  assistants  shall  be  allowed  actual  and  neces- 
sary traveling  expenses  incurred  on  the  business  of  the  office. 

County  libraries  under  supervision  of  state  librarian. 

Sec.  10  Sec.  10.  The  county  free  libraries  of  the  state  shall  be 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  state  librarian,  who  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants, 
visit  the  county  free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition. 
The  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  such  visits  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  state  library  fund.  The  state  librarian  shall  annually 
call  a  convention  of  county  librarians,  to  assemble,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  he  shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  discussion 
of  questions  pertaining  to  the  supervision  and  administration 
of  the  county  free  libraries,  the  laws  relating  thereto,  and  such 
other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and  interest  of  the  county 
free  libraries  as  shall  properly  be  brought  before  it.  It  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  the  county  librarians  to  attend 
and  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  such  convention.  The 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  county  librarians  attend- 
ing the  convention  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  free  library 
fund. 

Librarians  shall  make  report. 

Sec.  11  Sec.  11.  The  county  librarian  shall,  on  or  before  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  report  to  the  board  of  suprevisors 
and  to  the  state  librarian  on  the  condition  of  the  county  free 
library,  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth  preceding.  Such 
reports  shall,  in  addition  to  other  matters  deemed  expedient 
by  the  county  librarian,  contain  such  statistical  and  other  infor- 
mation as  may  be  deemed  desirable  by  the  state  librarian.  For 
this  purpose  the  state  librarian  may  send  to  the  several  county 
librarians  instructions  or  question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the 
material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library  conditions  in  the 
state. 

Tax  for  support. 

Sec.  12  Sec.  12.  The  board  of  supervisors,  after  a  county  free 
library  has  been  established,  shall  annually  levy,  in  the  same 
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manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  other  county  taxes  are  levied,  Act 
and  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  one  mill  Sec.  12 
on  the  dollar  of  assessed  valuation  upon  all  property  in  such 
county  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns  maintaining 
free  public  libraries,  and  library  districts  maintaining  district 
libraries,  and  upon  all  property  within  incorporated  cities, 
towns  and  library  districts,  which  have  elected  to  become  a  part 
of  such  county  free  library  system  as  provided  in  this  act,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  property  for,  establishing  and  main- 
taining the  county  free  library.  County  bonds  may  be  issued, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  4088  of  the  Political  Code, 
for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  county  free  library  buildings 
and  the  purchase  of  land  therefor.  The  board  of  supervisors 
is  authorized  to  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  county,  any  gift, 
bequest  or  devise  for  the  county  free  library,  or  for  any  branch 
or  subdivision  thereof.  The  title  to  all  property  belonging  to 
the  county  free  library  shall  be  vested  in  the  county.  All  laws 
applicable  to  the  collection  of  county  taxes  shall  apply  to  the 
collection  of  the  tax  herein  provided.  All  funds  of  the  county 
free  library,  whether  derived  from  taxation  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  in  the  custody  of  the  county  treasurer.  They  shall  constitute 
a  separate  fund,  called  the  county  free  library  fund,  and  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  purposes  except  those  of  the  county  free 
library.  Each  claim  against  the  county  free  library  fund  shall 
be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  county  librarian,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  county  by  his  assistant.  It  shall  then  be 
acted  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  are  all  other  claims  against 
the  county. 

Librarian  may  have  control  of  county  law  library. 

Sec.  13.  In  any  county  of  this  state  where  a  law  library  may  Sec.  13 
DOW  or  hereafter  exist  under  the  provisions  of  sections  four 
thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety  to  four  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  four,  inclusive,  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  state, 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  shall  have  power  to 
enter  into  contracts,  or  agreements  with  the  board  of  law 
library  trustees  of  such  law  library  for  the  co-operation  of  said 
law  library  and  the  county  free  library,  and  in  that  connection, 
to  contract  or  agree  with  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  of 
such  law  library  that  the  county  librarian  and  other  employees 
of  the  county  free  library  perform  the  duties  required  to  be 
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Act  done  or  performed  by  the  ofSeers  and  employees  of  such  law 
Sec.  IS  library  as  contemplated  by  sections  four  thousand  one  hundred 
and  ninety  to  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  four,  inclusive, 
of  the  Political  Code  of  this  state  for  a  compensation  to  be 
named  in  such  contract  or  agreement,  the  same  to  be  paid  into 
the  county  free  library  fund. 

Teachers'  and  school  library  may  be  part  of. 

Sec.  14  Sec.  14.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  to  accept 
on  behalf  of  the  county  free  library,  all  books  and  other  prop- 
erty of  school  libraries  and  of  the  teachers'  library  as  provided 
by  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-five  and  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  and  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Political  Code,  and  to  manage  and 
maintain  the  same  as  a  part  of  the  county  free  library. 

May  be  disestablished^  how. 

Sec.  16  Sec.  15.  After  a  county  free  library  has  been  established,  it 
may  be  disestablished  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  established. 
At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior  to  taking 
such  action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in  a  news- 
paper designated  by  them,  and  published  in  the  county,  notice 
of  such  contemplated  action,  giving  therein  the  date  of  the 
meeting  at  which  such  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be 
taken. 

Free  library  may  be  used  as  county. 

Sec.  16  Sec.  16.  Instead  of  establishing  a  separate  county  free 
library,  the  board  of  supervisors  may  enter  into  a  contract 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  with  the  board  of 
library  trustees  or  other  authority  in  charge  of  the  free  public 
library  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  the  board  of 
library  trustees,  or  other  authority  in  charge  of  such  free  public 
library,  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  a  contract.  Such 
contract  may  provide  that  the  free  public  library  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town  shall  assume  the  functions  of  a  county  free 
library  within  the  county  with  which  such  contract  is  made, 
including  incorporated  cities  and  towns  therein.  The  board  of 
supervisors  may  agree  to  pay  annually  into  the  library  fund 
of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed 
upon.  Either  party  to  such  contract  may  terminate  the  same 
by  giving  six  months'  notice  of  intention  to  do  so. 
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Old  comity  libraries  contijined.  Act 

Sec.  17.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  county  library  Sec.  17 
sj^tems,"  approved  April  12,  1909,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  in  conflict  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  any  county  library  which  may  have  been  established 
and  is  now  in  existence  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved 
April  12,  1909,  shall  be  continued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  be  considered  the  same  as  if  established  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  and  provided,  further^  that  in  any  case 
where  a  contract  has  been  entered  into  between  any  county 
board  of  supervisors  and  any  city  or  incorporated  town  under 
the  provisions  of  section  twelve  of  said  act,  the  same  shall 
continue  in  force,  and  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen  of  this 
act  shall  be  applicable  thereto,  until  the  establishment  and 
equipment  of  a  county  free  library  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  one  to  fifteen  inclusive  of  this  act,  unless  sooner  termi- 
nated under  the  provisions  thereof.

8E00NDABY  (HIOH)  SCHOOLS. 

ESTABUSHMENT  AND  GOVERNMENT  OF  HIGH   SCHOOLS  AND  HIGH 

SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

Secondary  schools  definecL 

§  1720.  The  secondary  schools  of  the  state  shall  be  known  1720 
and  designated  as  high  schools  and  technical  schools.  High 
schools  may  be  established  and  high  school  districts  formed 
and  organized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article. 
Whenever  any  high  school  district  is  so  formed  and  organized 
the  governing  body  thereof  shall  establish  and  maintain  one 
or  more  high  schools  therein. 

Kinds  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1721.    A  high  school  district  composed  of  two  or  more  1721 
high  school  districts  shall  be  known  as  a  union  high  school 
district,  and  such  designation  shall  be  part  of  its  name.    If  such 
school  districts  or  portions  thereof,  are  in  more  than  one  county, 
such  union  high  school  district  shall  be  known  as  a  joint  union 
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1721  high  school  district  and  such  designation  shall  be  part  of  its 
name.  Whenever  the  term  high  school  district  is  used  in  this 
article  or  in  article  XV  of  this  chapter,  it  shall,  unless  a  con- 
trary intent  appears,  be  deemed  to  include  **  Union  high  school 
district,"  joint  union  high  school  districts  and  county  high 
school  districts.  Any  city  school  district  which  has  been  for  a 
period  of  one  year  preceding  the  taking  effect  of  this  section, 
established  and  maintained  a  high  school  within  such  district, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  constitute  a  city  high  school  district. 

Who  may  sign  petition  for  hig^  school  district. 

1722  §  1722.  Whenever  by  the  provisions  of  this  article  the  sig- 
natures of  heads  of  families  or  of  electors  are  required  to  any 
petition,  any  person,  who  at  the  time  of  signing  such  petition 
is  the  head  of  a  family,  shall  be  competent  to  sign  a  petition, 
or  any  elector  shall  be  competent  to  sign  a  petition.  The  super- 
intendent of  schools  may  require  an  afiSdavit  from  one  or  more 
of  the  petitioners  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  facts  given  in  the 
petition. 

When  county  superintendent  shall  have  jurisdiction. 

1723  §  1723.  For  the  purposes  of  this  article  and  of  article  XV 
of  this  chapter  every  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
have  jurisdiction  over  all  high  school  districts  which  are  wholly 
situated  in  his  county;  and  in  case  of  a  high  school  district 
situated  in  more  than  one  county,  the  superintendent  of  schools 
of  the  county  in  which  the  high  school  is  located,  if  such  district 
is  existing  at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect,  or  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  in  whose  office  the  original  petition 
for  the  formation  of  such  district  is  filed,  if  such  district  shall 
be  hereafter  formed  or  organized,  shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
such  high  school  district. 

Validation  of  high  school  districts. 

1724  §  1724.  All  proceedings  for  the  formation  and  organiza- 
tion of  high  school  districts  and  the  establishment  of  county, 
city,  city  and  county,  union,  joint  union  and  district  high 
schools,  had  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  section,  are  hereby 
validated  and  declared  legal,  and  said  high  school  districts  and 
high  schools,  and  any  other  high  school  districts  which  have 
been  acting  as  such  for  more  than  one  year  previous  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  section,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  legally 
formed,  organized  and  established ;  and  in  all  cases  where  high 
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school  districts  shall  hereafter  be  formed,  organized  and  estab- 1724 
lished,  the  certificate  of  the  county  superintendent  mentioned 
in  sections  seventeen  hundred  twenty-five,  seventeen  hundred 
twenty-seven,  seventeen  hundred  twenty-eight  and  seventeen 
hundred  twenty-nine,  when  filed  with  the  county  clerk,  when 
the  result  of  the  election  as  therein  declared  is  in  favor  of  the 
formation  of  the  high  school  district,  shall  after  the  expiration 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  filing  be  conclusive  evidence 
that  such  high  school  district  has  been  legally  formed. 

Formation  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1726.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  1726 
a  majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  an  incorporated  city  or 
town  or  a  school  district  in  which  the  average  daily  attendance 
in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  district  shall  be  one  hundred 
or  more,  as  shown  by  the  last  reports  of  the  teachers  in  said 
district,  shall  unite  in  a  petition  for  the  formation  of  a  high 
school  district  therein  under  a  name  to  be  specified  in  the  • 
petition,  they  shall  present  the  same  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  the  county,  or  in  case  of  a  joint  school  district  to 
the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  the 
greater  number  of  heads  of  families  of  such  district  reside. 
The  superintendent  to  whom  such  petition  is  presented  may 
require  an  aflSdavit  from  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners  as  to 
the  correctness  of  the  facts  as  given  in  the  petition. 

Within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said  petition  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  shall  verify  the  signatures  to  such  petition, 
and  if  he  finds  them  sufficient  shall  call  an  election  in  .such 
incorporated  city  or  town,  including  any  territory  annexed 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  section  fifteen  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  or  in  such  school  district,  for  the  determination  of 
the  question,  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  thereof 
to  conduct  said  election.  Said  election  shall  be  called  by  posting 
notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  said  incorporated  city 
or  town,  or  school  district,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election, 
and  by  publishing  such  notice  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published 
therein  at  least  as  often  as  once  a  week,  if  there  be  such  a 
newspaper,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  the  election.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  for  conducting  elections  of  school  trustees. 
The  ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  **High 
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1726  School  District— Yes"  and  ''ffigh  School  District— No/'  and 
electors  voting  at  snch  election  shall  make  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they  desire  to  give.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  election  officers  to  canvass  the  vote  at 
such  election  as  soon  as  the  polls  are  closed,  and  to  report  the 
result  of  said  election  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  within 
five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  thereof .  Within  ten  days 
after  receiving  the  returns  of  said  election  the  superintendent 
of  schools  shall  record  the  result  thereof  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose,  and  if  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the 
election  are  in  favor  of  the  high  school  district,  he  shall  also 
make  and  file  with  the  county  clerk  of  every  county  in  which 
any  part  of  such  proposed  high  school  district  lies,  a  certificate 
showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  at  such  election  for  and 
against  the  high  school  district,  and  declaring  the  result 
thereof.  Such  county  clerk  shall  record  said  certificate  in 
.  full  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  and  designated 
the  record  of  high  school  districts. 

If  it  shall  appear  from  such  certificate  that  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election  were  cast  in  favor  of  the  forma- 
tion  of  such  district,  such  high  school  district  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  formed  from  the  time  of  the  filing  thereof. 

High  school  board  in  cities,  etc. 

1726  §  1726.    In  every  high  school  district  formed  and  existing 

in  an  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  in  a  single  school  district, 
the  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  such 
incorporated  city  or  town  or  school  district  shall  constitute  the 
high  school  board,  and  shall  have  the  management  and  control 
of  the  high  school  in  said  district.  Upon  the  formation  of  any 
such  high  school  district  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  the  same  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees 
of  said  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  school  district,  within 
fifteen  days  after  receiving  the  returns  of  the  election  held 
therein,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  by  registered  mail, 
to  every  member  of  said  board  of  education  or  board  of  school 
trustees.  The  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees 
shall,  at  said  meeting,  formally  organize  aa  the  high  school 
board  by  electing  a  president  from  their  own  number  and  a 
clerk,  and  may  transact  other  business  relating  to  the  affairs 
of  the  high  school  district. 
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Formation  of  imion  U|^  sohool  cUitrictB. 

§  1727.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heada  of  families,  or  a  1727 
majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  each  of  two  or  more  con- 
tiguoiis  school  districts  in  the  same  county,  having  an  average 
daily  attendance  in  the  aggregate  in  the  elementary  schools  of 
one  hnndred  pupils  or  more  shall  unite  in  a  petition  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  such  county,  for  the  formation  of 
a  union  high  school  district  under  a  name  to  be  specified  in  the 
petition,  he  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said 
I>etition,  verify  the  signatures  thereto,  and  if  he  finds  them 
sufiScient,  call  an  election  for  the  determination  of  the  question, 
and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  in  each  of  the  districts 
petitioning,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said  election  shall 
be  held  separately  and  simultaneously  at  a  public  schoolhouse 
in  each  of  the  districts  petitioning,  and  shall  be  called  by  post- 
ing notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  each  district,  one 
of  which  places  shall  be  a  public  schoolhouse  thereof,  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  election,  and  by  publishing  such  notice 
at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  published  at  least  as  often  as  once  a  week 
in  said  proposed  union  high  school  district,  if  there  be  such  a 
newspaper,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  the  election.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
oflScers  appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law  for  conducting  elections  of  school  trustees.  The  ballots 
used  at  such  election  in  each  district  shall  contain  the  words 
"Union  High  School  District— Yes"  and  *' Union  High  School 
District — ^No,"  and  electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a 
cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  election  officers 
in  each  district  to  canvass  the  vote  at  said  election  as  soon  as 
the  polls  are  closed,  and  report  the  result  to  the  superintendent 
of  schools  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  of  said 
election.  Within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  returns  of  said 
election,  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  combine  the  votes 
*'for"  and  "against"  the  formation  of  the  union  high  school 
district  and  declare  such  result  and  record  the  result,  with  the 
details  of  the  vote  in  each  district,  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for 
that  purpose.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election 
are  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  union  high  school  district, 
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1727  he  shall  also  file,  with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  a 
certificate  showing  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  each 
district  in  favor  of  the  union  high  school  district,  the  total 
number  of  votes  in  each  district  against  the  union  high  school 
district,  the  aggregate  result  of  said  election  and  the  bound- 
aries of  said  proposed  district.  If  it  shall  appear  from  such 
certificate  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election 
were  cast  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  such  district,  such 
union  high  school  district  shall  be  deemed  to  be  formed  from 
the  time  of  the  filing  thereof,  and  the  county  clerk  shall  record 
said  certificate  in  full  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Formation  of  joint  union  high  schools. 

1728  §  1728.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or 
a  majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  two  or  more  contiguous 
school  districts  having  in  the  aggregate  one  hundred  or  more 
pupils  in  average  daily  attendance  as  shown  by  the  last  reports 
of  the  teachers  in  said  school  districts,  shall  present  a  petition 
to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  the 
greater  number  of  families  of  said  proposed  joint  union  high 
school  district  reside,  or  if  two  or  more  counties  are  tied  in 
that  respect,  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  one  of  said 
counties  to  be  determined  by  lot  by  all  the  superintendents  of 
schools  interested.  Thereupon  the  same  proceedings  shall  be 
had  on  such  petition  as  are  directed  in  section  seventeen  hun- 
dred twenty-seven,  except  that  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  file  his  certificate  of  the  result  of  the  election  with 
the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  joint 
union  high  school  district  is  situated.  If  it  appears  from  such 
certificate  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election 
were  cast  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  such  district,  such  joint 
high  school  district  shall  be  deemed  to  be  formed  from  the 
time  of  the  filing  thereof.  The  county  clerk  shall  record  the 
certificate  in  full  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

High  school  districts  may  unite. 

1729  §  1729.  Two  or  more  countiguous  high  school  districts  in 
the  same  or  in  adjoining  counties  may  be  united  to  form  a  single 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  by  proceedings  taken 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  high  school  board  of  each  of  two  or  more  con- 
tiguous high  school  districts,  asking  that  said  high  school  dis- 
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tricts  be  united  to  form  a  single  union  or  joint  union  high  1729 
school  district  under  a  name  to  be  stated  in  the  petition,  and 
stating  the  location  of  the  high  school  agreed  upon  by  said  high' 
school  boards,  shall  be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  who  would  have  jurisdiction  of  an  original  petition  for 
the  formation  of  a  high  school  district  out  of  the  territory  com- 
prised in  the  high  school  districts  so  petitioning,  said  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall,  within  twenty  days,  call  an  election 
for  the  determination  of  the  question.  Such  election  shall  be 
held  separately  in  each  of  the  school  districts  composing  said 
high  school  districts  so  petitioning,  and  shall  be  called  and 
held  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  except  that  the  ballots  shall  state  the  location  of 
the  high  school  as  described  in  the  petition  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  shall  contain  the  words  **For  the  union 
of  high  school  districts — ^Yes"  and  **For  the  union  of  high 
school  districts — ^No."  Said  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
canvass  the  returns  and  file  his  certificate  of  the  result  as 
directed  by  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  each 
of  such  high  school  districts  are  in  favor  of  the  union  of  such 
high  school  districts,  the  high  school  districts  so  petitioning 
shall,  from  the  time  of  filing  such  certificate,  be  united  to  form 
a  single  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  under  the 
name  stated  in  the  petition.  Thereupon  the  high  school  board 
shall  be  elected  and .  organized  as  provided  in  sections  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty  and  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  thirty-one.  If  either  of  such  high  school  districts 
so  united  has  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  the  new 
high  school  district  shall  be  liable  therefor ;  also  a  union  high 
school  district  which  lies  contiguous  to  or  adjoining  a  high 
school  district  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town  in  any  county, 
may  be  annexed  to,  consolidated  and  merged  with  said  high 
school  district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town.  Whenever  a 
majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in  any  union  high 
school  district  which  lies  contiguous  to  or  adjoining  a  high 
school  district  in  any  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the  same 
county,  shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  said 
county  a  petition  asking  for  the  annexation,  consolidation  and 
merger  of  such  union  high  school  district  with  such  high  school 
district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  which  petition 
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1720  is  accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees 
of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  and  consenting  and  agreeing 
to  such  annexation,  consolidation  and  merger,  and  setting  forth 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  such  annexation,  con- 
solidation and  merger  shall  be  made,  such  superintendent  of 
schools  shall,  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereon  and  finding 
them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petition  and  agreement  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  with  his  recommendation 
thereon.  Such  board  thereupon,  in  their  discretion,  may  make 
an  order  annexing,  consolidating  and  merging,  for  high  school 
purposes,  such  union  high  school  district  with  such  high  school 
district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  such  merged, 
consolidated  and  combined  district  shall  take  the  name  and 
thereafter  be  known  by  and  under  the  same  name  as  the  high 
school  district  of  such  incorporated  city 'or  town;  provided, 
that  all  bonded  indebtedness  of  either  of  said  districts  and  all 
interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  by  the  district  which  incurred  the 
same  as  though  such  consolidation  and  merger  had  not 
occurred ;  then  the  consolidation  and  merger  of  such  union  high 
school  district  with  said  high  school  district  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town  upon  the  terms  stated  in  such  petition  and 
agreement  shall  be  complete  and  valid  by  virtue  of  the  order 
of  said  board  of  supervisors  duly  entered  in  its  minutes. 

Such  annexation,  consolidation  and  merger  may  be  made  at 
any  time  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  the  Political  Code  of  this 
state.  After  any  such  union  high  school  district  has  been  so 
annexed  to,  consolidated  and  merged  with  any  such  high  school 
district  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  such  territory  of  said 
union  high  school  district  so  merged  and  consolidated  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for  high 
school  purposes  and  for  all  matters  connected  with  the  high 
school  department  thereof,  and  for  the  purpose  of  assessing, 
levying  and  collecting  property  taxes  for  the  high  school  funds 
of  such  city  or  incorporated  town  and  for  the  purposes  speci- 
fied in  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  and 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  inclusive,  of  the 
Political  Code. 

Whenever  a  union  high  school  district  shall  be  annexed  to, 
consolidated  and  merged  with  a  high  school  district  of  an 
incorporated  city  or  town  as  hereinabove  provided,  the  govern- 
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in^  power  and  control  of  such  union  high  school  district  shall  1729 
thereafter  be  merged  and  vested  in  the  board  of  education  or 
board  of  schoot  trustees  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  and 
all  funds  belonging  to  said  union  high  school  district  shall  be 
transferred  by  requisition  of  the  school  superintendent  of  the 
said  county  upon  the  county  auditor  to  the  credit  of  the  proper 
funds  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  with  which  said  union 
hi^h  school  district  has  been  merged,  consolidated  and  annexed 
and  thereafter  said  high  school  district  of  said  incorporated 
city  or  town  shall  have  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
enforce  and  collect  in  its  own  name  all  obligations  and  con- 
tracts then  existing  in  favor  of  such  union  high  school  district 
and  shall  also  assume  and  be  responsible  for  the  payment  or 
performance  of  all  debts,  obligations  and  contracts  outstanding 
or  existing  against  said  union  high  school  district,  excepting 
only  the  bonded  indebtedness  then  outstanding  and  existing 
against  said  union  high  school  district,  and  shall  thereafter 
govern  and  control  all  the  property  of  said  union  high  school 
district. 

High  school  boards  in  miion  and  joint  union  districts. 

§  1730.  In  every  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  1730 
the  high  school  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  who 
shall  be  elected  from  the  high  school  districts  at  large  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  When 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  is  formed,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  same 
shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  call  an  election  in  said 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  high  school  board.  Such  election  shall  be  held  at 
the  schoolhouse  of  each  school  district  in  the  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  such  superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  the  same 
number  of  officers  of  election  for  each  school  district,  and 
give  the  same  notices  of  election  as  are  required  for  the  election 
of  school  trustees,  and  the  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same 
manner  as  are  elections  of  school  trustees,  except  that  the 
returns  shall  be  at  once  sent  to  such  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  he  shall  canvass  the  same  and  issue  certificates  of  election 
to  the  persons  elected.  One  member  shall  be  elected  to  hold 
oflice  from  the  day  of  receiving  his  certificate  of  election  until 
the  first  day  of  May,  next  succeeding;  two  members  shall  be 
elected  to  hold  office  from  the  day  of  receiving  their  certificates 
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1730  of  election  until  the  first  day  of  the  second  succeeding  May; 
and  two  members  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  from  the  day  of 
receiving  their  certificates  of  election  until  the  first  day  of  the 
third  succeeding .  May.     Thereafter  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  as  provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  thirty-one  of  this  code.    Within  twenty  days  after  said 
election  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  high  school  board,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  by 
registered  mail  to  each  member  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  the  high  school  board.    At  such  meeting  the  high 
school  board  shall  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their 
own  number  and  a  secretary,  and  may  transact  any  other 
business  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  school  district. 

Election  of  high  school  boards. 

1731  §  1731.  The  regular  annual  election  of  members  of  the 
high  school  board  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular 
annual  election  of  school  trustees.  Said  election  shall  be  called 
by  the  high  school  board,  who  shall  for  that  purpose  designate 
a  polling  place  in  each  of  the  school  districts  composing  the 
high  school  district,  at  one  of  the  schoolhouses  thereof,  at 
which  the  electors  of  such  school  districts  shall  vote.  The 
high  school  board  shall  give  the  same  notice  of  said  election 
and  appoint  the  same  number  of  election  officers  in  each  school 
district  as  are  required  for  the  election  of  school  trustees,  and 
said  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  are  elections 
of  school  trustees,  except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  at 
once  sent  to  the  high  school  board,  who  shall  meet  at  the  high 
school  on  the  seventh  day  thereafter  at  one  o'clock  p.m.,  and 
canvass  said  returns  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  the 
persons  elected  and  file  duplicates  thereof  with  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district.  As  each  member's  term  expires  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  three  years  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified. 
Vacancies  on  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  the  high 
school  district,  the  appointee  to  hold  office  for  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term. 
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Beorganisation  of  high   school  boards   where   district  is 
enlarged  or  decreased. 

§  1732.    Whenever  a  new  school  district  becomes  a  part  of  1732 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  such  newly  added 
school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  all  elections 
of  members  of  the  high  school  board  thereafter  held. 

Whenever  the  number  of  school  districts  in  a  high  school 
district  is  increased  from  one  to  two  or  more,  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of  such  high  school  dis- 
trict shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  call  an  election  as 
provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  thirty,  and  thereafter 
the  high  school  board  shall  be  elected  and  organized  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  seventeen  hundred  thirty  ;and  seventeen 
hundred  thirty-one. 

Whenever  the  number  of  school  districts  in  a  high  school 
district  is  decreased  from  two  or  more  to  one,  the  superintend- 
ent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district 
shall  within  fifteen  days  call  a  meeting  of  the  school  trustees 
of  the  remaining  district,  as  provided  in  section  seventeen 
hundred  twenty-six,  at  which  the  high  school  board  shall 
organize  as  provided  in  said  section,  and  thereupon  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  members  of  the  high  school  board  in  office  when 
the  decrease  was  made  shall  cease. 

Effect  of  change  of  boundari^i  of  elementary  district. 

§  1733.  A  school  district  can  not  lie  partly  within  a  high  1733 
school  district  and  partly  without;  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
boundaries  of  a  school  district  comprised  within  any  high  school 
district  shall  for  any  cause  be  changed  to  include  territory  not 
previously  in  such  school  district,  the  territory  added  to  such 
school  district  shall  become  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  high 
school  district;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  boundaries  of  a 
school  district  comprised  within  any  high  school  district  shall 
be  changed  so  as  to  exclude  territory  therefrom  such  excluded 
territory  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  excluded 
from  the  high  school  district.  Where  a  new  school  district  is 
formed  from  territory  situated  wholly  within  one  high  school 
district,  such  new  school  district  shall  continue  to  be  a  part  of 
the  high  school  district;  and  where  a  new  school  district  is 
formed  from  territory  situated  in  two  or  more  high  school  dis- 
tricts or  situated  partly  in  a  high  school  district  and  partly  in 
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1733  no  high  school  district,  the  electors  of  such  new  school  district 
shall  decide  by  a  majority  vote  to  which  high  school  district 
the  new  school  district  shall  belong  or  whether  such  new  school 
district  shall  be  a  part  of  such  high  school  district,  such  election 
being  held  within  thirty  days  after  the  formation  of  the  school 
district,  and  called  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the 
county  in  which  such  school  district  is  situated,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  jtwentyi-aeven.  The 
result  of  such  election  shall  be  certified  by  the  superintendent 
of  school  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such 
school  district  is  situated,  and  to  the  clerk  of  every  other 
county  in  which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  selected 
by  the  electors  is  situated,  and  entered  in  such  clerk's  record 
of  high  school  districts. 

Annexation  or  exclusion  of  school  districts. 

1734  §  1734.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or 
a  majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  any  school  district  con- 
tiguous to  a  high  school  district,  in  the  same  or  in  adjoining 
counties,  as  shown  by  the  affidavits  of  one  or  more  of  the 
petitioners,  shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who 
has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district,  a  petition  for 
the  annexation  of  such  school  district  to  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  high  school  board  of  the  high  school  dis- 
trict to  which  annexation  is  desired,  and  by  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such  annexa- 
tion and  setting  forth  the  terms  thereof,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall,  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereon  and 
finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petition  and  agreement 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county  with  his  recommenda- 
tions thereon.  Such  board  may  thereupon,  in  their  discretion, 
make  an  order  annexing  such  school  district  to  such  high 
school  district  upon  the  terms  agreed  upon. 

Whenever  it  appears  that  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  the 
trustees  of  the  district  seeking  to  be  annexed  and  the  high 
school  board  include  the  assumption  by  the  district  to  be 
annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  any  bonded  indebtedness 
existing  against  the  high  school  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  call  an  election  in  the  district  so  proposing  to 
assume  such   indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  determininsr 
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whether  such  indebtedness  shall  be  authorized  and  assumed.  1734 
Such  election  shall  be  held  as  provided  in  section  seventeen 
hundred  and  forty-five,  except  that  the  returns  shall  be  made 
to  the  board  of  supervisors.    If  it  shall  appear  from  the 
returns  of  such  election  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at 
such  election  were  cast  in  favor  of  the  assumption  by  the  dis- 
trict seeking  to  be  annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  such 
bonds,  then  and  not  until  then  shall  such  district  be  annexed 
to  such  high  school  district.    If  such  bonded  indebtedness  is 
assumed  by  the  annexed  district  then  all  levies  of  taxes  made 
for  the  payment  of  the  same  and  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
upon  the  property  of  such  annexed  district  at  the  same  rate 
as  levied  upon  the  property  of  the  original  high  school  district. 
Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a  majority 
of  the  electors  residing  in  any  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
district,  and  two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  or  of  the 
electors  residing  in  any  school  district  which  is  a  part  thereof, 
as  shown  by  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners, 
shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  said  high  school  district  petitions  asking  for  the 
exclusion  of  such  school  district  from  such  high  school  district, 
accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
high  school  board  of  such  high  cshool  district  and  a  majority 
of  the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such 
exclusion  and  setting  forth  the  terms  thereof,  such  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereto 
and  finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petitions  and  agree- 
ment to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  with  his 
recommendations  thereon.     Such  board  may  thereupon,   in 
their  discretion,  make  an  order  excluding  such  school  district 
from  the   high  school  district  upon   the   terms  agreed   on; 
provided,  however,  that  no  school  district  shall  be  excluded 
from  a  high  school  district  having  an  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness,  where  such  exclusion  would  so  reduce  the  amount 
of  taxable  property  in  such  high  school  district  that  said  out- 
standing bonded  indebtedness  would  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the 
taxable  property  of  such  high  school  district,  after  the  exclu- 
sion, as  shown  by  the  last  equalized  assessment  of  the  county  or 
counties  in  which  such  high  school  district  is  located.     The 
order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  annexing  a  school  district  to, 
or  excluding  it  from,  a  high  school  district  shall  be  entered  by 
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1734  their  clerk  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts,  and  he  shall 
also  sena  a  copy  thereof  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  such  high  school  district  is  situated,  who 
shall  enter  it  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Lapsing  of  high  school  districts. 

1736  §  1735.    When  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  in 

any  high  school  district  during  the  whole  of  any  school  year 
after  the  first  school  year  shall  be  ten,  or  less  than  ten,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district  shall  suspend  the  high  school  in  said  high  school 
district,  and  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  declare  the 
high  school  district  lapsed,  and  shall  cause  the  property  thereof 
to  be  sold.  All  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  the  property 
of  the  high  school  district,  and  all  moneys  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  said  high  school  district,  shall  be  distributed  by 
the  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  school  districts  composing 
the  high  school  district,  in  proportion  to  the  assessed  valuation 
of  property  in  said  districts,  according  to  the  last  completed 
county  assessment  rolls,  and  the  portions  of  said  proceeds 
belonging  under  such  divisions  to  the  districts  in  other  counties 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  county  or  counties  within  which 
such  school  districts  are  situated. 

Disincorporation  of  high  school  districts. 

1736  §  1736.    Any  high  school  district  may,  after  the  expira- 

tion of  three  years  from  its  formation,  or  after  it  has  been 
acting  as  such  for  three  years,  disincorporate  and  be  dissolved 
in  the  following  manner:  A  petition  signed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  heads  of  families  or  two-thirds  of  the  electors  of  each  school 
district  composing  such  high  school  district  as  shown  by  affida- 
vit of  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district,  which  petition  shall  set  forth  briefly  the  reasons 
for  disincorporation,  and  shall  pray  that  the  question  may  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  in  said  district.  Upon  receiving  such 
petition  the  said  superintendent  of  schools  shall  verify  the 
signatures  to  said  petition  and  shall,  if  he  finds  them  sufficient, 
call  an  election  in  each  school  district  of  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  shall  submit  to  the  voters  therein  the  question  of  dis- 
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incorporation  of  such  high  school  district.     At  the  time  of  1736 
calling  such  election,  which  must  be  held  in  all  the  school 
districts  of  the  high  school  district  upon  the  same  day,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  must  appoint  three  electors  in  each 
school  district  contained  within  such  high  school  district  to 
conduct  the  election.    Notice  of  election  shall  be  given  by  post- 
ing and  publication  as  provided  by  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  in  case  of  an  election  for  the  formation  of  a 
union  high  school  district.    Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law  for  conducting  elections  of  school 
trustees.     The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on  them  the  words 
*'Disincorporation — Yes"  and  **Disincorporation — ^No,"  and 
electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  opposite  the  answer  they  desire  to  give. 
The  election  oflBcers  shall  report  the  result  of  such  election 
within  five  days  thereafter  to  such  superintendent  of  schools. 
If  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  are  opposed 
to  disincorporation  no  further  petition  shall  be  entertained  or 
election  ordered  for  a  similar  purpose  within  three  years  next 
following  such  election.    If  two-thirds  of  all  votes  cast  at  such 
election  are  in  favor  of  disincorporation  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year,  suspend 
said  high  school  district,  and  report  the  result  of  the  election 
and  the  fact  of  such  suspension  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
his  county.    Upon  receiving  such  report,  said  board  shall,  at 
the  first  meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order  declaring  said  high 
school  district  duly  disincorporated  and  dissolved,  to  take  effect 
at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year.    When  a  high  school  dis- 
trict has  disincorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  property  thereof  shall  be  sold  by  said  board  of  supervisors 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  disincorporated  high  school  dis- 
trict, shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five.  If  a  high  school  district  so  disincorporated 
has  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  taxes  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  on  all  property  in  the  territory  constituting  such 
high  school  district  at  the  time  of  its  disincorporation,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  if  said  district  had  not 
been  disincorporated. 
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Name  of  high  school  districts  may  be  changed. 

1737  §  1737.  Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of*  any  high  school 
district  signed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  high 
school  board  of  such  high  school  district  asking  that  the  name  of 
such  high  school  district  be  changed  and  stating  the  new  name 
desired,  said  superintendent  of  schools  must  transmit  the  same 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  and  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  designate  a  day  upon  which  they  will  aet  upon 
such  petition,  which  must  not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
forty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  said  board 
of  supervisors  must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by 
publication  in  a  newspaper  published  within  said  high  school 
district,  or  if  no  newspaper  is  published  therein,  then  in  any 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  of  the  time  set  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  petition,  which  notice  must  be  published  at  least 
twice  before  the  day  set  for  hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall, 
by  resolution,  either  grant  or  deny  the  petition ;  and,  if  granted, 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  said  dis- 
trict. Such  change  must  be  certified  to  the  county  clerk  of 
each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  is  sit- 
uated and  entered  by  him  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Establishment  of  county  high  schools. 

1738  §  1738.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  fifty  or  more 
qualified  electors  and  taxpayers  of  any  county,  is  presented  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  thereof,  asking  for  the  establishment  of 
a  county  high  school  district  in  such  county,  the  board  of  super- 
visors must  submit  the  question  of  establishing  a  county  high 
school  district  in  said  county  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof, 
at  the  next  general  election  held  therein,  or  at  a  special  election, 
to  be  called  by  the  board  for  that  purpose.  If  a  special  election 
is  called,  notice  thereof  must  be  given  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  county,  for 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper,  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  in  five  public 
places  in  the  county,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election.  The 
ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  **  County 
High  School  District— Yes, ' '  and  "County  High  School  Dis- 
trict— ^No,"  and  voters  shall  express  their  choice  by  marking  a 
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cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp  after  the  answer  they  1738 
desire  to  give.    Said  special  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  this  code  for  conducting  special  elections. 
The  electors  of  any  high  school  district  existing  in  such  county 
at  the  time  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition,  shall  be 
excluded  from  voting  upon  said  proposition,  unless,  in  addition 
to  the  petition  above  mentioned,  there  was  also  presented  to 
said  board  of  supervisors  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  residing  in  such  high  school  district,  or  in  case  of 
a  union  high  school  district,  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  electors  residing  in  each  school  district  composing  the 
union  high  school  district ;  in  which  case  the  electors  of  the  high 
school  district  or  districts  from  which  such  petitions  are  pre. 
sented,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  said  proposition.    Tf 
a  majority  of  aU  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  establishing  a 
comity  high  school  district  are  in  the  affirmative,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  make  an  order  declaring  the  county  high 
school  district  established  and  shall  also  declare  the  high  school 
district  or  districts  which  participated  in  such  election,  upon 
the  petitions  hereinbefore  requred,  to  be  lapsed,   and  the 
property  of  such  lapsed  high  school  district  shall  be  held  or 
sold  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  the  benefit  of  the  county 
high  school  district.    The  order  of  the  board  in  regard  to  such 
lapsed  districts  shall  be  entered  by  the  county  clerk  in  his 
record  of  high  school  districts. 

Trustees  of  coimty  high  schools. 

§  1739.  When  a  county  high  school  district  is  established  1739 
in  any  county,  the  county  board  of  education  shall  be  trustees 
of  such  county  high  school  district  and  have  control  thereof, 
and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  duties  in  regard  thereto,  as 
high  school  boards  of  other  high  school  districts.  All  property 
required  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  high  school  district  shall 
be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  county  and  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  upon  order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  made  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  county  board  of  education. 

Certain  county  high  school  districts  become  union. 

§  1739a.    Whenever  one  or  more  city,  district  or  union  1739a 
high  school  districts  have  been  organized  in  any  county  main- 
taining one  or  more  county  high  schools,  all  common  school  dis- 
tricts not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union 
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173da      high  school  district  shall  constitute  a  union  high  school  dstrict, 
and  shall  be  governed  by  a  high  school  board  elected  according 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  seventeen  hundred  and  thirty  and 
seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Political  Code;  pro- 
vided, that,  in  any  county  maintaining  two  or  more  county  high 
schools,  the  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
after  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  organize  all  common  school 
districts  not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union 
high  school  district,  into  as  many  union  high  school  districts 
as  there  are  county  high  schools  maintained  in  such  county; 
and  provided,  further,  that  all  funds  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  county  high  school  district  at  the  time  of  the  reorganization 
herein  provided  for,  or  that  may  be  credited  to  such  district 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  union  high  school 
district  or  districts  in  the  following  manner:  If  only  one  union 
high  school  district  is  formed  out  of  the  territory  not  included 
in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district, 
the  county  superintendent  shall  apportion  the  entire  amount 
to  the  union  high  school  district  so  formed.    If  two  or  more 
union  high  school  districts  are  formed  out  of  such  territory,  he 
shall  apportion  one-third  of  the  entire  amount  among  the  union 
high  school  districts  so  formed,  irrespective  of  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  or  in  average  daily  attendence  therein;  the 
remaining  two-thirds  he  shall  apportion  among  such  schools 
pro  rata  upon  the  basis  of  average  daily  attendance  during  the 
preceding  school  year,  as  shown  by.  the  last  o£Scial  annual 
reports  of  the  principals  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.    From  and  after  the  organization 
of  the  first  high  school  board  in  any  union  high  school  district 
formed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  all  property  belonging  to  the 
county  high  school  district,  and  located  in  such  union  high 
school  district,  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  union 
high  school  district  so  formed. 

Meetings  of  high  school  boards. 

1740  §  1740.    District,  union  and  joint  union  high  school  boards 

shall  meet  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  of  each  year  at  twelve 
o'clock  m.,  and  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  clerk.  Every  high  school  board  shall  hold 
regular  monthly  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be  provided  in 
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the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them  for  their  own  1740 
£^>vermnent ;  provided,  that  in  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
districts  the  regular  meetings  as  above  provided  may  be  quar- 
terly. Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president 
of  the  board.  Upon  the  request,  in  writing,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  any  board,  the  president  of  said  board  shall  call  a 
meeting  thereof.  Of  all  special  meetings  of  any  board  the 
members  thereof  shall  have  at  least  two  days'  notice,  issued  and 
served  by  the  clerk  thereof.  At  special  meetings  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  other  than  that  specified  in  the  call  therefor. 
All  meetings  of  the  high  school  board  shall  be  held  at  the  high 
school  building;  provided,  that  if  no  high  school  building 
exists  in  the  high  school  district,  or  if  the  high  school  distrct 
consists  of  a  single  city,  town,  or  school  district,  the  high  school 
board  may  meet  at  such  place  in  the  high  school  district  as  it 
may  by  resolution  determine. 

Powers  a&d  duties  of  high  school  boards. 

§1741.  Except  as  in  this  article,  or  in  article  fifteen  of  this  1741 
chapter,  otherwise  provided,  the  powers  and  duties  of  high 
school  boards  shall  be  such  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
assigned  by  law  to  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  school 
trustees  in  school  districts.  The  high  school  board  shall,  at 
any  time  after  its  organization,  have  power  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  temporary  location  of  the  high  school,  and  if 
satisfactory  quarters  in  a  suitable  location  are  offered  or  can 
be  procured  for  a  consideration,  or  at  a  rental  which  would 
make  it  advisable  to  accept  the  same,  they  shall  have  the 
power  to  secure  or  lease  such  quarters  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years.  At  the  expiration  of  such  lease  or  other 
arrangement  they  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make  another 
lease  or  other  arrangement  for  the  same  or  different  quarters, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years.  If  rooms  can  be 
obtained  in  a  public  school  building  in  the  place  where  the 
high  school  is  temporarily  located,  on  reasonable  terms,  such 
rooms  shall  be  given  the  preference.  The  high  school  board 
of  any  county,  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  may 
provide,  in  such  manner  as  they  deem  best,  for  the  transporta- 
tion to  and  from  the  high  school  of  such  pupils  thereof  as  such 
board  find  to  be  in  need  of  such  transportation ;  and  the  cost 
of  such  transportation  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of 
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1741  maintaining  the  high  school  and  paid  accordingly;  providcdy 
that  all  contracts  or  other  provision  for  such  transportation 
shall  before  the  same  become  effective,  be  approved  by  the 
superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district.  The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  dis- 
larict  lying  wholly  or  partly  within  a  county  maintaining  a 
county  free  library  shall  have  power  to  enter  into  a  contract 
or  agreement  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county, 
whereby  said  high  school  district  may  secure  the  advantages 
of  said  county  free  library  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  fixed  in  said  contract  or  agreement. 

Location  of  high  school. 

1742  §  1742.  When  the  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a 
high  school  in  any  newly  formed  high  school  district  has  been 
provided  and  is  in  the  county  treasury,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district  shall 
at  once  call  a  meeting  of  the  high  school  board,  in  the  same 
manner  as  he  called  the  first  meeting  of  said  board  for  organiza- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  making  a  permanent  location  of  the 
high  school.  If  at  such  meeting  the  members  of  the  high  school 
board  fail  to  agree  unanimously  upon  the  location  for  the  high 
school,  they  shall  propose,  in  writing,  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  shall  transmit  to  his  office  within  ten  days  the 
names  of  the  locations  which  they  favor.  Within  twenty  daj's 
after  receiving  such  proposals  the  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  call  an  election  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  for  the 
formation  of  the  district,  to  determine  the  location  of  the  high 
school.  At  such  election  only  such  sites  as  have  been  named 
by  the  members  of  the  high  school  board,  and  certified  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  voted  upon.  Any  form  of 
ballot  by  which  the  voter  signifies  his  choice  of  location  shall 
be  allowed.  The  result  of  said  election  shall  be  determined 
and  certified  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  as  provided  in 
case  of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the  district. 

The  location  which  receives  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  chosen  as  the  location  of  the  high  school.  No  change  of 
location  of  any  high  school,  when  once  established,  shall  be 
made  except  upon  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools 
who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district,  signed  by 
two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  of  the  high  school  district, 
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and  then  only  upon  the  afiBrmative  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  1742 
qualified  electors  of  the  high  school  district  voting  at  an  election 
called  by  the  superintendent  of  schools,  for  that  purpose.  Such 
election  shall  be  called  and  held,  and  the  returns  thereof  made 
to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  case 
of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the  district. 

Principal  of  high  school  may  act  as  principal  of  elementary 
school* 

§  1743.    Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  1743 
prevent  the  principal  of  any  high  school  from  acting  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  grammar  school  of  the  school  district  in  which  the 
high  school  is  located,  if  so  desired  by  the  trustees  of  said  school 
district,  and  the  high  school  board. 

Report  of  principal. 

The  principal  of  every  high  school  shall  annually,  at  the  close 
of  the  term  and  prior  to  receiving  his  last  month's  salary  and 
as  a  prerequisite  for  such  salary,  make  out  under  oath  and 
deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  his  high  school  district  is  situated,  a  full  and 
complete  report  of  said  high  school  for  the  entire  term  or  school 
year.  Such  report  shall  show  the  total  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  during  the  year,  the  average  daily  attendance,  the 
number  of  teachers  regularly  employed,  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion pursued,  the  text-books  used,  the  total  number  of  new 
pupils  enrolled  during  the  year,  the  total  cost  of  maintaining 
school  during  the  year,  the  name,  post-oflSce  address,  and  com- 
mon school  district  residence  of  every  new  pupil  attending  the 
high  school  and  residing  in  territory  not  embraced  in  any  high 
school  district,  and  the  total  number  of  such  new  pupils,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  or  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools. 

"Now  pupil"  defined. 

The  term  **new  pupil* *  as  used  in  this  article  and  in  article 
XV  of  this  chapter,  means  a  pupil  who  has  not  attended  any 
other  high  school  in  this  state  since  the  first  day  of  July  next 
preceding  his  enrollment.  The  said  report  shall  be  made  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  said  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
as  other  school  report  blanks  are  furnished,  and  in  the  case  of 
a  joint  union  high  school  district  the  statistics  of  attendance 
and  other  data  for  each  county  separately  shall  be  given  in 
said  report. 
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Beport  of  principal  to  state  board  in  October. 

1743a  §  1743a.  The  principal  of  every  high  school,  shall,  an- 
nually, during  the  month  of  October,  make  out  under  oath 
and  deliver  to  the.  state  board  of  education,  a  full  and  complete 
report  of  text-books  then  in  use  in  such  high  school,  the  names 
of  teachers  employed,  the  subject  taught  by  each  teacher,  the 
grade  of  certificate  held  by  each,  and  the  salary  paid  to  each, 
and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  state 
board  of  education. 

If  such  report  is  not  filed  with  the  state  board  of  education, 
on  or  before  October  thirty-first,  the  state  board  of  education 
shall  notify  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  having  juris- 
diction of  the  high  school  failing  to  report,  and  it  shall  there- 
upon be  the  duty  of  such  county  superintendent  of  schools 
to  withhold  the  salary  of  the  principal  of  such  high  school 
until  he  has  been  notified  by  the  state  board  of  education  that 
such  report  has  been  filed  as  required  by  this  section. 

Report  of  superintendent. 

1744  §  1744.    Every  superintendent  of  schools,  who  has  juris- 

diction over  a  high  school  district  or  in  whose  county  there  is  a 
county  high  school,  shall  annually,  at  the  time  required  for 
making  reports  of  primary  and  grammar  schools,  make  report 
under  oath  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  showing 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  average  daily  attendance,  num- 
ber of  teachers  regularly  employed,  whether  the  text-books 
used  therein  conform  to  the  list  adopted  by  the  high  school 
board  of  trustees  as  required  by  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
fifty  and  such  other  information  regarding  the  high  schools  of 
his  county,  or  over  which  he  has  jurisdiction,  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction ;  said  report  to  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Issuance  of  bonds  by  high  school  districts. 

1746  §  1745.     The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district 

may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  advisable,  and  must  upon  a 

petition  of  the  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in 

such  high  school  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 

electors  of  the  high  school  district  the  question  whether  the 

bonds  of  such  high  school  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for 

the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  purchasing  high  school  lots, 
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for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more  high  school  buildings  1745 
or  making  alterations  or  additions  to  the  high  school  building 
or  buildings,  for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuilding  any  high 
school  building  damaged,  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other 
public  calamity,  for  insuring  high  school  buildings,  for  supply- 
ing high  school  buildings  with  furniture  or  necessary  apparatus, 
for  improving  the  grounds,  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  said  purposes,  or  for  refunding  any  out- 
standing valid  indebtedness  of  such  district,  evidenced  by  bonds 
or  warrants  thereof.  Any  one  or  more  or  all  of  said  purposes, 
except  that  of  refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness  of 
such  district,  evidenced  by  bonds  or  warrants  thereof,  may  by 
order  of  said  board,  entered  in  its  minutes,  be  united  and 
voted  upon  as  one  single  proposition.  Such  election  must  be 
called  by  posting  notices,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  high 
school  board,  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  high  school 
district,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  election;  and  if 
there  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  any 
county  in  which  any  part  of  said  district  is  situated,  by  pub- 
lishing such  notice  therein  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks.  The  first  publication  of  said  notice  shall  be 
not  less  than  twenty-one  days  before  such  election.  Such  notice 
must  contain:  The  time  and  place,  or  places,  of  holding  such 
election ;  the  names  of  the  inspectors  and  judges  to  conduct  the 
same;  the  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be  open ; 
the  purposes  for  which  the  bonds  are  to  be  issued;  the  amount 
of  bonds  and  the  denomination  thereof,  which  shall  not  be 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars; the  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum, 
payable  annually  or  semiannually;  and  the  number  of  years, 
not  exceeding  forty,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are 
to  run.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-six, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  and  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  one  of  this  code,  and  the  words  to  appear  upon 
the  ballots  shall  be  **High  School  District  Bonds — Yes''  and 
"High  School  District  Bonds — No''  or  words  of  similar  import. 
Electors  voting  at  such  elections  shall  mark  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they  desire  to  give.  On 
the  seventh  day  after  said  election  at  one  o'clock  p.m.  if  the 
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1746  returns  have  all  been  made  to  the  high  school  board  of  such  high 
school  district,  such  high  school  board  must  meet  and  canvass 
said  returns.  If  all  the  returns  have  not  then  been  received,  the 
board  must  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  said  returns  are  all 
received,  and  must  then  proceed  to  canvass  the  same.  The 
canvass  may  be  continued  from  day  to  day  until  completed. 

Vote  necessary  to  issue  bonds. 

1746  §  1746.    If  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast 

at  said  election  were  cast  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then 
such  high  school  board  shall  cause  an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be 
made  upon  its  minutes,  and  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools  has  juris- 
diction of  said  high  school  district  all  of  the  proceedings  had 
in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of  supervisors  shall 
be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  bonds 
of  such  high  school  district,  in  accordance  with  such  proceed- 
ings, payable  out  of  the  building  fund  of  such  high  school 
district,  naming  the  same ;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  of 
bonds  so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  high  school  district  as  shown  by  the  last 
equalized  assessment  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  such 
district  is  located.  The  board  of  supervisors,  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  minutes,  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds 
and  of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  if  any,  and  must 
fix  the  time  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than 
forty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  If  the  notice  calling  the 
election  shall  have  provided  that  the  bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon  shall  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  the 
bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  such  gold  coin,  as  to  principal 
and  interest.  If  the  notice  calling  the  election  shall  have  pro- 
vided that  the  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable 
in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  the  bonds  shall  be  made 
payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  as  to  principal 
and  interest.  If  the  notice  shall  have  made  no  such  specific 
provisions,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  in  the 
order  prescribing  the  form  of  the  bonds  either  to  make  the 
bonds  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  as  to  principal 
and  interest,  or  to  make  them  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  as  to  principal  and  interest.     Said  board  of 
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supervisors  may  make  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  1746 
payable  at  the  oflBee  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  or  at  such 
Other  place  within  the  United  States  as  the  board  may  desig- 
nate, or  at  such  treasurer's  office  or  such  other  designated  place, 
at  the  option  of  the  bondholder ;  which  place  of  payment  shall 
be  specified  in  the  bonds ;  and  this  provision  shall  apply  to  all 
such  bonds  not  yet  issued  when  this  section  takes  effect,  regard- 
less of  the  time  when  the  election  therefor  was  held.  The 
expense  of  paying  such  principal  and  interest  elsewhere  than 
at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  high 
school  district  funds,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fax  for  payment 
of  the  bonds.  Said  bonds  must  be  sold  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not 
less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be 
deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fluid  of  the  said  high  school  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  as  other  high  school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 
Before  selling  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  board  of 
supervisors  must  advertise  for  bids  therefor  for  at  least  two 
weeks  in  some  daily  or  weekly  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  in  the  county,  or  if  there  is  no  such  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  in  some  such  newspaper  published  in 
some  other  county  in  the  state.  If  satisfactory  bids  are 
received,  the  bonds  offered  for  sale  must  be  awarded  to  the 
highest  bidder.  If  no  bids  are  received,  or  the  board  deter- 
mines that  the  bids  received  are  not  saitsf actory  as  to  price  or 
responsibility  of  the  bidders,  the  board  may  reject  all  bids 
received,  if  any,  and  either  readvertise  or  sell  said  bonds  at 
private  sale. 

Payment  of  bonds  and  interest,  how  made. 

§  1747.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  whose  1747 
superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  any  high  school 
district  must  annually,  at  the  time  of  making  the  levy  of  taxes 
for  county  purposes,  levy  a  tax  for  that  year  upon  the  taxable 
property  in  such  high  school  district  for  the  interest  and 
redemption  of  all  outstanding  bonds  of  such  district,  and  said 
tax  must  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said 
bonds  for  that  year,  and  such  a  portion  of  the  principal  as  is 
to  become  due  during  such  year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high 
enough  to  raise,  annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said 
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1747  bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon ; 
and  during  the  balance  of  the  term  high  enough  to  pay  sueh 
annual  interest,  and  to  pay  annually  a  proportion  of  the 
principal  of  said  bonds,  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the 
whole  amount  of  said  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the 
number  of  years  said  bonds  then  have  to  run ;  and  all  taxes  so 
levied,  when  collected,  shall  as  herein  provided  be  paid  into  the 
county  treasury  of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools 
has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district  in  behalf  of  which 
such  tax  was  levied  to  the  credit  of  the  bond  interest  and  sink- 
ing fund  of  such  high  school  district,  and  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for  no 
other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  aforesaid  at  the 
place  required  by  the  terms  of  such  bonds,  upon  presentation 
and  surrender  of  said  bonds  or  the  interest  coupons  thereof,  or 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  registered  owner,  if  such  bonds  are 
registered,  out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  cancel  and  file  the  bonds  and 
coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Payment  of  bonds  and  interest  in  Joint  high  school  districts. 

In  case  of  a  high  school  district  situated  in  two  or  more 
counties,  the  assessors  of  each  of  such  counties  must  annually, 
as  soon  as  the  county  assessments  have  been  equalized  by  the 
state  board  of  equalization,  certify  to  the  boards  of  supervisors 
of  each  of  the  counties  in  which  any  portion  of  such  high 
school  district  is  situated,  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable 
property  in  such  county  situated  in  such  high  school  district, 
and  the  said  tax  shall  be  so  levied  according  to  the  ratio  which 
the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  such  high  school  district 
in  any  county  bears  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  property 
in  such  district,  each  board  of  supervisors  to  lev>'  upon  the 
property  in  such  high  school  district  and  within  their  own 
county,  such  rate  of  tax  as  will  be  sufficient  to  raise  not  less 
than  the  amount  needed  to  pay  the  interest  and  such  portion 
of  the  principal  of  such  bonds  as  is  to  become  due  during  such 
year.  Said  tax  shall  be  entered  upon  the  assessment  roll  and 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  taxes  are  entered 
and  collected  and  when  collected  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such 
county,  and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  any 
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such  county  other  than  the  one  whose  superintendent  of  schools  1747 
has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  on  written  demand  of 
the  treasurer  of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools  has 
jurisdiction  of  said  high  school  to  pay  the  sum  collected 
on  account  of  such  tax  into  tlie  treasury  of  the  county  whose 
superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school.  Wherever  money  has  been  raised  for  the  payment  of 
principal  or  interest  of  outstanding  bonds  of  any  high  school 
district  and  the  same  is  at  the  time  this  section  takes  effect  in 
the  treasury  of  any  other  county  than  that  prescribed  by  this 
section  for  the  custody  of  such  funds,  the  same  shall  at  once 
be  paid  into  the  proper  county  treasury  as  above  provided. 

Cancellation  of  unsold  bonds. 

§  1748.  Whenever  any  bonds  authorized  under  the  pro- 1748 
visions  of  sections  seventeen  hundred  and  forty-five  and  seven- 
teen hundred  and  forty-six  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period 
of  six  months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  high  school  board  of 
the  high  school  district,  for  and  on  account  of  which  such  bonds 
were  issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  whom  the 
proceedings  were  certified  to  cause  such  unsold  bonds  to  be 
withdrawn  from  the  market  and  canceled.  Upon  receiving  such 
petition,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  high 
school  board,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for 
hearing  the  same,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  days 
thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to 
be  published  for  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  said  high  school  district,  if  there  is 
one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper  published  in  said  high  school 
district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  at  the  county  seat  of 
the  county.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 
hearing  said  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  said 
hearing  may  be  postponed,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall 
hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted  for  or  against  the 
granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  said  board  shall  deem  it  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  high  school  district  named  in  the  petition, 
that  such  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  said  board  shall  make  and 
enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings  that  said 
unsold  bonds  be  canceled;  and  thereupon  said  bonds  and  the 
vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  bo  issued  shall  cease  to 
be  of  any  validity  whatever. 
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Bonds  for  county  high  schools. 

1749  §  1749.    In  counties  where  a  county  high  school  district 

has  been  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the 
board  of  trustees  thereof  may,  when  in  their  judgment  it  is 
advisable,  and  must,  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  said  district,  caU  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  said  district  the  question  whether  the  bonds  of  such 
district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  purchasing  high  school  lots,  for  building  or  pur- 
chasing one  or  more  high  school  buildings,  or  making  altera- 
tions, or  additions  to  high  school  buildings,  for  repairing, 
restoring  or  rebuilding  any  high  school  building  damaged, 
injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  public  calamity,  for  insur- 
ing high  school  buildings,  for  supplying  high  school  buildings 
with  furniture  and  necessary  apparatus,  for  improving  the 
grounds,  or  for  any  or  all  of  said  purposes.  The  conduct  of 
said  election  and  the  issue,  sale  and  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  thereon,  shall  be  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the 
issuance  of  bonds  of  other  high  school  districts.  In  case  the 
qualified  electors  of  any  county  deem  it  expedient  to  establish 
and  maintain  more  than  one  county  high  school,  then  such 
additional  school  or  schools  may  be  established  and  maintained 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  article  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  county  high  school. 

Course  of  study — ^Approved  by  state  board  of  education. 

1760  §  1750.    The  course  or  courses  of  study  for  every  high 

school  shall  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  high  school 
board  having  control  thereof,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  state  board  of  education.  Said  course  or  courses 
of  study  shall  embrace  a  period  of  not  less  than  four  years,  and 
except  in  high  schools  offering  only  commercial  or  other  voca- 
tional courses,  there  shall  be  prescribed  at  least  one  course  of 
study  that  will  prepare  graduates  therein  for  admission  into 
the  state  university.  Every  high  school  course  of  study  may 
include  training  in  athletics,  military  drill  and  tactics,  manual 
training,  domestic  science  and  art,  agriculture,  horticulture, 
dairying  or  other  vocational  work,  for  which  credit  may  be 
given  as  a  part  of  said  high  school  work,  and  instruction  therein 
shall  be  given  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  said  high 
school  board  shall  determine. 
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Adoption  of  text- book. 

The  high  school  board  of  each  district  which  has  not  already  1760 
done  so,  shall  adopt  text-books  for  use  in  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, from  a  list  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education,  and 
the  clerk  or  secretary  of  said  board  shall,  annually,  during  the 
month  of  October,  certify  to  the  state  board  of  education  a 
list  of  all  text-books  so  adopted  by  said  board  during  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  order  of  adoption  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes  of  the  board,  and  no  text-book  so  adopted  shall  be 
changed  for  the  term  of  four  years  after  adoption ;  provided, 
that  a  high  school  board  may  continue  the  use  of  a  text-book 
after  the  expiration  of  such  term  of  four  years  until  such 
time  as  it  sees  fit  to  change  such  text-book,  or  until  such  time 
as  said  text-book  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  text-books 
prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education.  This  section  shall 
not  be  construed  to  forbid  the  adoption  of  an  additional  text- 
book in  any  subject  when  the  text-book  in  such  subject  has 
been  completed. 

state  aid  may  be  withheld. 

Upon  satisfactory  evidence  being  shown  to  the  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction  that  the  high  school  board  of  any 
high  school  district  has  neglected  or  refused  to  establish  only 
such  courses  of  study  as  have  been  approved  by  the  state  board 
of  education,  or  to  comply  with  any  of  the  other  provisions  of 
this  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  superintendent  of  pub- 
lic instruction  to  withhold  from  such  high  school  district,  all 
apportionments  from  the  state  high  school  fund,  until  said  high 
school  board  shall  fully  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

May  prescribe  poet-graduate  courses. 

• 

The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district,  or  trustees 
of  any  county  high  school,  may  prescribe  post-graduate  courses 
of  study  for  the  graduates  of  such  high  school,  or  other  high 
schools,  which  course  of  study  shall  approximate  the  studies 
prescribed  in  the  first  two  years  of  university  courses.  The 
high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district,  or  trustees  of  any 
high  school  wherein  such  post-graduate  course  of  study  are 
taught,  may  charge  tuition  for  pupils  living  without  the 
bomidaries  of  the  district  or  county  wherein  such  courses  of 
study  are  taught. 
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Intermediate  schools  may  be  established. 

1750a  §  1750a.    The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district 

or  the  trustees  of  any  high  school,  may  prescribe  intermediate 
school  courses,  and  admit  thereto  pupils  who  have  cempleted 
the  sixth  year  of  the  elementary  school;  provided,  that  no 
intermediate  school  course  shall  be  prescribed  in  any  county, 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  unless  the  elementary 
schools  within  such  high  school  district  show  a  total  enrollment 
of  at  least  one  hundred  pupils  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
during  the  preceding  school  year,  and  unless,  at  an  election 
called  for  that  purpose  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  for 
the  formation  of  the  high  school  district,  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  electors  voting  thereat  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such 
intermediate  school  course.  The  ballots  used  at  such  election 
shall  contain  the  words  **  Intermediate  School  Course — Yes" 
and  ** Intermediate  School  Course — No.'*  The  result  of  said 
election  shall  be  determined  and  certified  to  the  superintendent 
of  schools  as  provided  in  case  of  the  election  for  the  formation 
of  the  district.  The  first  two  years  of  such  intermediate  school 
course  shall  include  instruction  in  the  school  studies  generally 
taught  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the  elementary 
school,  and  may  include  such  other  studies,  including  secondary', 
vocational  and  industrial  subjects,  as  said  high  school  board 
may  prescribe.  The  average  daily  attendance  of  all  pupils  from 
each  district,  enrolled  in  the  first  two  years  of  such  intermediate 
school  course,  shall  be  kept  separate  and  shall  be  credited  to  the 
common  school  district  in  which  the  various  pupils  reside;  pro- 
vided, that  when  any  intermediate  school  course  is  first  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  course  of  study 
therefor  shall  be  adopted  between  the  first  day  of  July  and  the 
date  of  the  opening  of  school  for  the  current  school  year.'* 

Who  may  be  admitted  to  high  school. 

1751  §  1751.    Any  graduate  of  the  elementary  schools  of  this 

state  and  any  other  person  who  furnishes  to  the  principal  of  the 
high  school  he  desires  to  attend,  and  to  the  superintendent 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school,  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  fitness  for  high  school  work,  may  attend  any  high 
school  in  this  state;  provided^  that  any  person  residing  in  a 
high  school  district  may  attend  the  high  school  in  another 
high  school  district  only  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
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upon  by  the  high  school  board  of  the  two  districts,  or  if  such  1761 
boards  fail  to  agree,  on  such  terms  as  the  superintendent  of 
schools  having  jurisdiction  by  the  provision  of  this  article 
over  the  high  school  he  desires  to  attend  may  prescribe;  and 
provided,  further,  that  any  person,  not  residing  in  a  high 
school  district  or  residing  in  a  place  which  is  subject  to  a 
county  tax  for  the  support  of  a  county  high  school,  or  county 
high  schools,  and  desiring  to  attend  a  high  school  in  a  high 
school  district  situate  entirely  outside  the  county  in  which 
such  person  resides,  may  attend  such  high  school  only  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  high  school  board 
of  the  high  school  which  he  desires  to  attend  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  school^  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  or  if 
they  fail  to  agree,  on  such  terms  as  the  superintendent  of 
schools  having  jurisdiction  by  the  provision  of  this  article 
over  the  high  school  he  desires  to  attend  may  prescribe.    When 
terms  have  been  made  and  agreed  upon  as  provided  for  in 
this  section,  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in 
which  such  person  resides  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
apportion  and  cause  to  be  paid  over  to  the  high  school  which 
such  person  desires  to  attend,  such  portion  of  the  high  school 
tuition  fund  of  his  county  provided  for  by  sections  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight  and  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  this  code,  or  such  portion  of  the 
fund  provided  for  the  support  of  a  county  high  school  or 
county  high  schools  as  provided  in  sections  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-six  and  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  seven  of  this  code,  as  may  be  equitable  and  as  may  be 
agreed  to  by  the  high  school  board  of  the  high  school  such 
person  desires  to  attend. 

Convention  of  high  school  principals. 

§  1752.  The  state  board  of  education  shall  have  power  to  1762 
call,  annually,  a  state  convention  of  high  school  principals,  to 
assemble  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  shall  deem  most 
convenient,  for  the  discussion  of  problems  pertaining  to  the 
administration,  organization  and  supervision  of  the  public  high 
schools,  and  such  other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and 
interest  of  the  public  high  schools  as  shall  properly  be  brought 
before  it;  provided,  that  in  lieu  of  such  state  convention,  the 
state  board  of  education,  after  dividing  the  state  into  four 
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1762  convention  districts,  may  call  annually  in  each  of  such  dis- 
tricts, a  convention  of  the  principals  of  high  schools  situated 
in  such  district.  The  commissioner  of  secondary  schools  shall 
be  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  convention  and  shall  have  charge 
of  the  program  thereof.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
principal  of  every  high  school  to  attend  and  take  part  in  the 
proceedings  of  such  state  convention,  or  of  the  convention  of 
the  district  in  which  his  school  is  situated,  if  the  state  be 
divided  into  districts  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  cetion. 
The  actual  traveling  expenses  of  each  principal  attending  such 
convention  shall  be  allowed  by  the  high  school  board  and  paid 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  high  school  district. 


Article  XV. 
mOH  SCHOOL  TAXES  AND  FUNDS. 
Estimate  of  tax  for  building. 

1756  §  1766.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  high  school  board  to 

make  and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county 
in  which  any  part  of  their  high  school  district  is  situated,  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  succeeding  the 
formation  of  said  district,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  purchas- 
ing a  suitable  lot,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications  and 
erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  supplying  the  same  with  furni- 
ture and  necessary  apparatus,  and  of  fencing  and  ornamenting 
the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school,  unless  such 
high  school  board  shall  have  secured  or  leased  temporary  quar- 
ters for  the  use  of  such  high  school,  as  provided  in  section 
seventeen  hundred  and  forty-one,  or  unless  bonds  shall  have 
been  voted  for  said  purposes.  If  such  high  school  board  shall 
have  secured  or  leased  such  temporary  quarters,  they  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  before  the 
termination  of  such  lease  or  arrangement,  either  make  another 
arrangement  for  temporary  quarters,  as  provided  in  section 
seventeen  hundred  and  forty-one,  or  make  and  file  with  the 
board,  or  boards  of  supervisors  aforesaid,  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  purchasing  a  suitable  lot,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, and  of  erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  supplying  the 
same  with  furniture  and  necessary  apparatus,  and  of  fencing 
and  ornamenting  the  grounds  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
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school,  or  for  making  additions  or  improvements  to  such  build- 1765 
ings  when  once  erected,  or  of  buying  new  or  additional  furni- 
ture, or  for  the  purchase  of  additional  school  grounds,  or  for 
providiDg  any  other  school  facilities,  unless  bonds  shall  have 
been  voted  for  said  purposes.  Every  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, acting  as  trustees  of  a  county  high  school,  shall  make 
and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  county  the 
esthnates  required  by  this  section.  Should  the  trustees  of  any 
county  high  school,  or  the  high  school  board  of  any  high  school 
district,  fail  to  make  the  estimate  provided  for  in  this  section^ 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  such 
county  (or)  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district, 
to  make  and  file  such  estimate  on  or  before  the  second  Monday 
of  September ;  provided,  the  total  tax  for  high  school  purposes 
shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
assessed  valuation,  exclusive  of  bond  and  interest  rate. 


of  tax  for  maintenance. 

§  1766.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  high  school  board  to  1766 
make  and  file  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of  each 
county  in  which  any  part  of  their  high  school  district  is  sit- 
uated, at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in 
which  the  board  of  supervisors  is  required  by  law  to  levy  the 
taxes  required  for  county  purposes,  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  money  required  for  maintaining  the  high  school  in  said  dis- 
trict for  the  current  school  year,  including  rent  or  construction 
of  temporary  quarters,  if  any,  or  additions  to  the  plant  already 
constructed.  Such  estimate  shall  be  itemized  so  as  to  show  the 
amount  required  for  each  of  the  following  items :  (a)  Teachers' 
salaries;  (b)  current  expenses;  (c)  books,  magazines  and 
apparatus;  (d)  sites,  buildings  and  furniture;  (e)  other  mis- 
cellaneous expenses.  Whenever  the  amount  estimated  for  any 
item  exceeds  by  ten  per  cent  or  more  the  amount  expended 
for  said  item  during  the  preceding  school  year,  a  written  state- 
ment showing  the  reason  for  such  increase  must  be  submitted 
with  said  estimate.  The  first  such  estimate  after  the  formation 
of  any  high  school  district  shall  also  include,  if  temporary 
quarters  have  been  secured  for  the  high  school,  the  amount 
of  money  required  to  provide  the  necessary  furniture  and 
apparatus  for  such  temporary  quarters.    Every  county  board 
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1756  of  education,  acting  as  trustees  of  the  county  high  school, 
shall  annually  make  and  file  with  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  of  their  county  the  estimate  required  by  this  section. 
Should  the  trustees  of  any  county  high  school  or  the  high  school 
board  of  any  high  school  district,  fail  to  make  the  estimate  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  superintendent 
of  schools  of  the  county,  or  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district  to  make  such  estimate. 

Whenever  such  estimate  has  been  submitted  to  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  he  shall  have  power  to  revise  said 
estimate  or  any  item  thereof.  Said  estimate  as  revised  and 
approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  shall  there- 
upon become  the  estimate  of  said  high  school  district  and  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  board  of  supervisors  as  a  basis  for  levying 
the  special  tax  for  maintenance  of  said  high  school,  as  provided 
in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  this 
code.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  to  submit  said  estimate  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors and  to  the  county  auditor  at  the  time  he  submits  to  them 
his  estimate  for  the  county  school  tax  for  the  ensuing  school 
year,  and  he  shall  submit  therewith  -a  statement  showing  the 
amount  expended  by  such  high  school  district  for  each  item 
of  said  estimate,  during  the  preceding  school  year. 

Supervisors  must  levy  tax. 

1767  §  1757.     The  board  of  supervisors  with  whom  any  estimate 

is  filed  under  the  provision  of  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
fifty-five  or  section  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-six  must,  at 
the  time  of  making  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  for  county  pur- 
poses, levy  a  special  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in  such 
high  school  district  and  within  their  county,  or  in  case  of  a 
county  high  school,  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  their 
county  not  in  any  high  school  district,  sufficient  in  amount  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  legally  specified  in  the  said  estimate. 
In  case  of  a  high  school  district  situated  in  two  or  more  coun- 
ties, the  said  tax  shall  be  levied  by  the  boards  of  supervisors 
of  such  counties  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  each  board  of  supervisors  to  levy  upon  the  prop- 
erty in  such  high  school  district  and  within  their  own  county 
such  rate  of  tax  as  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
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legally  specified  in  said  estimate.  Said  tax  shall  be  entered  1757 
upon  the  assessment  roll,  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  school  taxes  are  entered,  and  collected,  and  when  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  whose 
superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school 
district  in  behalf  of  which  the  same  were  levied. 

Should  any  board  of  supervisors  with  whom  such  estimate 
is  filed  fail  to  levy  the  tax  as  required  by  this  section,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  their  county  to  make  such  levy. 

State  aid  for  high  schools. 

§  1760.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  controller,  an- 1760 
nually,  between  the  tenth  day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of 
September,  at  the  time  he  is  required  to  estimate  the  amount 
necessary  for  other  school  purposes,  to  estimate  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  support  of  high  schools.  This  amount  he 
shall  estimate  by  determining  the  amount  required  at  fifteen 
dollars  per  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  in  all  the  duly 
established  high  schools  of  the  state  for  the  last  preceding 
school  year,  as  certified  to  him  by  the  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction. 

The  state  controller  and  state  treasurer  shall  each  year 
transfer  from  the  revenues  from  the  taxes  provided  in  section 
fourteen  of  article  thirteen  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of 
California,  together  with  all  other  state  revenues,  to  a  separate 
fund,  hereby  created,  to  be  called  the  ** state  high  school  fund,'* 
the  amount  so  estimated  by  the  state  controller. 

Method  of  apportioning  state  aid. 

§  1761.  The  money  paid  into  the  state  high  school  fund  is  lygj 
hereby  appropriated  without  reference  to  fiscal  years  for  the 
use  and  support  of  regularly  established  high  schools  and  is 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  part  three,  title  one,  chapter 
three,  article  eighteen,  of  this  code,  relating  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners.  The  money  in  said  state  high  school  fund  shall 
be  apportioned  to  the  high  schools  of  the  state  by  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  the  following  manner : 
He  shall  apportion  one-third  of  the  annual  amount  among  the 
high  schools  and  high  school  districts  of  the  state  which  have 
been  formed  or  established  under  the  laws  of  the  state  or  have 
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1761  been  recognized  as  existing  under  the  high  school  laws  of  the 
state  and  have  maintained  the  grade  of  instruction  required 
by  law  of  the  high  schools,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  or  in  average  daily  attendance  therein ;  the  remaining 
two-thirds  of  the  annual  amount  he  shall  apportion  among 
such  schools  pro  rata  upon  the  basis  of  average  daily  attend- 
ance as  shown  by  the  official  reports  of  the  county,  or  city  and 
county  school  superintendents  for  the  last  preceding  school 
year ;  upon  making  such  apportionments  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  shall  draw  his  order  upon  the  state  con- 
troller for  the  amount  apportioned  to  each  high  school  district 
or  county  high  school,  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county, 
or  city  and  county  in  which  such  county  high  school  is  estab- 
lished, or  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  whose  8ux>erin- 
tendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district. 

Controller  must  draw  his  warrant. 

1762  §  1762.  The  state  controller  must  keep  a  separate  account 
of  the  state  high  school  fund  and  must  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  every  year  report 
to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  a  statement  of  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  said  fund.  He  must  draw  warrant  on 
the  state  treasurer  in  favor  of  any  county  or  city  and  county 
treasurer  whenever  such  treasurer  presents,  with  his  indorse- 
ment, an  order  drawn  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion against  the  state  high  school  fund,  and  the  state  treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

Disbursement  of  high  school  fond. 

1763  §  1763.  All  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the  provis- 
ions of  section  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  shall  be 
placed  by  the  county  treasurer  receiving  the  same  in  a  special 
fund  to  the  credit  of  the  high  school  district,  or  county  high 
school  for  which  the  same  were  levied,  and  used  only  for  the 
purposes  for  which  the  same  was  levied;  and  all  moneys 
apportioned  to  any  high  school  district  or  county  high  school 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine  and  seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-one  shall  be  placed  by 
the  county  treasurer  receiving  the  same  in  the  special  fund  of 
the  high  school  district  or  county  high  school  to  which  the 
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same  is  apportioned.  County  high  school  or  high  school  dis- 1763 
trict  funds  shall  be  paid  out  upon  the  order  of  the  county 
board  of  education  or  the  high  school  board,  or  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  when  such  committee  are  authorized  to  draw 
the  same,  signed  by  the  president  and  clerk  of  the  high  school 
board  or  county  board  of  education.  The  money  apportioned 
to  any  high  school  or  high  school  district  from  the  state  high 
school  fund  shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries.  Such  orders  shall  be  drawn  and  itemized,  and  pre- 
sented to,  and  acted  upon  by,  the  superintendent  of  schools 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district  and  the 
auditor  of  his  county,  in  the  same  manner,  as  the  orders  of 
boards  of  school  trustees  of  school  districts. 

Ck>imt7  aid — estimate  of  tax. 

§  1764.    The  county  superintendent  of  every  county,  and  1764 
every  city  and  county,  must,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  supervisors  of  such  county, 
or  city  and  county,  are  required  by  law  to  levy  the  amount 
of  tax?s  required  for  county,  or  city  and  county  purposes, 
furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  auditor,  respec- 
tively, an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  minimum  amount  of  the 
comity,  or  the  city  and  county,  high  school  fund  needed  for 
the  current  school  year.     This  amount  he  shall  estimate  in 
the  following  manner:  He  shall  allow  sixty  dollars  for  each 
pupil  residing  in  his  county,  in  average  daily  attendance  upon 
a  duly  established  high  school  of  his  county  or  an  adjoining 
county;  provided,  that  he  shall  not  include  in  such  estimate 
the  average  daily  attendance  of  any  pupil  attending  high 
school  in  an  adjoining  county,  unless  such  pupil  resides  in  a 
joint  union  high  school  district,  or  unless  the  attendance  of 
such  pupil  has  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides.    To  the  amount 
thus  estimated  he  shall  add  an  amount  sufficient  to  reimburse 
all  the  high  school  districts  of  his  county,  for  money  actually 
expended  by  them  for  transportation  of  pupils  living  in  terri- 
tory in  the  county  not  included  in  any  high  school  district,  and 
attending  the  high  schools  of  the  county;  provided,  that  the 
high  school  board  of  each  high  school  district  educating  such 
pupils  shall,  on  or  before  August  fifteenth,  file  with  the  super- 
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1764  intendent  of  schools  a  statement  showing  the  names,  and  total 
number  of  months  attendance  of  all  such  pupils,  and  the  total 
amount  expended  for  their  transportation;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  not  include 
in  such  estimate,  an  amount  for  transportation  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  month  for  each  pupil  so  attending;  provided, 
further,  that  if  this  amount  is  less  than  sufficient  to  raise  a 
sum  equal  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  teacher,  not 
exceeding  four  teachers  for  each  high  school  of  the  county, 
employed  for  full  time  during  the  preceding  school  year,  then 
the  minimum  amount  to  be  raised  shall  be  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  each  teacher,  not  exceeding  four  teachers  for 
each  high  school  of  the  county,  employed  for  full  time  during 
the  preceding  school  year.  Whenever  a  new  high  school  dis- 
trict has  been  formed  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  said  estimate,  from  territory  lying  wholly  or  partly  within 
the  county,  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  in  making 
such  estimate,  shall  include  on  account  of  such  new  high 
school  district,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  such  pro- 
portion thereof  as  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  his 
county  and  in  such  new  high  school  district,  bears  to  the  total 
assessed  valuation  of  such  high  school  district. 

Levy  of  tax. 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county,  or  city  and  county, 
must,  annually,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of  levying  other 
county  taxes,  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  for  the  county,  or 
city  and  county,  hi^h  school  fund,  a  tax  to  be  known  as  the 
county  high  school  tax,  the  minimum  rate  of  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  sufficient  to  raise  the  minimum  amount  estimated 
to  be  raised  by  the  county  superintendent  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

Pay  tuition  of  pupils  in  adjoining  counties. 

Before  apportioning  any  of  the  county  high  school  fund  to 
the  high  school  districts  of  his  county,  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  county  auditor 
against  such  fund  in  favor  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
of  any  adjoining  county  in  which  pupils  from  his  county  are 
attending  high  school,  for  an  amount  computed  at  sixty  dol- 
lars per  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  for  all  such  pupils  j 
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provided;  that  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  such  adjoining  1764 
county  shall  file  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  a  report  showing  the 
names  of  pupils  residing  in  the  county  and  attending  high 
school  in  such  adjoining  county,  and  the  total  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  such  pupils  during  the  preceding  school  year. 
The  county  auditor  of  said  county  shall  draw  his  warrant  as 
directed  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county 
treasurer  shall  pay  the  same.  A  superintendent  of  schools  in 
whose  favor  such  order  is  drawn  shall  pay  the  amount  of  said 
money  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  high  school 
or  schools  educating  the  children  from  the  county  paying  such 
money.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  then  apportion  to 
each  high  school  district  within  his  county,  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  reimburse  said  high  school  district  for  money  actually 
expended  for  transportation  of  pupils  residing  in  territory 
in  the  county  not  included  in  any  high  school  district,  and 
attending  such  high  school  during  the  preceding  school  year; 
provided,  such  amount  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  per  month 
for  each  pupil  so  attending. 

Apportionment  of  money. 

The  money  paid  into  the  county  high  school  fund  or  money 
remaining  after  payments  or  apportionments  hereinbefore 
required  have  been  made  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  high 
school  districts  of  the  county  by  the  superintendent  of  schools 
in  the  following  manner:  He  shall  first  apportion  to  each 
new  high  school  district  as  hereinbefore  defined,  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  each  high  school  district,  established  previous 
to  the  first  day  of  May  next  preceding  on  account  of  each 
full-time  day  high  school  maintained  therein,  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  each  teacher  employed  for  full  time 
during  the  preceding  school  year,  and  on  account  of  each 
evening  high  school  maintained  therein-,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  teacher  employed  for  full  time 
during  the  preceding  school  year ;  provided,  that  no  high  school 
shall  receive  an  apportionment  on  this  basis  for  more  than  four 
teachers ;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  money  shall  be  appor- 
tioned to  any  high  school  which  does  not  employ  for  full  time 
at  least  one  teacher  the  first  year,  nor  to  any  high  school 
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1764  oi^anized  for  two  or  more  years  which  does  not  employ, 
for  full  time,  at  least  two  teachers.  The  remaining  fands 
the  county  superintendent  shall  apportion  among  the  high 
school  districts  pro  rata  upon  the  basis  of  average  daily  attend- 
ance during  the  preceding  school  year.  Whenever  a  high 
school  district  lies  partly  in  one  county,  and  partly  in  another, 
the  county  superii^tendent  must  apportion  to  such  district, 
such  proportion  of  the  school  money  to  which  such  district  is 
entitled,  as  the  number  of  pupils  in  average  daily  attendance, 
residing  in  that  portion  of  the  district  situated  in  his  county, 
bears  to  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  average  daily  attend- 
ance in  the  entire  district,  as  shown  by  the  principal's  annual 
report  for  the  preceding  school  year. 

All  moneys  apportioned  to  any  high  school  district  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  available  for  the  main- 
tenance of  any  high  school  located  in  such  district,  for  the 
current  school  year,  and  shall  be  paid  out  in  the  same  manner 
that  high  school  district  funds  are  paid  out.  As  provided 
elsewhere  in  this  code,  the  high  school  board  of  any  high  school 
district  may  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  an  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  money,  in  excess  of  state  and  county  moneys, 
required  for  building  and  maintenance  of  the  high  school  of 
such  district  for  the  current  school  year.  No  charge  for  tuition 
shall  be  made  in  any  high  school  district  of  this  state. 


An  act  legalizing  the  establishment  of  high  schools  in  incorporated 
cities,  and  providing  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such 
schools. 

[Approved  March  15,  1901.] 

The  people  of  the  Siaie  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 
j^Q^  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  All  proceedings  for  the  establishment  of  high 
schools  heretofore  established  in  incorporated  cities  are  hereby 
declared  legal. 
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HIGH  SCHOOLS  MAY  ESTABLISH  MILITARY  COMPANIES. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  organizationr  control  and  equipment  of  hijih 
school  cadet  companies,  and  for  the  promotion  of  rifle  practice 
therein,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  there- 
for. 

[Approved  April  5,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly y  do  enact  as  follows:  Act 

Section  1.  The  male  students  of  any  high  school  in  this  Sec.  1 
state,  having  forty  or  more  such  students,  fourteen  years  of 
age  or  over,  may  be  organized  into  a  high  school  cadet  company, 
or  companies,  of  not  less  than  forty  members  each,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  governing  body  of  said  school  may 
prescribe.  Said  cadet  company,  or  companies,  shall  at  all  times 
be  under  the  guidance  and  control  of  the  principal  of  the  said 
school,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  regulations  regarding 
the  moral,  educational,  and  physical  welfare  of  said  cadets. 

An  act  to  amend  sections  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight,  nine, 
ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen,  and  sixteen,  of  an 
act  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization,  control  and 
eguipment  of  high  school  cadet  companies,  and  for  the  promotion 
or  rifle  practice  herein,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  therefor,"  approved  April  5,  1911. 

[Approved  May  20,  1915.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Officers  of  the  company. 

Sec.  2.  Said  companies  shall  each  have  one  captain,  one  Sec.  2 
first  lieutenant,  one  second  lieutenant  appointed  and  commis- 
sioned by  the  adjutant  general,  State  of  California,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  commandant  of  cadets,  herein  provided 
for,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  principal,  and  such  noncom-

Sec.  6         Sec.  6.    Said  high  school  cadets  shall  have  drill  in  accord- 
ance with  the  infantry  drill  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
United  States  army. 

Uniforms. 

Sec.  7  Sec.  7.  Said  high  school  cadets  shall  wear  a  uniform 
similar  to  that  prescribed  for  the  infantry  of  the  national 
guard  of  California,  except  that  instead  of  shoulder  straps, 
cadet  chevrons  indicating  rank,  and  distinctive  collar  orna- 
ments shall  be  worn.  The  adjutant  general,  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, is  authorized  to  issue  to  the  high  school  cadets  the 
required  cap  and  collar  ornaments,  and  chevrons.  A  regula- 
tion uniform  for  cadets  shall  be  kept  in  the  adjutant  general's 
office  to  be  used  as  sample  from  which  the  uniforms  for  the 
high  school  cadets  shall  be  made.

When  necessary,  the  adjutant  general,  State  of  Sec.  10 
California,  may  detail  from  the  organizations  of  the  national 
guard  or  naval  militia,  some  competent  member  thereof  who 
may  act  as  drill  and  rifle  practice  instructor  for  said  high 
school  cadets.  The  adjutant  general  may  provide  for  com- 
pensating the  persons  detailed  by  him  to  instruct  said  cadets 
in  drill  and  target  practice. 

Sec.  11.    Whenever   practicable   said   high   school   cadets  Sec.  11 
shall  be  permitted  to  shoot  at  target  practice  upon  national 
guard  rifle  ranges,  when  not  needed  by  the  national  guard, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  commandant  of  cadets. 

Inspection  of  cadets. 

Sec.  12.  Said  high  school  cadet  companies  shall  be  inspected  Sec.  .12 
once  each  year  by  officers  of  the  national  guard  or  naval  militia 
detailed  by  the  adjutant  general.  State  of  California,  for  that 
purpose.  Such  inspectors  shall  report  to  the  adjutant  general 
the  result  of  such  inspections,  relating  to  the  drill,  target  prac- 
tice, attendance,  discipline,  and  condition  of  property  of  said 
high  school  cadet  organizations.  Such  reports  shall  be  made 
and  forwarded,  in  duplicate,  one  copy  to  the  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  and  one  copy  to  the  adjutant 
general's  office,  and  shall  bear  the  indorsement  of  the  principal 
of  said  school,  containing  such  remarks  as  the  principal  may 
deem  pertinent.  Such  reports  shall  also  contain  an  inventory 
of  the  state  property  on  hand  in  the  cadet  companies  at  the 
time  of  said  inspections.

Responsibility  for  property. 

Sec.  13  Sec.  13.  The  principal  of  the  school  shall  be  responsible  for 
all  public  property  supplied  to  said  cadet  companies,  and  shall 
supervise  the  proper  care  thereof. 

Books  and  forms  provided. 

Sec.  14  Sec.  14.  The  adjutant  general,  State  of  California,  shall 
provide  suitable  drill  regulations,  books  of  instruction,  and  the 
necessary  blank  forms  for  reports  of  each  of  said  high  school 
cadet  companies. 

OfRcert  may  be  commissioner. 

Sec*  16  Sec.  15.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral, State  of  California,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  school 
board  having  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school,  the  governor 
may  commission,  in  the  same  manner  as  national  guard  officers 
are  commissioned,  a  commandant  of  cadets  for  duty  in  each 
high  school  having  one  or  more  cadet  companies.  This  officer 
shall  be  commissioned  major  and  commandant  of  cadets,  State 
of  California,  and  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  gov- 
ernor, or  until  his  successor  has  been  appointed  and  qualified, 
or  until  his  connection  with  the  cadets  is  severed.

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia  do  enact  as  follows:  Act 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  Bee.  1 
appropriated  from  funds  in  the  state  treasury,  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  defray  the  expenses,  during  the  sixty-seventh

UNION    HIQH    SCHOOL    DISTRICTS    MAY    ESTABLISH    PUBLIC 

LIBRARIES. 

An  aet  to  allow  union  high  aohool  districts  to  establish,  equip  and 
maintain  public  libraries;  to  provide  for  the  formation,  povern- 
ment  and  operation  of  such  library  districts;  the  acquisition  of 
property  thereby;  the  calling  and  holding  of  elections  in  such 
districts;  the  assessment,  collection,  custody  and  disbursement 
of  taxes  therein. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  eruict  as  follows:  j^qi 

Section  1.    Any  union  high  school  district  of  this  state  may  Sec.  1 
establish,  equip  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  dissem- 
ination  of  a  knowledge  of  the   arts,   sciences  and   general 
literature,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  aet. 

Establish  on  petition. 

Sec.  2.    Upon  the  application,  by  petition,  of  fifty  or  more  Sec.  2 
taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  union  high  school  district  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  said  union  high 
school  district  is  located,  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  library 
district,  and  setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  said  proposed 
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'Act       district,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  must,  within  ten  days 
Sec.  2    after  receiving  said  petition,  by  resolution,  order  that  an  elec- 
tion be  held  in  the  said  proposed  district  for  the  determination 
of  the  question   and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors 
thereof  to  conduct  said  election. 

Method  of  calling  election. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  Said  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notice 
thereof  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  proposed 
library  district,  and  by  publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper 
therein,  if  there  be  one,  at  least  once  a  week  for  not  less  than 
fifteen  days.  Said  notices  must  specify  the  time,  place  and 
the  purposes  of  said  election,  and  the  hours  during  which  the 
polls  will  be  kept  open ;  provided,  that  in  districts  with  a  popu- 
lation of  ten  thousand  or  over,  the  polls  must  be  opened  at 
eight  o'clock  a.m.  and  kept  open  until  seven  o'clock  p.m.,  and 
in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than  ten  thousand,  the 
polls  must  not  be  opened  before  one  o'clock  p.m.,  and  must  be 
kept  open  not  less  than  six  hours. 

Election,  how  conducted. 

Sec.  4  Sec.  4.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  applicable,  with- 
out reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except 
that  the  ballots  shall  contain  the  words  "For  Union  High 
School  Library  District,"  and  the  voter  shall  write  or  print 
after  said  words  on  his  ballot  the  word  ''Yes,"  or  the  word 
''No." 

Who  maj  vote  thereat. 

Sec.  6  Sec.  5.  Every  qualified  elector,  resident  within  the  pro- 
posed district  for  the  period  requisite  to  enable  him  to  vote 
at  a  general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election 
above  provided  for. 

Report  of  election  officers. 

Sec.  6  Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  election  oflicers  to  report 
the  result  of  said  election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within 
five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  thereof. 

Two-thirds  vote  creates. 
Sec.  7        Sec.  7.    If  two-thirds  of  the  votes  at  said  election  shall  be 
in  favor  of  a  union  high  school  library  district,  the  said  board 
of  supervisors  must,  by  resolution,  establish  said  library  dis- 
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trict,  and  place  the  said  district  in  the  control  of  the  trustees  Act 
of  said  union  high  school  district.    Said  trustees  shall  severally  Sec.  17 
hold  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been 
elected  as  trustees  of  such  union  high  school  district. 

Second  election  may  be  held  alter  one  year. 

Sec.  8.    If  one-third  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  against  a  Sec.  8 
library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  by  order,  so 
declare ;  no  other  proceedings  shall  be  taken  in  relation  thereto 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  presentation 
of  the  petition. 

Validity  of  evidence. 

Sec.  9.  The  fact  of  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  and  Sec.  0 
the  order  establishing  the  library  district  shall  be  entered  in 
the  minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that 
each  of  the  petitioners  was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and 
presentation  of  the  petition,  a  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the 
proposed  district,  and  of  the  fact  and  regularity  of  all  prior 
proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature  provided  for  by  this  act, 
and  of  the  existence  and  validity  of  the  district. 

Library  trustees  shall  meet  once  a  month. 

Sec.  10.  Boards  of  library  trustees  shall  meet  at  least  once  Sec.  10 
a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  fix  by  resolution. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  two  trustees,  by 
written  notices  served  upon  each  member  at  least  twelve  hours 
before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting.  Three  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  At 
its  first  meeting  held  after  the  first  day  of  July  the  board  shall 
organize  by  electing  one  of  its  number  president,  and  another 
one  of  its  number  secretary;  they  shall  serve  as  such  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Such 
board  shall  cause  a  proper  record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  kept, 
and  at  the  first  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  library 
rormed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  must  immediately 
cause  to  be  made  out  and  filed  with  the  state  librarian  at  Sacra- 
mento a  certificate  showing  that  such  library  has  been  estab- 
lished, with  the  date  thereof,  the  names  of  the  trustees,  and 
the  officers  of  the  board  chosen  for  the  current  fiscal  year.

^Q|.        Powers  and  duties  of  board. 

Sec.  11  Sec.  11.  The  board  of  library  trustees,  as  herein  provided 
for,  and  their  sueeessors,  shall  be  authorized  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty : 

First — To  make  and  enforce  all  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws necessary  for  the  administration,  government  and  protec- 
tion of  the  libraries  under  their  management,  and  all  property 
belonging  thereto. 

Second — ^To  administer  any  trust  declared  or  created  for 
such  libraries,  and  receive  by  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  and  hold 
in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this  state  or  else- 
where, and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the  same 
for  the  benefit  of  such  libraries. 

Third — To  prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian, 
secretary,  and  other  officers  and  employees  of  any  such  libra- 
ries; to  determine,  the  number  of  and  appoint  all  such  officers 
and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation,  which  said  officers 
and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the 
pleasure  of  said  boards. 

Fourth — To  purchase  necessary  books,  journals,  publications 
and  other  personal  property. 

Fifth — To  purchase  such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent 
and  equip,  such  building  or  buildings,  room  or  rooms,  as  in 
their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sixth — To  require  the  secretary  of  state  and  other  state 
officials  to  furnish  such  libraries  with  copies  of  any  and  all 
reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not  otherwise 
disposed  of  by  law. 

Seventh — To  borrow  books  from,  lend  books  to  and  exchange 
the  same  with  other  libraries,  and  to  allow  non-residents  to 
borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

Eighth — To  do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and 
things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Ninth — To  file,  through  their  secretary,  on  or  before  the  last 
day  in  the  month  of  July  of  each  year,  a  report  with  the  state 
librarian  at  Sacramento  giving  the  condition  of  their  library 
and  the  number  of  volumes  contained  therein  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  preceding. 
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Tenth — To  designate  the  hours  during  which  the  library  Act 
shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public ;  provided,  however,  Sec.  11 
that  all  public  libraries  established  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shaU  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  at  all  reasonable 
times. 

Estimate  cost  of  maintenance. 

Sec.  12.  In  any  library  district  formed  under  the  provi-  Sec.  12 
sioQS  of  this  act,  which  is  now  maintaining  a  public  library,  or 
which  shall  have  petitioned  for  and  has  been  granted  permis- 
sion to  establish,  and  intends  to  maintain,  a  public  library  in 
accordance  with  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
library  trustees  therein  to  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  wherein  said  library  district  is  situated,  each  and 
every  year,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  leasing  temporary  quarters;  purchasing  a 
suitable  lot ;  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting 
a  suitable  building;  of  furnishing  and  equipping  the  same,

upon  the  petition  of  fifty  or  more  taxpayers  residing  within 
said  library  district  must,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  the  said  library  district  whether  the  bonds  of  said 
library  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  any  or  all  of  the 
purposes  of  this  act. 

Kaz  for  support. 

Sec.  13.  When  such  estimate  shall  have  been  submitted  to  Sec.  13 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  in  which  a  public 
library  district  has  been  established,  the  said  board  of  super- 
visors must,  at  the  time  of  levying  county  taxes,  levy  a  special 
tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
library  district,  sufiicient  in  amount  to  maintain  the  said  union 
high  school  library,  or  to  purchase  the  site,  erect  and  equip  the 
building,  improve  the  grounds  or  building,  or  for  any  or  all  of 
the  purposes  of  this  act.

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Act        rxmiB  in  coimty  treasury. 

Sec.  14  Sec.  14.  The  revenue  derived  from  said  tax,  together  with 
all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treas- 
ury to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district  wherein 
said  tax  was  collected,  subject  only  to  the  order  of  the  library 
trustees  of  said  district.  If  such  payment  into  the  treasury 
should  be  inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of  any  such 
gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  the  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
provide  for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  same,  and  the 
application  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  gift,  devise  or  bequest. 

Library  shall  be  free. 

Sec.  16  Sec.  15.  Every  union  high  school  library  established  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants 
and  non-resident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject 
always  to  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made 
by  the  board  of  library  trustees;  ako  provided,  that  for  viola- 
tions of  the  same  a  person  may  be  fined  or  excluded  from  the 
privileges  of  the  library. 

Books  may  be  loaned. 

Sec.  16  Sec.  16.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and  the  boards  of  trus- 
tees of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  legislative  bodies  of 
neighboring  municipalities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
counties  in  which  public  libraries  are  situated,  may  contract 
to  lend  the  books  of  such  libraries  to  residents  of  such  counties 
or  neighboring  municipalities,  or  library  districts,  upon  a  rea- 
sonable compensation  to  be  paid  by  such  counties,  neighboring 
municipalities,  or  library  districts. 

Title  shall  vest  in  district. 

Sec.  17  Sec.  17.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  purposes 
of  such  libraries,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its 
acquisition,  or  not  otherwise  designated,  shall  vest  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  such  libraries  are,  or  are  to  be,  situated.  Every 
library  district  must  be  designated  by  the  name  and  style  of 

library  district  (using  the  name  of  the  district),  of 

county  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in  which  said  district  is

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and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Act 
such  district.

Bonds  may  be  issued  for  sites  and  btuldings. 

Sec.  18.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district  may,  Sec.  18 
when  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  must,  upon 
a  petition  of  fifty  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  said 
library  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of 
the  district,  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district  shall  be  issued 
and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  purchase  of 
suitable  lots,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  of 
erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  furnishing  and  equipping  the 
same,  and  of  fencing  and  ornamenting  the  grounds,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  union  high  school  library,  or  for  any  or 
aU  of  the  said  purposes,  or  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of 
this  act ;  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  said 
purposes,  and  for  refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebted- 
ness, evidenced  by  bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

Vote  by  ballot 

Sec.  19.  Voting  must  be  by  ballot  (without  reference  to  the  Sec.  19 
general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot,  or  manner  of 
voting),  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be 
*' Bonds — ^Yes,"  and  ''Bonds — ^No,"  and  except  further,  that 
persons  voting  at  such  bond  election  shall  put  a  cross  ( X )  upon 
their  ballots  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words,  **  Bonds — 
Yes,*'  or  ** Bonds — ^No,"  (as  the  case  may  be)  to  indicate 
whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds ;  which  said  ballot  shall  be  handed  by  the  elector  voting 
to  the  inspector,  who  shall  then,  in  his  presence,  deposit  the 
same  in  the  ballot  box,  and  the  judges  shall  enter  the  elector's 
name  on  the  poll  list.  The  polls  must  be  open  during  said 
election  from  eight  a.m.  to  five  p.m. 

Board  must  canvass  the  vote. 

Sec.  20.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  eight  Sec.  20 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns,  and  if 
it  appears  that  a  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election 
was  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then  the  board  shall  cause 
an  entry  of  such  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes  and  shall 
certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  all  the  pro- 
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Act  ceedings  had  in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of 
Sec.  20  supervisors  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  district,  to  the  number  and  amount 
provided  in  such  proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  building  f mid 
of  such  district,  naming  the  same,  and  that  the  money  shall  be 
raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said  district, 
for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  the  payment  of  the 
interest  thereon;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  of  bonds  so 
issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property  of 
said  district,  as  shown  by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book  of 
the  county. 

Form  of  bond. 

Sec.  21  Sec.  21.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered  upon 
its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the 
date  thereof. 

Bate  of  interest. 

Sec.  22  Sec.  22.  Said  bonds  must  not  bear  a  greater  amount  of 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable  annually 
or  semiannually;  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than 
par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be  deposited  in 
the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund  of  said 
library  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes  aforesaid 
as  other  library  moneys  are  drawn  out. 

Bedemption  of  bonds. 
Sec.  23  Sec.  23.  The  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  time  of  making 
the  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  must  levy  a  tax  for  that 
year  upon  the  taxable  property  in  such  district,  at  the  equal- 
ized assessed  value  thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and 
redemption  of  said  bonds,  and  such  tax  must  not  be  less  than 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  bonds  for  that  year,  and 
such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due  during  such 
year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high  enough  to  raise,  annually, 
for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said  bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient 
sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon ;  and,  during  the  balance  of 
the  term,  high  enough  to  pay  such  annual  interest,  and  to  pay, 
annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  equal  to 
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a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of  said  bonds  out-  Act 
standing  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years  said  bonds  Sec.  23 
then  have  to  run,  and  all  moneys  so  levied,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
library  district,  and  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  on  said- bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  prin- 
cipal and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  auditor,  out  of  the 
fund  provided  therefor ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
auditor  to  cancel  and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds 
and  coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Unsold  bonds  canceled. 

Sec.  24.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  Sec.  24 
of  this  act  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six  months 
after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors ;  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library 
district  for  or  on  account  of  which  said  bonds  were  issued ;  or 
of  any  library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory 
which,  at  the  time  of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  was  embraced  within  the  district  for 
or  on  account  of  which  such  bonds  were  issued ;  may  petition 
the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  such  unsold  bonds  to  be  with- 
drawn from  market  and  canceled.  Upon  receiving  such  peti- 
tion, signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  the  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  same, 
which  shall  be  not  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall 
cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the 
object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for  ten 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  said  library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  news- 
paper published  in  said  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  said 
library  district  or  part  thereof  is  situated.  At  the  time  and 
place  designated  in  the  notice  for  hearing  said  petition,  or  at 
any  subsequent  time  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  postponed, 
the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted 
for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  shall 
deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  district  named  in 
the  petition  that  such  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall 
make  and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings 
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Act         that  said  unsold  bonds  be  canceled^  and  thereupon  said  bonds, 
Sec.  24  and  the  vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall 
cease  to  be  of  any  validity  whatever. 

District  may  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  26  Sec.  25.  The  district  may  at  any  time  be  dissolved  upon  the 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  upon  an 
election  called  by  the  library  trustees  of  such  district,  upon 
the  question  of  dissolution.  Such  election  shall  be  called  and 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  other  elections  of  the  district. 
Upon  such  dissolution,  the  property  of  the  district  shall  vest 
in  any  union  high  school  district  in  which  said  library  is 
situated;  provided,  however,  that  if  at  the  time  of  such  elec- 
tion to  dissolve  such  district,  there  be  any  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness  of  such  district,  the  vote  to  dissolve  such  district 
shall  dissolve  the  same  i^:  nil  purposes  excepting  only  the  levy 
and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness; 
and  from  the  time  such  district  is  thus  dissolved  until  such 
bonded  indebtedness,  with  the  interest  thereon,  is  fully  paid, 
satisfied  and  discharged,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  is  hereby 
constituted  ex  ofScio  the  library  board  of  such  district.  And 
it  is  hereby  made  obligatory  upon  such  board  to  levy  such 
taxes  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  in  order 
to  raise  money  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness  and  the 
interest  thereon,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  26  Sec.  26.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

"Trustees"  defined. 

Sec.  27  Sec.  27.  Where  the  words  ** trustees"  or  ** library  trustees" 
appear  in  this  act  the  same  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the 
regularly  elected  union  high  school  trustees,  and  where  the 
words  ** library,"  *' library  district,"  or  ** library  districts'* 
appear  in  this  act,  the  saine  shall  be  construed  to  mean  *' union 
high  school  library  districts."

COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  EDUCATION. 

Composition. 

§  1768.    First — ^Except  in  any  city  and  county,  there  shall  1768 
be  a  county  board  of  education,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  and  of  four  other  members, 
appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county. 

Qualification  of  members. 

Secand — ^A  majority  of  the  members  appointed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  be  experienced  teachers,  holding  not  lower 
than  grammar  school  certificates  in  full  force  and  effect. 

When  appointed — ^term  of  office. 

Third — At  their  last  regular  meeting  preceding  the  first  day 
of  July,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  appoint  two  persons  to  serve  on  said  board 
of  education  for  the  period  of  two  years ;  and  thereafter,  each 
and  every  year,  the  board  of  supervisors  at  the  last  regular 
meeting  preceding  the  first  day  of  July,  shall  appoint  two 
persons  to  serve  on  said  board  of  education  for  the  period  of 
two  years;  provided,  that  in  all  counties  in  which  there  are 
one  or  more  high  schools  at  least  one  of  the  appointive  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  education  for  such  county  or  counties 
shall  hold  a  certificate  of  the  high  school  grade. 

Vacancies,  how  filled. 

Fourth — If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  refuse 
or  neglect  to  appoint  members  of  the  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, as  provided  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  to  appoint  them. 
Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any  time  in  the  county  board  of 
education,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to 
appoint  a  party  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Members  must  qualify. 

Fifth — The  members  of  the  county  board  of  education, 
elected  or  appointed,  shall  qualify  within  ten  days  after  receiv- 
ing notice  of  their  election  or  appointment. 

Organization. 

Sixth — The  county  board  of  education  shall  organize  on  the 
first  meeting  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year, 
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1768       by  electing  one  of  their  number  president  of  the  board.    The 
county  superintendent  shall  be  ex  ofScio  secretary  of  the  board. 

Quorum;  mytB  and  nays,  etc 

Seventh — For  the  transaction  of  business  three  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum ;  but  no  teacher's  certificate  shall  be  issued, 
renewed,  or  revoked,  nor  shall  any  books  or  apparatus  be 
adopted,  except  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  three  members 
of  the  board.  On  the  call  of  any  member,  the  ayes  and  nays 
shall  be  taken  upon  any  proposition,  and  the  vote  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  board. 

Meetings. 

1770  §  1770.     (1)  Each  county  board  of  education  shall  meet 

semiannually  at  such  time  as  they  may  determine.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  superintendent  whenever,  in  his 
judgment,  the  exigencies  of  the  schools  may  require  them  to  be 
held.  Upon  the  request  of  any  three  members,  in  writing,  the 
superintendent  shall  call  a  special  meeting.  Notice  of  all  semi- 
annual meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  time  of  meeting.  No  business  shall  be  transacted 
at  a  special  meeting,  except  as  provided  in  subdivision  two  of 
this  section,  other  than  such  as  may  be  specified  in  the  call  of 
the  secretary. 

Time  for  exami nations,  ate. 

^2)  At  the  semiannual  meetings  only  the  board  shall  examine 
applicants  for  certificates  to  teach  in  the  public  schools.  All 
examination  papers  for  teachers'  certificates  shall  be  kept  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  for  at  least 
one  year,  and  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  applicants 
or  their  authorized  agents.  Certificates  upon  credentials  may  be 
granted,  and  unexpired  certificates  may  be  renewed,  at  any 
meeting  of  the  board. 

Compensation  of  members. 

(3)  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  allow  to  each  member  of 
the  county  board  of  education  a  compensation  of  five  dollars 
a  day  for  his  services,  and  the  same  rate  of  mileage  as  is 
allowed  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county.  The  secretary  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
per  day  for  the  actual  time  that  the  board  may  be  in  session; 
said  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  board,  and  of  the 
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superintendent,  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  same  fund  and  in  1770 
the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
is  paid. 

Incidental  expenses  of  board. 

(4)  All  expenses  for  printing  required  by  the  county  board 
of  education,  and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred  for  stationery 
or  other  purposes  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  be 
audited  and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  general  fund  of 
the  county  are  paid. 

Powers. 
§  1771.     County  boards  of  education  have  power.  1771 

Adopt  rules. 

1.  To  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  state,  for  their  own  government. 

Examine  applicants  for  certificates. 

2.  To  prescribe  and  enforce  rules  for  the  examination  of 
teachers,  to  examine  applicants  for  elementary  school  certifi- 
cates and  to  establish  a  standard  of  proficiency  which  will 
entitle  the  person  examined  to  a  certificate. 

To  grant  certificates. 

3.  To  grant,  in  accordance  with  sections  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  seventy-two  and  one  thousand  seven  hundred  seventy- 
five  of  this  code,  the  following  certificates,  renewable  at  thb 
option  of  the  board : 

a.  Secondary  school  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to 
teach  in  any  secondary  or  elementary  school  in  the  county. 

b.  Elementary"  school  certificates  authorizing  the  holders  to 
teach  in  any  elementary  school  of  the  county,  and  in  the  first 
two  years  of  any  intermediate  school  course  established  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  a  of  the 
Political  Code ;  provided,  that  holders  of  elementary  school  cer- 
tificates who  have  completed  two  years  of  work  in  a  college,  or 
one  year  of  work  in  a  college  in  addition  to  a  normal  school 
course,  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  edu- 
cation, may  teach  in  the  third  year  of  any  intermediate  school 
course. 

c.  Preliminary  elementary  school  certificates,  authorizing  the 
holders  to  do  cadet-teaching  without  salary  in  any  elementary 
school  of  the  county. 
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1771  d.  Preliminary  secondary  school  certificates^  authorizing  the 

holders  to  do  cadet-teaching  without  salary,  in  any  secondary 
school  of  the  county. 

e.  Kindergarten-primary  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders 
to  teach  in  any  kindergarten  class  in  the  county. 

/".  Special  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to  teach  in  the 
schools  of  the  county  such  branch  or  branches  of  learning  and 
in  such  grades  as  are  named  in  such  certificates.  No  special 
certificate  shall  be  granted  to  teach  in  any  school,  a  subject 
other  than  those  included  under  the  manual  and  fine  arts,  vocal 
and  instrumental  music,  physical  culture,  agriculture,  commer- 
cial branches  and  technical,  household  and  industrial  arts,  and 
other  vocational  arts  not  herein  specified. 

g.  Preliminary  special  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to 
do  cadet-teaching  without  salary,  in  the  special  branch  named  in 
such  certificate,  in  any  elementary  or  secondary  school  in  the 
county. 

Certificate  valid  for  six  years. 

4.  To  grant,  in  accordance  with  subdivision  four  of  section 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  seventy-five  of  this  code,  perma- 
nent certificates  of  the  grade  and  kind  designated  therein. 
Every  certificate,  except  a  permanent  certificate,  shall  be  valid 
for  six  year;  provided,  that  when  any  certificate  shall  be 
granted  on  a  recommendation  that  has  been  given  for  a  limited 
period  only,  such  certificate  shall  not  be  valid  for  a  longer 
period  than  that  specified  in  the  recommendation;  provided 
further,  that  any  preliminary  elementary  school  certificate,  or 
any  elementary  school  certificate  or  any  special  certificate 
granted  to  a  candidate  who  has  not  had  at  least  one  year  of 
experience  in  teaching,  shall  not  be  valid  for  a  longer  period 
than  two  years.  All  certificates  must  be  issued  upon  the  blank 
form  prepared  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
and  must  have  the  impress  of  the  seal  of  the  county  board  of 
education. 

Adopt  books  and  apparatus. 

5.  To  adopt  a  list  of  books  and  apparatus  for  district  school 
libraries  and  books  for  supplementary  use  in  elementary  schools 
in  their  respective  counties  and  cities  and  counties,  as  required 
by  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  twelve  of  the  Political 
Code;  provided,  that  no  pupil  shall  be  required  to  purchase 
said  supplementary  books,  and  pupils  must  be  expressly  notified 
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by  teachers  that  it  is  not  required  or  desirable  that  such  books  1771 
for  supplementary  use  be  purchased  by  pupils  or  parents. 
When  supplementary  books  are  purchased,  they  must  be  paid 
for  by  the  school  district.  Except  in  cities  having  a  city  board 
of  education,  to  prescribe  and  enforce  in  the  public  schools  a 
course  of  study  and  the  use  of  a  uniform  series  of  text-books. 

Revoke  certificates. 

6.  To  revoke  or  suspend,  for  inunoral  or  unprofessional  con- 
duct, evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  or  persistent  defiance  of, 
and  refusal  to  obey  the  laws  regulating  the  duties  of  teachers, 
the  certificates  granted  by  them.  But  no  certificate  shall  be 
revoked  or  suspended  until  after  a  hearing  before  the  county 
board  of  education,  and  then  only  upon  the  alBSrmative  vote  of 
at  least  four  members  of  the  board.  All  charges  of  immoral  or 
unprofessional  conduct,  of  evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  or 
persistent  defiance  of,  and  refusal  to  obey  the  laws  regulating 
the  duties  of  teachers,  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  in  writ- 
ing and  shall  be  verified  under  oath.  Notice  of  the  time  of 
hearing  and  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  charges  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  accused  at  least  ten  days  before  the  hearing. 
The  accused  shall  be  given  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  The  hearing 
shall  be  governed  by,  and  conducted  under,  the  rules  of  the 
board. 

Keep  records. 

7.  To  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Issue  diplomas  of  graduation. 

8.  To  issue  diplomas  of  graduation  from  any  of  the  public 
elementary  schools  of  the  county,  except  in  cities  having  boards 
of  education,  which  diplomas  shall  be  designed  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  and  distributed  as  other  blanks 
from  his  oflSce.  Said  diplomas  of  graduation  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of  education. 

9.  To  adopt  and  use  in  authentication  of  their  acts,  an 
official  seal,  and  to  have  such  printing  done  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  1772.     County  boards  of  education  may,  on  examination,  1772 
grant  elementary  school  certificates  to  candidates  who  comply 
with  the  following  requirements : 
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Requirements  for  certificates  on  examination. 

1772  (a)  Candidates  shall  present  satisfactory  written  or  docu- 
mentary evidence  that  they  have  completed  a  four-year  high 
school  course  or  the  equivalent  hereof,  or  give  evidence  of 
four  years  of  successful  experience  in  teaching.  In  determin- 
ing such  equivalent,  the  board  may  take  cognizance  of  any  ade- 
quate evidence  of  preparation  a  candidate  may  present. 

Subjects  In  which  examined. 

(b)  Candidates  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion given  by  such  county  board  of  education,  in  the  follow- 
ing studies:  Reading,  English  grammar  and  composition, 
English  and  American  literature,  spelling  and  defining,  pen- 
manship, drawing,  vocal  music,  bookkeeping,  arithmetic,  algebra 
to  quadratics,  plane  geometry,  geography  (physical,  political 
and  industrial),  physiology  and  hygiene,  history  of  the  United 
States,  civics,  history  (ancient,  medieval  and  modem),  school 
law,  methods  of  teaching  an^  one  of  the  following :  Elementary 
physics,  elementary  chemistry,  biology. 

Examinations  to  be  in  writing — Oral  test. 

1773  §  1773.  All  examinations  shall  be  in  writing  in  answer  lo 
questions  formulated  by  the  board  of  education.  The  said 
board  shall  also  examine  all  applicants,  orally,  touching  the 
questions  asked  and  such  other  matters  in  connection  there- 
with as  shall  have  a  tendency  to  demonstrate  the  fitness  of  the 
applicant  to  assume  the  duties  of  a  teacher.  The  said  board 
shall  ask  questions  of  practical  utility,  with  a  view  of  ascer- 
taining the  knowledge  and  ability  of  the  applicant.  All  exam- 
inations shall  be  public. 

Applicant's  standing  to  be  indorsed. 

1774  §  1774.  The  standing  of  each  applicant  in  each  study,  and 
in  the  class,  must  be  indorsed  on  the  back  of  each  certificate 
issued  upon  examination,  otherwise  it  is  not  a  valid  certificate. 

Certificates  on  credentials. 
1776  §  1775.     (1)  County   boards   of  education   may,   without 

examination  grant  certificates  as  follows : 

High  school. 

(a)  High  school  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders  of  creden- 
tials approved  by  the  state  board  of  education  in  accordance 
with  subdivision  fifth  (a)  of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred 
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and  nineteen  of  this  code ;  (2)  fo  the  holders  of  special  creden-  1775 
tials  issued  by  said  state  board  in  accordance  with  subdivision 
fifth  (b)  of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  nineteen  of 
this  code;  (3)  to  holders  of  high  school  certificates  issued  by 
any  county  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  in  this  state. 

Elementary. 

(6)  Elementary  school  certificates:  To  holders  of  the  fol- 
lowing credentials:  (1)  Life  diplomas  or  certificates  of  any 
state ;  provided,  the  state  board  of  education  in  this  state  shall 
have  decided  that  said  diplomas  or  certificates  represent 
experience  and  scholarship  equivalent  to  the  requirements  for 
the  elementary  life  diploma  in  California;  (2)  California  state 
normal  school  diplomas,  San  Francisco  city  normal  school 
diplomas  heretofore  granted,  and  other  normal  school  diplomas ; 
provided,  that  the  state  board  of  education  of  this  state  shall 
have  recommended  the  normal  school  issuing  said  diploma  as 
being  of  equal  rank  with  the  state  normal  schools  of  California ; 
(3)  elementary  school  certificates  of  any  county,  or  city  and 
county  of  California. 

Preliminary. 

(c)  Preliminary  elementary  school  certificates:  To  students 
of  a  California  state  normal  school,  who  present  a  recom- 
mendation from  such  normal  school  that  such  certificate  be 
granted. 

(d)  Preliminary  secondary  school  certificates:  To  graduate 
students  of  any  university  accredited  by  the  state  board  of 
education,  who  present  a  recommendation  from  such  university 
that  such  certificate  be  granted. 

Kindergarten  primary. 

(e)  Kindegarten-primary  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders 
of  kindergarten-primary  certificates  of  any  county,  or  city 
and  county,  of  California;  (2)  to  the  holders  of  diplomas  of 
graduation  from  the  kindergarten  department  of  any  state 
normal  school  in  this  state;  (3)  to  the  holders  of  credentials 
showing  that  the  applicant  has  had  professional  kindergarten 
training  in  an  institution  approved  by  the  state  board  of 
education,  and  also  a  general  education  equivalent  to  the 
requirements  for  graduation  from  the  kindergarten  depart- 
ment of  a  California  state  normal  school. 
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Special. 

1775  (/)  Special  certificates:  (1)   To  the  holders  of  credentials 

approved  by  the  state  board  of  education,  in  accordance  with 
subdivision  fifth  (c)  of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
nineteen  of  this  code;  (2)  to  the  holders  of  special  credentials 
issued  by  the  state  board  of  education,  in  accordance  with  sub- 
division fifth  (d)  of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
nineteen  of  this  code. 

Preliminary  special. 

(g)  Preliminary  special  certificates:  To  students  enrolled 
in  any  vocational  teachers*  training  course  established  under 
the  laws  of  this  state  who  present  a  recommendation  from  the 
principal  of  the  school  maintaining  such  course,  that  such 
certificate  be  granted. 

Elementary  or  primary. 

(2)  Elementary  school  certificates  may  be  granted  to  the 
holders  of  primary  grade  certificates  who  shall  pass  sati.s- 
factory  examinations  in  such  branches  as  do  not  appear  on 
their  certificates,  or  in  the  record  of  the  examination  upon 
which  the  original  certificate  was  granted. 

Certificates  continued  In  force. 

(3)  All  certificates  and  diplomas  now  valid  in  California 
shall  continue  in  force  and  effect  for  the  full  term  for  which 
they  were  granted.  County  boards  of  education  may  renew 
any  certificate  issued  by  them  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  law, 
and  now  in  force,  and  may  renew  certificates  granted  by 
authority  of  law.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  renewed  cer- 
tificates shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  six  years. 

Certificate  made  permanent  by  renewal. 

(4)  When  the  holder  of  any  certificate  or  state  diploma  shall 
have  taught  successfully  in  the  same  county,  or  city  and  county, 
for  five  years,  the  board  of  education  of  such  county,  or  city  and 
county,  may  grant  a  permanent  certificate  of  the  kind  and  grade 
which  said  applicant  holds,  valid  in  the  county,  or  city  and 
county,  in  which  issued,  during  the  life  of  the  holder,  or  until 
revoked  for  any  of  the  causes  designated  in  subdivision  six  of 
section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  seventy-one  of  this  code; 
provided,  that  such  permanent  certificate  shall  in  no  case  be 
of  a  higher  grade  than  the  grade  of  the  certificate  or  state 
diploma  on  which  the  teaching  has  been  done ;  and  for  a  per- 
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manent  liigh  school  certificate  twenty  months  of  said  teaching  1775 
shall  have  consisted  of  regular  high  school  work ;  and  provided, 
further,  that  a  certificate  when  renewed  the  second  time,  or 
any  time  thereafter,  shall  become,  by  such  renewal,  a  perma- 
nent certificate,  if  the  holder  of  said  certificate  shall  have  com- 
plied with  all  the  conditions  of  this  subdiviscion. 

[For  method  of  renewing  certificates  destroyed  by  fire,  see  section  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  Political  C!ode,  this  book.] 

Members  of  comity  boards  of  education  must  not  prepare 
applicants. 

§  1776.  Any  member  of  a  county  board  of  education  or  of  1776 
a  city  board  of  examination  who  shall,  except  in  the  regular 
course  of  study  in  the  public  schools,  teach  any  classes  where 
pupils  are  given  special  instruction  to  prepare  them  for  passing 
examinations  to  obtain  teachers'  certificates,  or  who  shall  give 
special  instruction  to  any  person  preparing  for  examination  to 
obtain  a  teacher's  certificate,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  his  office  shall  be 
declared  vacant.  No  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  applicant 
who  has  received  special  instruction,  when  preparing  for 
examination,  from  any  member  of  a  county  board  of  education 
or  of  a  city  board  of  examination. 

Permanent  certificates. 

§  1778.  County,  or  city  and  county,  boards  of  education  1778 
shall  have  the  power  to  issue  permanent  certificates,  valid  within 
the  county  or  city  and  county  in  which  issued,  during  the  life 
of  the  holder,  or  until  revoked  for  any  of  the  causes  shown  in 
subdivision  four  [three]  of  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  of  this  code.  Said  permanent  certificates  shall  be 
issued  on  the  following  credentials  and  conditions : 

1.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  certificate  shall  have  taught 
successfully  in  the  same  county  or  city  and  county  for  five  years 
the  board  of  education  of  said  county  or  city  and  county  may, 
in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  renewal  of  such  certificate, 
grant  a  permanent  certificate  of  the  kind  and  grade  of  the  class 
in  which  said  applicant  has  been  teaching;  provided,  that  in 
the  issuance  of  a  permanent  high  school  certificate  at  least 
twenty  months'  successful  high  school  experience,  taught  upon  a 
high  school  certificate,  shall  be  included  in  the  five  years'  expe- 
rience required. 
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1778  2.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  certificate  shall  have  success- 

fully completed  five  years  of  successful  experience  in  any 
county  or  city  and  county,  the  board  of  education  of  said 
county  or  city  and  county  may,  upon  application  and  under  the 
other  conditions  named  in  this  section,  grant  to  said  applicant 
a  permanent  certificate. 

3.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  life  or  educational  diploma 
shall  have  complied  with  the  conditions  as  enumerated  in  sub- 
division one  of  this  section,  the  said  board  of  education  shall, 
without  fee,  issue  upon  application  a  permanent  certificate  of 
the  grade  of  said  life  or  educational  diploma. 

4.  No  permanent  certificate  shall  be  of  a  higher  grade  or,  if 
special,  of  a  different  kind  from  the  certificate  upon  which 
granted. 

5.  Upon  the  presentation  of  any  certificate  except  the  pri- 
mary grade  for  renewal  for  the  second  time,  or  for  any  time 
thereafter,  the  board  of  education,  in  renewing  said  certificate, 
shall,  by  such  renewal,  cause  such  certificate  to  become  perma- 
nent ;  provided,  the  applicant  for  said  renewal  shall  have  com- 
plied with  the  other  conditions  of  this  section. 

(6)  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent 
to  attach  to  said  certificate  a  document  giving  it  the  full  force 
and  effect  of  a  permanent  certificate  within  said  county  or  city 
and  county. 

6.  Each  applicant  for  a  permanent  certificate  must  present 
to  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  the  experience  upon  which  said  permanent 
certificate  may  be  issued. 

7.  All  permanent  certificates  shall  be  upon  blank  forms  pre- 
pared by  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

May  establish  post-graduate  course. 

1779  §  1779.    The  county  board  of  education  must,  when  requested 

so  to  do  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  common  school 
district,  not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union 
high  school  district,  and  when  such  request  has  been  approved 
by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  prescribe  for  such 
common  school  district,  a  post-graduate  course  of  study  requir- 
ing one  or  two  years  for  the  completion  thereof  as  may  be 
desired  by  such  board  of  trustees.  Such  post-graduate  course 
of  study  shall  be  open  to  students  who  have  graduated  from 
the  elementary  school,  or  who  may  be  admitted  upon  examina- 
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tion  by  the  principal  of  the  school  oflEering  the  post-graduate  1779 
course ;  provided,  that  a  common  school  district  located  within 
a  union,  or  joint  union  or  county  high  school  district  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  the  high  school  of  the 
district  involved,  establish  and  maintain  a  post-graduate  course 
of  study  in  the  manner  provided  above ;  and  provided,  further, 
that  no  student  who  has  not  graduated  from  the  elementary 
schools  shall  be  admitted,  except  upon  approval  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Of  what  ttudles  course  consists. 

Said  post-graduate  course  shall  consist  of  business  English, 
commercial  arithmetic,  commercial  and  physical  geography, 
bookkeeping  and  United  States  history  and  civics.  The  county 
board  of  education  may  also  provide  work, in  elementary  agri- 
culture, manual  arts,  stenography  and  typewriting.  The  county 
board  of  education  may  adopt,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
four  years,  such  text-books  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
said  post-graduate  course;  provided,  that  the  state  series  of 
text-books  shall  be  used  wherever  adapted  to  the  teaching  of 
any  subject ;  and  provided,  further,  that  all  text-books,  except 
books  of  the  state  series,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  school  dis- 
trict out  of  the  library,  county  or  special  fund  and  furnished 
free  to  the  pupils. 

Attendance  part  of  grammar  school. 

The  average  daily  attendance  of  students  enrolled  in  such 
post-graduate  course  must  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  the  elementary  schools  and  used  by  the 
county  superintendent  in  making  the  estimate  of  the  number 
of  teachers  to  which  a  school  district  is  entitled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-two  and 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  Political 
Code,  and  shall  be  used  in  making  apportionments  of  state  and 
county  school  moneys  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  attendance 
under  said  sections. 

student  may  receive  diploma. 

Whenever  a  student  has  successfully  completed  a  post- 
graduate elementary  school  course  embracing  two  years,  the 
county  board  of  education  shall  issue  to  such  student  a  post- 
graduate elementary  school  diploma.  County  boards  of  educa- 
tion may  determine  whether  such  student  is  entitled  to  the  post- 
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1770  graduate  elementary  school  diploma,  by  written  examination  or 
otherwise. 

Whenever  a  student,  enrolled  in  a  post-graduate  elementary 
school  course,  shall  cease  to  attend  school,  the  principal  of  such 
school  shall,  upon  request,  give  to  such  pupil  a  written  state- 
ment showing  the  subjects  studied,  the  time  devoted  to  each 
subject  and  the  standing  attained  in  each  subject. 

TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES  CONTINUED  IN  FORCE. 

An  act  to  amend  an  act  cntitlcdt  "An  act  to  continue  in  force  echool 
teachers'  certificates,  state  educational  diplomas,  and  life  diplo- 
mas,''  approved  February  5,  1880. 

[Approved  March  11,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 
Act  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  All  teachers'  life  diplomas,  university  docu- 
ments, normal  documents,  city,  city  and  county,  and  county 
certificates  of  all  grades  granted  previous  to  the  first  day  of 
February,  A.  D.  1909,  shall  be  continued  in  full  force  and 
effect  for  the  full  time  for  which  they  were  granted,  and  shall 
be  deemed  valid  for  all  purposes  and  to  the  full  extent  of  time 
that  the  same  were  and  were  intended  respectively  to  be,  under 
the  laws  in  force  at  the  time  they  were  issued. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
after  the  date  of  its  approval. 


Article  XVII. 

CIT7  BOARDS  OF  EXAMINATION. 

1787  §  1787.  In  every  city  of  the  first,  second,  or  third  class, 
having  a  board  of  education,  and  in  every  city  and  county, 
there  may  be  a  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination. 

How  composed. 

1788  §  1788.  Each  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examina- 
tion shall  consist  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  superintendent 
of  schools,  and  four  other  members,  residents  of  such  city,  or 
city  and  county,  all  of  whom  shall  be  experienced  teachers, 
elected  by  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education, 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  and  holding  oflSce  for  four 
years. 
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§  1789.    The  city,  or  city  and  county,  superintendent  of  1789 
schools  is  chairman  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of 
examination. 

Meetings. 

§  1790.  The  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination  1790 
must  meet  and  hold  examinations  for  the  granting  of  teachers' 
certificates  annually,  at  such  times  as  they  may  determine. 
They  may  also  hold  monthly  meetings  for  the  transaction  of 
such  other  business  as  may  come  before  them.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  superin- 
tendent when  in  his  judgment  the  same  are  necessary ;  and  on 
recommendation,  in  writing,  of  any  three  members  of  the 
board,  the  city,  or  city  and  county  superintendent  shall  call  a 
special  meeting.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special 
meeting  except  such  as  is  indicated  in  the  call  therefor;  and 
of  all  such  meetings,  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  member 
of  the  board.  The  place  of  meeting  shall  be  designated  by  the 
chairman.  The  meetings  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board 
of  examination  shall  be  public,  and  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings shall  be  kept  in  the  ofl&ce  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county, 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Powers  and  duties. 

§  1791.    Each  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examina- 1791 
tion  has  power: 

First — To  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  state,  for  its  own  government  and  for  the 
examination  of  teachers. 

Second — To  examine  applicants,  and  to  prescribe  a  standard 
of  proficiency  which  may  entitle  the  persons  examined  to 
receive  elementary  school  certificates ;  provided,  that  candidates 
for  such  certificates,  shall  comply  with  aU  the  requirements 
for  such  certificate  set  forth  in  section  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-two  of  this  code.  The  board  of  examina- 
tion shall  report  the  result  of  the  examination  to  the  city,  or 
city  and  county,  board  of  education ;  and  said  board  of  educa- 
tion shall  thereupon  issue  to  the  successful  candidates  the  cer- 
tificates to  which  they  shall  be  entitled. 

Such  elementary  school  certificates  shall  authorize  the 
holders  thereof  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  of  such  city, 
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1791  or  city  and  county,  under  the  same  conditioniB  and  limitations 
as  prescribed  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-one  of  this  code,  for  the  holders  of  elementary  school 
certificates  granted  by  county  boards  of  education. 

Third — ^Por  immoral  and  unprofessional  conduct,  profanity, 
intemperance,  or  evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  to  recommend 
to  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education,  the  revoca- 
tion of  any  certificate  previously  granted  by  said  board  of 
education  in  such  city,  or  city  and  county. 

Recommend  the  granting  and  re!newal  of  certificates. 

1792  §  1792.  The  city,  or  city  and  county,  boards  of -examina- 
tion may  also  recommend  the  granting  of  city,  or  city  and 
county,  certificates,  and  the  renewal  thereof,  in  the  manner 
provided  for  the  granting  and  renewal  of  county  certificates 
by  county  boards  of  education  in  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  seventy-five  of  this  code. 

Holders  of  certificates  eligible  to  teach. 

1793  §  1793.  (1)  The  holders  of  city,  or  city  and  county,  cer- 
tificates are  eligible  to  teach  in  cities,  or  cities  and  counties, 
in  which  such  certificates  were  granted,  in  schools  or  classes 
of  grades  corresponding  to  the  grades  of  such  certificates,  and 
when  elected  shall  be  dismissed  only  for  insubordination  or 
other  causes,  as  mentioned  in  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  of  this  code,  duly  ascertained  and  approved  by  the 
boards  of  education  of  such  cities,  or  cities  and  counties. 

city  superintendent,  term  of. 

(2)  City  superintendents  of  public  schools,  elected  by  city 
boards  of  education,  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
and  said  city  boards  of  education  shall  have  full  power  to  fix 
the  salary  of  all  employees. 

Holders  of  special  certificates  eligible  to  teach. 

(3  The  holders  of  special  city,  or  city  and  county,  certifi- 
cates are  eligible  to  teach  the  special  branches  mentioned  in 
their  certificates,  in  the  grades  of  all  the  schools  in  the  city,  or 
city  and  county,  in  which  such  certificates  were  granted,  cor- 
responding to  the  grade  of  said  special  certificates,  and  when 
elected,  or  assigned,  shall  be  dismissed  or  removed  only  for 
insubordination  or  other  causes,  as  mentioned  in  section  seven- 
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teen  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  this  code,  duly  ascertained 
and  approved  by  the  boards  of  education  of  such  cities,  or 
cities  and  counties. 

Compensation  of  members. 

§  1794.    The  members  of  the  city  board  of  examination  1794 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  them  by  the 
city  board  of  education,  payable  out  of  the  city  school  fund. 


Article  XVIII. 
OOITNTY  SCHOOL  TAX. 

Estimated  by  county  superintendent. 

§  1817.  The  county  superintendent  of  every  county,  and  1817 
of  every  city  and  county,  must,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such 
county,  or  city  and  county,  is  required  by  law  to  levy  the 
amount  of  taxes  required  for  county,  or  city  and  county  pur- 
poses, to  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  auditor, 
respectively,  an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  minimum  amount 
of  county  or  city  and  county  school  fund  needed  for  the  next 
ensuing  school  year.    This  amoimt  he  must  compute  as  follows : 

Must  ••timate  number  of  teachers. 

First — ^The  county  superintendent  of  every  county  and  of 
every  city  and  county  must  ascertain  in  the  manner  provided 
for  in  subdivisions  one  and  two  of  section  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  of  the  Political  Code,  the  total  number  of  teachers 
for  the  county,  or  the  city  and  county. 

Minimum    amount    mutt    be  five   hundred   and   fifty   dollars,   or   thirteen 
dollars  per  pupil. 

Second — The  county  superintendent  of  every  county  and  of 
every  city  and  county  must  calculate  the  amount  required  to 
be  raised  at  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  teacher.  From 
this  amount  he  must  deduct  the  total  amount  received  from 
state  apportionments  for  the  next  preceding  school  year  and 
the  remainder  shall  be  the  minimum  amount  of  county,  or  city 
and  county  school  fund  needed  for  the  ensuing  school  year; 
provided,  that  if  this  amount  is  less  than  sufiicient  to  raise  a 
sum  equal  to  thirteen  dollars  for  each  pupil  in  average  daily 
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1793  attendance  in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  for  the  school 
year  closing  June  thirtieth  preceding,  then  the  minimum 
amount  shall  be  such  a  sum  as  will  be  equal  to  thirteen  dollars 
for  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  county,  or 
city  and  county,  for  the  school  year  ending  June  thirtieth 
preceding ;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  rate  of  tax  levied  for  county 
or  city  and  county  school  purposes  in  any  one  year  exceed 
fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in 
the  county  or  city  and  county. 

Tax  levied  by  board  of  supervisors. 

1818  §  1818.    The  board  of  supervisors  of  every  county  or  city 

and  county  must  annually,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of 
levying  other  county  or  city  and  county  taxes,  levy  and  cause 
to  be  collected  for  the  county  or  city  and  county  school  fund 
a  tax,  to  be  known  as  the  county  or  city  and  county  school  tax, 
the  maximum  rate  of  which  must  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  doUars  of  taxable  property  in  the  county  or 
city  and  county,  nor  the  minimum  rate  be  less  than  sufficient 
to  raise  the  minimum  amount  estimated  to  be  raised  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  any  county,  or  of  any  city  and 
county,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  Political  Code. 

Minimum  tax  rate — how  determined. 

The  supervisors  must  determine  the  minimum  rate  of  the 
county  or  city  and  county  school  tax  as  follo¥^: 

They  must  deduct  fifteen  per  cent  from  the  equalized  value 
of  the  last  general  assessment  roll  and  the  amount  required 
to  be  raised  divided  by  the  remainder  of  the  assessment  roll, 
is  the  rate  to  be  levied ;  but  if  any  fraction  of  a  cent  occur,  it 
must  be  taken  as  a  full  cent  on  each  one  hundred  dollars. 

special  fund  for  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 

(a)  In  every  county,  or  city  and  county,  constituting  but 
one  school  district,  a  portion  of  the  school  funds  for  any  fiscal 
year  subsequent  to  the  present  fiscal  year  equal  in  amount  to 
the  sum  total  of  teachers*  salaries  for  the  next  preceding  fiscal 
year  payable  out>  of  the  school  fund  in  question,  shall  constitute 
a  special  fund,  to  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  to  be  known  as  the 
teachers'  salary  fund;  provided,  that  no  portion  of  any  school 
fund  consisting  of  moneys  which  are  applicable  exclusively  to 
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some  special  purpose  defined  by  statute  other  than  the  pay- 1818 
ment  of  teachers'  salaries  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  such  school 
fund  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Out  of  the  teachers'  salary 
fnnd  shall  be  paid  the  salaries  of  all  teachers  holding  in  the 
&cal  year  positions  which  existed  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
No  other  demands  whatsoever  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  fund. 
If,  by  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  salaries,  or  for  any  other 
cause,  such  fund  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  all  of  the  salaries 
which  constitute  demands  against  it  such  fund  shall  be  divided 
pro  rata  among  such  demands,  and  the  portion  of  such  demands 
unpaid  shall  be  payable  out  of  any  available  money  in  the 
school  fund  of  which  said  teachers'  salary  fund  constitutes  a 
part.  If  teachers'  positions  other  than  or  in  addition  to  those 
which  existed  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  are  created,  the 
salaries  of  teachers  holding  such  different  or  additional  posi- 
tions shall  not  be  paid  out  of  the  teachers'  salary  fund,  but  out 
of  any  other  available  moneys ;  but  the  amount  of  such  salaries 
shall  be  included  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  teachers' 
salary  fund  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year.  If  there  remain  in 
any  fiscal  year  any  money  in  any  teachers,  salary  fund  after 
the  payment  of  all  legal  demands  for  such  year  against  such 
general  school  fund  of  which  said  teachers'  salary  fund  is  a 
part,  and  shall  become  available  for  the  payment  of  any  unpaid 
lawful  demands  against  such  general  fimd.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  any  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  audit  demands  against 
the  school  fund  of  any  such  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
state,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  file 
with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county,  or  city  and 
county,  and  with  the  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  pay  demands 
against  the  school  fund  of  any  such  county,  or  city  and  county, 
a  certified  copy  of  the  statement  made  by  him  of  the  amount 
of  money  used  in  such  county,  or  city  and  county,  for  the 
payment  of  teachers'  salaries  for  the  next  preceding  fiscal  year, 
and  no  demands  against  the  school  funds  of  such  county,  or 
city  and  county,  shall  be  allowed,  audited,  or  paid  until  said 
copies  shall  have  been  filed,  as  aforesaid.  The  allowance,  audit, 
or  payment  of  any  demand  out  of  a  teachers'  salary  fund  in 
violation  of  this  act,  may  be  enjoined  by  the  suit  of  any  teacher 
whose  salary  is  payable  from  said  fund.  The  members  of  the 
governing  body  of  any  such  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
state,  who  shall  pass  a  demand  against  said  teachers'  salary 
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1818  fund  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  officer 
whose  duty  it  is  to  audit  demands  against  such  fund  and  who 
shall  audit  a  demand  against  such  treachers'  salary  fond  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  officer  whose 
duty  it  is  to  pay  demands  against  such  funds,  and  who  shall 
pay  a  demand  against  said  teachers'  salary  fund  in  violation 
of  this  act,  shall  each  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  therefor 
to  any  teacher  whose  salary  is  payable  from  said  fund  who 
shall  have  been  damaged  by  the  allowance,  audit,  and  payment 
of  such  demand. 

[Section  1818a  is  identical  with  subdivision  (a)  of  section  1818.] 

Auditor's  duty. 

1819  §  1819.  If  the  supervisors  fail  to  levy  the  tax  as  herein 
provided,  then  the  auditor  must,  and  add  it  to  the  assessment 
roll. 

Must  be  paid  into  county  school  fund. 

1820  §  1820.  All  moneys  derived  from  this  tax  in  each  county, 
or  city  and  county,  must  be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof  to 
the  credit  of  the  school  fund. 


Article  XIX. 
DISTRICT  SCHOOL  TAX. 

Trustees  may  call  election. 

1830  §  1830.    The  board  of  school  trustees  of  any  district  may, 

prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  in  any  year,  when  in  their 
judgment  it  is  advisable,  call  an  election,  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  the  district  the  question  whether  a  tax  shall  be 
raised  to  furnish  additional  school  facilities  for  the  district,  or 
to  maintain  any  school  in  such  district  or  for  building  one  or 
more  schoolhouses,  or  for  any  two  or  all  of  these  purposes; 
provided,  that  where  a  tax  has  been  collected  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  schoolhouse,  and  the  erection  of  said  schoolhouse 
shall  not  have  been  commenced  within  two  years  from  the  time 
said  tax  was  collected,  the  custodian  of  said  money  shall  return 
the  same  to  the  parties  from  whom  said  tax  was  collected. 
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Advertising. 

§  1831.    Such  election  must  be  called  by  posting  notices  in  1831 
three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district  for  twenty  days ; 
and  also,  if  there  is  a  newspaper  in  the  county,  by  advertise- 
ment therein  once  a  week  for  three  weeks. 

Notices  must  specify. 

§  1832.    Such  notices  must  specify  the  time  and  place  of  1832 
holding  the  election,  the  amount  of  money  proposed  to  be 
raised,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended  to  be  used. 

Conducting  election. 

§  1833.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  to  1833 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  and  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  one  of  the  Political  Code ;  provided,  that  no  par- 
ticular form  of  ballot  shall  be  required ;  nor  shall  any  infor- 
malities in  conducting  such  election  invalidate  the  same,  if  the 
election  shall  have  been  otherwise  fairly  conducted. 

BaUots. 

§  1834.    At  such  election  the  ballots  must   contain  the  1834 
words  "Tax— Yes"  or  **Tax— No." 

Report  to  tmstees. 

§  1835.    If  a  mapority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  1835 
of  the  tax  levy  are  **Tax — Yes"  the  oflBcers  of  the  election  must 
certify  the  fact  to  the  board  of  school  trustees. 

School  tmstees'  report. 

§  1836.    The  board  of  school  trustees,  upon  receipt  of  a  1836 
certificate  of  such  fact,  must  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
supervisors,  stating  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised. 

Supervisors  must  levy  tax. 

§  1837.  The  board  of  supervisors  must,  at  the  time  of  1837 
levying  the  county  taxes,  levy  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property 
in  the  district  voting  such  tax,  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount 
voted.  The  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting 
fifteen  per  cent  for  anticipated  delinquencies  from  the  aggregate 
assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  district,  as  it  appears  on 
the  assessment  roll  of  the  county,  and  then  dividing  the  sum 
voted  by  the  remainder  of  such  aggregate  assessed  value.    The

1837  taxes  so  levied  shall  be  computed  and  entered  on  the  assessment 
roll  by  the  county  auditor,  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  county  taxes;  and  when  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
district  in  which  the  tax  was  voted. 

Maximum  rate  of  tax. 

1839  §  1839.    The  maximum  rate  of  tax  levied  by  a  district  tax 

in  any  one  year  for  building  purposes  must  not  exceed  seventy 
cents  on  each  hundred  dollars,  and  the  maximum  rate  levied 
for  other  school  purposes  must  not  exceed  thirty  cents  on  each 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Boards  of  trustees  may  ask  for  tax  for  additional  school. 

1840  §  1840.  The  board  of  school  trustees  or  board  of  educa- 
tion of  any  school  district  or  of  any  city  may,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  board  of 
supervisors  is  required  by  law  to  levy  the  taxes  required  for 
county  purposes,  submit  to  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  an  estimate  of  any  amount  of  money  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  derived  from  the  state  and  county  funds  which  will 
be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  any  school  or  schools  in 
their  several  districts  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  The  count}' 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  thereupon  examine  said  esti- 
mates and  submit  copies  of  the  same  with  his  approval  or  dis- 
approval endorsed  thereon  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to 
the  county  auditor  at  the  time  he  submits  to  them  his  estimate 
for  the  county  school  tax  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  If  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  approve  such  estimate  the 
said  board  of  supervisors  may  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
of  levying  other  taxes  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  in  the 
several  school  districts  for  which  estimates  have  been  sub- 
mitted and  approved  as  herein  provided,  the  excess  amounts 
so  estimated  and  approved.  The  funds  so  levied  and  collected 
shall  be  known  as  the  special  school  fund  of school  dis- 
trict (as  the  case  may  be)  and  shall  be  available  for  any  and 
all  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  school  funds  derived  from  the 
state  and  county  may  be  used  and  the  moneys  drawn  from  it 
shall  be  paid  out  in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  county 
school  funds  are  paid ;  provided,  this  section  shall  not  be  so 
construed  as  to  repeal  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine, 
inclusive,  of  this  code. 
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Article  XX. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  RELATIVE  TO  SCHOOL  FUNDS 

AND  TAXES. 

No  fees  allowed. 

§  1867.  No  assessor,  tax  collector,  city,  city  and  county,  1867 
or  county  treasurer  must  charge  or  receive  any  fees  or  com- 
pensation whatever  for  assessing,  collecting,  receiving,  keeping 
or  disbursing  any  school  moneys,  but  the  whole  moneys  col- 
lected must  be  paid  to  the  city,  city  and  county,  or  county 
treasurer;  provided,  that  said  assessor  or  tax  collector,  for 
services  rendered  in  the  collection  of  poll  taxes,  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  collections. 

Coimty  superintendent  must  apportion  money.' 

§  1868.    The  school  superintendent  of  every  county  and  1868 
city  and  county  must  apportion  all  state  and  county  school 
moneys  for  the  elementary  grades  of  his  county  or  city  and 
coxmty  as  follows : 

Method  of  determining  number  of  teachers. 

1.  He  must  ascertain  the  number  of  teachers  each  school 
district  is  entitled  to  by  calculating  one  teacher  for  every  dis- 
trict having  thirty-five  or  a  less  number  of  units  of  average 
daily  attendance  and  one  additional  teacher  for  each  additional 
thirty-five  units  of  average  daily  attendance,  or  fraction  of 
thirty-five  not  less  than  ten  units  of  average  daily  attendance 
as  shown  by  the  annual  school  report  of  the  school  district  for 
the  next  preceding  school  year;  and  two  additional  teachers 
shall  be  allowed  to  each  district  for  every  seven  hundred  units 
of  average  daily  attendance ;  and  in  districts  wherein  separate 
classes  are  established  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  sixteen  hundred  and  eighteen  of  this  code,  an 
additional  teacher  for  each  nine  deaf  children,  or  fraction  of 
such  number,  not  less  than  five,  actually  attending  such  classes. 

Superintendent  must  report  to  the  superintendent  of  public  Instruction. 

2.  He  must  ascertain  the  total  number  of  teachers  for  the 
county  or  city  and  county  by  adding  together  the  number  of 
teachers  allowed  to  the  several  districts.  He  must  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  schools  of  his  county  or  city  and  county 
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1868  under  oath  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  not  later 
than  August  first  of  each  year,  and  must  report  the  number  of 
teachers  ascertained  and  allowed  to  his  county  or  city  and 
county  by  the  rule  or  provisions  of  subdivision  one  hereof. 

$550  given  on  teacher  basis. 

3.  Five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  shall  be  apportioned  to 
every  school  district  for  every  teacher  so  allowed  to  it;  pro- 
vided, that  to  districts  having  over  thirty-five  or  a  multiple  of 
thirty-five  units  of  average  daily  attendance  and  a  fraction  of 
less  than  ten  units  of  average  daily  attendance,  forty  dollars 
shall  be  apportioned  for  each  unit  of  average  daily  attendance 
in  said  fraction. 

Pro  rata  on  attendance— Attendance  In  new  districts. 

4.  All  school  moneys  remaining  on  hand,  after  apportioning 
to  the  school  districts  the  moneys  provided  for  in  subdivision 
three  of  this  section,  must  be  apportioned  to  the  several  dis- 
tricts in  proportion  to  the  average  daily  attendance  in  each  dis- 
trict during  the  next  preceding  school  year;  provided,  that 
in  estimating  the  average  daily  attendance  for  such  apportion- 
ment, pupils  who  are  absent  on  account  of  illness  or  in 
obedience  to  quarantine  regulations  shall  be  counted  as  present 
but  not  exceeding  five  days  for  any  one  pupil  in  any  school 
year,  where  the  teacher  is  satisfied  that  such  absence  is  due  to 
such  cause  and  so  certifies  under  oath,  but  shall  be  reported 
to  the  coimty  superintendent  of  schools  separately  from  those 
actually  present  and  shall  not  be  included  in  the  report  of  the 
average  daily  attendance  made  by  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  to  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction.  In 
any  newly  organized  school  district  where  school  was  not 
maintained  during  the  school  year  in  which  it  was  organized 
the  county  superintendent  shall  require  the  teachers  and  prin- 
cipal or  principals  of  the  school  district  or  districts  from  which 
the  newly  organized  district  was  formed  to  report  to  him  as 
a  part  of  their  annual  reports,  the  names  and  attendance 
records  of  all  pupils  residing  in  said  new  district  and  attend- 
ing school  in  the  old  district  or  districts  during  the  school 
year  in  which  the  new  district  was  organized.  The  county 
superintendent  shall  determine  the  average  daily  attendance 
and  the  teacher  allowance  for  the  newly  organized  district 
from  those  reports  and  shall  deduct  from  the  old  districts  the 
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average  daily  attendance  credited  to  the  new  district.  In  1858 
case  it  shall  appear  that  none  of  the  pupils  residing  in  the 
newly  formed  district  attended  school  during  the  year  in 
which  said  district  was  organized  in  the  district  or  districts 
from  which  said  district  was  organized,  then  the  superin- 
tendent shall  apportion  six  hundred  dollars  to  the*  newly 
organized  school  district  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  school 
therein  during  the  school  year  next  succeeding  the  school 
year  in  which  it  was  organized. 

Units  of  attendance — Full  time  day — Minimum  day. 

5.  A  minimum  full  day's  attendance  on  the  regular  full 
time  elementary  day  school  is  hereby  established,  is,  for  a 
pupil  of  the  first,  second,  or  third  grade,  two  hundred  minutes, 
and  for  a  pupil  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  or  eighth 
grade,  two  hundred  forty  minutes,  of  actual  attendance  for 
any  given  day  upon  school  sessions,  exclusive  of  intermissions. 
When  a  pupil  is  absent  from  the  first,  second,  or  third  grade 
of  a  regular  full  time  day  school,  for  any  day,  session,  or  part 
of  a  session,  five  per  cent  of  a  day's  absence  must  be  recorded 
for  each  full  ten-minute  period  of  absence ;  and  when  a  pupil 
is  absent  from  any  other  grade  of  said  elementary  school  for 
any  day,  session  or  part  of  a  session,  five  per  cent  of  a  day's 
absence  must  be  recorded  for  each  full  twelve-minute  period 
of  absence;  provided,  however,  that  such  record  may  not  for 
any  one  day  exceed  one  hundred  per  cent.  The  actual  attend- 
ance of  a  pupil  upon  a  regular  full-time  day  school  for  any 
given  length  of  time  shall  be  the  number  of  days  school  was 
actually  taught  during  such  time  less  the  sum  of  his  absences. 
There  shall  be  recorded  five  per  cent  of  a  day's  attendance  for 
each  full  twelve-minute  period  of  attendance  by  any  pupil 
upon  the  regular  daily  session  or  sessions,  exclusive  of  inter- 
missions, of  a  part-time  day  or  evening  continuation  or  voca- 
tional school,  department,  or  class,  either  of  elementary  or 
high  school  grade;  and  the  actual  attendance  of  a  pupil  upon 
a  part-time  day  or  evening  school,  department  or  class  for  any 
given  length  of  time  shall  be  the  sum  of  his  attendance  during 
such  time,  provided  that  no  pupil  shall  be  credited  in  any  one 
school  month,  with  more  than  twenty  days  attendance  in  a 
part-time  day  school.  Units  of  average  daily  attendance 
wherever  used  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  be  the 
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1868  quotient  arising  from  dividing  the  total  number  of  days  of 
pupils'  attendance  in  the  regular  full-time  day,  part-time  day, 
and  evening  elementary  schools  of  the  district  for  the  school 
year  by  the  number  of  days  school  was  actually  taught  in  the 
regular  elementary  day  schools  of  the  district  during  said  year. 

Funds  mmy  be  borrowed  under  certain  conditions. 

6.  Whenever  in  any  school  year,  prior  to  the  receipt  by  the 
school  districts  of  any  county,  or  city  and  county  of  this  state, 
of  their  state,  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  special,  or  high 
school  fund,  the  school  districts  of  that  county,  or  city  and 
county  shall  not  have  sufficient  money  to  their  credit  to  pay  the 
lawful  demands  against  them,  the  county  or  city  and  county 
superintendent  shall  give  the  treasurer  of  said  county  or  city 
and  county,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  school  money  that 
will  next  be  paid  into  the  county  or  city  and  county  treasury, 
stating  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  to  each  district.  Upon 
the  receipt  of  such  estimate  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer 
of  said  county,  or  city  and  county,  to  transfer  from  any  fund 
not  immediately  needed  to  pay  the  claims  against  it,  to  the 
proper  school  fund  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ninety  per  cent 
of  the  amount  estimated  by  the  superintendent,  and  he  shall 
immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  amount  so  trans- 
ferred. The  funds  so  transferred  to  the  school  fund  shall  be 
retransferred  by  the  treasurer  to  the  fund  from  which  they 
were  taken,  from  the  first  money  paid  into  the  school  fund 
after  the  transfer. 

Penalty  for  not  maintaining  school  six  months. 

1869  §  1859.  No  school  district,  except  one  newly  formed,  is 
entitled  to  receive  any  apportionment  of  state  or  county  school 
moneys  which  has  not  maintained  a  public  school  for  at  least 
six  months  during  the  next  preceding  school  year.  A  district 
which  is  prevented  by  fire,  flood,  or  prevailing  epidemic  from 
maintaining  a  school  for  the  length  of  time  designated  in  this 
section,  is  nevertheless  entitled  to  its  apportionment  of  state 
and  county  school  moneys. 

Penalty  for  employing  teachers  who  have  no  legal  certificate. 
1860  §  I860.    No  school  district  is  entitled  to  receive  any  appor- 

tionment of  state  or  county  school  moneys  unless  the  teachers 
employed  in  the  schools  of  such  district  hold  legal  certificates 
of  fitness  for  teaching,  in  full  force  and  eflPect. 

SCHOOL  FUNDS. 
SCHOOL  MUST  BE  MAINTAINED  AT  LEAST  SIX  MONTHS. 
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Use  of  state  school  fnnd. 

§  1861.    The  state  school  fund  must  be  used  for  no  other  1861 
purpose  than  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  pri- 
mary and  grammar  schools. 


Abticlb  XXI. 

MBGELLANEOnS  PBOVISIONS  RELATIVE  TO  PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS. 

Penalty  for  insulting  teachers. 

§  1867.    Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  who  shall  1867 
insult  or  abuse  any  teacher  in  the  presence  of  the  school  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  liable  to  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  nor  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Penalty  for  disturbing  schools. 

§  1868.    Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  disturb  any  public  1868 
school,  or  any  public  school  meeting,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Penalty  for  illegally  issuing  certificates. 

§  1869.    Any  state,  county,  or  city  and  county  superintend- 1869 
ent,  or  any  state,  county,  or  city  and  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, who  shaU  issue  a  certificate  or  diploma,  except  as  provided 
in  this  title,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Officers  must  not  act  as  agents. 

§  1870.  No  officer  named  in  this  title,  or  teacher  in  any  1870 
public  school  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  must  act  as 
agent  for  any  author,  publisher,  bookseller,  or  other  person,  to 
introduce  any  book,  apparatus,  furniture,  or  any  other  article 
whatever,  in  the  common  schools  of  this  state,  or  any  one  or 
more  of  them,  or  directly  or  indirectly  contract  for,  or  receive 
any  gift  or  reward  for  so  introducing  or  recommending  the 
same;  and  any  officer  so  acting  or  receiving  must  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  and  be  removed  from  office. 

Oood  moral  character — Requisite  for  issuance  of  certificate. 

§  1871.     Certificates  shall  be  issued  to  such  persons  only  1871 
as  shall  have  given  evidence  of  a  good  moral  character, 
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oflScers  may  administer  oafhs. 

1873  §  1873.    Every  officer,  inclnding  secretaries  and  assistant 

secretaries  of  boards  of  education,  charged  with  the  perform- 
ance of  duties  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  may  admin- 
ister and  certify  oaths  relating  to  officers  or  official  matters 
concerning  public  schools. 

Penalty  for  neglect  to  use  proper  books. 

1876  §  1875.    If  any  city  or  district  refuse  or  neglect  to  use  the 

books  that  may  be  prescribed,  or  use  any  other  text-book  in 
any  of  the  prescribed  studies  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  must  withhold  from  such  city,  town  or  district 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  state  school  moneys  to  which  it  may 
be  entitled  until  it  comply ;  and  any  moneys  so  withheld  must 
be  apportioned  by  the  superintendent  at  the  next  annual 
apportionment  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  money  in 
the  treasury. 

Officers  must  not  be  interested  in  contracts— May  be  inter- 
ested under  certain  conditions. 

1876  §  1876.  No  school  trustee  or  member  of  any  board  of  edu- 
cation must  be  interested  in  any  contract  made  by  the  board  of 
which  he  is  a  member;  and  any  contract  made  in  violation  of 
this  provision  is  void ;  provided,  that  in  school  districts  entitled 
to  not  more  than  two  teachers  on  average  daily  attendance  as 
shown  by  the  teacher's  report  for  the  previous  school  year,  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  may  receive  a  reasonable 
compensation  from  the  district  for  necessary  work  and  labor 
performed  by  him  for  the  district  in  repairing  the  schoolhouse, 
fences  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  district  or  in  fur- 
nishing wood  or  other  necessary  supplies,  but  in  all  such  cases 
the  requisition  drawn  in  his  favor  in  pajonent  of  services  or 
supplies  must  be  signed  by  the  other  two  trustees  before  it  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

Printing  to  be  done  by  state  printer. 

1877  §  1877.  All  printing  or  binding  required  under  this  chap- 
ter, except  as  provided  in  subdivision  eight  of  section  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-one,  must  be  executed  by 
the  state  printer,  in  the  form  and  manner  and  at  the  prices  of 
other  state  printing,  and  be  paid  for  in  like  manner. 
School  year. 

1878  §  1878.    The  school  year  begins  on  the  first  day  of  July 
and  ends  on  the  last  day  of  June. 
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Penalty  for  bribing  educational  officers. 

§  1879.  The  oflfering  of  any  valuable  thing  to  any  member  1879 
of  a  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees,  with  the 
intent  thereby  to  influence  has  action  in  regard  to  the  granting 
of  any  teacher's  certificate,  the  appointment  of  any  teacher, 
superintendent,  or  other  officer  or  employee,  the  adoption  of 
any  text-book,  or  the  making  of  any  contract  to  which  the  board 
of  education  of  which  he  is  a  member  shall  be  a  party,  or  the 
acceptance  by  any  member  of  a  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  of  any  valuable  thing,  with  corrupt  intent,  shall 
be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  as  by  law  provided.  Any  person 
may  be  compelled  to  testify  in  any  lawful  investigation  or 
judicial  proceeding  against  any  person  who  may  be  charged 
with  any  offense  described  in  this  section.  Any  contract  or 
appointment  obtained  from  a  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  by  corrupt  means  shall  be  void. 

SCHOOL  BONDS. 

Calling  election. 

§  1880.    The  board  of  trustees,  board  of  education  or  other  1880 
governing  body  of  any  school  district  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment it  is  advisable,  and  must,  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of 
the  heads  of  families  residing  in  such  district,  according  to  the 
number  of  heads  of  families  therein  shown  by  the  last  preced- 
ing school  census,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of 
the  district  the  question,  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district 
shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for 
purchasing  school  lots,  for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more 
school  buildings  or  making  alterations  or  additions  to  any 
school  building  or  buildings,  for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuild- 
ing any  school  building  damaged,  injured,  or  destroyed  by  fire, 
or  other  public  calamity,  for  insuring  school  buildings,  for  sup- 
plying school  buildings  with  furniture  or  necessary  apparatus, 
for  improving  school  grounds,  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  said  purposes,  or  for  refunding  any  valid 
outstanding  indebtedness  of  such  district  evidenced  by  bonds 
or  warrants  thereof.    The  order  calling  such  election  shall  be 
valid  and  effectual  when  signed  by  a  majority  of  said  govern- 
ing body,  and  may  so  submit  to  said  electors  as  one  proposal 
the  question  of  issuing  bonds  to  make  all  said  outlays,  or  so 
many  of  them  as  may  be  selected ;  or  said  order  may  submit  at 
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1880  said  election  as  separate  questions  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  any 
of  said  outlays,  singly  or  in  such  combinations  as  the  order 
may  direct. 

Advertising. 

1881  §  1881.  Notice  of  such  election  shall  be  given  by  posting 
notices,  signed  by  the  board,  or  by  a  majority  thereof,  in  three 
public  places  in  the  district,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before 
the  election ;  and  by  publishing  such  notice  not  less  than  once 
a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  before  the  election  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  county,  if  any  newspaper  is  published 
therein. 

Election  notices. 

1882  §  1882.    Such  notice  shall  contain : 

1.  Time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

2.  The  names  of  the  officers  of  election  appointed  to  conduct 
the  same. 

3.  The  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be  open. 

4.  A  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  election  is  held. 

5.  The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  proposed  bon(ls,  the 
rate  of  interest  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  forty, 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are  to  run. 

Conducting  elections — Ballots  must  be  stamped. 

1883  §  1883.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  to 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  upon  the  ballots 
shall  be  **  Bonds — ^Yes"  and  **  Bonds — ^No;"  and  except  further 
that  persons  voting  at  such  bond  elections  shall  put  a  cross  (X) 
upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words  "Bonds- 
Yes*'  or  ** Bonds — ^No*'  (as  the  case  may  be),  to  indicate 
whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  bonds. 

Board  to  canvass  returns. 

1884  §  1884.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  ont; 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  board  of  education,  or  other  governing  body  of  such 
school  district,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns, 
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and  if  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  1884 
election  was  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then  the  board  shall 
cause  an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes,  and 
shall  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  all  the 
proceedings  had  in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of 
supervisors  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  the  bond  of  such  district,  to  the  number  and 
amount  provided  in  such  proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  build- 
ing fund  of  such  district,  naming  the  same,  and  that  the  money 
shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said 
district,  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  the  payment  of 
the  interest  thereon ;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  of  bonds 
so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property 
of  the  district,  as  shown  by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book 
of  the  county. 

Board  of  supervisors  must  issue  bonds. 

§  1885.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered  1886 
upon  its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds  and 
of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time 
when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the 
date  thereof.  If  the  notice  calling  the  election  shall  have  pro- 
vided that  the  bonds  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  in 
gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  the  bonds  shall  be  made  payable 
in  such  gold  coin,  as  to  principal  and  interest.  If  the  notice 
calling  the  election  shall  have  provided  that  the  bonds  and 
interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  the  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States,  as  to  principal  and  interest.  If  the  notice  shall 
have  made  no  such  specific  provisions  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  have  power  in  the  order  prescribing  the  form  of  bonds 
either  to  make  the  bonds  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United 
States  as  to  principal  and  interest,  or  to  make  them  payable  in 
lawful  money  of  the  United  States  as  to  principal  and  interest. 

MaTimum  rate  of  interest,  minimum  price,  etc. 

§  1886.    Said  bonds  must  not  bear  a  greater  amount  of  1886 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable  annually 
or  semiannually,  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than 
par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  together  with  any 
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1886       premium  which  may  be  received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds, 
must  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
building  fund  of  said  school  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid  as  other  school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 
All  the  proceedings  of  every  school  district  and  of  every  board 
of  trustees,  board  of  education,  board  of  supervisors,  and  of 
all  officers  of  school  districts  and  counties,  purporting  to  have 
been  taken  under  or  by  authority  of  sections  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty  to  one  thoiisand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-eight,  inclusive,  of  the  Political  Code,  shall  be  valid  in 
the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  sections  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  and  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-four  of  said  code,  at  the  time  when  such 
proceedings  were  taken,  in  express  language  empowered  the 
governing  body  of  all  school  districts,  by  whatever  name  such 
governing  body  should  be  known,  to  call  elections  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  said  section  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty!  and  to  receive  and  canvass  returns,  to  cause  a 
minute  entry  of  the  result  of  elections,  and  to  certify  proceed- 
ings to  the  board  of  supervisors,  as  provided  by  said  section 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four.    And  all  bonds 
of  school  districts  purporting  to  have  been  issued  under  or 
by  virtue  of  any  or  all  of  the  following  sections,  to  wit:  Sec- 
tions one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-six,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  Political 
Code,  shall  be  valid  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  said  sections  used  the  words  **  board  of  education, 
board  of  trustees,  or  other  governing  body,"  in  place  of  the 
words  ** board  of  trustees,"  whenever  the  words  ** board  of 
trustees"  occur  in  said  sections. 

Supervisors  must  levy  bo!nd  tax. 

1887  §  1887.    The  board  of  supervisors  at  the  time  of  making 

the  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  must  levy  a  tax  for  that 
year  upon  the  taxable  property  in  such  district,  for  the  interest 
and  redemption  of  said  bonds,  and  such  tax  must  not  be  less 
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than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  bonds  for  that  year,  1887 
and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due  during 
such  year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high  enough  to  raise, 
annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said  bonds  have  to  run, 
a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon;  and  during  the 
balance  of  the  term  high  enough  to  pay  such  annual  interest, 
and  to  pay,  annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  said 
bonds  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of 
said  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years 
said  bonds  then  have  to  run;  and  all  moneys  so  levied  when 
collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of 
the  building  fund  of  such  district,  and  be  used  for  the  payment 
of  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  for  no  other 
purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be 
paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor, 
out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  auditor  to  cancel  and  file  with  the  treasurer  the  bonds  and 
coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Failure  to  levy  tax. 

§  1888.  If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  an^  county  which  1888 
has  issued  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  fail  to 
make  the  levy  necessary  to  pay  such  bonds  or  interest  coupons 
at  maturity,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  presented  to  the 
county  treasurer,  and  the  payment  thereof  refused,  the  owner 
may  file  the  bond,  together  with  all  unpaid  coupons,  with  the 
state  controller,  taking  his  receipt  therefor,  and  the  same  shall 
be  registered  in  the  state  controller's  office;  and  the  state  board 
of  equalization  shall  at  their  next  session,  and  at  each  annual 
equalization  thereafter,  add  to  the  state  tax  to  be  levied  in  said 
district  a  sufficient  rate  to  realize  the  amount  of  principal  or 
interest  past  due  prior  to  next  levy,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  as  a  part  of  the  state  tax,  and  paid  into  the  state 
treasury,  and  passed  to  the  special  credit  of  such  district  bond 
tax,  and  shall  be  paid  by  warrants,  as  the  payments  mature,  to 
the  holder  of  such  registered  obligations  as  shown  by  the 
register  in  the  office  of  the  state  controller,  until  the  same  shall 
be  folly  satisfied  and  discharged ;  any  balance  then  remaining 
being  passed  to  the  general  account  and  credit  of  said  district. 
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Districts  liable  for  bonds. 

1888a  §  1888a.  When  school  districts  are  created  or  abolished  or 
the  boundaries  thereof  are  changed,  the  liability  to  taxation 
for  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  thereof  as  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and  the  authorities  whose  duty  it  is  to  levy  taxes  for 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  levy 
the  same  upon  the  districts  affected  in  such  proportions  as  are 
herein  provided,  or  are  determined  under  the  authority  hereof. 

Single  districts,  when  merged,  liable. 

Subdivision  One.  When  any  school  district  is  united  or  in 
any  manner  merged  with  one  or  more  school  districts  so  as  to 
form  a  single  district,  the  district  so  formed  is  liable  for  all 
the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  districts  so  united, 
or  merged. 

Annexed  territory  liable. 

Subdivision  Two.  When  territory  is  taken  from  one  school 
district  and.  annexed  to  another,  such  territory  thereby  becomes 
liable  to  taxation  for  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  district 
to  which  it  is  ^annexed,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  in  which  such  territory  is  situated  shall,  by  order 
entered  on  its  minutes  within  sixty  days  after  the  change, 
determine  what  proportion  of  the  outstanding  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  the  district  from  which  it  was  taken  was  incurred  for 
the  acquisition  or  improvement  of  school  lots  or  buildings  or 
fixtures  therein  situated  in  the  territory  so  transferred,  and 
the  district  to  which  such  territory  was  annexed  shall  there- 
upon become  liable  for  the  proportion  of  such  indebtedness  so 
determined. 

Liability  determined  by  supervisors  In  case  of  new  district. 

Subdivision  Three.  When  any  new  school  district  shall  be 
formed  from  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  one  or  more  existing 
districts,  either  by  incorporation  of  a  city  or  town,  or  under 
section  fifteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  this  code,  or  other- 
wise, the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  formation  of  such  new  district,  by  order  entere«i 
on  its  minutes,  determine  what  proportion  of  the  outstanding" 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  district  or  districts  out  of  which 
the  said  new  district  is  formed  was  incurred  for  the  acquisition 
or  improvement  of  school  lots  or  buildings  or  fixtures  therein 
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sitaated  in  such  new  district,  and  the  said  new  district  shall  1888a 
thereupon  become  liable  for  the  proportion  of  such  indebted- 
ness so  determined.    In  the  case  of  joint  districts  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  each  county  shall  determine  such  liability 
as  to  the  territory  in  its  county. 

Unsold  bondfl. 

§  1889.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  1889 
of  this  title  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six  months 
after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  educa- 
tion of  the  school  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  such  bonds 
were  issued,  or  of  any  school  district  composed  wholly  or  partly 
of  territory  which,  at  the  time  of  holding  the  election  mentioned 
in  section  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  was  embraced 
within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  such  bonds  were 
issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  such 
unsold  bonds  to  be  withdrawn  from  market  and  canceled. 
Upon  receiving  such  petition,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  said  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  education,  the 
supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  same,  which  shall 
not  be  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a 
notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the  object  of 
the  petition,  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for  ten  days 
prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
said  school  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper' 
published  insaid  school  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published 
at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  [district] 
or  some  part  thereof  is  situated.  At  the  time  and  place  desig- 
nated in  the  notice  for  hearing  said  petition,  or  at  any  subse- 
quent time  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  postponed,  the 
supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted  for 
or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  shall  deem 
it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school  district  named  in  the 
petition  that  such  unsold. bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  make 
and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that  said 
unsold  bonds  are  canceled,  and  thereupon  said  bonds,  and  the 
vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease 
to  be  of  any  validity  whatever.

210  SCHOOL  LAW  OF  CALIFOBNU. 

Fire  escapes. 

1890  §  1890.    Each  school  building  in  the  state  shall,  if  two  or 

more  stories  in  height,  be  provided  with  suitable  and  sufficient 
fire  escapes.  The  trustees  of  each  school  district  and  the  board 
of  education  of  each  municipal  corporation  must  provide 
sufficient  and  suitable  fire  escapes  for  each  school  building,  two 
or  more  stories  in  height  under  their  jurisdiction. 

Bonds  in  joint  school  districts. 

1891  §  1891.  When  any  school  district  is  situated  partly  in  dif- 
ferent counties,  all  returns,  reports,  certificates,  and  petitions 
required  to  be  made  to  the  board  of  supervisors  by  the  terms 
of  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four,  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  the  Political  Code,  and  all 
action  required  to  be  taken  by  the  board  of  supervisors  by  the 
terms  of  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  shall  be  by  concurrent  action 
of  the  respective  boards  of  supervisors  of  every  county  in 
which  any  portion  of  said  district  may  be  situated.  And  the 
assessor  of  any  such  county  or  counties,  other  than  the  county  in 
which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  district  is  or  is  to  be  located, 
shall,  prior  to  the  time  when  the  board  of  supervisors  meets  to 
make  a  levy  for  county  purposes  in  each  year,  during  the 
term  of  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four  and  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  Political  Code  are  to  run, 
or  in  any  year  when  a  district  school  tax  shall  have  been 
authorized  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  of  the  Political  Code  in  any  district  of  his 
county,  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in 
which  the  schoolhouse  in  any  such  district  is  or  is  to  be  located, 
a  statement  of  the  total  value  of  all  the  taxable  property  of 
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said  district,  situated  in  his  county,  as  appears  from  the  last  1891 
assessment  roll  of  said  county;  and  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  district  is  or  is 
to  be  located  shall  determine  the  rate  of  taxation  necessary 
to  be  levied  upon  the  property  of  said  district,  and  for  that 
purpose  is  vested  with  all  the  authority,  and  subject  to  the 
same  rules  and  limitations  as  boards  of  supervisors  in  cases 
where  the  district  is  not  joint.  After  such  board  of  super- 
visors shall  have  made  such  determination,  the  clerk  of  said 
board  of  supervisors  shall  certify  such  rate  under  the  seal  of 
said  board  to  the  auditor  of  each  county  in  which  any  portion 
of  said  district  is  situated,  and  said  auditors  shall  thereupon 
compute  the  tax  and  enter  the  same  upon  the  assessment  roll 
of  the  said  respective  counties.  And  when  any  money  shall 
have  been  collected  for  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Political  Code  providing  for  the  collection  of  taxes  levied  for  a 
school  district  tax,  or  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  upon 
bonds  of  any  school  district  situated  in  more  than  one  county, 
and  such  money  shall  have  been  placed  in  the  treasury  of  any 
county  other  than  the  one  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said 
district  is  or  is  to  be  located,  the  treasurer  of  such  county  must, 
when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  district, 
forward  all  money  in  such  treasury  to  the  county  treasurer  of 
the  county,  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  district  is  or  is 
to  be  located,  who  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same,  and 
place  such  money  in  the  treasury  of  such  county  to  the  credit 
of  the  proper  fund  of  said  school  district.

Replacement  of  certificate. 

§  1892.  Whenever  satisfactory  proof  is  presented  to  a 
county  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  by  a  teacher  to 
whom  such  board  has  heretofore  granted  a  certificate  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  that  such  certificate  has  been  destroyed  by  con- 
flagration or  other  public  calamity,  such  board  shall,  without 
fee,  issue  to  such  teacher,  in  lieu  of  the  certificate  lost  or 
destroyed,  a  new  certificate  of  the  same  kind,  grade,  character 
and  tenure  of  the  certificate  originally  granted.  Such  proof 
shall  consist  of  an  affidavit  by  said  teacher,  giving  the  grade  of 
such  certificate,  the  date  of  issue  if  possible,  and  upon  what  it 
was  issued ;  accompanied  by  a  statement  from  the  county  or  city 
and  county  school  superintendent  to  the  effect  that  such  teacher 
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1892  had,  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  section  sixteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six  of  the  Political  Code,  filed  his  certificate  for 
record  with  such  official.  Said  proof  of  loss  or  destruction  of  a 
certificate  shall  be  a  credential  upon  which  a  county  or  city  and 
county  school  superintendent  may  issue  a  temporary  certificate 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  seventh  of 
section  fifteen  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Political  Code. 

BONDS  MAY  BE  REGISTERED. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  bonds  issued  by  common 
cchooli  high  school^  or  union  high  school  districts. 

[Approved  March  18,  1906.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Act        Oertain  bonds  may  be  registered. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  coupon  bond,  or 
of  any  bond  payable  to  bearer,  already  issued  or  hereafter 
issued  by  any  common  school,  high  school,  or  union  high  school 
districts  now  or  hereafter  existing  in  this  state,  shall  present 
any  such  bond  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  of  the  county 
in  which  said  district  is  located,  who  by  law  preforms  the 
duties  of  treasurer,  with  a  request  for  the  conversion  of  such 
bond  into  a  registered  bond,  such  treasurer,  or  such  other 
officer,  shall  cut  off  and  cancel  the  coupons  of  any  such  coupon 
bond  so  presented,  and  shall  stamp,  print  or  write  upon  such 
coupon  bond,  or  such  other  bond  payable  to  bearer,  so  pre- 
sented, either  upon  the  back  or  upon  the  face  thereof,  as  may  be 
convenient,  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  said  bond  is 
registered  in  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  that  thereafter  the 
interest  and  principal  of  said  bond  are  payable  to  the  registered 
owner.  Thereafter,  and  from  time  to  time  any  such  bond  may 
be  transferred  by  such  registered  owner  in  person,  or  by 
attorney  duly  authorized  on  presentation  of  such  bond  to  such 
treasurer,  or  such  other  officer,  and  the  bond  be  again  regis- 
tered as  before,  a  similar  statement  being  stamped,  printed,  or 
written  thereon.  Such  statement  stamped,  printed,  or  written 
upon  such  bond  may  be  substantially  the  following  form : 

(Date,  giving  month,  year,  and  day.) 
This  bond  is  registered  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  such  cases  made 

and  provided  in  the  name  of (here  insert  name  of  owner)   and 

the  interest  and  principal  thereof  are  hereafter  payable  to  such  owner. 


Treasurer   (or  such  other  officer), 
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After  any  bond  shall  have  been  registered  as  aforesaid,  the  Act 
principal  and  interest  of  such  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the  Sec.  1 
registered  owner.    Such  treasurer  or  such  other  ofiScer  shall 
keep  in  his  office  a  book  or  books  which  shall  at  all  times  show 
what  bonds  are  registered  and  in  whose  names  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  under  any  statute  or  law  of  this  state  Sec.  2 
any  bonds  are  issued,  whether  the  proceedings  for  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds  have  been  had  in  whole  or  in  part  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  this  statute,  or  whether  the  same  have  been  had 
in  whole  or  in  part  after  the  enactment  of  this  statute,  such 
bonds  may  be  issued  either  in  the  form  of  coupon  bonds,  or  in 
the  form  of  registered  bonds,  or  some  in  the  form  of  coupon 
bonds,  and  some  in  the  form  of  registered  bonds,  as  has  been  or 
hereafter  may  be  provided  in  the  proceedings  for  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  and  notwithstanding  any  language  or  provision 
to  the  contrary  contained  in  any  such  statute  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds,  or  in  any  other  law  of  the  state.  The 
provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  coupon 
bonds,  so  issued,  as  well  as  to  other  coupon  bonds,  or  other 
bonds  payable  to  bearer. 

BONDS  MAY  BE  LEGALIZED.

LEGALIZING  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS.

Act  ^^^^  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 
Sec.  1  Section  1.  Where  in  any  school  district  of  any  kind  or 
class,  including  union  school  districts  and  joint  union  school 
districts,  or  high  school  district  of  any  kind  or  class,  including 
union  high  school  districts  and  joint  union  high  school  districts, 
proceedings  have  been  taken  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and 
selling  bonds  of  such  district,  for  any  purpose  or  purposes,  all 
the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  board  of  edu- 
cation or  other  governing  body  of  such  district  and  all  the  acts 
and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
within  which  such  district  is  situated,  leading  up  to  and 
including  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  if  they  have  heretofore 
been  sold,  and  all  such  acts  and  proceedings  heretofore  had 
although  the  bonds  are  not  yet  sold,  are  hereby  legalized,  rati- 
fied, confirmed  and  validated  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  and 
the  power  of  such  district  and  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  county  in  which  such  district  is  situated,  to  issue  such 
bonds,  is  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  declared,  and  the  bonds

heretofore  sold  are  declared  to  be,  and  the  bonds  hereafter  sold  Act 
shall  be,  the  legal  and  binding  obligations  of  and  against  the  Sec.  1 
district  having  heretofore  issued,  or  hereafter  issuing,  such 
bonds,  and  the  faith  and  credit  of  such  district  is  hereby 
pledged  for  the  prompt  pajonent  and  redemption  of  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  such  Sec.  2 
bonds  as  it  becomes  due  and  the  principal  thereof  at  maturity, 
the  assessors,  treasurers,  board  of  supervisors,  and  other  officers 
of  the  respective  counties,  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  shall 
perform  the  same  duties  as  are  provided  by  law  relative  to  the 
assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  taxes,  and  custody  of  funds, 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  bonds  of  school 
districts  and  high  school  districts  of  every  kind  or  class,  respec- 
tively. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  not  operate  to  legalize  any  bonds  Sec.  3 
which  have  been  sold  for  less  than  par,  nor  to  legalize  any 
bonds  the  issuance  of  which  has  not  received  the  assent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  district,  voting  at  an 
election  held  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  such 
indebtedness  should  be  incurred,  nor  to  legalize  any  bonds 
which  mature  at  a  date  more  than  forty  years  from  the  time 
of  their  issuance. 
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LAWS  RELATING  TO  STATE 
NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

Names  and  trustees  of  normal  schools. 

364  §  364.    The  normal  schools  at  San  Jose,  Los  Angeles,  Chieo, 

and  San  Diego,  .and  any  normal  school  established  by  the  legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  California  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  shall  be  known  as  "State 
Normal  Schools,"  and  shall  each  have  a  board  of  trustees,  con- 
stituted as  follows:  The  governor  of  the  state  and  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  ex  officio  members 
of  each  board.  There  shall  also  be  five  other  members  of  the 
local  board  for  each  normal  school,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
four  years,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  to  appoint 
five  trustees  as  members  of  each  local  board,  one  trustee  to 
serve  one  year,  one  to  serve  two  years,  one  to  serve  three  years, 
and  two  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  thereafter  to  fill  vacancies 
in  such  board,  the  terms  of  office  thereafter  to  be  for  four  years, 
and  to  begin  July  first  of  each  fourth  year. 

Objects. 

1487  §  1487.  The  state  normal  schools  have  for  their  objects 
the  education  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  this  state. 

Management. 

1488  §  1488.  The  state  normal  schools  shall  be  under  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  boards  of  trustees,  constituted  as  pro- 
vided in  section  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  Political 
Code  of  the  State  of  California. 

Powers  and  duties  of  normal  school  boards. 

1489  §  1489.  The  powers  and  duties  of  each  board  of  trustees  of 
the  state  normal  schools  of  California  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  prescribe  rules  for  their  government  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  school; 

2.  To  prescribe  rules  for  the  reports  of  officers  and  teachers 
of  the  school  and  for  visiting  other  schools  and  institutions ; 
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3.  To  provide  for  the  purchase  of  school  apparatus,  furni-  1489 
ture,  equipmenty  stationery,  and  text  books  for  the  use  of 
sfmdents ; 

4.  To  establish  at  their  discretion,  and  maintain  model  and 
training  schools  of  the  primary  and  grammar  grade,  and,  in 
their  discretion  of  the  kindergarten  grade,  and  to  require  the 
students  of  the  normal  schools  to  teach  and  instruct  classes 
therein ; 

5.  To  establish  at  their  discreti(m  courses  for  the  training 
of  teachers  of  drawing,  music,  physical  culture,  and  commer- 
cial, technical,  or  industrial  subjects  in  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  of  the  state  and  upon  the  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  these  courses  to  grant  diplomas  of  graduation  there- 
from; 

6.  To  elect  the  president  of  the  school,  who  shall  be  ex  officio 
secretary  of  the  board,  and  an  assistant  secretary  who  shall 
receive  such  salary  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board;  and  to 
elect  the  teachers,  upon  their  nomination  by  the  president  of 
the  school,  fix  their  salaries,  and  prescribe  their  duties;  pro- 
vided,  that  after  the  president  or  a  teacher  has  served  success- 
fully and  acceptably  in  the  school  for  the  period  of  two  years 
prior  to  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  his  or  her  appointment 
thereafter  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  be 
made  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  four  years,  unless  removed  for 
cause ; 

7.  To  control  and  expend  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  school,  and  all  moneys  received 
for  tuition  or  donations; 

8.  To  cause  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings  to  be  kept, 
which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  at  the  school ; 

9.  To  keep  open  to  public  inspection  an  account  of  receipts 
and  expenditures; 

10.  To  annually  report  to  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  a  statement  of  their  transactions,  and  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  school; 

11.  To  transmit  with  such  report  a  copy  of  the  president's 
annual  report; 

12.  To  revoke  any  diploma  by  them  granted,  on  receiving 
satisfactory  evidence  that  the  holder  thereof  is  addicted  to 
drunkenness,  is  guilty  of  gross  immorality,  or  is  reputecjly 
dishonest  in  his  dealings ;  provided,  that  such  person  shall  have 
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1488        at  least  thirty  days'  previous  notice  of  such  contemplated 
action,  and  shall,  if  he  asks  it,  be  heard  in  his  own  defense ; 

13.  On  recommendation  of  the  faculty  and  president  of  the 
school,  to  exclude  students,  who,  because  of  poor  scholarship 
or  other  evidences  of  unfitness,  are  judged  incapable  of  becom- 
ing successful  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state. 

14.  To  establish  and  maintain  courses  of  study  only  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
state  board  of  education  as  provided  in  section  one  thoiisand 
five  hundred  nineteen  of  the  Political  Code. 

Meetings. 

1490  §  1490.  Each  board  of  trustees  must  hold  two  regular 
meetings  in  each  year,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  at  the 
call  of  the  secretary,  when  directed  by  the  chairman. 

Notice  of  meetings  and  traveling  expenses. 

1491  §  1491.    The  time  and  place  of  regular  meetings  must  be 

fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  board.  The  secretary  must  give 
written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  special  meetings  to  each 
member  of  the  board.  Each  member  shall  be  allowed  his 
expenses  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board,  the  bills  to  be 
audited  the  same  as  any  bills  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school. 

Qualiflcations  for  admission. 

1494  §  1494.  Every  person  admitted  as  a  pupil  to  the  normal 
school  course  must  be : 

First — Of  good  moral  character. 

Second — Of  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Third — Of  that  class  of  persons  who,  if  of  a  proper  age, 
would  be  admitted  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  without 
restriction. 

Admission  of  teachers. 

1495  §  1495.  Teachers  holding  valid  certificates  to  teach  in  any 
county  in  this  state  may  be  admitted  to  any  state  normal  school 
in  the  state. 

Non-residents  admitted. 

1496  §  1496.  Persons  resident  of  another  state  may  be  admitted 
upon  letters  of  recommendation  from  the  governor  or  super- 
intendent of  schools  thereof. 
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Applicatiosfl  for  admission. 

§  1497.  Every  person  making  application  for  admission  1497 
as  a  pupil  to  the  normal  school  must,  at  the  time  of  making 
such  application,  file  with  the  president  of  the  school  a  decla- 
ration that  he  enters  the  school  to  fit  himself  for  teaching,  and 
that  it  is  his  intention  to  engage  in  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state,  or  in  the  state  or  territory  where  the 
applicant  resides. 

President's  report. 

§  1601.    The  president  of  each  state  normal  school  must  1501 
make  a  detailed  annual  report  to  the  board  of  trustees,  with  a 
catalogue  of  the  pupils,  and  such  other  particulars  as  the 
board  may  require  or  he  may  think  useful. 

Leave  of  absence. 

§  1602.    The  board  of  trustees  of  any  normal  school,  or  1502 
its  executive  committee,  may  grant  permission  to  the  principal, 
or  any  teacher  of  such  school,  to  attend  any  county  institute, 
and  give  instructions  on  subjects  relating  to  education  in  the 
public  schools. 

Credentials  of  graduates. 

§  1503.     (1)  The  board  of  trustees  of  each  state  normal  1603 
school,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty,  may  issue  to 
those  pupils,  who  worthily  complete  the  full  course  of  study  and 
training  prescribed,  diplomas  of  graduation,  either  from  the 
normal  department  or  the  kindergarten  department,  or  both. 

(2)  Such  diplomas  from  the  normal  department  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  a  certificate  corresponding  in  grade  to  the 
grade  of  the  diploma  from  any  county,  or  city  and  county, 
board  of  education  in  the  state.  One  from  the  kindergarten 
department  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  a  certificate  to  teach  in 
any  kindergarten  class  of  any  primary  school  in  the  state. 

(3)  Whenever  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  board  of 
education  shall  present  to  the  state  board  of  education  a  recom- 
mendation showing  that  the  holder  of  a  normal  school  diploma 
from  the  normal  department  of  any  state  normal  school  of  the 
State  of  California,  or  of  a  diploma  from  any  other  normal 
school  that  the  state  board  of  education  shall  declare  to  be 
equivalent  to  a  diploma  from  the  normal  department  of  a  state 
normal  school  of  this  state,  has  had  a  successful  experience  of 
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1603  two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  subsequent  to  the 
granting  of  such  diploma,  the  state  board  of  education  shall 
grant  to  the  holder  thereof  a  document,  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  the  state  board,  showing  such  fact.  The  said 
diploma,  accompanied  by  said  document  of  the  state  board 
attached  thereto,  shall  become  a  permanent  certificate  of  quali- 
fication to  teach  in  any  primary  or  grammar  school  in  the  state, 
valid  until  such  time  as  the  said  diploma  may  be  revoked,  as 
provided  in  section  fourteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  this 
code,  or  until  such  time  as  the  document  issued  by  the  state 
board,  sa  aforesaid,  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  ajs  provided 
in  subdivision  five  of  section  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-one 
of  this  code. 

(4)  Upon  presentation  of  the  diploma  and  document, 
referred  to  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section,  to  any  county, 
or  city  and  county,  superintendent  of  schools,  said  superin- 
tendent shall  record  the  name  of  the  holder  thereof  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose  in  his  o£Sce,  and  the  holder  thereof 
shall  henceforth  be  absolved  from  the  requirement  of  subdi- 
vision one  of  section  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  this 
code. 

(5)  Said  diploma  of  graduation  from  any  state  normal 
school  in  this  state,  when  accompanied  by  a  document  granted 
by  the  faculty  of  the  state  university  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  showing  that  the 
holder  of  such  diploma  has  successfully  completed  the  course 
of  instruction  in  said  university  prescribed  for  students  who 
are  graduates  of  a  normal  school  of  this  state,  shall  entitle  such 
holder  to  a  high  school  certificate  authorizing  the  holder  to 
teach  in  any  grammar  and  primary  school,  and  in  any  high 
school  in  this  state. 

Superintendent  of  public  instruction  to  visit  schools. 

1506  §  1606.     The   superintendent   of   public   instruction   must 

visit  each  school  from  time  to  time,  inquire  into  its  condition 
and  management,  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by 
the  board,  require  such  report  as  he  deem  proper  from  the 
teachers  of  the  school,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  same. 
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Orders  of  normal  tnurtees, 

§  1507.  Each  order  upon  the  controller  of  state  by  the  1607 
board  of  trustees  of  a  state  normal  school  must  be  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 
Upon  presentation  of  the  order  aforesaid,  signed  and  counter- 
signed as  aforesaid,  the  controller  of  state  must  draw  his 
warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  for  any  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof,  appropriated  and 
set  apart  for  the  support  of  the  normal  school,  and  the  treas- 
urer must  pay  such  warrants  on  presentation. 

SANTA  BARBARA  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  OF  MANUAL  ARTS 

AND  HOME  ECONOMICS. 

An  act  for  the  establishment  in  the  city  of  Santa  Barbara  of  a  state 
normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home  economics,  and  making 
mn  appropriation  therefor. 

[Approved  Maxch  27,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Purposes  of  school. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  of  Santa  Act 
Barbara,  county  of  Santa  Barbara,  a  state  normal  school  to  be  Sec.  1 
known  as  the  ''Santa  Barbara  State  Normal  School  of  Manual 
Arts  and  Home  Economics."  The  purpose  of  this  school  is  to 
furnish  to  the  people  of  both  sexes  such  professional  training 
in  manual  arts  and  home  economics  as  shall  fit  them  to  teach 
in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  in  the  departments  of  manual 
arts  and  home  economics.  This  act  shall  be  liberally  construed 
to  the  end  that  the  school  established  hereby  may  at  all  times 
contribute  to  the  high  standard  of  professional  training  in  the 
state. 

Board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  2.    Within  sixty  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  Sec.  2 
the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who,  with  the  governor 
and  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  trustees  of  said  school. 

Selectioxi  of  site,  etc. 

Sec.  3.    The  said  trustees,  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of  Sec.  3 
this  act,  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  trustees  of  said 
Santa  Barbara  state  normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home 
economics  with  full  power  and  authority  to  select  a  site  for 
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Act  the  permanent  location  of  said  school  in  the  city  of  Santa 
Sec.  3  Barbara.  Said  trustees  shall  within  ninety  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  examine  the  different  sites  offered  for  the 
locaton  of  said  school  buildings  and  the  site  selected  by  them 
shall  remain  the  permanent  site  of  said  school ;  provided,  that 
no  money  shall  be  expended  on  the  land  or  for  such  school 
until  the  site  selected  and  donated  to  this  state  has  been  con- 
veyed by  a  deed  in  fee  simple  to  the  State  of  California,  said 
site  to  consist  of  not  less  than  four  acres.

Sec.  4  Sec.  4.  The  term  of  office  of  the  trustees  shall  be  four 
years,  except  that,  in  appointing  the  first  board  of  trustees,  the 
governor  shall  appoint  two  members  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years.  They  shall

An  act  •ttabiishing  a  state  normal  school  at  Frosno,  county  of  Fresno, 
State  of  California*  and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  main- 
tenance of  said   school. 

[Approved  April  10,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  8t(Ue  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Name  of  school 

Section  1.    There  is  hereby  established  in  the  coimty  of  Act 
Fresno,  State  of  California,  a  school  to  be  called  the  **  Fresno  Sec.  1 
State  Normal  School,''  for  training  and  educating  teachers  in 
the  art  of  instructing  and  governing  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  state;  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  use  in  said 
school  to  include  agriculture  and  manual  training. 

Normal  board. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  Sec.  2 
of  this  act,  shall  appoint  five  persons,  one  for  one  year,  one  for 
two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  two  for  four  years,  the  suc- 
cessor of  each  to  be  appointed  for  four  years  thereafter,  and

manual  training;  said  school  to  be  located  at  such  place  in  said 
county  as  the  board  of  trustees  hereinafter  provided  for  shall 
select.

^    act  becomes  effective,  appoint  five  persons,  one  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years  and  two  for  four  yeare, 
the  successors  of  each  to  be  appointed  for  four  years  thereafter, 
and  the  persons  so  appointed,  with  the  governor  and  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  normal  school. 
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Sec.  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  after  their  appointment  and  Act 
within  sixty  days  after  a  building  therefor  shall  have  been  Sec.  3 
provided  as  hereinafter  required,  establish  and  cause  to  be 
opened  and  carried  on  said  normal  school  at  said  place  so 
selected  by  said  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  provide  suitable 
furniture  and  equipment  for  the  same,  and  may  accept  from 
the  county  of  Humboldt,  or  from  the  board  of  education 
thereof,  or  from  any  incorporated  city,  town  or  municipality 
in  said  county,  or  any  board  of  education  of  any  such  city, 
town  or  municipality,  or  from  any  person  or  persons  a  lease 
of  suitable  building  or  buildings  and  grounds  free  of  charge, 
for  the  use  of  said  school. 

Sec.  4.    The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro-  Sec.  4 
priated  out  of  any  money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated  for  establishing  and  maintaining  said  state  normal 
school,  and  providing  suitable  accommodations  therefor. 

Sec.  5.  The  money  hereby  appropriated-  shall  be  made  Sec.  6 
available  and  payable  according  to  law  out  of  the  state  treasury 
as  follows:  No  portion  thereof  shall  be  available  until  a  two- 
year  lease,  free  of  charge,  and  acceptable  to  said  board  of 
trustees,  of  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  and  grounds  for 
the  use  of  said  school,  shall  have  been  executed  and  delivered 
by  some  of  those  from  whom,  under  section  three,  said  board 
of  trustees  is  authorized  to  accept  such  lease,  to  said  board  of 
trustees.  After  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  lease,  not 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  of  said  amount  shall  be  avail- 
able  in  the  sixty-fifth  fiscal  year  and  the  remainder  thereof 
shall  be  available  the  following  fiscal  year. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the   instruction   of  blind  students  in  certain 

state   institutions. 

[Approved  June  13,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows:       Act 

Section  1.  Whenever  one  or  more  blind  persons  with  the  Sec.  1 
proper  educational  and  moral  qualifications  shall  regularly 
matriculate,  enter  and  work  for  a  degree  in  the  University  of 
California  or  for  a  diploma  of  graduation  in  any  one  of  the 
state  normal  schools  the  trustees  or  governing  authorities  of 
said  institutions  shall  out  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  institution,  provide  a  reader  to  instruct 
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Act  such  student  from  the  text-books  and  other  printed  matter  pro- 
Sec.  1  vided  or  required  for  the  course  taken  by  such  student;  pro- 
vided, Jwwever,  that  no  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  shall  be  expended  by  any  such  institution  for  the 
instruction  of  any  one  student  and  not  more  than  a  total  of 
nine  hundred  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  any  one  school  year 
by  any  such  institution,  except  the  University  of  California, 
for  the  purpose  of  so  instructing  blind  students. 

An  act  to  provide  readers  for  blind  students  in  the  University  of 
California,  and  to  assist  deaf  students  attending  the  National 
Collepe  for  the  Deaf  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  making  an  appro- 
priation  therefor. 

[Approved  June   9,   1916.] 

Act  ^^^  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 
Sec.  1  Section  1.  The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
California  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  during  the 
biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1917,  in  providing  readers  for 
blind  persons  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  California 
and  graduates  of  the  California  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the 
Blind,  and  who  shall  regularly  matriculate  in,  and  work  for  a 
degree  in  the  University  of  California ;  and  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of  deaf  persons  who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State  of 
California,  and  graduates  of  the  California  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind,  taking  a  collegiate  course  of  instruction  in  the 
National  College  for  the  Deaf  at  Washington,  D.  C. ;  provided, 
Jiowever,  that  no  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  shall  \)e 
expended  for  any  one  student  during  any  one  school  year. 

CALIFORNIA  POLYTECHNIC  SCHOOL. 

An  act  to  establish  the  California  Polytechnic  School  in  the  county 
of  San  Luis  Obispo,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

[Approved  March  8,  1901.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Act        Ptunposes  of  school. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  county  of  San 
Luis  Obispo,  at  or  near  the  city  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  a  school 
to  be  known  as  the  California  Polytechnic  School.    The  pur- 
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pose  of  this  school  is  to  furnish  to  young  people  of  both  sexes  Act 
mental  and  manual  training  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  including  Sec.  1 
agriculture,  mechanics,  engineering,  business  methods,  domestic 
economy,  and  such  other  branches  as  will  fit  the  students  for 
the  non-professional  walks  of  life.  This  act  shall  be  liberally 
construed,  to  the  end  that  the  school  established  hereby  may 
at  all  times  contribute  to  the  industrial  welfare  of  the  State 
of  California. 

Board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  2.    Within  thirty  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect  Sec.  2 
the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons,  who,  with  the  governor 
and  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  school. 

Selection  of  site,  etc. 

Sec  3.  The  said  trustees,  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of  Sec.  3 
this  act,  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  trustees  of  said 
California  Polytechnic  School,  with  full  power  and  authority  to 
select  a  site  for  the  permanent  location  of  said  school.  Said 
trustees  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
examine  the  different  sites  offered  by  the  people  of  San  Luis 
Obispo  county  for  the  location  of  said  school;  and  the  site 
selected  by  them  shall  be  and  remain  the  permanent  site  for 
said  school.  But  no  money  shall  be  expended  for  or  on  said 
site,  until  a  deed  in  fee  simple  has  been  made  for  land  so 
selected  to  the  State  of  California. 

Term  of  office  of  trustees. 

Sec  4.  The  term  of  office  of  the  trustees  shall  be  four  years.  Sec.  4 
except  that,  in  appointing  the  first  board  of  trustees,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  two  members  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years.  They  shall 
be  governed  and  regulated  by  the  laws  governing  and  regu- 
lating the  normal  schools  of  this  state,  in  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable  to  an  institution  of  this  kind. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  POLITICAL 

CODE. 

Statutes  liberally  construed. 

4  §  4.    The  rule  of  the  common  law  that  statutes  in  deroga- 

tion thereof  are  to  be  strictly  construed,  has  no  application  to 
this  code.  The  code  establishes  the  law  of  this  state  respecting 
the  subjects  to  which  it  relates,  and  its  provisions,  and  all  pro- 
ceedings under  it  are  to  be  liberally  construed,  with  a  view 
to  eflfect  its  objects  and  to  promote  justice. 

Holidays. 

10  §  10.    Holidays,  within  the  meaning  of  this  code,  are  every 

Sunday,  the  first  day  of  January,  twelfth  day  of  February, 
to  be  known  as  Lincoln  day,  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
thirtieth  day  of  May,  fourth  day  of  July,  ninth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, first  Monday  in  September,  twelfth  day  of  October,  to  be 
known  as  ** Columbus  Day,"  twenty-fifth  day  of  December, 
every  day  on  which  an  election  is  held  throughout  the  state, 
and  every  day  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States 
or  by  the  governor  of  this  state  for  a  public  fast,  thanksgiving 
or  holiday. 

If  the  first  day  of  January,  twelfth  day  of  February,  twenty- 
second  day  of  February,  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  the  fourth 
day  of  July,  the  ninth  day  of  September,  the  twelfth  day  of 
October  or  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December  falls  upon  a 
Sunday,  the  Monday  following  is  a  holiday. 

When  schools  may  close. 

Every  Saturday  from  twelve  o'clock  noon  until  twelve 
o'clock  midnight  is  a  holiday  as  regards  the  transaction  of 
business  in  the  public  offices  of  this  state,  and  also  in  political 
divisions  thereof  where  laws,  ordinances  or  charters  provide 
that  public  offices  shall  be  closed  on  holida3rs ;  this  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prevent  or  invalidate  the  issuance,  filing,  service, 
execution  or  recording  of  any  legal  process  or  written  instru- 
ment whatever  on  such  Saturday  afternoon ;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  public  schools  of  this  state  shall  close  on  Satur- 
day, Sunday,  the  first  day  of  January,  the  thirtieth  day  of  May, 

• 
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the  fourth  day  of  July,  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December  and 
on  every  day  app'ointed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States 
or  the  governor  of  this  state  for  a  public  fast,  thanksgiving  or 
holiday.  Said  public  schools  shall  continue  in  session  on  all 
other  legal  holidays  and  shall  hold  proper  exercises  commemo- 
rating the  day.  Board  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  shall  have  power  to  declare  a  holiday  in  the  public 
schools  under  their  jurisdiction  when  good  reasons  exist  there- 
for. 


An  act  authorizing  boards  of  supervisors  or  other  governing  bodies  of 

munioipalities  to  declare  holidays. 

[Approved  March  23,  1901.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:  j^q^ 

Section  1.    The  board  of  supervisors  or  other  governing  Sec.  1 
body  of  any  county,  town,  city,  or  city  and  county  may  declare 
the  day  on  which  a  primary  or  other  election  is  held  in  such 
municipality  to  be  a  holiday  therein.

February  12th  falls  on  Sunday,  then  Monday  following  shall 
be  a  legal  holiday  and  shall  be  so  observed ;  and  provided,  still 
further,  that  when  February  12th  falls  on  Saturday  such 
exercises  in  the  public  schools  shall  take  place  on  the  Friday 
afternoon  preceding.

An  act  to  ettabliah  a  consarvation,  bird  and  arbor  day,  and  to  repeat 
an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  establleh  a  bird  and  arbor  day," 
approved  March  3,  1909. 

[Approved  May  22,   1915.] 

^^         The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  •  Section  1.  March  seventh  of  each  year,  being  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  birthday  of  Luther  Burbank,  is  hereby  set  apart 
and  designated  conservation,  bird  and  arbor  day.  All  public 
schools  and  educational  institutions  are  directed  to  observe 
conservation,  bird  and  arbor  day,  not  as  a  holiday,  but  by 
including  in  the  school  work  of  the  day  suitable  exercises 
having  for  their  object  instruction  as  to  the  economic  value 
of  birds  and  trees,  and  the  promotion  of  a  spirit  of  protection 
towards  them,  and  as  to  the  economic  value  of  natural  resources, 
and  the  desirability  of  their  conservation. 

Sec.  2.    An  act  entitled,  ^^An  act  to  establish  a  bird  and 
arbor  day,"  approved  March  3,  1909,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Joint  authority. 

16  §  15.  Words  giving  a  joint  authority  to  three  or  more 
public  oflSeers,  or  other  persons,  are  construed  as  giving  such 
authority  to  a  majority  of  them,  unless  it  is  otherwise  expressed 
in  the  act  giving  the  authority. 

Words,  how  construed. 

17  §  17.  Words  used  in  this  code  in  the  present  tense  include 
the  future  as  well  as  the  present ;  words  used  in  the  masculine 
gender  include  the  feminine  and  neuter;  the  singular  number 
includes  the  plural,  and  the  plural  the  singular;  the  word 
** person"  includes  a  corporation  as  well  as  a  natural  person;

mation  or  declaration;  every  mode  of  oral  statement  under 
oath  or  affirmation  is  embraced  by  the  term  ** testify,"  and

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Besidence. 

§  62.    Every  person  has,  in  law,  a  residence.    In  determin-  62 
ing  the  place  of  residence,  the  following  rules  are  to  be 
observed : 

1.  It  is  the  place  where  one  remains  when  not  called  else- 
where for  labor  or  other  special  or  temporary  purpose,  and  to 
which  he  returns  in  seasons  of  repose. 

2.  There  can  be  only  one  residence. 

3.  A  residence  can  not  be  lost  until  another  is  gained. 

4.  The  residence  of  the  father  during  his  life,  and  after  his 
death  the  residence  of  the  mother  while  she  remains  unmarried, 
is  the  residence  of  the  unmarried  minor  child. 

5.  The  residence  of  the  husband  is  the  residence  of  the  wife. 

6.  The  residence  of  an  unmarried  minor  who  has  a  parent 
living  can  not  be  changed  by  either  his  own  act  or  that  of  his 
guardian. 

7.  The  residence  can  be  changed  only  by  the  union  of  act  and 
intent. 

Who  are  eligible  to  office. 

§  68.    Every  elector  is  eligible  to  the  oflSce  for  which  he  is  68 
an  elector,  except  where  otherwise  specially  provided;  and  no 
person  is  eligible  who  is  not  such  an  elector,  except  when  other- 
wise specially  provided. 

Controller  to  report  school  funds. 

§  436.  The  controller  must  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  435 
school  fund,  and  of  the  interest  and  income  thereof,  together 
with  such  moneys  as  may  be  raised  by  special  tax  or  other- 
wise for  school  purposes.  He  must,  on  the  first  Monday  in

443  §  443,    On  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in 

the  year  nineteen  hundred  fifteen  and  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  sixteen,  and  on  or 
before  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  and  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  in  each  succeeding  year,  the  state  controller  shall 
transfer  from  the  general  fund  of  the  state,  to  the  state  school

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Deputies. 

843  §  843.    No  county  officer  must  be  appointed  or  act  as  the 

deputy  of  another  officer  of  the  same  county,  except  in  cases 
where  the  pay  of  the  officer  so  appointed  amounts  to  a  sum  less 
than  seventy-five  dollars  per  month.

Fifth — ^His  ceasing  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  state,  or  if  the 
office  be  local,  of  the  district,  county,  city  or  township  for 
which  he  was  chosen  or  appointed,  or  within  which  the  duties 
of  his  office  are  required  to  be  discharged.

Seventh — ^His  ceasing  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  for 
the  period  of  three  consecutive  months,  except  when  prevented 
by  sickness,  or  when  absent  from  the  state  by  permission  of  the 
legislature. 

Eighth — His  conviction  of  a  felony,  or  of  any  offense  involv- 
ing a  violation  of  his  official  duties. 

Ninth — ^His  refusal  or  neglect  to  file  his  official  oath  or  bond 
within  the  time  prescribed. 
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996  TerUh — The  decision  of  a  competent  tribunal  declaring  void 

his  election  or  appointment.

EDUCATION. 

An  act  to  make  women  eligible  to  educational  offices. 

[Approved  March  7,  1874.] 

Th^  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:  Act 

Section  1.    Women,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  Sec.  1 
are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  state,  shall  be 
eligible  to  all  educational  offices  within  this  state,  except  those 
from  which  they  are  excluded  by  the  constitution. 

Sec.  2.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  Sec.  2 
are  hereby  repealed.    This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

An  act  to  enforce  the  educational  rights  of  children  and  providing 

penalties  for  violation  of  the  act. 

[Amended  March  4,  1907.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Each  child  must  attend  school.  Act 

Section  1.  Unless  excused,  as  hereinafter  provided,  each  Sec.  1 
parent,  guardian,  or  other  person,  in  the  State  of  California 
having  control  or  charge  of  any  child  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  fifteen  years,  shall  be  required  to  send  such  child  to 
a  public  school,  during  the  time  in  which  a  public  school  shall 
be  in  session,  in  the  city  or  city  and  county  or  school  district  in 
which  said  child  resides;  provided,  that  should  it  be  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  or  city 
and  county,  or  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  school  district, 
in  which  such  child  resides,  that  the  child's  bodily  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  prevent  or  render  inadvisable  attendance 
at  school  or  application  to  study,  a  certificate  from  any  repu- 
table physician  that  the  child  is  not  able  to  attend  school,  or 
that  its  attendance  is  inadvisable,  must  be  taken  as  satisfactory 
evidence  by  any  such  board,  or  that  such  child  is  being  taught 
in  a  private  school,  or  by  a  private  tutor,  or  at  home  by  any 
person  capable  of  teaching,  in  such  branches  as  are  usually 
taught  in  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  of  this  state;  or 
that  any  such  child  between  the  age  of  twelve  and  fifteen  has 
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Act  been  given  a  permit  to  work  by  the  proper  judicial  officers  in 
Sec.  1  accordance  with  section  two  of  ''An  act  regulating  the  employ- 
ment and  hours  of  labor  of  children,  prohibiting  the  employ- 
ment of  minors  under  certain  ages,  prohibiting  the  employment 
of  certain  illiterate  minors,  providing  for  the  enforcement 
hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  hereof,  approved 
February  20,  1905 ;  or  that  no  public  school  is  located  within 
two  miles,  by  the  nearest  traveled  road,  of  the  residence  of  the 
child ;  or  that  the  child  has  completed  the  prescribed  grammar 
school  course ;  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  of  educa- 
tion or  board  of  trustees,  upon  application  of  the  parent  or 
guardian,  or  other  person  having  control  or  charge  of  such 
child,  to  excuse  such  child  from  attendance  at  school,  during 
the  continuance  of  such  defect  or  condition  upon  which  such 
excuse  is  granted;  and  provided,  further,  that  circumstances 
rendering  attendance  impracticable  or  dangerous  to  health, 
owing  to  unusual  storm  or  other  sufficient  cause,  shall  work  an 
exemption  from  the  penalties  of  this  act.  If  any  parent  or 
guardian  or  other  person  having  control  or  charge  of  any  such 
child  presents  proof  to  such  board  of  education  or  board  of 
trustees,  by  affidavit,  that  he  is  unable  to  compel  such  child  to 
attend  school,  said  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  penalties  of  this  act,  as  regards  the  subsequent 
non-attendance  at  schol  of  such  child,  and  said  child  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  such  board,  be  deemed  a  truant  and  subject  to 
assignment  to  the  parental  school.  [Section  1  amended  by  act 
approved  April  21,  1911.] 

Penalty  for  failure  to  send  child  to  school. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  con- 
trol or  charge  of  any  such  child,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  unless  excused  or  exempted 
therefrom  as  hereinbefore  provided,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  liable,  for  the  first 
offense,  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  or  to  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  five  days,  and  for  each  subsequent 
offense  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  five 
days  nor  more  than  twenty-five  days,  or  to  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 
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Investigation  provided  for.  Act 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city  or  city  and  Sec.  3 
county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district,  shall,  on 
the  complaint  of  any  person,  make  full  and  impartial  investiga- 
tion of  all  charges  against  parents  or  guardians  or  other  persons 
having  control  or  charge  of  any  such  child,  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  If  it  shall  appear  upon  such 
investigation  that  any  such  parent  or  guardian  or  other  person 
has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  such  board  of  education,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  or  the  clerk  of  such  board  of  trustees, 
to  make  and  file  in  the  proper  court  a  criminal  complaint 
against  such  parent,  guardian  or  other  person,  charging  such 
violation,  and  to  see  that  such  charge  is  prosecuted  by  the 
proper  authorities ;  provided,  that  in  cities,  and  in  cities  and 
counties,  and  in  schol  districts  having  an  attendance  officer  or 
officers,  such  officer  or  officers  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  of  education,  or  the  city  superintendent  of  schools,  or 
the  board  of  trustees,  make  and  file  such  complaint,  and  see 
that  such  charge  is  prosecuted  by  the  proper  authorities. 
[As  amended  in  1907.] 

Attendance  officer. 

[Sections  4,  6,  and  6  amended  May  22,  1915.] 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  g^,  4 
comity,  may  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure  an  attendance 
officer,  and  assistant  attendance  officers  of  such  city,  or  city 
and  county,  or  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  any  school  dis- 
trict having  an  average  daily  attendance  of  at  least  three 
hundred  children,  according  to  the  official  school  record  of 
the  preceding  school  year,  may  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure 
one  attendance  officer,  and  assistant  attendance  officers,  and 
shall  fix  his  or  their  compensation  payable  from  the  county  or 
special  school  fund  of  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school 
district,  and  shall  prescribe  their  duties,  not  inconsistent  with 
law,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  performance 
thereof;  provided,  that  not  more  than  one  attendance  officer 
or  assistant  attendance  officer  shall  be  appointed  for  each  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  average  daily  attendance,  according  to 
the  official  school  record  of  the  preceding  school  term,  or  addi- 
tional fraction  thereof,  greater  than  three  thousand  five  hun- 
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Act  dred,  in  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school  district  in  which 
Sec.  4  such  attendance  officer  and  assistant  attendance  officers  are 
appointed  to  serve.  The  authority  appointing  such  attendance 
officer  and  assistant  attendance  officers  in  such  city,  city  and 
county,  or  school  district  may  also  appoint  and  remove  at 
pleasure  one  or  more  deputy  attendance  officers,  to  serve  with- 
out compensation.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  countj-, 
unless  provision  be  made  otherwise  by  statute  for  paid  attend- 
ance officers,  upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  boards  of 
trustees  of  the  school  districts  of  the  county  which  are  not 
provided  with  paid  school  attendance  officers,  shall,  upon  the 
nomination  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  appoint 
and  remove  at  pleasure  an  attendance  officer  and  assistant 
attendance  officers,  and  shall  fix  his  or  their  compensation  pay- 
able from  the  general  fund  of  the  county,  and  shall,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  pre- 
scribe their  duties  not  inconsistent  with  law,  and  make  roles 
and  regulations  for  the  performance  thereof;  provided,  that 
not  more  than  one  attendance  officer  shall  be  appointed  for 
each  seven  thousand  five  hundred  average  daily  attendance  in 
the  portion  of  the  county  in  w^hich  such  officers  shall  be 
appointed  to  serve,  according  to  the  official  school  record  of 
the  preceding  school  term,  or  additional  fraction  thereof, 
greater  than  three  thousand  five  hundred;  such  officers  shall 
serve  in  such  portions  of  the  county  as  are  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided with  paid  attendance  officers.  The  board  of  supervisors, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools,  may,  in  its  discretion,  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure 
one  or  more  persons  to  act  as  deputy  attendance  officer  or 
officers,  to  serve  without  compensation.  The  actual,  necessar>', 
incidental  traveling  expenses  of  such  attendance  officer,  and 
assistant  attendance  officers,  and  deputy  attendance  officers  of 
such  county,  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  under 
the  direction  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  when 
sworn  to  and  w^hen  approved  by  such  superintendent,  may  be 
ordered  paid  by  such  board  of  supervisors,  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  the  county. 

Oommitment  of  truant  children  to  parental  schools. 

Sec.  5  Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attendance  officer,  or  of 
any  peace  officer  or  any  school  officer,  to  arrest  during  school 
hours,  without  warrant,  any  child  between  eight  and  fifteen 
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years  of  age,  found  away  from  his  home,  and  who  has  been  Act 
reported  to  him  by  the  teacher,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  Sec.6 
or  other  person  connected  with  the  school  department  or 
schools  as  a  truant  from  instruction  upon  which  he  is  lawfully 
required  to  attend  within  the  county,  city,  or  city  and  county, 
or  school  district.  Such  arresting  officer  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  child  so  arrested  either  to  the  parent,  guardian  or 
other  person  having  control  or  charge  of  such  child,  or  to  the 
teacher  from  whom  said  child  is  then  a  truant,  or  if  such 
child  shall  have  been  declared  an  habitual  truant,  he  shall 
bring  such  child  before  a  magistrate  for  commitment  by  him 
to  a  parental  school  as  provided  in  this  act.  The  attendance 
officer  or  other  arresting  officer  shall  report  promptly  such 
arrest,  and  the  disposition  made  by  him  of  such  child  to  the 
school  authorities  of  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school 
district.  Any  child  may  be  reported  as  a  truant,  in  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act,  who  shall  have  been  absent  from  school  without 
valid  excuse  more  than  three  days  or  tardy  on  more  than 
three  days,  any  absence  for  a  part  of  a  day  being  regarded 
as  a  tardiness.  Any^  child  who  has  once  been  reported  as  a 
truant  and  who  is  again  absent  from  school,  without  valid 
excuse,  one  or  more  days,  or  tardy  on  one  or  more  days,  may 
again  be  reported  as  a  truant.  Any  child  may  be  deemed  an 
habitual  truant  who  shall  have  been  reported  as  a  truant 
three  or  more  times.  Any  child  who  has  once  been  declared 
an  habitual  truant  and  who,  in  a  succeeding  year,  is  reported 
as  a  truant  from  school  one  or  more  days  or  tardy  on  one  or 
more  days  without  valid  excuse,  may  be  again  declared  an 
habitual  truant. 

Establishment  of  parental  schools. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  of  any  city  S^*  ^ 
and  county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district 
having  at  least  three  hundred  children,  according  to  the  official 
school  record  of  the  preceding  school  term,  may  establish 
schools  in  a  manner  horeinafter  prescribed,  or  set  apart  in 
public  school  buildings  a  room  or  rooms  for  children  between 
eight  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  who  are  habitual  truants  from 
instruction  upon  which  they  are  lawfully  required  to  attend,  or 
who  are  insubordinate  or  disorderly  during  their  attendance 
upon  such  instruction,  or  irregular  in  such  attendance.  Such 
school  or  room  shall  be  known  as  a  parental  school.    A  parental 
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Act  school,  as  herein  designated  and  provided  for,  shall  be  one  of 
Sec.  6  the  primary  or  grammar  schools  of  the  city,  or  city  and  connty, 
or  school  district  and  the  teachers  therein  shall  have  the  same 
qualifications  and  be  employed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  in  other  primary  and  grammar  schools;  but  snch  parental 
school  shall  be  established  and  maintained  specially  for  the 
instruction  therein  of  such  pupils,  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fifteen  years,  as  shall  be  committed  thereto  as  provided  in 
this  act,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  committed  to,  or  required  to 
attend,  such  school,  except  as  in  this  act  provided.  Said  board 
of  education  or  board  of  trustees  may  make  such  special  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  a  parental  school  as 
shall  be  consistent  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this 
act,  and  not  contrary  to  law.  Such  board  may  provide  for 
the  detention,  maintenance  and  instruction  of  such  children  in 
such  schools;  and  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  or 
such  board,  or  the  city  superintendent  of  schools  in  any  city, 
or  city  and  county,  or  board  of  trustees,  may,  after  reasonable 
notice  to  any  such  child,  and  an  opportunity  for  the  child  to  be 
heard,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  other 
person  having  control  or  charge  of  such  child,  order  such  child 
to  attend  such  school,  or  to  be  detained  and  maintained  therein 
for  such  period  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  snch 
board  may  prescribe,  not  exceeding  the  remainder  of  the  school 
year.  If  such  parent,  guardian,  or  person  having  control  or 
charge  of  such  child  shall  not  consent  to  such  order,  such  child 
may  be  proceeded  against  under  this  act.  If  any  child  in  any 
city,  or  city  and  county  or  school  district  in  which  a  parental 
school  shall  be  established,  shall  be  an  habitual  truant,  or  be 
irregular  in  attendance  at  school,  within  the  meaning  of  these 
terms,  as  defined  in  this  act,  or  shall  be  insubordinate  or  dis- 
orderly during  attendance  at  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
attendance  officer,  or  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion or  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  if  there  be  no  attendance 
officer,  to  make  and  file  a  complaint  against  such  child  in  the 
proper  court,  charging  the  fact,  and  to  see  that  such  charge  is 
prosecuted  by  the  proper  authority ;  and  if  the  court,  upon  the 
hearing  of  such  complaint,  shall  find  that  such  charge  is  sus- 
tained, the  court  shall  render  judgment  that  such  child  be 
committed  to,  and  be  detained  and  maintained  in,  a  parental 
school  in  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school  district  for  a 
term  not  to  exceed  the  remainder  of  the  current  school  year;

provided,  that  if  any  child  in  any  district  of  a  county  where  Act 
there  is  not  a  parental  school  shall  be  an  habitual  truant,  or  be  Sec.  6 
irregular  in  attendance  at  school,  within  the  meaning  of  those 
terms  as  defined  in  this  act,  or  shall  be  insubordinate  or 
disorderly  during  attendance  at  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  to  make  and  file  a  com- 
plaint against  such  child  in  the  superior  court  of  such  county, 
charging  the  facts;  and  if  the  court,  upon  the  hearing  of  said 
complaint,  shall  find  that  such  charge  is  sustained  by  the 
evidence,  the  court  shall  render  judgment  that  such  child  shall 
be  detained  and  maintained  in  a  parental  school,  if  there  be 
one  in  such  county,  during  the  remainder  of  the  school  term, 
and  if  there  be  no  parental  school  in  such  county,  the  <30urt 
shall  render  judgment  that  the  parent,  guardian  or  person 
having  the  control  or  charge  of  such  child  shall  deliver  such 
child  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  day  for  the  remainder  of 
the  school  term,  at  the  school  from  which  such  child  is  then  a 
truant ;  provided,  that  if  the  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person 
having  control  or  charge  of  such  child  shall,  within  three  days 
after  the  rendition  of  such  judgment,  execute  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient bond  to  the  board  of  education  of  the  city,  or  city  and 
comity,  or  board  of  trustees  of  the  district,  with  sufficient 
sureties,  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  that 
such  child  vnll,  during  the  remainder  of  such  current  school 
year,  regularly  attend  some  public  or  private  school  in  such 
city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school  district  and  not  be  insub- 
ordinate or  disorderly  during  such  attendance,  such  bond  to  be 
approved  by  the  judge  of  said  court,  and  be  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  education  or  clerk  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  then  such  court  shall  make  an  order  suspending  the 
execution  of  such  judgment  so  long  as  the  condition  of  such 
bond  shall  be  complied  with.  If  the  condition  of  such  bond  be 
violated,  such  court,  upon  receiving  satisfactory  evidence  of 
the  fact  in  any  action  brought  therefor  shall  make  an  order 
declaring  such  bond  forfeited  and  directing  such  judgment  to 
be  thenceforth  enforced.  Such  board  of  education  or  board 
of  trustees,  may,  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  any  such 
bond  shall  be  declared  forfeited,  have  execution  issued  against 
any  or  all  the  parties  to  such  bond  to  collect  the  amount 
thereof;  and  all  moneys  paid  or  collected  on  such  bond  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  parental  school  fund  of  such  city,  or  city 
and  county,  or  school  district.    No  fees  shall  be  charged  or 
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Act  received  by  any  court  or  officer  in  any  proceeding  under  this 
Sec.6  section.  The  confinement  of  any  child  in  a  parental  school 
shall  be  conducted  with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  child 
and  to  its  restoration,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  school 
which  he  would,  if  not  so  confined,  be  required  to  attend.  The 
city  superintendent  of  schools,  or,  if  there  be  no  city  superin- 
tendent, the  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  county, 
or  county  superintendent  of  schools,  shall  have  authority,  in 
their  discretion,  to  parole  at  any  time  any  child  committed  to, 
or  ordered  to  attend,  a  parental  school,  except  when  such  com- 
mitment shall  be  by  judgment  or  order  of  a  court ;  and  when 
such  commitment  of  any  child  shall  be  by  judgment  or  order 
of  a  court,  such  court  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  city 
superintendent  of  schools  or  the  board  of  education  or  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  make  an  order  paroling  such  child, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  specified  in  the 
order.  The  expense  incurred  by  any  city,  or  city  and  county, 
or  school  district  in  purchasing  or  renting  a  school  site,  erect- 
ing or  renting  a  building  and  equipping  the  same,  for  tht 
maintenance  of  a  parental  school,  shall  be  paid  out  of  funds 
other  than  those  collected  for  the  maintenance  of  schools.  The 
salaries  of  teachers  and  the  expense  for  all  school  supplies  in 
a  parental  school  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  same  funds  from 
which  similar  salaries  and  expense  are  paid  for  primary  and 
grammar  schools,  but  all  other  expense  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance of  such  parental  schools  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
parental  school  fund. 

Method  of  procedure  for  establishing  parental  schools. 
Sec.  7  Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  board  of  education  shall  determine 
that  it  is  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  city  or  city  and  county 
to  establish  and  maintain  a  parental  school,  said  board  shall 
furnish  to  the  city  council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such 
city  or  city  and  county,  all  necessary  and  required  information 
and  statistics,  and  if,  after  consideration,  such  city  council  or 
other  governing  body  grants  its  consent  for  the  establishment 
of  such  parental  school,  then  the  board  of  education  shall  fur- 
nish to  the  authorities  whose  duty  it  is  to  levy  taxes  in  such 
city,  or  city  and  county,  thirty  days  before  the  time  specified 
by  law  for  fixing  the  annual  tax  rate,  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  purchasing  or  renting  a  suitable  site,  and  also  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  renting  or  erecting  a  suitable  building  and  equip- 
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ping  the  same  for  occupancy  as  a  parental  school,  and  the  cost  Act 
to  the  city  or  city  and  county,  other  than  for  salaries  of  Sec.  7 
teachers  and  for  school  supplies,  of  conducting  the  school  for 
the  remainder  of  the  current  school  year.  When,  pursuant  to 
such  consent  by  such  governing  body,  such  estimates  shall  have 
been  so  made  and  furnished  by  the  board  of  education  of  any 
city,  or  city  and  county,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
authorities,  wh(^e  duty  it  shall  be  to  levy  taxes  in  such  city,  or 
city  and  county,  at  the  time  of  levying  the  taxes,  to  levy  a 
special  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  of  said  city,  or  city  and 
county,  sufficient  in  its  judgment  to  provide  the  facilities 
requested  by  the  board  of  education,  and  for  which  such  esti- 
mates shall  have  been  so  furnished.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  education,  yearly,  thereafter,  to  present  to  the 
authorities  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
levy  taxes,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July,  an  estimate 
of  the  moneys  required  for  conducting  the  parental  school  for 
the  school  year,  other  than  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  and  for 
school  supplies.  When  such  estimate  shall  have  been  so  pre- 
sented, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  authorities  to  levy  a 
special  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  or  city  and 
county,  sufficient  to  maintain  such  school  for  the  year,  exclusive 
of  salaries  of  teachers  and  expense  of  school  supplies.  All 
taxes  in  this  act  provided  for  shall  be  computed,  entered  upon 
the  tax  roll  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes 
are  computed,  entered  and  collected,  and  when  collected  shall 
be  placed  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  '^parental 
school  fund,''  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  board 
of  education  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  act;  provided, 
that  all  moneys  so  collected  for  the  purchase  of  sites  or  build- 
ings, or  the  erection  or  equipment  of  buildings  for  parental 
school  purposes,  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be 
known  as  the  ''parental  school  building  fund,*'  and  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  collected, 
except  that  after  such  purpose  or  purposes  shall  have  been 
ftilly  accomplished,  the  residue  of  such  fund,  if  any,  may  be 
transferred  to  said  parental  school  fund. 

Any  district  may  establish  parental  schools. 

Sec.  7^.    The  board   of  trustees   of  any  school   district.  Sec.  7^ 
wherein  a  parental  school  may  be  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  whenever  such  board  deems  it  proper, 
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Act  may,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  establishment 
Sec.  7|  and  maintenance  of  a  parental  school  for  said  district,  proceed 
under  the  provisions  of  article  XIX,  chapter  III,  title  III,  of 
part  III,  of  the  Political  Code  of  this  state,  to  raise  moneys  for 
such  purpose,  and  the  moneys  so  raised  shall  be  paid  into  the 
county  treasury,  and  shall  constitute  a  "parental  school  fund," 
for  such  district.  The  moneys  of  such  fund  shall  be  used  for 
no  other  purpose  than  herein  indicated.  Money  shall  be  drawn 
from  said  fund  by  the  trustees  of  the  district  in  the  same 
manner  as  money  is  drawn  from  other  school  funds.  [As 
amended  in  1907.] 

Joint  parental  schools. 

Sec.  8         Sec.  8.    Two  or  more  school  districts  or  cities  may  unite,  in 
the  following  manner,  to  form  a  joint  district  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  joint  parental  school :  When  any  board  of  educa- 
tion or  board  of  school  trustees  has  secured,  in  the  manner 
as  set  forth  in  section  seven  of  this  act,  the  consent  of  the  legis- 
lative body  of  the  city  or  school  district,  in  which  said  board 
of  education  or  board  of  school' trustees  hold  office,  for  the 
union  of  two  or  more  districts  to  form  a  joint  parental  school 
district,  said  board  of  education  or  board  of  trustees  shall 
transmit  such  information  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  of  which  said  city  or  school  district  or  districts  forms  a 
part,  setting  forth  at  the  same  time  the  cities  or  districts  with 
which  said  city  or  district  seeks  to  unite  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  joint  parental  school.    When  such  information  has  been 
received  by  the  board  of  supervisors  from  all  the  cities  or 
school  districts  seeking  to  be  united,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  declare  such  cities 
or  school   districts  united  for  the  maintenance  of  a  joint 
parental  school,  to  be  known  as  the  joint  parental  school  district 
of  (give  the  names  of  the  school  districts  uniting).     When  the 
districts  have  been  so  united,  the  boards  of  education  or  board*^ 
of  trustees  of  the  cities  or  school  districts  so  uniting  shall 
appoint  a  board  of  trustees  for  the  joint  parental  school  dis- 
trict, to  consist  of  five  members  (unless  the  number  of  cities 
or  school  districts  uniting  exceeds  five),  who  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  membership  of  the  boards  of  the  several  districts  or 
cities  uniting,  by  the  respective  boards  in  approximate  propor- 
tion to  the  census  children  between  five  and  seventeen  years 
of  a^e  in  the  district  uniting;  provided,  however,  that  each 
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district  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  member  on  the  Act 
board  of  trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district.  The  Sec.  8 
members  so  appointed  to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
of  office  for  which  they  are  elected  on  their  respective  boards 
of  education  or  boards  of  trustees,  and  when  vacancies  occur  on 
said  board  of  trustees  of  joint  parental  school  district,  they 
shall  be  filled  by  the  board  making  the  original  appointment. 
The  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  of  the  cities  or  school 
districts  uniting,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district,  without  the  right 
to  vote.  In  the  management  of  a  parental  school  within  a 
school  district,  city,  or  city  and  county,  the  right  to  transport 
pupils  to  and  from  school  at  public  expense,  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  education,  or  board  of  school  trustees, 
the  interest  of  the  pupil  demands  it,  is  hereby  conferred  upon 
such  boards.  All  the  powers  and  duties  by  any  section  of  this 
act  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  boards  of  school  trustees 
or  boards  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  in  the 
management  of,  and  the  securing  of  funds  for,  a  parental  school 
within  a  city  or  school  district,  are  hereby  conferred  upon  and 
imposed  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  joint  parental  school 
district  in  the  management  of  and  the  securing  of  funds  for 
the  support  of  a  joint  parental  school ;  provided,  however,  that 
in  estimating  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  a  joint  parental 
school  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  and  for  the  furnishing  of  school  supplies  shall  be 
included  in  the  estimate  of  expenses;  and  provided,  further, 
that  the  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  of  which  the  joint  parental  school  district 
forms  a  part.  When  such  estimates  shall  have  been  so  trans- 
mitted, it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
to  levy  a  special  tax,  upon  the  taxable  property  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  joint  parental  school  district,  sufficient  to 
provide  the  facilities  requested  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
joint  parental  school  district,  and  for  which  such  estimates 
shall  have  been  furnished,  and  yearly  thereafter  when  the 
estimates  of  the  total  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  the  joint 
parental  school  and  increased  facilities  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished the  board  of  sueprvisors,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board  to  levy  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  maintain  the  school  for 
the  year.  All  taxes  in  this  act  provided  shall  be  computed  and 
entered  upon  the  tax  roll  and  collected  in  the  manner  pre- 
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Act         scribed  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  section  seven  of  this  act; 

Sec.  8  provided,  that  all  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  collected  by  the 
county  tax  collector  and  apportioned  to  the  credit  of  the  joint 
parental  school  district,  and  placed  in  the  fund  for  which  they 
were  specially  collected.  If  for  sites  or  buildings,  to  be  placed 
in  a  fund  known  as  the  joint  parental  school  building  fund,  to 
be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
collected,  the  same  as  set  forth  in  section  seven  of  this  act. 
The  board  of  trustees  of  joint  parental  school  districts  shall 
organize,  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman, 
and  by  the  election  of  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  the  city  super- 
intendent of  schools,  or  the  secretary  of  a  board  of  education 
or  the  clerk  of  one  of  the  boards  of  education  or  boards  of 
trustees  of  the  cities,  or  school  districts  united,  and  such  secre- 
tary shall  serve  without  additional  salary.  All  moneys  in  a 
joint  parental  school  fund  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district  for 
the  purposes  herein  set  forth,  and  in  the  same  manner  that 
funds  are  paid  from  the  ordinary  school  funds  of  a  school 
district.

All  fines  paid  as  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  when  collected  or  received, 
be  paid  over  by  the  justice  or  oflScer  receiving  the  same  to  the

Sec.  10  Sec.  10.  Any  parent  or  guardian  of  any  deaf,  dumb,  or 
blind  child,  legally  entitled  to  admission  to  said  institution, 
shall  send  such  child  to  said  institution  until  such  child  shall 
have  been  therein  for  five  years,  or  shall  have  reached  the  age 
of  majority,  unless  such  child  shall  be  excused  from  such 
attendance  by  the  board  of  education  or  board  of  trustees  of 
the  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district  in  which  such  child

An  act  to  amend  sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight, 
nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve  thirteen,  fourteen,  and  fifteen  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  employment  and  hours  of  labor 
of  children;  prohibiting  the  employment  of  minors  under  certain 
ages;  prohibiting  the  employment  of  certain  illiterate  minors; 
providing  for  the  enforcement  hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the 
Dureau  of  labor  statistics  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation 
hereof,"  approved  February  20,  1905,  as  amended  by  an  act 
approved  April  14,  1911,  as  further  amended  by  an  act  approved 
June  2,  1913;  and  to  add  to  said  act  four  new  sections  to  be 
numbered  sixteen,  seventeen,  eighteen  and  nineteen,  respectivly, 
relating  to  the  employment  and  hours  of  labor  of  children,  pro- 
viding for  the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and 
repealing  all  acts  inconsistent  herewith.

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows:       j^q^ 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  an  act  entitled  **An  act  regulating  gee.  1 
the  employment  and  hours  of  labor  of  children ;  prohibiting  the 
employment  of  minors  under  certain  ages;  prohibiting  the 
employment  of  certain  illiterate  minors;  providing  for  the 
enforcement  hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor 
statistics  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  hereof, 
approved  February  20,  1905,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved 
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Act         April  14,   1911,   as  farther  amended  by  an  act  approved 
Sec.  1.    June  2,  1913,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Kinors  may  not  work,  when. 
Sec.  1.  Section  1.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  shall 
be  employed,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in  or  in  connec- 
tion with  any  mercantile  establishment,  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment, mechanical  establishment,  workshop,  office,  laundrr. 
place  of  amusement,  restaurant,  hotel,  apartment  house,  or 
in  the  distribution  or  transmission  of  merchandise  or  messages, 
or  in  any  other  place  of  labor  at  any  time ;  provided,  however, 
that  on  the  regular  weekly  school  holidays  and  during  the 
regular  vacation  of  public  schools  of  the  city,  county,  or  citj 
and  county,  in  which  the  place  of  employment  is  situated,  a 
minor  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  but  over  the  age  of  twelve 
years,  may  be  employed  if  provided  with  a  vacation  permit  as

minor,  the  family  is  in  need  of  the  earnings  of  such  minor, 
and  that  sufficient  aid  can  not  be  secured  in  any  other  manner.

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signed  statement  in  granting  such  permit  that  he,  or  a  com-  Act 
patent  person  designated  by  him  for  this  purpose  has  care-  Sec.  2 
fully  investigated  the  conditions  under  which  the  application 
for  such  permit  has  been  asked,  and  has  found  that  in  his 
judgment  the  earnings  of  such  minor  are  necessary  for  such 
family  to  support  such  minor,  and  that  in  his  judgment  sufiS- 
cient  aid  can  not  be  secured  in  any  other  manner. 

Permit  may  be  issued,  when — ^Length  of  permit. 

Sec.  3.  No  permit  as  specified  in  section  two  of  this  act  Sec.  3 
shall  be  issued  except  upon  written  evidence  that  suitable 
work  is  waiting  for  such  minor,  and  such  permit  shall  specify 
the  kind  of  labor.

(m)  stamping  machines  used  in  sheet-metal  and  tinware  or  in

poisonous  dyes;  (6)  nor  in  the  manufacture  or  preparation 
of  compositions  with  dangerous  or  poisonous  gases;  (7)  nor 
in  the  manufacture  or  use  of  compositions  of  lye  in  which  the 
quantity  thereof  is  injurious  to  health;  (8)  nor  on  scaffold- 
ing; (9)  nor  in  heavy  work  in  the  building  trades;  (10)  nor  in 
any  tunnel  or  excavation;  (11)  nor  in,  about  or  in  connection 
with  any  mine,  coal  breaker,  coke  oven,  or  quarry;  (12)  nor 
in  assorting,  manufacturing  or  packing  tobacco;  (13)  nor  in 
operating  any  automobile,  motor  car  or  truck;  (14)  nor  in  a 
bowling  alley;  (15)  nor  in  a  pool  or  billiard  room;  (16)  nor 
in  any  other  occupation  dangerous  to  the  life  or  limb,  or 
injurious  to  the  health  or  morals  of  such  child. 

Bureau  of  labor  statistics  may  decide  when  work  is  injurious.

Minors  may  not  work  before  six  a.  m.,  or  after  nine  p.  nt 

Sec.  8  Sec.  8.  No  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall 
be  employed,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  as  a  messenger 
for  any  telegraph,  telephone  or  messenger  company  in  the 
distribution,  transmission  or  delivery  of  goods  or  messages 
before  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  or  after  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  any  day. 

Vacation  permits — ^Who  may  sign. 

Sec.  9  Sec.  9.  Vacation  permits  shall  be  signed  by  the  principal, 
vice-principal  of  the  school,  or  secretary  of  the  board  of  school 
trustees  or  board  of  education  of  the  school  which  such  minor 
is  attending,  or  has  attended  during  the  term  next  preceding 
any  such  vacation.

provided  for  the  children  attending  such  schools.  The  person 
authorized  to  issue  age  and  schooling  certificates  shall  have 
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the  authority  to  administer  the  oaths  necessary  for  carrying  Act 
ont  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  no  fees  shall  be  charged  for  Sec.  10 
issuing  such  certificates.  The  person  authorized  to  issue  age 
and  schooling  certificates  shall  not  issue  such  certificates  until 
the  minor  in  question,  accompanied  by  its  parent  or  guardian, 
has  personally  made  application  to  him  therefor,  and  until  he 
has  received,  examined,  approved  and  filed  the  following 
papers  duly  executed:  (1)  The  school  record  of  such  minor, 
giving  age,  grade  and  attendance  for  current  term,  duly  signed 
by  the  principal  or  teacher.  (2)  A  duly  attested  transcript 
of  the  birth  certificate  filed  according  to  law  with  any  officer 
charged  with  the  duty  of  recording  births;  or  a  passport,  or  a 
duly  attested  transcript  of  a  certificate  of  baptism  showing 
the  date  of  birth  and  place  of  baptism  of  such  minor;  or,  in 
case  the  officer  authorized  to  issue  the  certificate  is  satisfied 
that  none  of  such  proofs  of  age  can  be  produced,  other  evidence 
of  age  can  be  produced,  such  as  school  enrollment  record,  or 
affidavit  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  custodian  of  such  minor, 
such  as  shall  convince  such  officer  that  the  minor  is  fifteen 
years  of  age  or  upwards.  (3)  The  written  statement  of  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  in  whose  service  the  minor  is  about 
to  enter,  that  he  intends  to  employ  the  minor,  which  statement 
shall  give  the  nature  of  the  occupation  for  which  the  child  is 
to  be  employed.  (4)  A  certificate  signed  by  a  physician 
appointed  by  the  school  board,  or  other  public  medical  officer, 
stating  that  such  minor  has  been  examined  by  him  and,  in  his 
opinion,  has  reached  the  normal  development  of  a  minor  of  its 
age  and  is  in  sufficiently  sound  health  and  physically  able  to 
be  employed  in  the  work  which  it  intends  to  do;  provided, 
however,  that  no  fee  shall  be  charged  the  minor  for  such 
physician's  certificate. 

Age  and  schooling  certificates  shall  be  issued  on  forms 
which  shall  be  prepared  and  provided  by  the  commissioner  of 
the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  of  the  State  of  California,  and 
shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form,  to  wit :

I  hereby  approve  the  foregoing  certificate  of  (name  of 
minor),  height  (feet  and  inches),  complexion  (fair  or  dark), 
hair  (color),  having  no  sufficient  reason  to  doubt  that  (he 
or  she)  is  of  the  age  therein  certified,  and  I  hereby  certify 
that  (he  or  she)  has  completed  the  prescribed  grammar  school 
course  or  that  (he  or  she)  has  completed  the  equivalent  of 
the  seventh  grade  of  the  regular  grammar  school  course  and 
is  a  regular  attendant  for  the  then  current  term  at  a  regularly 
conducted  night  school. 

Signature  of  the  person  authorized  to  sign,  with  his  official 
character  and  authority.

This  certificate  belongs  to  the  minor  in  whose  behalf  it  is 
drawn  and  it  shall  be  presented  to  (him  or  her)  whenever 
(he  or  she)  leaves  the  service  of  the  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion holding  the  same. 

The  certificate  as  to  the  birthplace  and  age  of  the  minor 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  signed  by  his  father,  his 
mother,  or  his  guardian ;  if  a  minor  has  no  father,  mother,  or 
guardian  living  in  the  same  city  or  town,  his  own  signature 
to  the  certificate  may  be  accepted  by  the  person  authorized 
to  approve  the  same.  Every  person  authorized  to  sign  the 
certificate  prescribed  by  this  act,  who  knowingly  certifies  to 
any  false  statement  therein,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

A  duplicate  copy  of  each  age  and  schooling  certificate 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  kept  by  the

officer  that  such  minor  is  no  longer  employed  by  such  employer ; 
and  such  issuing  officer  shall  thereupon  immediately  notify 
the  attendance  officer  having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  of  such 
minor's  residence,  giving  the  said  latest  known  correct  address 
of  such  minor,  that  such  minor  is  neither  at  work  nor  in  school ; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  such  minor  shall  be  permitted 
to  cease  school  attendance,  without  securing  an  age  and  school- 
ing certificate  as  provided  in  this  act. 

Register,  permits,  etc.  must  be  kept  by  employers  of  minors. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  agent,  of  officer  Sec.  12 
of  a  firm  or  corporation,  employing  minors  under  the  age  of

Nor  Act 
shall  anything  in  this  act  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  employ-  Sec.  14 
ment  of  minors  at  agricultural,  horticultural,  or  viticultural, 
or  domestic  labor,  during  the  time  the  public  schools  are  not 
in  session,  or  during  other  than  school  hours.    For  the  purpose 
(>f  this  act,  horticultural  shall  be  understood  to  include  the 
curing  and  drying,  but  not  the  canning  of  all  varieties  of  fruit.

her  pftrt  in  such  presentation  as  such  employee  between  the 
hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock  p.m.;  provided,  the  written 
consent  of  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
is  first  obtained.    Nor  shall  anything  in  this  act  prevent,  or  be 
construed  to  prohibit,  the  employment  of  any  minor,  whether 
resident  or  non-resident,  in  the  presentation  of  a  drama  or

Sec.  1  as  described  in  an  act  entitled,  **An  act  to  enforce  the  educa- 
tional rights  of  children  and  providing  penalties  for  Yiolation 
of  the  act,"  shall  be  placed  or  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the 
school  district  authorities  of  the  county,  city,  or  city  and  county 
in  which  they  are  found  illegally  at  work.

Section  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  an  Sec.  1 
act  entitled  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization,  incorpo- 
ration and  government  of  municipal  corporations,"  approved 
March  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Section  798.    The  board  of  education  shall  have  power :        798 
First — To  establish  and  maintain  public,  primary,  kinder- 
garten, grammar,  and  evening  schools,  and  to  subdivide  the 
school  districts,  and  to  fix  and  alter  the  boundaries  of  such 
subdivisions. 
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798  Second — To  employ  and  dismiss  a  superintendent  of  schools, 

teachers,  janitors,  truant  officers,  and  school  census  marshals, 
and  to  fix,  alter,  allow,  and  order  paid  their  salaries  or  compen- 
sation; and  to  employ  and  pay  such  mechanics  and  laborers 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  hereby 
conferred. 

Third — To  make,  establish,  and  enforce  all  necessary  or 
proper  rules  and  regulations,  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
this  state,  for  the  government  and  management  of  public 
schools  within  such  city,  the  teachers  thereof,  and  the  pupils 
therein,  and  for  carrying  into  eifect  the  laws  relating  to 
education. 

Fourth — To  provide  for  the  school  department  of  such  city, 
fuel  and  lights,  water,  printing,  and  stationery,  and  to  iocar 
such  other  incidental  expenses  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
said  board. 

Fifth — To  build,  alter,  repair,  rent  and  provide  schoolhouses, 
and  to  furnish  the  same  with  proper  school  furniture,  appa- 
ratus, and  appliances,  and  to  insure  any  and  all  school 
property. 

Sixth — To  purchase,  receive,  lease,  and  hold  in  fee,  in  trust 
for  such  city,  any  and  all  real  estate  and  personal  property 
that  may  have  been  acquired,  or  may  hereafter  be  acquired, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools  of  such  city;  pravided, 
that  no  real  estate  shall  be  bought,  sold,  or  exchanged,  nor  any 
expenditure  incurred  for  the  construction  of  new  schoolhouses, 
without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale  or  exchange  of  real 
estate  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  purchase  of  other  lots 
for  the  erection  of  schoolhouses. 

Seventh — To  grade,  fence,  and  improve  all  school  lots. 

Eighth — To  determine  annually  the  amount  of  money 
required  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  and  for  carrying 
into  effect  all  the  provisions  of  law  in  reference  thereto ;  and  in 
pursuance  of  this  provision  the  board  of  education  shall,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  at 
which  the  annual  city  taxes  are  levied,  submit  in  writing  to  the 
board  of  trustees  a  careful  estimate  of  the  whole  amount  of 
money  to  be  received  from  the  state  and  county,  and  of  the 
amount  to  be  required  from  such  city  for  the  above-mentioned 
purposes;  and  the  amount  so  found  to  be  required  from  ihe 
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city  shall,  by  the  board  of  trustees,  be  added  to  the  above  798 
amounts  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  city  purposes,  and 
when  collected  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  immediately  paid 
into  the  school  fund  of  such  city,  to  be  drawn  out  only  upon 
the  order  of  the  board  of  education;  provided,  that  such 
annual  tax  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  within  such  city. 

Ninth — To  establish  regulations  for  the  just  and  equal  dis- 
bursement of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  school  fund. 

Tenth — To  discharge  all  legal  incumbrances  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  incorporation  of  such  city,  or  thereafter,  on  any 
school  property  within  such  city. 

Eleventh-;-To  admit  non-resident  children,  and  persons  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  any  of  the  departments  of  the 
schools  of  such  city,  upon  the  payment,  monthly,  in  advance, 
of  such  tuition  fee  as  said  board  may  establish. 

Twelfth — To  prohibit  any  children  under  six  years  of  age 
from  attending  the  public  schools. 

Thirteenth — To  establish  and  regulate  the  grades  of  schools 
in  such  city,  and  the  course  of  study,  and  the  mode  of  instruc- 
tion to  be  pursued  therein  and  to  determine  what  text-books 
shall  be  used. 

Fourteenth — To  do  and  perform,  in  addition  to  the  fore- 
going powers,  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
carry  into  effect  the  powers  hereby  conferred.  Act 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  Sec.  2 

ACT   RELATIVE  TO   ISSUE  OF  BONDS   BY  CERTAIN   SCHOOL 

DISTRICTS. 

An  act  to  regulate  the  iesue  of  bonde  of  echool  dittrfcta  in  citiea  of 
the  fifth  olasa,  and  achool  distriota  partly  within  and  partly  with- 
out euch  cities  of  the  fifth  class. 

[Approved  March  20,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:  Act 

Section  1.    The  board  of  education  of  any  school  district  in  Sec.  1 
a  city  of  the  fifth  class,  or  of  any  school  district  which  embraces 
territory,  a  portion  of  which  is  within  and  a  portion  of  which 
if  without  such  city  of  the  fifth  class,  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
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Act         ment  it  is  advisable,  and  must,  when  requested  by  the  board  of 

Sec.  1  trustees  of  such  city,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors 
of  the  district  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district  shall  be  issued 
and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  purchase  school 
lots,  and  for  building  or  purchasing  or  repairing  one  or  more 
schoolhouses,  and  supplying  the  same  with  furniture,  necessar>' 
apparatus,  and  improving  the  grounds,  and  for  liquidating 
any  indebtedness  already  incurred  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Such  election  must  be  called  by  posting  notices, 
signed  bj'  the  board  of  education,  in  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  the  district,  for  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the 
election,  and  by  publishing  such  notices  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  such  city,  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks. 

Sec.  3         Sec.  3.     Such  notices  must  contain : 

1.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

2.  The  names  of  one  inspector  and  two  judges  in  each  voting 
precinct  in  said  district  to  conduct  the  same. 

3.  The  hours  during  the  day,  not  less  than  six  hours,  in 
which  the  polls  will  be  open. 

The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of 
interest,  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  forty,  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are  to  run. 

Sec.  4  Sec.  4.  Such  election  shall  be  held,  in  all  respects  as  nearly 
as  practicable,  in  conformity  -with  the  general  election  law; 
provided,  that  no  particular  form  of  ballot  shall  be  required, 
excepting  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballots,  which  shall 
be  * '  Bonds — Yes, ' '  or  *  *  Bonds — ^No ; ' '  nor  shall  any  informali- 
ties, not  amounting  to  fraud  in  conducting  such  election, 
invalidate  the  same. 

Sec.  5  Sec.  5.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  one 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
education,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns,  and 
if  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election 
were  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then  the  board  shall  cause 
an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes,  and  shall 
certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  said 
district  is  located,  the  proceedings  had  in  the  premises;  and 
thereupon  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  bonds  of  sueh 
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district  to  the  number  and  amount  provided  in  such  proceed-  Act 
ings,  payable  out  of  the  bond  fund  of  such  district  (naming  Sec.  6 
the  same),  and  that  the  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  said  district  for  the  redemption  of  said 
bonds,  and  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon ;  provided,  that 
the  total  amount  of  bonds  so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per 
cent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown  by  the  last 
equalized  assessment  of  the  property  in  such  school  district. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  supervisors,  by  an  order  entered  upon  86C.  6 
Its  minutes,  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds,  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the  date 
thereof. 

Sec.  7.  Said  bonds  must  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  Sec.  7 
Tnited  States,  must  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board 
of  supervisors,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  county, 
who  must  affix  the  county  seal  thereto ;  must  not  bear  a  greater 
rate  of  interest  than  eight  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable 
semiannually  in  like  gold  coin;  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for 
not  less  than  par  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be  deposited  in  the  county 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund  of  said  school  dis- 
trict, and  be  drawn  out  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  as  other 
school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 

Sec.  8.  The  county  board  of  supervisors  shall  annually,  at  Sec.  8 
the  time  of  levying  taxes  for  county  purposes,  levy  a  tax  upon 
the  taxable  property  within  such  district,  sufficient  to  pay  the 
annual  interest  on  such  bonds  and  to  pay  the  principal  in  equal 
annual  installments;  but  the  order  directing  the  issue  of  bonds 
may  prescribe  that  the  payment  of  the  principal  may  be 
deferred  for  not  more  than  five  vears.  All  monevs  so  collected 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  and  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  and  principal  of  such  bonds,  and  for  no  other 
purpose.  The  county  auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the 
payment  of  interest  and  installments,  and  cancel  all  coupons 
and  bonds  redeemed  and  file  them  with  the  county  treasurer. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  govern 
any  bonds  that  may  have  been  heretofore  issued  by  such  school 
districts. 
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Act  Sec.  9.    If  payment  of  any  coupon  or  bond  lawfully  issued 

Sec.  9  by  any  such  school  district  should,  after  presentation  and 
demand  of  payment  at  the  office  of  the  county  treasurer,  be 
refused,  the  owner  may  file  such  bond,  together  with  all  unpaid 
interest  coupons,  with  the  state  controller,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor,  and  the  same  shall  be  registered  in  the  state  con- 
troller's office;  and  the  state  board  of  equalization  shall,  at 
their  next  session,  and  at  each  annual  equalization  thereafter, 
add  to  the  state  tax  so  levied  in  said  district  a  sufficient  rate 
to  raise  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  past  due  prior 
to  the  next  levy,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
as  a  part  of  the  state  tax,  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury, 
and  passed  to  the  special  credit  of  such  district  bond  tax,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  warrants,  as  the  payments  mature,  to  the 
holder  [of]  such  registered  obligations,  as  shown  by  the  register 
in  the  office  of  the  state  controller,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully 
satisfied  and  discharged ;  any  balance  then  remaining  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  is  situated 
the  district  by  which  such  bond  was  issued,  and  shall  be 
placed  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
school  fund  of  said  district.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

ADOPTED  BT  THE 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

For  the  Government  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State  of  California. 


Adopted   by  the   State   Board   of   Education,   November  13,   1913,   in 

accordance  with  eubdivision  1  of  section  1519  of  the  Political  Code, 

and  required  by  law  to  be  enforced  in  all  the  public  schoola. 


Bules      School  must  be  oi>en  and  teachers  present  when. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  Teachers  are  required  to  be  present  at  their 
respective  schoolrooms,  and  to  open  them  for  the  admission  of 
pupils,  at  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  prescribed  for  com- 
mencing school,  and  to  observe  punctually  the  hours  for  open- 
ing and  closing  school. 

Daily  school  sessions. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  special  action  of  trus- 
tees or  board  of  education,  the  daily  school  session  shall  com- 
mence at  nine  o'clock  a.m.  and  close  at  four  o'clock  p.m.,  with 
an  intermission  at  noon  of  one  hour,  from  twelve  o'clock  m.  to 
one  o'clock  p.m.  Not  less  than  twenty  minutes  shall  be  devoted 
to  recesses  during  both  the  forenoon  and  afternoon  session ;  and 
in  all  primary  grades  no  pupil  shall  be  kept  in  school  longer 
than  one  hour  without  a  recess.  The  minimum  school  day  for 
SLuy  elementary  school,  or  any  part-time  day  or  evening  con- 
tinuation or  vocational  school,  department  or  class,  either 
of  elementary  or  secondary  grade,  sharing  in  state  fimds 
on  a  basis  of  average  daily  attendance,  shall  be  as  defined 
in  Section  1858  of  the  Political  Code.  In  day  high  schools 
the  minimum  school  day  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  four 
recitations  or  laboratory  periods.  In  no  case  shall  a  pupil 
be  credited  with  more  than  one  day  of  attendance  dimng 
one  calendar  day. 

The  attendance  of  evening  elementary  or  secondary 
schools  shall  be  kept  in  the  same  manner  as  that  prescribed 
in  Section  1858  of  the  Political  Code  for  part-time  day  or 
evening  continuation  or  vocational  schools,  departments,  or 
classes. 

RULES  OF  STATE  BOARD. 
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Maximum  school  day.  Rules 

Sec.  3.  In  graded  primary  schools  in  which  the  average  age  Sec.  3 
of  pupils  is  eight  years,  the  daily  sessions  shall  not  exceed  four 
hours  a  day,  exclusive  of  the  intermission.  If  such  schools  are 
opened  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.  they  shall  be  closed  at  two  o'clock 
p.m.  In  ungraded  schools  all  children  under  eight  years  of  age 
shall  either  be  dismissed  after  a  four  hours'  session,  or  allowed 
recesses  for  play,  of  such  length  that  the  actual  confinement  in 
the  schoolrooms  shall  not  exceed  three  hours  and  a  half. 

Pupils  must  not  be  detained  in  school. 

Sec.  4.  No  pupils  shall  be  detained  in  school  during  the  Sec.  4 
intermission  at  noon,  and  a  pupil  detained  at  any  recess  shall 
be  permitted  to  go  out  immediately  thereafter.  All  pupils, 
except  those  detained  for  punishment,  shall  be  required  to  pass 
out  of  the  schoolrooms  at  recess,  unless  it  would  occasion  an 
exposure  of  health. 

Principal   responsible   for   discipline — ^Assistants   must   co- 
operate. 

Sec.  5.  Principals  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  general  Sec.  5 
management  and  discipline  of  their  schools,  and  the  studies 
pursued ;  and  the  assistant  teachers  shall  follow  their  directions, 
and  co-operate  with  them,  not  only  during  school  hours,  but 
during  the  time  when  the  pupils  are  on  the  school  premises, 
before  and  after  school,  and  durin?  recesses.  Assistants  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  the  studies,  order,  and  discipline  of  their 
o\\Ti  rooms,  under  the  direction  of  the  principal.

They  shall  exert  their  influence  to  prevent  all  quarreling  and 
disagreement,  all  rude  and  noi.sy  behavior  in  the  streets,  all 
vulgar  and  profane  language,  all  improper  games,  and  all  dis- 
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Rules      respect  to  citizeiis  and  strangers.    All  athletic  or  social  aetivi- 

Sec.  7    ties,   wherever   held,    when   conducted   under   the   name  or 

auspices  of  any  public  school,  or  of  any  class  or  organization 

thereof,  shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  school 

authorities. 

Principals  and  teachers  shall  supervise  use  of  buildings. 

Sec.  8  Sec.  8.  Principals  and  teachers  shall  prescribe  such  rules 
for  the  use  of  yards,  basements,  and  outbuildings,  connected 
with  the  schoolhouses,  as  shall  insure  their  being  kept  in  a 
neat  and  proper  condition,  and  shall  examine  them  as  often  as 
may  be  necessary  for  such  purpose.  School  boards,  superin- 
tendents, principals  and  teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  sanitary,  neat  and  cleanly  condition  of  the  school  premises.

School  rooms  must  be  ventilated. 

Sec.  9  Sec.  9.  Principals  and  teachers  shall  give  vigilant  atten- 
tion to  the  ventilation  and  temperature  and  lighting  of  their 
schoolrooms.  At  each  recess  the  windows  and  doors  shall  be 
opened  for  the  purpose  of  changing  the  atmosphere  of  the 
room. 

Order  of  admission  of  pupils. 

Sec.  10  Sec.  10.  Teachers  shall  enter  in  the  school  register,  in  the 
order  of  their  application,  the  names  of  all  those  applying  for 
admission  to  the  school  after  the  prescribed  number  of  pupils 
or  the  number  that  can  be  accommodated  with  seats,  have  been 
received.  Such  applicants  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  whenever 
vacancies  occur,  in  the  order  of  their  registration. 

Teachers  may  require  excuse. 

Sec.  11  Sec.  11.  Teachers  are  authorized  to  require  excuses  from

Free  text-books  properly  of  state. 

Sec.  12  Sec.  12.  (a)  All  free  text-books  issued  by  the  state  are, 
and  will  remain,  the  property  of  the  state. 

(6)  The  responsibility  for  the  care  and  preservation  of 
state  text-books  is  laid  upon  the  county  school  organizations 
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through  the  county  superintendents  and  upon  the  city  organi-  Bules 
zations  through  the  city  superintendents,  where  such  exist.         Sec.  12 

(c)  All  requisitions  for  state  text-books  will  be  checked 
against,  and  must  not  exceed,  the  represented  enrollment  of 
the  districts  placing  the  requisitions. 

When  the  requisitions  provided  by  this  act,  from  any  dis- 
trict, has  been  filed,  no  further  issue  will  be  made  to  such 
district  except  upon  a  showing  either  of  increased  enrollment, 
or  that  a  portion  of  the  books  in  possession  of  the  district 
are  no  longer  fit  for  the  use  of  the  pupib. 

Text-books  subject  to  inspection. 

(d)  State  text-books  in  the  possession  of  any  school  district 
are  subject  to  examination  by  the  commissioner  of  elementary 
schools  or  such  other  agent  as  the  State  Board  of  Education 
may  authorize  for  this  purpose. 

Cost  of  sanitary  care  of  books  charged  on  district. 

(e)  The  responsibility  for  the  proper  sanitation  of  state 
text-books  shall  rest  upon  the  various  districts  and  cities  of 
this  state. 

District  responsible  for  the  loss  of  books. 

(/)  The  several  school  districts  of  the  state,  through  the 
county  superintendents,  or  city  superintendents  where  such 
exist,  are  declared  financially  responsible  to  the  state  for  the 
loss  of  state  text-books,  or  for  their  destruction  through  other 
than  ordinary  and  reasonable  wear  and  tear. 

(g)  There  is  a  moral  responsibility  incumbent  upon  every 
superintendent,  principal,  teacher,  or  other  school  authority, 
to  render  all  possible  assistance  in  the  care  and  preservation 
of  the  property  of  the  state,  and  the  economical  distribution 
thereof. 

Pnpils  responsible  for  care  of  property  and  for  his  conduct. 

Sec.  13.  Any  pupil  who  shall  in  any  way  cut  or  otherwise  Sec.  13 
injure  any  schoolhouse,  or  injure  any  fences,  trees,  or  out- 
buildings belonging  to  any  of  the  school  property,  or  shall 
write  any  profane  or  obscene  language,  or  make  any  obscene 
pictures  or  characters  on  the  school  premises,  shall  be  liable 
to  suspension,  expulsion,  or  other  punishment,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  oflfense.    The  principal  may  suspend  a  pupil 
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Bules      temporarily  for  such  offense,  and  shall  notify  the  school  board 
Sec.  13  of  said  action.     All  damages  done  to  school  property  by  any  of 
the  pupils  shall  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  party  com- 
mitting the  offense. 

Pupils  must  be  neat  and  clean  on  entering  school. 

Sec.  14  Sec.  14.  All  pupils  who  go  to  school  without  proper  atten- 
tion having  been  given  to  personal  cleanliness,  or  neatness  of 
dress,  shall  be  sent  home,  to  be  properly  prepared  for  school, 
or  shall  be  required  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  schoolroom 
before  entering.  Every  school  building  shall  be  provided  with 
sanitar^*^  equipment  for  personal  cleanliness. 

Pupils  who  have  any  contagious  disease  must  be  sent  home. 

Sec.  16  Sec.  15.  No  pupils  affected  with  any  contagious  disease 
shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  any  of  the  public  schools. 

The  studies  and  books  used  shall  be  those  authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  16  Sec.  16.  The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued  shall  be 
such,  and  such  only,  as  may  be  authorized  and  prescribed  by 
the  proper  authorities ;  and  no  teacher  shall  require  or  advise 
any  of  the  pupils  to  purchase  for  use  in  the  schools  any  book 
not  contained  in  the  list  of  books  directed  and  authorized  to 
be  used  in  the  schools  by  the  legally  constituted  authorities. 

Certain  supplies  must  be  furnished. 

Sec.  17  Sec.  17.  The  following  supplies  shall  be  provided  by  the 
district  clerk,  under  the  provisions  of  section  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  fiftv-one  of  the  Political  Code,  on  the  written 
requisition  of  the  teacher,  viz:  clocks,  brooms,  dusting  cloths, 
wash  basins,  water  buckets,  drinking  cups,  dustpans,  matches, 
ink,  ink  bottles,  pens,  penholders,  pencils,  crayon  chalk,  writing 
and  drawing  paper,  hand-bells,  coal  buckets  or  wood  boxes, 
shovels,  pokers,  soap,  towels,  thermometers,  door  mats,  paint, 
and  disinfectants. 

A  janitor  other  than  the  teacher  must  be  employed. 

Sec.  18  Sec.  18.  Trustees  are  required  to  employ  a  suitable  person 
other  than  the  teacher  to  sweep  and  take  care  of  the  school- 
house,  and  they  shall  make  suitable  provision  for  supplyin«: 
the  school  with  water.  (See  section  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  seventeen,  subdivision  seven  b.)  In  case  of  the  failure 
of  the  trustees  to  employ  a  janitor,  as  provided  for  in  section

who  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  school  fund  of  the  district.     (See

A  principal  must  be  selected. 

Sec.  19.  In  schools  of  more  than  one  teacher,  the  board  of  Sec.  19 
school  trustees  or  city  board  of  education  must  designate  one 
of  the  teachers  as  principal  of  the  school,  who  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  entire  school ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
rule  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  boards  of  trustees  from 
selecting  supervising  principals  and  boards  of  education  from 
selecting  superintendents  to  supervise  the  work  of  two  or  more 
schools  in  one  district. 

The  flag  most  have  proper  care. 

Sec.  20.    When  flags  are  purchased  by  the  school  board  as  Sec.  20 
required  by  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventeen  of 
the  Political  Code,  such  board  shall  make  ample  provision  for 
their  proper  care. 
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RULES  FOR  PUPILS. 


Pupils  mutt  attend  regularly. 

Rule  1  1.  Every  pupil  is  expected  to  attend  school  punctually  aiul 
regularly ;  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school,  and  to 
obey  promptly  all  the  directions  of  the  teacher ;  to  observe  good 
order  and  propriety  of  deportment;  to  be  diligent  in  study, 
respectful  to  teachers,  and  kind  and  obliging  to  schoolmates;  to 
refrain  entirely  from  the  use  of  profane  and  vulgar  language, 
and  to  be  clean  and  neat  in  person  and  clothing. 

Puplla  may  be  required  to  bring  excuse. 

Bole  2  2.  Pupils  may  be  required  in  all  cases  of  absence  to  bring. 
on  their  return  to  school,  an  excuse  in  writing  from  their 
parents  or  guardians. 

May  not  leave  school  except  on  excuse. 

Bule  3  3.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  school  at  recess,  or 
at  any  other  time  before  the  regular  hour  for  closing  the  school. 
except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  on  written  request  of  parent  or 
guardian. 

Pupil  shall  have  desk. 

Bule  4  4.  Each  pupil  shall  have  a  particular  desk,  and  shall  keep 
the  same,  and  the  floor  beneath,  in  a  neat  and  orderly  con- 
dition. 

Loses  right  to  desk  after  five  days'  absence. 

Bule  5  5.  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  one  week,  without  giving 
notice  to  the  teacher,  shall  lose  all  claim  to  his  particular  desk.

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INFORMATION  ABOUT  CALIFORNIA  SCHOOL 

SYSTEM. 

School  ofncert. 

For  the  state  there  is  a  superintendent  of  public  instruction, 
a  state  board  of  education  composed  of  seven  members  and 
three  assistant  superintendents  selected  by  the  state  board. 
For  each  county  there  is  a  county  superintendent  of  schools 
and  a  board  of  education  composed  of  five  members.  For  each 
school  district  there  is  a  board  of  trustees  composed  of  three 
members.  In  cities  having  charters  there  is  a  city  board  of 
education  of  five  or  more  members. 

Functions  of  officers. 

The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  superintends  the 
schools  of  the  state,  distributes  the  state  text-books,  acts  as  the 
secretary  of  the  state  board  of  education,  and  prepares  and 
distributes  blanks,  laws,  and  registers  for  the  use  of  school 
officers. 

The  state  board  of  education  issues  life  diplomas,  adopts  and 
publishes  state  text-books,  prescribes  the  conditions  of  high 
school  and  special  certification  and  makes  accredited  lists 
of  normal  schools,  kindergarten  training  schools,  and  life 
diplomas,  or  certificates  of  other  states,  approves  high  school 
and  normal  school  courses  of  study. 

The  assistant  superintendents  inspect  schools  and  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  superintends  the 
schools  of  the  county,  issues  temporary  certificates,  conducts 
county  institutes  and  acts  as  the  secretary  of  the  county  board 
of  education. 

The  county  board  of  education  grants  and  revokes  teachers' 
certificates,  makes  the  course  of  study,  conducts  teachers' 
examinations,  approves  library  books  and  supplemental  books 
and  graduates  pupils  from  the  grammar  schools. 

The  board  of  trustees  employs  teachers  and  janitors,  builds 
schoolhouses,  and  manages  the  schools.  One  of  their  number  is 
elected  clerk,  and  acts  as  an  executive  oflBcer.  In  cities,  the 
city  board  of  education  performs  the  same  duties  as  the  board 
of  trustees  does  in  the  district.

Public  schools. 

The  public  schools  consist  of  elementaiy  (grammar)  schools, 
giving  the  first  eight  years  of  work,  intermediate  schools  includ- 
ing seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  elementary  schools  and  the 
first  year  of  high  schools.  These  schools  may  be  maintained 
and  are  in  a  few  cities,  and  secondary  (high)  schools,  giving 
four  years  of  work  additional  to  the  elementary  schools.  There 
are  also  evening  schools,  kindergartens,  manual  training  schools, 
and  schools  for  the  deaf  in  some  of  the  cities. 

other  state  schools. 

There  is  a  state  university,  located  at  Berkeley;  Stanford 
University,  at  Palo  Alto;  Occidental  College,  Los  Angeles; 
Pomona  College,  Glaremont;  eight  state  normal  schools,  at  San 
Jose,  Los  Angeles,  Chico,  San  Diego,  San  Francisco,  Santa  Bar- 
bara, Fresno,  and  Areata,  respectively;  a  polytechnic  school  at 
San  Luis  Obispo ;  a  farm  school  at  Davis ;  an  institution  for  the 
education  of  the  deaf  and  blind,  at  Berkeley ;  and  schools  of  a 
reformatory  nature  at  Whittier  and  lone. 

There  are  also  the  following  four-year  denominational  col- 
leges: University  of  Redlands,  Bedlands  (Baptist) ;  University 
of  Southern  California,  Los  Angeles  (Methodist) ;  University 
of  Santa  Clara,  Santa  Clara  (Catholic) ;  College  of  the  Pacific, 
San  Jose  (Methodist). 

The  presidents  of  any  of  these  institutions  will  furnish  infor- 
mation on  request. 

Number  of  teachers  and  pupils. 

There  are  about  12,600  elementary  school  teachers,  includ- 
ing night  school  teachers,  about  3,200  secondary  school  teachers, 
and  about  360  kindergarten  teachers.  Of  this  number,  about 
one-seventh  are  men. 

There  are  about  423,000  elementary  school  pupils  enrolled, 
and  about  66,500  secondary  school  pupils.  Their  schooling  costs 
nearly  twenty-seven  and  one-half  million  dollars  per  year,  for 
all  purposes.  About  sixteen  million  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars of  this  is  for  teachers'  salaries. 

Teachers'  salaries. 

The  lowest  salaries  are  about  $500  per  year,  for  the  teachers 
of  small  rural  schools.  Salaries  for  primaiy  and  elementary 
schools  range  from  $500  to  $800  per  year,  principals  receiving 
somewhat  more.    The  average  salary  of  men  teachers,  including 
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principals,  in  elementary  schools,  is  about  $1,018;  of  women, 
slightly  over  $746.  High  school  teachers  receive  from  $800  to 
$2,400  per  year,  the  men  teachers,  including  principals,  averag- 
ing about  $1,500;  women,  about  $1,100.  The  cost  of  board 
ranges  from  $16  to  $30  per  month,  averaging  about  $24. 

Terms  and  times. 

The  term  of  school  varies  from  eight  to  ten  months  per  year, 
averaging  nine  in  elementary  schools,  nine  and  one-half  in 
high  schools.  No  school  can  fall  below  six  months.  The  term 
usuaUy  begins  in  September  and  closes  in  May  or  June, 
although  there  are  many  exceptions  in  the  high  mountains 
and  along  the  cost.  It  is  not  practicable  to  teach  a  summer 
term  and  a  winter  term  too,  since  they  overlap. in  time. 

Teachers'  certificates. 

Five  kinds  of  certificates  are  issued  by  county  boards  of 
education:  high  school,  elementary,  preliminary,*  special  and 
kindergarten-primary,  each  requiring  a  two-dollar  fee  before 
issuance. 

High  school  certificates. 

High  school  certificates  are  issued  only  upon  credentials,  not 
upon  examination.  A  circular  (No.  5)  giving  the  details  of 
high  school  certification  will  be  furnished  upon  request  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  at  Sacramento ;  or  a  copy 
may  be  seen  at  the  office  of  the  nearest  county  superintendent  of 
schools.  A  high  school  certificate  entitles  the  holder  to  teach  in 
any  high  school,  elementary  school,  or  primary  school  in  the 
comity. 

Elementary  school  certificates  on  credentials. 

Elementary  school  certificates  may  be  issued  by  the  county 
board  of  education  upon  credentials  such  as  other  California 
certificates,  diplomas  from  California  state  normal  schools, 
state  diplomas  and  normal  diplomas  found  on  the  accredited 
lists  prepared  by  the  state  board  of  education.  Elementary 
school  certificates  may  also  be  issued  to  graduates  of  the  four- 
year  course  of  the  University  of  California  or  Leland  Stanford 
Junior  University,  when  evidence  is  presented  that  the  appli- 
cant has  had  six  months'  training  in  one  of  the  state  normal 
schools  of  California,  or  eight  months  of  successful  teaching 
experience  in  California  public  schools  after  graduation.  A 
circular  (No.  1)  giving  these  accredited  lists  and  other  details 

*Cadet  teachers — ^students  In  training.     They  teach  without  pay. 
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of  elementary  school  and  kindergarten  certification  upon 
credentials  may  be  obtained  upon  request  of  the  supenntendent 
of  public  instruction  at  Sacramento,  or  a  copy  may  be  seen  at 
the  oflSce  of  the  nearest  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

Elementary  echool  certificates  on  examination. 

County  boards  of  education  may,  on  examination,  grant 
elementary  school  certificates  to  candidates  who  comply  with 
the  following  requirements: 

(a)  Candidates  shall  present  satisfactory  written  or  docu- 
mentary evidence  that  they  have  completed  a  four-year  high 
school  course  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  or  give  evidence  of 
four  years  of  successful  experience  in  teaching.  In  determin- 
ing such  equivalent,  the  board  may  take  cognizance  of  any  ade- 
quate evidence  of  preparation  a  candidate  may  present. 

(b)  Candidates  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
given  by  such  county  board  of  education,  in  the  following 
studies:  Reading,  English  grammar  and  composition,  English 
and  American  literature,  spelling  and  defining,  penmanship, 
drawing,  vocal  music,  bookkeeping,  arithmetic,  algebra  to  quad- 
ratics, plane  geometry,  geography  (physical,  political  and 
industrial),  physiology  and  hygiene,  history  of  the  United 
States,  civics,  history  (ancient,  medieval  and  modem),  school 
law,  methods  of  teaching  and  one  of  the  following:  Elementan* 
physics,  elementary  chemistry,  biology. 

Special  certificates. 

Special  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to  teach  in  the 
schools  of  the  county  such  branch  or  branches  of  learning  and 
in  such  grades  as  are  named  in  such  certificates.  No  special 
certificate  shall  be  granted  to  teach  in  any  school,  a  subject 
other  than  those  included  under  the  manual  and  fine  arts, 
vocal  and  instrumental  music,  physical  culture,  agriculture, 
commercial  branches  and  technical,  household  and  industrial 
arts,  and  other  vocational  arts  not  herein  specified. 

Special  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders  of  credentials 
approved  by  the  state  board  of  education,  in  accordance  with 
subdivision  fifth  (c)  of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  nine- 
teen of  this  code;  (2)  to  the  holders  of  special  credentials 
issued  by  the  state  board  of  education,  in  accordance  with  sub- 
division fifth  (d)  of  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
nineteen  of  this  code. 
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Preliminary  certificate. 

Preliminary  elementary  school  certificates,  authorizing  the 
holders  to  do  cadet-teaching  without  salary  in  any  elementary 
school  of  the  county. 

Preliminary  secondary  school  certificates,  authorizing  the 
holders  to  do  cadet-teaching  without  salary,  in  any  secondary 
school  of  the  county. 

Preliminary  special  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to 
do  cadet-teaching  without  salary,  in  the  special  branch  named 
in  such  certificate,  in  any  elementary  or  secondary  school  in  the 
county. 

Kindergarten- primary  certlflcatea. 

The  county  board  of  education  may  grant  kindergarten- 
primary  certificates  upon  credentials  only,  not  examination. 
Such  eertifieates  entitle  the  holder  to  teach  first  grade  and 
kindergarten  classes  only.  Credentials  that  may  be  recognized 
are  other  California  Mndergarten-primary  certificates,  diplomas 
from  the  kindergarten  department  of  a  California  state  normal 
school,  and  diplomas  from  kindergarten  training  schools  on  the 
accredited  list.  See  remark  concerning  Circular  No.  1  under 
elementary  school  certificates  above. 

Temporary  certificates. 

The  county  superintendent  has  power  to  issue,  if  he  deem 
it  proper  to  do  so,  temporary  certificates  of  equivalent  grades 
to  persons  holding  certificates  granted  by  county  boards  of 
education  of  California;  or  to  persons  who  are  graduates  of 
colleges,  normal  schools  or  universities,  and  who  hold  valid 
certificates  issued  outside  of  California,  when,  in  his  judgment, 
such  certificates  correspond  in  grade  to  certificates  which  may 
be  issued  by  county  boards  of  education ;  such  temporary  certi- 
ficates to  expire  on  the  July  first  or  January  first  next  follow- 
ing the  date  of  issuance.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  temporary  certificate  more  than  once  in  the  same  county. 
The  temporary  certificate  requires  no  fee. 

Teachers'  Institutes. 

Each  county  superintendent  of  schools  conducts  a  county 
teachers'  institute  each  year,  at  such  time,  in  such  manner, 
and  with  such  instructors  as  he  chooses.  All  teachers  employed 
in  the  county  are  required  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the 
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proceedings.    Teachers'   salaries   are  not   reduced  by  such 
attendance.

Trust«M'  inttltutet. 

County  superintendents  of  schools,  in  counties  containing 
more  than  twenty  school  districts,  may  hold  annual  trustees' 
meetings,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  one  trustee  from  each  district, 
selected  by  his  board,  to  attend.  Such  meetings  will  continue 
in  session  one  day,  and  trustees  attending  are  allowed  actual 
traveling  expenses  for  the  trip  caused  by  attendance.

9  ing  military  tactics)  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are 
related  to  scientific  and  practical  agriculture  and  mechani*' 
arts,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  and  conditions  of 
said  acts  of  congress ;  and  the  legislature  shall  provide  that  if. 
through  neglect,  misappropriation,  or  any  other  contingency, 
any  portion  of  the  funds  so  set  apart  shall  be  diminished  or  lost, 
the  state  shall  replace  such  portion  so  lost  or  misappropriated, 
so  that  the  principal  thereof  shall  remain  forever  undiminished. 
No  person  shall  be  debarred  admission  to  any  of  the  collegiate 
departments  of  the  university,  on  account  of  sex. 

Leiand  Stanford  Junior  Universily. 

Bee.  10  Sec.  10.  The  trusts  and  estates  created  for  the  founding, 
endowment,  and  maintenance  of  the  Leiand  Stanford  Junior 
University,  under  and  in  accordance  with  '*An  act  to  advance 
learning,"  etc.,  approved  March  nine,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  by  the  endowment  grant  executed  by  Leiand  Stan- 
ford and  Jane  Lathrop  Stanford  on  the  eleventh  day  of  Novem- 
ber, A.  D.,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  recorded  in 
liber  eighty-three  of  deeds,  at  page  twenty-three  et  seq.,  records 
of  Santa  Clara  county,  and  by  the  amendments  of  such  grant, 
and  by  gifts,  grants,  bequests  and  devises  supplementary 
thereto,  and  by  confirmatory  grants,  are  permitted,  approved, 
and  confirmed.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Leiand  Stanford 
Junior  University,  as  such,  or  in  the  name  of  the  institution, 
or  by  other  intelligible  designation  of  the  trustees  or  of  the 
institution,  may  receive  property,  real  or  personal,  and  wher- 
ever situated,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  bequest,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  institution,  or  of  any  department  thereof,  and  suoh 
property,  unless  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  held  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Leiand  Stanford  Junior  University  upon  the 
trusts  provided  for  in  the  grant  founding  the  university,  and 
amendments  thereof,  and  grants,  bequests,  and  devises  supple- 
mentary thereto.  The  legislature,  by  special  act,  may  grant  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Leiand  Stanford  Junior  University  corpo- 
rate powers  and  privileges,  but  it  shall  not  thereby  alter  their 
tenure  or  limit  their  powers  or  obligations  as  trustees.  AH 
property  now  or  hereafter  held  in  trust  for  the  founding,  main- 
tenance or  benefit  of  the  Leiand  Stanford  Junior  Universili'. 
or  of  any  department  thereof,  may  be  exempted  by  special  act 
from  state  taxation,  and  all  personal  property  so  held,  thf 
Palo  Alto  farm  as  described  in  the  endowment  grant  to  the 
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trustees  of  the  university,  and  all  other  real  property  so  held  Art.  IX 
and  used  by  the  university  for  educational  purposes  exclusively,  Sec.  10 
may  be  similarly  exempted  from  county  and  municipal  taxa- 
tion ;  provided,  that  residents  of  California  shall  be  charged  no 
fees  for  tuition  imless  such  fees  be  authorized  by  act  of  the 
legislature. 

California  School  of  Mechanical  Arts— Exempt  from  taxa- 
tion. 

Sec.  11.  All  property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  ''The  Sec.  11 
California  School  of  Mechanical  Arts,"  an  institution  founded 
and  endowed  by  the  late  James  Lick  to  educate  males  and 
females  in  the  practical  arts  of  life,  and  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  November  twenty-third, 
eighteen  hilndred  and  eighty-five,  having  its  school  buildings 
located  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation.  The  trustees  of  said  institution  must  annually 
report  their  proceedings  and  financial  accounts  to  the  governor.

Article  XIII. 

Art  XIII  Revenue  and  taxation. 

Seo.  1  Section  1.  All  property  in  the  state  except  as  otherwisr 
in  this  constitution  provided,  not  exempt  under  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to 
be  ascertained  as  provided  by  law,  or  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  word  ** property,"  as  used  in  this  article  and  section,  is

Exemption  of  college  property. 
Seo.  la  Sec.  la.  Any  educational  institution  of  collegiate  grade, 
within  the  State  of  California,  not  conducted  for  profit,  shall 
hold  exempt  from  taxation  its  buildings  and  equipment,  its 
grounds  within  which  its  buildings  are  located,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  acre^s  in  area,  its  securities  and  income  used  exclu- 
sively for  the  purposes  of  education.

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Article  I. 
STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

How  constituted. 

§  1517.  There  is  hereby  created  a  state  board  of  education  1617 
to  consist  of  seven  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years;  pro- 
vided, that  those  members  first  appointed  hereunder  shall  be 
appointed  within  thirty  days  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act ; 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year;  two 
for  a  term  of  two  years ;  two  for  a  term  of  three  years ;  and  two 
for  a  term  of  four  years.  Thereafter,  all  appointments  shall 
be  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Should  any  vacancy  occur,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor,  the 
person  so  appointed  to  hold  office  only  for  the  balance  of  the 
period  of  time  that  his  predecessor  in  office  would  have  held 
had  no  vacancy  occurred.  No  appointive  member  of  the  state 
board  shall  during  his  term  of  office  hold  any  salaried  educa- 
tional position. 
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Organization  of  board. 
1618  §  1618.     The   superintendent   of   public   instruction   shall 

within  thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  the  state  board  of 
education,  as  provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred 
seventeen  of  the  Political  Code,  call  a  meeting  of  such  board  in 
his  oflBce  and  said  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its 
members  president. 

At  the  first  meeting  following  any  change  in  the  membership 
of  the  board,  said  board  shall  again  organize  in  accordance  with 
the  above  provision. 

Superintendent  of  public  Instruction,  secretary— executive  officer. 

The  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  secretary 
and  shall  act  as  executive  oflBcer  of  the  board;  he  shall  have 
charge  of  all  its  correspondence  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion to  determine  all  questions  of  policy;  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  to  execute,  under 
direction  of  the  board,  the  policies  which  have  been  decided 
upon,  and  to  direct,  under  such  general  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  state  board  of  education  may  adopt,  the  work  of  all 
assistant  superintendents  of  public  instruction,  and  such  other 
appointees  and  employees  of  the  board  as  may  be  provided 
by  law. 

Meetings  of  board — how  called. 

The  board  shall  meet  every  three  months  at  such  times  as  it 
may  by  resolution  determine,  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  president.  Upon  the  request  of  any  two  members 
in  writing  the  secretary  shall  call  a  special  meeting.  Notice 
of  each  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  by  registered 
mail  to  each  member  of  the  board  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the 
time  of  any  meeting,  unless  notice  of  such  meeting  is  waive<i 
in  writing  by  all  members  of  the  board.  The  concurrence  of 
the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  state  board  shall  b<^ 
neeessar>'  to  the  validity  of  any  of  its  acts. 

Normal  school  matters  considered  annually. 
1618a  §  1618a.    Annually,  at  such  time  as  may  be  determined  by 

the  rules  of  the  board,  a  meeting  shall  be  held  to  consider  and 
act  upon  matters  pertaining  to  the  several  normal  schools  of 
the  state.  To  such  meeting,  to  submit  and  discuss  matters 
affecting  the  several  normal  schools  of  the  state,  each  normal 
school  may  send  the  president  of  the  school.     The  actual  and 
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necessary  expenses  incurred  by  such  ofiScials  in  attending  such  1518a 
meeting  may  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  are 
other  bills  for  the  maintenance  of  the  normal  school. 

PoiKren  and  duties  of  board. 

§  1519.    The  state  board  of  education  shall  have  power  and  1519 
it  shall  be  its  duty : 

Adopt  rules  governing  normal  ichoolt. 

First — To  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  state  for  its  own  government,  for  the  govern- 
uient  of  its  appointees  and  employees,  for  the  government  of 
the  day  and  evening  elementary  schools,  the  day  and  evening 
secondary  schools,  the  technical  and  vocational  schools  of  the 
state,  for  the  government  of  the  several  normal  schools  of  the 
state  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  for  the  government  of  such 
other  schools,  excepting  the  University  of  California,  as  may 
receive  in  whole  or  in  part  financial  support  from  the  state. 
Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  published  for  distribution 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  adoption. 

At  the  joint  meeting  of  this  board  and  the  representatives  of 
the  normal  Stchools  of  the  state  provided  for  in  section  one 
thousand  five  hundred  eighteen  a  of  the  Political  Code,  matters 
affecting  the  normal  schools  may  be  presented  by  members  of 
the  board,  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  the 
commissioners  of  education,  and  by  the  representatives  of  the 
normal  schools,  and,  after  due  presentation  and  consideration, 
the  board  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  the  normal  schools  in  the  following  matters : 

(a)  The  standardizing,  as  far  as  the  board  shall  deem  it 
wise  and  necessary,  of  the  courses  of  instruction  offered  in  the 
several  normal  schools  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the 
public  schools  of  the  state. 

(6)  The  establishing  and  conducting  in  any  or  all  of  the 
normal  schools  of  the  state  of  such  courses  of  instruction  as 
shall  prepare  for  the  public  schools  of  the  state  special  teachers 
in  any  or  all  of  the  subjects  of  drawing,  music,  physical 
education,  and  commercial,  technical  or  industrial  branches, 
(c)  The  compiling  and  publishing  of  a  list  of  textbooks  for 
use  by  the  students  of  the  several  normal  schools  of  the  state ; 
provided,  that  the  state  series  of  textbooks  shall  be  used  in  the 
grades  and  classes  for  which  they  are  adapted,  and  that  all 
other  regular  textbooks  shall  be  selected  by  the  various  normal 
school  authorities  from  said  list. 
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1619  (cZ)  The  prescribing  of  the  standards  of  admission  for  stu- 

dents entering  the  normal  schools,  and  the  rules  for  transfer 
of  pupils  from  one  normal  school  to  another ;  provided,  that  a 
student  for  good  cause,  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
president  of  the  school  from  which  he  seeks  to  be  transferrer!, 
enter  any  other  normal  sohool  and  without  examinations  bt- 
admitted  to  classes  corresponding  to  those  in  the  school  which 
he  has  left. 

(e)  The  determination  of  the  time  and  standards  for  grad- 
uation from  the  state  normal  schools. 

Appoint  three  assistant  superintendents. 

Second — To  appoint  three  assistant  superintendents  of  publi'- 
instruction,  who  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any 
civil  service  law  of  the  state,  and  who  shall  be  known  ami 
designated  as  follows : 

(a)  One  commissioner  of  elementary  schools,  who  shall  \>^ 
experienced  in  teaching  in  and  supervising  elementary  sehooLs 

(6)  One  commissioner  of  secondary  schools,  who  shall  U*t 
experienced  in  teaching  and  who  has  been  principal  or  super- 
visor  of  secondary  schools. 

(c)  One  commissioner  of  industrial  and  vocational  educa- 
tion who  has  had  experience  as  a  supervisor  of  industrial  or 
vocational  education. 

May  Issue  subpoenas. 

Third — To  issue  subpoenas  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  before  the  board  or  any  member  thereof,  in  the  same 
manner  that  any  court  in  this  state  may;  and  whenever  the 
testimony  of  any  witness  upon  any  matter  pending  before  it  is 
material,  the  president  must  cause  the  attendance  of  the  witness 
before  such  board,  or  a  member  thereof,  to  testify  concerning 
such  matter,  and  the  board  may  make  a  reasonable  allowance 
therefor,  not  exceeding  the  fees  of  witnesses  in  civil  cases, 
which  must  be  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  board,  but  in  no  instance  can  an 
allowance  be  made  in  favor  of  a  witness  who  appears  in  behalf 
of  a  claimant. 

Fourth — To  adopt  and  use,  in  authentication  of  their  acts, 
an  official  seal. 

May  have  printing  done. 

Fifth — To  have  done  by  the  state  printer,  or  other  officer 
liaving  the  management  of  the  state  printing,  any  printing 
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required  by  it ;  provided,  that  all  orders  for  printing  shall  first  1619 
be  approved  by  the  state  board  of  control. 

May  employ  experts,  may  require  reports. 

Sixth — The  state  board  of  education  shall  study  the  educa- 
tional conditions  and  needs  of  the  state ;  shall  make  plans  for 
the  improvement  of  the  administration  and  efficiency  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  state ;  shall  have  power  to  conduct  educa- 
tional investigations  and  shall  employ  educational  and  business 
experts,  within  the  limits  of  its  appropriation  therefor;  shall 
annually  require  reports  as  to  the  activities  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  and  the  assistant  superintendents, 
and  such  other  employees  as  it  may  direct  to  report,  for 
submission  to  the  governor,  and  the  same  shall  submit  bien- 
nially to  the  governor,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
September  next  preceding  the  regular  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture, a  report  of  its  transactions  for  the  preceding  two  years, 
together  with  recommendations  of  its  needs  for  the  coming 
biennium,  and  such  recommendations  as  to  changes  in  laws  or 
new  educational  legislation  as  may  seem  to  it  to  be  necessary. 

May  employ  an  acting  secretary. 

Seventh — ^To  appoint  an  acting  secretary,  who  shall  also 
act  as  executive  officer  of  the  board  in  the  absence  of  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  from  his  office  or  in  case 
of  his  incapacity  for  duty. 

May  prescribe  credentials  for  high  school  teachers. 

§  1619a.    The  state  board  of  education  shall  have  power  1619a 
and  it  shall  be  its  duty : 

First — To  prescribe  by  general  rule  the  credentials  upon 
which  persons  may  be  granted  certificates  to  teach  in  the  high 
schools  of  this  state.  No  credentials  shall  be  prescribed  or 
allowed,  unless  the  same,  in  the  judgment  of  said  board,  are 
the  equivalent  of  a  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  University 
of  California,  and  are  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  holder 
tiiereof  has  taken  an  amount  of  pedagogy  equivalent  to  the 
minimum  amount  of  pedagogy  prescribed  by  the  state  board 
of  education  of  this  state,  and  include  a  recommendation  for 
a  high  school  certificate  from  the  faculty  of  the  institution  in 
which  the  pedagogical  work  shall  have  been  taken. 

May  consider  special  cases  for  reconsideration  for  high  school  credentials. 

Second — To   consider   the   cases   of    individual    applicants 
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1610a  who  have  taught  successfully  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  sev- 
enteen school  months,  and  who  are  not  possessed  of  the  creden- 
tials prescribed  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  and  where  the  evidence  submitted  by  the  applicant 
does  not  satisfy  the  board  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  provide  for 
his  examination.  The  said  board,  in  its  discretion,  may  issue 
to  such  applicants  high  school  credentials  upon  which  they 
may  be  granted  certificates  to  teach  in  the  high  schools  of  the 
state.  In  such  special  cases,  the  board  may  take  cognizance  of 
any  adequate  evidence  of  preparation  which  the  applicants 
may  present.  The  standard  of  qualification  in  such  special 
cases  shall  not  be  lower  than  that  represented  by  the  other 
credentials  named  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  sub- 
division first  of  this  section. 

Prescribe  regulationt  for  tpeclal  certificates. 

Third — To  establish  and  prescribe  by  general  regulations 
the  qualifications  upon  which  county  boards  of  education  may 
grant  to  any  person  a  special  certificate  to  teach  any  special 
subject  or  subjects  in  such  grades  as  are  mentioned  therein; 
provided,  that  no  qualification  shall  be  prescribed  for  certifica- 
tion to  teach  in  any  grade  whatever  a  vocational  subject 
unless  the  candidate  shall  have  had,  as  a  minimum,  three 
years'  experience  as  a  journeyman,  or,  where  this  terminology 
does  not  apply,  its  equivalent,  in  the  vocation  in  which  he 
desires  certification. 

May  grant  credentials  to  certain  Individuals. 

Fourth — To  consider  the  cases  of  individual  applicants 
who  are  not  possessed  of  the  qualifications  prescribed  in  sub- 
division third  of  this  section,  or  in  the  general  regulations 
of  the  state  board  of  education,  and  where  the  evidence  sub- 
mitted by  any  applicant  who  meets  the  academic  require- 
ments of  the  board  does  not  satisfy  the  board  of  his  knowledge 
of  the  special  subject  and  methods  of  teaching  the  same,  it 
may,  in  its  discretion,  provide  such  examination  as  it  may 
deem  expedient  and  wise.  When  the  state  board  of  education 
is  satisfied  that  any  applicant  possesses  qualifications  equiva- 
lent  to  those  so  specified,  it  may  issue  to  such  applicant  a  state 
board  credential  upon  which  county  boards  of  education  may 
grant  to  him  a  special  certificate  to  teach  such  special  subject 
or  subjects  as  are  listed  in  said  credential  in  such  grades  and 
for  such  length  of  time  as  therein  specified. 
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May  issue  llfs  diplomas. 

Fifth — To    grant    life    diplomas    for    four    grades,    valid  1510a 
throughout  the  state,  as  follows : 

(1)  High  school:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  any 
primary  or  grammar  or  high  school. 

(2)  Elementary  school:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach 
in  any  elementary  school. 

(3)  Kindergarten-primary:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach 
in  the  kindergarten  class  of  any  primary  school. 

(4)  Special:  Authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  any  school 
8ueh  special  branches  and  in  such  grades  as  are  named  in  such 
diploma. 

To  whom  llfs  diplomat  may  bs  grantsd. 

Sixth — To  issue,  except  as  provided  in  sections  one  thou- 
sand  five  hundred  three  and  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
seventy-five  of  this  code,  life  diplomas  only  to  such  persons  as 
liave  held  for  one  year,  and  still  hold,  a  valid  county,  or  city 
and  county,  certificate,  corresponding  in  grade  to  the  grade  of 
diploma- applied  for,  and  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  having  had  a  successful  experience  in  teaching  of  at 
least  forty-eight  months.    Not  less  than  twenty-one  months  of 
said  experience  shall  have  been  in  the  public  schools  of  Cali- 
fornia.    Every  application  must  be  accompanied  to  the  state 
hoard  of  education  by  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted 
by  at  least  a  three-fourths  vote  of  all  the  members  composing 
a  county,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education,  recommend- 
ing that  the  diploma  be  granted,  and  also  by  an  affidavit  of  the 
applicant,  specifically  setting  forth  the  places  in  which,  and 
the   dates  between  which,   said  applicant  has  taught.

of  the  state. 

May  m«k»  contract^  for  not  less  than  four  years. 

Seccmit— Whenever  any  plates,  maps,  or  engravings  of  any 

publisher  or  author  are  adopted  for  use,  or  whenever  any  books 
have  been  purchased,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  state  board 
of  education  shall  enter  into  a  contract  for  not  less  than  four 
years  nor  more  than  eight  years  for  the  use  of  the  same  in  the 
elementary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  state,  and  shall 
require  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  of  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  books,  plates,  maps  or  engravings  under  a  written 
guarantee  that  the  same  shall  be  kept  revised  and  free  from 
all  errors  and  up  to  date  as  may  be  required  by  the  state  board 
of  education. 

May  tocure  copyright  for  books  compiled. 

Third — The  state  board  of  education  may  secure  copyrights 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  to  any 
book  that  may  be  compiled.    Whenever  any  one  or  more  of 
the  state  textbooks  shall  have  been  compiled  or  purchased, 
published  and  adopted,  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion, on  the  order  of  the  state  board  of  education  shall  issue  an

state  printer  to  aupervlae  printing  of  booka. 

Fifth — The  superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  have 
supervision  of  all  of  the  mechanical  work  connected  with  the 
printing  of  such  books  as  may  be  compiled  and  adopted  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  education  or  such 
representative  of  the  state  board  of  education  as  may  be 
appointed  to  supervise  such  work.  The  superintendent  of

Sixth — On  receiving  a  copy  of  the  cost-finding  report  and 
estimated  cost  of  the  publishing  of  any  book,  the  state  board 
of  education  thereupon  shall  determine  and  fix  the  cost  price 
of  such  books  by  adding  to  the  cost  of  manufacture  the  contract 
price  to  be  paid  as  royalty  or  for  the  use  of  plates,  maps,  or 
engravings  or  copyrighted  matter,  and  said  price,  to  which  has 
been  added  ten  per  cent  of  such  price  to  cover  overhead 
expense,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  whole  cost  of  publication 
of  such  book  at  Sacramento.

to  private  schools,  individuals,  or  dealers  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  said  board  of  education; 
provided,  that  such  books  be  not  sold  by  dealers  for  more  than 
the  cost  price  at  Sacramento,  plus  the  postage,  packing  and 
cartage  on  such  books,  which  prices  shall  be  established  by  said 
board  of  education. 

May  adopt  rules  for  dlapoaal  of  old  books. 

The  state  board  of  education  may  provide  for  the  disposi- 
tion of  such  textbooks  as  are  no  longer  in  a  fit  condition  to  be 
used  for  purposes  of  instruction;  provided,  that  whenever  in 
its  judgment  it  would  be  practicable  to  sell  such  old  textbooks 
for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  paper  pulp  or  similar  substances, 
the  highest  price  obtainable  shall  be  secured  therefor,  and  the 
money  so  obtained  deposited  in  the  state  schoolbook  fund. 

School  textbook  fund,  for  what  may  be  used. 

§  1519c.  The  appropriation  heretofore  made,  known  as  1619c 
the  ** textbook  appropriation,"  shall  be  subject  to  the  draft  of 
the  state  board  of  education  for  necessary''  expenses  incurred  by 
it  for  office  supplies,  the  hiring  of  expert  assistants,  and  for 
other  necessary  expenses;  provided,  that  all  claims  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  board  of  control  for  its  approval.  All  moneys 
that  have  been  received  or  may  hereafter  be  received  from  the 
sale  of  said  series  of  state  textbooks  to  private  schools  or  to 
dealers  or  persons  or  that  may  be  appropriated  by  the  legis- 
lature for  publishing  said  series  of  state  textbooks,  shall  be 
k<?pt  by  the  state  treasurer  in  a  fund  known  as  the  **  state 
schoolbook  fund."  This  fund  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  state  board  of  education  for  all  expenses  incurred  by  the 
superintendent  of  printing  for  all  material,  labor,  and  other 
expenses  necessary  for  publishing  state  school  textbooks,  and 
for  all  books  purchased,  for  the  cost  of  shipping  free  textbooks, 
and  for  necessary  employees  in  connection  with  such  shipment 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  state  board  of  education.  All 
claims  to  be  drawn,  after  being  certified  by  the  claimant  and 
the  items  approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
education  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  of  control  for  its 
approval,  and  upon  the  approval  of  said  board  of  control, 
the  state  controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  draw 
his  warrant  on  the  state  treasurer,  who  is  hereby  directed  to 
pay  the  same,

State  institutioiui  may  order  textbooks. 

1619d  §  1619d.  The  president  or  principal  of  any  state  institu- 
tion, in  which  instruction  is  given  in  the  elementary  branches, 
may  order  such  state  textbook,  as  may  be  used  to  advantage, 
for  use  in  said  institution,  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction;  provided,  such  orders  shall  be 
subject  to  revision  by  said  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 
Such  books  shall  be  delivered  free  of  cost  to  such  institution  on 
the  order  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  in  the 
usual  method  of  shipment. 

Duties  of  commissioners. 

Elementary. 

1620  §  1B20.    The  commissioner  of  elementary  schools  shall  visit 

tlie  elementary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  several  counties 
of  the  state,  and  investigate  the  course  of  study  adopted  in 
such,  schools.  He  shall  enforce  the  use  of  the  state  textbooks 
and  shall  report  to  the  state  board  of  education  his  findings, 
and  shall  make  such  recommendations  to  the  state  board  of 
education  as  he  may  deem  best,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  education. 

Secondary. 

The  commissioner  of  secondary  schools  shall  visit  and  inves- 
tigate the  secondary  day  and  evening  schools  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  state.  He  may  recommend  changes  in  the 
courses  of  study  and  shall  investigate  all  contracts  with  text- 
book companies  and  see  that  they  comply  with  the  law,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  under  the  direction  of 
the  state  board  of  education. 

Vocational. 

The  commissioner  of  industrial  and  vocational  education 
.shall  visit  all  the  schools  receiving  financial  support,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  from  the  state,  in  which  industrial  and  vocational 
education  is  given  or  contemplated.  He  shall  have  power  to 
recommend  changes  to  the  various  boards  governing  such 
schools,  and  shall  present  the  state  board  of  education  a  report 
of  the  work  in  such  schools,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  education.

Compensation  and  expenses  of  members  of  state  board. 

§  1621.  First — The  members  of  the  state  board  of  ediica-  1621 
tion  shall  receive  as  compensation  fifteen  dollars  per  day  when 
the  board  is  in  session.  They  shall  also  receive  ten  dollars  per 
day  while  engaged  in  committee  work  at  the  Sacramento  or 
Los  Angeles  offices  of  the  board  or  elsewhere  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  state  board  of  education;  provided,  that  the  total 
amount  of  such  per  diem  for  committee  work,  for  all  members 
of  the  board  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  for  any  fiscal  year.

Second — Each  assistant  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  nineteen 
of  the  Political  Code  shall  receive  a  salary  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  payable  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  salary  of  state  officers  is  paid.  They  shall 
also  receive  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  while 
on  official  business. 

Third — Within  their  appropriation,  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion may  appoint  such  clerical  and  other  help  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary.

any  such  textbook,  so  as  aforesaid,  entirely  or  partly  written, 
compiled,  printed  and  published  outside  of  the  State  of 
California. 
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RETIREMENT  OF  TEACHERS. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  retirement  salaries  to  public 
school  teachers  of  this  state;  creating  a  public  school  teachers' 
retirement  salary  fund,  and  also  a  public  school  teaehere'  perma- 
nent fundf  providing  for  the  administration  of  such  funds,  and 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  uses  of  said  funds. 

[Approved  June  16,  1913.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  e^iact  as  follows: 

Aot        Funds  established— How  composed. 

g^^  1  Section  1.  There  are  hereby  established  two  funds  in  th»' 
state  treasury  to  be  known,  respectively,  as  the  public  school 
teachers'  retirement  salary  fund  and  the  public  school  teachers' 
permanent  fund.  The  public  school  teachers'  permanent  fuml 
shall  be  made  up  of  all  moneys  received  from  the  following 
sources,  or  derived  in  the  following  manner: 

(1)  All  contributions  made  by  teachers,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ; 

(2)  The  income  and  interest  derived  from  the  investment  of 
the  moneys  contained  in  such  fund ;

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  controller  and  of  Sec.  3  - 
the  state  treasurer  to  make,  when  notified  by  the  public  school 
teachers'  retirement  salary  fund  board,  or  by  the  state  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  under  authority  of  this  act, 
transfers  of  such  amounts  from  the  public  school  teachers'  .

(5)  Regulate  the  duties  of  boards  of  education,  school 
trustees  and  other  school  authorities,  imposed  upon  them  by 
this  act,  in  respect  to  the  contributions  by  teachers  to  the  public 
school  teachers'  permanent  fund,  and  the  deduction  of  such 
contributions  from  the  teachers'  salaries. 

Adopt  rules  for  application  for  retirement,  etc. 

Sec.  11  Sec.  11.  In  addition  to  the  powers  hereinabove  enumerated 
said  board  shall  make  and  enforce  all  necessary  and  proper 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  method  or  methods  of  applyinir 
for  and  obtaining  retirement  salaries  provided  for  in  this  act, 
and  for  the  method  or  methods  of  determining  the  right  of  each 
applicant  to  such  retirement  salary ;  provided,  however,  that  in 
all  cases  legal  proof  of  all  necessary  facts  shall  be  required  and 
kept  on  file.

Upon  retirement,  voluntary  or  invol- 
untary, such  teacher  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  during  life, 
an  annual  retirement  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in 
installments  quarterly  by  warrant  drawn  as  provided  in  section 
eight  of  this  act;  provided,  that  application  for  such  salary 
be  made  within  two  years  after  the  last  month  of  service,  except 
in  cases  where  at  the  time  the  right  to  the  retirement  salary 
accrues  such  teacher  has  been  absent  two  years  or  more  from 
service,  on  leave  duly  granted  by  the  board  of  education,  ^ 
board  of  trustees  or  other  public  school  authorities  employing 
such  teacher.  In  such  cases,  the  application  may  be  made  at 
any  time  during  the  said  leave  of  absence.  All  teachers  here- 
tofore retired  after  thirty  years  of  service,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  approved 
March  26,  1895,  entitled  *'An  act  to  create  and  administer  a 
public  school  teachers'  annuity  and  retirement  fund  in  the 
several  counties  and  cities  and  counties  in  the  state,"  and  acts 
amendatory  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annual  retirement 
salary  of  five  hundred  dollars,  payable  in  installments  quar- 
terly by  warrants  drawn  as  provided  in  section  eight  of  this  act.

Sec.  14      Sec.  14.    Any  public  school  teacher  who  shall  have  complied

letters    of    administration,    collect    from    the    public    school 
teachers'  retirement  salary  fund,  in  the  state  treasury,  any 
balance  of  retirement  salary  accrued  to  the  credit  of  said 
deceased  annuitant  remaining  unpaid  at  the  time  of  death.

band, wife  nor  children,  and  that  afiEiant  is  the  father  or 
mother,  or  the  guardian  of  the  estate  of  the  insane  or  incom- 
petent father  or  mother,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  said  decedent,  or 
stating  that  the  decedent  left  neither  husband,  wife,  children, 
father  nor  mother,  and  that  the  afiSants  are  the  brothers  and 
sisters,  or  the  guardians  of  the  estates  of  the  minor,  insane  or 
incompetent  brothers  and  sisters,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  said 
decedent,  shall,  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  said  board,

sufficient  acquittance  therefor. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  MAY  ORDER  SCHOOLS  CLOSED. 

An  act  •mpowerin^  the  state  board  of  education  to  order  the  closing 
from  time  to  time  of  educational  institutions  during  the  continu- 
ance of  a  state  of  war. 

[Approved  May  5,   1917.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows:  j^qi 

Section  1.  During  the  continuance  of  a  state  of  war  between  gee.  1 
the  United  States  of  America  and  any  foreign  power,  the  state 
board  of  education,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  shall 
have  power,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  its  mem- 
bers such  step  is  necessary  for  the  planting  or  harvesting  of 
crops  or  for  other  agricultural  or  horticultural  purposes  and  is 
for  the  welfare  of  the  state,  to  make  an  order  closing,  for  such 
time  as  may  be  specified  therein,  any  or  all  educational  institu- 
tions supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  state,  or  any  grade  or 
class  thereof,  and  may,  in  like  manner,  by  similar  order,  post- 
pone the  opening  of  any  or  all  such  educational  institutions,  or 
any  grade  or  class  thereof,  during  the  continuance  of  a  state 
of  war;  provided,  however,  that  the  annual  school  term  shall 
not  be  reduced  to  less  than  six  school  months  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  and  provided,  further,  that  whenever  any 
such  educational  institution  is  closed,  or  the  opening  thereof 
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Act  is  delayed,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  salary  of  any 
Sec.  1  teacher  regularly  employed  shall  be  paid  according  to  any 
written  contract  between  the  governing  board  of  such  educa- 
tional institution  and  such  teacher,  or  in  case  there  is  no  written 
contract,  according  to  any  salary  schedule  adopted  by  such 
board.  In  case  there  is  neither  such  contract  nor  salary  sched- 
ule, the  total  salary  paid  for  any  school  year  in  which  such 
order  is  made  shall  not  be  less  than  the  salary  paid  by  the  gov- 
erning board  of  such  institution  for  similar  service  during 
the  preceding  school  year.  It  it  further  provided  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  in  any  manner  affect  the  amount  of 
money  apportioned  to  any  school  district  during  any  school 
year. 

Order  may  be  effective  in  localities. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Such  an  order  issued  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion one  hereof  may  be  made  applicable  to  such  district,  city, 
city  and  county,  county  or  group  of  any  thereof  as  the  state 
board  of  education  may  determine  and  specify  therein,  and 
may  be  altered,  amended  or  rescinded  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  Inasmuch  as  the  United  States  is  now  involved  in 
war,  this  act  is  hereby  determined  and  declared  to  be  an 
urgency  measure  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of 
the  public  peace  and  safety,  within  the  meaning  of  section  one 
of  article  four  of  the  constitution  and  shall  take  effe<t 
immediately. 

ACT  RELATING  TO  VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION. 

An  act  to  accept  the  provieions  and  benefits  of  an  act  passed  by  tht 
senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  congress  assembled  and  approved  February  twenty- 
third,  nineteen  hundred  seventeen,  to  provide  for  the  promotion 
of  vocational  education;  to  create  a  vocational  education  fund 
and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

[Approved  May  31,  1917.] 

Act  ^^^  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  hereby 
accept  the  provisions  of,  and  each  and  all  of  the  funds  pro- 
vided by,  an  act  passed  by  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  congress  assem- 
bled, entitled,  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  promotion  of  voca- 
tional education ;  to  provide  for  cooperation  with  the  states  in 
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the  promotion  of  such  education  in  agriculture  and  the  trades  Act 
and  industries ;  to  provide  for  cooperation  with  the  states  in  86C.  1 
the  preparation  of  teachers  of  vocational  subjects;  and  to 
appropriate  money  and  regulate  its  expenditure,"  and  ap- 
proved by  the  President  February  twenty-third,  nineteen  hun- 
dred seventeen.  In  accepting  the  benefits  of  said  act  the 
people  of  the  State  of  California  agree  to  comply  with  all  of 
its  provisions  and  to  observe  all  of  its  requirements. 

State  board  of  education  designated  to  administer  state  and 
federal  funds. 
Sec.  2.  The  state  board  of  education  is  hereby  designated  8®c.  2 
as  the  state  board  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  the  provisions 
of  said  act,  and  is  hereby  given  all  necessary  power  and 
authority  to  cooperate  with  the  federal  board  for  vocational 
education  in  the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  federal 
act  and  of  this  act. 

State  appropriation  and  method  of  disbursement  of  funds. 

Sec.  3.  The  state  treasurer,  as  required  by  said  federal  act,  Sec.  3 
is  hereby  made  custodian  of  all  federal  funds  received  by  the 
State  of  California  under  the  provisions  of  that  act.  He  is 
also  hereby  made  custodian  of  all  state  funds  appropriated 
in  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  federal 
government  in  the  promotion  of  vocational  education.  He  is 
hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  provide  for  the  proper  custody 
of  all  moneys  provided  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
the  above  mentioned  federal  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
state  treasurer,  upon  receiving  any  apportionment  of  funds 
from  the  federal  government  on  account  of  the  vocational 
education  fund,  to  report  the  same  immediately,  with  the 
amount  thereof,  to  the  state  controller  and  the  state  board  of 
education  and  deposit  the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  ''vocational 
education  fund,"  which  fund  is  hereby  created.  Thereupon 
the  state  controller  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  transfer  from 
the  general  fund  of  the  state  to  the  vocational  education  fund 
an  amount  which  shall  equal  the  amount  apportioned  to  the 
State  of  California  under  the  provisions  of  the  federal  act 
mentioned  in  this  act.  The  moneys  so  transferred  into  the 
vocational  education  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  without 
reference  to  fiscal  years  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with 
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Act  the  federal  government  in  promoting  vocational  education  in 
Sec.  3  this  state  and  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  part  three, 
title  one,  chapter  three,  article  eighteen,  of  the  Political  Code, 
relating  to  the  state  board  of  control.  The  moneys  constituting 
the  vocational  education  fund  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  state 
treasurer  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  controller  as  requisitioned 
by  the  state  board  of  education  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  federal  act  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
state  board  established  as  required  by  said  acts.

money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sums  proTided  in 
sections  two,  three,  and  four  of  this  Act,  to  be  paid  to  the  respective 
States  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  States  in  paying  the  salaries 
of  teachers,  supervisors,  and  directors  of  agricultural  subjects,  and  teachers 
of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial  subjects,  and  in  the  preparatioD 
of  teachers  of  agricultural,  trade,  industrial,  and  home  economics  subjects;

Federal   board  for  vocational   education   created. 

6 
created,  to  consist  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce,  the  Secretary  of  Labor,  the  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education,  and  three  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.

science,  and  the  study  of  related  facts  and  principles;  and  problems  of 
administration  of  vocational  schools  and  of  courses  of  study  and  instruc- 
tion in  Tocational  subjects.

Duty  of  United  States  commissioner  of  education.

instruction  per  year;  that  evening  industrial  schools  shall  fix  the  age  of 
sixteen  years  as  a  minimum  entrance  requirement  and  shall  confine  instruc- 
tion to  that  which  is  supplemental  to  the  daily  employment;  that  the 
teachers  of  any  trade  or  industrial  subject  in  any  State  shall  have  at  least 
the  minimum  qualifications  for  teachers  of  such  subject  determined  upon 
for  such  State  by  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Federal  Board 
for  Vocational  Education :  Provided^  That  for  cities  and  towns  of  less  than 
twenty-five  thousand  population,  according  to  the  last  preceding  United 
States  census,  the  State  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Federal  Board 
for  Vocational  Education,  may  modify  the  conditions  as  to  the  length  of 
course  and  hours  of  instruction  per  week  for  schools  and  claasea  giving 
instruction  to  those  who  have  not  entered  upon  employment,  in  order  to 
meet  the  particular  needs  of  such  cities  and  towns. 

Relating  to  the  training  of  teachers  of  vocational  subjecti. 

86C.  12  SiEC-  12*  That  in  order  for  any  State  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the 
Appropriation  in  this  Act  for  the  training  of  teachers,  supervisors,  or 
directors  of  agricultural  subjects,  or  of  teachers  of  trade,  indostrial  or 
home  economics  subjects,  the  State  board  of  such  State  shall  provide  in 
its  plan  for  such  training  that  the  same  shall  be  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  State  board ;  that  such  training  shall  be  given  in  sdiools 
or  classes  under  public  supervision  or  control ;  that  such  training  shall  be 
given  only  to  persons  who  have  had  adequate  vocational  experience  or 
contact  in  the  line  of  work  for  which  they  are  preparing  themselves  as 
teachers,  supervisors,  or  directors,  or  who  are  acquiring  such  experience 
or  contact  as  a  part  of  their  training ;  and  that  the  State  board,  with  the

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State  treasurer  must  be  made  custodian  of  federal  funds.  Act 

Sec.  13.  That  in  order  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  appropriations  for  o^a  ]^3 
the  salaries  of  teachers,  supervisors,  or  directors  of  agricultural  subjects, 
or  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  trade,  home  economics,  and  industrial 
subjects,  or  for  the  training  of  teachers  as  herein  provided,  any  State  shall, 
through  the  legislative  authority  thereof,  appoint  as  custodian  for  said 
appropriations  its  State  treasurer,  who  shall  receive  and  provide  for  the 
proper  custody  and  diabunsements  of  all  money  paid  to  the  State  from  said 
appropriations.

Sec.  14.  That  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  shall  Bec.  14 
annnally  ascertain  whether  the  several  States  are  using,  or  are  prepared 
to  use,  the  money  received  by  them  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act.

An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  supervision  of  courses  in 
physical  education  in  the  elementary,  secondary  and  normal 
schools  of  the  state,  and  appropriating  ten  thousand  dellart 
therefor. 

[Approved  May  26,  1917.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Act        Courses  of  instruction  must  provide  for. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  The  board  of  education  of  each  county,  city 
and  county,  and  city,  whose  duty  it  is  to  prescribe  the  course 
of  study  for  the  elementary  schools  of  such  county,  city  and 
county  or  city,  shall  prescribe  suitable  courses  of  phjrsical  edu- 
cation in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  all 
])iipils  enrolled  in  the  day  elementary  schools,  except  pupils 
who  may  be  excused  from  such  training  on  account  of  physical 
disability;  and  the  high  school  board  of  each  high  school  dis- 
trict shall  prescribe  suitable  courses  of  physical  education  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  all  pupils  enrolled 
in  the  day  high  schools  of  such  district,' except  pupils  regularly 
enrolled  in  high  school  cadet  companies  and  pupils  who  may 
be  excused  from  such  courses  on  account  of  physical  disability. 
Aims  of  such  training. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  The  aims  and  purposes  of  the  courses  of  phyairal 
education  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  he 
as  follows:  (1)  To  develop  organic  vigor,  provide  neuromuscu- 
lar training,  promote  bodily  and  mental  poise,  correct  postural 
defects,  secure  the  more  advanced  forms  of  coordination, 
strength  and  endurance,  and  to  promote  such  desirable  moral 
and  social  qualities  as  appreciation  of  the  value  of  cooperation, 
self-subordination  and  obedience  to  authority,  and  higher 
ideals,  courage  and  wholesome  interest  in  truly  recreational 
activities;  (2)  to  promote  a  hygienic  school  and  home  lifr. 
secure  scientific  supervision  of  the  sanitation  of  school  build- 
ings, playgrounds  and  athletic  fields,  and  the  equipment 
thereof. 
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School  authorities  must  enforce  course.  Act 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  Sec.  3 
of  every  county,  city  and  county,  or  city,  and  of  every  board  of  .  _-rr 
education,  board  of  school  trustees,  or  high  school  board,  to 
enforce  the  courses  of  physical  education  prescribed  by  the 
proper  authority,  and  to  require  that  such  physical  education 
be  given  in  the  schools  under  their  jurisdiction  or  control. 
All  pupils  enrolled  in  the  elementary  schools,  except  pupils 
excused  therefrom  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  required  to  attend  upon  such  courses  of  physical  edu- 
cation during  periods  which  shall  average  twenty  minutes  in 
each  school  day,  and  all  pupils  enrolled  in  the  secondary  schools, 
except  pupils  excused  therefrom  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  shall  be  required  to  attend  upon  such  courses 
of  physical  education  for  at  least  two  hours  each  week  that 
school  is  in  session. 

Special  instructors  may  be  employed. 

Sec.  4.  When  the  number  of  pupils  in  any  city  or  city  and  Sec.  4 
county  or  school  district  is  sufficient,  such  city  or  city  and 
county  or  school  district  shall  employ  a  competent  supervisor 
and  such  special  teachers  of  physical  education  as  may  be 
necessary.  The  trustees  of  two  or  more  contiguous  elementary

Seventh — To  have  the  laws  relating  to  the  public  schools 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  to  supply  school  officers  and 
school  libraries  with  one  copy  each.

Eighth — To  visit  the  several  orphan  asylums  to  which  state 
appropriations  are  made,  and  examine  into  the  course  of 
instruction  therein. 

Ninth — To  visit  the  schools  in  the  different  counties,  and 
inquire  into  their  condition ;  and  the  actual  traveling  expenses 
thus  incurred,  provided  that  they  do  not  exceed  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  shall  be  allowed, 
audited  and  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  claims  are  audited  and  paid.

Twelfth — To  report  to  the  controller,  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  September  of  each  year,  the  total  average  daily  attend- 
ance in  the  elementary  day  and  evening  schools  including  the 
special  day  and  evening  elementary  school  classes,  the  average 
daily  attendance  in  the  day  and  evening  high  schools  including 
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the  special  day  and  evening  high  school  classes,  as  shown  by  16S2 
the  annual  reports  of  the  county  superintendents  of  the  several 
(bounties  on  file  in  his  office  for  the  school  year  immediately 
preceding,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  upon 
e^ch  of  such  part-time  vocational  courses  as  are  established  and 
maintained  by  each  high  school  district  under  the  provisions 
of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  c  of  this  code, 
and  as  are  shown  by  these  reports  and  approved  by  the  com- 
missioner of  vocational  education.

Superintendents'  annual  convention. 

§  1583.  He  shall  have  power  to  call,  annually,  a  conven-  1633 
tion  of  the  county  and  city  superintendents  to  assemble  at  such 
time  and  place  as  he  shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  questions  pertaining  to  the  supervision  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  public  schools,  the  laws  relating  thereto,  and 
such  other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and  interest  of  the 
public  schools  as  shall  properly  be  brought  before  it.

Apportion  achool  money  at  least  four  timee  a  year. 

8ec<md — To  apportion  the  school  moneys  to  each  school 
district  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
fifty-eight  of  this  code,  at  least  four  times  a  year.  For  this 
piiri>ose  he  may  require  of  the  county  auditor  a  report  of  the 
amount  of  all  school  moneys  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the 
several  school  funds  of  the  county  not  already  apportioned;

He  must,  when  there  is  sufScient  money  in  the  1546 
fund  of  any  school  district  to  maintain  a  free  school  therein 
for  six  months,  if  the  trustees  fail  to  have  such  school  kept, 
appoint  a  teacher,  and  open  and  keep  such  school,  and  may 
draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw 
his  warrant  upon  the  fund  of  such  district  for  the  expense 
incurred. 

Hay  require  tmstees  to  make  repairs,  etc. 

§  1546.  He  may,  in  his  discretion,  require  the  trustees  of  1546 
any  district  to  repair  the  school  buildings  or  property,  or  to 
abate  any  nuisance  in  or  about  the  premises,  if  such  repairs  or 
abatement  can  be  done  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
and  there  is  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  district.  He  may  also,  in  all  cases,  require 
the  trustees  to  provide  suitable  outhouses,  and,  where  practi- 
cable, to  adorn  the  ground  with  fruit  and  ornamental  trees 
and  shrubbery;  and  if  the  trustees  neglect  to  make  sucli  pro- 
vision, he  may  cause  it  to  be  done,  and  pay  for  it  on  hLs 
requisition  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall  drav\^  his 
warrant  payable  out  of  any  money  to  the  credit  of  the  district. 

Postage,  expressage,  etc. 

§  1548,  He  may  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  1648 
auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  unapportioned 
county  school  fund,  in  his  own  favor,  for  the  binding  of  school 
documents,  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars  a  year;  for  postage 
and  expressage  for  his  office,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars  for  each 
district  of  the  county,  and  for  such  other  incidental  expenses 
as  may  be  authorized  by  law;  provided,  that  not  more  than 
one-half  of  such  allowance  shall  be  used  during  the  first  six 
months  of  any  school  year,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of 
the  board  of  supervisors;  and  provided,  further,  that  in  incor- 
porated cities,  and  cities  and  counties,  each  three  hundred 
pupils  enrolled  in  such  incorporated  cities,  and  cities  and  coun- 
ties, as  shown  by  the  last  report  to  the  state  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  shall  be  considered  equal  to  one  school 
district. 
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Deputy. 

1648  §  1648.    Each    county    superintendent    may    appoint    a 

deputy;  but  no  salary,  payable  out  of  the  school  fund,  roust 
be  allowed  such  deputy. 

CSompensation  of  deputy. 

1660  §  1660.  Each  deputy  school  superintendent  of  any  city, 
or  city  and  county,  may  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
board  of  education  thereof  prescribes,  payable  in  the  same 
manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the  superintendent 
of  schools  thereof  is  paid ;  provided,  that  the  compensation  of 
each  deputy  school  superintendent  of  any  city  and  county  shall 
be  not  leas  than  the  minimum  received  by  any  high  school 
principal  in  said  city  and  county. 

Superintendent  must  report  attendance — Correct  boundariei. 

1661  §  1661.  Every  school  superintendent  in  this  state  must,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  his  county,  the  average  daily  attendance  in  the 
day  and  evening  elementary  schools  and  the  special  day  and 
evening  elementary  school  classes,  the  average  daily  attend- 
ance in  the  day  and  evening  high  schools  and  the  special  day 
and  evening  high  school  classes  and  the  average  daily  attend- 
ance of  pupils  upon  part-time  vocational  courses  maintained 
by  high  school  districts  for  persons  engaged  three  or  more 
hours  each  in  academic  and  in  educative  occupational  work. 
as  provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  c 
of  this  code,  as  appears  by  the  teachers'  reports  on  file  in  his 
office  for  the  school  year  immediately  preceding.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  county  superintendent  to  inquire  and  ascer- 
tain whether  the  boimdaries  of  the  school  districts  in  his 
(*ounty  are  definitely  and  i)lainly  described  in  the  records  of 
the  board  of  supervisors,  and  to  keep  in  his  office  a  full  and 
correct  transcript  of  sucli  boundaries.  In  case  the  boimdarie> 
of  districts  are  conflicting  or  incorrectly  described,  he  shall 
report  such  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  the  boanl 
of  supervisors  shall  immediately  take  such  steps  as  are  neces- 
sary to  change,  harmonize  and  clearly  define  them.  The 
county  superintendent,  if  he  deem  it  necessary,  may  order 
the  description  of  the  district  boundaries  printed  in  pamphlet 
form,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  unapportioned  county 
school  fund  of  the  county. 
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TraveUng  ezpenses. 

§  1662.  Each  county  superintendent  shall  receive  his  1662 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses,  said  expenses  to  be 
allowed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  county  general  fund ;  provided,  that  this  amount  shall  not 
exceed  ten  dollars  per 'district  per  annum;  provided,  further, 
that  in  any  city  and  county  each  three  hundred  pupils  enrolled 
in  such  city  and  county,  as  shown  by  the  last  report  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  be  considered  equal 
to  one  school  district. 

Mnst  follow  no  other  vocation. 

§  1663.  No  school  superintendent,  who  receives  an  annual  1668 
salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  more,  must  follow  the 
profession  of  teaching,  or  any  other  vocation  that  can  conflict 
with  his  duties  as  superintendent;  but  those  receiving  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  may  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  this  state. 


Abticle  IV. 

TEA0HEB8'  INSTITUTES. 

Teachers'  institute  must  he  held  annually — Joint  may  be 
hdd — ^Penalty  for  failure  to  hold. 

§  1660.  The  superintendent  of  every  county  in  which  16fl0 
there  are  twenty  or  more  school  districts,  and  of  every  city 
and  coimty,  and  of  every  city  school  district  governed  by  a 
city  board  of  education  and  employing  seventy  or  more 
teachers,  must  hold  at  least  one  teachers'  institute  in  each 
year ;  and  every  teacher  employed  in  the  schools  of  the  county, 
city  and  county,  or  city  school  district  holding  such  institute 
must  attend  the  same  and  participate  in  its  proceedings;  and 
shall  be  paid  his  regular  salary  for  the  time  covered  by  such 
attendance ;  provided,  that  the  superintendents  of  two  or  more 
adjoining  counties,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  districts 
may  unite  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  joint  institute  or  conven- 
tion and  may  direct  the  teachers  of  their  respective  counties, 
city  and  county,  or  city  school  districts  to  attend  the  same  in 
lieu  of  all  or  of  a  designated  part  of  the  county,  city  and  county, 
or  city  school  district  institute,  under  the  same  conditions  and 
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1600  compensations  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  county,  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district  institute;  provided,  that  the 
expense  of  such  joint  institute  shall  be  borne  proportionately 
by  the  counties,  city  and  county,  and  city  school  distriets  par- 
ticipating therein,  and  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars 
($200.00)  for  each  county,  city  and  colinty,  or  city  school  dis- 
trict participating  therein;  and  shall  be  paid  in  each  county 
from  the  unapportioned  county  school  fund,  in  each  city  and 
county  from  the  city  and  county  school  fund,  and  in  each  city 
school  district  from  such  school  district's  county  school  fund: 
and  provided,  further,  that  during  the  year  1915  the  super- 
intendent of  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school 
district  may  convene  an  institute  with  the  educational  depart- 
ment of  any  international  exposition  held  within  the  State 
of  California,  and  may  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  teachers  engaged  in  teaching- in  such  county  requesting 
that  such  institute  be  called  in  connection  with  said  inter- 
national exposition,  direct  the  teachers  of  his  county,  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district,  to  attend  the  same  in  lieu  of 
all  or  a  designated  part  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or 
city  school  district  institute  under  the  same  conditions  and 
compensations  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  county,  city 
and  county,  or  city  school  district.  A  county  superintendent 
of  schools  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  hold  an  institute  for 
any  one  year  as  directed  by  this  section  shall  forfeit  the  last 
month's  salary  of  the  year  in  which  he  fails  to  hold  said 
institute,  and  the  county  auditor  whose  duty  it  is  to  draw  the 
warrant  in  favor  of  such  superintendent  is  hereby  directed  to 
withhold  said  salary  on  proof  of  such  neglect;  provided,  that  in 
lieu  of  the  institute  of  from  three  to  five  consecutive  days,  as 
provided  in  this  section  and  in  section  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  of  the  Political  Code,  the  superintendent 
of  any  county  in  which  there  are  twenty  or  more  school  dis- 
tricts, or  of  any  city  and  county,  or  of  any  city  school  district 
governed  by  a  city  board  of  education  and  employing  seventy 
or  more  teachers,  may  hold  during  the  school  year,  at  places 
in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district, 
chosen  by  the  superintendent  for  their  convenience  and  acces- 
sibility to  teachers  and  patrons  of  neighboring  schools,  three  or 
more  series  of  local  day  or  evening  institutes  which  shall  pro- 
vide, at  each  of  the  chosen  places,  not  less  than  ten  hours  of 
institute  work ;  provided,  that  the  superintendent  may  combine 
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the  annual  institute  plan  with  the  local  institute  plan,  by  1680 
holding,  during  one  or  more  days,  not  to  exceed  three,  an 
annual  meeting  of  all  the  teachers  in  the  county,  or  city  and 
county,  or  city  school  district,  and  also  holding  during  the 
school  year  one  or  more  series  of  evening  institutes  at  local 
points  in  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district, 
the  whole  to  provide  not  less  than  ten  hours  of  institute  work ; 
provided,  that  in  cities  and  counties  one  or  more  local  day 
or  evening  institutes  of  not  less  than  two  hours  each  may  be 
held  on  not  less  than  three  different  dates  during  the  year. 

May  be  held  in  certain  counties. 

§  1561.    In  any  county  in  which  there  are  less  than  twenty  1501 
school  districts,  the  county  superintendent  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion, hold  an  institute.    When  directed  by  the  county  board  of 
education,  he  shall  hold  an  institute,  not  oftener  than  once  each 
^^ear,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  may  direct. 

Sessions  from  three  to  five  days. 

§  1662.    Each  session  of  the  institute  must  continue  not  jg02 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  days,  except  where  the 
superintendent  holds  local  institutes,  as  provided  in  section  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  Political  Code. 
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Teachers'  salaries  during  attendance. 

§  1663.  When  the  institute  is  held  during  the  time  that 
teachers  are  employed  in  teaching,  their  pay  must  not  be 
diminished  by  reason  of  their  attendance. 

Institnte  expenses. 

§  1564.  The  county  superintendent,  the  city  and  county 
superintendent,  and  the  city  superintendent  must  each  keep  1664 
an  accurate  account  of  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by  them 
in  holding  any  teachers'  institute  whether  separate  or  joint, 
with  vouchers  for  the  same;  and  the  county  superintendent 
shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor,  who  shall 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  unapportioned  county  school  fund  to 
pay  the  expense  of  the  county  institute;  and  the  city  and 
county  superintendent  shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  city 
and  county  auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  city 
and  county  school  fund  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  city  and 
coimty  institute ;  and  the  city  superintendent  shall  present  his 
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1664  bill  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  holding  the  city  dis- 
trict institute  to  the  city  board  of  education,  who  shall  pay  the 
same  from  the  city  school  district's  county  fund  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  claims  against  the  city  school  district's  county 
fund  are  paid ;  provided,  that  not  more  than  two  hundred  dol- 
lars ($200.00)  shall  be  paid  by  each  county,  city  and  county, 
or  city  school  district  towards  the  expense  of  any  joint  institute 
or  convention ;  and  provided,  further,  that  not  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  shall  be  paid  for  the  expenses  of 
any  separate  institute  held  by  the  superintendent  of  any 
county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school  district  having  less  than 
one  hundred  teachers  regularly  employed  in  the  elementary 
and  secondary  schools  of  such  county,  city  and  county,  or  city 
school  district ;  and  provided,  further,  that  where  the  number 
of  teachers  regularly  employed  in  the  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools  of  any  county,  city  and  county,  or  city  school 
district  exceeds  one  hundred  teachers  at  the  time  of  holding 
any  separate  institute,  the  superintendent  may  expend  money 
in  addition  to  the  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  hereinbefore 
provided  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  teacher  for  each 
teacher  in  excess  of  one  hundred  teachers  regularly  employed 
at  the  time  of  holding  such  separate  institute;  and  provided^ 
further,  that  whenever  the  superintendent  of  any  county,  or 
city  and  county,  or  city  school  district,  elects  to  hold  local  insti- 
tutes, or  the  combination  of  annual  institute  with  local  insti- 
tutes, as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixty  of  the  Political  Code,  he  may  expend  money,  in  addition 
to  the  amount  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  expenses  of  any 
separate  institute  in  his  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  city 
school  district,  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  teacher  for  each 
teacher  regularly  employed  at  the  time  of  holding  the  first 
series  of  local  institutes  in  any  school  year;  provided,  ho%t- 
ever,  that  his  total  expenditures  for  local  institutes  shall  not 
at  any  time  in  the  school  year  exceed  fifty  dollars  multiplied 
by  the  number  of  local  institutes  held;  and  provided,  further 
that  whenever  the  superintendent  holds  the  combination  of 
annual  institute  with  local  institutes,  each  day  of  the  annual 
institute  shall  be  considered  for  purposes  of  expenditure  the 
same  as  one  series  of  local  institutes;  and  provided,  further, 
that  all  the  expenses  of  local  institutes  and  of  combined  annual 
and  local  institutes  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  and  from

the  same  funds  as  are  the  expenses  of  separate  and  of  joint  1564 
institutes. 

Fee  for  certificates — ^Institute  and  library  fund. 

§  1566.    Except  for  a  temporary  certificate,  every  appli-  1M6 
cant  for  a  teacher's  certificate,  or  for  the  renewal  of  a  certifi- 
cate, upon  presenting  his  application,  shall  pay  to  the  county 
superintendent  a  fee  of  two  dollars.    All  money  so  received  by 
the  county  superintendent  shall  immediately  be  deposited  by 
him  in  the  county  treasury.    The  county  treasurer  shall  credit 
one-half  of  all  moneys  so  received  to  a  separate  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  teachers'  institute  fund  and  the  other  half  to  a 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  teachers'  library  fund.     The  teachers' 
institute  fund  may  be  expended  in  payment  of  the  services 
of  such  instructors  in  the  county  teachers'  institute  as  are  not 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county  in  which  such 
institute  is  held.     For  this  purpose  warrants  may  be  drawn 
by  the  auditor  upon  the  request  of  the  county  superintendent. 
The  teachers'  library  fund  may  be  expended,  in  a  similar 
manner  for  the  establishing  of  a  teachers'  library  and  for  the 
transportation  of  library  books,  and  other  reading  matter  of 
the  teachers'  library,  to  and  from  the  various  schools  of  the 
county.    The   county   superintendent   may   act   as  librarian 
thereof  but  whenever  in  any  county  there  is  a  county  library, 
the  county  superintendent  may  require  the  county  treasurer 
to  credit  all  moneys  payable  to  the  teachers'  library  fund  to 
the  county  library  fund,  and  may  transfer  to  the  county 
library  all  books  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  teachers ' 
library,  and  thereupon  the  county  library  shall  administer  the 
teachers'  library  as  part  of  itself;  but  all  funds  received  from 
the  county  superintendent  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall 
be  expended  exclusively  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of 
books  of  professional  interest  to  teachers. 

May  hold  trustees'  meeting. 

§  1666.  The  superintendent  of  every  county  in  which  1666 
there  are  more  than  twenty  school  districts,  may  hold  one 
trustees'  meeting  each  year,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  one 
school  trustee  of  each  school  district  of  the  county  in  which 
said  meeting  is  held  to  attend  the  same  and  participate  in  its 
proceedings.     The  school  trustees  of  each  school  district  shall 
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1666  select  the  trustee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  such  meet- 
ing; and  each  trustee  so  selected  shall  be  allowed  his  actual 
traveling  expenses  incurred  in  going  to  and  returning  from 
such  meetings,  such  expenses  to  be  verified  by  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.  In  any  county  in  which  there  are 
less  than  twenty  school  districts,  the  county  superintendent 
may  in  his  discretion  hold  a  meeting  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  when  directed  by  the  county  board  of  education. 
Each  session,  of  the  trustees'  meeting  shall  continue  one  day. 
The  county  superintendent  shall  draw  his  requisition  on  the 
county  auditor  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  unappor- 
tioned  county  school  fund  to  pay  the  expenses  of  holding  the 
trustees'  meetings.  The  superintendent  must  notify  each 
trustees  of  the  county  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  calling  of 
such  trustees'  meeting  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
meeting. 

Article  V. 
ELEMENTABT  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

Namesi  not  numbered. 

1676  §  1676.    Every  school  district  must  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of  ** district   (using  the  name  of  the 

district),  of county"  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in 

which  such  district  is  situated) ;  and  in  that  name  the  trustees 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  hold  and  convey  property  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  such  district.  A  number  must  not  be  used 
as  a  part  of  a  designation  of  any  school  district. 

Cities  constitute  separate  districts;  additional  territory. 

1676  §  1676.    Every  city  or  incorporated  town,  except  cities  and 

towns  of  the  sixth  class,  unless  subdivided  by  the  legislative 
authority  thereof,  shall  constitute  a  separate  school  district 
which  shall  be  governed  by  the  board  of  education  or  board  ot 
school  trustees  of  such  city  or  incorporated  town;  provided, 
however,  that  in  no  instance  shall  the  territory  within  an  incor- 
porated city  of  the  sixth  class  be  in  more  than  one  school 
district;  and  provided,  fxirUier,  that  whenever  a  city  or  town 
shall  be  incorporated,  except  a  city  or  town  of  the  sixth  class, 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  may  annex  thereto,  for 
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school  purposes  only,  the  remainder,  or  any  part  of  the  1676 
remainder,  of  the  district  or  districts  from  which  such  city  or 
incorporated  town  was  organized,  whenever  a  majority  of  the 
heads  of  families  residing  therein,  shall  petition  for  such 
annexation;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  board  of  super- 
visors may  include  more  territory  than  the  remainder  of  the 
district  or  districts  from  which  the  city  or  incorporated  town 
was  organized,  whenever  a  petition  for  such  purpose  is  pre- 
sented to  them,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families 
residing  in  such  additional  territory.  When  said  remainder 
or  part  thereof,  or  said  additional  outside  territory,  has  been 
annexed  to  said  city  or  incorporated  town,  it  shall  be  deemed 
a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  the  general  municipal  election,  and  shall  form  one  or 
more  election  precincts,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  legis- 
lative authority  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town,  the  qualified 
electors  of  which  shall  vote  only  for  the  board  of  education,  or 
the  board  of  school  trustees;  and  such  outside  territory  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for  all 
matters  connected  with  the  school  department  thereof,  for  the 
annual  levying  and  collecting  of  the  property  tax  for  the  school 
fund  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town ;  and  for  all  purposes 
specified  in  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  eighty  to  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  eighty-eight  of  this  code,  inclusive; 
provided,  however,  that  the  last  assessment  roll  made  by  the 
county  assessor  shall  be  the  only  basis  of  taxation  for  such 
school  district  on  the  property  outside  the  corporate  limits  so 
annexed  for  school  purposes. 

Certain  districts  may  employ  a  clerk. 

§  1576a.  In  any  school  district  organized  under  the  pre-  1676a 
ceding  section,  and  which  is  also  a  high  school  district,  and 
which  districts  are  governed  by  a  board  of  school  trustees,  and 
which  districts  have  an  average  daily  attendance  in  the  elemen- 
tary school  district  of  at  least  eight  hundred  as  shown  by  the 
last  report  of  the  principal  of  schools  in  said  elementary  school 
district  on  file  in  the  ofiice  of  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools,  the  trustees  of  the  said  school  district  may  appoint  a 
clerk,  who  shall  not  be  one  of  their  own  number,  to  act  for 
the  elementary  district  trustees  and  the  high  school  district 
trustees,  to  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
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167te  Said  board  may  j5x  the  salary  of  the  clerk  at  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars  per  month  for  the  two  districts,  which 
8um  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  funds 
as  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  districts  are  paid. 

When  new  district  may  be  formed. 

1677  §  1577.    First — No  new  school  district  shall  be  formed  at 

any  other  time  than  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  nor  at  that  time  unless  the  parents 
or  guardians  of  at  least  fifteen  children  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents 
of  such  proposed  new  district,  and  residing  at  a  greater  dis- 
tance than  two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  the  public  school- 
house  in  the  district  in  which  such  parents  or  guardians  reside, 
present  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  setting 
forth  the  boundaries  of  the  new  district  asked  for;  provided, 
that  the  provision  requiring  the  petitioners  shall  reside  a  dis- 
tance of  more  than  two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  said 
public  schoolhouse  may  be  dispensed  with  when  the  petition 
shall  be  signed  by  parents  or  guardians  of  fifty  or  more  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years,  residents 
of  a  district  or  districts  containing  more  than  two  hundred 
children  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  said  district  or  districts  as  shown  by  the  report  of  teacher 
or  principal  of  said  school  or  schools  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  year  imme- 
diately preceding. 

Boundaries  may  be  changed — Districts  may  be  united. 

Second — The  boundaries  of  a  school  district,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the 
Political  Code,  shall  be  changed  only  between  the  first  day  of 
October  and  the  tenth  day  of  February  in  any  year,  and  then 
only  when  at  least  ten  heads  of  families  residing  in  the  dis- 
tricts affected  by  the  proposed  change  of  boimdaries  shall 
present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  a  petition  setting 
forth  the  changes  of  boundaries  desired,  and  the  reasons  for 
the  same;  provided,  that  two  or  more  elementary  school  dis- 
tricts lying  contiguous  may  at  any  time  be  united  to  constitute 
but  one  district,  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  heads  of  families  residing  in  each  of  said  districts  shall 
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be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools.     Said  petition  1677 
shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  is  done  in  case  of 
the  formation  of  new  school  districts. 

Fortnatlon  of  Joint  dittrlctt. 

Third — Joint  districts    (that  is,   districts   lying  partly  in 
one  county  and  partly  in  another)  may  be  formed  at  any  time 
between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the  tenth  day  of  February 
in  any  year,  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  at  least  fifteen  children  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  seventeen  years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents  of  such 
proposed  joint  district  and  residing  at  a  greater  distance  than 
two  miles  by  a  traveled  road  from  any  public  schoolhouse,  shall 
be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  county 
affected  by  the  proposed  formation  of  the  joint  district;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  provisions  requiring  that  the  peti- 
tioners shall  reside  a  distance  of  more  than  two  miles  by  a 
traveled  road  from  a  public  schoolhouse  may  be  dispensed  with 
when  the  petition  shall  be  signed  by  the  parents  or  guardians  of 
fifty  or  more  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen 
years  as  shown  by  the  petition,  residents  of  school  district  or 
districts  containing  an  average  daily  attendance  of  two  hun- 
dred or  more  in  the  elementary  schools  of  said  district  or  dis- 
tricts as  shown  by  the  reports  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  for  the  school  year  immediately  preceding. 
All  the  provisions  relative  to  the  formation  of  joint  districts 
shall  be  by  concurrent  action  of  the  superintendent  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  affected ;  still  further  pro- 
vided,  that  by  concurrent  action  of  the  boards  of  supervisors 
and  the  county  school  superintendents,  contiguous  school  dis- 
tricts or  parts  of  such  school  districts  lying  in  different  counties 
may,  on  proper  petitions  as  above  required,  be  united  to  form  a 
joint  school  district,  and  the  school  property  within  the  terri- 
tory thus  united  shall  become  the  property  of  the  newly  formed 
joint  school  district. 

Children  may  attend  old  school. 

Fourth — The  children  residing  in  any  newly  formed  district, 
in  any  district  whose  boundaries  have  been  changed,  or  in  any 
joint  district,  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  the  school  in  the 
district  or  districts  from  which  the  newly  formed  district  was 
constituted  until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the 
formation  or  change. 
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Fundi  combined. 

1677  Fifth — ^Whenever  a  district  shall  be  united  with  a  munici- 
pality or  with  another  district,  all  funds  belonging  to  said  dis- 
trict shall  be  transferred,  by  requisition  of  the  superintendent 
of  the  county  upon  the  county  auditor,  to  the  municipality  or 
district  with  which  said  district  is  united. 

Superintendent's  notice  and  approval— Hearing  set. 

1678  §  1678<  When  a  petition  is  presented  under  the  foregoing

1 
have  purported  to  establish  a  school  district  of  any  kind  or 
class  situated  within  such  county  and  such  district  has  acted 
as  a  school  district  for  a  period  of  one  year  previous  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  act,  all  acts  and  proceedings  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  such  district  are  hereby  legalized,  validated 
and  declared  to  be  sufficient,  and  such  school  district  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  duly  incorporated  and  as  such  school  district 
under  its  appropriate  name  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  duties  and  obligations 
of  a  duly  incorporated  school  district. 
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An  act  to  provide  for  the  change  of  name  of  school  districts  and  the 

manner  of  malcing  such  change. 

[Approved  March  16,  1903.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Act        Name  of  school  districts  may  be  changecL 

8ec.  1  Section  1.  Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 
board  of  supervisors,  signed  by  at  least  fifteen  qualified  electors 
of  said  district,  asking  that  the  name  of  any  school  district  be 
changed,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  designate  a  day 
upon  which  they  will  act  upon  such  petition,  which  day  must 
not  be  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  forty  days  after  the 
receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  the  said  board  of  supervisors 
must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by  sending  by  regis- 
tered mail  to  each  of  the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  a 
notice  of  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition,  which 
notice  must  be  mailed  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  set  for 
hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall  by  resolution  either  grant 
or  deny  the  petition,  and  if  granted,  the  clerk  shall  notify 
the  county  superintendent  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  the 
said  district. 

New  districts  must  open  school  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  in  September. 

1681  §  1681.  After  the  making  of  an  order  by  the  board  of

1682  §  1682.  (a)  If  in  any  school  district  there  has  been  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  only  five  or  a  number  of  pupils 

less  than  five  during  the  whole  school  year,  the  superintendent 

shall,  after  giving  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested  by  sending 

notices  by  registered  mail  to  each  of  the  trustees,  or,  by  causing 

notices  to  be  posted  in  three  public  places  in  the  district,  one 

of  which  shall  be  at  the  door  of  the  schoolhouse,  for  not  less

District  may  be  reestablished  In  July,  August  or  September. 

(6)  At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  months 
of  July,  August,  or  September,  the  board  of  supervisors  may 
reestablish  a  suspended  school  district  upon  proper  showing 
of  the  people  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  the  district  that 
there  are  eight  or  more  pupils  of  the  district  ready  to  attend 
school. 

Five  tiundred  fifty  dollars  apportioned  to  suspended  district  and  iield  to 
credit  of  same. 

(c)  After  a  district  has  been  suspended,  the  county  superin- 
tendent shall  at  the  time  of  making  the  apportionment  of 
school  moneys  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred fifty-eight  of  the  Political  Code,  set  aside  for  such  sus- 
pended district,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  fifty  dollars.  This 
amount,  with  any  unexpended  balance  to  the  credit  of  the 
district,  shall  be  held  for  the  use  of  the  suspended  district,  in 
ease  it  should  be  reestablished,  and  so  much  of  it  as  may  be 
needed  to  keep  the  property  of  the  suspended  district  insured 
may  be  expended  by  the  trustees  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
district  were  not  suspended.

Trustees  elected  In  suspended  districts. 

(d)  Trustees  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in  suspended 
districts  just  as  if  they  were  not  suspended. 

Superintendent  may  asl(  lapsing  of  district  in  July. 

(e)  The  superintendent  may  at  any  time  in  the  month  of 
July  of  any  year  give  notice  as  provided  in  subdivision  two  of 
this  section,  to  any  suspended  district  which  has  not  maintained 
school  during  the  year  past,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
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1582       board  of  supervisors  in  Au^st  ask  that  such  district  be  declared 
lapsed. 

Suspended  district  may  be  merged  at  any  time. 

(f)  A  suspended  district  may  be  merged  with  one  or  more 
adjoining  districts  whenever  a  petition  signed  by  the  majority 
of  heads  of  families  residing  in  each  of  said  districts  shall  be 
presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors.  Such  petition  must  be 
filed  with  the  county  superintendent  and  by  him  presented  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  with  such  suggestions  as  he  thinks  best. 

Property  of  lapsed  district,  how  disposed  of. 

(g)  When  any  district  has  been  declared  lapsed,  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  property 
thereto  belonging,  and  shall  place  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to 
the  credit  of  the  district.  Thereupon  the  superintendent  shal! 
determine  all  outstanding  indebtedness  of  said  lapsed  district, 
and  shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  in 
payment  thereof.  Any  balance  of  moneys  remaining  to  the 
credit  of  said  lapsed  district  after  all  indebtedness  has  been 
paid  shall  be  transferred  by  the  superintendent  to  the  credit 
of  the  district  into  which  the  said  lapsed  district  has  been 
merged.  If  the  lapsed  district  has  been  attached  to  more  than 
one  of  the  adjoining  districts,  the  superintendent  must  appor- 
tion the  moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  lapsed  district 
to  the  several  districts  pro  rata  according  to  the  average  daily 
attendance  in  the  respective  districts  as  shown  by  the  teachers' 
reports  for  the  preceding  school  year.  Should  there  not  be 
sufBcient  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  lapsed  district  to  liquidate 
all  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  thereof,  the  superintendent 
shall  draw  his  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor  pro  rata 
for  the  several  claims. 

Joint   districts:    apportionment,   textbooks,   rules,   reports, 
teachers'  certificates. 

168S  §  1583.    Whenever  a  district  lies  partly  in  one  county  and 

partly  in  another,  the  county  superintendent  must  apportion 
to  such  district  such  proportion  of  the  school  money  to  which 
such  district  is  entitled,  as  the  number  of  school  children  in 
average  daily  attendance  residing  in  that  portion  of  the  district 
situated  in  his  county  bears  to  the  total  number  of  children 
in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  entire  district.  The 
teacher  or  teachers  in  such  joint  school  districts  shall  make  a 
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separate  report  of  the  attendance  from  the  different  counties  1688 
and  shall  combine  these  reports  on  a  principal's  report  blank 
and  send  copies  of  all  such  reports  to  each  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  in  whose  county  parts  of  the  district  are  located. 
The  textbooks  to  be  used,  and  the  rules  governing  the  school 
in  such  district,  shall  be  those  adopted  by  the  board  of  educa- 
tion of  the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  in  said  joint 
district  is  located.  The  trustees  of  joint  districts  shall  make 
to  the  superintendents  of  each  county  in  which  the  district  is 
located,  the  reports  which  other  trustees  are  required  to  make. 
The  teacher  in  such  joint  district  shall  hold  a  certificate  in 
the  county  in  which  the  schoolhouse  is  located. 

Dutrict  may  be  governed  by  city  charter. 

§  1584.  A  school  district,  a  portion  of  which  is  embraced  1584 
within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town  governed  by 
a  charter  proposed  and  adopted  as  provided  by  section  8  of 
article  XI  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  may 
be  subject  to,  controlled  and  governed  by  the  provisions  of  such 
charter  relating  to  and  providing  for  the  management  of 
public  schools  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  section.  The 
board  of  trustees  of  such  school  district  may  provide  for  the 
holding  of  an  election  at  the  time,  and  in  the  form  and  manner 
for  holding  elections  for  school  trustees,  at  which  election 
shall  be  submitted  the  question  of  the  district  being  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  such  city  or  town.  The 
ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  **  Shall 
the  (name  of  district)  be  governed  by  the  charter  of  the  city 

(or  to^Ti)   of  V  and  the  words  **Yes''  and  *'No*'  so 

placed  that  the  voters  may  clearly  indicate  their  choice  in 
this  connection.  The  board  having  charge  of  such  election 
shall  count  the  ballots  cast  on  such  proposition  and  make 
return  thereof  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  school  district. 
If  it  shall  appear  from  such  returns  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  on  such  proposition  were  in  favor  thereof,  then 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  certify  said  result  to  the  board 
of  education  provided  for  in  the  charter  of  such  city  or  town, 
and  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  certificate  said  school 
district  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  such  charter 
relating  to  the  establishment,  management  and  control  of  the 
public  schools;  provided,  however,  that  in  any  case  where  any 
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1584  such  school  district  or  portion  of  school  district,  is  embraced 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  a  city  or  town  having  such 
charter  as  is  herein  referred  to,  and  the  electors  of  such 
school  district  have  participated  in  and  voted  at  any  school 
election  held  subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  and  under  the 
provisions  of  such  charter,  then  the  electors  of  such  school 
district  shall  be  deemed  to  have  submitted  to  be  governed  in 
all  matters  relating  to  the  management  of  public  schools  within 
such  school  district  or  high  school  district  as  fully  and  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  though  the  electors  of  such  school 
district  or  high  school  district  had  by  their  votes  elected  to  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  such  charter.

Section  1.  Wherever,  in  any  city  which  had  theretofore  Sec.  1 
been  divided  into  two  or  more  school  districts,  a  majority  of 
the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  voting  at  an  election,  either 
at  a  general  election  or  at  a  special  election  called  pursuant 
to  any  provision  of  law,  have  voted  in  favor  of  consolidating 
such  several  school  districts  into  one  school  district,  either, 

By  voting  to  ratify  a  proposed  charter  for  said  city  which 
said  charter  contained  a  provision  either  expressly  or  impliedly 
providing  for  such  consolidation,  or  in  which  provision  is  made 
or  attempted  to  be  made  for  the  creation  or  formation  of  one 
school  district,  to  comprise  and  include  the  said  several  districts 
theretofore  existing  within  such  city,  and  such  charter  had 
thereafter  been  approved  by  the  legislature  pursuant  to  article 
XI,  section  8  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California ;  or 
in  any  other  way ; 

And  where  the  business  and  affairs  of  such  several  school 
districts  existing  prior  to  such  election  have  been  thereafter 
conducted  as  one  school  district,  such  attempted  consolidation 
is  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  validated,  and  it  is  hereby 
declared  that  the  consolidation  of  such  school  districts  into 
one  school  district  was  effected  thereby;  and  it  is  further 
declared  that  such  school  district  has  existed  as  a  legal  school 
district  from  the  date  of  such  attempted  consolidation ;  and  it 
is  further  provided  that  wherever  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  county  in  which  any  such  city  is  situated  has  directed,  or 
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Sec.  1  shall  hereafter  direct,  bondfi  of  any  such  district  so  formed  or 
created  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  any  election  heretofore  held 
in  such  district  in  accordance  with  the  law  providing  for  the 
holding  of  elections  in  school  districts,  and  such  action  of  such 
board  of  supervisors  is  hereby  validated  and  approved,  and  all 
bonds  issued  pursuant  to  such  order  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
valid  and  binding  obligations  of  such  school  district  from  the 
date  of  their  issuance,  whether  the  same  were  issued  prior  to 
the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  be  issued  hereafter. 

VALIDATING  FORMATION  OF  DISTRICT.  PART  OF  WHICH  IS

In  all  cases  where  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  of  this  state  has  established  a  school  district  con- 
sisting of  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  an  incorporated  city 
or  town,  all  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of  supervisors  had 
in  the  formation  of  such  school  district  are  hereby  validated, 
ratified  and  confirmed  and  such  district  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  legal  school  district,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  any  county  of  the  state  purporting  to  act  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  Political  Code  applicable 
thereto,  has  ordered  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  any  such  school 
district,  after  a  special  election  in  such  district  has  been  held 
to  determine  whether  such  indebtedness  shall  be  incurred,  at 
which  election  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  qualified 
voters  voting  at  such  election  have  voted  in  favor  of  incurring

§  1593.     First — An   election   for  school   trustees   must   be  1593 
Ju^Id  in  each  scliool  distrii't  on  the  last  Friday  of  ^Mareh  of  each 
year,  at  the  district  schoolhou.se,  if  tluTC  is  one,  and  if  there  is 
none,  at  the  place  to  be  desiornated  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Number  of  trustees. 

Srcoiul — The  number  of  school  trustees  for  any  school  dis- 
trict, except  where  city  boards  are  otherwise  authorized  by  law, 
shall  be  three.  No  persons  shall  be  deemed  ineligible  to  the 
office  of  trustee  on  account  of  sex. 

Trustees  in  new  school  districts. 

Third — In  new  school  districts  the  scliool  trustees  shall  be 
elected  on  the  last  Friday  of  ^larch  subsequent  to  the  forma- 
tion of  the  district,  to  hold  office  for  one,  two  and  three  years, 
respectively,  from  the  first  day  of  ^\i\y  next  succeeding  their 
i'lection.

Who  are  electors. 

Every  elector,  resident  of  the  school  district,  who 
is  a  qualified  elector  of  the  county,  and  who  is  registered  in 
the  precinct  where  the  election  is  held  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  election,  may  vote  thereat. 

Superintendent  must  furnish  uniform  ballots  for  all  elections. 

1599  §  1599.  Each  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  fur- 
nish uniform  ballots  for  the  election  of  school  trustees  in  his 
county,  and  no  other  form  of  ballot  shall  be  used.

The  name  of  the  county  shall  be  printed  in  as  a  part  of  the 
official  ballot. 

Trustees  must  have  blank  ballots  printed,  stamped  or  written  In. 

The  school  trustees  must  provide  for  printing,  stamping  or 
writing  into  this  ballot  the  designation  of  the  district  and  the 
name  of  each  candidate  for  office  who  has  officially  announced 
himself  five  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election  by  filing  or 
having  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  a  written 
statement  signed  by  him  that  he  is  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  trustee. 

Elector  must  stamp  or  write  a  cross. 

In  easting  his  vote  the  elector  must  stamp  or  write  a  cross 
in  the  square  space  immediately  following  the  name  of  the 
candidate  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote,  or,  should  the  elector 
desire  to  vote  for  a  candidate  whose  name  does  not  appear  on 
the  ballot,  he  shall  himself  write  the  name  of  said  candidate  in 
the  space  provided  for  that  purpose  on  the  ballot.  Where  the 
elector  writes  the  name  of  a  candidate  on  the  ballot  he  may, 
but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  him  to,  designate  his  vote  by 
writing  or  stamping  the  cross  after  such  name.  After  prop- 
erly marking  his  ballot  he  shall  hand  it  to  the  inspector  who 
.shall  then,  in  his  presence,  deposit  the  same  in  the  ballot  box 
and  the  judges  shall  enter  the  elector's  name  on  the  poll  list. 

Trustees  may  arrange  for  secret  ballot. 

The  board  of  school  trustees  may  arrange  for  secret  ballot 
by  providing  a  booth  or  private  room  in  which  the  voter  may 
prepare  his  ballot,  and  in  districts  employing  two  or  more 
teachers  they  must  arrange  for  such  secret  ballot  in  the  manner 
prescribed  above. 

Electioneering  prevented  within  100  feet  of  polls. 

No  electioneering  shall  be  carried  on  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  the  polls. 
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Who  may  be  challenged. 

1600  §  1600.  Any  person  oflferinpr  to  vote  may  be  challenK^'d  i»v 
any  elector  of  the  district,  and  the  judges  of  election  must 
thereupon  administer  to  the  person  challenged  an  oath,  in 
substance  as  follows:  '*You  do  swear  that  you  are  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  that  you  are  twenty-one  years  of  age.  that 
you  have  resided  in  this  state  one  year,  in  this  county  ninety

Poll  and  tally  lists. 

1601  §  1601.  A  poll  and  tally  list  must  be  kept  and  returned  to 
the  board  of  trustees. 

Certificates  of  election. 

1602  §  1602.  The  officers  of  election  must  publicly  canvass  tin* 
votes  inmiediately  after  closing  the  polls,  and  make,  sign,  and 
deliver  certificates  of  election  to  the  person  or  persons  eleetnl. 
which  must,  with  the  oath  of  office  of  the  person  so  electKl 
attached,  be  forwarded  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schtwls, 
and  filed  in  his  office.

Boards  of  education  elected  under  charters.

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Powers  and  duties. 

1607  §  1607.    Boards   of   school   trustees   and   city   boards  of 

education  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty : 

Transact  business  at  regular  special  meetlngs^Notlce  given  each  member. 

First — To  prescribe  and  enforce  rules  not  inconsistent  with 
law,  or  with  tliose  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education, 
for  their  own  government  and  for  the  government  of  the 
schools  under  their  jurisdiction,  and  to  transact  their  busi- 
ness at  regular  or  special  meetings  called  for  such  purposi\ 
The  board  shall  fix  the  time  for  its  regular  meetings,  anil 
such  action  shall  be  proper  notice  to  all  members  of  the  board 
of  such  meetings,  but  for  any  special  meetings,  written  notice 
must  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  board  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  prior  to  the  time  for  the  meeting,  unless  at  the 
time  of  the  meeting  each  and  every  member  of  the  board 
waives  such  written  notice. 

Enforce  course  of  study  and  textbooks. 

Second — To  enforce  in  schools  the  course  of  study  and 
the  use  of  textbooks  prescribed  and  adopted  by  the  proper 
authority. 

Exclude  sectarian  books. 

Third — To  exclude  from  school  and  school  libraries  all  books, 
publications,  or  papers  of  a  sectarian,  partisan  or  denomina- 
tional character. 

Make  reports. 

Fourth — To  make  an  annual  report,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July,  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  manner 
and  form  and  on  the  blanks  prescribed  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction. 

Fifth — To  make  a  report,  whenever  re<iuired,  directly  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  of  the  textbooks  used  in 
their  .schools. 

Visit  schools. 

Sixth — To  visit  each  school  in  their  district  at  least  onee 
in  each  term,  and  to  examine  carefully  into  the  management. 
conditions  and  needs  of  those  schools,  except  in  school  districts 
which  employ  district  or  city  superintendents  of  schools,  and 
in  those  districts  to  visit  such  schools  or  provide  that  they 
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shall  be  visited  by  the  district  or  city  superintendent  of  schools  1607 
or  his  assistants. 

Manage  school  property. 

§  1608.    Boards   of  school   trustees   and   city   boards   of  1608 
education  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty: 

First — To  manage  and  to  control  school  property  within 
their  districts,  and  to  pay  all  moneys  received  by  them  or 
collected  by  them  from  any  source  whatever,  and  all  moneys 
apportioned  to  them  from  taxes  levied  and  collected  under 
the  authority  of  city  councils  for  school  purposes,  into  the 
county  treasury  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  proper  fund 
of  their  districts. 

Purchase  furniture,  books,  etc. 

Second — Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  code,  to  pur- 
eliasc  school  furniture,  including  musical  instruments,  and 
apparatus,  and  such  other  articles  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
use  of  schools;  provided,  that  except  in  city  school  districts 
governed  by  boards  of  education,  they  shall  purchase  such 
books  arfd  apparatus  only  as  have  been  adopted  by  the  county 
board  of  education.

Repair,  insure,  and  may  rent  school  property. 

Third — To  furnish,  repair,  and  insure  and  in  their  discre- 
tion, rent,  the  school  property  of  their  respective  districts, 
such  insurance  to  be  written  in  any  solvent  insurance  com- 
pany, doing  business  in  this  state,  or  in  any  mutual  insurance 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

May  build  schooihouses  when  directed. 

Fourth — When  directed  by  a  vote  of  their  districts  to  build 
schooihouses  or  to  purchase  or  sell  school  lots. 

Receive  conveyances  for  property. 

Fifth — To  receive  in  the  name  of  the  district  conveyances 
for  all  property  received  and  purchased  by  them,  and  to 
make  in  the  name  of  the  district  conveyances  on  all  property 
belonging  to  the  district  and  sold  by  them. 

§  1609.    Boards   of   school   trustees   and   city   boards   of  iggg 
education  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty : 
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May    employ    principal,    district    superintendent,    city    superintendent   or 
assistant. 

1609  First — To  employ  a  principal  for  each  school  under  tln^ir 

control,  and  they  may  employ  a  district  superintendent  for  oik- 
or  more  schools  employing?  ei^ht  teachers  or  more  under  their 
control.  Tn  each  city  school  district  governed  hy  a  city  boani 
of  education,  such  board  may. employ  a  city  superintendent  (if 
schools  and  such  deputy  or  assistant  city  superintendents  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  and  fix  and  order  paid  th(»ir  compensa- 
tion unless  the  same  be  otherwise  prescribed  by  law.  Any 
deputy  city  superintendent  of  schools,  or  assistant  city  sup*.-r- 
intendent  of  schools,  or  district  superintendent  may  be  electnl 
for  a  term  of  four  vears. 

May  employ  teachers  and  provide  for  payment  by  month  or  by  year. 

Second — To  employ  the  teachers,  and  immediately  notify  tli<' 
county  superintendent  of  schools  in  writing,  of  such  employ- 
ment, naming  the  grade  of  certificate  held  by  the  teacher 
(employed ;  also  to  employ  janitors  and  other  employees  of  tlu- 
school ;  to  fix  and  order  paid  their  compensation,  unless  the 
same  be  otherwise  prescribed  by  law;  provided^  that  no  board 
shall  enter  into  any  contract  with  such  employees  to  extend 
l)eyond  the  close  of  the  next  ensuing  school  year;  except  that 
teachers  may  be  eh»cted  on  or  after  June  first  for  the  next 
ensuing  school  year,  and  each  teacher  so  elected  sliall  be 
deemed  re-elected  from  year  to  year  thereafter  uuh*ss  the  gov- 
erning body  of  the  school  district  shall  on  or  before  the  tcutli 
day  of  June  give  notice  in  writing  to  such  teacher  that  his 
services  will  not  be  reriuired  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  Sueli 
notice  shall  be  deemed  suflficient  and  complete  when  delivenMi 
in  person  to  the  teacher  by  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  gov- 
erning body  of  the  school  district,  or  deposited  in  the  United 
States  mail  with  postage  prepaid  addressed  to  such  teacher  at 
his  last  known  place  of  address;  provided,  that  any  teacher 
who  shall  fail  to  signify  his  acceptance  within  twenty 
days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  employment  has  bt*iMi 
given  or  mailed  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  the 
same.  Anv  b(  ard  of  trustees  or  citv  board  of  educati(ni 
may  arrange  to  i)ay  the  teachers  or  principals  so  employed 
by  them  in  ten  or  elevtn  or  twelve  equal  payments  instead  of 
by  the  schcol  month;  prodded,  lioirever,  that  where  the  board 
of  trustees  or  city  board  of  education   arranges  to  pay  the 
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ti*arhers  or  principals  employed  by  them  in  twelve  e(|ual  pay-  1609 
Mieiits  for  the  year,  they  shall  be^in  such  payments  on  the 
first  day  of  the  calendar  month  following  the  opeuinjr  of 
sriiools  for  the  current  year  in  all  cases  where  school  is 
o|>ened  durin*^  the  month  of  July,  and  in  all  eases  where 
scliool  is  not  opened  during  the  month  of  July  the  board  of 
trustees  or  city  board  of  education  may  withhold  such  warrant 
(jr  warrants  which  may  have  fallen  due  prior  to  the  opening 
nf  school  until  the  teachers  or  principals  so  employed  by 
Iheni  shall  have  returned  to  the  employment  for  which  they 
were  engaged  by  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  the  city  board 
of  education  and  shall  have  resumed  their  respective  duties, 
iind  then  such  payments  shall  be  continued  from  month  to 
month  on  the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  thereafter 
until  said  teachers  have  been  paid  the  full  amount  due  to 
tliem  for  that  fiscal  year;  provided,  that  a  teacher  who  serves 
U  ss  than  a  full  school  year  is  entitled  to  receive  as  salary  only 
an  amount  that  bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  established  annual 
salary  for  such  position  as  the  time  he  teaches  bears  to  the 
annual  school  term;  providfd,  that  whenever  the  first  day  of 
the  month  falls  upon  a  holiday,  payment  of  teachers'  salaries 
shall  be  made  on  the  following  day. 

Appoint  librarian. 

Third — To  apjioint  and,  in  their  discretion,  pay  district 
librarians,  and  enforce  the  rules  j)reseribed  for  the  government 
of  district  libraries. 

May  employ  supervisors  of  subjects. 

Fourth — To  employ  in  their  discretion  supervisors  of  subjects 
and  to  fix  and  order  paid  their  comi)ensation  unless  the  same  be 
otherwise  prescribed  by  law. 

Children — Excluded  for  misconduct. 

§  1610.     Boards   of  schools   trustees   and   city   boards    of  ifllQ 
education  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty: 

First — To  suspend  or  expel  ])upils  for  misconduct,  wh(»n 
other  means  of  correction  have  failed  to  bring  proper  conduct. 

Children  under  six  excluded — Special  cases  excepted. 

Second — To  exclude  from  the  schools  children  under  six 
years  of  age,  excei)t  as  hereinafter  jirovided;  prodded,  that 
where  the  kindergarten  is  a  part  of  the  day  elementary  st-hools, 
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1610  children  may  be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  classes  at  four 
and  one-half  years  of  age;  and  provided,  further,  that  when» 
any  district  has  established  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  the 
deaf,  such  children  may  be  admitted  to  the  deaf  school  at  three 
years  of  age.  In  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  children  shall  be  admitted  to  the  beginning  classics  of 
any  school  during  the  first  month  of  the  school  year,  or  when 
the  school  year  is  divided  into  school  terms,  during  the  first 
month  of  each  term,  and  children  who  will  be  six  years  of  age 
before  the  end  of  the  six  months  of  the  school  year,  or  l>efore 
the  end  of  the  third  month  of  the  school  term,  shall  be  admitted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  or  the  school  term,  aud 
children  who  will  not  be  six  years  of  age  by  the  end  of  the 
period  specified,  shall  not  be  admitted  until  the  beginning  of 
another  school  year  or  school  term.  Beginners  shall  in  like 
manner  be  admitted  to  the  beginning  classes  of  the  kinder- 
garten during  the  first  month  of  the  school  year,  or  of  the 
school  term,  if  the  school  year  be  divided  into  terms,  if  such 
children  will  be  four  and  one-half  years  of  age  before  the  end 
of  the  sixth  month  of  the  school  j^ear  and  before  the  end  of  the 
third  month  of  the  school  term,  and  children  who  will  not 
be  four  and  one-half  years  of  age  within  the  period  specified 
shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  classes  until  the 
beginning  of  another  school  year  or  term. 

Cause  register  of  pupils  asking  for  admission  to  be  kept. 

Third — To  cause  the  principal  to  keep  a  register,  open  W^ 
the  inspection  of  the  public,  of  all  children  applying  for 
admission  and  entitled  to  be  admitted  into  the  public  schools, 
and  to  notify  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  children  when 
vacancies  occur,  and  receive  such  children  into  the  schools  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  registered. 

To  permit  children  of  other  districts  to  attend  their  school,  when. 

Fourth — To  permit  children  from  other  districts  to  attend 
the  schools  of  their  district  only  upon  the  consent  of  tho 
trustees  of  the  district  in  which  such  children  reside;  providtfl 
that  should  the  trustees  of  the  district  in  which  children  wliosi^ 
parents  or  guardians  desire  them  to  attend  in  other  distriets' 
raside,  refuse  to  grant  their  consent,  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  such  children  may  appeal  to  the  county  superintendent  and 
his  decision  shall  be  final.

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Fifth — To  give  diligent  care  to  the  health  and  physical  1610 
ilevelopment  of  pupils,  and  where  sufficient  funds  are  provided 
by  district  taxation,  to  employ  properly  certificated  persons 
for  such  work. 

[See  act  for  physical  training,  page  44.  this  book.] 
Provide  for  transportation  of  pupils,  when  and  how. 

Sixth — To  provide,  with  the  w^ritten  approval  of  the  super- 
intendent of  schools,  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  to  and 
from  school  whenever  in  their  judgment  such  transportation 
is  advisable,  and  good  reasons  exist  therefor,  to  purchase  or 
rent  and  provide  for  the  upkeep,  care,  and  operation  of 
vehicles,  or  to  contract  and  pay  for  the  transportation  of 
pupils  to  and  from  school  by  common  carrier,  or  to  contract 
with  and  pay  responsible  private  parties  for  such  transporta- 
tion ;  provided,  that  in  order  to  secure  such  service  at  the 
lowest  possible  figure  consistent  with  proper  and  satisfactory 
service,  boards  of  education  and  boards  of  school  trustees  shall 
secure  bids  for  the  items  of  service  contemplated  in  this  sub- 
division ;  and  provided,  further ,  that  no  board  shall  make  any 
purchase  or  enter  into  any  contract  for  such  service  without 
st^curing  the  written  approval  of  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools. 

NoTB. — Trustees   may  not   enter  Into   contract   with   school   children   as 
minors  can  not  contract. 

Certain  districts  may  call  public  meetings. 

§  1611.  Boards  of  trustees  in  school  districts,  not  includ-  1611 
infj  districts  having  city  boards  of  education,  may,  and  upon  a 
petition  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  resident 
in  the  district,  must  call  meetings  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  district  for  determining  or  changing  the  location  of  the 
.sehoolhouse,  or  for  consultation  in  regard  to  any  litigation  in 
which  the  district  may  be  engaged,  or  be  likely  to  become 
engaged  or  in  regard  to  any  affairs  in  the  district.  Such  meet- 
ings shall  be  called  by  posting  three  notices  in  public  places, 
one  of  which  shall  be  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  sehoolhouse, 
for  not  less  than  ten  days  previous  to  the  time  for  which  the 
meeting  shall  be  called,  which  notices  shall  specify  the  pur- 
poses for  which  said  meetings  shall  be  called;  and  no  other 
business  shall  be  transacted  at  such  meetings.  District  meet- 
ings shall  be  organized  by  choosing  a  chairman  from  the  elec- 
tors present,  and  the  district  clerk  shall  be  clerk  of  the  meeting, 
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1611  and  shall  enter  the  minutes  thereof  on  the  records  of  the  dis- 
trict. A  meeting  so  called  shall  be  competent  to  instruct  the 
board  of  trustees  : 

Location  of  school — Use  of  schoolhouse. 

1.  In  regard  to  the  location  or  change  of  location  of  the 
schoolhouse  or  the  use  of  the  same  for  other  than  school  pur- 
poses; provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  schoolhouse  be  used 
for  purposes  which  necessitate  the  removal  of  any  school  desks 
or  other  school  furniture. 

Purchase  or  sale  of  property. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  sale  and  purchase  of  school  sites. 

Prosecution  of  any  litigation. 

3.  In  regard  to  prosecuting,  settling  or  compromising  any 
litigation  in  which  the  district  may  be  engaged,  or  be  likely  to 
become  engaged,  and  may  vote  money  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  for  any  of  these  purposes  in 
addition  to  any  amount  which  may  be  raised  by  the  sale  of 
district  school  property,  and  the  insurance  of*  property 
destroyed  by  fire ;  provided,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  insurance 
of  the  library  and  apparatus  shall  be  paid  into  the  librar>' 
fund.  All  funds  raised  by  the  sale  of  school  property  may  l)e 
disposed  of  by  direction  of  a  district  meeting.  District  meet- 
ings may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time,  as  found  necessary, 
and  all  votes  instructing  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  taken 
by  ballot,  or  by  ayes  and  noes  vote,  as  the  meeting  may  deter- 
mine. The  board  of  trustees  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  bound  by 
the  instructions  of  the  district  meeting  in  regard  to  the  sub- 
jects mentioned  in  this  section ;  provided,  that  the  vote  iu 
favor  of  changing  the  location  of  the  schoolhouse  be  two-thirds 
of  all  the  electors  voting  at  said  meeting  upon  the  proposition 
to  change  the  location. 

Let  contracts — Over  $200  on  bids. 

1612  §  1612.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  let  all 
contracts  involving  an  expenditure  of  more  than  two  hundrwl 
dollars  for  work  to  be  done  or  for  material  or  supplies  to  be 
furnished,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  who  will  give  such 
security  as  the  board  may  reciuire,  or  else  to  reject  all  bids; 
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provided,  that  continuing  contracts  for  materials  and  supplies  1612 
may  be  made  with  an  accepted  bidder  for  a  period  of  one 
year;  and  provided y  further,  that  the  board  may  repair  old 
buildings  by  day's  labor.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  bids 
the  board  must  publish  a  notice  calling  for  bids,  stating  the 
work  to  be  done  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  and 
the  time  when  and  the  place  where  bids  will  be  opened,  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in-  some  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  published  in  the  county,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
paper,  then  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  circu- 
lated in  such  county ;  protnded,  that  in  school  districts  having 
an  average  daily  attendance  of  one  thousand  or  more  pupils, 
as  shown  by  the  annual  report  of  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools  for  the  preceding  school  year,  the  board  may  secure 
from  responsible  bidders  at  least  three  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
such  work  to  be  done,  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished, 
such  estimates  to  be  secured  from  bona  fide  dealers  or  craftsmen 
(*ngaged  in  the  business  or  in  handling  the  goods  specified. 
Said  estimates  must  be  submitted  in  writing  and  must  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  board,  and  if  any  of  such 
estimates  of  cost  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  the  board 
may  let  a  contract  for  such  work,  material  or  supplies,  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder  without  publishing  such  notice  calling 
for  bids. 

May  give  use  of  school  building  for  certain  meetings. 

§  1613,  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  1613 
education  are  hereby  authorized  to  grant  the  use  of  school 
buildings  or  grounds  for  public,  literary,  scientific,  recreational 
or  educational  meetings,,  or  for  the  discussion  of  matters  of  gen- 
eral or  public  interest  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said 
board  may  deem  proper;  provided,  however,  that  said  use  shall 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  use  of  said  buildings  or  grounds 
for  school  purpases,  nor  interfere  with  the  regular  conduct  of 
school  work,  nor  be  granted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  constitute  a 
monopoly  for  the  benefit  of  any  person  or  organization;  and 
provided,  further,  that  no  privilege  of  using  said  buildings  or 
grounds  shall  be  granted  for  a  period  exceeding  one  year,  such 
privilege  being  renewable  and  revokable  in  the  discretion  of 
the  board  at  any  time. 
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Must  provide  flags  for  use  of  school. 

1614  §  1614.    Boards  of  school  trustees  in  all  school  districts 

throughout  the  state  and  boards  of  education  in  all  cities  and 
cities  and  counties  throughout  the  state  shall  provide  for  each 
schoolhouse  under  their  control,  a  suitable  flag  of  the  United 
States,  which  shall  be  hoisted  above  each  schoolhouse  during  all 
school  sessions,  weather  permitting.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
boards  of  school  trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  enforce  this 
provision.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  such  boards  of  school 
trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  provide  smaller  and  suitable 
United  States  flags  to  be  displayed  in  each  schoolroom  at  all 
times  during  the  school  sessions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
boards  of  trustees  and  boards  of  education  to  enforce  this 
provision. 

May  employ  home  teachers. 

1616  §  1615.    Boards  of  school  trustees  or  city  boards  of  educa- 

tion of  any  school  district,  may  employ  teachers  to  be  known 
as  **home  teachers,*'  not  exceeding  one  such  home  teacher  for 
every  five  hundred  units  of  average  daily  attendance  in  the 
common  schools  of  said  district  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  next  preceding  school 
year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  home  teacher  to  work  in 
the  homes  of  the  pupils,  instructing  children  and  adults  in 
matters  relating  to  school  attendance  and  preparation  there- 
for; also  in  sanitation,  in  the  English  language,  in  household 
duties  such  as  purchase,  preparation  and  u.se  of  food  and  of 
clothing  and  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  American 
system  of  government  and  the  rights  and  duties  of  citizen- 
ship. The  qualifications  of  such  teachers  shall  be  a  regular 
kindergarten  primary,  elementary  or  secondary  certificate  to 
teach  in  the  schools  of  California  and  special  fitness  to  perform 
the  duties  of  a  home  teacher;  provided,  that  the  salaries  of 
such  teachers  shall  be  paid  from  the  city  or  district  special 
school  funds. 

May  provide  kindergartens. 

1616  §  1616.     The  board  of  education  of  every  city,  city  and 

county,  or  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district 
in  this  state,  must,  upon  petition  of  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  twentj'-five  or  more  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and 
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one-half  and  six  years,  residing  within  one  mile  of  any  ele-  1616 
mentary  school  building  situate  in  such  city,  city  and  county, 
or  school  district,  establish  and  maintain  a  kindergarten  or 
kindergartens;  pi^ovided,  that  the  order  of  the  board  establish- 
ing such  kindergarten  or  kindergartens  shall  be  made  only 
between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  August  in  any 
year ;  and  provided,  further,  that  after  the  first  year  in  which 
any  kindergarten  or  kindergartens  shall  have  been  established 
and  maintained,  that  the  number  of  kindergartens  which  shall 
be  maintained  in  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school  district, 
during  any  particular  school  year,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
governing  body  of  the  schools  of  such  city,  city  and  county  or 
school  district. 

Must  estimate  kindergarten  tax. 

The  board  of  education  of  every  city,  city  and  county,  or 
the  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district  in  which 
a  kindergarten  is  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
must  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  month 
in  which  the  board  of  supervisors  is  required  by  law  to  levy 
the  taxes  required  for  county  purposes,  submit  to  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money 
which  will  be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  any  kindergarten 
or  kindergartens  in  their  several  school  districts  for  the  ensuing 
school  year. 

Tax  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  levied  for  support. 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  thereupon  exam- 
ine said  estimate  and  submit  copies  of  the  same,  with  his 
approval  or  disapproval  endorsed  thereon,  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  and  to  the  county  auditor  at  the  time  he  submits 
to  them  his  estimate  for  the  county  school  tax  for  the  current 
year.  If  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  approves  such 
estimate,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  of  levying  other  taxes,  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected 
in  the  several  school  districts  for  which  estimates  have  been 
submitted  and  approved  as  herein  provided,  the  amount  so 
estimated  and  approved.     The  fund  so  levied  shall  be  know^n 

as  the  kindergarten  fund  of school  district,  as  the 

ease  may  be,  and  shall  be  available  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  kindergarten  or  kindergartens  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  and  the  moneys  drawn  from  such  fund 
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1616        shall  be  paid  out  in  tlie  same  manner  as  the  moneys  fruiu  sl:»1r 
and  eoiuity  school  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  elementary 
schools  are  drawn  and  paid  out.     If  the  avera«:e  daily  attend 
ance   in   any  kindergarten   in  any  city,   city  and   county,  or 
school  district,  shall  he  ten  or  less  foi*  the  school  vear.  i\v' 
yroverninf?  body  of  such  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  dis- 
trict, shall,  at  the  close  of  such  school  year,  discontinue  surli 
kinderprarten.     In  case  a  city,  city  and  county,  or  st*hof»l  dis- 
trict,   maintains   but   one   kindergarten,   should   sucli    kinder- 
gai'ten  be  discontinued  as  provided  by  this  section,  the  funds 
of  such  kindergarten  shall  immediately  revert  to  the  elemen- 
tary schools  of  the  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district,  in 
which  said  kindergarten  has  been  located;  and  in  case  any 
citv,  citv  and  count v,  or  school  district  maintains  two  or  mon* 
kindergartens,  the  property  and  funds  of  a  kindergarten  whiih 
has  been  discontinued  shall  revert  to  the  kindergarten  or  kin- 
dergartens which  are  still  in  operation  in  said  city,  city  and 
county,  or  school  dish'ict.     The  rate  of  taxation  which  may  !>*• 
levied  for  the  support  of  kindergartens  in  any  one  year  shall 
not  exceed  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  tax- 
able property  of  such  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district: 
and  such  tax  for  the  support  of  the  kindergarten  or  kinder- 
gartens, shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  tax  which  may  he 
levied  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools. 

Shall  pay  tuition  of  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  who 
attend  intermediate  schools. 

1617  §  1617.     The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  of  any  city 

and  county,  or  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  any  scluxd 
district  situated  within  a  high  school  district  maintaining  an 
intermediate  school  coiirse,  .shall  permit  pupils  who  have  coni- 
pleted  the  sixth  year  of  the  elementary  school  to  attentl  an 
intermediate  school  course  established  as  provided  by  sert'u  n 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  a,  of  the  Political  Code,  and 
shall  pay  to  such  high  school  district  for  the  education  of  su<di 
pupils,  a  tuition  charge  which  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  said 
board  of  education,  or  board  of  .school  triLstees,  and  the  hitrh 
school  lioard  maintaining  such  intermediate  school  coursts 
provided,  that  such  l)oard  of  education  or  board  of  sdnnd 
trustees  shall  not  pay  to  any  such  high  school  board  for  edu- 
cating a   pupil,   residing  in   such   elementary  school   distrirt 
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and  attending  such  internunliate  school  course,  a  tuition  charge  1617 
trreater  than  the  average  net  cost  per  pupil  for  educating  pupils 
in  the  first  six  years  of  the  elementary  school  in  said  elemen- 
tary school  district;  and  provided,  further,  that  such  tuition 
charge  shall  cease  to  be  paid  after  the  pupil  has  completed  two  I 

vears  of  work  in  such  intermediate  school  course.

Certain  boards  may  sell  or  lease  school  property. 

§  1617i.  Boards  of  education,  or  other  governing  boards,  1617 J 
in  cities  and  having  jurisdiction  over  both  the  elementary  and 
high  school  districts  embracing  such  cities,  in  which  the  total 
number  of  units  of  average  daily  attendance  in  both  such  school 
districts,  as  shown  by  the  annual  report  of  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  to  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  for  the  preceding  school  year,  exceeds  lifty-five 
thousand,  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell,  or  lease  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  ninety-nine  years,  any  real  property  belonging  to 
their  respective  school  districts,  or  high  school  districts  upon 
which  no  public  school  is  being  maintained  upon  the  following 
conditions : 

Board  must  advertise  sale  or  lease — Must  arrange  for  public  meeting. 

Before  ordering  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  such  property  such 
board  of  education,  or  other  governing  boards,  shall,  in  open 
meeting,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  of  its  members,  adopt  a 
resolution  declaring  its  intention  to  sell  the  same,  or  a  resolu- 
tion declaring  its  intention  to  lease  the  same,  as  the  case  may 
be,  which  said  resolution  shall  describe  the  property  proposed 
to  be  sold,  or  leased,  in  such  manner  as  to  identify  it  and  shall 
specify  the  minimum  price,  or  rental,  and  terms  for  which  it 
will  be  sold,  or  leased,  and  fixing  a  time,  not  less  than  three 
weeks  thereafter,  and  place  for  a  public  meeting  of  said  board 
of  education,  or  other  governing  board,  at  which  sealed  pro- 
posals to  purchase  or  lease,  as  the  case  may  be,  will  l)e  received 
and  considered.  Said  resolution  shall,  before  the  date  of  such 
meeting,  be  published  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation  published  in  the 
district.  At  the  time  and  place  fixed  in  said  resolution  for  the 
meeting  of  said  board  of  education  or  other  governing  board, 
all  sealed  proposals  which  have  been  received  shall,  in  public 
session,  be  opened,  examined,  and  declared  by  said  board,  or 
other  governing  board,  and  the  property  be  sold,  or  leased,  as 
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1617|  the  case  may  be,  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  among  those 
who  have  submitted  sealed  proposals  and  who  offer  to  comply 
with  all  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the  resolution  of 
intention  to  sell  or  lease ;  provided,  however,  that  if  any  respon- 
sible person  shall  at  said  meeting  offer  to  purchase  such  prop- 
erty, or  to  lease  such  property,  as  the  ease  may  be,  for  a  price 
or  rental  exceeding  the  highest  other  proposal  or  offer  before 
the  board  by  not  less  than  five  per  cent,  the  property  shall  be 
sold,  or  shall  be  leased  as  the  case  may  be,  to  such  person ;  and 
provided,  further,  that  said  board  or  other  governing  board 
may,  should  it  deem  such  action  for  the  best  public  interest,  at 
any  time,  reject  any  or  all  bids,  and  withdraw  such  property 
from  sale.  ijLiiy  order  of  sale  or  lease  made  hereunder  by  said 
board,  or  other  governing  board,  shall  authorize  and  direct  the 
execution  and  delivery  by  the  chairman,  or  other  presidinsr 
officer,  of  said  board,  or  other  governing  board,  of  the  deed  or 
lease  of  said  district  to  the  purchaser  or  lessee.  This  section 
shall  not  be  taken  to  authorize  action  upon  propasals  for  sale 
and  proposals  for  lease  at  the  same  meeting. 

Repeals  laws  In  conflict  with  this  act. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  supersede 
any  other  provision  of  law  relating  to  powers  and  duties  ol 
boards  of  trustees,  and  boards  of  education,  only  in  so  far  as 
its  terms  are  in  conflict  therewith,  and  shall  not  be  deemed  as 
repealing  any  such  other  provision  of  law  not  conflicting  with 
the  terms  of  this  section. 

Boards  of  trustees  near  state  normals  may  arrange  for  train- 
ing school  of  normal  to  take  over  education  of  pupils. 

1617b  §  1617b.  The  trustees  of  an  elementary  school  district 
with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  thirty-five  or  less,  as  shown 
by  the  last  teacher's  report  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote 
of  their  district  at  a  district  meeting  called  for  that  purpose, 
may  contract  with  a  state  normal  school  for  the  education  of 
the  children  of  their  district ;  provided : 

Normal  school  shall  house  pupils. 

1.  That  the  elementary  school  so  contracting  shall  be  housed 
by  the  normal  school  on  the  normal  school  campus  or  in  the 
schoolhouse  in  the  district  and  shall  be  used  as  a  rural  model 
practice  school. 
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Trustees  shall  transfer  funds  to  normal  boards. 

2.  That  the  trustees  of  the  elementary  school  district  shall  1817b 
contribute  to  the  support  of  the  school  all  of  the  money  appor- 
tioned to  their  district  from  the  state  and  county  funds.     Said 
funds  to  be  handled  and  expended  by  the  trustees  of  the  ele- 
mentary school  district  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  law. 

Majority  vote  shall  revoke  contract. 

Such  contract  may  be  revoked  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
l)oard  of  trustees  of  the  normal  school  or  by  the  trustees  of  the 
elementary  school  district,  when  authorized  to  do  so  by  a 
majority  vote  of  their  district  at  a  special  district  meetinjr 
called  for  that  purpose.  Such  contract  shall  be  in  effect  from 
July  first  following  date  of  contract  and  shall  remain  in  effect 
until  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  which  the  contract  is  revoked. 

Education  of  the  deaf  by  oral  system. 

§  1618.  The  board  of  education  of  every  city  or  city  and  1618 
county,  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  every  school  district  in 
this  state,  containing  five  or  more  deaf  children,  or  children 
who  from  deafness  are  unable  to  hear  common  conversation, 
between  the  ages  of  three  and  twenty-one  years,  may  in  their 
discretion  establish  and  maintain  separate  classes  in  the  pri- 
mary and  grammar  grades  of  the  public  schools,  wherein  such 
pupils  shall  be  taught  by  the  pure  oral  system  for  teaching 
the  deaf. 

Regular  schools  must  be  maintained  for  equal  time — Special 
may  be  special  time — Vacation  schools  may  be  main- 
tained. 

§  1619.  First — Except  where  a  school  has  been  closed  by  1619 
order  of  a  city  or  a  county  board  of  health  or  of  the  state  board 
of  health,  on  account  of  contagious  disease,  or  where  such  school 
has  been  closed  on  account  of  fire,  flood  or  other  public  disaster, 
boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  education  must 
maintain  all  of  the  elementary  day  schools  established  by  them 
for  an  equal  length  of  time  during  the  year,  and  all  of  the  day 
high  schools  established  by  them  for  an  equal  length  of  time 
during  the  year,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  with  equal  rights  and 
privileges;  provided,  that  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city 
boards  of  education  may  establish  and  maintain  vacation  schools 
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1619  of  kindergarten,  elementary,  or  high  school  j^rado.  No  vaca- 
tion school  shall  be  established  until  a  school  of  equal  gradi  }i;:s 
been  maintained  for  at  least  eight  months.  The  duties  c^f 
teachers,  courses  of  study,  length  of  school  day,  and  all  other 
matter  relating  to  vacation  schools,  shall  be  determined  by  tho 
boards  of  school  trustees,  or  by  the  city  board  of  education. 
Only  teachers  who  are  legally  qualified  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  state  shall  be  eligible  to  teach  in  vacation  8cho<ils 
of  corresponding  grade ;  provided,  that  the  attendance  of  pupiU 
upon  such  schools  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  averajjr 
daily  attendance  of  the  regular  elementary  or  secondary  schools 
of  the  district,  nor  shall  the  state  or  county  school  funds  lo- 
used to  maintain  such  schools. 

The  aggregate  attendance  of  two  or  more  schools  makes  total  attendance. 

Second — ^When  in  any  district  it  is  necessary  for  the  con 
venience  of  the  residents  of  said  district  that  the  school  thciriu 
should  be  maintained  a  part  of  the  year  in  one  portion  of  the 
district,  and  a  part  of  the  year  in  another  portion  of  the  distrii  t. 
the  aggregate  of  the  time  the  school  has  been  maintained  in 
the  different  portions  of  the  district  shall  be  considered  in 
estimating  the  time  for  which  a  school  has  been  maintained  in 
the  district  during  the  school  year. 

Supplies  furnished. 

1620  §  1620.  Writing  and  drawing  paper,  pens,  inks,  black- 
boards, blackboard  rubbers,  crayons,  and  lead  and  slate  pcncil>. 
and  other  necessaiy  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  inii>i 
be  furnished  under  the  direction  of  the  city  boards  of  education 
and  boards  of  school  trustees,  and  charges  therefor  must  h^ 
audited  and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  county  school 
fund  of  their  districts  are  audited  and  paid. 

Reapportionment  of  school  funds. 

1621  §  1621.  The  boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  must  use  the  school  moneys  received  from  the  state 
and  county  apportionments  exclusively  for  the  support  of 
schools  for  that  school  year,  until  at  least  an  eight  months' 
school  has  been  maintained.  If  at  the  end  of  any  year  during 
which  an  eight  montks'  school  has  been  maintained,  there  is 
an  unexpended  balance,  it  may  be  used  for  the  payment  of

Any  balance  remaining  on  hand  at  the  1621 
end  of  any  sehool  year  in  which  school  has  not  been  maintained 
eight  months,  shall  be  reapportioned  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  as  other  moneys  are  apportioned;  providedy  that  if  a 
district  has  been  prevented  from  maintaining  a  school  for  eight 
months  in  any  year  in  consequence  of  fire,  flood,  prevailing 
epidemic,  or  other  cause  which  may,  upon  investigation  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  county,  be  determined  to  be  a  good  and 
sufficient  one,  said  balance  shall  not  be  reapportioned. 

State  school  moneys  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment 
of  teachers  and  superintendents  holding  certificates. 

§  1622.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of  1622 
education  may  use  fifty  per  cent  of  the  county  school  money  for 
any  of  the  purposes  authorized  by  this  chapter;  but  all  the 
state  school  money  and  not  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
county  school  money  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  pay-

If  the  apportionment  of  the  moneys  mentioned  1622a 
ill  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  this  code 
be  at  any  time  insufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  or 
the  expenses  connected  with  the  care  and  maintenance  of  and 
supplies  for  the  school  buildings,  then  boards  of  school  trustees 
and  city  boards  of  education  may  use  so  much  of  the  surplus 
in  the  county  fund  of  the  district,  or  so  much  of  the  surplus  in 
any  building  fund  of  the  district,  created  before  the  passage  of

School  trustees  liable  as  such. 

§  1623.     Boards  of  trustees  are  liable  as  such,  in  the  name  1623 
of  the  district,  for  any  judgment  against  the  district  for  salar}' 
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1623  due  any  teacher  on  contract,  and  for  all  debts  contracted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  they  must  pay  such  judg- 
ment or  liabilities  out  of  the  school  moneys  to  the  credit  of 
such  district;  provided,  that  the  contracts  mentioned  in  this 
section  are  not  in  excess  of  the  school  moneys  accruing  to  the 
district  for  the  school  year  for  which  the  contracts  are  made, 
otherwise  the  district  shall  not  be  held  liable.

An  act  to  provide  for  health  and  development  supervision  in  the  public 

schools  of  the  State  of  California. 
[Approved  April  15,  1909.] 

llic  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

^^^        Health  and  development  supervision. 

Stec.  1  Section  1.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  city  boards  of 
education  are  hereby  authorized  to  establish  health  and  devel- 
opment supervision  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  and  to 
employ  an  examining  staff  and  other  employees  necessary  to 
carry  on  said  work  and  to  fix  the  compensation  for  the  same. 
Whenever  practicable  the  examining  staff  for  health  and  devel- 
opment supervision  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  shall 
consist  of  both  educators  and  physicians. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  The  purposes  of  health  and  development  super- 
vision in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  are  hereby  defined  as 
follows : 

1.  To  secure  the  correction  of  developmental  and  acquired 
defects  of  both  pupils  and  teachers  which  interfere  with  health, 
growth  and  efficiency,  by  complete  physical  examination.  Said 
examinations  shall  occur  annually  or  as  often  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city  board  of  education. 

2.  To  adjust  school  activities  to  health  and  growth  needs  and 
to  development  processes  and  to  attend  to  all  matters  pertaining 
to  school  hygiene. 

3.  To  bring  about  a  special  study  of  mental  retardation  and 
deviation  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  The  requirements  for  certification  of  members  of 
the  examining  staff  for  health  and  development  supervision  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  state  shall  be  as  follows : 

For  educators:  A  life  diploma  of  California  of  the  high 
school  or  grammar  school  grade  and  a  health  and  development 
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certificate  which  shall  authorize  the  holder  of  such  certificate  Act 
to  conduct  the  work  authorized  by  this  act,  in  those  grades  Sec.  3 
specified  by  the  life  diploma  held.

and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

May  prevent  school  fraternities.  Act 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  gee.  1 
be  unlawful  for  any  pupil,  enrolled  as  such  in  any  elementary 
or  secondary  school  of  this  state,  to  join  or  become  a  member 
of  any  secret  fraternity,  sorority  or  club,  wholly  or  partly 
formed  from  the  membership  of  pupils  attending  such  public 
schools,  or  to  take  part  in  the  organization  or  formation  of  any 
such  fraternity,  sorority  or  secret  club ;  provided,  that  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  one  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  section  from  joining  the  order  of  the 
Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West,  Native  Daughters  of  the 
Golden  West,  Foresters  of  America  or  other  kindred  organiza- 
tions not  directly  associated  with  the  public  schools  of  the 
state. 

Sec.  2.  Boards  of  school  trustees  and  boards  of  education  g^c.  2 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  to  make  and  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations 
needful  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  schools  under 
their  charge.

An  act  providing  for  the  free  use  of  all  public  schoolhouses  and  prop- 
erty and  to  establish  a  civic  center  at  each  and  every  public 
schoolhouse  in  the  State  of  California,  and  to  provide  for  the 
maintenance,  conduct  and  management  of  the  same. 

[Approved  June  6,   1913.] 

Act         ^^'c  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  civic  center  at 
each  and  every  public  schoolhouse  within  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, where  the  citizens  of  the  respective  public  school  dis- 
tricts within  the  said  State  of  California  nuiy  en^rage  in  super- 
vised recreational  activities,  and  where  they  may  meet  and 
discuss,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  desire,  any  and  all 
subjects  and  questions  which  in  their  judgment,  may  apper- 
tain to  the  educational,  political,  ec(»nomic.  artistic  and  moral 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  resi)ective  communities  in  which 
they  may  reside;  prov'uhd,  that  such  use  of  said  public  soliool- 
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house  and  grounds  for  said  meetings  shall  in  no  wise  interfere  Act 
with  such  use  and  oceupancy  of  said  public  sehoolhoiise  and  Sec.  1 
jjrrounds  as  is  now,  or  hereafter  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
poses of  said  public  schools  of  the  State  of  California. 

Trustees  must  supply  janitor,  etc. 

Sec.  2.  Lighting,  heating,  janitor  service  and  the  services  Sec.  2 
of  a  special  supervising  oflScer  when  needed,  in  connection  with 
such  use  of  public  school  buildings  and  grounds  as  set  forth  in 
section  one  of  this  act,  shall  be  provided  for  out  of  the  county 
or  special  school  funds  of  the  respective  school  districts  in  the 
same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority  as  such  similar 
services  are  now  provided  for.  Such  use  of  the  said  school- 
houses,  property  and  grounds  shall  be  granted  free;  provided, 
that  in  case  of  entertainments  where  an  admission  fee  is 
charged,  a  charge  may  be  made  for  the  use  of  said  school- 
houses,  property  and  grounds.

grounds,  preserve  order,  protect  the  school  property  and  do 
all  things  necessary  in  the  capacity  of  a  peace  officer  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  and  the  intents  and  purpos(»s  of  this  act.

JANITORS  UNDER  CIVIL  SERVICE  IN  CERTAIN  CITY  SCHOOLS: 

RELATES  TO  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

An  act  relating  to  the  employment  of  janitors  and  employees  of  certain 

school  districts. 

[Approved  May  17,  1917.] 

Act         ^'^'6  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  In  any  school  district  situated  wholly  within 
the  boimdaries  of  a  city  of  the  first  class  the  janitors  and 
other  employees  of  such  school  district  shall  be  employed  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  teachers 
are  employed  by  such  district  and  when  so  employed  shall  be 
removed  only  for  cause  and  after  charges  have  been  filed  and 
heard  by  the  board  of  education.  All  such  employees  who 
have  been  in  the  service  of  any  such  school  district  continu- 
ously for  a  period  of  one  year  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  so  employed.  The  board 
of  education  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  enforce  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  these  provisions. 


Article  IX. 

CLERKS  OF  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

Election. 

164A  §  1649.    Boards  of  school  trustees  must  meet  annually  on 

the  first  Saturday  in  May  and  elect  one  of  their  members  clerk 
of  the  district.    If  a  clerk  is  not  so  elected  on  this  date,  the 
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superintendent  of  sehooLs  of  the  county  shall  appoint  one  of  1649 
the  members  of  the  board  of  school  trustees  district  clerk.    If 
a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  position  of  district  clerk,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  one  of  the  members  of 
the  board  of  school  trustees  to  the  position. 

Duties. 

§  1660.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk :  1660 

First — To  call  meetings  of  the  board  at  the  request  of  two 
members,  and  to  act  as  clerk  of  the  board,  and  to  keep  a  record 
of  lis  proceedings,  and  an  accurate  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  school  moneys. 

Second — To  keep  his  records  and  accounts  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  electors  of  the  district,  in  suitable  books 
provided  by  the  board  of  school  trustees  for  that  purpose. 

Third — To  place  the  monthly  journal  designated  as  the 
official  organ  of  the  department  of  public  instruction  in  the 
school  district  library  each  month;  and  if  he  fails  to  receive 
it  regularly,  to  immediately  notify  the  publishers  of  such  fact. 

Fourth — To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  board. 

Provide  supplies,  etc. 

§  1661.  The  clerk  of  each  district  must,  under  the  diree-  1661 
tion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  provide  all  school  supplies  author- 
ized by  this  chapter,  keep  the  schoolhouse  in  repair  during 
the  time  school  is  taught  therein,  and  exercise  a  general  care 
and  supervision  over  the  school  premises  and  school  property 
during  the  vacation  of  the  school.     [Section  J576a.] 


Article  X. 

ELEMENTARY  (PRIMARY  AND  GRAMMAR)  SCHOOLS. 

School  age — Kindergarten  age — ^Deaf  children  admitted  at 
three  years. 

§  1662.    First — The  courses  of  study  for  the  day  elemen-  1662 
tary  schools  of  California  shall  embrace  eight  years  of  instruc- 
tion; and  such  courses  must  allot  eight  years  for  instruction 
in  subjects  required  to  be  taught  in  such  schools  and  may  allot 
not  more  than  two  years  for  kindergarten  instruction. 
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To  whom  school  must  be  open. 

1662  Second — The  day  elementary  schools  of  eaeli  school  district 

of  California  shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  all  children 
between  six  and  twenty-one  years  of  age  residing  in  the 
district,  and  may  be  open  for  the  admission  of  adults  if  the 
governing  body  of  the  district  deem  such  admission  advisable; 
provided,  that  where  kindergarten  instruction  is  given  in  the 
schools  of  a  district,  such  school  shall  admit  children  to  the 
kindergarten  classes  at  four  years  of  age;  and  the  reports  for 
the  kindergarten  classes  shall  be  kept  and  shall  be  made  sepa- 
rate from  other  school  reports;  ami  provided,  further,  that 
wherever  a  school  is  established  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf. 
such  children  may  be  admitted  to  such  school  at  three  years  of 
age ;  provided,  that  the  average  daily  attendance  of  deaf  chil- 
dren who  are  six  years  of  age  or  older  shall  be  counted  as  part 
of  the  average  daily  attendance  in  the  day  elementary  schools. 

Who  may  be  excluded — May  establish  separate  schools  for  certain  races. 

Third — The  governing  body  of  the  schoool  district  shall  have 
power  to  exclude  children  of  filthy  or  vicious  habits,  or  childnn 
suffering  from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  and  also  t<^ 
establish  separate  schools  for  Indian  children  and  for  childn^n 
of  Chinese  or  ^longolian  descent.  When  such  separate  schtx»ls 
are  established,  Indian,  ^longolian  or  Chinese  cliildren  must 
not  be  admitted  into  any  other  school. 

(See  section  1685,  I'ol.  Code,  for  expulsion.] 
Special  classes  may  be  established. 

Fourth — The  governing  body  of  any  elementary  school  dis- 
trict shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain,  in  connectiim 
with  any  school  under  its  jurisdiction,  special  day  and  evening 
classes  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  in  any  of  the 
branches  of  study  mentioned  in  section  one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred sixty-five  of  this  code.  These  classes  may  be  convened 
at  sucli  hours  and  for  such  length  of  time  during  the  sfhoi»l 
day  or  evening,  and  at  such  period  and  for  such  length  of 
time  during  the  school  year  as  may  be  determined  by  surli 
governing  authority;  and  the  enrollment  of  and  attendanro 
upon  such  classes  shall  be  kept  separately  and  the  units  of 
average  daily  attendance  shall  be  determined  as  provided  in 
section  one  thousand  eight  hundred  fifty-eight  of  this  code  and 
shall  be  added  to  the  attendance  of  the  elementary  s/hool 
district. 
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To  whom  special  classes  must  be  open. 

Fifth — The  evening  elementary  schools  and  the  special  day  1662 
and  eveninj?  classes  of  the  elementary  schools  of  any  school 
district  shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  all  children  over 
the  age  of  fifteen  years,  residing  in  the  district  and  for  the 
admission  of  adults;  provided ^  that  children  under  fifteen  years 
of  age  who  have  been  given  permits  to  work  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  an  act  to  enforce  the  educational  rights  of 
children  may  be  admitted  to  the  evening  elementary  S(*hools. 

Of  what  the  public  school  system  consists. 

§  1663.  1.  The  public  schools  of  California,  other  than  1663 
those  supported  exclusively  by  the  state,  shall  be  classed  as  day 
and  evening  elementary,  and  day  and  evening  secondary 
schools.  The  day  and  evening  .elementary  schools  of  Cali- 
fornia shall  be  designated  as  primary  and  grammar  schools. 
The  day  and  evening  secondary  schools  of  California  shall  be 
designated  as  high  schools  and  technical  schools,  and  either 
class  may  include  a  portion  of  the  other  class. 

Taught  in  English. 
§  1664.     All  schools  must  be  taught  in  the  English  language.  1664 

Statutory  school  studies. 

§  1666.  Firat — Instructions  nuist  be  given  in  the  follow-  1665 
ing  branches  in  the  several  grades  in  which  they  may  l)e 
required,  viz:  reading,  writing,  spelling,  arithmetic,  geogra- 
phy, language  and  granunar,  with  special  reference  to 
composition,  history  of  the  United  States  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  history  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  history  of  the  reasons  for  the  adoption  of  each  of  its 
provisions,  the  duties  of  citizenship,  together  with  instruction 
in  local  civil  government;  elements  of  physiology  and  hygiene, 
with  special  reference  to  the  injurious  effects  of  tobacco, 
alcohol  and  narcotics  on  the  human  svstem;  morals  and 
manners.  In  the  first  six  grades  of  the  elementary  schools, 
at  least  two-thirds  of  the  pupil's  time  during  each  week  shall 
be  devoted  to  study  and  recitation  of  the  subjects  hereinbefore 
enumerated,  and  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  least 
twelve  and  one-half  hours  of  the  pupiUs  time  each  ^eek  shall 
be  devoted  to  the  study  and  recitation  of  such  subjects. 

Second — From   the   time   remaining   after   the   study   and 
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1685  recitations  of  the  studies  hereinbefore  enumerated,  at  least 
twenty  minutes  of  each  school  day  must  be  devoted  by  all 
pupils  over  the  age  of  eight  years  to  such  physical  training 
as  shall  be  most  conducive  to  their  proper  physical  develop- 
ment, and  instruction  must  be  given  in  nature  study  with 
special  reference  to  agriculture  and  animal  and  bird  life, 
music,  drawing,  elementary  bookkeeping,  humane  education. 
Manual  training,  household  economics,  and  other  vocational 
subjects  may  be  taught  in  any  elementary  school  of  the  state ; 
provided,  that  in  school  districts  employing  six  or  more  ele- 
mentary school  teachers  in  any  one  school,  whether  housed 
in  one  or  more  buildings,  manual  training  and  household 
economics  must  be  taught.  The  state  board  of  education 
may,  in  its  discretion,  adopt  textbooks  in  any  of  the  subjects 
listed  in  this  subdivision. 

Establish  cosmopolitan  school,  languages  taught. 

1666a  §  1665a.  The  board  of  education  in  every  city  of  the  first 
and  first  and  one-half  classes  shall  establish  and  maintain  in 
each  of  said  cities  of  the  first  and  first  and  one-half  classes  at 
least  one  public  school  in  which  shall  be  taught  the  French, 
Spanish,  Italian  and  German  languages  or  any  of  them  in 
connection  with  the  studies  in  the  English  language  prescribed 
to  be  taught  by  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  sixty-fivt* 
of  the  Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California.  Such  schools 
shall  be  designated  as  cosmopolitan  schools,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
said  boards  of  education  of  said  cities  of  the  first  and  first  and 
one-half  classes  wherein  said  school  or  schools  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained ;  provided,  that  the  schools  provided  for 
in  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  sixty-five  a  may  be  estab- 
lished by  the  board  of  education  of  any  city  or  city  and  county 
when  by  such  board  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  advisable. 

Additional  studies. 

1666  §  1666.    Other  studies  may  be  authorized  by  the  board  of 

education  of  any  county,  city,  or  city  and  county,  but  such 
studies  if  so  authorized  shall  be  in  lieu  of  a  corresponding 
number  of  such  enumerated  studies  specified  in  the  preceding 
section,  and  not  in  addition  thereto. 
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Teach  manners  and  morals — ^Injurious  effects  of  alcohol  and 
narcotics. 

§  1667.  Instruction  must  be  given  in  all  grades  of  school  1667 
and  in  all  classes  during  the  entire  school  course,  in  manners 
and  morals,  and  upon  the  nature  of  alcohol  and  narcotics  and 
their  effects  upon  the  human  system,  as  determined  by  science. 
In  all  teachers'  training  classes  in  the  normal  schools  of  this 
state,  adequate  time  and  attention  shall  be  given  to  instruc- 
tion in  the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  nature  of  alcohol  and 
narcotics  and  their  effects  upon  the  human  system,  and  all 
examinations  for  the  granting  of  certificates  to  teachers  by 
boards  of  education  shall  include  this  subject. 

Hygienic  directions. 

§  1668.    Attention  must  be  given  to  such  physical  exercises  1668 
for  the  pupils  as  may  be  conducive  to  health  and  vigor  of 
body,  as  well  as  mind,  and  to  the  ventilation  and  temperature 
of  schoolrooms.

School  year;  school  month. 

§  1670.    The  school  year  begins  on  the  first  day  of  July  1670 
and  ends  on  the  last  day  of  June.    A  school  month  is  con- 
strued and  taken  to  be  twenty  days  or  four  weeks  of  five  days 
each,  including  legal  holidays. 

[All  school  districts  must  hold  at  least  120  days  of  actual  school.    See 
section  5.  article  IX  of  Constitution,  pagre  6  of  this  book.] 

Exclusion  of  sectarian  and  partisan  publications. 

§  1672.  No  publication  of  a  sectarian,  partisan,  or  denom-  1672 
inational  character  must  be  used  or  distributed  in  any  school, 
or  be  made  a  part  of  any  school  library;  nor  must  any  sec- 
tarian or  denominational  doctrine  be  taught  therein.  Any 
school  district,  town,  or  city,  the  officers  of  which  knowingly 
allow  any  schools  to  be  taught  in  violation  of  these  provisions, 
forfeits  all  right  to  any  state  or  county  apportionment  of 
school  moneys;  and  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  such  viola- 
tion, the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  school  super- 
intendent must  withhold  both  state  and  county  apportion- 
ments. 
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Length  of  school  day  for  certain  pupils. 

1673  §  1673.  No  pupil  other  than  one  pursuing  a  vocational 
course  must  be  kept  in  school  more  than  six  liours  per  day ; 
and  no  pupil  under  eight  years  of  age  must  be  kept  in  school 
more  than  four  hours  per  day.  Any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  must  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as 
a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section. 

XTNION  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

1674  §  1674.  Union  school  districts  may  be  formed,  and  union 
schools  maintained  therein,  as  in  this  section  provided. 

Election,  how  called. 

First — When  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside 
in   two   or  more   contiguous  school   districts,   and   who   haw 
children  attending  school  as  shown  by  the  teachers'  registers 
in  the  school  of  the  said  districts  in  the  same  county,  shall 
unite  in  a  petition  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  for 
the  formation  of  a  union  school  district,  to  comprise  the  dis- 
tricts   so    petitioning,    he    shall,    within    twenty    days    after 
receiving  said  petition,  call  an  election  for  the  determination 
of  the  question,  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  in 
each  of  the  districts  petitioning,  to  conduct  the  election  therein. 
Said  election  shall  ])e  held  separately  and  simultaneously  at 
the  public  schoolhouse  in  each  of  the  districts  petitioning,  and 
shall  be  called  by  pasting  notices  thereof  in  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  each  district,  one  of  which  places  shall  be  the 
public  schoolhouse  in  each  district  at  least  ten  days  before 
said  election.     Said  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the  oflfieers 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
conducting  school  elections.     The  ballots  at  such  election,  in 
each  district,  shall  contain  the  words,  *'For  the  I'^nion  School 
District.*'  and  the  voter  shall  write  or  print  after  said  words 
on  his  ballot  the  word  **Yes"  or  the  word  *'No."     It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  election  officers  in  each  district  to  canvass  the 
vote  at  said  election,  and  report  the  result  to  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  within  ^xo  days  subsequent  to  the  holdinir 
of  said  election. 

Organization,  choosing  sites. 

Second — If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  in 
each  and  every  of  such  districts,  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  union 
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.school  district,  the  county  superintendent  shall  (except  in  the  1674 
case  of  the  formation  of  a  union  district  consistint?  of  hut  two 
districts,  and  as  hereinafter  provided  for  in  subdivision  fourth 
of  this  section),  within  fifteen  days  after  receiving  the  returns 
of  the  election  held  therein,  direct  the  board  of  trustees  in 
each  of  said  districts  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  their  respective  districts,  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen  of  this  code  for  calling  district 
meetings.  At  said  meeting  the  qualified  electors  shall  in  each 
district  select  one  representative,  whose  powers  and  duties  shall 
ho  as  hereinafter  specified.  The  representatives  so  chosen  shall 
name  the  union  school  district,  and  shall  have  power  to  make 
temporary'  arrangements  for  the  location  of  one  or  more  union 
schools  therein,  and,  if  satisfactory  apartments  or  buildings  in 
a  suitable  location  are  offered  or  can  be  procured,  for  a  consid- 
f*ration  or  at  a  rental  which  would  make  it  advisable  to  accept 
the  same,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  secure  an  option  of  a 
lease  on  such  apartment  or  building  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
tliree  years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing.  Within 
forty  days  after  their  selection  they  shall  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  that  they  desire  to  meet  to  locate  one 
or  more  union  schools  in  and  for  such  union  district.  There- 
after the  representatives  so  chosen  shall  meet  in  conjunction 
with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  named  by  the  superintendent,  for  the  purpase  of  deter- 
mining the  location  of  such  union  school  or  schools.  At  such 
meeting  the  superintendent  shall  be  the  chairman  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  and  participate  in  all  its  proceedings.  Should 
said  representatives  fail  to  unanimously  agree  upon  a  location 
for  such  school  or  schools,  they  shall  propose  in  writing  to  the 
coimty  superintendent  then  present,  or,  if  he  is  not  present, 
they  shall  transmit  to  his  office,  within  ten  days,  the  names  of 
the  locations  which  thev,  or  any  of  them,  favor.  Within  twenty 
days  after  receiving  such  notice,  the  superintendent  shall  call 
an  election  as  provided  in  subdivision  one  hereof,  to  determine 
the  location  of  the  union  school  or  schools.  At  such  election 
only  such  sites  as  have  been  named  by  the  representatives  and 
certified  to  the  county  superintendent  shall  be  voted  upon. 
Any  form  of  ballot  by  which  the  voter  signifies  his  choice  of 
location  or  locations  shall  be  allowed.  The  result  of  said 
election  shall  be  determined  and  certified  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent, as  provided  in  said  subdivision  one.     The  location  or

1674        locations  which  receive  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
chosen  as  the  location  or  locations  of  the  school  or  schools. 

Joint  union  district. 

Third — ^A  union  school  district  formed  of  school  districts  not 
all  in  the  same  county,  is  designated  a  joint  union  school 
district. 

Formation  of. 

(1)  When  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in 
two  or  more  contiguous  school  districts  not  all  in  the  same 
county  and  who  have  children  attending  the  schools  in  the 
districts  petitioning  as  shown  by  the  teachers'  registers  shall 
unite  in  a  petition  to  the  county  superintendents  of  their 
respective  counties  for  the  formation  of  a  joint  union  school 
district,  to  comprise  the  districts  so  petitioning,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  of  said  superintendents^  within  twenty  days  after 
receiving  said  petition,  to  call  an  election  in  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts in  his  county  petitioning,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
the  question,  and  appoint  three  qualified  electors  in  each  of 
such  petitioning  districts,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said 
election  shall  be  called  and  conducted  in  all  respects  as  specified 
in  subdivision  one  of  this  section,  except  that  the  form  of  ballot 
shall  be:  **Por  the  Joint  Union  School  District,"  and  the  result 
thereof  shall  be  reported  by  the  election  officers  in  each  district 
to  the  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  such  district  is 
situated,  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  of  said 
election. 

Organiiatlons,  choosing  tltes. 

(2)  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  in  each 
and  every  of  such  districts,  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  joint  union 
school  district,  the  county  superintendent  in  each  county  shall 
(except  in  the  ease  of  the  formation  of  a  joint  union  district 
consisting  of  but  two  districts,  and  as  hereinafter  providetl  for 
in  subdivision  four  of  this  section),  within  fifteen  days  after 
receiving  the  returns  of  the  election,  direct  the  board  of  trustees 
in  the  district,  or  districts,  in  his  county,  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  qualified  electors,  as  provided  in  subdivision  two  of  this 
section.  At  said  meeting  the  qualified  electors,  in  each  district, 
shall  select  a  representative,  as  provided  in  said  subdivision. 
The  reprasentatives  so  chosen  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place 
to  be  agreed  upon  among  themselves,  and  name  the  joint  union 
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school   district.     The  location   of  the  joint  union  school,  or  1874 
schools,  shall  be  determined  by  the  joint  action  of  the  repre- 
s(»iitative8  chosen  and  the  county  superintendents  of  the  coun- 
ties, in  manner  and  form  as  provided  for  the  location  of  a 
union  school  or  schools. 

Union  takes  place  July  flret. 

Fourth — ^Proceedings  for  the  formation  of,  or  for  admission 
to,  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  may  be  begun  at  any 
time,  but  the  schools  in  the  district  uniting  to  form,  or  that 
are  admitted  to,  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  shall 
remain  under  the  control  of  their  respective  boards  of  trustees 
until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  the  formation  of  the 
union  or  joint  union  district  and  the  location  of  the  union  or 
joint  union  school,  or  schools,  or  of  admission  to  a  union  or 
joint  union  district,  on  which  first  day  of  July  the  districts 
uniting  to  form  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  or  the 
district  admitted  to  such  union,  shall  cease  to  exist,  except  for 
purposes  specified  in  this  section,  and  the  terms  of  office  of 
the  school  trustees  in  said  districts  shall  expire,  and  the  district 
property  of  each  district  so  uniting  or  admitted  shall  vest  in 
such  union  or  joint  union  district  and  pass  to  the  control  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  such  district,  to  be  held  and  disposed  of  by 
them,  as  provided  in  section  sixteen  hundred  and  seventeen  of 
this  code ;  provided,  that  in  union  or  joint  union  school  districts 
formed  by  the  union  of  but  two  school  districts,  no  selection  of 
representatives,  as  provided  for  in  subdivision  two  of  this  sec- 
tion, is  necessary,  and  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  original 
school  districts  shall  act  as  the  representatives,  and  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees  for  the  new  union  or  joint  union 
school  district,  and  each  of  such  trustees  shall  continue  in  office 
for  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  proceeds  of  any  sale 
by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
trict, of  school  property  that  originally  belonged  to  any  of  the 
original  districts,  must  first  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  any 
bonded  indebtedness  of  such  original  district. 

Representatives  act  till  board  Is  elected. 

Fifth — In  the  formation  of  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts, the  representatives  selected  according  to  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  two  of  this  section  shall  act  as  a  board  of  trus- 
tees for  such  union  or  joint  union  district,  until  the  election  or 
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1674       appoiutineut  and  (lualifieation  of  the  rejrular  !)oard  of  tnistet*s, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Of  whom  union  board  consists. 

Sixth — In  union  or  joint  union  school  districts,  formed  hy 
the  union  of  more  than  two  school  districts,  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  be  composed  of  one  member  elected  from  each  district 
composing  the  union  or  joint  union  district,  at  the  time  and  in 
the  manner  provided  for  the  election  of  school  trustees,  exct^pt 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section.  The  county  school  super- 
intendent (or  superintendents  by  concurrent  action  in  joint 
union  school  districts)  shall,  in  union  or  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts composed  of  three  or  more  school  districts,  divide  the 
districts  composing  the  union  or  joint  union  school  districts  in 
three  classes,  as  nearly  equal  in  number  of  school  districts  as 
possible,  to  be  designated  by  him  (or  them)  as  class  A,  B,  and 
C,  respectively.  At  the  first  annual  school  election  following 
the  organization  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district  ami 
the  location  of  the  school  or  schools,  the  districts  in  class  A,  as 
so  divided  and  designated,  shall  each  elect  a  school  trustee  for 
one  year;  the  districts  in  class  B  shall  each  elect  a  school  triist«M' 
for  two  years ;  the  districts  in  class  C  shall  each  elect  a  sch(H:>l 
trustee  for  three  years;  and  all  the  trustees  so  elected  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school 
district.  At  each  annual  election  thereafter,  as  tenns  of  offiro 
expire,  the  school  trustees  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  and, 
in  case  of  expiration  of  term  of  appointment,  for  the  unexpiretl 
term.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  school  trustees  shall  he  filltMl 
by  appointment  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  ( in 
case  of  joint  union  school  districts  by  appointment  by  th*- 
county  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  the  vacamy 
occurs),  the  appointee  or  appointees  to  hold  until  the  first  day 
of  May  next  succeeding  the  appointment. 

In  union  of  two  districts  both  boards  act. 

Scvoiih — In  union  or  joint  union  school  districts  formed  hy 
the  union  of  but  two  school  districts,  the  Iward  of  trustees  of 
the  union  or  joint  union  district  shall  consist  of  the  two  Iwani^ 
of  trustees  of  the  districts  so  uniting  and  each  trustee  shall 
continue  to  hold  office  for  tlie  term  for  which  he  was  elected: 
provided,  that  should  one  or  more  additional  districts  at  any 
time  be  admitted  to  such  union  or  joint  union  district,  the 
board  of  tru.stees  shall  then  consist  of  one  trustee  from  ea<-h 
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of  the  original  districts,  as  provided  in  subdivision  six  of  this  1674 
siM-tion,  and  the  tenns  of  the  trustees  in  the  two  original  dis- 
tricts and  of  the  trustees  in  the  district  or  districts  admitted 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May  next  ensuing  after  the 
admission  of  the  third  district. 

Securing  school  building. 

Eighth — After  the  location  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school, 
or  schools,  has  been  determined,  as  provided  in  subdivision  two 
of  this  section,  the  representatives,  acting  as  a  board  of  trus- 
tc(*s,  or  their  successors,  may  erect  or  lease  a  suitable  building, 
as  thev  mav  deem  most  advisable.  A  lease  shall  not  be  made 
for  a  longer  period  than  three  years.  A  building  may  be 
rrccted  under  the  provisions  of  sections  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty  to  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  inclusive,  of  this 
code,  relating  to  a  district  tax,  or  sections  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty  to  eighteen  hundred  and  eight-nine,  inclusive,  of 
this  code,  relating  to  the  issuance  of  bonds.  In  all  cases  the 
plans  must  be  approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  of  the  eountv  in  which  the  sehoolhouse  is  to  be  located. 

Changing  location  of  school. 

Xiuih — No  change  of  location  of  any  union  or  joint  union 
school,  when  once  established,  shall  be  made,  except  upon  a 
petition  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  (or  superin- 
tendents, in  case  of  a  joint  union  district),  signed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  heads  of  families  who  rciside  in  the  school  district  and 
who  have  children  attending  the  school  as  is  shown  by  the 
teacher's  register  in  the  school,  and  then  only  in  accordance 
with  all  the  provisions  for  the  original  location  of  the  school, 
as  contained  in  subdivisions  two  and  three  of  this  section. 

Powers  and  duties  of  boards. 

Tenth — The  powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  trustees  in  union 
or  joint  union  school  districts  shall  be  such  as  are  now,  or  may 
h(»reafter  be  assigned  by  law  to  boards  of  school  trustees,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section. 

Meetings. 

Elevndh — iioards  of  trustees  of  union  or  joint  union  school 
districts  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the  school  building, 
at  such  time  as  may  be  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  them  for  their  own  government.     Such  meetings 
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1874  shall  not  be  held  less  frequently  than  quarterly.  Special  me<*t- 
ings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president  of  the  board. 
ITpon  the  request,  in  writing,  signed  by  a  majority  of  any 
board,  the  president  of  said  board  shall  call  a  meeting  thereof, 
pursuant  to  such  request.  Of  all  special  meetings  of  any  boani 
the  members  thereof  shall  have  at  least  two  davs'  notice,  issui^l 
and  served  by  the  clerk  thereof.  At  special  meetings  no  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  other  than  as  specified  in  the  call 
therefor;  provided,  that  in  union  and  joint  union  districts 
formed  by  the  union  of  more  than  three  school  districts  t la- 
board  ma}'  appoint  an  executive  conuuittee,  consisting  of  the 
president  and  the  clerk  and  one  other  member  of  the  board. 
to  attend  to  the  routine  business  of  the  board,  their  action  to 
be  reported  to  the  board  for  ratification  at  its  first  meeting 
ensuing.  • 

Course  of  study — Textbooks. 

Twelfth — The  course  of  study  shall  be  that  prescribed  by 
the  pi-oper  authority,  and  shall  embrace  a  period  of  not  lesv* 
than  eijrht  years,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  provided  by  law : 
and  the  textbooks  used  shall  be  those  adopted  by  the  proper 
authorities.  In  joint  luiion  districts  the  provisions  of  section 
fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  this  code  shall  apply. 

Transportation  of  pupils. 

Thirteenth — The  board  of  trustees  of  a  union  or  joint  luiion 
school  district  may  contract,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
best,  for  the  transportation,  to  and  from  school,  of  such  pupiU 
as  may  seem  to  such  board  to  be  in  need  of  such  transportation. 
and  shall  pay  for  such  transportation,  in 'the  usual  manner, 
out  of  any  funds  available  for  the  purpose ;  provided,  that  all 
such  contracts  for  transportation  shall  be  first  approved  by 
the  county  superintendent  (or  superintendents)  of  schools 
of  the  county  (or  counties)  in  which  such  district  is  situateil. 

Supervising  principal. 

Fourteenth — Whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be  deemeil 
advisable,  the  board  of  trustees  for  any  union  or  joint  union 
school  district  may  unite  with  the  trustees  of  any  other  school 
district,  single,  union  or  joint,  in  the  employment  of  a  super- 
vising principal,  who  shall  devote  such  time  to  the  supervision 
of  instruction  in  the  several  school  districts  and  shall  receive 
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such  compensation  from  each  board  of  tnifltces  as  may  be  1674 
aj^eed  upon  by  them. 

Funds  mutt  be  transferred. 

Fifteenth — (1)  On  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing  after 
the  formation  of  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  or  the 
admission  thereto  of  a  school  district,  the  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  (or  superintendents  in  joint  union  school  dis- 
tricts) shall  transfer,  by  requisition  upon  the  county  auditor, 
all  funds  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  different  districts 
uniting  to  form  the  union  or  joint  union  district  (or  to  the 
credit  of  the  district  admitted  thereto)  to  the  credit  of  such 
union  or  joint  union  district. 

When  districts  are  considered  separate. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  teachers'  reports  and  for  the  esti- 
mating of  the  number  of  teachers  and  the  amount  of  money 
to  which  each  district  is  entitled,  the  several  districts  uniting 
to  form  the  union  school  district  shall  continue  their  separate 
existence. 

Attendance  of  each  district  must  be  kept  separate. 

The  teacher  or  teachers  shall  keep  the  enrollment  and  attend- 
ance of  each  district  separate  from  that  of  the  other  districts 
composing  the  union.  At  the  clase  of  the  term  or  year,  a  report 
shall  be  made  of  the  attendance  of  each  district  composing  the 
union  separately.  These  separate  reports  shall  be  combined 
into  a  principal's  report.  In  case  of  a  joint  union  school  dis- 
trict, the  teacher  or  teachers  shall  send  a  copy  of  each  report  to 
the  county  superintendent  in  whose  county  parts  of  the  district 
lie ;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  moneys  shall  be  apportioned 
directly  to  any  of  such  several  districts,  while  forming  a  part 
of  an  organized  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  but  there 
.shall  be  apportioned  to  such  union  or  joint  union  district  the 
aggregate  of  moneys  that  would  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
school  districts  composing  it.  if  such  several  districts  w^ere  not 
united. 

Admission  of  districts  to  union. 

Sixteenth — (1)  Any  school  district  may  be  admitted  to  a 
union  or  joint  union  school  district  by  action  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  district  is 
located,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  school  district  seeking  admission  and 
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1674  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  distrit't, 
whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  th« 
district  and  who  have  children  enrolled  in  the  S4*hool  as  is 
shown  by  the  teacher \s  report  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  for  tlic  year  or  term  immediately  preced- 
ing, shall  present  to  said  board  of  supervisors  a  petition  f«»r 
such  annexation,  accompanied  by  a  petition  for  such  annexatiuii 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  composing  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  district  to  which  admission 
is  desired.  The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  then 
classify  the  newly  admitted  district,  in  class  A,  B,  or  (',  as 
])rovided  in  subdivision  six  of  this  section,  for  the  electiou  nf 
a  trustee  thereby.  If  such  petitioning  school  district  and  su«h 
union  or  joint  union  school  district  be  not  wholly  sitnated  in 
the  same  county,  then  said  petitions  shall  be  presented  ii- 
dui)licate  to  the  beard  of  supervisors  of  each  and  every  coiiiiiy 
in  which  any  part  of  (MthcT  of  such  districts  is  situated,  ami 
such  annexation  shall  be  made  only  by  the  concurrent  aetioL 
of  all  of  such  board  of  supervisors;  and  in  that  ease  the  cla.«- 
fication  of  the  annexed  district,  for  election  of  a  trustee,  shal! 
be  mad(»  by  concurrent  action  of  the  county  supe^intendeIll^ 
of  each  and  all  such  counties. 

Parts  of  districts  may  Join  union. 

(2)  A  portion  of  a  school  district  may  be  admitted  to  an 
adjacent  union  or  joint  union  school  district  by  action  of  Xh' 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  school  distri<i 
is  situated,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  wliu 
reside  in  th(^  district  and  who  have  children  attending  the  sohool 
as  shown  by  the  teacher's  register,  shall  present  to  said  boanl 
of  supervisors  a  petition  for  such  annexation,  accompanied  l»y 
a  petition  for  such  annexation  signed  by  a  majority  of  tlu' 
members  composing  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint 
union  district  to  which  admission  is  desired.  The  board  of 
supervisors  shall  attach  such  annexed  portion  of  a  school  dis- 
trict to  a  contiguous  original  school  district  forming  part  of  tin- 
union  or  joint  union  district,  for  voting  and  other  purpost-N. 
and  such  annexed  portions  shall  thereafter  be  a  part  of  tk 
original  district  to  which  it  is  so  attached,  and  can  not  sul^ 
sequently  withdraw  from  the  union  or  joint  union  distri't. 
except  as  the  district  to  which  it  is  so  attached  withdraws. 
Such  annexed  portion  shall  have  no  representation  on  the  boanl 
of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school  district,  except 
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as  a  part  of  the  district  to  which  it  is  attached.  If  such  portion  1874 
of  a  school  district  and  such  union  or  joint  union  school  district 
be  not  wholly  situate  in  the  same  county,  then  said  petition 
shall  be  presented  in  duplicate  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
each  and  every  county  in  which  any  part  of  either  of  such 
districts  is  situated,  and  such  annexation,  and  such  attachment 
of  annexed  portion  to  one  of  the  ori|:rinal  districts,  shall  be 
niade  onlv  bv  the  concurrent  action  of  all  such  boards  of 
.supervisors. 

Districts  may  withdraw  from  union. 

(8)  Any  school  district  contained  in  a  union  or  joint  union 
scliool  district  may,  in  like  manner,  withdraw  from  such  union 
or  joint  union  district  by  action  of  the  board  (or  boards)  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  (or  counties)  in  which  the  union  or 
jt»int  union  district  is  located,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
aj2:reed  upon  between  the  trustee  of  the  school  district  seekinj; 
to  withdraw  and  a  majority  of  the  other  im'mbers  of  the*  Ixmrd 
of  trustees  of  the  union  or  joint  union  district,  whenever  a 
majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residinc»  in  the  union  or  joint 
union  district,  including  two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families 
who  reside  in  the  district  wishing?  to  withdraw  and  who  have 
<*bildren  attending  the  school  as  shown  by  the  teacher's  register, 
shall  present  to  such  board  or  boards  of  supervisors  a  petition 
for  such  withdrawal,  acr  ompanied  by  a  written  consent  to  such 
withdrawal  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  composing 
till*  board  of  trustees  of  such  union  or  joint  union  district.    • 

Union  may  dissolve. 

Scrnitccnth — Any  union  or  joint  union  scliool  district, 
formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  wjiich  shall 
liave  been  in  existence  three  years  or  more,  may  be  dissolv(»d 
in  the  following  manner:  A  petition  signed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  heads  of  families  who  reside  in  the  district  and  who  have 
children  who  attend  the  school  as  shown  by  the  teacher's 
r(»gister  or  as  may  be  shown  by  a  census  of  the  district  ordered 
by  the  board  of  school  trustees,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  such 
district  is  situated,  setting  forth  briefly  the  reasons  for  dissolu- 
tion and  praying  that  the  question  may  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  in  such  district.  Upon  receiving  such  petition  the  super- 
intendent shall,   within   twenty  days,  call   an  election  in   the 
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1674       district,  submitting  to  the  voters  therein  the  question  of  disso- 
lution of  such  district.     If  such  petitioning  district  be   not 
wholly  situated  within  the  same  county,  said  petition  shall  be 
presented  in  duplicate  to  the  superintendent  of  each  county 
having  territory  within  such  district,  and  each  superintendent 
so  petitioned  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  such 
petition,  call  an  election  in  the  territory  situate  within   his 
county  and  forming  part  of  such  district,  and  appoint  three 
electors  resident  within  such  territory  to  conduct  such  election 
therein.     Notice  of  such  election,  which  must  be  held  through- 
out the  district  on  the  same  day  and  during  the  same  hours. 
shall  be  given  by  posting  written  or  printed  notice  thereof  in 
at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  district  for  at 
least  twelve  days  next  before  the  day  set  for  such  election ;  and 
if  such  district  be  not  wholly  situated  in  the  same  county,  said 
notice  shall  be  posted  for  said  time  in  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  the  portion  of  the  district  in  each  county.     SaiJ 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
conducting  school  elections.     The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on 
them  the  words  **For  Dissolution,'*  and  the  voters  shall  write 
or  print  thereafter  the  word  **Yes''  or  the  word  **No.''     The 
election  officers  shall  report  tlie  result  of  such  election  within 
five  days  thereafter  to  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county  of  which  they  are  residents.     If  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election  be  opposed  to  dissolution,   no 
further  petition  shall  be  entertained  or  election  ordered  for  a 
similar  purpose  within  three  years  next  following  such  election. 
If  the  district  in  which  such  election  is  held  be  wholly  situated 
in  one  county,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such 
election  Be  in  favor  of  dissolution,  the  county  superintendent 
of  such  county  shall  forthwith  certify  the  result  of  such  election 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county,  and  such  board 
shall,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order 
declaring  such  union  district  dissolved,  such  order  to  take  effeet 
at  the  end  of  the  current  school  year,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided.     If  the  district  in  which  such  election  is  held  be  not 
wholly  situated   in    one   county,   each   of  the   county   super- 
intendents of  the  counties  having  territory  therein  shall  imme- 
diately certify  to  the  others  the  result  of  the  election  in  his 
own  county,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such 
election  be  in  favor  of  dissolution,  all  of  such  county  superin- 
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tendents  shall,  jointly,  forthwith  certify  the  result  of  such  1674 
election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  of  such  counties, 
and  said  boards,  and  each  of  them,  shall,  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order  declaring  such  union  or 
joint  union  district  dissolved,  such  order  to  take  effect  at  the 
end  of  the  current  school  year,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
When  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  has  been  thus 
dissolved,  the  property  thereof  shall  be  sold  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  property  is  situated, 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  dissolved  district,  shall  be  appor- 
tioned to  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  school  districts  that 
composed  such  dissolved  district  in  proportion  to  the  value  of 
[>roperty  in  each  of  such  school  districts,  as  determined  by  the 
last  previous  assessment  therein  for  school  purposes,  and  the 
hoard  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  dbunty  or  counties  in 
which  such  dissolved  district  is  situated  shall  make  such  orders, 
and  such  transfers  from  county  to  county,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  proper  to  effect  such  apportionment.  From  and  after  the 
time  of  making  of  the  order  or  orders  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  declaring  a  union  or  joint  union  school  district  dissolved, 
the  original  school  districts  composing  the  same,  with  such 
additional  territory  as  shall  have  been  annexed  to  them,  shall 
be  considered  to  be  in  existence  again,  as  separate  districts,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  fifteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  to  sixteen  hundred  and  two  of  this  code,  relating  to 
elections  for  school  trustees,  the  first  of  such  elections  in  each 
of  such  districts  to  be  held  as  in  the  case  of  a  newly  formed 
district;  but  such  order  or  orders  shall  not  aflfect  the  continu- 
ance of  the  imion  or  joint  -union  board  of  trustees,  or  the 
maintenance  of  the  union  or  joint  union  school,  until  the  end 
of  the  current  school  year,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time 
such  board  and  school  shall  cease  to  exist. 

Lapsing  of  districts  composing  union. 

Eighteenth — If  the  average  daily  attendance  from  any  one 
of  the  school  districts  composing  a  imion  or  joint  union  school 
district  shall  fall  to  five  or  less  for  the  entire  year,  the  county 
superintendent  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  two  of  section  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Political  Code* 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  lapse  or  suspend  the  district 
as  is  provided  in  the  section  named. 
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Article  XI. 

PUPILS. 
Order  of  admission. 

1683  §  1683.  Pupils  imist  be  admitted  into  the  sehools  iu  th<- 
order  in  which  they  apply  to  be  registered. 

Uniform  obedience  required  from  all  pupils. 

1684  §  1684.  All  pupils  must  comply  with  the  regulations,  pur- 
sue tlie  required  course  of  study,  and  submit  to  the  autlioriiy 
of  the  teachers  of  said  schools. 

Cause  for  expulsion  or  suspension. 

1686  §  1685,     Continued    wilful    disobedience,    open    and    pii- 

sistent  defiance  of  the  authority  of  the  teacher,  hal)itual  pro- 
fanity or  vulgarity,  or  smoking  cigarettes  or  having  cigarettes 
upon  school  premises,  constitutes  good  cause  for  su.spension  or 
expulsion  from  school. 

Note. — See  section  1662,  Pol.  C,  for  exriusion  of  pupils,  this  book. 

Parents  or  guardians  liable  for  damage  to  school  property. 

1686  §  1686.  Any  pupil  who  cuts,  defaces,  or  otherwise  injun-s 
any  schoolhouse,  fences  or  outbuildings  thereof,  is  liable  to 
suspension  or  expulsion  ;  and  on  the  complaint  of  the  teachrr 
or  trustees,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  pupils  shall  hv 
liable  for  all  damages. 

Beginners  to  be  taught  by  experienced  teachers. 

1687  §  1687.  In  all  schools  having  more  than  two  teaclu-rs. 
beginners  shall  be  taught  by  teachers  who  have  had  at  least  two 
years  experience,  or  by  normal  school  graduates;  and  in  cities 
such  teachers  shall  rank,  in  point  of  salary,  with  those  of  the 
assistant  teachers  in  the  highest  grade  in  the  grammar  schools: 
and  in  no  case  shall  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  school 
trustees  draw  orders  for  the  salary  of  any  teacher  iu  violation 
of  this  provision,  nor  shall  any  superintendent  draw  any  requi- 
sition for  the  salarv  of  anv  teacher  in  violation  thereof. 
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Article  XII. 

TEACHERS, 
of  teachers. 
§  1696.     Every  teacher  in  the  public  school  must :  1696 

Must  file  certificate  or  have  diploma  recorded. 

First — Before  assuming  charge  of  a  school,  file  his  or  her 
certificate  with  the  superintendent  of  schools;  provided,  that 
when  any  teacher  so  employed  is  the  holder  of  a  California 
state  normal  school  diploma,  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of 
the  state  board  of  education,  as  provided  in  subdivision  third 
of  section  one  thousand  hve  hundred  three  of  the  Political 
(*ode,  an  educational  or  a  life  diploma  of  California,  upon 
presentation  thereof  to  the  superintendent  he  shall  record  the 
name  of  said  holder  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  in  his 
oflfice,  and  the  holder  of  said  diploma  shall  thereupon  be 
absolved  from  the  provisions  of  this  subdi vision. 

Must  notify  superintendent  on  opening  or  closing  schools. 

Sfco)id — Before  taking  charge  of  a  school,  and  one  week 
before  closing  a  term  of  school,  notify  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  such  fact,  naming  the  day  of  opening  or  closing. 
Hoards  of  education  and  boards  of  school  trustees  must  in 
every  ca.se  give  to  the  teacher  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  of 
their  intention  to  clase  the  term  of  school  under  their  charge. 
No  superintendent  shall  draw  any  requisition  for  the  last 
month's  salarv  of  anv  teacher  until  said  teacher  has  filed  with 
him  the  notice  re([uired  by  this  subdivision. 

Enforce  course  of  study. 

Third — Enforce  the  course  of  study,  the  use  of  the  legally 
authorized  textbooks,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
for  schools. 

Hold    pupils   to   account  for   conduct — May   suspend    pupils   and   report  to 
trustees. 

Fourth — Hold  pupils  to  a  strict  account  for  their  conduct 
on  the  way  to  and  from  school,  on  the  playgrounds,  or  during 
recess ;  suspend,  for  good  cause,  any  pupil  from  the  school,  and 
report  such  siLspension  to  the  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  for  review.  If  such  action  is  not  sustained 
by  them,  the  teacher  may  appeal  to  the  county  superintendent, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 
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Keep  school  register. 

1696  Fifth — ^Keep  a  state  school  register,  in  which  shall  be  left,  at 

tlie  close  of  the  term,  a  report  showing  programme  of  recita- 
tions, classification  and  grading  of  all  pupils  who  have  attended 
school  at  any  time  during  the  school  year.  The  superintendent 
shall  in  no  case  draw  a  requisition  in  favor  of  the  teacher  until 
the  teacher  has  filed  with  him  a  certificate  from  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  school  trustees  to  the  effect  that  the  provisions  of  this 
subdivision  have  been  complied  wnth. 

Make  annual  report — Report  pupils  attending  fronn  other  districts. 

Sixth — Make  an  annual  report  to  the  county  superintendent 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  and  on  the  blanks  prescribed 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction.  Any  teacher  who 
shall  end  any  school  term  before  the  close  of  the  school  year, 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  county  superintendent  immediately 
after  the  close  of  such  term;  and  any  teacher  who  may  be 
teaching  any  school  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  shall,  in  his 
or  her  annual  report,  include  all  statistics  for  the  entire  school 
year,  notwithstanding  any  previous  report  for  a  part  of  the 
year.  Said  teacher  shall  attach  to  the  annual  report  a  certifi- 
cate showing  the  number  of  children  attending  said  school  who 
reside  in  other  districts  within  the  county,  together  with  the 
names,  residence  by  district  and  the  average  daily  attendance 
of  said  children.

vidcd,  that  whenever  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  the  district 
in  which  such  children  reside  is  obtained,  as  provided  else- 
where in  this  code,  the  attendance  shall  be  counted  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  the  pupils  attend  school  unless  there  shall  be 
filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June  of  the  year  in  which  the  attendance  is  to 
be  counted,  a  written  demand  of  the  trustees  of  the  district  in

The  average  daily  school  attendance  of 
any  public  school  district  or  high  school  whereof  the  register  or 
registers  of  the  teacher  or  teachers  or  any  number  of  them  or 
other  records  may  have  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  destroyed  by 
conflagration  or  other  public  calamity,  or  whereof,  by  reason  of 
such  conflagration  or  calamity  the  regular  session  or  attendance 
of  such  district  or  high  school  has  been  interrupted  and  its 
average  attendance  materially  affected  thereby,  shall  be  its 
average  daily  attendance  of  the  next  preceding  school  year 
increased  or  diminished  by  the  average  yearly  percentage  of 
increase  or  decrease  calculated  for  the  next  preceding  ten  years ; 
provided,  that  the  average  daily  attendance  of  such  school 
district  or  high  school  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30, 1906, 
shall  be  its  average  daily  attendance  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1905,  with  five  per  cent  (5%)  thereof  as  increase 
added  thereto. 
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Teachers  must  make  out  textbook  orders. 

1696b  §  1696b.  Upon  closinjjc  a  form  of  school,  each  teacher  or 
principal  shall  prepare,  upon  requisition  blanks  furnished  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  an  order  for  the  num- 
ber of  state  textbooks  estimated  to  be  required  for  use  in  the 
school  under  his  charge  at  the  opening  of  the  ensuing  term. 
Such  order  shall  be  a  part  of  the  annual  report  required  by  sub- 
division six  of  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  ninety-six  of 
the  Political  Code.

1698  S  1698.  In  case  of  the  dismissal  of  anv  teachers  before  tho

Sec.  1  Section  1.  No  person  except  a  native-born  or  naturalized 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  employed  in  any  depart- 
ment of  the  state,  countj',  city  and  county  or  city  government 
in  this  state ;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contains! 
shall  prohibit  the  employment  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  or 
teaching  force  in  public  schools  of  this  state,  nor  in  schools 
supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  of  any  person  who 
has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  Ignited 
States,  nor  of  any  native-bom  woman  of  the  United  States  who 
has  married  a  foreigner;  and  prox^ded,  further,  that  the 
prohibitions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  member  of  the 
faculty  or  teaching  force  of  any  college  or  university  supportoil 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  nor  to  any  specialist  or  expert 
temporarily  employed  by  any  department  of  the  state,  or  any 
county,  city  and  county  or  city  and  engaged  in  special  investi- 
gation.

State  board  of  health  shall  investigate. 

Sec.  7  Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  question  shall  arise  as  to  whether 
smallpox  does  or  does  not  exist  in  any  district,  city,  or  city  antl 
county,  the  state  board  of  health  shall  make,  or  cause  to  !»•• 
made  an  investigation  and  the  determination  of  said  board,  or 
that  of  its  secretary,  if  said  board  is  not  in  session,  shall  !"■ 
final  as  to  the  question  of  fact. 

Violation  of  act  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  8  Sec.  8.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollai's,  or  by  impri.'^- 
onment  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Exempt  from  provisions,  v^hen. 

Sec.  9  Sec.  9.  Whenever  any  child  or  person  shall  file,  as  in  this 
act  provided,  a  certificate  signed  by  a  duly  licensed  and  prac- 
ticing physician  and  showing  that  within  one  year  of  the  datf 
of  filing,  such  child  or  person  has  used  due  diligence  and  can 
not  be  successfully  vaccinated,  such  child  or  person  shall  he 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  period  of  oni* 
vear  thereafter. 

May  not  conflict  with  certain  rules. 

Sec.  10  Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  Ix'  in 
conflict  with  or  contrary  to  any  of  the  rules,  regidations  ir 
requirements  of  any  private  school,  academy,  college,  univer- 
sity, or  other  educational  institution  which  may  at  any  time 
provide  for  excluding  all  unvaccinated  children  and  persons 
therefrom. 
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Sec.  11.     An  act  entitled  **Aii  act  to  encourage  and  i)rovide  Act 
for  a  general  vaccination  in  the  State  of  California/'  approved  Sec.  11 
February  20,  1889,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12,     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  time  of  its  Sec.  12 
passage. 


Article  XIll. 

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

Books  and  apparatus  that  may  be  bought. 

§  1712.  First — The  board  of  school  trustees  and  the  city  1712 
hoard  of  education  in  any  city  must  expend  the  library  fund, 
together  with  such  moneys  as  may  be  added  thereto  by  dona- 
tion, in  the  purchase  of  school  apparatus  and  books  for  a  school 
library,  includinjr  books  for  supplementary  work,  and  no  war- 
rant shall  be  drawn  by  the  superint(»ndent  of  schools  n[)on  the 
order  of  any  l)oard  of  trustees  against  the  library  fund  of  any 
district  unless  such  order  is  accompanied  by  an  itemized  bill, 
.showinp:  the  books  and  apparatus,  and  the  price  of  each  ift 
j>ayment  of  which  the  order  is  drawn,  and  unless  such  books 
and  apparatus  have  been  adopted  by  the  county,  or  city,  or 
city  and  county  board  of  education;  all  orders  of  the  trustees 
and  of  l^oards  of  education  for  books  or  apparatus  must  in 
every  case  be  submitted  to  th(»  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county,  or  city,  or  city  and  county,  respectively,  for  his 
approval,  before  said  books  or  apparatus  shall  be  purchfised. 

Books  must  be  stamped. 

Srcond — The  trustees  of  each  district  shall  cause  each  book 
now  in  their  district  school  library,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
placed  in  sidd  library,  to  be  stamped  on  the  flyleaf,  on  the  title 
page,  and  on  each  one  Imndredth  page  of  the  book,  with  the 
words  **  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  State  of  California, 

County, District  Library,"  and  the  county 

superintendent  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  procure 
such  stamp  for  each  district  in  his  county,  and  to  {)ay  for  the 
same  out  of  the  county  school  fund  of  such  district. 

Library  fund  in  rural  districts. 

§  1713.     Except  in  cities  not  divided  into  school  districts  1713 
the  library  fund  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
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1713  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  county  school  fund  annually  appor- 
tioned to  the  district;  provided,  that  should  ten  per  cent 
exceed  fiftj'  dollars,  fifty  dollars  only  shall  be  apportioned  to 
the  district;  except  that  in  districts  having  five  or  more 
teachers,  there  shall  be  apportioned  a  sum  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifteen  dollars  for  each  teacher  employed: 
a)id  provided,  further,  that  the  school  trustees  of  each  district 
in  the  county  shall,  in  the  month  of  July  in  each  year,  notify 
the  superintendent  of  the  county  as  to  what  amount  they 
desire  to  be  apportioned  for  their  respective  districts  for  the 
year. 

Library  fund  in  cities. 

1714  §  1714.     The   county   superintendent  of  each   county,  or 
city  and  county,  shall  annually  apportion  to  each  city,  or  city 
and  county,  not  divided  into  school  districts,  as  a  library  fund, 
such  sum  as  may  be  requested  by  the  board  of  education  of 
such  city,  or  city  and  county,  said  request  to  be  in  writinir 
and  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the 
supervisors  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  are  required  by 
law  to  levy  the  amount  of  taxes  required  for  county,  or  city 
and  county,  purposes  for  each  year,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
sum  so  apportioned  to  any  district  exceed  eighty  cents  for 
each  pupil  of  average  daily  attendance  in  the  elementary 
S'hools  of  said  district,  as  reported  to  the  county,  or  city  and 
county  superintendent  of  schools,  during  the  preceding  school 
year;  it  is  provided,  that  in  each  city  and  county  comprising 
a  single  district,  the  amount  apportioned  shall  be  not  less 
than  forty  cents  for  each  pupil  of  average  daily  attendance 
in  the  elementary  schools;  said  amount  so  apportioned  to  be 
deducted  from  the  county  school  fund  apportioned  to  each  city, 
or  city  and  county,  and  credited  to  the  library  fund  of  each 
city,  or  city  and  county;  and  it  is  provided,  further,  that  if  the 
board  of  education  of  anj'  city,  or  city  and  county  shall  fail 
to  file  said  request  in  writing  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the 
county,  or  city  and  coimty  superintendent  shall  apportion  to 
the  library  fund  of  each  city,  or  city  and  county  failing  to 
make  such  reciuest  in  writing,  such  amount,  not  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  he  may  deem  advisable.     The  total 
amount  of  each  such  apportionment  shall  constitute  the  library 
fund  of  each  city,  or  city  and  county  not  divided  into  school 
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districts,  and  shall  be  expended  only  in  accordance  with  the  1714 
provisions  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  twelve  of 
this  code. 

Control  of  libraries. 

§  1715.  Libraries  may  be  maintained  under  the  control  1716 
of  the  district  board  of  trustees  or  city  board  of  education,  and 
in  such  case  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of  the  teachers,  pupils  and 
all  residents  of  the  district.  Wherever  practicable,  the  library 
shall  be  kept  open  during  vacation  and  nonschool  days.  When- 
ever the  county  in  which  a  district  is  situated  shall  maintain 
a  county  library,  the  board  of  school  tr\istee«  or  city  board 
of  education  may  agree  with  the  proper  authorities  of  such 
county  to  make  the  school  library  a  branch  of  such  county 
library.  In  such  event,  such  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
lx)ard  of  education  shall  turn  over  the  books  and  other  property 
of  the  district  library  to  the  county  library,  and  shall  annually 
transfer  to  such  county  library'  its  library  fund,  as  soon  as  it  is 
available,  to  be  kept  and  expended  as  other  funds  of  such 
county  library.  The  said  county  library  shall  thereupon  make 
such  district  library  a  branch  library,  inanaged  and  maintained 
according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the 
authorities  of  the  county  library.  In  any  city  conducting  a 
public  library  owned  and  managed  by  such  city,  the  board  of 
s<*hool  trustees  or  city  board  of  education  of  such  city  may 
enter  into  an  arrangement  with  the  governing  body  of  the 
public  library  of  said  city  similar  to  the  arrangement  herein 
authorized  between  such  school  trustees  or  board  of  education 
and  such  county  library. 

Librarian — care  of  library. 

§  1716.  The  board  of  school  trustees  of  a  district  main-  1716 
taining  its  own  library  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  teacher 
or  other  proper  person  librarian  of  the  district  library.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  librarian  to  manage  stich  library  as 
eflSciently  as  possible,  and  whenever  expedient  request  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  some  person  experienced  in  the  art  of 
managing  libraries.  Whenever  a  district  library  shall  have 
become  a  branch  library,  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  fifteen  of  this  code,  the  provisions  of  sub- 
division two  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve, 
and  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventeen  of 
this  code  shall  not  apply  to  them ;  but  in  all  such  cases  the 
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1716  county,  or  city,  or  county  and  city,  superintendent  of  schools 
may  draw  a  warrant  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  district 
library  fund,  payable  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  county 
library,  upon  the  filin«j  with  him  of  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  district,  or  city  board  of  education, 
embodyinjij  the  agreement  made  with  such  county  library,  which 
copy  shall  be  duly  certified  as  correct  by  the  clerk  of  the 
district,  or  other  proper  oflReer. 

Care,  fees,  etc. 

1717  §  1717.  The  trustees  shall  be  held  accountable  for  the 
proper  care  and  preservation  of  the  library,  and  shall  have 
power  to  assess  and  collect  all  fines,  penalties,  and  fees  of  mem- 
bership, and  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  not 
provided  for  by  the  state  board  of  education,  and  not  incon- 
sistent therewith ;  and  they  shall  report  annually  to  the  county 
superintendent  all  library  statistics  which  may  be  re<iuired  by 
the  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose  by  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction. 

COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARIES. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  county 
free  libraries  in  the  State  of  California,  and- repealing  "An  act 
entitled  'An  act  to  provide  county  library  systems,'  approved 
April  12,  1909,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
this  act." 

I  Approved  February  25,  1911.] 

The  iKopU:  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Act        IKTay  be  established. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  coun- 
ties shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain,  within  their 
respective  counties,  county  free  libraries  in  the  manner  and 
with  the  functions  prescribed  in  this  act. 

May  be  established  at  county  seat. 

Sec.  2  ^^^'  2-  ^^^^  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  estab- 
lish at  the  county  seat  a  county  free  library  for  that  part  of 
such  county  lying  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns 
maintaining  free  public  libraries,  and  outside  of  library  dis- 
tricts maintaining  district  libraries,  and  for  all  such  additional 
portions  of  such  county  as  may  elect  to  become  a  part  of,  or  to 
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participate  in,  suoh  county  fnn*  library  system,  as  hereafter  Act 
]>rovided  in  this  act.  At  least  oneo  a  week  for  two  successive  gee.  2 
\v<»eks  prior  to  taking  such  action,  the  board  of  supervisora 
shall  publish,  in  a  newspaper  desi«i:nated  by  them  and  published 
in  such  county,  notice  of  such  contemplated  action,  giving 
therein  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  action  is  pro- 
]>osed  to  be  taken. 

City  or  district  library  may  become  a  part  of. 

Sec.  3.    After  the  establi.shment  of  a  county  free  library  as  8ec.  3 
provided  in  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees,  common  council  or 
other  legislative  body  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the 
county  maintaining  a  free  public  library,  or  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  any  library  district  maintaining  a  district  library,  may 
notify  the  board  of  supervisors  that  such  city,  town  or  library 
district  desires  to  become  a  part  of  the  county  free  library 
system,  and  thereafter  such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall 
be  a  part  thereof  and  its  inhabitants  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  such  county  free  library,  and  the  property  within 
such  citv,  town  or  librarv  district  shall  be  liable  to  taxes  levied 
for  county  free  library  purposes.     But  the  board  of  trustees, 
common  council  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  town  in  the  county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any 
library  district  may  at  any  time  notify  the  board  of  super- 
visors that  such  city,  town  or  library  district  no  longer  desires 
to  be  a  part  of  the  county  free  library  system,  and  thereafter 
such  city,  town  or  library  district  shall  cease  to  participate 
in  the  benefits  of  such  county  library,  and  the  property  situ- 
ated in  such  city,  town  or  librarv  district  shall  not  be  liable  to 
taxes  for  county  free  library  purpases;  provided,  however,  that 
the  board  of  trustees,  common  council  or  other  legislative  body 
of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of 
any  library  district,  shall  publish,  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  prior  either  to  giving  or  to  withdrawing  such 
notice,  in  a  newspaper  designated  by  said  board  of  trustees,  city 
council  or  board  of  library  trustees,  and  circulating  throughout 
such  city,  town  or  library  district,  notice  of  such  contemplated 
action,  giving  therein  the  date  and  the  place  of  the  meeting 
at  which  such  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken. 
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Act        City  may  coBtract  for  use  of. 

Sec.  4  Sec.  4.  The  board  of  supervisors,  of  any  county  wherein  a 
county  free  library  lias  been  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
contracts  with  any  incorporated  city  or  town  maintaining  a 
free  public  library,  and  any  such  incorporated  city  or  town 
shall,  through  its  board  of  trustees  or  other  legislative  body, 
have  power  to  enter  into  contracts  with  such  county  to  secure 
to  the  residents  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  the  sam(* 
privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are  granted  to,  or 
enjoyed  by,  the  residents  of  the  county  outside  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town,  or  such  privileges  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
in  such  contract,  upon  such  consideration  to  be  named  in  said 
contract  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  residents  of  such 
incorporated  city  or  town  shall  have  the  same  privileges  with 
regard  to  said  county  free  library  as  are  had  by  the  residents 
of  such  county  outside  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  or 
such  privileges  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  contract. 

Residents  of  other  counties  may  use  on  contract. 

Sec.  6  Sec.  5.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  wherein  a 
county  free  library  has  been  established  under  the  pro\Tsions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
contracts  or  agreements  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
other  coimty  to  secure  to  the  residents  of  such  other  county 
such  privileges  of  such  county  free  library  as  may,  by  such 
contract,"  be  agreed  upon  and  upon  such  consideration  as  may 
in  said  contract  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  inhabitants  of 
such  other  county  shall  have  such  privileges  of  such  county 
free  library  as  may  by  such  contract  be  agreed  upon ;  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  another  county  wherein  a  county  free  library  has  been  estal>- 
llshed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  in  this  section  pro- 
vided, and  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  library  tax  as  in  this  act 
provided,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  such  contract,  but  the 
making  of  such  contract  shall  not  bar  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  such  county  during  the  continuance  of  such  contract,  from 
establishing  a  county  free  library  therein  under  the  pnivisioas 
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of  this  act,  if  none  be  already  established  therein,  and  upon  the  Act 
establishment  of  such  county  free  library,  such  contract  may  be  gee.  6 
terminated  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties  thereto,  or  may  continue  for  the  term  thereof. 

Board  of  library  examiners. 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  created  to  be  knowTi  as  the  Sec.  6 
l>oard  of  library  examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  librarian, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  said  board,  the  librarian  of 
the  public  library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  public  library.  The 
members  of  said  board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services,  except  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  state  library  fund.  Said  board  shall  pass 
upon  the  qualifications  of  all  persons  desiring  to  become  county 
librarians,  and  may,  in  writing,  adopt  rules  and  regulations  not 
inconsistent  with  law  for  its  own  government,  and  for  carry- 
ing out  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Persons  of  either  sex  shall 
be  eligible  to  certification  for  the  office  of  county  librarian. 

County  librarian. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free  library,  the  Sec.  7 
board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librarian,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  subject  to  prior  removal 
for  cause,  after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian  unless  prior  to  his 
appointment  he  has  received  from  the  board  of  library 
examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  the  ccunty  librarian  need  not  be  a 
resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  California. 

Supervisors  shall  make  rules. 

Sec.  8.  The  county  free  library  shall  be  under  the  general  Sec.  8 
supervision  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  which  shall  have  power 
to  make  general  rules  and  re^ilatious  regarding  the  policy  of 
the  county  free  library,  to  establish,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  county  librarian,  branches  and  stations  throughout  the 
county  and  may  locate  said  branches  and  stations  in  incorpo- 
rated cities  and  towns  wherever  deemed  advisable,  to  determine 
the  number  and  kind  of  employees  of  such  library,  and  to 
appoint  and  dismiss  such  employees  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  county  librarian.  Such  employee  shall  not  be  removed 
except  for  cause,  and  in  case  any  such  removal  be  made  upon 
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Act  the  jj^rouud  that  the  services  of  such  eiiiph)yee  are  no  h)ii*;(»r 
Sec.  8  required,  such  removed  emjiloyee  shall  have  the  first  right  ti» 
be  restored  to  sueh  employment  when  sueh  services  are  again 
required,  but  the  board  of  supervisors  may,  at  the  time  of 
appointing  any  employee,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
county  librarian,  enter  into  an  agreement  that  such  employee 
be  employed  for  a  definite  time  only.  All  employees  of  tlie 
county  free  library  whose  duties  require  special  training  in 
library  work  shall  be  graded  in  grades  to  be  establishe<l  by  the 
county  librarian,  with  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state 
librarian,  according  to  the  duties  required  of  them,  experience 
in  library  work  and  other  qualifications  for  the  service  required 
and,  before  appointment  to  a  position  in  the  graded  service,  the 
candidates  must  pass  an  examination  appropriate  to  the  posi- 
tion sought,  satisfactory  to  the  county  librarian,  and  sliow  a 
satisfactory  experience  in  library  work.  Work  in  approvinl 
library  schools  or  libraries,  or  certificates  issued  by  the  board 
of  library  examiners,  may  be  accepted  by  the  county  librarian 
in  Jieu  of  such  examination.  The  county  librarian  may  alsu 
accept  as  apprentices,  without  compensation,  candidates  |hs- 
sessing  personjil  qualifications  satisfactory  to  him  and  may 
dismiss  the  same  at  any  time  if  in  his  judgment  their  work  is 
not  satisfactorv  to  him. 

Librarian's  bond. 

Sec.  9  Sec.  9.  The  county  librarian  shall,  prior  to  entering  \i\nn\ 
the  duties  of  his  office,  file  w^ith  the  county  clerk  the  usual  oath 
of  office  and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performani  e 
of  his  duties,  with  sufficient  sureties  approved  by  a  judge  ot 
the  superior  court  in  the  county  of  which  the  librarian  is  to  be 
the  countv  librarian,  in  such  sum  as  mav  be  determined  bv  the 
board  of  supervisors.  The  county  librarian  shall,  subject  \o 
the  general  rules  adopted  by  the  ])oard  of  supervisors,  build  up 
and  manage,  according  to  accepted  principles  of  library  man- 
agement, a  library  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and 
shall  determine  what  books  and  other  library  equipment  shall 
be  purchased.  The  salary  per  annum  of  the  county  librarian 
shall  be  as  follows:  In  counties  of  the  first  to  the  third  ilas.se>. 
inclusive,  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars;  of  the  fourth  to 
the  tenth  classes  inclusive,  two  thousand  dollars;  of  the  eleventli 
to  the  twentieth  classes  inclusive,  eighteen  hundred  dollars:  of 
the  twenty-first  to  the  thirtieth  classes  inclusive,  fifteen  humlrctl 
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dollars ;  of  the  thirty-first  to  the  forty-eighth  classes  inclusive.  Act 
twelve  hundred  dollars;  and  of  the  forty-ninth  to  the  fifty-  gee,  9 
seventh  classes  inclusive,  five  hundred  dollars.  The  salary  of 
each  of  the  county  librarians  here  provided  shall  be  paid  by 
each  of  such  counties  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund 
as  the  salaries  of  other  county  oflScers  are  paid.  The  county 
librarian  and  his  assistants  shall  be  allowed  actual  and  neces- 
sary traveling  expenses  incurred  on  the  business  of  the  office. 

County  libraries  under  supervision  of  state  librarian. 

Sec.  10.  The  county  free  libraries  of  the  state  shall  be  Seo.  10 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  state  librarian,  who  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants, 
visit  the  county  free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition. 
The  actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  such  visits  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  state  library  fund.  The  state  librarian  shall  annually 
call  a  convention  of  county  librarians,  to  assemble,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  he  shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  discussion 
of  questions  pertaining  to  the  supervision  and  administration 
of  the  county  free  libraries,  the  laws  relating  thereto,  and  such 
other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and  interest  of  the  county 
free  libraries  as  shall  properly  be  brought  before  it.  It  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  the  county  librarians  to  attend 
and  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  such  convention.  The 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  county  librarians  attend- 
ing the  convention  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  free  library 
fund. 

Librarians  shall  make  report. 

Sec.  11.  The  county  librarian  shall,  on  or  before  the  thirty-  860.  11 
first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  report  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
and  to  the  state  librarian  on  the  condition  of  the  county  free 
library,  for  the  year  ending  June  thirtieth  preceding.  Such 
reports  shall,  in  addition  to  other  matters  deemed  expedient 
by  the  county  librarian,  contain  such  statistical  and  other  infor- 
mation as  may  be  deemed  desirable  by  the  state  librarian.  For 
this  purpose  the  state  librarian  may  send  to  the  several  county 
librarians  instructions  or  question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the 
material  for  a  comparative  study  of  library  conditions  in  the 
state. 
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Act        Tax  for  support. 

Sec.  12  Sec.  12.  The  board  of  supervisors,  after  a  county  free 
library  has  been  established,  shall  annually  levy,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  other  county  taxes  are  levied, 
and  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  one  mill 
on  the  dollar  of  assessed  valuation  upon  all  property  in  such 
county  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns  maintaining 
free  public  libraries,  and  library  districts  maintaining  district 
libraries,  and  upon  all  property  within  incorporated  cities, 
towns  and  library  districts,  which  have  elected  to  become  a  part 
of  such  county  free  library  system  as  provided  in  this  act,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  property  for,  establishing  and  main- 
taining the  county  free  library.  County  bonds  may  be  issued, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  4088  of  the  Political  Code, 
for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  county  free  library  buildings 
and  the  purchase  of  land  therefor.  The  board  of  supervisors 
is  authorized  to  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  county,  any  gift, 
bequest  or  devise  for  the  county  free  library,  or  for  any  branch 
or  subdivision  thereof.  The  title  to  all  property  belonging  to 
the  county  free  library  shall  be  vested  in  the  county.  All  laic's 
applicable  to  the  collection  of  county  taxes  shall  apply  to  the 
collection  of  the  tax  herein  provided.  All  funds  of  the  county 
free  library,  whether  derived  from  taxation  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  in  the  custody  of  the  county  treasurer.  They  shall  constitute 
a  separate  fund,  called  the  coimty  free  library  fund,  and  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  purposes  except  those  of  the  county  free 
library.  Each  claim  against  the  county  free  library  fund  shall 
be  authorized  and  approved  by  the  county  librarian,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  county  by  his  assistant.  It  shall  then  be 
acted  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  are  all  other  claims  against 
the  county. 

Librarian  may  have  control  of  coimty  law  library. 

Sec.  13  Sec.  13.  In  any  county  of  this  state  where  a  law  library  may 
now  or  hereafter  exist  under  the  provisions  of  sections  four 
thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety  to  four  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  four,  inclusive,  of  the  Political  Code  of  the  state, 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  shall  have  power  to 
enter  into  contracts,  or  agreements  with  the  board  of  law- 
library  trustees  of  such  law  library  for  the  cooperation  of  said 
law  library  and  the  county  free  library,  and  in  that  connection, 
to  contract  or  agree  with  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  of 
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such  law  library  that  the  county  librarian  and  other  employees  Act 
of  the  county  free  library  perform  the  duties  required  to  be  g^c.  13 
done  or  performed  by  the  oflScers  and  employees  of  such  law 
library  as  contemplated  by  sections  four  thousand  one  hundred 
and  ninety  to  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  four,  inclusive, 
of  the  Political  Code  of  this  state  for  a  compensation  to  be 
named  in  such  contract  or  agreement,  the  same  to  bo  paid  into 
the  county  free  library  fund. 

Tea.chers'  and  school  library  may  be  part  of. 

Sec.  14.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  to  accept  Sec.  14 
on  behalf  of  the  county  free  library,  all  books  and  other  prop- 
crtj'  of  school  libraries  and  of  the  teachers'  library  as  provided 
by  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-five  and  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  and  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Political  Code,  and  to  manage  and 
maintain  the  same  as  a  part  of  tlie  county  free  library. 

May  be  disesrtablished,  how. 

Sec.  15.  After  a  county  free  library  has  been  established,  ii  Sec.  16 
may  be  disestablished  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  established. 
At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior  to  taking 
such  action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in  a  news- 
paper designated  by  them,  and  published  in  the  county,  notice 
of  such  contemplated  action,  giving  therein  the  date  of  the 
meeting  at  which  such  contemplated  action  is  propased  to  be 
taken. 

Free  library  may  be  used  as  county. 

Sec.  16.  Instead  of  est&blishing  a  separate  county  free  Sec.  16 
library,  the  board  of  supervisors  may  enter  into  a  contract 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  with  the  board  of 
library  trustees  or  other  authority  in  charge  of  the  free  public 
library  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  the  board  of 
library  trustees,  or  other  authority  in  charge  of  such  free  public 
library,  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  a  contract.  Such 
♦•ontract  may  provide  that  the  free  public  library  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town  shall  assume  the  functions  of  a  county  free 
library  within  the  county  with  which  such  contract  is  made, 
including  incorporated  cities  and  towns  therein.  The  board  of 
supervisors  may  agree  to  pay  annually  into  the  librar>'  fund 
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ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  VACCINATION. 

An  act  to  encourage  and  provide  for  a  general  vaccination  for  all 
public  and  private  schools  of  California,  specifying  the  duties 
of  certain  officers  and  persons  with  relation  thereto,  making 
violations  of  its  provisions  a  misdemeanor,  providing  penalties, 
and  repealing  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  encourage  and  provide 
for  a  general  vaccination  in  the  State  of  California/'  approved 
February  20,  1889. 

[Approved  March  7.  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senat* 

and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Act        Student  must  file  vaccination  certificate. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  Within  ten  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect, 
and  thereafter  within  five  days  after  any  child  or  person  shall 
be  enrolled  or  entered  in,  or  shall  have  entered,  enrolled,  or 
shall  have  been  received  or  employed  or  commenced  work  in 
any  school,  college,  university,  academy,  or  other  educational 
institution  within  the  State  of  California,  whether  the  same  l)e 
public  or  private,  sectarian  or  non-sectarian,  such  child  or 
person  shall  file  with  the  teacher,  instructor,  principal,  super- 
intendent or  other  person  or  persons  who  shall  or  may  be  in 
charge  of  or  in  authority  over  such  school,  college,  university, 
academy  or  other  educational  institution,  either  a  certificate 
signed  by  a  duly  licensed  and  practicing  physician  showiuir 
that  such  child  or  person  has  been  successfully  vaccinate<l 
(giving  the  date  thereof)  within  seven  years  prior  to  the  date 
when  same  shall  be  filed,  or  a  certificate  signed  by  the  health 
officer  or  board  of  health,  within  whose  territorial  jurLsdiction 
such  institution  may  be  located,  stating  that  such  child  or 
person  has  been  examined  by  him  and  has  presented  satisfac- 
tory evidence  that  he  or  she  has  been  successfully  vaecinatfil 
(giving  the  date  thereof)  within  such  period  of  seven  years, 
or  the  statement  or  certificate  provided  for  in  section  two  of 
this  act. 
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Kinds  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1721.  A  high  school  district  composed  of  two  or  more  1721 
high  school  districts  shall  be  known  as  a  union  high  school 
district,  and  such  designation  shall  be  part  of  its  name.  If 
such  school  districts  or  portions  thereof,  are  in  more  than  ono 
county,  such  union  high  school  district  shall  be  known  as  a  joint 
union  high  school  district  and  such  designation  shall  be  part  of 
its  name.  Whenever  the  term  high  school  district  is  used  in 
this  article  or  in  article  XV  of  this  chapter,  it  shall,  unless  a 
contrary  intent  appears,  be  deemed  to  include  **  Union  high 
school  district,"  joint  union  high  school  districts  and  county 
high  school  districts.  Any  city  school  district  which  has  been 
for  a  period  of  one  year  preceding  the  taking  effect  of  this 
section,  established  and  maintained  a  high  school  within  such 
district,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  constitute  a  city  high  school 
district. 

Who  may  sign  petition  for  high  school  district. 

§  1722.  Whenever  by  the  provisions  of  this  article  the  sig-  1722 
natures  of  heads  of  families  or  of  electors  are  required  to  any 
petition,  any  person,  who  at  the  time  of  signing  such  petition 
is  the  head  of  a  family,  shall  be  competent  to  sign  a  petition, 
or  any  elector  shall  be  competent  to  sign  a  petition.  The  super- 
intendent of  schools  may  require  an  affidavit  from  one  or  more 
of  the  petitioners  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  facts  given  in  the 
petition. 

Validation  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1724.  All  proceedings  for  the  formation  and  organiza-  1724 
tion  of  high  school  districts  and  the  establishment  of  county, 
city,  city  and  county,  union,  joint  union  and  district  high 
schools,  had  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  section,  are  hereby 
validated  and  declared  legal,  and  said  high  school  districts  and 
high  schools,  and  any  other  high  school  districts  which  have 
been  acting  as  such  for  more  than  one  year  previous  to  the 
taking  effect  of  this  section,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  legally 
formed,  on^anized  and  established ;  and  in  all  cases  where  high 
school  districts  shall  hereafter  be  formed,  organized  and  estab- 
lished, the  certificate  of  the  county  superintendent  mentioned 
in  sections  seventeen  hundred  twenty-five,  seventeen  hundred 
twenty-seven,  seventeen  hundred  twenty-eight  and  seventeen 
hundred  twenty-nine,  when  filed  with  the  county  clerk,  when 
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1724  the  result  of  the  election  as  therein  declared  is  in  favor  of  the 
formation  of  the  high  school  district,  shall  after  the  expiration 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  filing  be  conclusive  evidenoe 
that  such  high  school  district  has  been  legally  formed. 

Formatioh  of  high  school  districts. 

1726  §  1725.     Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of. families,  or 

a  majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  an  incorporated  city  or 
town  or  a  school  district  in  which  the  average  daily  attendance 
in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  district  shall  be  one  hundre<l 
or  more,  as  shown  by  the  last  reports  of  the  teachers  in  said 
district,  shall  unite  in  a  petition  for  the  formation  of  a  high 
school  district  therein  under  a  name  to  be  specified  in  the 
petition,  they  shall  present  the  same  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  of  the  county,  or  in  case  of  a  joint  school  district  to 
the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  the 
greater  number  of  heads  of  families  of  such  district  reside. 
The  superintendent  to  whom  such  petition  is  presented  may 
require  an  affidavit  from  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners  as  to 
the  correctness  of  the  facts  as  given  in  the  petition. 

Within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said  petition  the  super- 
tendent  of  schools  shall  verify  the  signatures  to  such  petition, 
and  if  he  finds  them  sufficient  shall  call  an  election  in  such 
incorporated  city  or  town,  including  any  territory  annexed 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  section  fifteen  hundred  and 
seventy -six,  or  in  such  school  district,  for  the  determination  of 
the  quastion,  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  thereof 
to  conduct  said  election.  Said  election  shall  be  called  by 
posting  notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  said  incorpo- 
rated city  or  town,  or  school  district,  at  least  two  weeks  befon* 
the  election,  and  by  publishing  such  notice  at  least  once  a  week 
for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  therein  at  least  as  often  as  once  a  week,  if  there  be 
such  a  newspaper,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  election.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
the  manner  prescribed  for  conducting  elections  of  school 
tnistees.  The  ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the 
words  **High  School  District— Yes"  and  ''High  School  Dis- 
trict — No,"  and  electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a 
cross  with  pencil,  ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  said  election  officers  to 
canvass  the  vote  at  such  election  as  soon  as  the  polls  are  closed, 
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and  to  report  the  result  of  said  election  to  the  superintendent  1725 
of  schools  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  thereof. 
Within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  returns  of  said  election  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  record  the  result  thereof  in  a 
book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  if  the  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  the  high  school  district, 
he  shall  also  make  and  file  with  the  county  clerk  of  every 
county  in  which  any  part  of  such  proposed  high  school  district 
lies,  a  certificate  showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  at  such 
election  for  and  against  the  high  school  district,  and  dcolarin°: 
the  result  thereof.  Such  county  clerk  shall  record  said  certifi- 
cate in  full  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and 
designated  the  record  of  high  school  districts. 

If  it  shall  appear  from  such  certificate  that  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election  were  cast  in  favor  of  the  forma- 
tion of  such  district,  such  high  school  district  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  formed  from  the  time  of  the  filing  thereof. 

High  school  board  in  cities,  etc. 

§  1726.  In  every  high  school  district  formed  and  existing  1726 
in  an  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  in  a  single  school  district, 
the  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees  of  such 
incorporated  city  or  town  or  school  district  shall  constitute  the 
high  school  board,  and  shall  have  the  management  and  control 
of  the  high  school  in  said  district.  Upon  the  formation  of  any 
such  high  school  district  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  the  same  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees 
of  said  incorporated  city  or  town,  or.  school  district,  within  • 
fifteen  days  after  receiving  the  returns  of  the  election  held 
therein,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  by  registered  mail, 
to  every  member  of  said  board  of  education  or  board  of  school 
trustees.  The  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees 
shall,  at  said  meeting,  formally  organize  as  the  high  school 
board  by  electing  a  president  from  their  own  number  and  a 
clerk,  and  may  transact  other  business  relating  to  the  affairs 
of  the  high  school  district. 

Formation  of  union  high  school  districts. 

§  1727.    Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a  1727 
majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  each  of  two  or  more  con- 
tiguous school  districts  in  the  same  county,  having  an  average 
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1727  daily  attendance  in  the  aggregate  in  the  elementary  schools  of 
one  hundred  pupils  or  more  shall  unite  in  a  petition  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  such  county,  for  the  formation  of 
a  union  high  school  district  under  a  name  to  be  specified  in  the 
petition,  he  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  receiving  said 
petition,  verify  the  signatures  thereto,  and  if  he  finds  them 
sufScient,  call  an  election  for  the  determination  of  the  question, 
and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors  in  each  of  the  districts 
petitioning,  to  conduct  the  election  therein.  Said  election  shall 
be  held  separately  and  simultaneously  at  a  public  schoolhouse 
in  each  of  the  districts  petitioning,  and  shall  be  called  by  post- 
ing, notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  each  district,  one 
of  which  places  shall  be  a  public  schoolhouse  thereof,  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  election,  and  by  publishing  such  notice  at 
least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  published  at  least  as  often  as  once  a  week 
in  said  proposed  union  high  school  district,  if  there  be  such  a 
newspaper,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  two  weeks 
before  the  election.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
officers  appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law  for  conducting  elections  of  school  trustees.  The  ballots 
used  at  such  election  in  each  district  shall  contain  the  words 
''Union  High  School  District— Yes"  and  ** Union  High  School 
District — No,"  and  electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make 
a  cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  election  ofllcers 
in  each  district  to  canvass  the  vote  at  said  election  as  soon  as 
the  polls  are  closed,  and  report  the  result  to  the  superintendent 
of  schools  within  five  days  subsequent  to  the  holding  of  said 
election.  Within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  returns  of  said 
election,  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  combine  the  votes 
**for"  and  *' against"  the  formation  of  the  union  high  school 
district  and  declare  such  result  and  record  the  result,  with  the 
details  of  the  vote  in  each  district,  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for 
that  purpose.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election 
are  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  the  union  high  school  district, 
he  shall  also  file,  with  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  a  certifi- 
cate showing  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  district  in 
favor  of  the  union  higli  school  district,  the  total  number  of 
votes  in  each  district  against  the  union  high  school  district,  the 
aggregate  result  of  said  election  and  the  boundaries  of  said 
proposed  district.     If  it  shall  appear  from  such  certificate  that 
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a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  were  cast  in  favor  1727 
of  the  formation  of  such  district,  such  union  high  school  district 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  formed  from  the  time  of  the  filing  thereof, 
and  the  county  clerk  shall  record  said  certificate  in  full  in  his 
record  of  high  school  districts. 

Formation  of  joint  union  high  school  districts. 

§  1728.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  registered  electors,  1728 
residing  in  each  of  two  or  more  contiguous  school  districts, 
having  in  the  aggregate  at  least  one  hundred  pupils  in  average 
daily  attendance  in  the  elementary  schools  of  such  districts, 
shall  unite  in  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county  who  would  have  jurisdiction  over  the  joint  high 
school  district  proposed  to  be  formed,  which  petition  shall 
pray  for  the  formation  of  a  joint  union  high  school  district, 
under  a  name  specified  therein,  such  superintendent  shall, 
within  twenty  days  after  receipt  of  such  petition,  verify  the 
signatiires  thereto,  and,  if  he  finds  it  sufficient,  the  same  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  on  such  petition  as  are  directed  in 
section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  twenty-seven,  except  that 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  file  his  certificate 
of  the  result  of  the  election  with  the  county  clerk  of  each 
(jounty  in  which  any  part  of  the  joint  union  high  school  district 
is  situated.  If  it  appears  from  such  certificate  that  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  were  cast  in  favor  of  the 
formation  of  such  district,  such  joint  union  high  school  district 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  formed  from  the  time  of  the  filing  thereof. 
The  county  clerk  shall  record  the  certificate  in  full  in  his  record 
of  high  school  districts. 

High  school  districts  may  unite. 

§  1729.  Two  or  more  contiguous  high  school  districts  in  1729 
the  same  or  in  adjoining  counties  may  be  united  to  form  a  single 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  by  proceedings  taken 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  high  school  board  of  each  of  two  or  more  con- 
tiguous high  school  districts,  asking  that  said  high  school  dis- 
tricts be  united  to  form  a  single  union  or  joint  union  high 
school  district  under  a  name  to  be  stated  in  the  petition,  and 
stating  the  location  of  the  high  school  agreed  upon  by  said  high 
school  boards,  shall  be  presented  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  who  would  have  jurisdiction  of  an  original  petition  for

1729  the  formation  of  a  liigh  school  district  out  of  the  territory  com- 
prised in  the  high  school  districts  so  petitioning,  said  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall,  within  twenty  days,  call  an  election 
for  the  determination  of  the  question.  Such  election  shall  be 
held  separately  in  each  of  the  school  districts  composing  said 
high  school  districts  so  petitioning,  and  shall  be  called  and 
held  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  except  that  the  ballots  shall  state  the  location  of 
the  high  school  as  described  in  the.  petition  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  shall  contain  the  words  *'For  the  union 
of  high  school  districts — ^Yes''  and  **Por  the  union  of  high 
school  districts — No."  Said  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
canvass  the  returns  and  file  his  certificate  of  the  result  as 
directed  by  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  each 
of  such  high  school  districts  are  in  favor  of  the  union  of  such 
high  school  districts,  the  high  school  districts  so  petitioning 
shall,  from  the  time  of  filing  such  certificate,  be  united  to  form 
a  single  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  under  the* 
name  stated  in  the  petition.  Thereupon  the  high  school  board 
shall  be  elected  and  organized  as  provided  in  sections  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty  and  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  thirty-one.  If  either  of  such  high  school  districts 
so  united  has  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  the  new 
high  school  district  shall  be  liable  therefor;  also  a  union  high 
school  district  which  lies  contiguous  to  or  adjoining  "a  high 
school  district  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town  in  any  county, 
may  be  annexed  to,  consolidated  and  merged  with  said  high 
school  district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town.  Whenever  a 
majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in  any  union  high 
school  district  which  lies  contiguous  to  or  adjoining  a  high 
school  district  in  any  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the  same 
county,  shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  said 
county  a  petition  asking  for  the  annexation,  consolidation  and 
merger  of  such  union  high  school  district  with  such  high  school 
district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  which  petition 
is  accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees 
of  such  incorporated  city  or  tovm  and  consenting  and  agreeing 
to  such  annexation,  consolidation  and  merger,  and  setting  forth 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  such  annexation,  con- 
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sKiIidation  and  merger  shall  be  made,  such  superintendent  of  1729 
schools  shall,  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereon  and  finding 
them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petition  and  agreement  to  the 
beard  of  supervisors  of  said  county  with  his  recommendation 
thereon.  Such  board  thereupon,  in  their  discretion,  may  make 
an  order  annexing,  consolidating  and  merging,  for  high  school 
purposes,  such  union  high  school  district  with  such  high  school 
district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  such  merged; 
consolidated  and  combined  district  shall  take  the  name  and 
thereafter  be  known  by  and  under  the  same  name  as  the  high 
school  district  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town;  promded, 
that  all  bonded  indebtedness  of  either  of  said  districts  and  all 
interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  by  the  district  which  incurred  the 
same  as  though  such  consolidation  and  merger  had  not 
occurred ;  then  the  consolidation  and  merger  of  such  union  high 
school  district  with  said  high  school  district  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town  upon  the  terms  stated  in  such  petition  and 
agreement  shall  be  complete  and  valid  by  virtue  of  the  order 
of  said  board  of  supervisors  duly  entered  in  its  minutes. 

Such  annexation,  consolidation  and  merger  may  be  made  at 
any  time  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  the  Political  Code  of  this 
state.  After  any  such  union  high  school  district  has  been  so 
annexed  to,  consolidated  and  merged  with  any  such  high  school 
district  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  such  territory  of  said 
union  high  school  district  so  merged  and  consolidated  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  part  of  said  city  or  incorporated  town  for  high 
school  purposes  and  for  all  matters  connected  with  the  high 
school  department  thereof,  and  for  the  purpose  of  assessing, 
levying  and  collecting  property  taxes  for  the  high  school  funds 
of  such  city  or  incorporated  town  and  for  the  purposes  speci- 
fied in  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  and 
<me  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  inclusive,  of  the 
Political  Code. 

Whenever  a  union  high  school  district  shall  be  annexed  to, 
consolidated  and  merged  with  a  high  school  district  of  an 
incorporated  city  or  town  as  hereinabove  provided,  the  govern- 
ing power  and  control  of  such  union  high  school  district  shall 
thereafter  be  merged  and  vested  in  the  board  of  education  or 
board  of  school  trustees  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  and 
all  funds  belonging  to  said  union  high  school  district  shall  be 
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17S9  transferred  by  requisition  of  the  school  superintendent  of  the 
said  county  upon  the  county  auditor  to  the  credit  of  the  proper 
funds  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  with  which  said  union 
high  school  district  has  been  merged,  consolidated  and  annexed 
and  thereafter  said  high  school  district  of  said  incorporated 
city  or  town  shall  have  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
enforce  and  collect  in  its  own  name  all  obligations  and  con- 
tracts then  existing  in  favor  of  such  union  high  school  district 
and  shall  also  assume  and  be  responsible  for  the  payment  or 
performance  of  all  debts,  obligations  and  contracts  outstanding 
or  existing  against  said  union  high  school  district,  excepting 
only  the  bonded  indebtedness  then  outstanding  and  existing 
against  said  union  high  school  district,  and  shall  thereafter 
govern  and  control  all  the  property  of  said  union  high  school 
district. 


school  boards  in  union  and  joint  union  districts. 

1730  §  1730.     In  every  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district, 

the  high  school  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  who 
shall  be  elected  from  the  high  school  districts  at  large  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  When 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  is  formed,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  same 
•shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  call  an  election  in  said 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  high  school  board.  Such  election  shall  be  held  at 
the  schoolhouse  of  each  school  district  in  the  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  such  superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  the  same 
number  of  oiBcers  of  election  for  each  school  district,  and 
give  the  same  notices  of  election  as  are  required  for  the  election 
of  school  trustees,  and  the  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same 
manner  as  are  elections  of  school  trustees,  except  that  the 
returns  shall  be  at  once  sent  to  such  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  he  shall  canvass  the  same  and  issue  certificates  of  election 
to  the  persons  elected.  One  member  shall  be  elected  to  hold 
office  from  the  day  of  receiving  his  certificate  of  election  until 
the  first  day  of  iMay,  next  succeeding;  two  members  shall  be 
elected  to  hold  office  from  the  day  of  receiving  their  certificates 
of  election  until  the  first  day  of  the  second  succeeding  ifay; 
and  two  members  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  from  the  day  of 
receiving  their  certificates  of  election  until  the  first  day  of  thi* 
third  succeeding  ^May.     Thereafter  their  successors  shall  1h» 
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elected  as  provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  1730 
and  thirty-one  of  this  code.  Within  twenty  days  after  said 
election  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  high  school  board,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  by 
registered  mail  to  each  member  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  the  high  school  board.  At  such  meeting  the  high 
school  board  shall  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their 
own  number  and  a  secretary,  and  may  transact  any  other 
business  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  school  district. 

Election  of  members  of  high  school  boards. 

§  1731.  The  regular  annual  election  of  members  of  the  1731 
high  school  board  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular 
annual  election  of  school  trustees.  Said  election  shall  be  called 
by  the  high  school  board,  who  shall  for  that  purpose  designate 
a  polling  place  in  each  of  the  school  districts  composing  the 
high  school  district,  at  one  of  the  schoolhouses  thereof,  at 
which  the  electors  of  such  school  districts  shall  vote.  The 
high  school  board  shall  give  the  same  notice  of  said  election 
and  appoint  the  same  numbe*  of  election  officers  in  each  school 
district,  as  are  required  for  the  election  of  school  trustees,  and 
said  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  are  elections 
of  school  trustees,  except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  at 
once  sent  to  the  high  school  board,  who  shall  meet  at  the  high 
school  on  the  seventh  day  thereafter  at  one  o'clock  p.m.,  and 
canvass  said  returns  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  the 
persons  elected  and  file  duplicates  thereof  with  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district.  As  each  member's  term  expires  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  three  years  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified. 
Vacancies  on  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  the  high 
school  district,  the  appointee  to  hold  office  for  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term. 

Reorganization   of  high   school   boards   where   district   is 
enlarged  or  decreased. 

§  1732.    Whenever  a  new  school  district  becomes  a  part  of  1732 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  such  newly  added 
school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  all  elections 
of  members  of  the  high  school  board  thereafter  held. 
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Act        City  may  contract  for  use  of. 

Sec.  4  Sec.  4.  The  board  of  supervisors,  of  any  count}'  wherein  a 
county  free  library  has  been  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
contracts  with  any  incorporated  city  or  town  maintaining  a 
free  public  library,  and  any  such  incorporated  city  or  town 
shall,  through  its  board  of  trustees  or  other  legislative  body, 
have  power  to  enter  into  contracts  with  such  county  to  seciirr- 
to  the  residents  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  the  saino 
privileges  of  the  county  free  library  as  are  granted  to,  or 
enjoyed  by,  the  residents  of  the  county  outside  of  such  incor- 
porated city  or  town,  or  such  privileges  s&  may  be  agreed  upon 
in  such  contract,  upon  such  consideration  to  be  named  in  said 
contract  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  residents  of  such 
incorporated  city  or  town  shall  have  the  same  privileges  with 
regard  to  said  county  free  librarv  as  are  had  bv  the  residents 
of  such  county  outside  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town,  or 
such  privileges  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  contract. 

Residents  of  other  counties  may  use  on  contract. 

Sec.  5  Sec.  5.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  wherein  a 
county  free  library  has  been  established  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  into 
contracts  or  agreements  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  am 
other  county  to  secure  to  the  residents  of  such  other  county 
such  privileges  of  such  county  free  library  as  may,  by  such 
contract,  be  agreed  upon  and  upon  such  consideration  as  may 
in  said  contract  be  agreed  upon,  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  free  library  fund,  and  thereupon  the  inhabitants  of 
such  other  county  shall  have  such  privileges  of  such  county 
free  library  as  may  by  such  contract  be  agreed  upon;  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  such  county  shall  have  full  power  anJ 
authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisorN 
of  another  coiuity  wherein  a  county  free  library  has  been  estal>- 
ILshed  und(»r  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  in  this  section  pr«> 
vided,  and  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  library  tax  as  in  this  act 
provided,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  such  contract,  but  the 
making  of  such  contract  shall  not  bar  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  such  county  during  the  continuance  of  such  contract,  from 
e.'^tablishing  a  county  free  library  therein  under  the  provisions 
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couBty  in  which  such  school  district  is  situated,  in  the  manner  1733 
provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  twenty-seven.  The 
result  of  such  election  shall  be  certified  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  school 
district  is  situated,  and  to  the  clerk  of  every  other  county  in 
which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  selected  by  the 
electors  is  situated,  and  entered  in  such  clerk's  record  of  high 
school  districts. 

Annexation  or  exclusion  of  school  districts. 

§  1734.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  1784 
a  majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  any  school  district  con- 
tiguous to  a  high  school  district,  in  the  same  or  in  adjoining 
counties,  as  shown  by  the  affidavits  of  one  or  more  of  the 
petitioners,  shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who 
has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district,  a  petition  fcr- 
the  annexation  of  such  school  district  to  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  high  school  board  of  the  high  school  dis- 
trict to  which  annexation  is  desired,  and  by  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such  annexa- 
tion and  setting  forth  the  terms  thereof,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall,  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereon  and 
finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petition  and  agreement 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county  with  his  recommenda- 
tions thereon.  Such  board  may  thereupon,  in  their  discretion, 
make  an  order  annexing  such  school  district  to  such  high  school 
district  upon  the  terms  agreed  upon. 

Whenever  it  appears  that  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  the 
trustees  of  the  district  seeking  to  be  annexed  and  the  high 
.school  board  include  the  assumption  by  the  district  to  be 
annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  any  bonded  indebtedness 
existing  against  the  high  school  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  call  an  election  in  the  district  so  proposing  to  assume 
such  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
such  indebtedness  shall  be  authorized  and  assumed.  Such 
election  shall  be  held  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  except  that  the  returns  shall  be  made  to  the 
board  of  supervisors.  If  it  shall  appear  from  the  returns  of 
such  election  that  two- thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election 
were  cast  in  favor  of  the  assumption  by  the  district  seeking  to 
he  annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  such  bonds,  then  and  not 
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1734  until  then  shall  such  district  be  annexed  to  such  high  school 
district.  If  such  bonded  indebtedness  is  assumed  by  the 
annexed  district  then  all  levies  of  taxes  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  same  and  interest  thereon,  shall  be  upon  the  property 
of  such  annexed  district  at  the  same  rate  as  levied  upon  the 
property  of  the  original  high  school  district. 

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a  majority 
of  the  electors  residing  in  any  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
district,  and  two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  or  of  the 
electors  residing  in  any  school  district  which  is  a  part  thereof, 
as  shown  by  the  aflSdavit  of  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners, 
shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdi**- 
tion  over  said  high  school  district  petitions  asking  for  tho 
exclusion  of  such  school  district  from  such  high  school  district, 
accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
high  school  board  of  such  high  school  district  and  a  majority 
of  the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such  exclu- 
sion and  setting  forth  the  terms  thereof,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall   after  verifying  the  signatures  thereto   and 
finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petitions  and  agreement 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  with  his  recommenda- 
tions thereon.     Such  board  may  thereupon,  in  their  discretion, 
make  an  order  excluding  such  school  district  from  the  high 
school  district  upon  the  terms  agreed  on;  provided,  hotccvfr, 
that  no  school  district  shall  be  excluded  from  a  high  school 
district  having  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,   where 
such  exclusion  would  so  reduce  the  amount  of  taxable  property 
in   such   high   school   district  that   said   outstanding  bondetl 
indebtedness  would  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property 
of  such  high  school  district,  after  the  exclusion,  as  shown  by 
the  last  equalized  assessment  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which 
such  high  school  district  is  located.     The  order  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  annexing  a  school  district  to,  or  excluding  it 
from,  a  high  school  district  shall  be  entered  by  their  clerk  in 
his  record  of  high  school  districts,  and  he  shall  also  send  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  which  any  part 
of  such  high  school  district  is  situated,  who  shall  enter  it  in  his 
record  of  high  school  districts. 

Lapsing  of  high  school  districts. 

1736  §  1735.    When  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  in 

any  high  school  district  during  the  whole  of  any  school  year 
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after  the  first  school  year  shall  be  ten,  or  less  than  ten,  the  1736 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district  shall  suspend  the  high  school  in  said  high  school 
district,  and  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  declare  the 
high  school  district  lapsed,  and  shall  cause  the  property  thereof 
to  be  sold.  All  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  the  property 
of  the  high  school  district,  and  all  moneys  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  3aid  high  school  district,  shall  be  distributed  by 
the  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  school  districts  composing 
the  high  school  district,  in  proportion  to  the  assessed  valuation 
of  property  in  said  districts,  according  to  the  last  completed 
coimty  assessment  rolls,  and  the  portions  of  said  proceeds 
belonging  under  such  divisions  to  the  districts  in  other  counties 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  county  or  counties  within  which 
such  school  districts  are  situated. 

Disincorporation  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1736.  Any  high  school  district  may,  after  the  expira-  1736 
tion  of  three  years  from  its  formation,  or  after  it  has  been 
acting  as  such  for  three  years,  disincorporate  and  be  dissolved 
in  the  following  manner:  A  petition  signed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  heads  of  families  or  two-thirds  of  the  electors  of  each  school 
district  composing  such  high  school  district  as  shown  by  affi- 
davit of  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district,  which  petition  shall  set  forth  briefly  the  reasons 
for  disincorporation,  and  shall  pray  that  the  question  may  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  in  said  district.  Upon  receiving  such 
petition  the  said  superintendent  of  schools  shall  verify  the 
signatures  to  said  petition  and  shall,  if  he  finds  them  sufficient, 
call  an  election  in  each  school  district  of  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  shall  submit  to  the  voters  therein  the  quastion  of  dis- 
incorporation of  such  high  school  district.  At  the  time  of 
calling  such  election,  which  must  be  held  in  all  the  school 
districts  of  the  high  school  district  upon  the  same  day,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  must  appoint  three  electors  in  each 
school  district  contained  within  such  high  school  district  to 
conduct  the  election.  Notice  of  election  shall  be  given  by  post- 
ing and  publication  as  provided  by  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  in  case  of  an  election  for  the  formation  of  a 
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1786  union  high  school  district.  Said  election  shell  be  condneted  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law  for  conducting  elections  of  school 
trustees.  The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on  them  the  words 
**Disincorporation — Yes"  and  **Disincorporation — ^No,"  and 
electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  opposite  the  answer  they  desire  to  give. 
The  election  officers  shall  report  the  result  of  such  dection 
within  five  days  thereafter  to  such  superintendent  of  schools. 
If  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  are  opposed 
to  disincorporation-no  further  petition  shall  be  entertained  or 
election  ordered  for  a  similar  purpose  within  three  years  next 
following  sucli  election.  If  two-thirds  of  all  votes  cast  at  such 
election  are  in  favor  of  disincorporation  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year,  suspend 
said  high  school  district,  and  report  the  result  of  the  election 
and  the  fact  of  such  suspension  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report,  said  board  shall,  at 
the  first  meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order  declaring  said  high 
school  district  duly  disincorporated  and  dissolved,  to  take  effect 
at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year.  When  a  high  school  dis- 
trict has  disincorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  property  thereof  shall  be  sold  by  said  board  of  supervisors 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  disincorporated  high  school  dis* 
trict,  shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five.  If  a  high  school  district  so  disincor- 
porated has  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  taxes  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  on  all  property  in  the  territory  constituting 
such  high  school  district  at  the  time  of  its  disincorporation,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds,  in 
the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  if  said  district  had 
not  been  disincorporated. 

Name  of  high  school  districts  may  be  changed. 

1787  §  1737.    Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 

superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of  any  high  school 
district  signed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  high 
school  board  of  such  high  school  district  asking  that  the  name  of 
such  high  school  district  be  changed  and  stating  the  new  name 
desired,  said  superintendent  of  schools  must  transmit  the  same 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  and  the  board  of 
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supervisors  shall  designate  a  day  upon  which  they  will  act  upon  1737 
such  petition,  which  must  not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
forty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  said  board* 
of  supervisors  must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by 
publication  in  a  newspaper  published  within  said  high  school 
district,  or  if  no  newspaper  is  published  therein,  then  in  any 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  of  the  time  set  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  petition,  which  notice  must  be  published  at  least 
twice  before  the  day  set  for  hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall, 
by  resolution,  either  grant  or  deny  the  petition ;  and,  if  granted, 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  said  dis- 
trict. Such  change  must  be  certified  to  the  county  clerk  of 
each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  is  situ- 
ated and  entered  by  him  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Establishment  of  county  high  school  district. 

§  1738.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  fifty  or  more  ^nw 
qualified  electors  and  taxpayers  of  any  county,  is  presented  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  thereof,  asking  for  the  establishment  of 
a  county  high  school  district  in  such  county,  the  board  of  super- 
visors must  submit  the  question  of  establishing  a  county  high 
school  district  in  said  county  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof, 
at  the  next  general  election  held  therein,  or  at  a  special  election, 
to  be  called  by  the  board  for  that  purpose.  If  a  special  election 
Is  called,  notice  thereof  must  be  given  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  county,  for 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper,  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  in  five  public 
places  in  the  county,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election.  The 
ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  **  County 
High  School  District— Yes,; '  and  **  County  High  School  Dis- 
trict— ^No,"  and  voters  shall  express  their  choice  by  marking  a 
cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  Said  special  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  this  code  for  conducting  special  elections. 
The  electors  of  any  high  school  district  existing  in  such  county 
at  the  time  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition,  shall  be 
excluded  from  voting  upon  said  proposition,  unless,  in  addition 
to  the  petition  above  mentioned,  there  was  also  presented  to 
said  board  of  supervisors  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  residing  in  such  high  school  district,  or  in  case  of 
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1738  a  union  high  school  district,  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  electors  residing  in  each  school  district  composing  the 
union  high  school  district ;  in  which  case  the  electors  of  the  high 
school  district  or  districts  from  which  such  petitions  are  pre- 
sented, shall  also  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  said  proposition.  If 
a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  establishing  a 
county  high  school  district  are  in  the  affirmative,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  make  an  order  declaring  the  county  high 
school  district  established  and  shall  also  declare  the  high  school 
district  or  districts  which  participated  in  such  election,  upon 
the  petitions  hereinbefore  reqiiired,  to  be  lapsed,  and  the 
property  of  such  lapsed  high  school  district  shall  be  held  or 
sold  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  the  benefit  of  the  county 
high  school  district.  The  order  of  the  board  in  regard  to  such 
lapsed  districts  shall  be  entered  by  the  county  clerk  in  his 
record  of  high  school  districts. 

Tnutees  of  county  high  school  districts. 

1739  §  1739.  When  a  county  high  school  district  is  established 
in  any  county,  the  county  board  of  education  shall  be  trustees 
of  such  county  high  school  district  and  have  control  thereof, 
and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  duties  in  regard  thereto,  as 
high  school  boards  of  other  high  school  districts.  All  property 
required  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  high  school  district  shall 
be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  county  and  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  upon  order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  made  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  county  board  of  education. 

Certain  county  high  school  districts  become  union. 

1739a  §  1739a.     Whenever  one  or  more  city,  district  or  union 

high  school  districts  have  been  organized  in  any  county  main- 
taining one  or  more  county  high  schools,  all  common  school  dis- 
tricts not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union 
high  school  district  shall  constitute  a  union  high  school  district, 
and  shall  be  governed  by  a  high  school  board  elected  accordin<r 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  seventeen  hundred  and  thirty  and 
seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Political  Code;  pn>- 
vided,  that,  in  any  county  maintaining  two  or  more  county  hi^h 
schools,  the  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
after  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  organize  all  common  schcx^l 
districts  not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union 
high  school  district,  into  as  many  union  high  school  distri<»ts 
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as  there  are  county  high  schools  maintained  in  such  county;  1739a 
and  provided,  further,  that  all  funds  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  county  high  school  district  at  the  time  of  the  reorganization 
herein  provided  for,  or  that  may  be  credited  to  such  district 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  union  high  school 
district  or  districts  in  the  following  manner :  If  only  one  union 
high  school  district  is  formed  out  of  the  territory  not  included 
in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district, 
the  county  superintendent  shall  apportion  the  entire  amount 
to  the  union  high  school  district  so  formed.  If  two  or  more 
union  high  school  districts  are  formed  out  of  such  territory,  he 
shall  apportion  one-third  of  the  entire  amount  among  the  union 
high  school  districts  so  formed,  irrespective  of  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  or  in  average  daily  attendance  therein;  the 
remaining  two-thirds  he  shall  apportion  among  such  schools 
pro  rata  upon  the  basis  of  average  daily  attendance  during  the 
preceding  school  year,  as  shown  by  the  last  official  annual 
reports  of  the  principals  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.  From  and  after  the  organization 
of  the  first  high  school  board  in  any  union  high  school  district 
formed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  all  property  belonging  to  the 
county  high  school  district,  and  located  in  such  union  high 
school  district,  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  union 
high  school  district  so  formed. 

Meetings  of  high  school  boards ;  organization  of. 

§  1740.  District,  union  and  joint  union  high  school  boards  1740 
shall  meet  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  of  each  year  at  twelve 
o'clock  m.,  and  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  clerk.  Every  high  school  board  shall  liold 
regular  monthly  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them  for  their  own 
government;  provided,  that  in  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
districts  the  regular  meetings  as  above  provided  may  be  quar- 
terly. Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president 
of  the  board.  Upon  the  request,  in  writing,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  any  board,  the  president  of  said  board  shall  call  a 
meeting  thereof.  Of  all  special  meetings  of  any  board  the 
members  thereof  shall  have  at  least  two  days  notice,  issued  and 
served  by  the  clerk  thereof.  At  special  meetings  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  other  than  that  specified  in  the  call  therefor. 
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1740  All  meetings  of  the  high  school  board  shall  be  held  at  the  high 
school  building;  provided,  that  if  no  high  .school  building 
exists  in  the  high  school  district,  or  if  the  high  school  district 
consists  of  a  single  city,  town,  or  school  district,  the  high  school 
board  may  meet  at  such  place  in  the  high  school  district  as  it 
may  by  resolution  determine. 

Powers  and  duties  of  high  school  boards. 

1741  §  1741.  Except  as  in  this  article,  or  in  article  fifteen  of 
this  chapter,  otherwise  provided,  the  powers  and  duties  of  high 
school  boards  shall  be  such  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
assigned  by  law  to  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  school 
trustees  in  school  districts.  The  high  school  board  shall,  at 
any  time  after  its  organization,  have  power  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  temporary  location  of  the  high  school,  and  if 
satisfactory  quarters  in  a  suitable  location  are  offered  or  can 
be  procured  for  a  consideration,  or  at  a  rental  which  would 
make  it  advisable  to  accept  the  same,  they  shall  have  the  power 
to  secure  or  lease  such  quarters  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
years.  At  the  expiration  of  such  lease  or  other  arrangement 
they  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make  another  lease  or  other 
arrangement  for  the  same  or  different  quarters,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years.  If  rooms  can  be  obtained  in  a  public 
.school  building  in  the  place  where  the  high  school  is  temporarily 
located,  on  reasonable  terms,  such  rooms  shall  be  given  the 
preference.  The  high  school  board  of  any  county,  union  or 
joint  union  high  school  district  may  provide,  in  such  manner  sls 
they  deem  best,  for  the  transportation  to  and  from  the  high 
school  of  such  pupils  thereof  as  such  board  find  to  be  in  need  of 
such  transportation ;  and  the  cost  of  such  transportation  shall 
be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  high  school  and 
I)aid  accordingly ;  provided,  that  all  contracts  or  other  provisio/j 
for  such  transportation  shall  before  the  same  become  effei*tiv<\ 
be  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  such  high  school  district.  The  high  school  board  of 
any  high  school  district  lying  wholly  or  partly  within  a  county 
maintaining  a  county  free  library  shall  have  power  to  enter  into 
a  contract  or  agreement  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
county,  whereby  said  high  school  district  may  secure  the  advan- 
tages of  said  county  free  library  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  fixed  in  said  contract  or  agreement. 
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Location  of  high  school. 

§  1742.  When  the  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  1742 
high  school  in  any  newly  formed  high  school  district  has  been 
provided  and  is  in  the  county  treasury,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district  shall 
at  once  call  a  meeting  of  the  high  school  board,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  he  called  the  first  meeting  of  said  board  for  organization, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  permanent  location  of  the  high 
school.  If  at  such  meeting  the  members  of  the  high  school 
board  fail  to  agree  unanimously  upon  the  location  for  the  high 
school,  they  shall  propose,  in  writing,  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  shall  transmit  to  his  office  within  ten  days  the 
names  of  the  locations  which  they  favor.  Within  twenty  days 
after  receiving  such  proposals  the  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  call  an  election  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  for  the 
formation  of  the  district,  to  determine  the  location  of  the  high 
school.  At  such  election  only  such  sites  as  have  been  named 
by  the  members  of  the  high  school  board,  and  certified  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  voted  upon.  Any  form  of 
ballot  by  which  the  voter  signifies  his  choice  of  location  shall 
be  allowed.  The  result  of  said  election  shall  be  determined 
and  certified  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  as  provided  in 
ease  of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the  district. 

The  location  which  receives  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  chosen  as  the  location  of  the  high  school.  No  change  of 
location  of  any  high  school,  when  once  established,  shall  be 
made  except  upon  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools 
who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district,  signed  by 
two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  of  the  high  school  district, 
and  then  only  upon  the  affirmative  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  high  school  district  voting  at  an 
election  called  by  the  superintendent  of  schools,  for  that  pur- 
pose. Such  election  shall  be  called  and  held,  and  the  returns 
thereof  made  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  case  of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the 
district. 


Principal  of  high  school  may  act  as  principal  of  elementary 
schools. 

§  1743.     Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  1743 
prevent   the  principal  of  any   high   school   from   acting   as 
principal  of  the  elementary  school  of  the  school  district  in 
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1743  which  the  high  school  is  located,  or  as  supervising  principal 
of  one  or  more  elementary  school  districts  included  in  the  higli 
school  district,  if  so  desired  by  the  trustees  of  said  school  dis- 
trict or  districts  and  the  high  school  board ;  provided,  that  no 
high  school  principal  shall  supervise  the  elementary  schools 
of  any  district  except  the  district  in  which  the  high  school 
building  is  located  without  the  approval  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Principal   must  malce   reporfa — What   report  shall   show. 

The  principal  of  every  high  school  shall  annually,  at  the  close 
of  the  term  and  prior  to  receiving  his  last  month's  salary  and 
as  a  prerequisite  for  such  salary,  make  out  under  oath  and 
deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  county  in  which 
any  part  of  his  high  school  district  is  situated,  a  full  and  com- 
plete report  of  said  high  school  for  the  entire  term  or  school 
year.  Such  report  shall  show  the  total  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  during  the  year,  the  average  daily  attendance,  the 
number  of  teachers  regularly  employed,  the  total  number  of 
new  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year,  the  names  of  all  pupils 
residing  in  elementary  school  districts  not  embraced  in  any 
high  school  district,  and  attending  such  high  school,,  such  names 
being  segregated  according  to  the  districts  in  which  such  pupils 
reside,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  or  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

What  must  show  In  Joint  union  schools. 

The  said  report  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  said 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  sis  other  school  report 
blanks  are  furnished,  and  in  the  case  of  a  joint  union  high 
school  district  the  statistics  of  attendance  and  other  data  for 
each  county  separately  shall  be  given  in  said  report. 

INAust  report  to  state  board  in  October. 

The  principal  of  every  high  school,  shall,  annually,  durin? 
the  month  of  October,  make  out  under  oath  and  deliver  to  the 
state  board  of  education,  and  to  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools,  a  full  and  complete  report  of  textbooks  then  in  use 
in  such  high  school,  the  courses  of  study  offered,  the  require- 
ments for  graduation,  the  names  of  teachers  employed,  the 
subject  taught  by  each  teacher,  the  grade  of  certificate  held  by 
each,  and  the  salary  paid  to  each,  and  such  other  information 
as  may  be  required  by  the  state  board  of  education. 
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Penalty  for  fallino  to  report. 

If  such  report  is  not  filed  with  the  state  board  of  education,  1743 
on  or  before  October  thirty-first,  the  state  board  of  education 
shall  notify  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  having  juris- 
diction of  the  high  school  failing  to  report,  and  it  shall  there- 
upon be  the  duty  of  such  county  superintendent  of  schools  to 
withhold  the  salary  of  the  principal  of  such  high  school  until 
he  has  been  notified  by  the  state  board  of  education  that  such 
report  has  been  filed  as  required  by  this  section. 

Beport  of  superintendent. 

§  1744.  Every  superintendent  of  schools,  who  has  juris-  1744 
diction  over  a^'high  school  district  or  in  whose  county  there  is  a 
county  high  school,  shall  annually,  at  the  time  required  for 
making  reports  of  primary  and  grammar  schools,  make  report 
under  oath  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  showing 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  average  daily  attendance,  num- 
ber of  teachers  regularly  employed,  whether  the  textbooks 
used  therein  conform  to  the  list  adopted  by  the  high  school 
board  of  trustees  as  required  by  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
fifty  and  such  other  information  regarding  the  high  schools  of 
his  county,  or  over  which  he  has  jurisdiction,  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  or  as  may  be  required^by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction ;  said  report  to  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Issuance  of  bonds  by  high  school  districts. 

§  1746.  The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  1746 
may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  advisable^  and  must  upon  a 
petition  of  the  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in 
such  high  school  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  the  high  school  district  the  question  whether  the 
bonds  of  such  high  school  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  purchasing  high  school  lots, 
for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more  high  school  buildings 
or  making  alterations  or  additions  to  the  high  school  building 
or  buildings,  for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuilding  any  high 
school  building  damaged,  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other 
public  calamity,  for  insuring  high  school  buildings,  for  supply- 
ing high  school  buildings  with  furniture  or  necessary  apparatus, 
for  improving  the  grounds,  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  said  purposes,  or  for  refunding  any  out- 
standing valid  indebtedness  of  such  district,  evidenced  by  bonds 
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17S6  union  high  school  district.  Said  election  shell  be  conducted  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law  for  conducting  elections  of  school 
trustees.  The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on  them  the  words 
^'Disincorporation — ^Yes"  and  "Disincorporation — ^No/'  and 
electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  opposite  the  answer  they  desire  to  give. 
The  election  officers  shall  report  the  result  of  such  election 
within  five  days  thereafter  to  such  superintendent  of  schools. 
If  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  are  opposed 
to  disincorporation-no  further  petition  shall  be  entertained  or 
election  ordered  for  a  similar  purpose  within  three  years  next 
following  such  election.  If  two-thirds  of  all  votes  cast  at  such 
election  are  in  favor  of  disincorporation  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year,  suspcDd 
said  high  school  district,  and  report  the  result  of  the  election 
and  the  fact  of  such  suspension  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report,  said  board  shall,  at 
the  first  meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order  declaring  said  high 
school  district  duly  disincorporated  and  dissolved,  to  take  effect 
at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year.  When  a  high  school  dis- 
trict has  disincorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  property  thereof  shall  be  sold  by  said  board  of  supervisors 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  disincorporated  high  school  dis- 
trict, shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five.  If  a  high  school  district  so  disincor- 
porated has  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  taxes  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  on  all  property  in  the  territory  constituting 
such  high  school  district  at  the  time  of  its  disincorporation,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds,  in 
the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  if  said  district  had 
not  been  disincorporated. 

Name  of  high  school  districts  may  be  changed. 

1737  §  1737.    Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 

superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of  any  high  school 
district  signed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  high 
school  board  of  such  high  school  district  asking  that  the  name  of 
such  high  school  district  be  changed  and  stating  the  new  name 
desired,  said  superintendent  of  schools  must  transmit  the  same 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  and  the  board  of 
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supervisors  shall  designate  a  day  upon  which  they  will  act  upon  1737 
such  petition,  which  must  not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
forty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  said  board* 
of  supervisors  must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by 
publication  in  a  newspaper  published  within  said  high  school 
district,  or  if  no  newspaper  is  published  therein,  then  in  any 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  of  the  time  set  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  petition,  which  notice  must  be  published  at  least 
twice  before  the  day  set  for  hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall, 
by  resolution,  either  grant  or  deny  the  petition ;  and,  if  granted, 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  said  dis- 
trict. Such  change  must  be  certified  to  the  county  clerk  of 
each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  is  situ- 
ated and  entered  by  him  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Establishment  of  county  high  school  district. 

§  1738.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  fifty  or  more  jitqq 
qualified  electors  and  taxpayers  of  any  county,  is  presented  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  thereof,  asking  for  the  establishment  of 
a  county  high  school  district  in  such  county,  the  board  of  super- 
visors must  submit  the  question  of  establishing  a  county  high 
school  district  in  said  county  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof, 
at  the  next  general  election  held  therein,  or  at  a  special  election, 
to  be  called  by  the  board  for  that  purpose.  If  a  special  election 
is  called,  notice  thereof  must  be  given  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  county,  for 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election,  or  if  there  is  no  sucli 
newspaper,  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  in  five  public 
places  in  the  county,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election.  The 
ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  **  County 
High  School  District— Yes,; '  and  **  County  High  School  Dis- 
trict— No,"  and  voters  shall  express  their  choice  by  marking  a 
(•ross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  Said  special  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  this  code  for  conducting  special  elections. 
The  electors  of  any  high  school  district  existing  in  such  county 
at  the  time  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition,  shall  be 
excluded  from  voting  upon  said  proposition,  unless,  in  addition 
to  the  petition  above  mentioned,  there  was  also  presented  to 
said  board  of  supervisors  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  residing  in  such  high  school  district,  or  in  rase  of 
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1729  transferred  by  requisition  of  the  school  superintendent  of  the 
said  county  upon  the  county  auditor  to  the  credit  of  the  proper 
funds  of  such  incorporated  city  or  town  with  which  said  union 
high  school  district  has  been  merged,  consolidated  and  annexed 
and  thereafter  said  high  school  district  of  said  incorporated 
city  or  town  shall  have  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
enforce  and  collect  in  its  own  name  all  obligations  and  con- 
tracts then  existing  in  favor  of  such  union  high  school  district 
and  shall  also  assume  and  be  responsible  for  the  payment  or 
performance  of  all  debts,  obligations  and  contracts  outstanding 
or  existing  against  said  union  high  school  district,  excepting 
only  the  bonded  indebtedness  then  outstanding  and  existing 
against  said  union  high  school  district,  and  shall  thereafter 
govern  and  control  all  the  property  of  said  union  high  school 
district. 


school  boards  in  union  and  joint  union  districts. 

1730  §  1730.     In  every  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district, 

the  high  school  board  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  who 
shall  be  elected  from  the  high  school  districts  at  large  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  When 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  is  formed,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  same 
•shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  call  an  election  in  said 
union  or  joint  union  high  school  district  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  high  school  board.  Such  election  shall  be  held  at 
the  schoolhouse  of  each  school  district  in  the  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  such  superintendent  of  schools  shall  appoint  the  same 
number  of  officers  of  election  for  each  school  district,  and 
give  the  same  notices  of  election  as  are  required  for  the  election 
of  school  trustees,  and  the  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same 
manner  as  are  elections  of  school  trustees,  except  that  the 
returns  shall  be  at  once  sent  to  such  superintendent  of  schools, 
and  he  shall  canvass  the  same  and  issue  certificates  of  election 
to  the  persons  elected.  One  member  shall  be  elected  to  hold 
office  from  the  day  of  receiving  his  certificate  of  election  until 
the  first  day  of  May,  next  succeeding;  two  members  shall  be 
elected  to  hold  office  from  the  day  of  receiving  their  certificates 
of  election  until  the  first  day  of  the  second  succeeding  May; 
and  two  members  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  from  the  day  of 
receiving  their  certificates  of  election  until  the  first  day  of  the 
third  succeeding  May.     Thereafter  their  successors  shall  1k' 
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elected  as  provided  for  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  1730 
and  thirty-one  of  this  code.  Within  twenty  days  after  said 
election  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  high  school  board,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  by 
registered  mail  to  each  member  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  the  high  school  board.  At  such  meeting  the  high 
school  board  shall  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their 
own  number  and  a  secretary,  and  may  transact  any  other 
business  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  school  district. 

Election  of  members  of  high  school  boards. 

§  1731.  The  regular  annual  election  of  members  of  the  1731 
high  school  board  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular 
annual  election  of  school  trustees.  Said  election  shall  be  called 
by  the  high  school  board,  who  shall  for  that  purpose  designate 
a  polling  place  in  each  of  the  school  districts  composing  the 
high  school  district,  at  one  of  the  schoolhouses  thereof,  at 
which  the  electors  of  such  school  districts  shall  vote.  The 
high  school  board  shall  give  the  same  notice  of  said  election 
and  appoint  the  same  numbe*  of  election  officers  in  each  school 
district,  as  are  required  for  the  election  of  school  trustees,  and 
said  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  are  elections 
of  school  trustees,  except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  at 
once  sent  to  the  high  school  board,  who  shall  meet  at  the  high 
school  on  the  seventh  day  thereafter  at  one  o'clock  p.m.,  and 
canvass  said  returns  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  the 
persons  elected  and  file  duplicates  thereof  with  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district.  As  each  member's  term  expires  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  in  like  manner  for  the  term  of  three  years  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified. 
Vacancies  on  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  the  high 
school  district,  the  appointee  to  hold  office  for  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term. 

Beorganization   of  high   school   boards   where   district   is 
enlarged  or  decreased. 

§  1732.     Whenever  a  new  school  district  becomes  a  part  of  1732 
any  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  such  newly  added 
school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  all  elections 
of  members  of  the  high  school  board  thereafter  held. 
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1732  Whenever  the  Bumber  of  school  districts  in  a  high  school 

district  is  increased  from  one  to  two  or  more,  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of  such  high  school 
district  shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  call  an  election  as 
provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  thirty,  and  thereafter 
the  high  school  board  shall  be  elected  and  organized  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  seventeen  hundred  thirt}'  and  seventeen 
hundred  thirty-one. 

Whenever  the  number  of  school  districts  in  a  high  school 
district  is  decreased  from  two  or  more  to  one,  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school 
district  shall  within  fifteen  days  call  a  meeting  of  the  school 
trustees  of  the  remaining  district,  as  provided  in  section  seven- 
teen hundred  twenty-six,  at  which  the  high  school  board  shall 
organize  as  provided  in  said  section,  and  thereupon  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  members  of  the  high  school  board  in  office  when 
the  decrease  was  made  shall  cease. 

Effect  of  change  of  boundaries  of  elementary  district,  when 
part  of  high  school  district. 

17S3  §  1733.    A  school  district  can  not  lie  partly  within  a  high 

school  district  and  partly  without;  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
boundaries  of  a  school  district  comprised   within  any  high 
school  district  shall  for  any  cause  be  changed  to  include  terri- 
tory not  previously  in  such  school  district,  the  territory  added 
to  such  school  district  shall  become  and  constitute  a  part  of  the 
high  school  district ;  and  in  all  cases  where  the  boundaries  of  a 
school  district  comprised  within  any  high  school  district  shall 
be  changed  so  as  to  exclude  territory  therefrom  such  excludetl 
territory  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  excluded 
from  tlie  high  school  district.     Where  a  new  school  district  is 
formed  from  territory  situated  wholly  within  one  high  school 
district,  such  new  school  district  shall  continue  to  be  a  part  of 
the  high  school  district;  and  where  a  new  school  district  is 
formed  from  territory  situated  in  two  or  more  high  school  dis- 
tricts or  situated  partly  in  a  high  school  district  and  partly  in 
no  high  school  district,  the  electors  of  such  new  school  district 
shall  decide  by  a  majority  vote  to  which  high  school  district 
the  new  school  district  shall  belong  or  whether  such  new  school 
district  shall  be  a  part  of  such  high  school  district,  such  election 
being  held  within  thirty  days  after  the  formation  of  the  school 
district,  and  called  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the 
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county  in  which  such  school  district  is  situated,  in  the  manner  1733 
provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  twenty-seven.  The 
result  of  such  election  shall  be  certified  by  the  superintendent 
of  schools  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  school 
district  is  situated,  and  to  the  clerk  of  every  other  county  in 
which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  selected  by  the 
electors  is  situated,  and  entered  in  such  clerk's  record  of  high 
school  districts. 

Annexation  or  exclusion  of  school  districts. 

§  1734.  Whenever  a  majoritj'  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  1734 
a  majority  of  the  electors  residing  in  any  school  district  con- 
tiguous to  a  high  school  district,  in  the  same  or  in  adjoining 
counties,  as  shown  by  the  affidavits  of  one  or  more  of  the 
petitioners,  shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who 
has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district,  a  petition  fcr* 
the  annexation  of  such  school  district  to  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  high  school  board  of  the  high  school  dis- 
trict to  which  annexation  is  desired,  and  by  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such  annexa- 
tion and  setting  forth  the  terms  thereof,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall,  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereon  and 
finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petition  and  agreement 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county  with  his  recommenda- 
tions thereon.  Such  board  may  thereupon,  in  their  discretion, 
make  an  order  annexing  such  school  district  to  such  high  school 
district  upon  the  terms  agreed  upon. 

Whenever  it  appears  that  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  the 
trustees  of  the  district  seeking  to  be  annexed  and  the  high 
school  board  include  the  assumption  by  the  district  to  be 
annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  any  bonded  indebtedness 
existing  against  the  high  school  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  call  an  election  in  the  district  so  proposing  to  assume 
such  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
such  indebtedness  shall  be  authorized  and  assumed.  Such 
election  shall  be  held  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  forty-five,  except  that  the  returns  shall  be  made  to  the 
board  of  supervisors.  If  it  shall  appear  from  the  returns  of 
such  election  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election 
were  cast  in  favor  of  the  assumption  by  the  district  seeking  to 
be  annexed  of  its  pro  rata  portion  of  such  bonds,  then  and  not 
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1734  until  then  shall  such  district  be  annexed  to  such  high  school 
district.  If  such  bonded  indebtedness  is  assumed  by  the 
annexed  district  then  all  levies  of  taxes  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  same  and  interest  thereon,  shall  be  upon  the  property 
of  such  annexed  district  at  the  same  rate  as  levied  upon  the 
property  of  the  original  high  school  district. 

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  heads  of  families,  or  a  majority 
of  the  electors  residing  in  any  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
district,  and  two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  or  of  the 
electors  residing  in  any  school  district  which  is  a  part  thereof, 
as  shown  by  the  aflSdavit  of  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners, 
shall  present  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  said  high  school  district  petitions  asking  for  the 
exclusion  of  such  school  district  from  such  high  school  district, 
accompanied  by  an  agreement  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
high  school  board  of  such  high  school  district  and  a  majority 
of  the  trustees  of  such  school  district,  consenting  to  such  exclu- 
sion and  setting  forth  the  terms  thereof,  such  superintendent 
of  schools  shall  after  verifying  the  signatures  thereto  and 
finding  them  sufficient,  transmit  such  petitions  and  agreement 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  with  his  recommenda- 
tions thereon.     Such  board  may  thereupon,  in  their  discretion, 
make  an  order  excluding  such  school  district  from  the  high 
school  district  upon  the  terms  agreed  on;  provided,  howcvir, 
that  no  school  district  shall  be  excluded  from  a  high  school 
district  having  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,   where 
such  exclusion  would  so  reduce  the  amount  of  taxable  property 
in   such   high   school  district  that  said  outstanding   bonded 
indebtedness  would  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property 
of  such  high  school  district,  after  the  exclusion,  as  shown  by 
the  last  equalized  assessment  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which 
such  high  school  district  is  located.     The  order  of  the  board 
of  supervisors  annexing  a  school  district  to,  or  excluding  it 
from,  a  high  school  district  shall  be  entered  by  their  clerk  in 
his  record  of  high  school  districts,  and  he  shall  also  send  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  which  any  part 
of  such  high  school  district  is  situated,  who  shall  enter  it  in  his 
record  of  high  school  districts. 

Lapsing  of  high  school  districts. 

1736  §  1736.    When  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  in 

any  high  school  district  during  the  whole  of  any  school  year 
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after  the  first  school  year  shall  be  ten,  or  less  than  ten,  the  1735 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district  shall  suspend  the  high  school  in  said  high  school 
district,  and  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  declare  the 
high  school  district  lapsed,  and  shall  cause  the  property  thereof 
to  be  sold.  All  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  the  property 
of  the  high  school  district,  and  all  moneys  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  said  high  school  district,  shall  be  distributed  by 
the  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  school  districts  composing 
the  high  school  district,  in  proportion  to  the  assessed  valuation 
of  property  in  said  districts,  according  to  the  last  completed 
county  assessment  rolls,  and  the  portions  of  said  proceeds 
belonging  under  such  divisions  to  the  districts  in  other  counties 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  county  or  counties  within  which 
such  school  districts  are  situated. 

DiBJncorporation  of  high  school  districts. 

§  1736.  Any  high  school  district  may,  after  the  expira-  1736 
tion  of  three  years  from  its  formation,  or  after  it  has  been 
acting  as  such  for  three  years,  disincorporate  and  be  dissolved 
in  the  following  manner:  A  petition  signed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  heads  of  families  or  two-thirds  of  the  electors  of  each  school 
district  composing  such  high  school  district  as  shown  by  affi- 
davit of  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high 
school  district,  which  petition  shall  set  forth  briefly  the  reasons 
for  disincorporation,  and  shall  pray  that  the  question  may  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  in  said  district.  Upon  receiving  such 
petition  the  said  superintendent  of  schools  shall  verify  the 
signatures  to  said  petition  and  shall,  if  he  finds  them  sufficient, 
call  an  election  in  each  school  district  of  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, and  shall  submit  to  the  voters  therein  tlie  question  of  dis- 
incorporation of  such  high  school  district.  At  the  time  of 
calling  such  election,  which  must  be  held  in  all  the  school 
districts  of  the  high  school  district  upon  the  same  day,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  must  appoint  three  electors  in  each 
school  district  contained  within  such  high  school  district  to 
conduct  the  election.  Notice  of  election  shall  be  given  by  post- 
ing and  publication  as  provided  by  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  in  case  of  an  election  for  the  formation  of  a 
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1736  union  high  school  district.  Said  election  shall  be  condacted  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law  for  conducting  elections  of  school 
trustees.  The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on  them  the  words 
**Di8incorporation — ^Tes"  and  ''Disincorporation — ^No,"  and 
electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  make  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink,  or  rubber  stamp,  opposite  the  answer  they  desire  to  give. 
The  election  officers  shall  report  the  result  of  such  deetion 
within  five  days  thereafter  to  such  superintendent  of  schools. 
If  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  are  opposed 
to  disincorporation-no  further  petition  shall  be  entertained  or 
election  ordered  for  a  similar  purpose  within  three  years  next 
following  such  election.  If  two-thirds  of  all  votes  cast  at  such 
election  are  in  favor  of  disincorporation  the  superintendent  of 
schools  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year,  suspend 
said  high  school  district,  and  report  the  result  of  the  election 
and  the  fact  of  such  suspension  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
his  county.  Upon  receiving  such  report,  said  board  shall,  at 
the  first  meeting  thereafter,  make  an  order  declaring  said  high 
school  district  duly  disincorporated  and  dissolved,  to  take  effect 
at  the  end  of  the  existing  school  year.  When  a  high  school  dis- 
trict has  disincorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  property  thereof  shall  be  sold  by  said  board  of  supervisors 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  disincorporated  high  school  dis- 
trict, shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five.  If  a  high  school  district  so  disincor- 
porated has  an  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  taxes  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  on  all  property  in  the  territory  constituting 
such  high  school  district  at  the  time  of  its  disincorporation,  for 
tlie  purpose  of  paying  principal  and  interest  of  such  bonds,  in 
the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  if  said  district  had 
not  been  disincorporated. 

Name  of  high  school  districts  may  be  changed. 

1737  §  1737.    Whenever  a  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 

superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  of  any  high  school 
district  signed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  high 
school  board  of  such  high  school  district  asking  that  the  name  of 
such  high  school  district  be  changed  and  stating  the  new  name 
desired,  said  superintendent  of  schools  must  transmit  the  same 
to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his  county,  and  the  board  of 
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supervisors  shall  designate  a  day  upon  which  they  will  act  upon  1737 
such  petition,  which  must  not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
forty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof.  The  clerk  of  said  board* 
of  supervisors  must  give  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  by 
publication  in  a  newspaper  published  within  said  high  school 
district,  or  if  no  newspaper  is  published  therein,  then  in  any 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  of  the  time  set  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  petition,  which  notice  must  be  published  at  least 
twice  before  the  day  set  for  hearing,  whereupon  the  board  shall, 
by  resolution,  either  grant  or  deny  the  petition ;  and,  if  granted, 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  notify  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  said  dis- 
trict. Such  change  must  be  certified  to  the  county  clerk  of 
oach  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  high  school  district  is  situ- 
ated and  entered  by  him  in  his  record  of  high  school  districts. 

Establishment  of  county  high  school  district. 

§  1738.  Whenever  a  petition,  signed  by  fifty  or  more  jygg 
qualified  electors  and  taxpayers  of  any  county,  is  presented  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  thereof,  asking  for  the  establishment  of 
a  county  high  school  district  in  such  county,  the  board  of  super- 
visors must  submit  the  question  of  establishing  a  county  high 
school  district  in  said  county  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof, 
at  the  next  general  election  held  therein,  or  at  a  special  election, 
to  be  called  by  the  board  for  that  purpose.  If  a  special  election 
is  called,  notice  thereof  must  be  given  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  county,  for 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper,  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  in  five  public 
places  in  the  county,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election.  The 
ballots  used  at  such  election  shall  contain  the  words  ''County 
High  School  District— Yes,;*  and  ''County  High  School  Dis- 
trict— ^No,''  and  voters  shall  express  their  choice  by  marking  a 
cross  with  pencil,  ink  or  rubber  stamp  after  the  answer  they 
desire  to  give.  Said  special  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  this  code  for  conducting  special  elections. 
The  electors  of  any  high  school  district  existing  in  such  county 
at  the  time  of  the  submission  of  said  proposition,  shall  be 
excluded  from  voting  upon  said  proposition,  unless,  in  addition 
to  the  petition  above  mentioned,  there  was  also  presented  to 
said  board  of  supervisors  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  residing  in  such  high  school  district,  or  in  case  of 
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1738  a  union  high  school  district,  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  electors  residing  in  each  school  district  composing  the 
union  high  school  district ;  in  which  case  the  electors  of  the  high 
school  district  or  districts  from  which  such  petitions  are  pre- 
sented, shall  also  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  said  proposition.  If 
a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  establishing  a 
county  high  school  district  are  in  the  affirmative,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  make  an  order  declaring  the  county  high 
school  district  established  and  shall  also  declare  the  high  school 
district  or  districts  which  participated  in  such  election,  upon 
the  petitions  hereinbefore  required,  to  be  lapsed,  and  the 
property  of  such  lapsed  high  school  district  shall  be  held  or 
sold  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  the  benefit  of  the  county 
high  school  district.  The  order  of  the  board  in  regard  to  such 
lapsed  districts  shall  be  entered  by  the  county  clerk  in  his 
record  of  high  school  districts. 

Tnutees  of  county  high  school  districts. 

1739  §  1739.  When  a  county  high  school  district  is  established 
in  any  county,  the  county  board  of  education  shall  be  trustees 
of  such  county  high  school  district  and  have  control  thereof, 
and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  duties  in  regard  thereto,  as 
high  school  boards  of  other  high  school  districts.  All  property 
required  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  high  school  district  shall 
be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  county  and  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  upon  order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  made  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  county  board  of  education. 

Certain  county  high  school  districts  become  union. 

1739a  §  1739a.  Whenever  one  or  more  city,  district  or  union 
high  school  districts  have  been  organized  in  any  county  main- 
taining one  or  more  county  high  schools,  all  common  school  dis- 
tricts not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union 
high  school  district  shall  constitute  a  union  high  school  district, 
and  shall  be  governed  by  a  high  school  board  elected  according 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  seventeen  hundred  and  thirty  and 
seventeen  hundred  and  thirty -one  of  the  Political  Code;  prt}- 
vided,  that,  in  any  county  maintaining  two  or  more  county  high 
schools,  the  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
after  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  organize  all  common  schoi>l 
districts  not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union 
high  school  district,  into  as  many  union  high  school  districts 
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as  there  are  county  high  schools  maintained  in  such  county;  1738a 
and  provided,  further,  that  all  funds  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  county  high  school  district  at  the  time  of  the  reorganization 
herein  provided  for,  or  that  may  be  credited  to  such  district 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  to  the  union  high  school 
district  or  districts  in  the  following  manner :  If  only  one  union 
high  school  district  is  formed  out  of  the  territory  not  included 
in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district, 
the  county  superintendent  shall  apportion  the  entire  amount 
to  the  union  high  school  district  so  formed.  If  two  or  more 
union  high  school  districts  are  formed  out  of  such  territory,  he 
shall  apportion  one-third  of  the  entire  amount  among  the  union 
high  school  districts  so  formed,  irrespective  of  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  or  in  average  daily  attendance  therein;  the 
remaining  two-thirds  he  shall  apportion  among  such  schools 
pro  rata  upon  the  basis  of  average  daily  attendance  during  the 
preceding  school  year,  as  shown  by  the  last  official  annual 
reports  of  the  principals  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.  From  and  after  the  organization 
of  the  first  high  school  board  in  any  union  high  school  district 
formed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  all  property  belonging  to  the 
county  high  school  district,  and  located  in  such  union  high 
school  district,  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  union 
high  school  district  so  formed. 

Meetings  of  high  school  boards ;  organization  of. 

§  1740.  District,  union  and  joint  union  high  school  boards  1740 
shall  meet  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  of  each  year  at  twelve 
o'clock  m.,  and  organize  by  electing  a  president  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  clerk.  Every  high  school  board  shall  hold 
regular  monthly  meetings  at  such  times  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them  for  their  own 
government;  provided,  that  in  union  or  joint  union  high  school 
districts  the  regular  meetings  as  above  provided  may  be  quar- 
terly. Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  president 
of  the  board.  Upon  the  request,  in  wTiting,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  any  board,  the  president  of  said  board  shall  call  a 
meeting  thereof.  Of  all  special  meetings  of  any  board  the 
members  thereof  shall  have  at  least  two  days  notice,  issued  and 
served  by  the  clerk  thereof.  At  special  meetings  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  other  than  that  specified  in  the  call  therefor. 
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1740  All  meetings  of  the  high  school  board  shall  be  held  at  the  high 
school  building;  provided,  thtil  if  no  high  school  building 
exists  in  the  high  school  district,  or  if  the  high  school  district 
consists  of  a  single  city,  town,  or  school  district,  the  high  school 
board  may  meet  at  such  place  in  the  high  school  district  as  it 
may  by  resolution  determine. 

Powers  and  duties  of  high  school  boards. 

1741  §  1741.  Except  as  in  this  article,  or  in  article  fifteen  of 
this  chapter,  otherwise  provided,  the  powers  and  duties  of  high 
school  boards  shall  be  such  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
assigned  by  law  to  boards  of  education  or  boards  of  school 
trustees  in  school  districts.  The  high  school  board  shall,  at 
any  time  after  its  organization,  have  power  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  temporary  location  of  the  high  school,  and  if 
satisfactory  quarters  in  a  suitable  location  are  offered  or  can 
be  procured  for  a  consideration,  or  at  a  rental  which  would 
make  it  advisable  to  accept  the  same,  they  shall  have  the  power 
to  secure  or  lease  such  quarters  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
years.  At  the  expiration  of  such  lease  or  other  arrangement 
they  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make  another  lease  or  other 
arrangement  for  the  same  or  different  quarters,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  years.  If  rooms  can  be  obtained  in  a  public 
school  building  in  the  place  where  the  high  school  is  temporarily 
located,  on  reasonable  terms,  such  rooms  shall  be  given  the 
preference.  The  high  school  board  of  any  county,  union  or 
joint  union  high  school  district  may  provide,  in  such  manner  sls 
they  deem  best,  for  the  transportation  to  and  from  the  high 
school  of  such  pupils  thereof  as  such  board  find  to  be  in  need  of 
such  transportation ;  and  the  cost  of  such  transportation  shall 
be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  high  school  and 
paid  accordingly ;  provided,  that  all  contracts  or  other  provision 
for  such  transportation  shall  before  the  same  become  effective. 
be  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  who  has  jurisdic- 
tion over  such  high  school  district.  The  high  school  board  of 
any  high  school  district  lying  wholly  or  partly  within  a  county 
maintaining  a  county  free  library  shall  have  power  to  enter  into 
a  contract  or  agreement  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
county,  whereby  said  high  school  district  may  secure  the  advan- 
tages of  said  county  free  library  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
a.s  may  be  fixed  in  said  contract  or  agreement. 
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Location  of  high  schooL 

§  1742.  When  the  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  1742 
high  school  in  any  newly  formed  high  school  district  has  been 
provided  and  is  in  the  county  treasury,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  who  has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  district  shall 
at  once  call  a  meeting  of  the  high  school  board,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  he  called  the  first  meeting  of  said  board  for  organization, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  permanent  location  of  the  high 
school.  If  at  such  meeting  the  members  of  the  high  school 
board  fail  to  agree  unanimously  upon  the  location  for  the  high 
school,  they  shall  propose,  in  writing,  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  shall  transmit  to  his  office  within  ten  days  the 
names  of  the  locations  which  they  favor.  Within  twenty  days 
after  receiving  such  proposals  the  superintendeot  of  schools 
shall  call  an  election  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  for  the 
formation  of  the  district,  to  determine  the  Ipcation  of  the  high 
school.  At  such  election  only  such  sites  as  have  been  named 
by  the  members  of  the  high  school  board,  and  certified  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  voted  upon.  Any  form  of 
ballot  by  which  the  voter  signifies  his  choice  of  location  shall 
be  allowed^  The  result  of  said  election  shall  be  determined 
and  certified  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  as  provided  in 
case  of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the  district. 

The  location  which  receives  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  chosen  as  the  location  of  the  high  school.  No  change  of 
location  of  any  high  school,  when  once  established,  shall  be 
made  except  upon  a  petition  to  the  superintendent  of  schools 
who  has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district,  signed  by 
two-thirds  of  the  heads  of  families  of  the  high  school  district, 
and  then  only  upon  the  affirmative  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  high  school  district  voting  at  an 
election  called  by  the  superintendent  of  schools,  for  that  pur- 
pose. Such  election  shall  be  called  and  held,  and  the  returns 
thereof  made  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  case  of  the  election  for  the  formation  of  the 
district. 

Principal  of  high  school  may  act  as  principal  of  elementary 
schools. 

§  1743.     Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  1743 
prevent   the  principal  of  any   high   school  from   acting   as 
principal  of  the  elementary  school  of  the  school  district  in 
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1743  which  the  high  school  is  located,  or  as  supervising  principal 
of  one  or  more  elementary  school  districts  included  in  the  high 
school  district,  if  so  desired  by  the  trustees  of  said  school  dis- 
trict or  districts  and  the  high  school  board ;  provided,  that  no 
high  school  principal  shall  supervise  the  elementary  schools 
of  any  district  except  the  district  in  which  the  high  school 
building  is  located  without  the  approval  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Principal   must  make  reportV— What   report  shall   show. 

The  principal  of  every  high  school  shall  annually,  at  the  close 
of  the  term  and  prior  to  receiving  his  last  month's  salary  and 
as  a  prerequisite  for  such  salary,  make  out  under  oath  and 
deliver  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  county  in  wliich 
any  part  of  his  high  school  district  is  situated,  a  full  and  com- 
plete report  of  said  high  school  for  the  entire  term  or  school 
year.  Such  report  shall  show  the  total  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  during  the  year,  the  average  daily  attendance,  the 
number  of  teachers  regularly  employed,  the  total  number  of 
new  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year,  the  names  of  all  pupils 
residing  in  elementary  school  districts  not  embraced  in  any 
high  school  district,  and  attending  such  high  school,,  such  names 
being  segregated  according  to  the  districts  in  which  such  pupils 
reside,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  or  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

What  must  show  In  Joint  union  schools. 

The  said  report  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by  said 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  as  other  school  report 
blanks  are  furnished,  and  in  the  case  of  a  joint  union  high 
school  district  the  statistics  of  attendance  and  other  data  for 
each  county  separately  shall  be  given  in  said  report. 

(Must  report  to  state  board  in  October. 

The  principal  of  every  high  school,  shall,  annually,  during 
the  month  of  October,  make  out  under  oath  and  deliver  to  the 
state  board  of  education,  and  to  the  county  superintendent 
of  schools,  a  full  and  complete  report  of  textbooks  then  in  use 
in  such  high  school,  the  courses  of  study  offered,  the  require- 
ments for  graduation,  the  names  of  teachers  employed,  the 
subject  taught  by  each  teacher,  the  grade  of  certificate  held  by 
each,  and  the  salary  paid  to  each,  and  such  other  information 
as  may  bo  required  by  the  state  board  of  education. 
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Penalty  for  falling  to  report. 

If  such  report  is  not  filed  with  the  state  board  of  education,  1743 
on  or  before  October  thirty-first,  the  state  board  of  education 
shall  notify  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  having  juris- 
diction of  the  high  school  failing  to  report,  and  it  shall  there- 
upon be  the  duty  of  such  county  superintendent  of  schools  to 
withhold  the  salary  of  the  principal  of  such  high  school  until 
he  has  been  notified  by  the  state  board  of  education  that  such 
report  has  been  filed  as  required  by  this  section. 

Report  of  supermtendent. 

§  1744.  Every  superintendent  of  schools,  who  has  juris-  1744 
diction  over  a"  high  school  district  or  in  whose  county  there  is  a 
county  high  school,  shall  annually,  at  the  time  required  for 
making  reports  of  primary  and  grammar  schools,  make  report 
under  oath  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  showing 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  average  daily  attendance,  num- 
ber of  teachers  regularly  employed,  whether  the  textbooks 
used  therein  conform  to  the  list  adopted  by  the  high  school 
board  of  trustees  as  required  by  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
fifty  and  such  other  information  regarding  the  high  schools  of 
his  county,  or  over  which  he  has  jurisdiction,  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  or  as  may  be  requircd.by  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction ;  said  report  to  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished  by 
the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

Issuance  of  bonds  by  high  school  districts. 

§  1746.  The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  1746 
may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is  advisable^  and  must  upon  a 
petition  of  the  majority  of  the  heads  of  families  residing  in 
such  high  school  district,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the 
electors  of  the  high  school  district  the  question  whether  the 
bonds  of  such  high  school  district  shall  he  issued  and  sold  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  purchasing  high  school  lots, 
for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more  high  school  buildings 
or  making  alterations  or  additions  to  the  high  school  building 
or  buildings,  for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuilding  any  high 
school  building  damaged,  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other 
public  calamity,  for  insuring  high  school  buildings,  for  supply- 
ing high  school  buildings  with  furniture  or  necesi^ary  apparatus, 
for  improving  the  grounds,  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  said  purposes,  or  for  refunding  any  out- 
standing valid  indebtedness  of  such  district,  evidenced  by  bonds 
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1746  or  warrants  thereof.  Any  one  or  more  or  all  of  said  purpose?s. 
except  that  of  refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness  of 
such  district,  evidenced  by  bonds  or  warrants  thereof,  may  by 
order  of  said  board,  entered  in  its  minutes,  be  united  and 
voted  upon  as  one  single  proposition.  Such  election  must  be 
called  by  posting  notices,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  high 
school  board,  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  high  school 
district,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the  election ;  and  if 
there  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  any 
county  in  which  any  part  of  said  district  is  situated,  by  pub- 
lishing such  notice  therein  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  threi* 
successive  weeks.  The  first  publication  of  said  notice  shall  Ix* 
not  less  than  twenty -one  days  before  such  election.  Such  notice 
must  contain:  The  time  and  place,  or  places,  of  holding  such 
election ;  the  names  of  the  inspectors  and  judges  to  conduct  the 
same ;  the  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be  open; 
the  purposes  for  which  the  bonds  are  to  be  issued ;  the  amount 
of  bonds  and  the  denomination  thereof,  which  shall  not  be 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars; the  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum. 
payable  annually  or  semi-annually ;  and  the  number  of  years, 
not  exceeding  forty,  the  whole^or  any  part  of  said  bonds  an* 
to  run.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-six. 
one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  one  thoasand  six  hundred,  and  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  one  of  this  code,  and  the  words  to  appear  upon 
the  ballots  shall  be  ''High  School  District  Bonds— Yes"  and 
**IIigh  School  District  Bonds— No"  or  words  of  similar  import. 
Electors  voting  at  su(*h  elections  shall  mark  a  cross  with  pencil, 
ink  or  rubber  stamp,  after  the  answer  they  desire  to  give.  On 
the  seventh  day  after  said  election  at  one  o'clock  p.m.  if  the 
n»turns  have  all  been  made  to  the  high  school  board  of  such 
high  school  district,  such  high  school  board  must  meet  and 
canvass  said  returns.  If  all  the  returns  have  not  then  been 
received,  the  board  must  adjourn  from  day  to  day  xmtil  said 
returns  are  all  received,  and  must  then  proceed  to  canvass  the 
same.  The  canvass  may  bo  continued  from  day  to  day  until 
completed. 
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Vote  necessary  to  issue  bonds. 

§1740.  If  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  east  at  1746 
said  election  were  east  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then 
such  high  school  board  shall  cause  an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be 
made  upon  its  minutes,  and  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  whose  superintendent  of  schools  has  juris- 
diction of  said  high  school  district  all  of  the  proceedings  had 
in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of  supervisors  shall 
be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  bonds 
of  such  high  school  district,  in  accordance  with  such  proceed- 
ings, payable  out  of  the  building  fund  of  such  high  school 
district,  naming  the  same;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  of 
bonds  so  issued  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable 
property  of  the  high  school  district  as  shown  by  the  last 
equalized  assessment  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  such 
district  is  located.  The  board  of  supervisors,  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  minutes,  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds 
and  of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  if  any,  and  must 
fix  the  time  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than 
forty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  If  the  notice  calling  the 
election  shall  have  provided  that  the  bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon  shall  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  Ignited  States,  the 
bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  such  gold  coin,  as  to  principal 
and  interest.  If  the  notice  calling  the  election  shall  have  pro- 
vided that  the  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable 
in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  the  bonds  shall  be  made 
payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  as  to  principal 
and  interest.  If  the  notice  shall  have  made  no  such  specific 
provisions,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  in  the 
order  prescribing  the  form  of  the  bonds  either  to  make  the 
bonds  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  ITnited  States  as  to  principal 
and  interest,  or  to  make  them  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  as  to  principal  and  interest.  Said  board  of 
supervisors  may  make  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds 
payable  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  or  at  such 
other  place  within  the  United  States  as  the  board  may  desig- 
nate, or  at  such  treasurer's  office  or  such  other  designated 
place,  at  the  option  of  the  bondholder :  which  place  of  payment 
shall  be  specified  in  the  bonds;  and  this  provision  shall  apply 
to  all  such  bonds  not  yet  issued  when  this  section  takes  eflFect, 
regardless  of  the  time  when  the  election  therefor  was  held. 
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1746  The  expense  of  paying  such  principal  and  interest  elsewhere 
than  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  a  charge  against  the 
high  school  district  funds,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  tax  for  pay- 
ment  of  the  bonds.  Said  bonds  must  be  sold  at  the  times  and 
in  the  amounts  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for 
not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be 
deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  the  said  high  school  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  as  other  high  school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 
Before  selling  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  board  of 
supervisors  must  advertise  for  bids  therefor  for  at  least  two 
weeks  in  some  daily  or  weekly  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  in  the  county,  or  if  there  is  no  such  newspaper 
published  in  the  county,  in  some  such  newspaper  published  in 
some  other  county  in  the  state.  If  satisfactory  bids  are 
received,  the  bonds  offered  for  sale  must  be  awarded  to  the 
highest  bidder.  If  no  bids  are  received,  or  the  board  deter- 
mines that  the  bids  received  are  not  satisfactory  as  to  price  or 
responsibility  of  the  bidders,  the  board  may  reject  all  bids 
received,  if  any,  and  either  readvertise  or  sell  said  bonds  at 
private  sale. 

Levy  of  taxes  in  pajrment  of  bonds  and  interest,  how  made. 

1747  §  1747.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  whose 
superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  any  high  school 
district  must  annually,  at  the  time  of  making  the  levy  of  taxes 
for  county  purposes,  levy  a  tax  for  that  year  upon  the  taxable 
property  in  such  high  school  district  for  the  interest  and 
redemption  of  all  outstanding  bonds  of  such  district,  and  said 
tax  must  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said 
bonds  for  that  year,  and  such  a  portion  of  the  principal  as  is 
to  become  due  during  such  year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high 
enough  to  raise,  annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said 
bonds  have  to  run,  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon : 
and  during  the  balance  of  the  term  high  enough  to  pay  such 
annual  interest,  and  to  pay  annually  a  proportion  of  the 
principal  of  said  bonds,  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the 
whole  amount  of  said  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the 
number  of  years  said  bonds  then  have  to  run ;  and  all  taxes  so 
levied,  when  collected,  shall  as  herein  provided  be  paid  into  the 
county  treasury  of  the  count}'  whose  superintendent  of  schools 
has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school  district  in  behalf  of  which 
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such  tax  was  levied  to  the  credit  of  the  bond  interest  and  1747 
sinking  fund  of  such  high  school  district,  and  be  used  for  the 
pa3mient  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  and  for 
no  other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds 
shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  aforesaid 
at  the  place  required  by  the  terms  of  such  bonds,  upon  presen- 
tation and  surrender  of  said  bonds  or  the  interest  coupons 
thereof,  or  upon  the  receipt  of  the  registered  owner,  if  such 
bonds  are  registered,  out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  cancel  and  file  the  bonds 
and  coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Payment  of  bonds  and  Interest  in  Joint  high  school  districts. 

In  case  of  a  high  school  district  situated  in  two  or  more 
counties,  the  assessors  of  each  of  such  counties  must  annually, 
as  soon  as  the  county  assessments  have  been  equalized  by  the 
state  board  of  equalization,  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  each  of  the  counties  in  which  any  portion  of  such  high 
school  district  is  situated,  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable 
property  in  such  county  situated  in  such  high  school  district, 
and  the  said  tax  shall  be  so  levied  according  to  the  ratio  which 
the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  such  high  school  district 
in  any  county  bears  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  property 
in  such  district,  each  board  of  supervisors  to  levy  upon  the 
property  in  such  high  school  district  and  within  their  own 
county,  such  rate  of  tax  as  will  be  sufficient  to  raise  not  less 
than  the  amount  needed  to  pay  the  interest  and  such  portion 
of  the  principal  of  such  bonds  as  is  to  become  due  during  such 
3'ear.  Said  tax  shall  be  entered  upon  the  assessment  roll  and 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  taxes  are  entered 
and  collected  and  when  collected  paid  into  the  treasury  of  such 
county,  and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  any 
such  county  other  than  the  one  whose  superintendent  of 
schools  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  on  written 
demand  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county  whose  superintendent 
of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  said  high  school  to  pay  the  sum 
collected  on  account  of  such  tax  into  the  treasury  of  the  county 
whose  superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  such 
high  school.  Wherever  money  has  been  raised  for  the  pay- 
ment of  principal  or  interest  of  outstanding  bonds  of  any  high 
school  district  and  the  same  is  at  the  time  this  section  takes 
eflfect  in  the  treasury  of  any  other  county  than  that  prescribed

1747  by  this  section  for  the  custody  of  such  funds,  the  same  shall 
at  once  be  paid  into  the  proper  county  treasury  as  above 
provided. 

Cancellation  of  unsold  bonds. 

1748  §  1748.     Whenever  any  bonds  authorized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  seventeen  hundred  and  forty-five  and  seven- 
teen hundred  and  forty-six  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period 
of  six  months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  high  school  board 
of  the  high  school  district,  for  and  on  account  of  which  such 
bonds  were  issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to 
whom  the  proceedings  were  certified  to  cause  such  unsold 
bonds  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  market  and  canceled.    Upon 
receiving  such  petition,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  said  high  school  board,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall 
fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  same,  which  shall  not  be  more  than 
thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the 
time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in 
general  terras,  to  be  published  for  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  of 
hearing,   in  some  newspaper  published  in  said  high  school 
district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper  published 
in  said  high  school  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  at 
the  county  seat  of  the  county.    At  the  time  and  place  desig- 
nated in  the  notice  for  hearing  said  petition,  or  at  any  sub- 
sequent time  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  postponed,  the  said 
board  of  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  said 
board  shall  deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  high  sebool 
district  named  in  the   petition,  that  such  unsold  bonds  be 
canceled,  said  board  shall  make  and  enter  an  order  in  the 
minutes  of  its  proceedings  that  said  unsold  bonds  be  canceled; 
and  thereupon  said  bonds  and  the  vote  by  which  they  were 
authorized  to   be   issued  shall   cease  to  be  of  any  validity 
whatever. 

Issuance  of  bonds  by  county  high  school  districts. 

1749  §  1749.    In  counties  where  a  county  high  school  district 

lias  been  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the 
board  of  trustees  thereof  may,  when  in  their  judgment  it  is 
advisable,  and  must,  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  said  district,  call  an  election. and  submit  to  the 
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electors  of  said  district  the  question  whether  the  bonds  of  such  1749 
district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  purchasing  high  school  lots,  for  building  or  pur- 
chasing one  or  more  high  school  buildings,  or  making  altera- 
tions, or  additions  to  high  school  buildings,  .for  repairing, 
restoring  or  rebuilding  any  high  school  building  damaged, 
injured  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  public  calamity,  for  insur- 
ing high  school  buildings,  for  supplying  high  school  buildings 
with  furniture  and  necessary  apparatus,  for  improving  the 
grounds,  or  for  any  or  all  of  said  purposes.  The  conduct  of 
said  election  and  the  issue,  sale  and  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  thereon,  shall  be  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the 
issuance  of  bonds  of  other  high  school  districts.  In  case  the 
(jualified  electors  of  any  county  deem  it  expedient  to  establish 
and  maintain  more  than  one  county  high  school,  then  such 
additional  school  or  schools  may  be  established  and  maintained 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  article  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  county  high  school. 

Course  of  study— Approved  by  state  board  of  education. 

§  1760.     The  course  or  courses  of  study  for  every  high  1750 
school  shall  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  high  school 
board  having  control  thereof,   and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  state  board  of  education.     Said  course  or 
courses  of  study  shall  embrace  a  period  of  not  less  than  four 
years,  and  except  in  high  schools  otTering  only  commercial  or 
other  vocational  courses,  there  shall  be  pre.scribed  at  least  one 
eourse  of  study  that  will  prepare  graduates  therein  for  admis- 
sion into  the  state  university.     Every  high  school  course  of 
study  may  include  training  in  athletics,  military  drill  and 
tactics,  manual  training,  domestic  science  and  art,  agriculture, 
horticulture,  dairying  or  other  vocational  work,  for  which  credit 
may  be  given  as  a  part  of  said  high  school  work,  and  instruction 
therein  shall  be  given  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  said 
high  school  board  shall  determine.

Adoption  of  textbooks. 

The  high  school  board  of  each  district  which  has  not  already 
done  so,  shall  adopt  textbooks  for  use  in  such  high  school  dis- 
trict, from  a  list  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education,  and 
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1750  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  said  board  shall,  annually,  during  the 
month  of  October,,  certify  to  the  state  board  of  education  a 
list  of  all  textbooks  so  adopted  by  said  board  during  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  order  of  adoption  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes  of  the  board,  and  no  textbook  so  adopted  shall  be 
changed  for  the  term  of  four  years  after  adoption;  provided, 
that  a  high  school  board  may  continue  the  use  of  a  textbook 
after  the  expiration  of  such  term  of  four  years  until  such 
time  as  it  sees  fit  to  change  such  textbook,  or  until  such  time 
as  said  textbook  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  textbooks 
prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education.  This  section  shall 
not  be  construed  to  forbid  the  adoption  of  an  additional  text- 
book in  any  subject  when  the  textbook  in  such  subject  has 
been  completed. 

Note. — See  Free  Textbook  Act,  this  book,  pacre  191. 
State  aid  may  be  withheld. 

Upon  satisfactory  evidence  being  shown  to  the  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction  that  the  high  schbol  board  of  any 
high  school  district  has  neglected  or  refused  to  establish  only 
such  courses  of  study  as  have  been  approved  by  the  state  board 
of  education,  or  to  comply  with  any  of  the  other  provisions  of 
this  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  superintendent  of  pub- 
lic instruction  to  withhold  from  such  high  school  district,  all 
apportionments  from  the  state  high  school  fund,  until  said  high 
scliool  board  shall  fully  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

May  prescribe  pott- graduate  courses. 

The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district,  or  trustees 
of  any  county  high  school,  may  prescribe  post-graduate  courses 
of  study  for  the  graduates  of  such  high  school,  or  other  high 
schools,  which  course  of  study  shall  approximate  the  studies 
prescribed  in  the  first  two  years  of  university  courses.  The 
high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district,  or  trustees  of  any 
high  school  wherein  such  post-graduate  courses  of  study  arc 
taught,  may  charge  tuition  for  pupils  living  without  the 
boundaries  of  the  district  or  county  wherein  such  courses  of 
study  are  taught.

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Intermediate  school  courses  may  be  prescribed. 

§  1750a.  The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  1760a 
or  the  trustees  of  any  county  high  school,  may  prescribe  inter- 
mediate school  courses,  and  admit  thereto  pupils  who  have 
completed  the  sixth  year  of  the  elementary  school;  provided, 
that  no  intermediate  school  course  shall  be  prescribed  in  any 
county^  union  or  joint  union  high  school  district,  unless  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  of  the  elementary  school  districts  com- 
prising such  high  school  district  shall  approve  the  organization 
of  such  course  in  writing,  and  shall  file  a  statement  of  such 
approval  with  the  high  school  board,  or  unless,  at  an  election 
called  for  that  purpose  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  for 
the  formation  of  the  high  school  district,  a  majority  of  the  . 
qualified  electors  voting  thereat  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such 
intermediate  school  course.  The  ballots  used  at  such  election 
shall  contain  the  words  **  Intermediate  school  course — ^Tes" 
and  **  Intermediate  school  course — ^No."  The  result  of  said 
election  shall  be  determined  and  certified  to  the  superintendent 
of  schools  as  provided  in  case  of  the  election  for  the  formation 
of  the  district.  The  first  two  years  of  such  intermediate  school 
course  shall  include  instruction  in  the  school  studies  generally 
taught  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the  elementary 
school,  and  may  include  such  other  studies,  including  second- 
ary, vocational  and  industrial  subjects,  as  said  high  school 
board  may  prescribe.  The  average  daily  attendance  of  all 
pupils  from  each  district,  enrolled  in  the  first  two  years  of 
such  intermediate  school  course,  shall  be  kept  separate  and 
shall  be  credited  to  the  common  school  district  in  which  the 
various  pupils  reside;  provided,  that  when  any  intermediate 
school  course  is  first  established  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  course  of  study  therefor  shall  be  adopted  between 
the  first  day  of  July  and  the  date  of  the  opening  of  school  for 
the  current  school  year. 

When  intermediate  course  will  lapse. 

Whenever  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  enrolled 
in  the  first  two  years  of  the  intermediate  school  course  of  a 
district  is  less  than  twenty-five  for  any  school  year,  such  inter- 
mediate school  course  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lapsed. 
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Cost  of  course  may  be  included  In  annual  estimate  of  exi>enaea  as  provided 
in  section  1756,  Pol.  C. 

1760a  The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  maintain- 
ing an  intermediate  school  course,  may  include  in  the  annual 
estimate  of  expenses  of  such  high  school  district  filed  with  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  code,  the  estimated  expenses  for  maintaining 
such  intermediate  school  course. 

Junior  college  may  be  established  in  districts  with  $3,000,000 
or  more. 

1760b  §  1780b.  The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district 
having  an  assessed  valuation  of  three  million  dollars  or  more, 
may  prescribe  junior  college  course  of  study,  including  not 
more  than  two  years  of  work,  and  admit  thereto  the  graduates 
of  such  high  school,  the  graduates  of  other  high  schools  and 
such  other  candidates  for  admission  who  are  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  are  reconmiended  for  admission  by  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  high  school  maintaining  such  junior  college  courses. 
Junior  college  courses  of  study  may  include  such  studies 
as  are  required  for  the  junior  certificate  at  the  University 
of  California,  and  such  other  courses  of  training  in  the 
mechanical  and  industrial  arts,  household  economy,  agriculture, 
civic  education  and  commerce  as  the  high  school  board  may 
deem  it  advisable  to  establish. 

The  board  shall  adopt  regulations  governing  courses. 

The  high  school  board  shall  adopt  regulations  governing  the 
organieation  of  such  courses  of  study  and  shall  prescribe 
requirements  for  graduation  from  such  courses ;  provided,  that 
the  minimum  requirement  for  graduation  from  junior  college 
courses  of  study  shall  be  at  least  sixty  credit-hours  of  work. 
A  credit-hour  is  hereby  defined  as  approximately  three  hours 
of  recitation,  study  and  laboratory  work  per  week  carried 
through  one  half-year. 

Junior   course   may   be   given    In   any   school   of  the   district  or   In  special 
school. 

Courses  of  study  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion may  be  offered  in  any  or  all  day  and  evening  high  schools 
of  the  district,  or  in  a  separate  junior  college,  as  the  high  school 
board  may  determine. 

Average  attendance  Included  in  regular  high  school  attendance. 

The  attendance  of  students  enrolled  in  junior  college  courses 
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of  study  shall  be  kept  according  to  regulations  prescribed  by  1760b 
the  state  board  of  education,  and  the  average  daily  attendance 
of  such  students  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
average  daily  attendance  of  the  high  school  district  required 
in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  forty-three  of  the 
Political  Code.  The  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  county, 
in  making  the  annual  estimate  of  county  high  school  fund 
required,  shall  include  in  the  basis  of  such  estimate  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  enrolled  in  junior  college 
courses  during  the  preceding  school  year.  In  apportioning 
the  county  high  school  fund,  the  superintendent  of  schools  of 
the  county  shall  count  the  average  daily  attendance  of  all 
students  enrolled  in  junior  college  courses  as  a  part  of  the 
average  daily  attendance  of  each  high  school  district  in  which 
such  students  are  enrolled. 

Such   average   attendance   shall   call   for  $15   per   pupil   transferred   from 
general  fund  to  state  high  school  fund. 

The  state  controller,  in  making  the  annual  estimate  of  the 
amount  necessary  for  the  support  of  high  schools,  as  required 
in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  sixty  of  the  Political 
(/Ode,  shall  include  in  the  basis  of  his  estimate,  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  enrolled  in  junior  college 
courses,  and  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  in  appor- 
tioning the  state  high  school  fund,  shall  count  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  students  enrolled  in  junior  college  courses 
as  a  part  of  the  average  daily  attendance  of  each  high  school 
district  in  which  such  students  are  enrolled. 

All  courses  subject  to  approval  of  state  board. 

All  courses  of  study  prescribed  in  accordance  with  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion, and  no  state  high  school  funds  shall  be  apportioned  to 
any  high  school  district  on  account  of  the  attendance  of  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  junior  college  courses,  unless  such  courses 
have  been  approved  by  the  state  board  of  education. 

Special  day  and  evening  classes  may  be  established. 

§  1750c.     The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  1760o 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred fifty  of  this  code,  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  main- 
tain, in  connection  with  any  day  high  school  under  its  jurisdic- 
tion, special  day  and  evening  classes  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
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1750c  instruction  in  any  of  the  branches  of  study  that  may  \je  taught 
in  a  high  school.  Tliese  classes  may  be  convened  at  such  hours 
and  for  such  length  of  time  during  the  school  day  or  evening. 
and  at  such  period  and  for  such  length  of  time  during  the  school 
year  as  may  be  determined  by  said  governing  authority;  and 
the  enrollment  of  and  attendance  upon  such  classes  shall  be  kept 
separately  and  the  units  of  average  daily  attendance  shall  bo 
determined  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
fifty-eight  of  this  code,  and  shall  be  added  to  the  high  school 
attendance  of  the  district. 

Part-time  vocational  courses  may  be  established. 

The  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  of 
this  code  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain,  in  connec- 
tion with  any  high  school  under  its  jurisdiction,  part-time  voca- 
tional courses  in  agricultural,  commercial,  industrial,  trade  or 
other  vocational  subjects.  The  enrollment  of  and  attendance 
upon  such  courses  shall  be  kept  separately  and  the  units  of 
average  daily  attendance,  determined  as  provided  in  section  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  fifty-eight  of  this  code,  shall  be  added 
to  the  high  school  attendance  of  the  district ;  provided^  that  each 
pupil  of  a  class  pursuing  such  a  part-time  course  in  agriculture 
shall  devote,  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  teacher  holding 
a  special  certificate  in  agriculture  or  a  vocational  certificate  in 
agriculture,  at  least  three  hours  daily  or  an  equivalent  amount 
of  time  to  farm  mechanics  and  to  farm  project  work  conducted 
by  him  on  a  commercially  productive  basis,  and  at  least  three 
hours  daily  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  time  to  academic  work 
in  school  or  in  class,  a  part  of  which  shall  supplement  the  prac- 
tical work;  and  provided,  further,  thsit  each  pupil  of  a  class 
pursuing  a  part-time  course  in  conmierce,  industry,  trade,  or 
other  vocational  subject  shall  devote,  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  a  competent  teacher  holding  a  vocational  certificate  in 
the  special  subject,  at  least  three  hours  daily  or  an  equivalent 
amount  of  time  to  educative  practical  work  under  employment 
and  at  least  three  hours  daily  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  time 
in  school  or  class  to  academic  work,  a  part  of  which  shall  supple- 
ment the  practical  work.  The  high  school  board  of  any  high 
school  district  maintaining  a  part-time  agricultural  course  a*? 
provided  above  may,  at  its  option  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may 
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deem    advisable,    furnish    the    necessary    transportation    for  1760c 
teachers  of  agriculture  engaged  in  supervising  the  project  work 
of  the  pupils  and  may  pay  any  expense  so  incurred  from  the 
county  or  district  high  school  funds  of  the  district. 

Who  may  be  admitted  to  high  school. 

§  1761.    Any  graduate  of  the  elementary  schools  of  this  1761 
state  and  any  other  person  who  furnishes  to  the  principal  of  the 
high  school  he  desires  to  attend,  and  to  the  superintendent 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school,  satisfactory  evidence 
of  his  fitness  for  high  school  work,  may  attend  any  high  school 
in  this  state ;  provided,  that  any  person  residing  in  a  high  school 
district  may  attend  the  high  school  in  another  high  school  dis- 
trict only  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  high 
school  board  of  the  two  districts,  or  if  such  boards  fail  to  agree, 
on  such  terms  as  the  superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdic- 
tion by  the  provision  of  this  article  over  the  high  school  he 
desires  to  attend  may  prescribe;  and  provided,  further,  that  any 
person,  not  residing  in  a  high  school  district  or  residing  in  a 
place  which  is  subject  to  a  county  tax  for  the  support  of  a 
county  high  school,  or  county  high  schools,  and  desiring  to 
attend  a  high  school  in  a  high  school  district  situate  entirely 
outside  the  county  in  which  such  person  resides,  may  attend 
such  high  school  only  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  high  school  board  of  the  high  school  which  he  desires  to 
attend  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which 
he  resides,  or  if  they  fail  to  agree,  on  such  terms  as  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  having  jurisdiction  by  the  provision  of  this 
article  over  the  high  school  he  desires  to  attend  may  prescribe. 
When  terms  have  been  made  and  agreed  upon  as  provided  for 
in  this  section,  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in 
which  such  person  resides  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
apportion  and  cause  to  be  paid  over  to  the  high  school  which 
such  person  desires  to  attend,  such  portion  of  the  high  school 
tuition  fund  of  his  county  provided  for  by  sections  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight  and  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  this  code,  or  such  portion  of  the  fund 
provided  for  the  support  of  a  county  high  school  or  county  high 
schools  as  provided  in  sections  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-six  and  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  this 
code,  as  may  be  equitable  and  as  may  be  agreed  to  by  the  high 
school  board  of  the  high  school  such  person  desires  to  attend. 
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Convention  of  high  school  principals. 

1762  §  1762.     The  state  board  of  education  shall  have  power  to 

call,  annually,  a  state  convention  of  high  school  principals,  to 
assemble  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  shall  deem  most 
convenient,  for  the  discussion  of  problems  pertaining  to  the 
administration,  organization  and  supervision  of  the  public  high 
schools,  and  such  other  subjects  affecting  the  welfare  and 
interest  of  the  public  high  schools  as  shall  properly  be  brought 
before  it ;  provided,  that  in  lieu  of  such  state  convention,  the 
state  board  of  education,  after  dividing  the  state  into  four 
convention  districts,  may  call  annually  in  each  of  such  dis- 
tricts, a  convention  of  the  principals  of  high  schools  situated 
in  such  district.  The  commissioner  of  secondary  schooks  shall 
be  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  convention  and  shall  have  charge 
of  the  program  thereof.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
principal  of  every  high  school  to  attend  and  take  part  in  the 
proceedings  of  such  state  convention,  or  of  the  convention  of 
the  district  in  which  his  school  is  situated,  if  the  state  be 
divided  into  districts  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
The  actual  traveling  expenses  of  each  principal  attending  such 
convention  shall  be  allowed  by  the  high  school  board  and  paid 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  high  school  district. 


Article  XV. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  TAXES  AND  FUNDS. 

Estimate  of  tax  for  building. 

1766  §  1766.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  high  school  board  to 

make  and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  in 
which  any  part  of  their  high  school  district  is  situated,  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  succeeding  the 
formation  of  said  district,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  purchas- 
ing a  suitable  lot,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications  and 
erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  supplying  the  same  with  furni- 
ture and  necessary  apparatus,  and  of  fencing  and  ornamentinfr 
the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school,  unless  such 
high  school  board  shall  have  secured  or  leased  temporary 
quarters  for  the  use  of  such  high  school,  as  provided  in  section 
seventeen  hundred  and  forty-one,  or  unless  bonds  shall  have 
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been  voted  for  said  purposes.  If  such  high  school  board  shall  1766 
have  secured  or  leased  such  temporary  quarters,  they  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  before  the 
termination  of  such  lease  or  arrangement,  either  make  another 
arrangement  for  temporary  quarters,  as  provided  in  section 
seventeen  hundred  and  forty-one,  or  make  and  file  with  the 
board,  or  boards  of  supervisors  aforesaid,  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  purchasing  a  suitable  lot,  of  procuring  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, and  of  erecting  a  suitable  building,  of  supplying  the 
same  with  furniture  and  necessary  apparatus,  and  of  fencing 
and  ornamenting  the  grounds  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
school,  or  for  making  additions  or  improvements  to  such  build- 
ings when  once  erected,  or  for  buying  new  or  additional  furni- 
ture, or  for  the  purchase  of  additional  school  grounds,  or  for 
providing  any  other  school  facilities,  unless  bonds  shall  have 
been  voted  for  said  purposes.  Every  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, acting  as  trustees  of  a  county  high  school,  shall  make 
and  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  county  the 
estimates  required  by  this  section.  Should  the  trustees  of  any 
county  high  school,  or  the  high  school  board  of  any  high  school 
district,  fail  to  make  the  estimate  provided  for  in  this  section, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  such 
county  (or)  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school  district, 
to  make  and  file  such  estimate  on  or  before  the  second  Monday 
of  September ;  provided,  the  total  tax  for  high  school  purposes 
shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
assessed  valuation,  exclusive  of  bond  and  interest  rate. 

Estimate  of  tax  for  maintenance. 

§  1766.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  high  school  board  to  1766 
make  and  file  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of  each 
county  in  which  any  part  of  their  high  school  district  is  sit- 
uated, at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in 
which  the  board  of  supervisors  is  required  by  law  to  levy  the 
taxes  required  for  county  purposes,  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  money  required  for  maintaining  the  high  school  in  said  dis- 
trict for  the  current  school  year,  including  rent  or  construction 
of  temporary  quarters,  if  any,  or  additions  to  the  plant  already 
constructed.  Such  estimate  shall  be  itemized  so  as  to  show  the 
amount  required  for  each  of  the  following  items:  (a)  Teachers' 
salaries;    (5)    current   expenses;    (c)    books,   magazines   and 
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1766  apparatus;  (d)  sites,  buildings  and  furniture;  (e)  other  mis- 
cellaneous expenses.  Whenever  the  amount  estimated  for  any 
item  exceeds  by  ten  per  cent  or  more  the  amount  expended  for 
said  item  during  the  preceding  school  year,  a  written  statement 
showing  the  reason  for  such  increase  must  be  submitted  with 
said  estimate.  The  first  such  estimate  after  the  formation  of 
any  high  school  district  shall  also  include,  if  temporary  quar- 
ters have  been  secured  for  the  high  school,  the  amount  of  money 
required  to  provide  the  necessary  furniture  and  apparatus 
for  such  temporary  quarters.  Every  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, acting  as  trustees  of  the  county  high  school,  shall  annually 
make  and  file  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  of 
their  county  the  estimate  required  by  this  section.  Should  the 
trustees  of  any  county  high  school  or  the  high  school  board  of 
any  high  school  district,  fail  to  make  the  estimate  provided  for 
in  this  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  superintendent  of  schools 
of  the  county,  or  having  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district  to  make  such  estimate. 

Superintendent  may  revise  estimate. 

Whenever  such  estimate  has  been  submitted  to  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  he  shall  have  power  to  revise  said 
estimate  or  any  item  thereof.  Said  estimate  as  revised  and 
approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  shall  there- 
upon become  the  estimate  of  said  high  school  district  and  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  board  of  supervisors  as  a  basis  for  levying 
the  special  tax  for  maintenance  of  said  high  school,  as  provided 
in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty -seven  of  this 
code.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  to  submit  said  estimate  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors and  to  the  county  auditor  at  the  time  he  submits  to  them 
his  estimate  for  the  county  school  tax  for  the  ensuing  school 
year,  and  he  shall  submit  therewith  a  statement  showing  the 
amount  expended  by  such  high  school  district  for  each  item 
of  said  estimate,  during  the  preceding  school  year. 

Supervisors  must  levy  tax. 

1767  §  1757.    The  board  of  supervisors  with  whom  any  estimate 

is  filed  under  the  provision  of  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
fifty-five  or  section  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty^six  must,  at 
the  time  of  making  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  for  county  pur- 
poses, levy  a  special  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in  such 
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high  school  district  and  within  their  county,  or  in  case  of  a  1767 
county  high  school,  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  their 
county  not  in  any  high  school  district,  sufficient  in  amount  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  legally  specified  in  the  said  estimate. 
In  case  of  a  high  school  district  situated  in  two  or  more  coun- 
ties, the  said  tax  shall  be  levied  by  the  boards  of  supervisors 
of  such  counties  as  provided  in  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  each  board  of  supervisors  to  levy  upon  the  prop- 
erty in  such  high  school  district  and  within  their  own  county 
such  rate  of  tax  as  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
legally  specified  in  said  estimate.  Said  tax  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  assessment  roll,  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  school  taxes  are  entered,  and  collected,  and  when  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  whose 
superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  the  high  school 
district  in  behalf  of  which  the  same  were  levied. 

Should  any  board  of  supervisors  with  whom  such  estimate 
is  filed  fail  to  levy  the  tax  as  required  by  this  section,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  their  county  to  make  such  levy. 

State  aid  for  high  schools. 

§  1760.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  controller,  an-  1760 
nually,  between  the  tenth  day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of 
September,  at  the  time  he  is  required  to  estimate  the  amount 
necessary  for  other  school  purposes,  to  estimate  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  support  of  high  schools.  This  amount  he 
shall  estimate  by  determining  the  amount  required  at  fifteen 
dollars  per  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  in  all  the  duly 
established  high  schools  of  the  state  for  the  last  preceding 
school  year,  as  certified  to  him  by  the  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction. 

The  state  controller  and  state  treasurer  shall  each  year 
transfer  from  the  revenues  from  the  taxes  provided  in  section 
fourteen  of  article  thirteen  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of 
California,  together  with  all  other  state  revenues,  to  a  separate 
fund,  hereby  created,  to  be  called  the  *' state  high  school  fund," 
the  amount  so  estimated  by  the  state  controller. 

Method  of  apportioning  state  aid. 

§  1761.    The  money  paid  into  the  state  high  school  fund  is  1761 
hereby  appropriated  without  reference  to  fiscal  years  for  the 
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1761  use  and  support  of  regularly  established  high  schools  and  is 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  part  three,  title  one,  chapter 
three,  article  eighteen,  of  this  code,  relating  to  the  state  board 
of  examiners.  The  money  in  said  state  high  school  fund  shall 
be  apportioned  to  the  high  schools  of  the  state  by  the  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  the  following  manner: 
He  shall  apportion  one-third  of  the  annual  amount  among  the 
high  schools  and  high  school  districts  of  the  state  which  have 
been  formed  or  established  under  the  laws  of  the  state  or  have 
been  recognized  as  existing  under  the  high  school  laws  of  the 
state  and  have  maintained  the  grade  of  instruction  required 
by  law  of  the  high  schools,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  or  in  average  daily  attendance  therein ;  the  remaining 
two-thirds  of  the  annual  amount  he  shall  apportion  among 
such  schools  pro  rata  upon  the  basis  of  average  daily  attend- 
ance as  shown  by  the  official  reports  of  the  county,  or  city  and 
county  school  superintendents  for  the  last  preceding  school 
year ;  upon  making  such  apportionments  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  shall  draw  his  order  upon  the  state  con- 
troller for  the  amount  apportioned  to  each  high  school  district 
or  county  high  school,  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county, 
or  city  and  county  in  which  such  county  high  school  is  estab- 
lished, or  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  whose  superin- 
tendent of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over  such  high  school 
district. 

Controller  must  draw  warrant. 

1782  §  1762.  The  state  controller  must  keep  a  separate  account 
of  the  state  high  school  fund  and  must  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  every  year  report 
to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  a  statement  of  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  said  fund.  He  must  draw  warrant  on 
the  state  treasurer  in  favor  of  any  county  or  city  and  county 
treasurer  whenever  such  treasurer  presents,  with  his  indorse- 
ment, an  order  drawn  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion against  the  state  high  school  fund,  and  the  state  treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

Disbursement  of  high  school  fund. 

1783  §  1763.  All  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  section  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-seven  shall  be  placed 
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by  the  county  treasurer  receiving  the  same  in  a  special  fund  176S 
to  the  credit  of  the  high  school  district,  or  county  high  school 
for  which  the  same  were  levied,  and  used  only  for  the  purposes 
for  which  the  same  was  levied;  and  all  moneys  apportioned 
to  any  high  school  district  or  county  high  school  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-nine  and 
seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-one  shall  be  placed  by  the  county 
treasurer  receiving  the  same  in  the  special  fund  of  the  high 
school  district  or  county  high  school  to  which  the  same  is  appor- 
tioned. County  high  school  or  high  school  district  funds  shall 
be  paid  out  upon  the  order  of  the  county  board  of  education 
or  the  high  school  board,  or  of  the  executive. committee  when 
such  committee  are  authorized  to  draw  the  same,  signed  by 
the  president  and  clerk  of  the  high  school  board  or  county 
board  of  education.  The  money  apportioned  to  any  high  school 
or  high  school  district  from  the  state  high  school  fund  shall  be 
used  only  for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries.  Such  orders 
shall  be  drawn  and  itemized,  and  presented  to,  and  acted  upon 
by,  the  superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction  over  such 
high  school  district  and  the  auditor  of  his  county,  in  the  same 
manner,  as  the  orders  of  boards  of  school  trustees  of  school 
districts. 

County  aid — Estimate  of  tax. 

§  1764.  The  county  superintendent  of  every  county,  and  1764 
every  city  and  county,  must,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  supervisors  of  such  county, 
or  city  and  county,  are  required  by  law  to  levy  the  amount 
of  tAxes  required  for  county,  or  city  and  county  purposes, 
furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the  auditor,  respec- 
tively, an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  minimum  amount  of  the 
county,  or  the  city  and  county,  high  school  fund  needed  for 
the  current  school  year.  This  amount  he  shall  estimate  in 
the  following  manner:  He  shall  allow  sixty  dollars  for  each 
pupil  residing  in  his  county,  in  average  daily  attendance  upon 
a  duly  established  high  school  of  his  county  or  an  adjoining 
county;  provided,  that  he  shall  not  include  in  such  estimate 
the  average  daily  attendance  of  any  pupil  attending  high 
school  in  an  adjoining  county,  unless  such  pupil  resides  in  a 
joint  union  high  school  district,  or  unless  the  attendance  of 
such  pupil  has  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  superintendent 
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1764  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides.  To  the  amount 
thus  estimated  he  shall  add  an  amount  sufficient  to  reimburse 
all  the  high  school  districts  of  his  county,  for  money  actually 
expended  b}'  them  for  transportation  of  pupils  living  in  terri- 
tory in  the  county  not  included  in  any  high  school  district,  and 
attending  the  high  schools  of  the  county ;  provided,  that  the 
high  school  board  of  each  high  school  district,  educating  such 
pupils  shall,  on  or  before  August  fifteenth,  file  with  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  a  statement  showing  the  names,  and  total 
number  of  months  attendance  of  all  such  pupils,  and  the  total 
amount  expended  for  their  transportation;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  not  include 
in  such  estimate,  an  amount  for  transportation  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  month  for  each  pupil  so  attending;  provided, 
further,  that  if  this  amount  is  less  than  sufficient  to  raise  a 
sum  equal  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  teacher,  not 
exceeding  four  teachers  for  each  high  school  of  the  county, 
employed  for  full  time  during  the  preceding  school  year,  then 
the  minimum  amount  to  be  raised  shall  be  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  each  teacher,  not  exceeding  four  teachers  for 
each  high  school  of  the  county,  employed  for  full  time  during 
the  preceding  school  year.  Whenever  a  new  high  school  dis- 
trict has  been  formed  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  said  estimate,  from  territory  lying  wholly  or  partly  within 
the  county,  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  in  making 
such  estimate,  shall  include  on  account  of  such  new  high  school 
district,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  such  proportion 
thereof  as  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  his  county  and 
in  such  new  high  school  district,  bears  to  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  such  high  school  district. 

Levy  of  tax. 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  such  county,  or  city  and  county, 
must,  annually,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of  levj-ing  other 
county  taxes,  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  for  the  coimty,  or 
city  and  county,  high  school  funcl,  a  tax  to  be  known  as  the 
county  high  school  tax,  the  minimum  rate  of  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  sufficient  to  raise  the  minimum  amount  estimated 
to  be  raised  by  the  county  superintendent  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 
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Pay  tuition  of  pupils  in  adjoining  counties. 

Before  apportioning  any  of  the  county  high  school  fund  to  1764 
the  high  school  districts  of  his  county,  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  county  auditor 
against  such  fund  in  favor  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
of  any  adjoining  county  in  which  pupils  from  his  county  are 
attending  high  school,  for  an  amount  computed  at  sixty  dollars 
per  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  for  all  such  pupils; 
provided^  that  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  such  adjoining 
county  shall  file  with  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  a  report  showing  the 
names  of  pupils  residing  in  the  county  aiid  attending  high 
school  in  such  adjoining  county,  and  the  total  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  such  pupils  during  the  preceding  school  year. 
The  county  auditor  of  said  county  shall  draw  his  warrant  as 
directed  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county 
treasurer  shall  pay  the  same.  A  superintendent  of  schools  in 
whose  favor  such  order  is  drawn  shall  pay  the  amount  of  said 
money  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  high  school 
or  schools  educating  the  children  from  the  county  paying  such 
money.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  then  apportion  to 
each  high  school  district  within  his  county,  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  reimburse  said  high  school  district  for  money  actually 
expended  for  transportation  of  pupils  residing  in  territory 
in  the  county  not  included  in  any  high  school  district,  and 
attending  such  high  school  during  the  preceding  school  year; 
provided,  such  amount  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  per  month 
for  each  pupil  so  attending. 

Apportionment  of  money. 

The  money  paid  into  the  county  high  school  fund  or  money 
remaining  after  payments  or  apportionments  hereinbefore 
required  have  been  made  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  high 
school  districts  of  the  county  by  the  superintendent  of  schools 
in  the  following  manner:  He  shall  first  apportion  to  each 
new  high  school  district  as  hereinbefore  defined,  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  each  high  school  district,  established  previous 
to  the  first  day  of  May  next  preceding  on  account  of  each 
full-time  day  high  school  maintained  therein,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  each  teacher  employed  for  full  time  during  the 
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1764  preceding  school  year,  and  on  account  of  each  evening  high 
school  maintained  therein,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  teacher  employed  for  full  time  during  the  preceding 
school  year;  provided,  that  no  high  school  shall  receive  an 
apportionment  on  this  basis  for  more  than  four  teachers;  and 
provided,  further,  that  no  money  shall  be  apportioned  to  any 
high  school  which  does  not  employ  for  full  time  at  least  one 
teacher  the  first  year,  nor  to  any  high  school  organized  for  two 
or  more  years  which  does  not  employ,  for  full  time,  at  least 
two  teachers.  The  remaining  funds  the  county  superintendent 
shall  apportion  among  the  high  school  districts  pro  rata  upon 
the  basis  of  average  daily  attendance  during  the  preceding 
school  year.  Whenever  a  high  school  district  lies  partly  in  one 
county,  and  partly  in  another,  the  coimty  superintendent  must 
apportion  to  such  district,  such  proportion  of  the  school  money 
to  which  such  district  is  entitled,  as  the  number  of  pupils  in 
average  daily  attendance,  residing  in  that  portion  of  the 
district  situated  in  his  county,  bears  to  the  total  number  of 
pupils  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  entire  district,  as 
shown  by  the  principal's  annual  report  for  the  preceding 
school  vear. 

Tax   for   building   and   maintenance   may   be  estimated — Tuition   mutt  not 
be  charged. 

All  moneys  apportioned  to  any  high  school  district  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  available  for  the  main- 
tenance of  any  high  school  located  in  such  district,  for  the 
current  school  year,  and  shall  be  paid  out  in  the  same  manner 
that  high  school  district  funds  are  paid  out.  As  provided 
elsewhere  in  this  code,  the  high  school  board  of  any  high  school 
district  may  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  an  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  money,  in  excess  of  state  and  county  moneys, 
required  for  building  and  maintenance  of  the  high  school  of 
such  district  for  the  current  school  year.  No  charge  for 
tuition  shall  be  made  in  any  high  school  district  of  this  state. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  TEXTBOOKS  MAY  BE  SUPPLIED  FREE  TO 
PUPILS  BY  DISTRICT— MUST  BE  AFTER  JULY  1.  1920. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  adoption  of  textbooks  for  use  in  the  public 
high  schools  of  the  state  and  for  furnishing  textbooks  for  the  use 
of  pupils  of  such  schools. 

[Approved  May  18,  1917.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Cdlifomia  do  enact  as  follows: 

Board  may  adopt  textbooks.  Act 

Section  1.  The- high  school  board  of  each  and  every  high  Sec.  1 
school  district  shall  adopt  textbooks  for  iise  in  such  district 
from  a  list  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  education.  Such 
list  shall  include  textbooks  in  such  high  school  subjects  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  state  board  of  education  require,  the  use 
of  textbooks;  provided,  that  separate  classics  in  English  and 
modem  languages  need  not  be  listed.  The  high  school  board 
of  each  and  every  high  school  district  may  purchase  textbooks 
for  the  use  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  high  schools  of  such 
district,  which  textbooks  shall  at  all  times  be  and  remain  the 
property  of  such  district,  to  be  supplied  to  the  pupils  thereof 
for  use  without  charge,  or  at  an  annual  rental,  payable  in 
advance,  which  shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  for  all  textbooks 
required  by  any  pupil  during  any  school  year;  provided,  that 
after  July  1,  1920,  textbooks  shall  be  so  supplied  to  pupils  of 
the  high  schools  without  charge.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the 
heads  of  families  or  a  majority  of  the  electors  in  any  high 
school  district  shall  petition  in  writing  the  high  school  board 
to  furnish  textbooks  free  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in 
such  high  school  district,  it  shall  thereafter  be  the  duty  of  the 
high  school  board  to  furnish  such  textbooks  free  for  the  use  of 
such  pupils.  The  high  school  board  may  pay  for  textbooks 
furnished  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  out  of 
the  special  fund  of  such  high  school  district.  All  moneys 
collected  for  rental  of  textbooks  shall  be  deposited  in  the  county 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  such  high  school  district  within  thirty 
days  after  collection. 

Cort  of  books  for  pupils  living  out  of  district  charged  to 
outside  territory. 

Sec.  2.    Whenever  the  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  Sec.  2 
district  purchases  textbooks  for  the  use  of  pupils  residing  in 
portions  of  the  county  not  included  in  any  high  school  district 
and  attending  the  high  school  of  such  district,  and  furnishes 
textbooks  free  for  the  use  of  such  pupils,  the  board  may  on  or

Act  before  August  fii'st  of  eacli  year  file  with  the  county  super- 
Sec.  2  intendent  of  schools  of  the  county  in  which  such  pupils  reside, 
a  list  of  such  pupils  and  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount 
expended  for  textbooks  for  their  use  during  the  preceding 
school  year.  The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
include  such  amount  in  his  estimate  of  the  county  high  school 
fund  required,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  include  the 
amount  in  levying  the  county  high  school  fund.  Before  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  apportion  any  of  the 
county  high  school  fund  on  average  daily  attendance,  he  shall 
transfer  from  said  fund  to  the  fund  of  each  of  the  several  hi^h 
school  districts  of  the  county,  or  draw  a  warrant  in  favor  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  such  high  school  district,  for  the  amount 
claimed  by  each  on  account  of  textbooks  furnished  free  for  thr 
use  of  pupils  residing  in  portions  of  the  county  not  included  in 
any  high  school  district,  and  attending  such  high  school. 

Publishers  wishing  to  supply  books  must  apply — ^Pay  $10 
fee,  supply  copies  of  books — Furnish  sworn  statement 
as  to  cost  of  books. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  All  publishers  desiring  to  offer  school  books  for  the 
use  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  high  schools  of  the  state  shall  file 
with  the  state  board  of  education  at  Sacramento  a  written 
application  for  the  listing  of  such  book  or  books  accompanied 
by  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  for  each  book  for  w^hich  listing  is  applied, 
such  sum  to  be  deposited  in  the  state  treasury  and  used  to 
defray  the  cost  of  reviewing  and  examining  said  book;  also 
three  copies  of  each  book,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  list 
price  of  said  book  as  shown  by  the  publisher's  catalog,  a  state- 
ment of  all  discounts  allowed  thereon  when  new  copies  of  such 
book  are  purchased  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  high  school  board 
directly  from  the  publisher,  and  a  statement  of  the  lowest 
exchange  price  that  will  be  given  when  old  books  in  the  same 
subject  and  of  like  kind  and  grade,  but  of  a  different  series, 
are  received  in  exchange;  provided,  that  no  fee  shall  he 
required  to  accompany  the  application  for  the  listing  of  a 
book  in  a  subject  studied  by  less  than  one  luindred  pupils  in 
the  high  schools  of  the  state.  They  shall  also  submit  a  sworn 
statement  giving  the  lowest  net  wholesale  price  at  which  such 
book  is  sold  anywhere  in  the  United  States  and  the  maximum 
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total  discount  allowed  thereon  to  any  public  scliool  board  any-  Act 
where  in  the  United  Staties.  Such  sworn  statements  shall  give  Sec.  3 
the  lowest  exchange  price  given  anywhere  in  the  United  States 
where  old  books  in  the  same  subject  and  of  like  kind  and  grade, 
but  of  a  different  series,  are  received  in  exchange.  Such  sworn 
statement  shall  also  include  a  statement  that  said  publisher 
is  not  directly  or  indirectly  associated  or  connected  w^ith  any 
oombination  in  restraint  of  trade  in  textbooks,  and  that  he  is 
not  and  will  not  become  a  party  in  any  way  to  any  under- 
standing, agreement  or  combination  to  control  prices  or  restrict 
competition  in  the  sale  of  textbooks  for  use  in  the  State  of 
California. 

Bablisher  must  supply  bond. 

Sec.  4.  Each  publisher  offering  one  or  more  books  for  use  Sec.  4 
in  the  high  schools  of  the  state  must,  after  notification  by  the 
state  board  of  education  of  its  intention  to  place  on  the  list  any 
book  or  books  submitted  by  him,  and  as  a  prerequisite  for  sucli 
listing,  file  with  the  state  board  of  education  a  bond  payable 
to  the  State  of  California  in  a  sum  to  be  determined  by  the 
state  board  of  education,  said  sum  for  any  publisher  offering 
one  or  more  books  to  be  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  bond  to  be  conditioned  as 
follows:  first,  that  the  publisher  will  furnish  said  book  or 
books  offered  by  him  and  listed  by  the  state  board  of  education, 
to  the  high  school  board  of  any  high  school  district  in  the 
state  at  the  lowest  net  wholesale  price  contained  in  the  state- 
ment filed  at  the  time  said  book  or  books  were  offered,  less  the 
maximum  total  discount  allowed  thereon  to  any  public  school 
board  according  to  such  statement,  and  at  the  lowest  exchange 
price  given  according  to  such  statement,  when  old  books  in  the 
same  subject  and  of  like  kind  and  grade,  but  of  a  different 
series,  are  given  in  exchange,  which  price  shall  not  exceed  the 
lowest  price  the  publisher  has  made  for  such  book  or  books 
anywhere  in  the  United  States ;  provided,  that  the  cost  of  trans- 
porting all  textbooks  to  the  high  school  from  the  publisher's 
office  or  depositary  in  California  shall  be  paid  by  the  high 
school  district,  or  prepaid  by  the  publisher  and  then  charged 
to  the  district,  as  the  high  school  board  may  determine; 
second,  that  he  will  maintain  said  price  uniformly  throughout 
the  State  of  California,  on  his  book  or  books,  listed  under  the 
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Aet  provisions  of  this  act;  third,  that  the  publisher  will  reduce 
See.  4  such  price  automatically  to  purchasers  within  the  State  of 
California  whenever  reductions  arc  made  elsewhere  in  the 
United  States,  so  that  at  no  time  shall  any  book  so  filed  and 
listed  be  sold  to  school  authorities  in  California  at  a  higher  n^t 
price  than  is  received  for  such  book  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States;  and  that  upon  failure  or  refusal  of  the  publisher  U^ 
make  such  reduction  all  contracts  for  such  book  or  books  shall 
become  null  and  void ;  fourth,  that  all  such  books  offered  for  sale, 
adoption,  or  exchange  in  the  State  of  California  shall  be  e<\uB\ 
in  quality  to  those  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion, as  regards  paper,  binding,  print,  illustration,  subject 
matter,  and  all  other  particulars  that  may  affect  the  value  of 
such  school  books ;  fifth,  that  the  publisher  will  not  in  any  way. 
directly  or  indirectly,  become  associated  or  connected  with  any 
combination  in  restraint  of  trade  in  textbooks,  and  that  he  will 
not  enter  into  any  understanding,  agreement,  or  combination 
to  control  prices  or  restrict  competition  in  the  sale  of  school 
books  for  use  in  the  State  of  California;  sixth,  that  the  pub- 
lisher will  maintain  an  office  in  California  or  designate  an 
agent  or  arrange  with  a  depositary  in  California,  to  receive 
and  handle  orders  for  said'  book  or  books. 

Bond,  by  whom  approved — Term  eight  years. 
Sec.  6  Sec.  5.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  attorney 
general,  and  shall  continue  in  force  for  a  period  of  eight  years 
after  its  filing,  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  which  period  a 
new  bond  shall  be  given,  or  the  right  to  continue  selling  such 
textbooks  in  the  State  of  California  shall  be  forfeited. 

State  board  shall  publish  list  of  books  and  supply  to  school 
officers.

existing  contracts  for  such  book.     The  state  board  of  education

Penalty  for  failure  to  supply  books  as  per  contract. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  publishers  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  Sec.  7 
of  the  foregoing  sections  and  then  fail  or  refuse  to  furnish 
such  books  to  any  high  school  board  upon  the  terms  herein 
provided  within  a  reasonable  time  after  an  order  therefor  is 
filed,  said  board  shall  at  once  notify  the  state  <*onunissioner  of 
secondary  schools  of  such  failure  or  refusal,  and  he  shall  at 
once  cause  an  investigation  of  such  charge  to  be  made.  If  the 
state  commissioner  of  secondary  schools  find  such  charge  to  be 
true,  he  shall  at  once  report  his  finding  to  the  state  board  of 
education,  which  shall  notify  such  publisher  and  notify  the 
principal  of  each  high  school  and  the  clerk  of  each  high  school 
l>oard  in  the  State  of  California  that  such  book  or  books  shall 
not  thereafter  be  adopted  or  purchased  by  any  of  the  public 
school  authorities  in  the  state.

Adoption  of  books — Date  of. 

The  high  school  board  of  each  high  school  district  Sec.  8 
in  the  State  of  California,  at  a  regular  meeting  to  be  held 
between  the  first  Monday  in  February  and  the  first  ^londay  in 
August  of  each  year,  shall  adopt  textbooks  for  use  in  the 
schools  under  its  control,  until  a  complete  list  of  textbooks 
covering  the  entire  course  of  study  has  been  ado|)te(i.

Sec.  8  stituted  therefor,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  for

Sec.  10       Sec.  10.    No  publisher  of  school  textbooks,  nor  agent  of  such 
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publisher,  shall  offer  or  ^ve  any  emolument,  money,  or  other  Act 
valuable  thing,  or  any  inducement,  to  any  member  of  any  high  Sec.  10 
school  board  or  school  official  or  teacher  connected  with  any  of 
the  high  schools  of  California,  for  his  vote,  or  promise  to  vote, 
or  for  the  use  of  his  influence  for  the  adoption  of  any  school 
textbook  to  be  used  in  any  of  the  high  schools  of  this  state,  nor 
shall  any  member  of  any  high  school  board  or  school  official 
connected  with  any  of  the  public  schools  of  California,  accept 
emolument,  money  or  other  valuable  thing,  or  any  other  induce- 
ment, from  any  publisher,  or  agent  of  any  publisher,  for  his 
vote  or  promise  to  vote,  or  for  the  use  of  his  influence  for  the 
adoption  of  any  school  textbooks ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  person,  publisher,  or 
publisher's  agent  from  lending  one  sample  copy  of  any  school 
textbook  to  any  member  of  a  high  school  board  or  school  official 
for  examination  of  such  book  or  books  before  the  adoption  of 
books,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  nothing  shall  be  contrued 
to  prevent  such  a  member  of  a  high  school  board  or  school

UNION    HIGH    SCHOOL    DISTRICTS    MAY    ESTABLISH    PUBLIC 

LIBRARIES. 

An  act  to  allow  union  high  school  districts  to  establish,  equip  and 
maintain  public  libraries;  to  provide  for  the  formation,  govern* 
ment  and  operation  of  such  library  districts;  the  acquisition  of 
property  thereby;  the  calling  and  holding  of  elections  in  such 
districts;  the  assessment,  collection,  custody  and  disbursement 
of  taxes  therein. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 
Act  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Bee.  1  Section  1.  Any  union  high  school  district  of  this  state  may 
establish,  equip  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the  dissem- 
ination of  a  knowledge  of  the  arts,  sciences  and  general 
literature,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Establish  on  petition. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Upon  the  application,  by  petition,  of  fifty  or  more 
taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  union  high  school  district  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  said  union  high 
school  district  is  located,  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  library 
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district,  and  setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  said  propased  Act 
district,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  must,  within  ten  days  Sec.  2 
after  receiving  said  petition,  by  resolution,  order  that  an  elec- 
tion be  held  in  the  said  proposed  district  for  the  determination 
of   the  question   and  shall  appoint  three   qualified  electors 
thereof  to  conduct  said  election. 

Method  of  calling  election. 

Sec.  3.  Said  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notice  S*<5.  3 
thereof  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  proposed 
library  district,  and  by  publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper 
therein,  if  there  be  one,  at  least  once  a  week  for  not  less  than 
fifteen  days.  Said  notices  must  specify  the  time,  place  and 
the  purposes  of  said  election,  and  the  hours  during  which  the

polls  must  not  be  opened  before  one  o'clock  p.m.,  and  must  be 
kept  open  not  less  than  six  hours. 

Election,  how  conducted. 

Sec.  4.  Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance^  with  Sec.  4 
the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  applicable,  with- 
out reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except

Powers  and  duties  of  board.

First — To  make  and  enforce  all  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws necessary  for  the  administration,  government  and  protec- 
tion of  the  libraries  under  their  management,  and  all  property 
belonging  thereto.

officers  and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at 
the  pleasure  of  said  boards. 

Fourth — To  purchase  necessary  books,  journals,  publications 
and  other  personal  property. 

Fifth — To  purchase  such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent 
and  equip,  such  building  or  buildings,  room  or  rooms,  as  in 
their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sixth — To  require  the  secretary  of  state  and  other  state 
officials  to  furnish  such  libraries  with  copies  of  any  and  all 
reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not  otherwise 
disposed  of  by  law. 

Seventh — To  borrow  books  from,  lend  books  to  and  exchange 
the  same  with  other  libraries,  and  to  allow  non-residents  to 
borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

Eighth — To  do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and 
things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Ninth — To  file,  through  their  secretary,  on  or  before  the  last 
day  in  the  month  of  July  of  each  year,  a  report  with  the  state

Funds  in  county  treasury. 

The  revenue  derived  from  said  tax,  together  with  Sec.  14 
all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district 
wherein  said  tax  was  collected,  subject  only  to  the  order  of  the 
library  trustees  of  said  district.

The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered  upon  Sec.  21 
its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the 
date  thereof. 

Bate  of  interest 

Sec.  22.  Said  bonds  must  not  bear  a  greater  amount  of  Sec.  22 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable  annually 
or  semiannually;  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than

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Aot  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon;  and,  during  the  balance  of 
Sao.  23  the  term,  high  enough  to  pay  such  annual  interest,  and  to  pay, 
annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  equal  to 
a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of  said  bonds  out- 
standing and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years  said  bonds 
then  have  to  run,  and  all  moneys  so  levied,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
library  district,  and  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The 
principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  county  auditor,  out  of  the 
fund  provided  therefor ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
auditor  to  cancel  and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds 
and  coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Unsold  bonds  canceled. 

Sec.  24  Sec.  24.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six  months 
after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors;  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library 
district  for  or  on  account  of  which  said  bonds  were  issued;  or 
of  any  library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory 
which,  at  the  time  of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds,  was  embraced  within  the  district  for 
or  on  account  of  which  such  bonds  were  issued;  may  petition 
the  board  of  supervisors  to  cause  such  unsold  bonds  to  be  with- 
drawn from  market  and  canceled.  Upon  receiving  such  peti- 
tion, signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  of 
trustees,  the  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  same, 
which  shall  be  not  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall 
cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the 
object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for  ten 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  bearing,  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  said  library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  news- 
paper published  in  said  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  said 
library  district  or  part  thereof  is  situated.  At  the  time  and 
place  designated  in  the  notice  for  hearing  said  petition,  or  at 
any  subsequent  time  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  postponed, 
the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted 
for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  shall 
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deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  district  named  in  Act 
the  petition  that  such  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  Sec.  24 
make  and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings 
that  said  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  and  thereupon  said  bonds 
and  the  vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall 
cease  to  be  of  any  validity  whatever. 

District  may  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  25.  The  district  may  at  any  time  be  dissolved  upon  the  Sec.  25 
vote. of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  upon  an 
election  called  by  the  library  trustees  of  such  district,  upon 
the  question  of  dissolution.  Such  election  shall  be  called  and 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  other  elections  of  the  district. 
Upon  such  dissolution,  the  property  of  the  district  shall  vest 
in  any  union  high  school  district  in  which  said  library  is 
situated;  provided,  however,  that  if  at  the  time  of  such  elec- 
tion to  dissolve  such  district,  there  be  any  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness  of  such  district,  the  vote  to  dissolve  such  district 
shall  dissolve  the  same  for  all  purposes  excepting  only  the  levy 
and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness; 
and  from  the  time  such  district  is  thus  dissolved  until  such 
bonded  indebtedness,  with  the  interest  thereon,  is  fully  paid, 
satisfied  and  discharged,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  is  hereby 
constituted  ex  officio  the  library  board  of  such  district.  And 
it  is  hereby  made  obligatory  upon  such  board  to  levy  such 
taxes  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  in  order 
to  raise  money  for  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness  and  the 
interest  thereon,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  26.    All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  pro-  Sec.  26 
visions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

"Tmstees"  defined. 

Sec.  27.  Where  the  words  ''trustees''  or  ''library  trustees^'  Sec.  27 
appear  in  this  act  the  same  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the 
regularly  elected  union  high  school  trustees,  and  where  the 
words  "library,"  "library  district,"  or  "library  districts" 
appear  in  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  construed  to  mean  "union 
high  school  library  districts."

COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  EDUCATION. 

Composition. 

1768  §  1768.    First — Except  in  any  city  and  county,  there  shall 

be  a  county  board  of  education,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  and  four  other  members, 
appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county. 

Qualification  of  members. 

Second — A  majority  of  the  members  appointed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall  be  experienced  teachers,  holding  not  lower 
than  grammar  school  certificates  in  full  force  and  effect. 

When  appointed — Term  of  office. 

Third — At  their  last  regular  meeting  preceding  the  first  day 
of  July,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  appoint  two  persons  to  serve  on  said  board 
of  education  for  the  period  of  two  years ;  and  thereafter,  each 
and  every  year,  the  board  of  supervisors  at  the  last  regular 
meeting  preceding  the  first  day  of  July,  shall  appoint  two 
persons  to  serve  on  said  board  of  education  for  the  period  of 
two  years;  provided,  that  in  all  counties  in  which  there  are 
one  or  more  high  schools  at  least  one  of  the  appointive  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  education  for  such  county  or  counties 
shall  hold  a  certificate  of  the  high  school  grade. 

Vacancietf  how  filled.  , 

Fourth — If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  refuse 
or  neglect  to  appoint  members  of  the  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, as  provided  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  to  appoint  them. 
Should  a  vacancy  occur  at  any  time  in  the  county  board  of 
education,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to 
appoint  a  party  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Members  mutt  qualify. 

Fifth — The  members  of  the  county  board  of  education, 
elected  or  appointed,  shall  qualify  within  ten  days  after  receiv- 
ing notice  of  their  election  or  appointment. 

Organization. 

Sixth — The  county  board  of  education  shall  organize  on  the 
first  meeting  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,

by  electing  one  of  their  number  president  of  the  board.    The  1768 
county  superintendent  shall  be  ex  officio  secretary  of  the  board. 

Quorum;  ayes  and  naysi  must  be  recorded  on  demand. 

Seventh — For  the  transaction  of  business  three  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum ;  but  no  teacher's  certificate  shall  be  issued, 
renewed,  or  revoked,  nor  shall  any  books  or  apparatus  be 
adopted,  except  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  three  members 
of  the  board.  On  the  call  of  any  member,  the  ayes  and  nays 
shall  be  taken  upon  any  proposition,  and  the  vote  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  board. 

Meetings. 

§  1770.  (1)  Each  county  board  of  education  shall  meet  1770 
semiannually  at  such  time  as  they  may  determine.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  superintendent  whenever,  in  his 
judgment,  the  exigencies  of  the  schools  may  require  them  to  be 
held.  Upon  the  request  of  any  three  members,  in  writing,  the 
superintendent  shall  call  a  special  meeting.  Notice  of  all  semi- 
annual meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  time  of  meeting.  No  business  shall  be  transacted 
at  a  special  meeting,  except  as  provided  in  subdivision  two  of 
this  section,  other  than  such  as  may  be  specified  in  the  call  of 
the  secretary. 

NdTE. — County  board  can  transact  no  business  except  when  in  regular 
session. 

Time  for  examinations,  etc. 

(2)  At  the  semiannual  meetings  only  the  board  shall  examine 
applicants  for  certificates  to  teach  in  the  public  schools.  All 
examination  papers  for  teachers'  certificates  shall  be  kept  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  for  at  least 
one  year,  and  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  applicants 
or  their  authorized  agents.  Certificates  upon  credentials  may 
be  granted,  and  unexpired  certificates  may  be  renewed,  at  any 
meeting  of  the  board. 

Compensation  of  members. 

(3)  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  allow  to  each  member  of 
the  county  board  of  education  a  compensation  of  five  dollars 
a  day  for  his  services,  and  the  same  rate  of  mileage  as  is 
allowed  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county.  The  secretary  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
per  day  for  the  actual  time  that  the  board  may  be  in  session; 
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1770  said  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  boards  and  of  the 
superintendent,  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  same  fund  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
is  paid. 

Incidental  expenses  of  board. 

(4)  All  expenses  for  printing  required  by  the  county  board 
of  education,  and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred  for  stationery 
or  other  purposes  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  be 
audited  and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  general  fund  of 
the  county  are  paid. 

Powers. 

1771  §  1771.     County  boards  of  education  have  power : 

May  adopt  rules. 

1.  To  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  state,  for  their  own  government. 

Adopt  rules  for  examination  of  teachers. 

2.  To  prescribe  and  enforce  rules  for  the  examination  of 
teachers,  to  examine  applicants  for  elementary  school  certifi- 
cates and  to  establish  a  standard  of  proficiency  which  will 
entitle  the  person  examined  to  a  certificate. 

Grant  certificates. 

3.  To  grant,  in  accordance  with  sections  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  seventy-two  and  one  thousand  seven  hundred  seventy- 
five  of  this  code,  the  following  certificates,  renewable  at  the 
option  of  the  board : 

Secondary. 

(a)  Secondary  school  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to 
teach  in  any  secondary  or  elementary  school  in  the  county. 

Elementary. 

{b)  Elementary  school  certificates  authorizing  the  holders  to 
teach  in  any  elementary  school  of  the  county,  and  in  the  first 
two  years  of  any  intermediate  school  course  established  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  a  of  the 
Political  Code;  provided,  that  holders  of  elementary  school 
certificates  who  have  completed  two  years  of  work  in  a  college, 
or  one  year  of  work  in  a  college  in  addition  to  a  normal  school 
course,  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of 
education,  may  teach  in  the  third  year  of  any  intermediate 
school  course. 
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KIndergartan.  . 

(c)  Kindergarten-primary  certificates,  authorizing  the  hold- 1771 
era  to  teach  in  any  kindergarten  class  in  the  county. 

Special. 

(d)  Special  certificates,  authorizing  the  holders  to  teach  in 
the  schools  of  the  county  such  branch  or  branches  of  learning 
and  in  such  grades  as  are  named  in  such  certificates.  No 
special  certificate  shall  be  granted  except  for  the  oral  teaching 
of  the  deaf  or  for  the  teaching  of  atypical  children  or  for  the 
teaching  of  special  classes  in  citizenship,  or  for  teaching  a 
subject  included  under  the  manual  and  fine  arts,  oral  and 
dramatic  expression,  library  craft,  technique  and  use,  music, 
physical  education,  agriculture,  commercial  branches,  com- 
mercial Spanish,  vocational  guidance  and  technical,  household 
and  industrial  arts,  and  other  vocational  arts,  not  herein 
specified. 

Permanent — Valid  for  how  long — Renewable. 

4.  To  grant,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  code, 
permanent  certificates  of  the  grade  and  kind  designated  therein. 
Every  certificate  except  a  permanent  certificate  shall  be  valid 
for  six  years;  provided,  that  when  any  certificate  shall  be 
granted  on  a  recommendation  or  credential  given  for  a  limited 
period  only,  such  certificate  shall  not  be  valid  for  a  longer 
period  than  that  specified  in  such  recommendation  or  credential ; 
and  provided,  further,  that  any  certificate  granted  to  a  candi- 
date who  has  not  had  at  least  one  year  of  experience  in  teaching 
shall  not  be  valid  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  All 
certificates  must  be  issued  upon  blank  forms  prepared  by  the 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  must  have  the  impress 
of  the  seal  of  the  county  board  of  education  and  be  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  county  board  of  education 
issuing  such  certificate;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  the 
holder  of  any  certificate  issued  for  a  limited  period  as  herein- 
above provided,  may,  upon  application  to  the  county  board  of 
education  issuing  the  same,  have  said  certificate  renewed  for 
a  period  of  six  years  from  the  date  of  its  expiration,  provided 
that  the  holder  of  such  limited  certificate  has  completed  one 
year  of  successful  public  school  teaching  and  shall  file  applica- 
tion for  such  renewal  with  the  county  board  of  education  prior 
to  the  date  of  expiration  of  such  limited  certificate. 
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Adopt  apparatus,  library  and  supplementary  books. 

1771  5.  To  adopt  a  list  of  books  and  apparatus  for  district  school 

libraries  and  books  for  supplementary  use  in  elementary  schools 
in  their  respective  counties  and  cities  and  counties,  as  required 
by  section  one  thousand  seven  himdred  twelve  of  the  Political 
Code;  provided,  that  no  pupil  shall  be  required  to  purchase 
said  supplementary  books,  and  pupils  must  be  expressly  notified 
by  teachers  that  it  is  not  required  or  desirable  that  such  books 
for  supplementary  use  be  purchased  by  pupils  or  parents. 
When  supplementary  books  are  purchased,  they  must  be  paid 
for  by  the  school  district.  Except  in  cities  having  a  city  board 
of  education,  to  prescribe  and  enforce  in  the  public  schools  a 
course  of  study  and  the  use  of  a  uniform  series  of  textbooks. 

May  revoke  certificates. 

6.  To  revoke  or  suspend,  for  immoral  or  unprofessional  con- 
duct, evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  or  persistent  defiance  of, 
and  refusal  to  obey  the  laws  regulating  the  duties  of  teachers, 
the  certificates  granted  by  them.  But  no  certificate  shall  be 
revoked  or  suspended  until  after  a  hearing  before  the  county 
board  of  education,  and  then  only  upon  the  aflBrmative  vote  of 
at  least  four  members  of  the  board.  All  charges  of  immoral  or 
unprofessional  conduct,  of  evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  or 
persistent  defiance  of,  and  refusal  to  obey  the  laws  regulating 
the  duties  of  teachers,  shall  be  presented  to  the  board  in  writing 
and  shall  be  verified  under  oath.  Notice  of  the  time  of  hearing 
and  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  charges  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  accused  at  least  ten  days  before  the  hearing.  The  accused 
shall  be  given  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  The  hearing  shall  be  gov- 
erned by,  and  conducted  under,  the  rules  of  the  board. 

Keep  records. 

7.  To  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Graduate  pupils  from  grammar  schools. 

8.  To  provide  for  the  conferring  of  diplomas  of  graduation, 
by  examination  by  the  county  board  of  education,  and  to  issue 
such  diplomas  of  graduation  from  the  elementary  schools  of 
the  county  except  city  schools  governed  by  city  boards  of 
education  ;*  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
as  prohibiting  the  county  board  of  education  from  issuing 
diplomas  of  graduation  without  examination  to  the  pupils  in 
any  school  which  has  been  accredited  by  the  said  county  board 
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of  education.  Such  diplomas  shall  be  conferred  only  upon  1771 
such  pupils  as  have  completed  the  course  of  study  prescribed 
by  the  board.  All  diplomas  granted  by  the  county  board  of 
education  shall  be  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary  of  the  board. 

NOTX. — Board    may    send    out    examination    questions,    or    may    accept 
reoommendation   of  principal. 

Um  seal. 

9.  To  adopt  and  use  in  authentication  of  their  acts,  an  official 
seal,  and  to  have  such  printing  done  as  may  be  necessary. 

Prescribe  course  of  study  for  county  schools. 

10.  To  prescribe  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  prescribe,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  the  course  of  study 
in  and  for  each  grade  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  county 
for  the  ensuing  school  year ;  provided,  that  such  course  of  study 
shall  not  apply  to  elementary  schools  in  cities  governed  by  city 
boards  of  education.  Whenever  necessary  the  board  may  amend 
and  change  the  course  of  study,  subject  to  section  one  thousand 
six  hundred  sixty-five  of  this  code. 

Certificates  on  examination. 

§  1772.    County  boards  of  education  may,  on  examination,  1772 
grant  elementary  school  certificates  to  candidates  who  comply 
with  the  following  requirements : 

Requirements  for  certificates  on  examination. 

(o)  Candidates  shall  present  satisfactory  written  or  docu- 
mentary evidence  that  they  have  completed  a  four-year  high 
school  course  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  or  give  evidence  of 
four  years  of  successful  experience  in  teaching.  In  determin- 
ing such  equivalent,  the  board  may  take  cognizance  of  any  ade- 
quate evidence  of  preparation  a  candidate  may  present.

(b)  Candidates  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
given  by  such  county  board  of  education,  in  the  following 
studies:  Reading,  English  grammar  and  composition,  English 
and  American  literature,  spelling  and  defining,  penmanship, 
drawing,  vocal  music,  bookkeeping,  arithmetic,  algebra  to 
quadratics,  plane  geometry,  geography  (physical,  political  and 
industrial),  physiology  and  hygiene,  history  of  the  United 
States,  civics,  history  (ancient,  medieval  and  modern),  school 
law,  methods  of  teaching  and  one  of  the  following :  Elementary 
physics,  elementary  chemistry,  biology. 
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Ezaminatioxui  to  be  in  writing— Oral  test 

1778  §  1773.    All  examinations  shall  be  in  writing  in  answer  to 

questions  formulated  by  the  board  of  education.  The  said 
board*  shall  also  examine  all  applicants,  orally,  touching  the 
questions  asked  and  such  other  matters  in  connection  there- 
with as  shall  have  a  tendency  to  demonstrate  the  fitness  of  the 
applicant  to  assume  the  duties  of  a  teacher.  The  said  board 
shall  ask  questions  of  practical  utility,  with  a  view  of  ascer- 
taining the  knowledge  and  ability  of  the  applicant.  All  exam- 
inations shall  be  public. 

Applicant's  standing  to  be  indorsed. 

1774  §  1774.    The  standing  of  each  applicant  in  each  study,  and

Certificates  on  credentials. 

1776  §  1775.    1.  County    boards    of    education    may,    without

(a)  High  school  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders  of  high 
school  credentials  approved  by  the  state  board  of  education 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  code;  (2)  to  the 
holders  of  special  credentials  issued  by  said  state  board  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  code;  (3)  to  holders  of 
high  school  certificates  issued  by  any  county  or  city  and  county 
board  of  education  in  this  state. 

Elementary. 

(6)  Elementary  school  certificates:  To  holders  of  the  follow- 
ing credentials:  (1)  Life  diplomas  or  certificates  of  any  state; 
provided,  the  state  board  of  education  in  this  state  shall  have 
decided  that  said  diplomas  or  certificates  represent  experience 
and  scholarship  equivalent  to  the  requirements  for  the  ele- 
mentary life  diploma  in  California;  (2)  California  state  nor- 
mal school  diplomas,  San  Francisco  city  normal  school  diplomas 
heretofore  granted,  and  other  normal  school  diplomas;  pro- 
vided, that  the  state  board  of  education  of  this  state  shall  have 
recommended  the  normal  school  issuing  said  diploma  as  being 
of  equal  rank  with  the  state  normal  schools  of  California;  (3) 
elementary  school  teachers'  certificates  of  any  county,  or  city 
and  county  of  California ;  provided,  that  the  holder  thereof  has

had  eight  months  of  successful  teaching  experience ;  (4)  diplo-  177B 
mas  of  graduation  with  the  bachelor's  degree  based  upon  a 
four-year  course,  granted  by  the  University  of  California  or 
any  other  university  accredited  by  the  state  board  of  education 
for  high  school  certification ;  provided,  that  the  holder  thereof 
has  successfully  completed  ten  months  of  experience  in  teach- 
ing, or  twelve  units  of  pedagogy  according  to  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  state  board  of  education;  (5)  temporary  two- 
year  certificates  heretofore  granted  by  county,  or  city  and 
county  superintendents  of  schools  in  accordance  with  law. 

Kindergarten. 

(c)  Kindergarten-primary  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders 
of  kindergarten-primary  certificates  of  any  county,  or  city  and 
county  of  California;  (2)  to  the  holders  of  diplomas  of  gradu- 
ation from  the  kindergarten  department  of  any  state  normal 
school  in  the  state;  (3)  to  the  holders  of  credentials  showing 
that  the  applicant  has  had  professional  kindergarten  training 
in  an  institution  approved  by  the  state  board  of  education,  and 
also  a  general  education  equivalent  to  the  requirements  for 
graduation  from  the  kindergarten  department  of  a  California 
state  normal  school. 

apeclal. 

(d)  Special  certificates:  (1)  To  the  holders  of  credentials 
approved  by  the  state  board  of  education,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  code;  (2)  to  the  holders  of  special  cre- 
dentials issued  by  the  state  board  of  education,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  code. 

Elementary  on  primary. 

2.  Elementary  school  certificates  may  be  granted  to  the 
holders  of  primary  grade  certificates  who  shall  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  in  such  branches  as  do  not  appear  on  their  certifi- 
cates, or  in  the  record  of  the  examination  upon  which  the 
original  certificate  was  granted. 

Continuance  of  validity  of  certlflcatee. 

3.  All  certificates  and  diplomas  now  valid  in  California 
shall  continue  in  force  and  eflfect  for  the  full  term  for  which 
they  were  granted.  County  boards  of  education  may  renew 
any  certificate  issued  by  them  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this 
law,  and  now  in  force,  and  may  renew  certificates  granted  by 
authority  of  law.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  renewed  cer- 
tificates shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  six  years. 
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Permanont  certificate  on  experience. 

1776  4.  When  the  holder  of  any  certificate  or  state  diploma  shall 

have  taught  successfully  in  the  same  county,  or  city  and  county, 
for  five  years,  the  board  of  education  of  such  county,  or  city 
and  county,  may  grant  a  permanent  certificate  of  the  kind  and 
grade  which  said  applicant  holds,  valid  in  the  county,  or  city 
and  county,  in  which  issued,  during  the  life  of  the  holder,  or 
until  revoked  for  any  of  the  causes  designated  in  subdivision  six 
of  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  seventy-one  of  this  code; 
provided,  that  such  permanent  certificate  shall  in  no  case  be  of 
a  higher  grade  than  the  grade  of  the  certificate  or  state  diploma 
on  which  the  teaching  has  been  done ;  and  for  a  permanent  high 
school  certificate  twenty  months  of  said  teaching  shall  have 
consisted  of  regular  high  school  work ;  and  provided,  further, 
that  a  certificate  when  renewed  the  second  time,  or  any  time 
thereafter,  shall  become,  by  such  renewal,  a  permanent  certifi- 
cate, if  the  holder  of  said  certificate  shall  have  complied  with  all 
the  conditions  of  this  subdivision. 

Teacher  must  hold  certificate  equal  to  work  done — Certain   kindergarten 
teachers  may  teach  first  year  of  elementary  schools. 

5.  No  teacher  shall  be  employed  to  teach  in  any  way  in  any 
school  if  the  certificate  held  by  the  teacher  is  of  a  grade  below 
that  of  the  school  or  class  to  be  taught,  nor  shall  a  teacher 
holding  a  special  certificate  be  employed  to  teach  any  subject 
not  authorized  in  such  certificate ;  provided,  that  the  holders  of 
existing  primary  certificates,  or  of  the  same  when  hereafter 
renewed  or  made  permanent  shall  be  eligible  to  teach  in  any  of 
the  grades  of  the  day  or  evening  elementary  schools  below  the 
sixth  year,  and  not  including  the  kindergarten  grades ;  and  in 
any  day  or  evening  elementary  school  of  the  county,  or  city 
and  county,  which  the  county  or  city  and  county  superintend- 
ent shall  designate  as  a  primary  school ;  and  provided,  further, 
that  the  holder  of  any  valid  special  certificate  for  kindergarten 
work,  or  of  any  kindergarten-primary  certificate,  who  has  had 
at  least  one  year  of  training  in  a  state  normal  school  in  Cali- 
fornia, or  other  normal  school  accredited  by  the  state  board  of 
education,  or  one  year  of  teaching  in  an  elementary  school  shall 
be  entitled  to  teach  in  the  first  grade  of  the  elementary  school. 

Librarian  in  high  schools  must  hold  librarian's  certificate. 

6.  No  librarian  shall  be  employed  for  more  than  two  hours 
a  day  in  any  high  school,  unless  such  librarian  holds  a  high 
school  certificate  or  a  special  teachers'  certificate  in  library 
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eraf t  technique  and  use,  of  secondary  grade,  granted  in  accord-  1776 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  this  code.    Such  librarians  shall 
rank  as  teachers,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  burdens  and 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  public  school  teachers  retirement 
salary  fund  law  on  the  same  basis  as  other  teachers. 

Members  of  county  boards  of  education  must  not  prepare 
applicants. 

§  1776.  Any  member  of  a  county  board  of  education  or  of  1776 
a  city  board  of  examination  who  shall,  except  in  the  regular 
course  of  study  in  the  public  schools,  teach  any  classes  where 
pupils  are  given  special  instruction  to  prepare  them  for  passing 
examinations  to  obtain  teachers'  certificates,  or  who  shall  give 
special  instruction  to  any  person  preparing  for  examination  to 
obtain  a  teacher's  certificate,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  his  office  shall  be 
declared  vacant.  No  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  applicant 
who  has  received  special  instruction,  when  preparing  for 
examination,  from  any  member  of  a  county  board  of  education 
or  of  a  city  board  of  examination. 

Permanent  certificates. 

§  1778.  County,  or  city  and  county,  boards  of  education  1778 
shall  have  the  power  to  issue  permanent  certificates,  valid 
within  the  county  or  city  and  county  in  which  issued,  during 
the  life  of  the  holder,  or  until  revoked  for  any  of  the  causes 
shown  in  subdivision  four  [three]  of  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  ninety-one  of  this  code.  Said  permanent  certificates  shall 
be  issued  on  the  following  credentials  and  conditions : 

1.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  certificate  shall  have  taught 
successfully  in  the  same  county  or  city  and  county  for  five  years 
the  board  of  education  of  said  county  or  city  and  county  may, 
in  addition  to  or  in  place  of  the  renewal  of  such  certificate, 
grant  a  permanent  certificate  of  the  kind  and  grade  of  the  class 
in  which  said  applicant  has  been  teaching;  provided,  that  in 
the  issuance  of  a  permanent  high  school  certificate  at  least 
twenty  months  successful  high  school  experience,  taught  upon 
a  high  school  certificate,  shall  be  included  in  the  five  years 
experience  required. 

2.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  certificate  shall  have  success- 
fully completed  five  years  of  successful  experience  in  any 
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1778  county  or  city  and  county,  the  board  of  education  of  said 
county  or  city  and  county  may,  upon  application  and  under  the 
other  conditions  named  in  this  section,  grant  to  said  applicant 
a  permanent  certificate. 

3.  Whenever  the  holder  of  any  life  or  educational  diploma 
shall  have  complied  with  the  conditions  as  enumerated  in  sub- 
division one  of  this  section,  the  said  board  of  education  shall, 
without  fee,  issue  upon  application  a  permanent  certificate  of 
the  grade  of  said  life  or  educational  diploma. 

4.  No  permanent  certificate  shall  be  of  a  higher  grade  or,  if 
special,  of  a  different  kind  from  the  certificate  upon  which 
granted. 

5.  Upon  the  presentation  of  any  certificate  except  the  pri- 
mary grade  for  renewal  for  the  second  time,  or  for  any  time 
thereafter,  the  board  of  education,  in  renewing  said  certificate, 
shall,  by  such  renewal,  cause  such  certificate  to  become  perma- 
nent ;  provided,  the  applicant  for  said  renewal  shall  have  com- 
plied with  the  other  conditions  of  this  section. 

(6)  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent 
to  attach  to  said  certificate  a  document  giving  it  the  full  force 
and  effect  of  a  permanent  certificate  within  said  county  or  dty 
and  county. 

6.  Each  applicant  for  a  permanent  certificate  must  present 
to  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  the  experience  upon  which  said  permanent 
certificate  may  be  issued. 

7.  All  permanent  certificates  shall  be  upon  blank  forms  pre- 
pared by  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 

May  establish  post-graduate  course. 

1779  §  1779.    The    county    board    of    education    must,    when 

requested  so  to  do  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  common 
school  district,  not  included  in  any  city,  district,  union  or  joint 
union  high  school  district,  and  when  such  request  has  been 
approved  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  prescribe  for 
such  common  school  district,  a  post-graduate  course  of  study 
requiring  one  or  two  years  for  the  completion  thereof  as  may  be 
desired  by  such  board  of  trustees.  Such  post-graduate  oouise 
of  study  shall  be  open  to  students  who  have  graduated  from 
the  elementary  school,  or  who  may  be  admitted  upon  examina- 
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lion  by  the  principal  of  the  school  offering  the  post-graduate  1770 
course ;  provided,  that  a  common  school  district  located  within 
a  union,  or  joint  union  or  county  high  school  district  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  principal  of  the  high  school  of  the 
district  involved,  establish  and  maintain  a  post-graduate  course 
of  study  in  the  manner  provided  above;  and  provided,  further, 
that  no  student  who  has  not  graduated  from  the  elementary 
schools  shall  be  admitted,  except  upon  approval  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Of  what  studios  course  consists. 

Said  post-graduate  course  shall  consist  of  business  English, 
conmiercial  arithmetic,  commercial  and  physical  geography, 
bookkeeping  and  United  States  history  and  civics.  The  county 
board  of  education  may  also  provide  work  in  elementary  agri- 
culture, manual  arts,  stenography  and  typewriting.  The 
county  board  of  education  may  adopt,  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  four  years,  such  textbooks  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  said  post-graduate  course ;  provided,  that  the  state  series  of 
textbooks  shall  be  used  wherever  adapted  to  the  teaching  of 
any  subject;  a7id  provided,  further,  that  all  textbooks,  except 
books  of  the  state  series,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  school  dis- 
trict out  of  the  library,  county  or  special  fund  and  furnished 
free  to  the  pupils. 

NoTB. — High  school  subjects  may  not  be  taught. 
Attendance  part  of  grammar  school. 

The  average  daily  attendance  of  students  enrolled  in  such 
post-graduate  course  must  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  the  elementary  schools  and  used  by  the 
county  superintendent  in  making  the  estimate  of  the  number 
of  teachefrs  to  which  a  school  district  is  entitled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-two 
and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  Political 
Code,  and  shall  be  used  in  making  apportionments  of  state  and 
county  school  moneys  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  attendance 
under  said  sections. 

student  may  receive  diploma. 

Whenever  a  student  has  successfully  completed  a  post- 
graduate elementary  school  course  embracing  two  years  the 
county  board  of  education  shall  issue  to  such  student  a  post- 
graduate elementary  school  diploma.    County  boards  of  educa- 
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1779  tion  may  determine  whether  such  student  is  entitled  to  the  poet- 
graduate  elementary  school  diploma,  by  written  examination  or 
otherwise. 

Whenever  a  student,  enrolled  in  a  post-graduate  elementary 
school  course,  shall  cease  to  attend  school,  the  principal  of  audi 
school  shall,  upon  request,  give  to  such  pupil  a  written  state- 
ment showing  the  subjects  studied,  the  time  devoted  to  each 
subject  and  the  standing  attained  in  each  subject. 

TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES  CONTINUED  IN  FORCE. 

An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  continue  in  force  school 
teachers'  certificates,  state  educational  diplomas,  and  life  diplo- 
mas," approved  February  5,  1880. 

[Approved  March  11,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 
Act  assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  All  teachers'  life  diplomas,  university  docu- 
ments, normal  documents,  city,  city  and  county,  and  county 
certificates  of  all  grades  granted  previous  to  the  first  day  of 
February,  A.  D.  1909,  shall  be  continued  in  full  force  and 
effect  for  the  full  time  for  which  they  were  granted,  and  shall 
be  deemed  valid  for  all  purposes  and  to  the  full  extent  of  time 
that  the  same  were  and  were  intended  respectively  to  be,  under 
the  laws  in  force  at  the  time  they  were  issued. 

Seo.  2  Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
after  the  date  of  its  approval.

CITY  BOARDS  OF  EXAMINATION. 

1787  §  1787.  In  every  city  of  the  first,  second,  or  thjrd  class, 
having  a  board  of  education,  and  in  every  city  and  comity, 
there  may  be  a  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination. 

How  composed. 

1788  §  1788.  Each  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examina- 
tion shall  consist  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  superintendent 
of  schools,  and  four  other  members,  residents  of  such  city,  or 
city  and  county,  all  of  whom  shall  be  experienced  teachers, 
elected  by  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education, 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  and  holding  office  for  four 
years. 
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Chairman. 

§  1789.    The  city,  or  city  and  county,  superintendent  of  1789 
schools  is  chairman  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of 
examination. 

Meetings. 

§  1790.  The  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examination  l**® 
must  meet  and  hold  examinations  for  the  granting  of  teachers' 
certificates  annually,  at  such  times  as  they  may  determine. 
They  may  also  hold  monthly  meetings  for  the  transaction  of 
such  other  business  as  may  come  before  them.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  superin-  ' 
tendent  when  in  his  judgment  the  same  are  necessary ;  and  on 
recommendation,  in  writing,  of  any  three  members  of  the 
board,  the  city,  or  city  and  county  superintendent  shall  call  a 
special  meeting.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special 
meeting  except  such  as  is  indicated  in  the  call  therefor;  and 
of  all  such  meetings,  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  member 
of  the  board.  The  place  of  meeting  shall  be  designated  by  the 
chairman.  The  meetings  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board 
of  examination  shall  be  public,  and  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county, 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Powers  and  duties. 

§  1791.    Each  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  examina- 1791 
tion  has  power: 

First — To  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  state,  for  its  own  government  and  for  the 
examination  of  teachers. 

Secondr-^To  examine  applicants,  and  to  prescribe  a  standard 
of  proficiency  which  may  entitle  the  persons  examined  to 
receive  elementary  school  certificates ;  provided,  that  candidates 
for  such  certificates  shall  comply  with  all  the  requirements 
for  such  certificate  set  forth  in  section  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-two  of  this  code.  The  board  of  examina- 
tion shall  report  the  result  of  the  examination  to  the  city, 
or  city  and  county,  board  of  education;  and  said  board  of 
education  shall  thereupon  issue  to  the  successful  candidates 
the  certificates  to  which  they  shall  be  entitled. 

Such  elementary  school  certificates  shall  authorize  the 
holders  thereof  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  of  such  city, 
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1791  or  city  and  county,  under  the  same  conditions  and  limitations 
as  prescribed  in  section  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-one  of  this  code,  for  the  holders  of  elementary  school 
certificates  granted  by  county  boards  of  education. 

Third — For  immoral  and  unprofessional  conduct,  profanity, 
intemperance,  or  evident  unfitness  for  teaching,  to  recommend 
to  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  board  of  education,  the  revoca- 
tion of  any  certificate  previously  granted  by  said  board  of 
education  in  such  city,  or  city  and  county. 

Recommend  the  granting  and  renewal  of  certificates. 

*1792  §  1792.     The  city,  or  city  and  county,  boards  of  examina- 

tion may  also  recommend  the  granting  of  city,  or  city  and 
county,  certificates,  and  the  renewal  thereof,  in  the  manner 
provided  for  the  granting  and  renewal  of  county  certificates 
by  county  boards  of  education  in  section  seventeen  hundred 
and  seventy-five  of  this  code. 

Holders  of  certificates  eligible  to  teach. 

1793  §  1793.     (1)  The  holders  of  city,  or  city  and  county,  cer- 

tificates are  eligible  to  teach  in  cities,  or  cities  and  counties, 
in  which  such  certificates  were  granted,  in  schools  or  classes 
of  grades  corresponding  to  the  grades  of  such  certificates,  and 
when  elected  shall  be  dismissed  only  for  insubordination  or 
other  causes,  as  mentioned  in  section  seventeen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  of  this  code,  duly  ascertained  and  approved  by  the 
boards  of  education  of  such  cities,  or  cities  and  counties. 

city  superintendent,  term  of. 

(2)  City  superintendents  of  public  schools,  elected  by  city 
boards  of  education,  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years, 
and  said  city  boards  of  education  shall  have  full  power  to  fix 
the  salary  of  all  employees. 

Holders  of  special  certificates  eligible  to  teach. 

(3)  The  holders  of  special  city,  or  city  and  county,  certiti- 
cates  are  eligible  to  teach  the  special  branches  mentioned  in 
their  certificates,  in  the  grades  of  all  the  schools  in  the  city,  or 
city  and  county,  in  which  such  certificates  were  granted,  cor- 
responding to  the  grade  of  said  special  certificates,  and  when 
elected,  or  assigned,  shall  be  dismissed  or  removed  only  for 
insubordination  or  other  causes,  as  mentioned  in  section  seven- 
teen hundred  and  ninety-one  of  this  code,  duly  ascertained 
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and  approved  by  the  boards  of  education  of  such  cities,  or  17S3 
cities  and  counties. 

Compensation  of  members. 

§  1794.    The  members  of  the  city  board  of  examination  1794 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  them  by  the 
city  board  of  education,  payable  out  of  the  city  school  fund.

COUNTY  SCHOOL  TAX. 

Estimated  by  county  superintendent. 

§  1817.  The  county  superintendent  of  every  county,  and  1817 
of  every  city  and  county,  must,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
such  county,  or  city  and  county,  is  required  by  law  to  levy 
the  amount  of  taxes  required  for  county,  or  city  and  county 
purposes,  to  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to  the 
auditor,  respectively,  an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  minimum 
amount  of  county  or  city  and  county  school  fund  needed  for 
the  next  ensuipg  school  year.  This  amount  he  must  compute 
as  follows : 

Must  estimate  number  of  teachers. 

First — The  county  superintendent  of  every  county  and  of 
every  city  and  county  must  ascertain  in  the  manner  provided 
for  in  subdivisions  one  and  two  of  section  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  of  the  Political  Code,  the  total  number  of 
teachers  for  the  county,  or  the  city  and  county. 

Minimum  amount  must  be  Ave  hundred  and  fifty  dollars*  or  thirteen  dollars 
per  pupil. 

Second — The  county  superintendent  of  every  county  and  of 
every  city  and  county  must  calculate  the  amount  required  to 
be  raised  at  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  teacher.  From 
this  amount  he  must  deduct  the  total  amount  received  from 
state  apportionments  for  the  next  preceding  school  year  and 
the  remainder  shall  be  the  minimum  amount  of  county,  or  city 
and  county  school  fund  needed  for  the  ensuing  school  year; 
provided,  that  if  this  amount  is  less  than  sufiicient  to  raise  a 
sum  equal  to  thirteen  dollars  for  each  pupil  in  average  daily

amount  shall  be  such  a  sum  as  will  be  equal  to  thirteen  dollars 
for  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  county,  or 
city  and  county,  for  the  school  year  ending  June  thirtieth

Tax  levied  by  board  of  supervisors. 

1818  §  1818.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  every  county  or  city 
and  county  must  annually,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  of 
levying  other  county  or  city  and  county  taxes,  levy  and  cause 
to  be  collected  for  the  county  or  city  and  county  school  fund 
a  tax,  to  be  known  as  the  county  or  city  and  county  school  tax, 
the  maximum  rate  of  which  must  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in  the  county  or 
city  and  county,  nor  the  minimum  rate  be  less  than  sufficient 
to  raise  the  minimum  amount  estimated  to  be  raised  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  any  county,  or  of  any  city  and 
county,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  Political  Code. 

Minimum  tax  rate,  how  determined. 

The  supervisors  must  determine  the  minimum  rate  of  the 
county  or  city  and  county  school  tax  as  follows : 

They  must  deduct  fifteen  per  cent  from  the  equalized  value 
of  the  last  general  assessment  roll  and  the  amount  required 
to  be  raised  divided  by  the  remainder  of  the  assessment  roll, 
is  the  rate  to  be  levied ;  but  if  any  fraction  of  a  cent  occur,  it 
must  be  taken  as  a  full  cent  on  each  one  hundred  dollars. 

special  fund  for  payment  of  teachers'  talarlea. 

(a)  In  every  county,  or  city  and  county,  constituting  but 
one  school  district,  a  portion  of  the  school  funds  for  any  fiscal 
year  subsequent  to  the  present  fiscal  year  equal  in  amount  to 
the  sum  total  of  teachers'  salaries  for  the  next  preceding  fiscal 
year  payable  out  of  the  school  fund  in  question,  shall  constitute 
a  special  fund,  to  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  to  be  known  as  the 
teachers '  salary  fund ;  provided,  that  no  portion  of  any  school 
fund  consisting  of  moneys  which  are  applicable  exclusively  to 
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some  special  purpose  defined  by  statute  other  than  the  pay- 1818 
ment  of  teachers'  salaries  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  such  school 
fund  for  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Out  of  the  teachers'  salary 
fund  shall  be  paid  the  salaries  of  all  teachers  holding  in  the 
fiscal  year  positions  which  existed  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
No  other  demands  whatsoever  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  fund. 
If,  by  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  salaries,  or  for  any  other 
cause,  such  fund  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  all  of  the  salaries 
which  constitute  demands  against  it  such  fund  shall  be  divided 
pro  rata  among  such  demands,  and  the  portion  of  such  demands 
unpaid  shall  be  payable  out  of  any  available  money  in  the 
school  fund  of  which  said  teachers'  salary  fimd  constitutes  a 
part.  If  teachers'  positions  other  than  or  in  addition  to  those 
which  existed  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  are  created,  the 
salaries  of  teachers  holding  such  different  or  additional  posi- 
tions shall  not  be  paid  out  of  the  teachers'  salary  fund,  but  out 
of  any  other  available  moneys ;  but  the  amount  of  such  salaries 
shall  be  included  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  teachers' 
salary  fund  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year.  If  there  remain  in 
any  fiscal  year  any  money  in  any  teachers'  salary  fund  after 
the  payment  of  all  legal  demands  for  such  year  against  such 
fund,  such  money  so  remaining  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
general  school  fund  of  which  said  teachers'  salary  fund  is  a 
part,  and  shall  become  available  for  the  payment  of  any  unpaid 
lawful  demands  against  such  general  fund.

city  and  county,  shall  be  allowed,  audited,  or  paid  until  said 
copies  shall  have  been  filed,  as  aforesaid.  The  allowance,  audit, 
or  payment  of  any  demand  out  of  a  teachers'  salary  fund  in 
violation  of  this  act,  may  be  enjoined  by  the  suit  of  any  teacher 
whose  salary  is  payable  from  said  fund.  The  members  of  the 
governing  body  of  any  such  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
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1818  state,  who  shall  pass  a  demand  against  said  teachers'  salary 
fund  in  yiolation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  ofScer 
whose  duty  it  is  to  audit  demands  against  such  fund  and  who 
shall  audit  a  demand  against  such  teachers'  salary  fund  in 
yiolation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  officer  whose 
duty  it  is  to  pay  demands  against  such  funds,  and  who  shall 
pay  a  demand  against  said  teachers'  salary  fund  in  violation 
of  this  act,  shall  each  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  therefor 
to  any  teacher  whose  salary  is  payable  from  said  fund  who 
shall  have  been  damaged  by  the  allowance,  audit,  and  payment 
of  such  demand.

1819  §  1819.  If  the  supervisors  fail  to  levy  the  tax  as  herein 
provided,  then  the  auditor  must,  and  add  it  to  the  assessment 
roll.

1820  §  1820.  All  moneys  derived  from  this  tax  in  each  county, 
or  city  and  county,  must  be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof  to 
the  credit  of  the  school  fund.

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Advertising. 

§  1831.    Such  eleetion  must  be  called  by  posting  notices  in  1881 
three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district  for  twenty  days ; 
and  also,  if  there  is  a  newspaper  in  the  county,  by  advertise- 
ment therein  once  a  week  for  three  weeks. 

NoTB. — ^Four  issues  of  a  weekly  paper. 

Notices  must  specify. 

§  1832.    Such  notices  must  specify  the  time  and  place  of  1832 
holding  the  election,  the  amount  of  money  proposed  to  be 
raised,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended  to  be  used. 

Conducting  election. 

§  1833.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  to  1833 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and

Beport  to  trustees. 

§  1836.    If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  1836 
of  the  tax  levy  are  **Tax — Yes''  the  officers  of  the  election  must 
certify  the  fact  to  the  board  of  school  trustees. 

School  trustees'  report. 

§  1836.     The  board  of  school  trustees,  upon  receipt  of  a  1836 
certificate  of  such  fact,  must  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
supervisors,  stating  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised. 

Supervisors  must  levy  tax. 

§  1837.    The  board  of  supervisors  must,  at  the  time  of  1837 
levying  the  county  taxes,  levy  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property 
in  the  district  voting  such  tax,  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount 
voted.    The  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting 
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18S7  fifteen  per  cent  for  anticipated  delinquencies  from  the  aggre^ 
gate  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the  district,  as  it  appears 
on  the  assessment  roll  of  the  county,  and  then  dividing  the  sum 
voted  by  the  remainder  of  such  aggregate  assessed  value.  The 
taxes  so  levied  shall  be  computed  and  entered  on  the  assessment 
roll  by  the  county  auditor,  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  county  taxes ;  and  when  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
district  in  which  the  tax  was  voted;  provided,  that  whenever 
any  election  has  been  held  within  one  year  immediately  preced- 
ing the  passage  of  this  act,  or  may  hereafter  be  held,  in  a 
school  district,  and  a  tax  voted  in  the  manner  provided  by 
sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred  thirty  to  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  thirty-seven,  inclusive,  of  this  code,  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  whose  duty  it  was,  or  shall  be,  to  levy 
said  tax,  as  in  this  section  provided,  has  failed  or  neglected, 
or  hereafter  shall  fail  or  neglect,  to  levy  said  tax  so  voted, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  in  and  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  said 
tax  ought  to  have  been  levied,  then  said  board  of  supervisors 
must  levy  said  tax  so  voted,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  has  not 
been  previously  levied,  in  the  fiscal  year  next  succeeding  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  said  tax  ought  to  have  been  levied. 


Special  tax  for  building— Estimated  by  trostees. 

1838  §1838.    The   board  of  school  trustees  or  the  board  of 

education  of  any  school  district  or  of  any  city,  or  city  and 
county,  may,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  first  day  of  the 
month  in  which  the  board  of  supervisors  is  required  by  law  to 
levy  the  taxes  required  for  county  purposes,  submit  to  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  an  estimate  of  any  amount  of 
money  in  excess  of  the  amounts  on  hand  and  available  for  build- 
ing purposes,  which  will  be  required  for  purchasing  school  lots, 
for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more  school  buildings  or 
making  alterations  or  additions  to  any  school  building  or  build- 
ings, for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuilding  any  school  building 
damaged,  injured,  or  destroyed  by  fire,  or  other  public  calamity, 
for  insuring  school  buildings,  for  supplying  school  buildings 
with  furniture  or  necessary  apparatus  or  for  improving  school 
grounds,  in  their  several  districts  for  the  ensuing  school  year, 
or  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  said  purposes 
or  any  of  them  during  the  preceding  school  year. 
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Superintendent  to  approve — Supervisors  levy. 

The  county  superintendent  of  schools  shall  thereupon  exam- 1838 
ine  said  estimates,  and  submit  copies  of  the  same  with  his 
approval  or  disapproval  endorsed  thereon,  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  and  to  the  county  auditor  at  the  time  he  submits 
to  them  his  estimate  for  the  county  school  tax  for  the  ensuing 
school  year.  If  the  county  superintendent  of  schooLs  approve 
such  estimate,  the  said  board  of  supervisors  may,  at  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  of  levying  other  taxes,  levy  and  cause  to 
be  collected  in  the  several  school  districts  for  which  estimates 
have  been  submitted  and  approved  as  herein  provided,  the 
excess  amounts  so  submitted  and  approved.  The  funds  so 
levied  and  collected  shall  be  known  as  the  building  fund  of 
school  district  (as  the  case  may  be),  and  shall  be  avail- 
able for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  hereinbefore  enumerated, 
and  the  moneys  drawn  from  such  fund  shall  be  paid  out  in  the 
same  manner  as  are  moneys  from  the  building  funds  of  school 
districts;  provided,  that  the  maximum  rate  of  taxation  which 
may  be  levied  under  this  section  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars;  provided,  this  section  shall  not 
be  so  construed  as  to  repeal  sections  one  thousand  eight  hun- . 
dred  thirty  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  thirty-seven, 
inclusive,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  forty  of  the 
Political  Code,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof  and  any  tax 
levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  in  addition 
to  any  tax  for  maintenance  levied  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion one  thousand  eight  hundred  forty  of  the  Political  Code. 

NOTB. — ^Thls  section  provides  a  tax  for  building  or  buylns  sites  to  be 
estimated  by  scliool  boards  and  levied  by  supervisors. 

Maximum  rate  of  tax. 

§  1839.    The  maximum  rate  of  tax  levied  by  a  district  tax  1839 
in  any  one  year  for  building  purposes  must  not  exceed  seventy 
cents  on  each  hundred  dollars,  and  the  maximum  rate  levied 
for  other  school  purposes  must  not  exceed  thirty  cents  on  each 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Boards  of  trustees  may  ask  for  tax  for  additional  school 
facilities. 

§  1840.    The  board  of  school  trustees  or  board  of  educa- 1840 
tion  of  any  school  district  or  of  any  city  may,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  board  of 
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1840  supervisors  is  required  by  law  to  levy  the  taxes  required  for 
county  purposes,  submit  to  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  an  estimate  of  any  amount  of  money  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  derived  from  the  state  and  county  funds  which  will 
be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  any  school  or  schools  in 
their  several  districts  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  The  county 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  thereupon  examine  said  esti- 
mates and  submit  copies  of  the  same  with  his  approval  or  dis- 
approval endorsed  thereon  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  to 
the  county  auditor  at  the  time  he  submits  to  them  his  estimate 
for  the  county  school  tax  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  If  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  approve  such  estimate  the 
said  board  of  supervisors  may  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
of  levying  other  taxes  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  in  the 
several  school  districts  for  which  estimates  have  been  sub- 
mitted and  approved  as  herein  provided,  the  excess  amounts 
so  estimated  and  approved.  The  funds  so  levied  and  collected 
shall  be  known  ajs  the  special  school  fund  of school  dis- 
trict (as  the  case  may  be)  and  shall  be  available  for  any  and 
all  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  school  funds  derived  from  the 
state  and  county  may  be  used  and  the  moneys  drawn  from  it 
shall  be  paid  out  in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  countj 
school  funds  are  paid;  provided,  this  section  shall  not  be  so 
construed  as  to  repeal  sections  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty  to  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine, 
inclusive,  of  this  code. 

NOTB. — ^Tbls  section  provides  for  tax  for  maintenance,  paying  teachers, 
repairs,  and  supplies,  but  not  for  bulldin^rs.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  RELATIVE  TO  SCHOOL  FUNDS 

AND  TAXES. 

No  fees  allowed. 

1867  §  1867.    No  assessor,  tax  collector,  city,  city  and  county, 

or  county  treasurer  must  charge  or  receive  any  fees  or  com- 
pensation whatever  for  assessing,  collecting,  receiving,  keeping 
or  disbursing  any  school  moneys,  but  the  whole  moneys  col- 
lected must  be  paid  to  the  city,  city  and  county,  or  county 

DISTRICT  SPECIAL  TAX. 
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treasurer;  provided,  that  said  assessor  or  tax  collector,  for  1867 
services  rendered  in  the  collection  of  poll  taxes,  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  collections. 

County  superintendent  must  apportion  money. 

[See  note,  pa^e  289.] 

§  1868.    The  school  superintendent  of  every  county  and  1868 
city  and  county  must  apportion  all  state  and  county  school 
moneys  for  the  elementary  grades  of  his  county  or  city  and 
county  as  follows : 

Must  determine  teachers  allowed. 

First — He  must  ascertain  the  number  of  teachers  each  school 
district  is  entitled  to  by  calculating  one  teacher  for  every 
district  having  thirty-five  or  a  less  number  of  units  of  average 
daily  attendance  and  one  additional  teacher  for  each  additional 
thirty-five  units  of  average  daily  attendance,  or  fraction  of 
thirty-five  not  less  than  ten  units  of  average  daily  attendance 
as  shown  by  the  annual  school  report  of  the  school  district  for 
the  next  preceding  school  year;  and  two  additional  teachers 
shall  be  allowed  to  each  district  for  every  seven  hundred  units 
of  average  daily  attendance;  and  in  districts  wherein  sep- 
arate classes  are  established  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf,  as 
provided  in  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  eighteen  of  this 
code,  an  additional  teacher  for  each  nine  deaf  children,  or  frac- 
tion of  such  number,  not  less  than  five,  actually  attending  such 
classes. 

Report  total  number  of  teachers  to  superintendent  of  public  Instruction. 

Second — He  must  ascertain  the  total  number  of  teachers  for 
the  county  or  city  and  county  by  adding  together  the  number 
of  teachers  allowed  to  the  several  districts.  He  must  make  an 
annual  report  of  the  schools  of  his  county  or  city  and  county 
under  oath  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  not  later 
than  August  first  of  each  year,  and  must  report  the  number 
of  teachers  ascertained  and  allowed  to  his  county  or  city  and 
county  by  the  rule  or  provisions  of  subdivision  one  hereof. 

Five   hundred   fifty    dollars   apportioned    to   each    teacher   allowed    under 
subsection  1,  section  1858. 

Third — ^Pive  hundred  fifty  dollars  shall  be  apportioned  to 
every  school  district  for  every  teacher  so  allowed  to  it; 
provided,  that  to  districts  having  over  thirty-five  or  a  multiple 
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1858  of  thirty-five  units  of  average  daily  attendance  and  a  fraction 
of  less  than  ten  units  of  average  daily  attendance,  forty  dollars 
shall  be  apportioned  for  each  unit  of  average  daily  attendance 
in  said  fraction.

Remaining    money   after   apportioning   $650   under  subeectlon   3   muat   be 
apportioned  on  attendance. 

Fourth — ^AU  school  moneys  remaining  on  hand,  after  appor- 
tioning to  the  school  districts  the  moneys  provided  for  in 
subdivision  three  of  this  section,  must  be  apportioned  to  the 
several  districts  in  proportion  to  the  average  daily  attendance 
in  each  district  during  the  next  preceding  school  year.  In 
any  newly  organized  school  district  where  school  was  not  main- 
tained during  the  school  year  in  which  it  was  organized  the 
county  superintendent  shall  apportion  seven  hundred  dollars 
to  the  newly-organized  school  district  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining school  therein  during  the  school  year  next  succeeding 
the  school  year  in  which  it  was  organized. 

Average    attendance— Full- time    day — Part-time    school — Minimum    day- 
Method  of  keeping  attendance. 

Fifth — ^A  minimum  full  day's  attendance  on  the  regular  full- 
time  elementary  day  school  as  hereby  established  is,  for  a 
pupil  of  the  first,  second,  or  third  grade,  two  hundred  min- 
utes, and  for  a  pupil  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  or 
eighth  grade,  two  hundred  forty  minutes,  of  actual  attendance 
for  any  given  day  upon  school  sessions,  exclusive  of  intermis- 
sions. When  a  pupil  is  absent  from  the  first,  second,  or  third 
grade  of  a  regular  full-time  day  school,  for  any  day,  session,  or 
part  of  a  session,  five  per  cent  of  a  day's  absence  must  be 
recorded  for  each  full  ten-minute  period  of  absence ;  and  when 
a  pupil  is  absent  from  any  other  grade  of  said  elementary 
school  for  any  day,  session  or  part  of  a  session,  five  per  cent  of 
a  day's  absence  must  be  recorded  for  each  full  twelve-minute 
period  of  absence;  provided,  however,  that  such  record  may 
not  for  any  one  day  exceed  one  hundred  per  cent.  The  actual 
attendance  of  a  pupil  upon  a  regular  full-time  day  school  for 
any  given  length  of  time  shall  be  the  number  of  days  school 
was  actually  taught  during  such  time  less  the  sum  of  his 
absences.  The  actual  time  in  minutes  that  pupils  are  in  attend- 
ance upon  evening  schools  and  the  special  day  and  special 
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evening  classes  of  day  schools  of  elementary  and  secondary  1868 
grade  shall  be  kept.  A  full  day's  attendance  upon  such  schools 
or  classes  shall  be  four  sixty-minute  hours.  Units  of  average 
daily  attendance  in  elementary  schools  shall  be  construed  to  be 
the  quotient  arising  from  dividing  the  total  number  of  days  of 
pupils'  attendance  in  the  regular  full-time  day  and  evening 
elementary  schools  including  the  special  day  and  evening 
classes  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  district  for  the  school 
year  by  the  number  of  days  school  was  actually  taught  in  the 
regular  elementary  day  schools  of  the  district  during  said  year ; 
and  units  of  average  daily  attendance  in  secondary  schools 
shall  be  construed  to  be  the  quotient  arising  from  dividing  the 
total  number  of  days  of  pupils'  attendance  in  the  regular  full- 
time  secondary  schools,  the  evening  secondary  schools,  the 
special  day  and  evening  classes  of  secondary  schools,  and  the 
part-time  vocational  courses  of  the  district  for  the  school  year 
by  the  number  of  days  school  was  actually  taught  in  the  regular 
secondary  day  schools  of  the  district  during  said  year. 

Attendance  In  high  schools  governed  by  state  board  rules. 

Sixth — Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  code,  the  state  board 
of  education  shall  adopt  uniform  regulations  governing  the 
keeping  of  attendance  in  all  secondary  schools.  In  adopting 
regulations  governing  the  keeping  of  the  attendance  of  pupils 
upon  the  part-time  vocational  courses  provided  for  in  section 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  fifty  c  of  this  code,  the  state  board 
may,  in  its  discretion,  provide  that  the  time  spent  by  a  pupil 
in  practical  vocational  work  shall  be  counted  in  making  up  each 
six-hour  minimum  daily  unit  of  attendance. 

School  closed  by  fire  or  epidemic  makes  attendance  on  term  taught— not 
less  than  120  days. 

Seventh — ^Where  a  school  in  a  district  maintaining  more 
than  one  school  is  closed  for  a  part  of  a  term  by  order  of  a 
city  or  county  board  of  health  or  of  the  state  board  of  health, 
on  account  of  contagious  disease,  or  where  such  school  has  been 
closed  on  account  of  fire,  flood  or  other  public  disaster,  the 
average  daily  attendance  of  said  school  shall  be  estimated 
separately  and  added  to  the  average  daily  attendance  of  the 
other  schools  of  the  district.  The  units  of  average  daily 
attendance  of  said  school  shall  be  determined  by  dividing  the 
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1868  total  number  of  days  of  pupils'  attendance  upon  such  school 
including  the  special  day  and  evening  classes  and  the  part-time 
vocational  courses  by  the  number  of  full-day  sessions  actually 
maintained  in  such  school  during  the  year;  provided,  that 
where  such  number  is  less  than  one  hundred  twenty  dayB  the 
devisor  shall  be  one  hundred  twenty. 

Funds  may  be  borrowed,  when. 

Eighth — Whenever  in  any  school  year,  prior  to  the  receipt 
by  the  school  districts  of  any  county,  or  city  and  county  of  this 
state,  of  their  state,  county,  or  city  and  county,  or  special  or 
high  school  fund,  the  school  districts  of  that  county,  or  city  and 
county  shall  not  have  suflScient  money  to  their  credit  to  pay 
the  lawful  demands  against  them,  the  county  or  city  and  county 
superintendent  shall  give  the  treasurer  of  said  county  or  city 
and  county,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  school  money  that 
will  next  be  paid  into  the  county  or  city  and  county  treasury, 
stating  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  to  each  district.  Upon 
the  receipt  of  such  estimate  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer 
of  said  county,  or  city  and  county,  to  transfer  from  any  fund 
not  immediately  needed  to  pay  the  claims  against  it,  to  the 
proper  school  fund  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ninety  per  cent  of 
the  amount  estimated  by  the  superintendent,  and  he  shall 
immediately  notify  the  superintendent  of  the  amount  so  trans- 
ferred. The  funds  so  transferred  to  the  school  fund  shall  be 
retransferred  by  the  treasurer  to  the  fund  from  which  they 
were  taken,  from  the  first  money  paid  into  the  school  fund  after 
the  transfer.

SOURCES  OF  COUNTY  SCHOOL  MONEY. 

The  County  School  Fund  is  derived  from  a  direct  tax  levied  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  taxable  property  of  the  county,  and  varies 
according  to  the  wealth  of  the  county  and  the  willingness  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  support  the  schools.  (See  sections  1817,  1818,  1819  and 
1820  of  the  Political  Code,  this  book.) 

APPORTIONMENT  OF  SCHOOL  FUNDS. 

The  state  receives  its  greatest  Income  in  July  and  August  and  January 
and  February.  The  county  receives  its  income  from  taxes  paid  In 
November  and  April.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  apportions 
the  state  school  money  three  times  a  year — September,  February  and  July. 
The  county  superintendents  of  schools  should  apportion  the  county  achool 
monev  in  December  and  in  May,  immediately  after  the  pajrment  of  taxes. 

Under  subdivision  1  of  section  1868  the  county  superintendents  for  the 
school  year  closing  June  30,  1916,  reported  that  there  were  11,975  teachers 
allowed  on  attendance  and  that  there  were  340,937  pupils  in  average  daily 
attendance  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  state.  This  report  comes  in 
each  year  in  July  and  these  figures  change  as  a  result.

APPORTIONMENT  OF  STATE  AND  COUNTY  SCHOOL  MONEY  BY 
THE  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  sends  the  state  school  money 
to  the  county  treasurer  to  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  unapportloned 
state  school  fund.  The  county  superintendent  of  schools  upon  receiving 
the  1250  per  teacher  In  September  should  immediately  apportion  this  money 
at  the  same  rate  to  the  schoola 

On  the  first  Monday  of  December  the  tax  collector  of  each  county  must 
settle  with  the  auditor  and  treasurer  for  the  money  collected  up  to  this 
time.  The  auditor  then  reports  the  amount  of  county  school  money  belong- 
ing to  the  schools  of  the  county  which  is  accredited  to  the  unapportloned 
county  school  fund.  Subdivision  3  of  section  1858  requires  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  to  apportion  $550  per  teacher  allowed  on  attend- 
ance. From  this  |550  he  will  deduct  the  state  school  money  given  in 
September  (|550  less  $250  equals  $300). 

In  case  the  county  school  money  is  suflBclent  to  give  1300  on  teacher 
basis  at  this  time  his  teacher  basis  will  be  complete.  In  some  counties  this 
will  not  give  more  than  |250.  In  such  case  he  will  have  to  complete  his 
1550  out  of  the  state  school  money  received  In  February.  Then  his  account 
to  the  district  would  stand  about  as  follows : 

September  state  school  money $250  00 

December  county  school  money 250  00 

In  February  state  school  money 50  00 

Total   1550  00 

After  completing  the  apportionment  of  the  teacher  basis  ($550)  the 
superintendent  should  give  from  state  or  county  school  money  or  both  1 150 
pxtra  to  new  school  districts — created  the  year  previous — and  the  $40 
provided  for  In  subdivision  3,  section  1858,  Political  Code,  this  book. 

Suspended  diatricta.  These  districts  must  be  allowed  the  teacher  basis 
the  year  in  which  they  are  suspended.  This  money  is  set  aside  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  the  schools  during  the  first  year  In  which  they  are 
reestablished.     See  subdivision  c.  section  1582.  Political  Code,  this  book. 

After  these  items  have  been  provided  for  all  remaining  state  money 
received  in  February  or  county  money  received  in  May  or  state  money 
received  In  July  must  be  apportioned  on  the  average  dally  attendance  of 
the  schools  of  the  county. 

The  library  fund  provided  for  in  sections  1712.  1713  and  1714,  Political 
Code,  this  book,  must  be  taken  from  the  county  school  fund. 

All  state  school  fund  apportioned  to  any  district  and  fifty  per  cent  of 
the  county  school  fund  must  be  set  aside  for  the  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries.     (See  section  1622,  Political  Code,  this  book.) 
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Penalty  for  not  maintaining  school  six  months. 
1869  §  1859.    No  school  district,  ^cept  one  newly  fonned,  is 

entitled  to  receive  any  apportionment  of  state  or  connty  school 
moneys  which  has  not  maintained  a  public  school  for  at  least 
six  months  during  the  next  preceding  school  year.  A  district 
which  is  prevented  by  fire,  flood,  or  prevailing  epidemic  from 
maintaining  a  school  for  the  length  of  time  designated  in  this 
section,  is  nevertheless  entitled  to  its  apportionment  of  state 
and  county  school  moneys. 

Penalty  for  employing  teachers  who  have  no  legal  oertiflcate. 

1860  §  I860.  No  school  district  is  entitled  to  receive  any  appor- 
tionment of  state  or  county  school  moneys  unless  the  teachers 
employed  in  the  schools  of  such  district  hold  legal  certificates 
of  fitness  for  teaching,  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Use  of  state  school  fund. 

1861  §  1861.  The  state  school  fund  must  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  than  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  primary 
and  grammar  schools. 


Article  XXI. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS  RELATIVE  TO  PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS. 

Penalty  for  insulting  teachers. 

1867  §  1867.  Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  who  shall 
insult  or  abuse  any  teacher  in  the  presence  of  the  school  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  nor  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Penalty  for  disturbing  schools. 

1868  §  1868.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  disturb  any  public 
school,  or  any  public  school  meeting,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Penalty  for  illegally  issuing  certificates. 

1869  §  1869.  Any  state,  county,  or  city  and  county  superin- 
tendent, or  any  state,  county,  or  city  and  county  board  of 
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education,  who  shall  issue  a  certificate  or  diploma,  except  as  1869 
provided  in  this  title,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Officers  must  not  act  as  agents. 

§  1870.  No  oflScer  named  in  this  title,  or  teacher  in  any  1870 
public  school  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  must  act 
as  agent  for  any  author,  publisher,  bookseller,  or  other  person, 
to  introduce  any  book,  apparatus,  furniture,  or  any  other  article 
whatever,  in  the  common  schools  of  this  state,  or  any  one  or 
more  of  them,  or  directly  or  indirectly  contract  for,  or  receive 
any  gift  or  reward  for  so  introducing  or  recommending  the 
same;  and  any  oflScer  so  acting  or  receiving  must  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  and  be  removed  from  office. 

Oood  moral  character — ^Requisite  for  issuance  of  certificate. 

§  1871.    Certificates  shall  be  isstied  to  such  persons  only  1871 
as  shall  have  given  evidence  of  a  good  moral  character. 

Educational  officers  may  administer  oaths. 

§  1873.    Every  officer*  including  secretaries  and  assistant  1873 
secretaries  of  boards  of  education,  charged  with  the  perform- 
ance of  duties  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  may  admin- 
ister and  certify  oaths  relating  to  officers  or  official  matters 
concerning  public  schools. 

Penalty  for  n^lect  to  use  proper  books. 

§  1875.  If  any  city  or  district  refuse  or  neglect  to  use  the  1876 
books  that  may  be  prescribed,  or  use  any  other  textbook  in 
any  of  the  prescribed  studies  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  must  withhold  from  such  city,  town  or  district 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  state  school  moneys  to  which  it  may 
be  entitled  until  it  comply;  and  any  moneys  so  withheld  must 
be  apportioned  by  the  superintendent  at  the*  next  annual 
apportionment  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  money  in 
the  treasury. 

Officers  must  not  be  interested  in  contracts — W^j  be  inter- 
ested under  certain  conditions. 

§  1876.    No  school  trustee  or  member  of  any  board  of  edu- 1876 
cation  must  be  interested  in  any  contract  made  by  the  board  of 
which  he  is  a  member;  and  any  contract  made  in  violation  of

1876  this  provision  is  void  j  provided,  that  in  school  districts  entitled 
to  not  more  than  two  teachers  on  average  daily  attendance  as 
shown  by  the  teacher's  report  for  the  previous  school  year,  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  may  receive  a  reasonable 
compensation  from  the  district  for  necessary  work  and  labor 
performed  by  him  for  the  district  in  repairing  the  schoolhouse, 
fences  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  district  or  in  fur- 
nishing wood  or  other  necessary  supplies,  but  in  all  such  cases 
the  requisition  drawn  in  his  favor  in  payment  of  services  or 
supplies  must  be  signed  by  the  other  two  trustees  before  it  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

Printing  to  be  done  by  state  printer. 

1877  §  1877.  All  printing  or  binding  required  under  this  chap- 
ter, except  as  provided  in  subdivision  eight  of  section  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-one,  must  be  executed  by 
the  state  printer,  in  the  form  and  manner  and  at  the  prices  of 
other  state  printing,  and  be  paid  for  in  like  manner. 

Penalty  for  bribing  educational  officers. 

1879  §  1879.  The  offering  of  any  valuable  thing  to  any  member 
of  a  board  of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees,  with  the 
intent  thereby  to  influence  his  action  in  regard  to  the  granting 
of  any  teacher's  certificate,  the  appointment  of  any  teacher, 
superintendent,  or  other  officer  or  employee,  the  adoption  of 
any  textbook,  or  the  making  of  any  contract  to  which  the  board 
of  education  of  which  he  is  a  member  shall  be  a  party,  or  the 
acceptance  by  any  member  of  a  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  of  any  valuable  thing,  with  corrupt  intent,  shall 
be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  as  by  law  provided.  Any  person 
may  be  compelled  to  testify  in  any  lawful  investigation  or 
judicial  proceeding  against  any  person  who  may  be  charged 
with  any  offense  described  in  this  section.  Any  contract  or 
appointment  obtained  from  a  board  of  education  or  board  of 
school  trustees  by  corrupt  means  shall  be  void. 

SCHOOL  BONDS. 

Calling  election. 

1880  §  1880.  The  board  of  trustees,  board  of  education  or  other 
governing  body  of  any  school  district  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment it  is  advisable,  and  must,  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of 
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the  heads  of  families  residing  in  such  district,  according  to  the  1880 
number  of  heads  of  families  therein  shown  by  the  last  preced- 
ing school  census,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of 
the  district  the  question,  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district 
shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for 
purchasing  school  lots,  for  building  or  purchasing  one  or  more 
school  buildings  or  piaking  alterations  or  additions  to  any 
school  building  or  buildings,  for  repairing,  restoring  or  rebuild- 
ing any  school  building  damaged,  injured,  or  destroyed  by  fire, 
or  other  public  calamity,  for  insuring  school  buildings,  for  sup- 
plying school  buildings  with  furniture  or  necessary  apparatus, 
for  improving  school  grounds,  for  liquidating  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  said  purposes,  or  for  refunding  any  valid 
outstanding  indebtedness  of  such  district  evidenced  by  bonds 
or  warrants  thereof.  The  order  calling  such  election  shall  be 
valid  and  eflfectual  when  signed  by  a  majority  of  said  govern- 
ing body,  and  may  so  submit  to  said  electors  as  one  proposal 
the  question  of  issuing  bonds  to  make  all  said  outlays,  or  so 
many  of  them  as  may  be  selected ;  or  said  order  may  submit  at 
said  election  as  separate  questions  the  issuance  of  bonds  for 
any  of  said  outlays,  singly  or  in  such  combinations  as  the  order 
may  direct. 

Adyertisiiig. 

§  1881.  Notice  of  such  election  shall  be  given  by  posting  1881 
notices,  signed  by  the  board,  or  by  a  majority  thereof,  in  three 
public  places  in  the  district,  not  less  than  twenty  days  before 
the  election ;  and  by  publishing  such  notice  not  less  than  once 
a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  before  the  election  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  county,  if  any  newspaper  is  published 
therein. 

Election  notices. 

§  1882.    Such  notice  shall  contain :  1SB2 

1.  Time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

2.  The  names  of  the  officers  of  election  appointed  to  conduct 
the  same. 

3.  The  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be  open. 

4.  A  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  election  is  held. 

5.  The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  proposed  bonds,  the 
rate  of  interest  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  forty, 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are  to  run. 
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Oonducting  elections — ^Ballots  must  be  stamped. 

1883  §  1883.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  to 
the  provisions  of  sections  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine,  one  thousand  six  hundred,  one  thousand 
six  hundred  and  one  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  upon  the  ballots 
shall  be  "Bonds — ^Yes"  and  *' Bonds — ^No";  and  except  further 
that  persons  voting  at  such  bond  elections  shall  put  a  cross  (X) 
upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after  the  words  ' '  Bonds- 
Yes''  or  ** Bonds — No''  (as  the  case  may  be),  to  indicate 
whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  bonds. 

Board  to  canvass  returns. 

1884  §  1884.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  one 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  board  of  education,  or  other  governing  body  of  such 
school  district,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns, 
and  if  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election  was  in  favor  of  issuing  such  bonds,  then  the  board  shall 
cause  an  entry  of  that  fact  to  be  made  upon  its  minutes,  and 
shall  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  all  the 
proceedings  had  in  the  premises,  and  thereupon  said  board  of 
supervisors  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  issue  the  bond  of  such  district,  to  the  number  and  amount 
provided  in  such  proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  building  fund 
of  such  district,  naming  the  same,  and  that  the  money  shaU  be 
raised  by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said  district, 
for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  the  payment  of  the  inter- 
est thereon ;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  of  bonds  so  issued 
shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the 
district,  as  shown  by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book  of  the 
county. 

Board  of  supervisors  must  issue  bonds. 

1886  §  1886.    The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order  entered 

upon  its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds  and  of 
the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time 
when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the 
date  thereof.     If  the  notice  calling  the  election  shall  have  pro- 
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vided  that  the  bonds  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  in  1886 
gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  the  bonds  shall  be  made  payable 
in  such  gold  coin,  as  to  principal  and  interest.  If  the  notice 
calling  the  election  shall  have  provided  that  the  bonds  and 
interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  the  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States,  as  to  principal  and  interest.  If  the  notice  shall 
have  made  no  such  specific  provisions  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  have  power  in  the  order  prescribing  the  form  of  bonds 
either  to  make  the  bonds  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United 
States  as  to  principal  and  interest,  or  to  make  them  payable  in 
lawful  money  of  the  United  States  as  to  principal  and  interest. 

Maximum  rate  of  interest,  minimum  price,  etc. 

§  1886.  Said  bonds  must  not  bear  a  greater  amount  of  1886 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payable  annually 
or  semiannually,  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for  not  less  than 
par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  together  with  any 
premium  which  may  be  received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds, 
must  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
building  fund  of  said  school  district,  and  be  drawn  out  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  as  other  school  moneys  are  drawn  out.  All 
the  proceedings  of  every  school  district  and  of  every  board  of 
trustees,  board  of  education,  board  of  supervisors,  and  of  all 
oflScers  of  school  districts  and  counties,  purporting  to  have  been 
taken  under  or  by  authority  of  sections  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty  to  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  inclusive,  of  the  Political  Code,  shall  be  valid  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  sections  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-four  of  said  code,  at  the  time  when  such  proceedings 
were  taken,  in  express  language  empowered  the  governing  body 
of  all  school  districts,  by  whatever  name  such  governing  body 
should  be  known,  to  call  elections  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
said  section  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  and  to. 
receive  and  canvass  returns,  to  cause  a  minute  entry  of  the 
result  of  elections,  and  to  certify  proceedings  to  the  board  of 
supervisors,  as  provided  by  said  section  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-four.  And  all  bonds  of  school  districts  pur- 
porting to  have  been  issued  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  or  all  of 
the  following  sections,  to  wit:    Sections  one  thousand  eight 
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1886  hundred  and  eighty,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-three,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-four,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  of  the  Political  Code,  shall  be  valid  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  sections  used  the 
words  **  board  of  education,  board  of  trustees,  or  other  govern- 
ing body,*'  in  place  of  the  words  ** board  of  trustees,"  whenever 
the  words  *' board  of  trustees"  occur  in  said  sections. 

Supervisors  must  levy  bond  tax. 

1887  §  1887.  The  board  of  supervisors  at  the  time  of  making 
the  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  must  levy  a  tax  for  that 
year  upon  the  taxable  property  in  such  district,  for  the  interest 
and  redemption  of  said  bonds,  and  such  tax  must  not  be  less 
than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  said  bonds  for  that  year, 
and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due  during 
such  year,  and  in  any  event  must  be  high  enough  to  raise, 
annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  said  bonds  have  to  ran, 
a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon;  and  during  the 
balance  of  the  term  high  enough  to  pay  such  annual  interest, 
and  to  pay,  annually,  a  proportion  of  the  principal  of  said 
bonds  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by  taking  the  whole  amount  of 
said  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by  the  number  of  years 
said  bonds  then  have  to  run;  and  all  moneys  so  levied  when 
collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of 
the  building  fund  of  such  district,  and  be  used  for  the  pa3^ment 
of  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. The  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor,  out  of 
the  fund  provided  therefor;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
auditor  to  cancel  and  file  with  the  treasurer  the  bonds  and 
coupons  as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

Failure  to  levy  tax. 

1888  §  1888.  If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  which 
has  issued  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  fail  to 
make  the  levy  necessary  to  pay  such  bonds  or  interest  coupons 
at  maturity,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  presented  to  the 
county  treasurer,  and  the  payment  thereof  refused,  the  owner 
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may  file  the  bond,  together  with  all  unpaid  coupons,  with  the  1888 
state  controller,  taking  his  receipt  therefor,  and  the  same  shall 
be  registered  in  the  state  controller's  office ;  and  the  state  board 
of  equalization  shall  at  their  next  session,  and  at  each  annual 
equalization  thereafter,  add  to  the  state  tax  to  be  levied  in  said 
district  a  sufficient  rate  to  realize  the  amount  of  principal  or 
interest  past  due  prior  to  next  levy,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  as  a  part  of  the  state  tax,  and  paid  into  the  state 
treasury,  and  passed  to  the  special  credit  of  such  district  bond 
tax,  and  shall  be  paid  by  warrants,  as  the  payments  mature,  to 
the  holder  of  such  registered  obligations  as  shown  by  the 
register  in  the  office  of  the  state  controller,  until  the  same  shall 
be  fully  satisfied  and  discharged  any  balance  then  remaining 
being  passed  to  the  general  account  and  credit  of  said  district. 

Districts  liable  for  bonds. 

§  1888a.  When  school  districts  are  created  or  abolished  or  1888a 
the  boundaries  thereof  are  changed,  the  liability  to  taxation 
for  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  thereof  as  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and  the  authorities  whose  duty  it  is  to  levy  taxes  for 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  levy 
the  same  upon  the  districts  affected  in  such  proportions  as  are 
herein  provided,  or  are  determined  under  the  authority  hereof. 

single  districts,  when  merged,  liable. 

Subdivision  One.  When  any  school  district  is  united  or  in 
any  manner  merged  with  one  or  more  school  districts  so  as  to 
form  a  single  district,  the  district  so  formed  is  liable  for  all 
the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  districts  so  united, 
or  merged. 

Annexed  territory  liable. 

Subdivision  Two.  When  territory  is  taken  from  one  school 
district  and  annexed  to  another,  such  territory  thereby  becomes 
liable  to  taxation  for  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  district 
to  which  it  is  annexed,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  in  which  such  territory  is  situated  shall,  by  order 
entered  on  its  minutes  within  sixty  days  after  the  change, 
determine  what  proportion  of  the  outstanding  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  the  district  from  which  it  was  taken  was  incurred  for 
the  acquisition  or  improvement  of  school  lots  or  buildings  or 
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1868a  fixtures  therein  situated  in  the  territory  so  transferred,  and 
the  district  to  which  such  territory  was  annexed  shall  there- 
upon become  liable  for  the  proportion  of  such  indebtedness  so 
determined. 

Liability  determined  by  supervisors  In  case  of  new  district. 

Subdivision  Three.  When  any  new  school  district  shall  be 
formed  from  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  one  or  more  existing 
districts,  either  by  incorporation  of  a  city  or  town,  or  under 
section  fifteen  himdred  and  seventy -seven  of  this  code,  or  other- 
wise, the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  formation  of  such  new  district,  by  order  entered 
on  its  minutes,  determine  what,  proportion  of  the  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  district  or  districts  out  of  which 
the  said  new  district  is  formed  was  incurred  for  the  acquisition 
or  improvement  of  school  lots  or  buildings  or  fixtures  therein 
situated  in  such  new  district,  and  the  said  new  district  shall 
thereupon  become  liable  for  the  proportion  of  such  indebted- 
ness so  determined.  In  the  case  of  joint  districts  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  each  county  shall  determine  such  liability 
as  to  the  territory  in  its  county. 

Unsold  bonds. 

1889  §  1889.    Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 

of  this  title  shall  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six  months 
after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  or  board  of 
education  of  the  school  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  such 
bonds  were  issued,  or  of  any  school  district  composed  wholly  or 
partly  of  territory  which,  at  the  time  of  holding  the  election 
mentioned  in  section  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  was 
embraced  within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  such 
bonds  were  issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  supervisors  to 
cause  such  unsold  bonds  to  be  withdrawn  from  market  and 
canceled.  Upon  receiving  such  petition,  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  said  board  of  trustees  or  board  of  education, 
the  supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  same,  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a 
notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  the  object 
of  the  petition,  in  general  terms,  to  be  published  for  ten  days 
prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
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said  school  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  news-  1889 
paper  published  in  said  school  district,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  at  the  county  seat  of  th^  county  in  which  such  school 
[district]  or  some  part  thereof  is  situated.  At  the  time  and 
place  designated  in  the  notice  for  hearing  said  petition,  or  at 
any  subsequent  time  to  which  said  hearing  may  be  postponed, 
the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  submitted 
for  or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  shall 
deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school  district  named  in  the 
petition  that  such  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they  shall  make 
and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that 
said  unsold  bonds  are  canceled,  and  thereupon  said  bonds,  and 
the  vote  by  which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease 
to  be  of  any  validity  whatever. 

Fire  escapes. 

§  1890.  Each  school  building  in  the  state  shall,  if  two  or  1890 
more  stories  in  height,  be  provided  with  suitable  and  sufficient 
fire  escapes.  The  trustees  of  each  school  district  and  the  board 
of  education  of  each  municipal  corporation  must  provide 
sufficient  and  suitable  fire  escapes  for  each  school  building,  two 
or  more  stories  in  height  under  their  jurisdiction. 

Bonds  in  joint  school  districts. 

§  1891.  When  any  school  district  is  situated  partly  in  two  1891 
or  more  counties,  all  returns,  reports,  certificates,  estimates, 
petitions  and  other  papers  of  any  kind  required  to  be  filed  with 
or  presented  to  the  board  of  supervisors  by  any  provision  of 
this  code  relating  to  schools  and  school  districts  shall  be  filed 
with  or  presented  to  the  supervisors  of  every  county  in  which 
any  portion  of  said  district  may  be  situated,  and  all  action 
required  to  be  taken  by  the  board  of  supervisors  regarding  any 
such  matters  shall  be  taken  by  the  concurrent  action  of  the 
respective  boards  of  supervisors  of  every  county  in  which  any 
portion  of  said  district  may  be  situated.  The  assessor  of  each 
of  such  counties  shall  annually  certify  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  each  of  the  counties  in  which  any  portion  of  such 
school  district  is  situated  the  a.ssessed  value  of  all  taxable 
property  in  such  county  situated  in  such  school  district  as 
appears  from  the  last  assessment  roll  of  his  county,  such  cer- 
tificate to  be  made  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as 
is  required   for  school  districts  located  wholly   within   the 
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1891  boundaries  of  one  county.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  eacb 
county  shall  thereupon  determine  the  rate  of  taxation  neces- 
sary to  be  levied  upon  the  property  in  said  district  situated  in 
the  county,  such  rate  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  proportion  of 
taxes  necessary  to  be  raised  in  the  county  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds  of  the  district 
and  all  other  expenses  of  the  district  as  shown  by  the  estimate 
of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  having  jurisdiction 
over  such  district.  Such  taxes  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and 
collected  in  the  same  maimer  and  at  the  same  time  as  county 
taxes  are  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  and  the  moneys  so 
received  shall,  on  demand  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  such 
school  district,  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  of  the 
county  whose  superintendent  of  schools  has  jurisdiction  over 
such  school  district,  and  said  county  treasury  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  legal  depositary  of  such  school  district.  The 
moneys  so  deposited  shall  be  placed  in  the  school  fund  of  such 
school  district  to  be  expended  in  the  same  manner  as  moneys 
of  other  school  districts  are  expended.

Replacement  of  certificate. 

1^2  §  1892.    Whenever  satisfactory  proof  is  presented  to  a 

county  or  city  and  county  board  of  education  by  a  teacher  to 
whom  such  board  has  heretofore  granted  a  certificate  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  that  such  certificate  has  been  destroyed  by  con- 
flagration or  other  public  calamity,  such  board  shall  without 
fee,  issue  to  such  teacher,  in  lieu  of  the  certificate  lost  or 
destroyed,  a  new  certificate  of  the  same  kind,  grade,  character 
and  tenure  of  the  certificate  originally  granted.  Such  proof 
shall  consist  of  an  affidavit  by  said  teacher,  giving  the  grade  of 
such  certificate,  the  date  of  issue  if  possible,  and  upon  what  it 
was  issued ;  accompanied  by  a  statement  from  the  county  or  city 
and  county  school  superintendent  to  the  effect  that  such  teacher 
had,  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  section  sixteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six  of  the  Political  Code,  filed  his  certificate  for 
record  with  such  official.  Said  proof  of  loss  or  destruction  of  a 
certificate  shall  be  a  credential  upon  which  a  county  or  city  and 
county  school  superintendent  may  issue  a  temporary  certificate 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  seventh  of 
section  fifteen  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  Political  Code. 
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BONDS  MAT  BE  BEOISTEBED. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  bonds  issued  by  common 
school,  high   school,  or  union   high  school  districts. 

[Approved  March  18,  1905.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  cmd 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Certain  bonds  may  be  registered.  Act 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  coupon  bond,  or  Sec.  1 
of  any  bond  payable  to  bearer,  already  issued  or  hereafter 
issued  by  any  common  school,  high  school,  or  union  high  school 
districts  now  or  hereafter  existing  in  this  state,  shall  present 
any  such  bond  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  of  the  county 
in  which  said  district  is  located,  who  by  law  performs  the  ^ 

duties  of  treasurer,  with  a  request  for  the  conversion  of  such 
bond  into  a  registered  bond,  such  treasurer,  or  such  other 
ofiScer,  shall  cut  off  and  cancel  the  coupons  of  any  such  coupon 
bond  80  presented,  and  shall  stamp,  print  or  write  upon  such 
coupon  bond,  or  such  other  bond  payable  to  bearer,  so  pre- 
sented, either  upon  the  back  or  upon  the  face  thereof,  as  may  be 
convenient,  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  said  bond  is 
registered  in  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  that  thereafter  the 
interest  and  principal  of  said  bond  are  payable  to  the  registered 
owner.  Thereafter,  and  from  time  to  time  any  such  bond  may 
be  transferred  by  such  registered  owner  in  person,  or  by 
attorney  duly  authorized  on  presentation  of  such  bond  to  such 
treasurer,  or  such  other  officer,  and  the  bond  be  again  regis- 
tered as  before,  a  similar  statement  being  stamped,  printed,  or 
written  thereon.  Such  statement  stamped,  printed,  or  written 
upon  such  bond  may  be  substantially  the  following  form :

This  bond  is  registered  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  such  cases 

made  and  provided  in  the  name  of  (here  Insert  name  of 

owner)  and  the  interest  and  principal  thereof  are  hereafter  pay- 
able to  such  owner. 


Treasurer  (or  such  other  officer). 


After  any  bond  shall  have  been  registered  as  aforesaid,  the 
principal  and  interest  of  such  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the 
registered  owner.  Such  treasurer  or  such  other  officer  shall 
keep  in  his  office  a  book  or  books  which  shall  at  all  times  show 
what  bonds  are  registered  and  in  whose  names  respectively. 
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Aot  Sec.  2.    Whenever  under  any  statute  or  law  of  this  state 

Sec.  2  any  bonds  are  issued,  whether  the  proceedings  for  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds  have  been  had  in  whole  or  in  part  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  this  statute,  or  whether  the  same  have  been  had 
in  whole  or  in  part  after  the  enactment  of  this  statute,  such 
bonds  may  be  issued  either  in  the  form  of  coupon  bonds,  or  in 
the  form  of  registered  bonds,  or  some  in  the  form  of  coupon

An  act  to  validate  bonds  of  school  districts  and  high  school  districts 
and  to  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  on  such  bonds. 

[Approved  May  4,  1917.] 

Act  I'he  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  e^iact  as  follows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  Where  in  any  school  district  of  any  kind  or 
class,  including  union  school  districts  and  joint  union  school 
districts,  or  high  school  district  of  any  kind  or  class,  including 
union  high  school  districts  and  joint  union  high  school  districts, 
proceedings  have  been  taken  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and 
selling  bonds  of  such  district,  for  any  purpose  or  purposes, 
all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  board  of 
education  or  other  governing  body  of  such  district  and  all  the 
acts  and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
within  which  such  district  is  situated,  leading  up  to  and 
including  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  if  they  have  heretofore 
been  sold,  and  all  such  acts  and  proceedings  heretofore  had 
although  the  bonds  are  not  yet  sold,  are  hereby  legalized, 
ratified,  confirmed  and  validated  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
and  the  power  of  such  district  and  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  in  which  such  district  is  situated,  to  issue  such 
bonds,  is  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  declared,  and  the  bonds 
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heretofore  sold  are  declared  to  be,  and  the  bonds  hereafter  Act 
sold  shall  be,  the  legal  and  binding  obligations  of  and  against  Sec.  1 
the  district  having  heretofore  issued,  or  hereafter  issuing,  such 
bonds,  and  the  faith  and  credit  of  such  district  i3  hereby 
pledged   for  the   prompt  payment   and   redemption   of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds. 

Tax  for  principal  and  interest,  how  levied. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  such  8ec.  2 
bonds  as  it  becomes  due  and  the  principal  thereof  at  maturity, 
the  assessors,  treasurers,  boards  of  supervisors,  and  other 
ofScers  of  the  respective  counties,  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  shall  perform  the  same  duties  as  are  provided  by  law 
relative  to  the  assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  taxes,  and 
custody  of  funds,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  bonds  of  school  districts  and  high  school  districts  of  every 
kind  or  class,  respectively. 

Certain  bonds  not  validated^ 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  not  operate  to  legalize  any  bonds  Sec.  3 
which  have  been  sold  for  less  tlian  par,  nor  to  legalize  any 
bonds  the  issuance  of  which  has  not  received  the  assent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  district,  voting  at  an 
election  held  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  such 
indebtedness  should  be  incurred,  nor  to  legalize  any  bonds 
which  mature  at  a  date  more  than  forty  years  from  the  time 
of  their  issuance.

Any  and  all  bonds  heretofore  voted  and  issued  Sec.  1 
by  joint  union  high  school  districts  which  embrace  joint  school 
districts,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  binding  upon  such 
districts. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  Sec.  2 
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LEGALIZING  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS. 

An  act  to  validate  bonds  of  school  districts  and  high  school  districts 
and  to  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  on  such  bonds. 

[Approved  April  21,  1915.] 

j^l         The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  Where  in  any  school  district  of  any  kind  or 
class,  including  union  school  districts  and  joint  union  school 
districts,  or  high  school  district  of  any  kind  or  class,  including 
union  high  school  districts  and  joint  union  high  school  districts, 
proceedings  have  been  taken  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and 
selling  bonds  of  such  district,  for  any  purpose  or  purixMes,  all 
the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  board  of  edu-

ACTS  VALIDATING. 


256  SCHOOL  LAW  OF   CALIFORNIA. 

LAWS  RELATING  TO  STATE 
NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

Names  of  schools  and  terms  of  of9ce  of  trustees  of  normal 
schools. 

364  §  364.    The  normal   schools   at  San  Jose,  Los  Angeles, 

Chico,  and  San  Diego,  and  any  normal  school  established  by  the 
legislature  of  the  State  of  California  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  shall  be  known  as 
'* State  Normal  Schools,"  and  shall  each  have  a  board  of  trus- 
tees, constituted  as  follows :  The  governor  of  the  state  and  the 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  ex  officio 
members  of  each  board.  There  shall  also  be  five  other  members 
of  the  local  board  for  each  normal  school,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  four  years,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  of  the  State 
of  California.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  on  or  before 

• 

the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  to 
appoint  five  trustees  as  members  of  each  local  board,  one 
trustee  to  serve  one  year,  one  to  serve  two  years,  one  to  serve 
three  years,  and  two  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  thereafter  to 
fill  vacancies  in  such  board,  the  terms  of  office  thereafter  to  be 
for  four  years,  and  to  begin  July  first  of  each  fourtli  year. 

Objects. 

1487  §  1487.  The  state  normal  schools  have  for  their  objects 
the  education  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  this  state. 

Management. 

1488  §  1488.  The  state  normal  schools  shall  be  under  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  boards  of  trustees,  constituted  an 
provided  in  section  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  Politieal 
Code  of  the  State  of  California. 

Powers  and  duties  of  normal  school  boards. 

1489  §  1489.  The  powers  and  duties  of  each  board  of  trustees  of 
the  state  normal  schools  of  California  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  prescribe  rules  for  their  government  and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  school ;  , 

2.  To  prescribe  rules  for  the  reports  of  officers  and  teachers 
of  the  school  and  for  visiting  other  schools  and  institutions ; 
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3.  To  provide  for  the  purchase  of  school  apparatus,  f urni- 1489 
ture,   equipment,   stationery,   and  textbooks  for  the  use  of 
students ; 

Establish  training  schools. 

4.  To  establish  at  their  discretion,  and  maintain  model  and 
training  schools  of  the  primary,  grammar  and  intermediate 
grade,  including  the  ninth  year  grade,  and,  in  their  discretion, 
of  the  kindergarten  grade,  and  to  require  the  students  of  the 
normal  schools  to  teach  and  instruct  classes  therein ; 

Provide  for  training  special  teachers. 

5.  To  establish  at  their  discretion  courses  for  the  training 
of  teachers  of  drawing,  music,  physical  culture,  and  commer- 
cial, technical,  or  industrial  subjects  in  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  of  the  state  and  upon  the  satisfactory  comple- 
tion of  these  courses  to  grant  diplomas  of  graduation  therefrom ; 

Elect  president,  and  secrets r/'^FIx  salary  of — Elect  teachers. 

6.  To  elect  the  president  of  the  school,  who  shall  be  ex  officio 
secretary  of  the  board,  and  an  assistant  secretary  who  shall 
receive  such  salary  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board;  and  to 
elect  the  teachers,  upon  their  nomination  by  the  president  of 
the  school,  fix  their  salaries,  and  prescribe  their  duties;  pro- 
vided, that  after  the  president  or  a  teacher  has  served  success- 
fully and  acceptably  in  the  school  for  the  period  of  two  years 
prior  to  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  his  or  her  appointment 
thereafter  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  be 
made  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  four  years,  unless  removed  for 
cause ;  and  provided,  further,  that  in  case  a  teacher  employed 
in  a  California  state  normal  school  is  engaged  to  instruct  in 
normal  extension  work,  evening  work,  special  Saturday  work, 
or  summer  school  work,  he  may  receive  such  additional  compen- 
sation for  the  same  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  employing 
board  of  trustees. 

Control  expenditure  of  money. 

7.  To  control  and  expend  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  school,  and  all  moneys  received 
for  tuition  or  donations ; 

Keep  record. 

8.  To  cause  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings  to  be  kept, 
which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  at  the  school ; 

9.  To  keep  open  to  public  inspection  an  account  of  receipts 
and  expenditures; 
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Make  annual  report. 

1489  10.  To  asnually  report  to  the  state  superintendent  of  public 

instruction  a  statement  of  their  transactions,  and  of  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  school ; 

11.  To  transmit  with  such  report  a  copy  of  the  president's 
annual  report; 

May  revoke  diplomaa. 

12.  To  revoke  any  diploma  by  them  granted,  on  receiving 
satisfactory  evidence  that  the  holder  thereof  is  addicted  to 
drunkenness,  is  guilty  of  gross  immorality,  or  is  reputedly 
dishonest  in  his  dealings,  or  is  guilty  of  persistent  defiance  of, 
and  refusal  to  obey  the  laws  regulating  the  duties  of  teachers ; 
provided,  that  such  person  shall  have  at  least  thirty  days 
previous  notice  of  such  contemplated  action,  and  shall,  if  he 
asks  it,  be  heard  in  his  own  defense ; 

May  exclude  certain  atudents. 

13.  On  recommendation  of  the  faculty  and  president  of  the 
school,  to  exclude  students,  who,  because  of  poor  scholarship  or 
other  evidences  of  unfitness,  are  judged  incapable  of  becoming 
successful  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state ; 

Course  of  study  must  be  in  accord  with  state  board  rules. 

14.  To  establish  and  maintain  courses  of  study  only  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
state  board  of  education  as  provided  in  section  one  thousand 
five  hundred  nineteen  of  the  Political  Code ; 

May  send  out  teachers  to  visit  schools,  on  approval  of  superintendent. 

15.  To  detail  one  or  more  regular  teachers  of  the  normal 
school  for  normal  school  extension  service  in  the  rural  schools 
of  the  state  and  to  pay  the  salary  and  transportation  expenses 
of  any  such  teacher ;  provided,  that  the  normal  school  extension 
service  in  any  county  shall  be  given  only  with  the  approval  of 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools.  Such  normal  school 
extension  service  may  include  a  special  study  of  rural  school 
conditions  and  problems,  and  supervision  and  instruction  of 
classes  in  the  rural  schools. 

Meetings. 

1480  §  1490.    Each  board  of  trustees  must  hold  two  regular 

meetings  in  each  year,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  at  the 
call  of  the  secretary,  when  directed  by  the  chairman. 
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Notice  of  meetiiigs^  and  traveling  expenses. 

§  1481.  The  time  and  place  of  regular  meetings  must  be  1481 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  board.  The  secretary  must  give 
written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  special  meetings  to  each 
member  of  the  board.  Each  member  shall  be  allowed  his 
expenses  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board,  the  bills  to  be 
audited  the  same  as  any  bills  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school. 

Qaaliflcations  for  admission. 

§  1484«    Every  person  admitted  as  a  pupil  to  the  normal  1484 
school  course  must  be : 

First — Of  good  moral  character. 

Second — ^Of  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Third — Of  that  class  of  persons  who,  if  of  a  proper  age, 
would  be  admitted  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  without 
restriction. 

Admission  of  teachers. 

§  1486.    Teachers  holding  valid  certificates  to  teach  in  any  1485 
county  in  this  state  may  be  admitted  to  any  state  normal  school 
in  the  state. 

Non-residents  admitted. 

§  1486.    Persons  resident  of  another  state  may  be  admitted  14®8 
upon  letters  of  recommendation  from  the  governor  or  super- 
intendent of  schools  thereof. 

Applications  for  admission. 

§  1487.  Every  person  making  application  for  admission  1487 
as  a  pupil  to  the  normal  school  must,  at  the  time  of  making 
such  application,  file  with  the  president  of  the  school  a  declara- 
tion that  he  enters  the  school  to  fit  himself  for  teaching,  and 
that  it  is  his  intention  to  engage  in  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state,  or  in  the  state  or  territory  where  the 
applicant  resides. 

President's  report. 

§  1501.    The  president  of  each  state  normal  school  must  1501 
make  a  detailed  annual  report  to  the  board  of  trustees,  with  a 
catalogue  of  the  pupils,  and  such  other  particidars  as  the  board 
may  require  or  he  may  think  useful. 
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Leave  of  absence. 

1602  §  1502.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  normal  school,  or 
its  executive  committee,  may  grant  permission  to  the  principal, 
or  any  teacher  of  such  school,  to  attend  any  county  institute, 
and  give  instructions  on  subjects  relating  to  education  in  the 
public  schools. 

Credentials  of  graduates. 

1603  §  1603.  (1)  The  board  of  trustees  of  each  state  normal 
school,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty,  may  issue  to 
those  pupils,  who  worthily  complete  the  full  course  of  study  and 
training  prescribed,  diplomas  of  graduation,  either  from  the 
normal  department  or. the  kindergarten  department,  or  both. 

(2)  Such  diplomas  from  the  normal  department  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  a  certificate  corresponding  in  grade  to  the 
grade  of  the  diploma  from  any  county,  or  city  and  county, 
board  of  education  in  the  state.  One  from  the  kindergarten 
department  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  a  certificate  to  teach  in 
any  kindergarten  class  of  any  primary  school  in  the  state. 

(3)  Whenever  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  board  of 
education  shall  present  to  the  state  board  of  education  a  recom- 
mendation showing  that  the  holder  of  a  normal  school  diploma 
from  the  normal  department  of  any  state  normal  school  of  the 
State  of  California,  or  of  a  diploma  from  any  other  normal 
school  that  the  state  board  of  education  shall  declare  to  be 
equivalent  to  a  diploma  from  the  normal  department  of  a  state

and  secretary  of  the  state  board,  showing  such  fact.  The  said 
diploma,  accompanied  by  said  document  of  the  state  board 
attached  thereto,  shall  become  a  permanent  certificate  of  quali- 
fication to  teach  in  any  primary  or  grammar  school  in  the  state, 
valid  until  such  time  as  the  said  diploma  may  be  revoked,  as 
provided  in  section  fourteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  this 
code,  or  until  such  time  as  the  document  issued  by  the  state 
board,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  as  providetl 
in  subdivision  five  of  section  fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-one 
of  this  code. 
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(4)  Upon    presentation    of    the    diploma    and    document,  1503 
referred  to  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section,  to  any  county, 

or  city  and  county,  superintendent  of  schools,  sajd  superin- 
tendent shall  record  the  name  of  the  holder  thereof  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose  in  his  office,  and  the  holder  thereof 
shall  henceforth  be  absolved  from  the  requirement  of  subdi- 
vision one  of  section  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  this 
code. 

(5)  Said  diploma  of  graduation  from  any  state  normal 
school  in  this  state,  when  accompanied  by  a  document  granted 
by  the  faculty  of  the  state  university  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  showing  that  the 
holder  of  such  diploma  has  successfully  completed  the  course 
of  instruction  in  said  university  prescribed  for  students  who 
are  graduates  of  a  normal  school  of  this  state,  shall  entitle  such 
holder  to  a  high  school  certificate  authorizing  the  holder  to 
teach  in  any  grammar  and  primary  school,  and  in  any  high 
school  in  this  state. 

Orders  of  normal  trustees. 

§  1607.  Each  order  upon  the  controller  of  state  by  the  1607 
board  of  trustees  of  a  state  normal  school  must  be  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  board  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 
Upon  presentation  of  the  order  aforesaid,  signed  and  counterr 
signed  as  aforesaid,  the  controller  of  state  must  draw  his 
warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  for  any  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof,  appropriated 
and  set  apart  for  the  support  of  the  normal  school,  and  the 
treasurer  must  pay  such  w^arrants  on  presentation. 

SANTA  BARBARA  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  OF  MANUAL  ARTS 

AND  HOME  ECONOMICS. 

An  act  for  the  establishment  in  the  city  of  Santa  Barbara  of  a  state 
nornnai  school  of  manual  arts  and  home  economics,  and  making 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

[Approved  March  27,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Purposes  of  school.  Act 

Section  1.    There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  of  Santa  Sec.  1 
Barbara,  county  of  Santa  Barbara,  a  state  normal  school  to  be 
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Act  known  as  the  "Santa  Barbara  State  Normal  School  of  Manual 
Sec.  1  Arts  and  Home  Economics."  The  purpose  of  this  school  is  to 
furnish  to  the  people  of  both  sexes  such  professional  training 
in  manual  arts  and  home  economics  as  shall  fit  them  to  teach 
in  the  public  schools  of  this  state  in  the  departments  of  manual 
arts  and  home  economics.  This  act  shall  be  liberally  construed 
to  the  end  that  the  school  established  hereby  may  at  all  times 
contribute  to  the  high  standard  of  professional  training  in  the 
state. 

Board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Within  sixty  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect, 
the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who,  with  the  governor 
and  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  .a 
board  of  trustees  of  said  school. 

Selection  of  site,  etc. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  The  said  trustees,  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  trustees  of  said 
Santa  Barbara  state  normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home 
economics  with  full  power  and  authority  to  select  a  site  for 
the  permanent  location  of  said  school  in  the  city  of  Santa 
Barbara.

Sec.  4  Sec.  4. .  The  term  of  oflBce  of  the  trustees  shall  be  four  years, 
except  that,  in  appointing  the  first  board  of  trustees,  the  gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  two  members  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years.

The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  provide,  by  renting  Sec.  6 
suitable  buildings  and  equipment,  for  the  opening  of  the  state 
normal  school  of  manual  arts  and  home  economics  in  the  city 
of  Santa  Barbara,  on  or  before  January  1,  1910,  and  said 
board  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  employ  suitable 
teachers  for  the  conducting  and  maintaining  of  said  school, 
supplying  the  same  with  necessary  books,  stationery  and 
apparatus.

FRESNO  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

An  act  establishing  a  state  normal  school  at  Fresno,  county  of  Fresno, 
State  of  California,  and  making  an  appropriation  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  said  school. 

[Approved  April  10,  1911.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Name  of  school.  Act 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  county  of  Sec.  1 
Fresno,  State  of  California,  a  school  to  be  called  the  **  Fresno 
State  Normal  School,"  for  training  and  educating  teachers  in 
the  art  of  instructing  and  governing  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  state;  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  use  in  said 
school  to  include  agriculture  and  manual  training. 

Normal  board. 

Sec.  2.    The  governor,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  Sec.  2 
of  this  act,  shall  appoint  five  persons,  one  for  one  year,  one  for 
two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  two  for  four  years,  the

Normal  School  of  Fresno. 

Appropriation  for  support. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  of  the  state  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Fresno  State 
Normal  School,  during  the  sixty-third  and  sixty-fourth  fiscal 
years;  provided ,  that  no  money  shall  be  expended  for  said 
school  until  the  site  selected  has  been  conveyed  by  a  deed  in  fee 
simple  to  the  State  of  California.

Sec.  4  Sec.  4.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  provide  for  the 
opening  of  said  state  normal  school  at  Fresno  on  or  before

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows:  Act 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  Humboldt  county,  Sec.  1 
State  of  California,  a  state  normal  school  to  be  called  the 
'^  Humboldt  State  Normal  School,''  for  the  training  and  educa- 
tion of  teachers  and  others  in  the  art  of  instructing  and 
governing  the  public  schools  of  this  state,  the  course  of  study 
prescribed  for  use  in  said  school  to  include  agriculture  and 
manual  training;  said  school  to  be  located  at  such  place  in  said 
county  as  the  board  of  trustees  hereinafter  provided  for  shall 
select.

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate 

and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

j^^l        Purposes  of  school. 

Sec.  1  Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  county  of  San 
Luis  Obispo,  at  or  near  the  city  of  San  Luis  Obispo,  a  school 
to  be  known  as  the  California  Polytechnic  School.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  school  is  to  furnish  to  young  people  of  both  sexes 
mental  and  manual  training  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  including 
agriculture,  mechanics,  engineering,  business  methods,  domestic 
economy,  and  such  other  branches  as  will  fit  the  students  for 
the  non-professional  walks  of  life.  This  act  shall  be  liberally 
construed,  to  the  end  that  the  school  established  hereby  may 
at  all  times  contribute  to  the  industrial  welfare  of  the  State 
of  California.

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  Within  thirty  days  after  this  act  goes  into  effect 
the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons,  who,  with  the  governor 
and  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  school. 

Selection  of  site,  etc. 

Sec.  3  Sec.  3.  The  said  trustees,  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  appointed  and  created  trustees  of  said 
California  Polytechnic  School,  with  full  power  and  authority 
to  select  a  site  for  the  permanent  location  of  said  school.

An  act  to  establish  a  nautieal  school  at  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  to 
provide  for  the  conduct  and  maintenance  thereof,  to  make  an 
appropriation  therefor,  and  to  authorize  the  governor  to  request 
and  to  receive  aid  from  the  United  States  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  an  act  of  congress  approved  March  4,  191 1.> 

[Approved  May  14,  1917.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Nautical  school  created.  Act 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  at  the  port  of  San  Sec.  1 
Francisco  a  nautical  school  to  be  known  as  the  ''California 
State  Nautical  School,"  for  the  instruction  of  pupils  in  navi- 
gation, steamship-marine  engineering,  and  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  proper  construction,  equipment  and  sailing  of 
vessels,  or  any  particular  branch  thereof. 

Members  of  governing  board. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor,  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  Sec.  2 
education,  and  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  harbor 
commissioners  shall  constitute  the  nautical  school  board, 
which  shall  be  the  governing  body  of  the  school  hereby  estab- 
lished. The  expenses  incurred  by  the  members  of  said  board 
while  engaged  in  the  business  of  the  nautical  school  shall  be 
refunded  to  them  from  the  appropriation  herein  provided. 

Object  of  school — ^Held  on  vessel  provided  by  United  States 
government. 

Sec.  3.    The  said  nautical  school  board  shall  provide  and  Sec.  8 
maintain    at   the   nautical   school,    for   the    instruction   and 
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Act  training  of  pupils  in  the  science  and  practice  of  navigation, 
Sec.  3  accommodations  for  the  school  on  board  a  proper  vessel,  shall 
purchase  and  provide  books,  stationery,  apparatus  and  supplies 
needed  in  the  work  of  the  school,  shall  appoint  and  remove 
instructors  and  other  necessary  employees  and  determine  their 
number  and  compensation,  shall  fix  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  pupils  shall  be  received  and  instructed  in  the 
school,  and  be  dismissed  or  discharged  therefrom,  and  shall 
establish  all  regulations  necessary  for  the  proper  management 
and  conduct  of  the  school  and  for  carrying  out  eflSciently  the 
purposes  of  this  act.

lished in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  congress 
entitled  ''An  act  for  the  establishment  of  marine  schools  and 
for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  4, 1911.

from  the  secretary  of  the  navy  a  suitable  vessel  of  the  navy 
for  the  use  of  said  nautical  school. 
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Sec.  6.    The  moneys  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  expended  Act 
in  accordance  with  law  upon  vouchers  certified  by  the  superin-  Sec.  6 
tendent  of  the  nautical  school  and  approved  by  the  nautical 
school  board. 

Report  of  board  for  school. 

Sec.  7.    A  report  of  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  said  Bee.  7 
nautical  school,  including  a  statement  of  the  moneys  expended 
in  its  establishment  and  maintenance,  shall  be  presented  to 
the  legislature  at  its  convening  for  the  forty-third  session  and 
at  each  biennial  session  thereafter. 

An   act  to  provide  for  the  instruction   of  blind  students   in  certain 

state  institutions. 

[Approved  June  13,  1913.]

Section  1.  Whenever  one  or  more  blind  persons  with  the  Sec.  1 
proper  educational  and  moral  qualifications  shall  regularly 
matriculate,  enter  and  work  for  a  degree  in  the  University  of 
California  or  for  a  diploma  of  graduation  in  any  one  of  the 
state  normal  schools  the  trustees  or  governing  authorities  of 
said  institutions  shall  out  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  institution,  provide  a  reader  to  instruct 
such  student  from  the  textbooks  and  other  printed  matter 
provided  or  required  for  the  course  taken  by  such  student; 
provided,  however,  that  no  more  than  three  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  shall  be  expended  by  any  such  institution  for  the 
instruction  of  any  one  student  and  not  more  than  a  total  of 
nine  hundred  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  any  one  school  year 
by  any  such  institution,  except  the  University  of  California, 
for  the  purpose  of  so  instructing  blind  students. 

An  act  to  provide  readers  for  blind  students  in  the  University  of 
California,  and  to  assist  deaf  students  attending  the  National 
College  for  the  Deaf  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  malcing  an  appro- 
priation therefor. 

[Approved  June  9,  1915.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows:         j^^ 

Section  1.    The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  g^c.  1 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
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Act  the  California  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  daring  the 
Sec.  1  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1917,  in  providing  readers  for 
blind  persons  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  California 
and  graduates  of  the  California  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the 
Blind,  and  who  shall  regularly  matriculate  in,  and  work  for  a 
degree  in  the  University  of  California ;  and  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of  deaf  persons  who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State  of 
California,  and  graduates  of  the  California  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  the  Blind,  taking  a  collegiate  course  of  ins  traction 
in  the  National  College  for  the  Deaf  at  Washington,  D.  C; 
provided,  however,  that  no  more  than  three  hundred  dollars 
shall  be  expended  for  any  one  student  during  any  one  school 
year. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  POLITICAL 

CODE. 

Statutes  liberally  construed. 

§  4.  The  rule  of  the  common  law  that  statutes  in  deroga-  4 
tion  thereof  are  to  be  strictly  construed,  has  no  application  to 
this  code.  The  code  establishes  the  law  of  this  state  respecting 
the  subjects  to  which  it  relates,  and  its  provisions,  and  all  pro- 
ceedings under  it  are  to  be  liberally  construed,  with  a  view  to 
effect  its  objects  and  to  promote  justice. 

Holidays. 

§  10.  Holidays  within  the  meaning  of  this  code,  are  every  10 
Sunday,  the  first  day  of  January,  twelfth  day  of  February,  to 
be  known  as  Lincoln  day,  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
thirtieth  day  of  May,  fourth  day  of  July,  ninth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, first  Monday  in  September,  twelfth  day  of  October, 
to  be  known  as  ** Columbus  day,''  twenty-fifth  day  of  December, 
every  day  on  which  an  election  is  held  throughout  the  state, 
and  every  day  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States 
or  by  the  governor  of  this  state  for  a  public  fast,  thanksgiving 
or  holiday. 

If  the  first  day  of  January,  twelfth  day  of  February,  twenty- 
second  day  of  February,  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  the  fourth 
day  of  July,  the  ninth  day  of  September,  the  twelfth  day  of 
October  or  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December  falls  upon  a 
Sunday,  the  Monday  following  is  a  holiday. 

Every  Saturday  from  twelve  o'clock  noon  until  twelve  o'clock 
midnight  is  a  holiday  as  regards  the  transaction  of  business  in 
the  public  offices  of  this  state,  and  also  in  political  divisions 
thereof  where  laws,  ordinances  or  charters  provide  that  public 
offices  shall  be  closed  on  holidays;  this  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prevent  or  invalidate  the  issuance,  filing,  service,  execution 
or  recording  of  any  legal  process  or  written  instrument  what- 
ever on  such  Saturday  afternoon ;  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  public  schools  of  this  state  shall  close  on  Saturday,  Sunday, 
the  first  day  of  January,  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  the  fourth 
day  of  July,  the  ninth  day  of  September,  the  twenty-fifth  day 
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Residence. 

62  §  62.    Every  person  has,  in  law,  a  residence.    In  determin- 

ing the  place  of  residence,  the  following  roles  are  to  be 
observed : 

1.  It  is  the  place  where  one  remains  when  not  called  else- 
where for  labor  or  other  special  or  temporary  purpose,  and  to 
which  he  returns  in  seasons  of  repose. 

2.  There  can  be  only  one  residence. 

3.  A  residence  can  not  be  lost  until  another  is  gained. 

4.  The  residence  of  the  father  during  his  life,  and  after  his 
death  the  residence  of  the  mother  while  she  remains  unmarried, 
is  the  residence  of  the  unmarried  minor  child. 

5.  The  residence  of  the  husband  is  the  residence  of  the  wife. 

6.  The  residence  of  an  unmarried  minor  who  has  a  parent 
living  can  not  be  changed  by  either  his  own  act  or  that  of  his 
guardian. 

7.  The  residence  can  be  changed  only  by  the  union  of  act  and 
intent. 

Electors  eligible  to  office. 

68  §  68.    Every  elector  is  eligible  to  the  office  for  which  he  is 

an  elector,  except  where  otherwise  specially  provided;  and  no 
person  is  eligible  who  is  not  such  an  elector,  except  when  other- 
wise specially  provided. 

Controller  to  report  school  fnnds. 

436  §  436.    The  controller  must  keep  a  separate  account  of  the 

school  fund,  and  of  the  interest  and  income  thereof,  together 
with  such  moneys  as  may  be  raised  by  special  tax  or  other- 
wise for  school  purposes.  He  must,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  report 
to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  a  statement  of  the 
securities  belonging  to  the  school  fund,  of  the  moneys  in  the 
treasury  subject  to  apportionment,  and  the  several  sources 
from  which  they  accrued.  He  must  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
state  treasurer  in  favor  of  any  county  treasurer,  whenever  such 
county  treasurer  presents,  with  his  indorsement,  an  order 
drawn  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  favor  of 
such  county ;  and  the  warrant  so  drawn  is  not  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  article  eighteen  of  this  chapter. 
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State  school  fund— Fifteen  dollars  per  average  daily  attend- 
ance of  pnpil, 
§  443.  On  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  443 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  fifteen  and  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  sixteen,  and  on  or 
before  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  and  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  in  each  succeeding  year,  the  state  controller  shall 
transfer  from  the  general  fund  of  the  state,  to  the  state  school 
fund,  such  sums  as  will  be  equivalent  to  fifteen  dollars  per 
annum  for  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools  of  the  state  as  reported  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  for  the  school  year  ending  June  thirtieth 
preceding.  The  money  so  transferred  shall  be  in  addition  to 
the  funds  provided  by  the  constitution  for  the  support  of  the 
common  schools  and  any  other  funds  paid  into  the  state  school 
fund  from  other  sources  or  made  available  by  any  provision  of 
law  for  the  support  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  state,  and 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  nor  affect  the 
acts  under  which  said  additional  sums  are  appropriated  or 
made  available  for  such  use. 

State  treasurer  shall  transfer  funds. 

§  461.    The  state  treasurer  shall  transfer  from  the  general  461 
fund  to  the  state  school  fund  such  sums  as  shall  be  certified  to 
him  by  the  state  controller  under  the  provisions  of  section  four 
hundred  forty-three  of  the  Political  Code. 

♦Sec.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as 
repealing  other  existing  law  which  provides  other  moneys  for

§  841.    No  person  is  capable  of  holding  a  civil  ofiSce  who  at  841 
the  time  of  his  election  or  appointment  is  not  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  a  citizen  of  this  state. 

Deputies. 

§  843.    No  county  oflScer  must  be  appointed  or  act  as  the  843 
deputy  of  another  officer  of  the  same  county,  except  in  cases 
where  the  pay  of  the  officer  so  appointed  amounts  to  a  sum  less 
than  seventy-five  dollars  per  month. 

Powers  of  deputies. 

§  866.    In  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  each  deputy  866 
possesses  the  powers  and  may  perform  the  duties  attached  by 
law  to  the  office  of  his  principal. 

Tenure  of  office. 

§  878.    Every  office,  of  which  the  duration  is  not  fixed  by  878 
law,  is  held  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power. 

Officers  to  hold  office  until  successors  qualify. 

§  879.    Every  officer  must  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  879 
of  his  office,  although  his  term  has  expired,  until  his  successor 
has  qualified. 

Official  oath. 

§  904.    Before  any  officer  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  904 
he  must  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath : 

"I  do  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I  will  support  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  and 

that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of 

according  to  the  best  of  my  ability/' 

Oath  must  be  taken. 

§  907.  Whenever  a  different  time  is  not  prescribed  by  law,  907 
the  oath  of  office  must  be  taken,  subscribed,  and  filed  within 
ten  days  after  the  officer  has  notice  of  his  election  or  appoint- 
ment, or  before  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  com- 
mencement of  his  term  of  office,  when  no  such  notice  has  been 
given. 

Oath,  who  may  admihisrter. 

§  908.    Except  when  otherwise  provided,  the  oath  may  be  908 
taken  before  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths.

State,  county,  township,  and  city  officers  must  not 
be  purchasers  at  any  sale,  nor  vendors  at  any  purchase  made 
by  them  in  their  official  capacity. 

Avoidance  of  contract. 

922  §  922.  Every  contract  made  in  violation  of  any  of  the'  pro- 
visions of  the  two  preceding  sections  may  be  avoided  at  the 
instance  of  any  party  except  the  officer  interested  therein. 

Vacancy,  how  caused. 

996  §  996.    An  office  becomes  vacant  on  the  happening  of  either 

of  the  following  events  before  the  expiration  of  the  term. 

First — The  death  of  the  incumbent. 

Second — His  insanity,  found  upon  a  commission  of  lunacy 
issued  to  determine  the  fact. 

Third — His  resignation. 

Fourth — His  removal  from  office. 

Fifth — His  ceasing  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  state,  or  if  the 
office  be  local,  of  the  district,  county,  city  or  township  for 
which  he  was  chosen  or  appointed,  or  within  which  the  duties 
of  his  office  are  required  to  be  discharged. 

Sixth — His  absence  from  the  state  without  permission  of  the 
legislature,  beyond  the  period  allowed  by  law. 
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Seventh — ^His  ceasing  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  ofSce  for  996 
the  period  of  three  consecutive  months,  except  when  prevented 
by  sickness,  or  when  absent  from  the  state  by  permission  of  the 
legislature. 

Eighth — His  conviction  of  a  felony,  or  of  any  offense  involv- 
ing a  violation  of  his  official  duties. 

Ninth — His  refusal  or  neglect  to  file  his  official  oath  or  bond 
within  the  time  prescribed. 

Tenth — The  decision  of  a  competent  tribunal  declaring  void 
his  election  or  appointment.

Public  records. 

§  1014.    Every  public  officer  is  entitled  to  the  possession  1014 
of  all  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  his  office,  or  in  the 
custody  of  a  former  incumbent  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

Becords  must  be  delivered  to  successor. 

§  1016.  H  any  person,  whether  a  former  incumbent  or  1016 
another  person,  refuse  or  neglect  to  deliver  to  the  actual  incum- 
bent any  such  books  or  papers,  such  actual  incumbent  may 
apply  by  petition  to  any  court  of  record  sitting  in  the  county 
where  the  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting  resides,  or  to  any 
judge  of  the  superior  court  residing  therein,  and  the  court  or 
officer  applied  to  must  proceed,  in  a  summary  way,  after  notice 
to  the  adverse  party,  to  hear  the  allegations  and  proof  of  the 
parties,  and  to  order  any  such  books  or  papers  to  be  delivered 
to  the  petitioners.

Misdemeanor.

is  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  county  jail  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  both. 

Neglect  of  duty. 

176  §  176.  Every  wilful  omission  to  perform  any  duty  enjoined 
by  law  upon  any  public  oflBcer,  or  person  holding  any  public 
trust  or  employment,  where  no  special  provision  shall  have 
been  made  for  the  punishment  of  such  delinquency,  is  punish- 
able as  a  misdemeanor. 

Offense,  when  a  misdemeanor. 

177  §  177.  When  an  act  or  omission  is  declared  by  a  statute 
to  be  a  public  offense,  and  no  penalty  for  the  offense  is  pre- 
scribed in  any  statute,  the  act  or  omission  is  punishable  as  a 
misdemeanor. 

Sale  of  tobacco  to  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age  is  a 
misdemeanor. 

308  §  308.    Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  which  sells  or 

gives  or  in  any  way  furnishes  to  another  person  who  is  in  fact 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  any  tobacco,  cigarette  or 
cigarette  papers  or  any  other  preparation  of  tobacco  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  for  the  first  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  sixty  days ;  and  for  the  second  offense 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety 
days ;  and  for  each  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  ninety  days  nor  more 
than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 
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Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  which  sells,  or  deals  in  308 
tobacco  or  any  preparation  thereof,  shall,  within  ninety  days 
after  this  act  becomes  effective,  post  conspicuously  and  keep  so 
posted  in  his  or  their  place  of  business  a  copy  of  this  act,  and 
any  such  person  failing  to  do  so  shall  upon  conviction  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  succeeding  violation  of  this  provision,  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

The  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  printed 
sufficient  copies  of  this  act  to  enable  him  to  furnish  dealers  in 
tobacco  with  copies  thereof  upon  their  request  for  the  same. 

Failure  to  use  legally  adopted  textbooks  a  misdemeanor. 

§  308b.  Any  principal,  teacher,  employee  or  school  officer  308b 
of  any  elementary  or  secondary  school  who  refuses  to  use  the 
textbooks  prescribed  by  the  proper  authority  for  use  in  the 
elementary  or  secondary  schools  under  his  charge,  who  causes 
any  pupil  to  purchase  any  supplementary  book  or  books  for 
said  pupil's  use  in  the  schools,  or  who  refuses  or  wilfully 
neglects  to  make  such  reports  as  are  required  by  law,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Hazing  a  misdemeanor. 

§  307b.  Whosoever  being  a  student,  or  being  a  person  in  367b 
attendance  at  any  public,  private,  parochial,  or  military  school, 
college,  or  other  educational  institution,  conspires  to  haze  or 
engages  in  hazing  or  commit  any  act  that  injures,  degrades 
or  disgraces,  or  tends  to  injure,  degrade,  or  disgrace  any  fellow

772  §  772.    When  an  accusation  in  writing,  verified  by  the  oath 

of  any  person,  is  presented  to  a  superior  court,  alleging  that 
any  ofScer  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  has  been  guilty 
of  charging  and  collecting  illegal  fees  for  services  rendered,  or 
to  be  rendered,  in  his  oflSce,  or  has  refused  or  neglected  to  per-

[Approved  March  7,  1874.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:  Aoft 

Section  1.    Women  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  See.  1 
are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  state,  shall  be 
eligible  to  all  educational  o£Sces  within  this  state,  except  those 
from  which  they  are  excluded  by  the  constitution. 

Sec.  2.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  Beo.  2 
are  hereby  repealed.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

An  act  to  enforce  the  educational  rights  of  children  and  providing 

penalties  for  violation  of  the  act. 

[Amended  March  4,  1907.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Each  child  must  attend  school.  Act 

Section  1.  Unless  excused,  as  hereinafter  provided,  each  Sec.  1 
parent,  guardian,  or  other  person,  in  the  State  of  California 
having  control  or  charge  of  any  child  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fifteen  years,  shall  be  required  to  send  such  child  to  a 
public  school,  during  the  time  in  which  a  public  school  shall 
be  in  session,  in  the  city  or  city  and  county  or  school  district  in 
which  said  child  resides;  provided,  that  should  it  be  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  or  city 
and  county,  or  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  school  district, 
in  which  such  child  resides,  that  the  child's  bodily  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  prevent  or  render  inadvisable  attendance 
at  school  or  application  to  study,  a  certificate  from  any  repu- 
table physician  that  the  child  is  not  able  to  attend  school,  or 
that  its  attendance  is  inadvisable,  must  be  taken  as  satisfactory 
evidence  by  any  such  board,  or  that  such  child  is  being  taught 
in  a  private  school,  or  by  a  private  tutor,  or  at  home  by  any 
person  capable  of  teaching,  in  such  branches  as  are  usually 
taught  in  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  of  this  state;  or 
that  any  such  child  between  the  age  of  twelve  and  fifteen  has 
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Act         been  given  a  permit  to  work  by  the  proper  judicial  officers  in 
Sec.  1     accordance  with  section  two  of  ''An  act  regulating  the  employ- 
ment and  hours  of  labor  of  children,  prohibiting  the  employ- 
ment of  minors  under  certain  ages,  prohibiting  the  employment 
of  certain  illiterate  minors,  providing  for  the  enforcement 
hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  hereof,  approved 
February  20,  1905 ;  or  that  no  public  school  is  located  within 
two  miles,  by  the  nearest  traveled  road,  of  the  residence  of  the

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city  or  city  and  Sec.  3 
county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district,  shall,  on 
the  complaint  of  any  person,  make  full  and  impartial  investi- 
gation of  all  charges  against  parents  or  guardians  or  other 
persons  having  control  or  charge  of  any  such  child,  for  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  If  it  shall  appear 
upon  such  investigation  that  any  such  parent  or  guardian  or 
other  person  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  is

Such  arresting  officer  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  child  so  arrested  either  to  the  parent,  guardian  or 
other  person  having  control  or  charge  of  such  child,  or  to  the 
teacher  from  whom  said  child  is  then  a  truant,  or  if  such 
child  shall  have  been  declared  an  habitual  truant,  he  shall 
bring  such  child  before  a  magistrate  for  commitment  by  him 
to  a  parental  school  as  provided  in  this  act.  The  attendance 
officer  or  other  arresting  officer  shall  report  promptly  such 
arrest,  and  the  disposition  made  by  him  of  such  child  to  the 
school  authorities  of  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  or.  school 
district.  Any  child  may  be  reported  as  a  truant,  in  the  mean* 
ing  of  this  act,  who  shall  have  been  absent  from  school  without 
valid  excuse  more  than  three  days  or  tardy  on  more  than 
three  days,  any  absence  for  a  part  of  a  day  being  regarded 
as  a  tardiness.  Any  child  who  has  once  been  reported  as  a 
truant  and  who  is  again  absent  from  school,  without  valid 
excuse,  one  or  more  days,  or  tardy  on  one  or  more  days,  may 
again  be  reported  as  a  truant.  Any  child  may  be  deemed  an 
habitual  truant  who  shall  have  been  reported.as  a  truant  three 
or  more  times.  Any  child  who  has  once  been  declared  an 
habitual  truant  and  who,  in  a  succeeding  year,  is  reported  as 
a  truant  from  school  one  or  more  days  or  tardy  on  one  or  more 
days  without  valid  excuse,  may  be  again  declared  an  habitual 
truant. 

Ertablishment  of  parental  schools. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  of  any  city  Sec.  6 
and  county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district 
having  at  least  three  hundred  children,  according  to  the  official 
school  record  of  the  preceding  school  term,  may  establish

Act  school,  as  herein  designated  and  provided  for,  shall  be  one  of 
Sec.  6  the  primary  or  grammar  schools  of  the  city,  or  city  and  connty, 
or  school  district  and  the  teachers  therein  shall  have  the  same 
qualifications  and  be  employed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  in  other  primary  and  grammar  schools ;  but  such  parental 
school  shall  be  established  and  maintained  specially  for  the 
instruction  therein  of  such  pupils,  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fifteen  years,  as  shall  be  committed  thereto  as  provided  in 
this  act,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  committed  to,  or  required  to 
attend,  such  school,  except  as  in  this  act  provided.  Said  board 
of  education  or  board  of  trustees  may  make  such  special  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  a  parental  school  as 
shall  be  consistent  with  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this 
act,  and  not  contrary  to  law.  Such  board  may  provide  for 
the  detention,  maintenance  and  instruction  of  such  children  in 
such  schools;  and  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  or 
such  board,  or  the  city  superintendent  of  schools  in  any  city, 
or  city  and  county,  or  board  of  triwtees,  may,  after  reasonable 
notice  to  any  such  child,  and  an  opportunity  for  the  child  to  be 
heard,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  other 
person  having  control  or  charge  of  such  child,  order  such  child 
to  attend  such  school,  or  to  be  detained  and  maintained  therein 
for  such  period  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  such 
board  may  prescribe,  not  exceeding  the  remainder  of  the  school 
year.  If  such  parent,  guardian,  or  person  having  control  or 
charge  of  such  child  shall  not  consent  to  such  order,  such  child 
may  be  proceeded  against  under  this  act.  If  any  child  in  any 
city,  or  city  and  county  or  school  district  in  which  a  parental 
school  shall  be  established,  shall  be  an  habitual  truant,  or  be 
irregular  in  attendance  at  school,  within  the  meaning  of  these 
terms,  as  defined  in  this  act,  or  shall  be  insubordinate  or  dis- 
orderly during  attendance  at  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
attendance  officer,  or  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion or  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  if  there  be  no  attendance 
officer,  to  make  and  file  a  complaint  against  such  child  in  the 
proper  court,  charging  the  fact,  and  to  see  that  such  charge  is 
prosecuted  by  the  proper  authority ;  and  if  the  court,  upon  the 
hearing  of  such  complaint,  shall  find  that  such  charge  is  sus-

provided,  that  if  any  child  in  any  district  of  a  county  where 
there  is  not  a  parental  school  shall  be  an  habitual  truant,  or  be 
irregular  in  attendance  at  school,  within  the  meaning  of  those 
terms  as  defined  in  this  act,  or  shall  be  insubordinate  or 
disorderly  during  attendance  at  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  to  make  and  file  a  com- 
plaint against  such  child  in  the  superior  court  of  such  county, 
charging  the  facts;  and  if  the  court,  upon  the  hearing  of  said 
complaint,  shall  find  that  such  charge  is  sustained  by  the  * 
evidence,  the  court  shall  render  judgment  that  such  child  shall 
be  detained  and  maintained  in  a  parental  school,  if  there  be 
one  in  such  county,  during  the  remainder  of  the  school  term, 
and  if  there  be  no  parental  school  in  such  county,  the  court 
shall  render  judgment  that  the  parent,  guardian  or  person 
having  the  control  or  charge  of  such  child  shall  deliver  such 
child  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  day  for  the  remainder  of 
the  school  term,  at  the  school  from  which  such  child  is  then  a 
truant;  provided,  that  if  the  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person 
having  control  or  charge  of  such  child  shall,  within  three  days 
after  the  rendition  of  such  judgment,  execute  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient bond  to  the  board  of  education  of  the  city,  or  city  and 
county,  or  board  of  trustees  of  the  district,  with  sufficient 
sureties,  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  that 
such  child  will,  during  the  remainder  of  such  current  school 
year,  regularly  attend  some  public  or  private  school  in  such 
city,  or  city  and  county,  or  school  district  and  not  be  insub- 
ordinate or  disorderly  during  such  attendance,  such  bond  to  be 
approved  by  the  judge  of  said  court,  and  be  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  education  or  clerk  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  then  such  court  shall  make  an  order  suspending  the 
execution  of  such  judgment  so  long  as  the  condition  of  such 
bond  shall  be  complied  with.  If  the  condition  of  such  bond  be 
violated,  such  court,  upon  receiving  satisfactory  evidence  of 
the  fact  in  any  action  brought  therefor  shall  make  an  order 
declaring  such  bond  forfeited  and  directing  such  judgment  to 
be  thenceforth  enforced.  Such  board  of  education  or  board 
of  trustees,  may,  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  any  such 
bond  shall  be  declared  forfeited,  have  execution  issued  against 
any  or  all  the  parties  to  such  bond  to  collect  the  amount 
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Act  thereof;  and  all  moneys  paid  or  collected  on  auch  bond  shall 
Seo.  6  be  paid  over  to  the  parental  school  fund  of  such  cily,  or  city 
and  county,  or  school  district.  No  fees  shall  be  charged  or 
received  by  any  court  or  oflScer  in  any  proceeding  under  this 
section.  The  confinement  of  any  child  in  a  parental  school 
shall  be  conducted  with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  child 
and  to  its  restoration,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  school 
which  he  would,  if  not  so  confined,  be  required  to  attend.  The 
city  superintendent  of  schools,  or,  if  there  be  no  city  superin- 
tendent, the  board  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  county, 
or  county  superintendent  of  schools,  shall  have  authority,  in 
their  discretion,  to  parole  at  any  time  any  child  committed  to, 
or  ordered  to  attend,  a  parental  school,  except  when  such  com- 
mitment shall  be  by  judgment  or  order  of  a  court;  and  when 
such  commitment  of  any  child  shall  be  by  judgment  or  order 
of  a  court,  such  court  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  city 
superintendent  of  schools  or  the  board  of  education  or  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  make  an  order  paroling  such  child, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  specified  in  the 
order.  The  expense  incurred  by  any  city,  or  city  and  county, 
or  school  district  in  purchasing  or  renting  a  school  site,  erect- 
ing or  renting  a  building  and  equipping  the  same,  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  parental  school,  shall  be  paid  out  of  funds 
other  than  those  collected  for  the  maintenance  of  schools.  The 
salaries  of  teachers  and  the  expense  for  all  school  supplies  in 
a  parental  school  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  same  funds  from 
which  similar  salaries  and  expense  are  paid  for  primary  and 
grammar  schools,  but  all  other  expense  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance of  such  parental  schools  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
parental  school  fund.

Sec.  7  Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  board  of  education  shall  determine 
that  it  is  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  city  or  city  rind  county 
to  establish  and  maintain  a  parental  school,  said  board  shall 
furnish  to  the  city  council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such 
city  or  city  and  county,  all  necessary  and  required  information 
and  statistics,  and  if,  after  consideration,  such  city  council  or 
other  governing  body  grants  its  consent  for  the  establishment 
of  such  parental  school,  then  the  board  of  education  shall  fur- 
nish to  the  authorities  whose  duty  it  is  to  levy  taxes  in  such 
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city,  or  city  and  county,  thirty  days  before  the  time  specified  Act 
by  law  for  fixing  the  annual  tax  rate,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  See.  7 
of  purchasing  or  renting  a  suitable  site,  and  also  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  renting  or  erecting  a  suitable  building  and  equip- 
ping the  same  for  occupancy  as  a  parental  school,  and  the  cost 
to  the  city  or  city  and  county,  other  than  for  salaries  of 
teachers  and  for  school  supplies,  of  conducting  the  school  for 
the  remainder  of  the  current  school  year.  When,  pursuant  to 
such  consent  by  such  governing  body,  such  estimates  shall  have 
been  so  made  and  furnished  by  the  board  of  education  of  any 
city,  or  city  and  county,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
authorities,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  levy  taxes  in  such  city, 
or  city  and  county,  at  the  time  of  levying  the  taxes,  to  levy  a 
special  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  of  said  city,  or  city  and 
county,  sufficient  in  its  judgment  to  provide  the  facilities 
requested  by  the  board  of  education,  and  for  which  such 
estimates  shall  have  been  so  furnished.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  education,  yearly,  thereafter,  to  present  to  the 
authorities  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
levy  taxes,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July,  an  estimate 
of  the  moneys  required  for  conducting  the  parental  school  for 
the  school  year,  other  than  for  the  salaries  of  teachers  and  for 
school  supplies.  When  such  estimate  shall  have  been  so  pre- 
sented, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  authorities  to  levy  a 
special  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  or  city  and 
county,  sufficient  to  maintain  such  school  for  the  year,  exclusive 
of  salaries  of  teachers  and  expense  of  school  supplies.  All 
taxes  in  this  act  provided  for  shall  be  computed,  entered  upon 
the  tax  roll  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes 
are  computed,  entered  and  collected,  and  when  collected  shall 
be  placed  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  '*  parental 
school  fund,*'  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  board 
of  education  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  act;  provided, 
that  all  moneys  so  collected  for  the  purchase  of  sites  or  build- 
ings, or  the  erection  or  equipment  of  buildings  for  parental 
school  purposes,  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be 
known  as  the  *' parental  school  building  fund,''  and  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  collected, 
except  that  after  such  purpose  or  purposes  shall  have  been 
fully  accomplished,  the  residue  of  such  fimd,  if  any,  may  be 
transferred  to  said  parental  school  fund. 
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Act        Any  district  may  establish  parental  schools. 

Sec.  7i  Sec.  7^.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  school  district, 
wherein  a  parental  school  may  be  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  whenever  such  board  deems  it  proper, 
may,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a  parental  school  for  said  district,  proceed 
under  the  provisions  of  article  XIX,  chapter  III,  title  III,  of 
part  III,  of  the  Political  Code  of  this  state,  to  raise  moneys 
for  such  purpose,  and  the  moneys  so  raised  shall  be  paid  into 
the  county  treasury,  and  shall  constitute  a  **  parental  school 
fund,"  for  such  district.

Joint  parental  schools. 

Sec.  8         Sec.  8.     Two  or  more  school  districts  or  cities  may  unite,  m 
the  following  manner,  to  form  a  joint  district  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  joint  parental  school:  When  any  board  of  educa- 
tion or  board  of  school  trustees  has  secured,  in  the  manner  a< 
set  forth  in  section  seven  of  this  act,  the  consent  of  the  legi-^ 
lative  body  of  the  city  or  school  district,  in  which  said  boartl 
of  education  or  board  of  school  trustees  hold  oflSce,  for  the 
union  of  two  or  more  districts  to  form  a  joint  parental  school 
district,  said  board  of  education  or  board  of  trustees  shall 
transmit  such  information  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  of  which  said  city  or  school  district  or  districts  forms  a 
part,  setting  forth  at  the  same  time  the  cities  or  districts  with 
which  said  city  or  district  seeks  to  tmite  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  joint  parental  school.     When  such  information  has  been 
received  by  the  board  of  supervisors  from  all  the  cities  or 
school  districts  seeking  to  be  united,  it  is  herebj'  made  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  supervisors,  by  resolution,  to  declare  such  cities 
or   school   districts  united   for   the   maintenance   of   a  joint 
parental  school,  to  be  known  as  the  joint  parental  school  district 
of  (give  the  names  of  the  school  districts  uniting).     When  th«* 
districts  have  been  so  united,  the  boards  of  education  or  boards 
of  trustees  of  the  cities  or  school  districts  so  uniting  shall 
appoint  a  board  of  trustee.s  for  the  joint  parental  school  dl*^- 
triet,  to  consist  of  five  members  (unless  the  number  of  cities 
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or  school  districts  uniting  exceeds  five) ,  who  shall  be  appointed  Act 
from  the  membership  of  the  boards  of  the  several  districts  or  Sec.  8 
cities  uniting,  by  the  respective  boards  in  approximate  propor- 
tion to  the  census  children  between  five  and  seventeen  years 
of  age  in  the  district  uniting;  provided,  however,  that  each 
district  shall  be  represented  by  at  least  one  member  on  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district.  The 
members  so  appointed  to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  terra 
of  oflSce  for  which  they  are  elected  on  their  respective  boards 
of  education  or  boards  of  trustees,  and  when  vacancies  occur 
on  said  board  of  trustees  of  joint  parental  school  district,  they 
shall  be  filled  by  the  board  making  the  original  appointment. 
The  superintendent  of  schools  of  each  of  the  cities  or  school 
districts  uniting,  shall  be  ex  ofScio  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district,  without  the  right 
to  vote.  In  the  management  of  a  parental  school  within  a 
school  district,  city,  or  city  and  county,  the  right  to  transport 
pupils  to  and  from  school  at  public  expense,  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  education,  or  board  of  school  trustees, 
the  interest  of  the  pupil  demands  it,  is  hereby  conferred  upon 
such  boards.  All  the  powers  and  duties  by  any  section  of  this 
act  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  boards  of  school  trustees 
or  boards  of  education  of  any  city,  or  city  and  county,  in  the 
management  of,  and  the  securing  of  funds  for,  a  parental  school 
within  a  city  or  school  district,  are  hereby  conferred  upon  and 
imposed  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  joint  parental  school 
district  in  the  management  of  and  the  securing  of  funds  for 
the  support  of  a  joint  parental  school ;  provided,  however,  that 
in  estimating  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  a  joint  parental 
school  the  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  payment  of  teachers ' 
salaries  and  for  the  furnishing  of  school  supplies  shall  be 
included  in  the  estimate  of  expenses;  and  providedy  further, 
that  the  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  of  which  the  joint  parental  school  district 
forms  a  part.  When  such  estimates  shall  have  been  so  trans- 
mitted, it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
to  levy  a  special  tax,  upon  the  taxable  property  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  joint  parental  school  district,  sufficient  to 
provide  the  facilities  requested  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
joint  parental  school  district,  and  for  which  such  estimates 
shall  have  been  furnished,  and  yearly  thereafter  when  the 
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Aet  estimates  of  the  total  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  the  joint 
Sac.  8  parental  school  and  increased  facilities  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished the  board  of  supervisors,  it  shall  be  the  duty  pt  said 
board  to  levy  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  maintain  the  school  for 
the  year.  All  taxes  in  this  act  provided  shall  be  computed  and 
entered  upon  the  tax  roll  and  collected  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  section  seven  of  this  act; 
provided,  that  all  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  collected  by  the 
county  tax  collector  and  apportioned  to  the  credit  of  the  joint 
parental  school  district,  and  placed  in  the  fund  for  which  they 
were  specially  collected.  If  for  sites  or  buildings,  to  be  placed 
in  a  fund  known  as  the  joint  parental  school  building  fund,  to 
be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
collected,  the  same  as  set  forth  in  section  seven  of  this  act 
The  board  of  trustees  of  joint  parental  school  districts  shall 
organize,  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman, 
and  by  the  election  of  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  the  city  super- 
intendent of  schools,  or  the  secretary  of  a  board  of  education 
or  the  clerk  of  one  of  the  boards  of  education  or  boards  of 
trustees  of  the  cities,  or  school  districts  united,  and  such  secre- 
tary shall  serve  without  additional  salary.  All  moneys  in  a 
joint  parental  school  fund  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  joint  parental  school  district  for 
the  purposes  herein  set  forth,  and  in  the  same  manner  that 
funds  are  paid  from  the  ordinary  school  funds  of  a  school 
district. 

Sec.  9    Fines  paid  to  parental  school  fund. 

Sec.  9.  All  fines  paid  as  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  when  collected  or  received, 
be  paid  over  by  the  justice  or  officer  receiving  the  same  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  city,  or  city  and  county,  in  which  the  offense 
was  committed,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  parental  school 
fund  of  such  city,  or  city  and  county,  if  there  be  such  a  fund, 
otherwise  to  the  credit  of  the  general  school  fund  of  such  city, 
or  city  and  county,  or  to  the  county  treasurer,  to  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  school  fund  of  the  school  district  in  which  the 
offense  was  committed. 

Sec.  10  Paroits  of  deaf  or  blind  children  must  send  them  to  school. 

Sec.  10.  Any  parent  or  guardian  of  any  deaf,  dumb,  or 
blind  child,  legally  entitled  to  admission  to  said  institution, 
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shall  send  such  child  to  said  institution  until  such  child  shall  Act 
have  been  therein  for  five  years,  or  shall  have  reached  the  age  See  10 
of  majority,  unless  such  child  shall  be  excused  from  such 
attendance  by  the  board  of  education  or  board  of  trustees  of 
the  city,  city  and  county,  or  school  district  in  which  such  child 
resides,  for  the  reason  that  the  child's  bodily  or  mental  condi- 
tion is  such  as  to  prevent  or  render  inadvisable  attendance  at 
said  institution,  or  for  the  reason  that  such  child  is  receiving 
proper  instruction  at  home  or  in  some  public  or  private  school. 
Any  parent  or  guardian  failing  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be 
punishable  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Officers  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.    Any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  recorder  of  the  city  Sec.  11 
or  city  and  county,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township 
in  which  the  school  district  is  located,  or  in  which  the  oflEense 
is  committed,  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  committed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  Sec.  12 
after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  three. 

Sec.  13.    An  act  entitled  *' An  act  to  enforce  the  educational  Sec.  13 
rights  of  children,"  approved  March  twenty-eight,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed.

An  act  to  amend  sections  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight, 
nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  and  fifteen  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  employment  and  hours  of  labor 
of  children;  prohibiting  the  employment  of  minors  under  certain 
ages;  prohibiting  the  employment  of  certain  illiterate  minors;  . 
providing  for  the  enforcement  hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the 
bureau  of  labor  statistics  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation 
hereof,"  approved  February  20,  1905,  as  amended  by  an  act 
approved  April  14,  1911,  as  further  amended  by  an  act  approved 
June  2,  1913^;  and  to  add  to  said  act  four  new  sections  to  be 
numbered  sixteen,  seventeen,  eighteen,  and  nineteen,  respectively, 
relating  to  the  employment  and  hours  of  labor  of  children,  pro- 
viding for  the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and 
repealing  all  acts  inconsistent  herewith.

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia  do  eiuict  as  follows:         Act 

Section  1.    Section  1  of  an  act  entitled  *'An  act  regulating  Sec.  1 
the  employment  and  hours  of  labor  of  children;  prohibiting 
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Act  the  employment  of  minors  under  certain  ages ;  prohibiting  the 
Sec.  1  employment  of  certain  illiterate  minors;  providing  for  the 
enforcement  hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor 
statistics  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  hereof, 
approved  February  20,  1905,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved 
April  14,  1911,  as  further  amended  by  an  act  approved  June  2. 
1913,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Minors  may  not  work,  when. 

Section  1.  No  minor  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  shall  be 
employed,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in  or  in  connection 
with  any  mercantile  establishment,  manufacturing  establish- 
ment, mechanical  establishment,  workshop,  office,  laundr}-, 
place  of  amusement,  restaurant,  hotel,  apartment  house,  or  in 
the  distribution  or  transmission  of  merchandise  or  messages,  or 
in  any  other  place  of  labor  at  any  time;  provided,  however, 
that  on  the  regular  weekly  school  holidays  and  during  the 
regular  vacation  of  public  schools  of  the  city,  county,  or  city 
and  county,  in  which  the  place  of  employment  is  situated,  a 
minor  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  but  over  the  age  of  twelvi* 
years,  may  be  employed  if  provided  with  a  vacation  permit  as 
hereinafter  provided;  and  provided,  further,  that  any  minor 
fourteen  years  of  age  shall,  upon  application  to  the  school 
authorities  as  in  the  case  of  an  age  and  schooling  certificate, 
and  upon  compliance  with  all  the  requirements  for  the  issuance 
of  an  age  and  schooling  certificate,  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  officers  authorized  to  issue  age  and  schooling  certificates  a 
permit  to  work  outside  of  school  hours. 

Superintendent  of  schools  may  issue  permit  to  work,  when. 

Sec.  2.  The  superintendent  of  schools  of  any  city,  or  of 
any  city  and  county,  or  of  any  county  (over  such  portions  of 
any  such  county  as  are  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
superintendent  of  city  schools)  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
a  permit  to  work  to  any  minor  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  in 
any  of  the  following  circumstances: 

(1)  Where  such  minor  has  completed  the  prescribed  gram- 
mar school  course,  and  is  physically  fitted  for  the  labor  con- 
templated ;  or 

(2)  Where  upon  the  sworn  statement  being  made  by  the 
parent,  or  foster-parent,  or  guardian,  of  such  minor,  that  such 
minor  is  past  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  that  the  parent  or 
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parents,  or  foster-parent  or  foster-parents,  or  guardian,  of  Act 
such  minor  is  incapacitated  for  labor  through  ilhie&s  or  injury,  Sec.  2 
or  that  through  the  death  or  desertion  of  the  father  of  such 
minor,  the  family  is  in  need  of  the  earnings  of  such  minor, 
and  that  sufficient  aid  can  not  be  secured  in  any  other  manner. 
The  person  authorized  to  issue  such  permit  shall  make  a 
signed  statement  in  granting  such  permit  that  he,  or  a  com- 
petent person  designated  by  him  for  this  purpose  has  care- 
fully investigated  the  conditions  under  which  the  application 
for  such  permit  has  been  asked,  and  has  found  that  in  his 
judgment  the  earnings  of  such  minor  are  necessary  for  such 
family  to  support  such  minor,  and  that  in  his  judgment  suffi- 
cient aid  can  not  be  secured  in  any  other  manner. 

Permit  may  be  issued,  when — Length  of  permit. 

Sec.  3.  No  permit  as  specified  in  section  two  of  this  act  Sec*  8 
shall  be  issued  except  upon  written  evidence  that  suitable 
work  is  waiting  for  such  minor,  and  such  permit  shall  specify 
the  kind  of  labor.  Permits  issued  under  subdivision  two  of 
said  section  two  shall  in  no  case  be  issued  for  a  longer  period 
than  shall  seem  necessary,  nor  for  longer  than  six  months, 
at  the  end  of  which  period  such  superintendent  shall  see  that 
such  minor  returns  to  school,  unless  a  new  permit  to  labor  is 
issued.

of  an  age  and  schooling  certificate,  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  officers  authorized  to  issue  age  and  schooling  certificates  a 
permit  to  work  outside  of  school  hours. 

Superintendent  of  schools  may  issue  permit  to  work,  when. 

Sec.  2.  The  superintendent  of  schools  of  any  city,  or  of 
any  city  and  county,  or  of  any  county  (over  such  portions  of 
any  such  county  a.s  are  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
superintendent  of  city  schools)  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
a  permit  to  work  to  any  minor  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  in 
any  of  the  following  circumstances :

8 
shall  be  issued  except  upon  written  evidence  that  suitable 
work  is  waiting  for  such  minor,  and  such  permit  shall  specify 
the  kind  of  labor.  Permits  issued  under  subdivision  two  of

No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be 
employed,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  at  any  of  the  follow- 
ing occupations  or  in  any  of  the  following  positions:  Adjust- 
ing any  belt  to  any  machinery,  or  sewing  or  lacing  machine 
belts  in  any  workshop  or  factory,  or  oiling,  wiping  or  cleaning 
machinery  or  assisting  therein,  or  operating  or  assisting  in 
operating  any  of  the  following  machines:  (a)  Circular  or 
band  saws;  (6)  woodshapers;  (c)  wood  jointers;  (d)  planers; 
(e)  sandpaper  or  wood-polishing  machinery ;  (/)  wood-turning 
or  boring  machinery;  (g)  picker  machines  or  machines  used  in 
picking  wool,  cotton,  hair  or  any  other  material;  {h)  carding 
machines;  {%)  paper-lace  machines;  (j)  leather-burnishing 
machines;  (ft)  job  or  cylinder  printing  presses  operated  by 
power  other  than  foot  power;  (i)  boring  or  drill  presses; 
(m)  stamping  machines  used  in  sheet-metal  and  tinware  or  in 
paper  and  leather  manufacturing,  or  in  washer  and  nut  facto- 
ries; (n)  metal  or  paper  cutting  machines;  (o)  comer  staying 
machines  in  paper  box  factories ;  (p)  corrugating  rolls,  such  as 
are  used  in  corrugated  paper,  roofing  or  washboard  factories ; 
(g)  steam  boilers;  (r)  dough  brakes  or  cracker  machinery  of 
any  description;  (s)  wire  or  iron  straightening  or  drawing 
machinery;  (i)  rolling  mill  machinery ;  (u)  power  punches  or 
shears;  (v)  washing,  grinding  or  mixing  machinery ;  (w)  calen- 
der rolls  in  paper  and  rubber  manufacturing;  (x)  laundering 
machinery;  or  in  proximity  to  any  hazardous  or  unguarded 
belts,  machinery  or  gearing;  or  upon  any  railroad,  whether 
Ateam,  electric  or  hydraulic ;  or  upon  any  vessel  or  boat  engaged 
in  navigation  or  commerce  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state; 
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provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  Act 
apply  to  the  courses  of  training  in  vocational  or  manual  Sec.  4 
training  schools  or  in  state  institutions. 

Children  may  not  work  in  mjurions  employment. 

Sec.  5.  No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  See.  5 
employed,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in  any  capacity  (1)  in, 
about  or  in  connection  with  any  processes  in  which  dangerous 
or  poisonous  acids  are  used;  (2)  nor  in  the  manufacture  or 
packing  of  paints,  colors,  white  or  red  lead;  (3)  nor  in  solder- 
ing; (4)  nor  in  occupations  causing  dust  in  injurious  quanti- 
ties; (5)  nor  in  the  manufacture  or  use  of  dangerous  or 
poisonous  dyes;  (6)  nor  in  the  manufacture  or  preparation 
of  compositions  with  dangerous  or  poisonous  gases;  (7)  nor 
in  the  manufacture  or  use  of  compositions  of  lye  in  which  the 
quantity  thereof  is  injurious  to  health;  (8)  nor  on  scafFold- 
infi> ;  (9)  nor  in  heavy  work  in  the  building  trades;  (10)  nor  in 
any  tunnel  or  excavation;  (11)  nor  in,  about  or  in  connection 
with  any  mine,  coal  breaker,  coke  oven,  or  quarry;  (12)  nor 
in  assorting,  manufacturing  or  packing  tobacco;  (13)  nor  in 
operating  any  automobile,  motor  car  or  truck;  (14)  nor  in  a 
bowling  alley;  (15)  nor  in  a  pool  or  billiard  room;  (16)  nor 
in  any  other  occupation  dangerous  to  the  life  or  limb,  or 
injurious  to  the  health  or  morals  of  such  child. 

Bureau  of  labor  statistics  may  decide  when  work  is  injurious.

Sec.  8  Sbc.  8.  No  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall  be 
employed,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  as  a  messenger  for 
any  telegraph,  telephone  or  messenger  company  in  the  distribu- 
tion, transmission  or  delivery  of  goods  or  messages  before  /six 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  or  after  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  of 
any  day. 

Vacation  permits — ^Who  may  sign. 

Sec.  9  Sec.  9.  Vacation  permits  shall  be  signed  by  the  principal, 
vice-principal  of  the  school,  or  secretary  of  the  board  of  school 
trustees  or  board  of  education  of  the  school  which  such  minor 
is  attending,  or  has  attended  during  the  term  next  preceding 
any  such  vacation.

the'  superintendent  or  principal  of  any  school  of  recognized 
standing  shall  have  the  right  to  approve  an  age  and  schooling 
certificate,  and  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  powers  as  the 
superintendent  of  public  schools  to  issue  the  certificate  herein 
provided  for  the  children  attending  such  schools.  The  person 
authorized  to  issue  age  and  schooling  certificates  shall  have 
the  authority  to  administer  the  oaths  necessary  for  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  no  fees  shall  be  charged  for 
issuing  such  certificates.  The  person  authorized  to  issue  age 
and  schooling  certificates  shall  not  issue  such  certificates  until 
the  minor  in  question,  accompanied  by  its  parent  or  guardian, 
has  personally  made  application  to  him  therefor,  and  until  he 
has  received,  examined,  approved  and  filed  the  following  papers 
duly  executed:  (1)  The  school  record  of  such  minor,  giving 
age,  grade  and  attendance  for  current  term,  duly  signed  by 
the  principal  or  teacher.  (2)  A  duly  attested  transcript  of 
the  birth  certificate  filed  according  to  law  with  any  officer 
charged  with  the  duty  of  recording  births;  or  a  passport,  or 
a  duly  attested  transcript  of  a  certifi(*ate  of  baptism  showing 
the  date  of  birth  and  place  of  baptism  of  such  minor;  or,  in 
case  the  oflScer  authorized  to  issue  the  certificate  is  satisfied 
that  none  of  such  proofs  of  age  can  be  produced,  other  evidence 
of  age  can  be  produced,  such  as  school  enrollment  record,  or 
affidavit  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  custodian  of  such  minor, 
such  as  shall  convince  such  officer  that  the  minor  is  fifteen 
years  of  age  or  upwards.  (3)  The  written  statement  of  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  in  whose  service  the  minor  is  about 
to  enter,  that  he  intends  to  employ  the  minor,  which  statement 
shall  give  the  nature  of  the  occupation  for  which  the  child  is 
to  be  employed.  (4)  A  certificate  signed  by  a  physician 
appointed  by  the  school  board,  or  other  public  medical  officer, 
stating  that  such  minor  has  been  examined  by  him  and,  in  his 
opinion,  has  reached  the  normal  development  of  a  minor  of  its 
age  and  is  in  sufficiently  sound  health  and  physically  able  to 
be  employed  in  the  work  which  it  intends  to  do;  provided, 
however,  that  no  fee  shall  be  charged  the  minor  for  sucli 
physician's  certificate.

Every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  agent,  or  oflScer 
of  a  firm  or  corporation,  employing  minors  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  shall  keep  a  register  containing  the  names  and 
addresses  of  such  minor  employees  and  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place,  in  every  room  where  such  minors 
are  employed,  a  written  or  printed  notice  stating  the  hours  per 
day  for  each  day  of  the  week  required  of  such  minors,  and 
shall  keep  on  file  all  permits  and  certificates  required  by  this 
act  for  minors  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years.

Any  fine  collected  Sec.  IS 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  school 
funds  of  the  county,  or  city,  or  city  and  county,  in  which  the 
offense  occurred;  except  such  fines  imposed  and  collected  as 
the  result  of  prosecutions  by  the  officers  of  the  bureau  of  labor 
statistics,  in  which  cases  one-half  of  the  resultant  fine  or  fines 
shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  and  credited  to  the  con- 
tingent fund  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics,  and  one-half 
paid  into  the  school  funds  of  the  county,  or  city,  or  city  and 
county,  in  which  the  offense  occurred. 

Minors  may  work  in  agricultural  or  domestic  employment.

The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows:  j^q^ 

Section  1.  Section  fourteen  of  an  act  entitled  *'An  act  Sec.  1 
regulating  the  employment  and  hours  of  labor  of  children; 
prohibiting  the  employment  of  minors  under  certain  ages ;  pro- 
hibiting the  employment  of  certain  illiterate  minors;  providing 
for  the  enforcement  hereof  by  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau 
of  labor  statistics  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation 
hereof,"  approved  February  20,  1905,  as  amended  by  an  act 
approved  April  14,  1911,  as  further  amended  by  an  act 
approved  June  2,  1913,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  14.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  Sec.  14 
the  employment  of  minors  sixteen  years  of  age  or  over  at 
agricultural,  horticultural,  or  viticultural,  or  domestic  labor. 
Nor  shall  anything  in  this  act  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
employment  of  minors  at  agricultural,  horticultural,  or  viti- 
cultural, or  domestic  labor,  during  the  time  the  public  schools 
are  not  in  session,  or  during  other  than  school  hours.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  act,  horticultural  shall  be  understood  to  include 
the  curing  and  drying,  but  not  the  canning  of  all  varieties  of 
fruit.  Nor  shall  anything  in  this  act  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit any  minor  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  eighteen  years, 
who  is  by  any  statute  or  statutes  of  the  State  of  California, 
now  or  hereafter  in  force,  permitted  to  be  employed  as  an 
actor,  or  actre&s,  or  performer  in  a  theatre,  or  other  place  of

from  an  earlier  hour  till  after  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock  p.m. 
from  performing  his  or  her  part  in  such  presentation  as  such 
employee  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock  p.m.; 
provided,  the  written  consent  of  the  commissioner  of  the  bureau 
of  labor  statistics  is  first  obtained.    Nor  shall  anything  in  this 
act  prevent,  or  be  construed  to  prohibit,  the  employment  of  any 
minor,  whether  resident  or  nonresident,  in  the  presentation  of  a

specify  the  name  and  age  of  the  minor  together  with  such 
other  facts  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  identification 
of  such  minor,  and  the  dates  when,  and  the  theatres  or  other 
places  of  amusement  in  which  such  drama,  play,  performance, 
concert  or  entertainment  is  to  be  produced,  and  shall  specify 
the  drama,  play,  performance,  concert  or  entertainment  in 
which  the  minor  is  permitted  to  participate,  and  every  such 
consent  shall  be  revocable  at  the  will  of  the  officer  giving  it. 
Dramas  and  plays  shall  include  the  production  of  motion 
picture  plays. 

Work  done  by  employees  is  done  by  the  manufacturing  plant. 

Sec.  16  Sec.  15.  Work  shall  be  deemed  to  be  done  for  a  manufac- 
turing establishment  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  whenever 
it  is  done  at  any  place  upon  the  work  of  a  manufacturing 
establishment  or  upon  any  of  the  materials  entering  into  the 
product  of  the  manufacturing  establishment,  whether  under 
contract  or  arrangement  with  any  person  in  charge  of  or  con- 
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nected   with  such   manufacturing   establishment   directly   or  Act 
indirectly,  through  the  instrumentality  of  one  or  more  con-  Sec.  16 
tractors  or  other  third  persons. 

Boys  under  ten  and  girls  under  eighteen  may  not  work  at 
certain  employments. 

Sec.  16.  No  boy  under  ten  years  of  age,  nor  girl  under  gee.  16 
eighteen  years  of  age,  shall  be  employed,  permitted  or  suffered 
to  work  at  any  time  in  or  in  connection  with  the  street  occupa- 
tion of  peddling,  boot  blacking,  the  sale  or  distribution  of 
newspapers,  magazines,  periodical^i  or  circulars,  nor  in  any 
other  occupation  pursued  in  any  street  or  public  place;  pro- 
i^ided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  cities  whose  population  is  less  than  twenty-three 
thousand  according  to  the  last  federal  census. 

Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  agent,  or  ofBcer  of  a  firm 
or  corporation,  or  any  parent  or  guardian  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not 
more  than  sixty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Bureau  of  labor  statistics  shall  enforce  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  17.    The  bureau  of  labor  statistics  shall  enforce  the  pro-  Sec.17 
visions  of  this  act.     The  commissioner,  his  deputies  and  agents, 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  sheriffs  or  other 
peace  officers,  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  to  serve  any  process  or  notice  throughout  the  state. 

The  attendance  officer  of  any  county,  city  and  county,  or 
school  district  in  which  any  place  of  employment,  in  this  act 
named,  is  situated,  or  the  probation  officer  of  such  county,  shall 
have  the  right  and  authority,  at  all  times,  to  enter  into  any 
such  place  of  employment  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  an  act  entitled  *' An  act  to  enforce  the  educational 
rights  of  children  and  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
the  act,"  approved  March  24,  1903,  and  any  act  amending  or 
superseding  the  same ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  attend- 
ance or  probation  officer  is  denied  entrance  to  such  place  of 
employment,  any  magistrate  may,  upon  the  filing  of  an  affidavit 
by  such  attendance  or  probation  officer  setting  forth  the  fact 
that  he  has  a  good  cause  to  believe  that  the  provisions  of  this 
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Act         act,  or  the  act  hereinbefore  referred  to,  are  being  violated  in 
Sec.  17  such  place  of  employment,  issue  an  order  directing  such  attend- 
ance or  probation  oflScer  to  enter  said  place  of  employment  for 
the  purpose  of  making  such  investigations. 

Other  acts  repealed. 

Sec.  18  Sec.  18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  expressly  repealed. 

Sec.  19  Sec.  19.  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause  or 
phrase  of  this  act  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional, 
such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining 
portions  of  this  act.  The  legislature  hereby  declares  that  it 
would  have  passed  this  act,  and  each  section,  subsection,  sen- 
tence, clause  and  phrase  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  fact  that 
any  one  or  more  other  sections,  subsections,  sentences,  clause?

All  minors  coming  within  the  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled,  **An  act  regulating  the  employment  and  hours  of 
labor  of  children,  prohibiting  the  employment  of  minors  under 
certain  ages,  prohibiting  the  employment  of  certain  illiteratp 
minors,  providing  for  the  enforcement  hereof  by  the  comnus- 
sioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  and  providing  penalties 
for  the  violation  hereof,"  (approved  February  20,  1905)  and 
found  employed  and  at  work  without  the  necessary  legal 
authorization  as  provided  for  and  required  in  said  act  and 
whose  ages  are  between  the  maximum  and  minimum  age  limiti^ 
a.s  described  in  an  act  entitled,  **An  act  to  enforce  the  educa- 
tional rights  of  children  and  providing  penalties  for  violation 
of  the  act,*'  shall  be  placed  or  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the 
school  district  authorities  of  the  county,  city,  or  city  and 
county  in  which  they  are  found  illegally  at  work. 

Sec.  2  Sec.  2.  The  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
is  hereby  authorized,  directed  and  empowered  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3        Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Section  1.    Section  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  an  Sec.  1 
act  entitled  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization,  incorpo- 
ration and  government  of  municipal  corporations,"  approved 
March  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  798.     The  board  of  education  shall  have  power : 

First — To  establish  and  maintain  public,  primary,  kinder- 
garten, grammar,  and  evening  schools,  and  to  subdivide  the 
school  districts,  and  to  fix  and  alter  the  boundaries  of  such 
subdivisions. 

Second — To  employ  and  dismiss  a  superintendent  of  schools, 
teachers,  janitors,  truant  officers,  and  school  census  marshals, 
and  to  fix,  alter,  allow,  and  order  paid  their  salaries  or  compen- 
sation; and  to  employ  and  pay  such  mechanics  and  laborers 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  hereby 
conferred. 

Third — To  make,  establish,  and  enforce  all  necessary  or 
proper  rules  and  regulations,  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
this  state,  for  the  government  and  management  of  public 
schools  within  such  city,  the  teachers  thereof,  and  the  pupils 
therein,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  the  laws  relating  to 
education. 

Fourth — To  provide  for  the  school  department  of  such  city, 
fue)  and  lights,  water,  printing,  and  stationery,  and  to  incur 
such  other  incidental  expenses  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
said  board. 

Fifth — To  build,  alter,  repair,  rent  and  provide  schoolhouses, 
and  to  furnish  the  same  with  proper  school  furniture,  appa- 
ratus, and  appliances,  and  to  insure  any  and  all  school  property. 

Sixth — To  purchase,  receive,  lease,  and  hold  in  fee,  in  trust 
for  such  city,  any  and  all  real  estate  and  personal  property 
that  may  have  been  acquired,  or  may  hereafter  be  acquired, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools  of  such  city;  provided, 
that  no  real  estate  shall  be  bought,  sold,  or  exchanged,  nor  any 
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Act         expenditure  incurred  for  the  construction  of  new  sehoolhouses. 

Sec.  1     without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees;  and  provided, 

further,  that  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale  or  exchange  of  real 

estate  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  purchase  of  other  lots 

for  the  erection  of  schoolhouses. 

Seventh — To  grade,  fence,  and  improve  all  school  lots. 

Eighth — To  determine  annually  the  amount  of  money 
required  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  and  for  carrying 
into  effect  all  the  provisions  of  law  in  reference  thereto;  and 
in  pursuance  of  this  provision  the  board  of  education  shall,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  at 
which  the  annual  city  taxes  are  levied,  submit  in  writing  to 
the  board  of  trustees  a  careful  estimate  of  the  whole  amount 
of  money  to  be  received  from  the  state  and  county,  and  of  the 
amount  to  be  required  from  such  city  for  the  above-mentioned 
purposes;  and  the  amount  so  found  to  be  required  from  the 
city  shall,  by  the  board  of  trustees,  be  added  to  the  above 
amounts  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  city  purposes,  and 
when  collected  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  immediately  paid 
into  the  school  fund  of  such  city,  to  be  drawn  out  only  upon 
the  order  of  the  board  of  education ;  provided,  that  such  annual 
tax  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  within  such  city. 

Ninth — To  establish  regulations  for  the  just  and  equal  dis- 
bursement of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  school  fund. 

Tenth — To  discharge  all  legal  incumbrances  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  incorporation  of  such  city,  or  thereafter,  on  any 
school  property  within  such  city. 

Eleventh — To  admit  non-resident  children,  and  persons  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  any  of  the  departments  of  the 
schools  of  such  city,  upon  the  payment,  monthly,  in  advance, 
of  such  tuition  fee  as  said  board  may  establish. 

Twelfth — To  prohibit  any  children  under  six  years  of  age 
from  attending  the  public  schools. 

Thirteenth — To  establish  and  regulate  the  grades  of  schools 
in  such  city,  and  the  course  of  study,  and  the  mode  of  instruc- 
tion to  be  pursued  therein  and  to  determine  what  textbooks 
shall  be  used. 
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Fotirieenth — To  do  and  perform,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  Act 
powers,  such  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  Sec.  1 
into  effect  the  powers  hereby  conferred. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  Sec.  2 

ACT   RELATIVE   TO    ISSUE   OF   BONDS   BY   CERTAIN    SCHOOL 

DISTRICTS. 

An  aet  to  regulate  tha  issua  of  bonda  of  aohool  diatricta  in  oltiaa  of 
tha  fifth  claaa,  and  achool  diatricta  partly  within  and  partly  with- 
out auoh  citiea  of  the  fifth  claaa. 

[Approved  March  20,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Calif omia,  represented  in  senate  and 

assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:  ^^^ 

Section  1.  The  board  of  education  of  any  school  district  in  Sec.  1 
a  city  of  the  fifth  class,  or  of  any  school  district  which  embraces 
territory,  a  portion  of  which  is  within  and  a  portion  of  which 
is  without  such  city  of  the  fifth  class,  may,  when  in  their  judg- 
ment it  is  advisable,  and  must,  when  requested  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  such  city,  call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors 
of  the  district  whether  the  bonds  of  such  district  shall  be  issued 
and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  purchase  school 
lots,  and  for  building  or  purchasing  or  repairing  one  or  more 
schoolhouses,  and  supplying  the  same  with  furniture,  necessar>' 
apparatus,  and  improving  the  grounds,  and  for  liquidating  any 
indebtedness  already  incurred  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  Such  election  must  be  called  by  posting  notices,  g^o.  2 
signed  by  the  board  of  education,  in  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  the  district,  for  not  less  than  twenty  days  before  the 
election,  and  by  publishing  such  notices  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  such  city,  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks. 

Sec.  3.    Such  notices  must  contain :  g^^^  3 

1.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election. 

2.  The  names  of  one  inspector  and  two  judges  in  each  voting 
precinct  in  said  district  to  conduct  the  same. 

3.  The  hours  during  the  day,  not  less  than  six  hours,  in  which 
the  polls  will  be  open. 

The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of 
interest,  and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  forty,  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are  to  run. 

Sec.  4.    Such  election  shall  be  held,  in  all  respects  as  nearly  geo.  4 
as  practicable,  in  conformity  with  the  general  election  law; 
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Act         provided,  that  no  particular  form  of  ballot  shall  be  required. 

See.  4  excepting  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballots,  which  shall 
be  *' Bonds — ^Yes,"  or  ** Bonds — No";  nor  shall  any  informali- 
ties, not  amounting  to  fraud  in  conducting  such  election, 
invalidate  the  same. 

Sec.  5  Sec.  5.  On  the  seventh  day  after  said  election,  at  one 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of 
education,  the  board  must  meet  and  canvass  said  returns,  and 
if  it  appears  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election

cent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown  by  the  last 
equalized  assessment  of  the  property  in  such  school  district. 

Sec.  6  Sec.  6.  The  board  of  supervisors,  by  an  order  entered  upon 
its  minutes,  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  said  bonds,  and  of  the 
interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  must  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  b^ 
payable,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  forty  years  from  the  datr 
thereof. 

Sec.  7  Sec.  7.  Said  bonds  must  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  tin* 
United  States,  must  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board 
of  supervisors,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  county, 
who  must  aflfix  the  county  seal  thereto ;  must  not  bear  a  greater 
rate  of  interest  than  eight  per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  payabl«- 
semiannually  in  like  gold  coin;  and  said  bonds  must  be  sold 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  but  for 
not  less  than  par  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  and  thi» 
,  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  must  be  deposited  in  the  county 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund  of  said  school  dis- 
trict, and  be  drawTi  out  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  as  otlier 
school  moneys  are  drawn  out. 
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Sec.  8.  The  county  board  of  supervisors  shall  annually,  at  Act 
the  time  of  levying  taxes  for  county  purposes,  levy  a  tax  upon  Sec.  8 
the  taxable  property  within  such  district,  sufficient  to  pay  the 
annual  interest  on  such  bonds  and  to  pay  the  principal  in  equal 
annual  installments;  but  the  order  directing  the  issue  of  bonds 
may  prescribe  that  the  payment  of  the  principal  may  be 
deferred  for  not  more  than  five  years.  All  moneys  so  collected 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  and  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  and  principal  of  such  bonds,  and  for  no  other 
purpose.  The  county  auditor  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the 
payment  of  interest  and  installments,  and  cancel  all  coupons 
and  bonds  redeemed  and  file  them  with  the  county  treasurer. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  govern 
any  bonds  that  may  have  been  heretofore  issued  by  such  school 
districts. 

Sec.  9.  If  payment  of  any  coupon  or  bond  lawfully  issued  Bee.  9 
by  any  such  school  district  should,  after  presentation  and 
demand  of  payment  at  the  office  of  the  county  treasurer,  be 
refused,  the  owner  may  file  such  bond,  together  with  all  unpaid 
interest  coupons,  with  the  state  controller,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor,  and  the  same  shall  be  registered  in  the  state  con- 
troller's office;  and  the  state  board  of  equalization  shall,  at 
their  next  session,  and  at  each  annual  equalization  thereafter, 
add  to  the  state  tax  so  levied  in  said  district  a  sufficient  rate 
to  raise  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  past  due  prior 
to  the  next  levy,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
as  a  part  of  the  state  tax,  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury, 
and  passed  to  the  special  credit  of  such  district  bond  tax,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  warrants,  as  the  payments  mature,  to  the 
holder  [of]  such  registered  obligations,  as  shown  by  the  register 
in  the  office  of  the  state  controller,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully 
satisfied  and  discharged;  any  balance  then  remaining  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  is  situated 
the  district  by  which  such  bond  was  issued,  and  shall  be 
placed  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
5?chool  fund  of  said  district.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

ADOPTED  BT  THE 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

For  the  GovernmeDt  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the   State  of  CalifomU. 


Adopted  July   19,   1917,  in  accordance  with  subdivision   1   of   section 

1519   of  the    Political    Code,   and   required    by    law   to    b« 

enforced    in    all    public    schools. 


SCHOOL  SESSIONS. 

SECTION  I. 

School  must  be  open  and  teachers  present,  when. 

(a)  Teachers  are  required  to  be  present  at  their  respective 
schoolrooms,  and  to  open  them  for  the  admission  of  pupils,  at 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  prescribed  for  commencing 
school,  and  to  observe  punctually  the  hours  for  opening  and 
closing  school. 

Daily  school  sessions. 

(6)  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  special  action  of  trustees 
or  board  of  education,  the  daily  school  session  shall  commence 
at  nine  o'clock  a.m.  and  close  at  four  o'clock  p.m.,  with  an 
intermission  at  noon  of  one  hour,  from  twelve  o'clock  m.  to  one 
o'clock  p.m.  Not  less  than  twenty  minutes  shall  be  devoted 
to  recesses  during  both  the  forenoon  and  afternoon  session ;  and 
in  all  primary  grades  no  pupil  shall  be  kept  in  school  longer 
than  one  hour  without  a  recess. 

Maximum  school  day. 

In  graded  elementary  schools  in  which  the  average  age  of 
pupils  is  eight  years,  the  daily  sessions  shall  not  exceed  four 
hours  a  day,  exclusive  of  the  intermission.  If  such  schools 
are  opened  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.  they  shall  be  closed  at  two 
o'clock  p.m.  In  rural  schools  all  children  under  eight  years 
of  age  shall  either  be  dismissed  after  a  four  hours'  session,  or 
allowed  recesses  for  play,  of  such  length  that  the  actual  con- 
finement in  the  schoolrooms  shall  not  exceed  three  hours  and  a 
lialf ;  provided,  Jioxvever,  that  in  city  and  in  rural  elementary 
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schools  where  local  hoards  provide  transportation  for  pupils 
said  pupils  may  be  required  to  remain  and  be  instructed 
in  handwork  or  kept  active  upon  the  playground  until  the 
departure  of  the  vehicles  to  which  they  have  been  assigned.

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 

SECTION   II. 

(a)  Elementary  Schools. 

[See  subdivision   5  of  section   1868  of  the  Political  Code,  page  236.] 

High  schools. 

(b)  In  day  high  schools  the  minimum  school  day  shall 
consist  of  four  full  recitation  or  laboratory  periods.  Each 
period  spent  in  recitation  or  laboratory  work  shall  be  counted 
as  one-fourth  of  a  day's  attendance,  but  in  no  case  shall  a 
pupil  be  credited  with  more  than  one  day's  attendance  during 
any  calendar  day. 

Junior  college  courses. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  recording  attendance  in  junior 
college  courses,  three  full  recitation  or  laboratory  periods  shall 
constitute  the  average  school  day.  No  student  in  such  courses 
shall  be  credited  with  more  than  fifteen  periods  of  attendance 
during  any  week.  A  recitation  period  is  hereby  defined  to 
be  at  least  fifty-five  minutes  of  actual  classroom  recitation  work. 
A  laboratory  period  is  hereby  defined  to  be  at  least  one  hundred 
ten  minutes  of  actual  work  in  the  laboratory. 

The  average  daily  attendance  in  junior  college  courses  shall 
he  computed  as  follows :  A  record  shall  be  kept  in  the  school 
register  showing  the  actual  number  of  periods  of  recitation  and 
laboratory  work  done  by  each  student  during  each  school  day 
that  the  school  is  in  session.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total 
number  of  periods  of  recitation  and  laboratory  work  done  by 
all  the  students  shall  be  found.  In  the  process  of  determining 
the  average  daily  attendance  this  number  shall  be  used  as  the 
dividend.  The  divisor  shall  be  found  by  multiplying  the  total 
number  of  days  school  was  maintained  by  three.  The  quotient 
obtained  by  the  process  shall  be  the  average  daily  attendance 
for  the  year. 

Part-time  vocational  courses  (high  schools). 

(d)  In  part-time  vocational  courses,  established  and  main- 
tained as  provided  in  section  1750c  of  the  Political  Code,  the 
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minimum  school  day  shall  consist  of  six  sixty-minute  hours  of 
attendance  in  school  or  class,  or  at  farm  project  work,  or  at 
educative  practical  work  under  employment,  or  in  some  com- 
bination of  these. 

•  Should  a  pupil  be  absent  from  any  of  his  assigned  duties  in 
connection  with  the  course  he  is  pursuing  for  25  per  cent,  5(J 
per  cent  or  75  per  cent  of  a  day,  or  for  a  full  day,  such  period 
of  absence  must  be  subtracted  from  the  number  of  days  that 
school  was  maintained  during  the  month.  The  number  of  days 
remaining  will  be  the  attendance  of  said  pupil  for  that  month 
The  academic  and  the  applied  work  of  a  pupil  shall  as  far  as 
possible  be  given  equal  attendance  value  hour  for  hour,  day  fi^r 
day,  or  week  for  week  in  counting  such  attendance;  provided, 
that  no  more  daily  imita  of  attendance  may  be  allowed  any 
pupil  for  applied  work  than  he  has  secured  for  academic  work 
during  the  year. 

Evening  schools  and  classes. 

{e)  Section  1858  of  the  Political  Code  provides  that  the 
actual  time  in  minutes  that  pupils  are  in  attendance  upon 
evening  schools  and  the  special  evening  classes  of  day  schools 
of  elementary  and  secondary  grade  shall  be  kept.  The  usual 
two-hour  night  school  session  must  be  divided  into  two  or  at 
most  three  class  periods  for  high  schools,  and  not  to  exceed 
four  class  periods  for  elementary  schools.  The  attendance  in 
such  classes  or  schools  must  be  kept  by  periods.  The  attend- 
ance of  pupils  upon  study  periods  in  an  evening  school  may 
also  be  kept,  provided  that  the  study  of  such  pupils  is  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  a  certificated  teacher. 

(/)  Special  day  classes. 

[See  subdivision  5  of  section  1858  of  the  Political  Code,  page  2S€.] 

DUTIES  OF  PRINCIPALS  AND  TEACHERS. 

SECTION  ni. 

Principal  responsible  for  discipline  —  Assistants  must  co- 
operate. 

(a)  Principals  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  general 
management  and  discipline  of  their  schools,  and  the  studies 
pursued ;  and  the  assistant  teachers  shall  follow  their  directions, 
and  cooperate  with  them,  not  only  during  school  hours,  but 
during  the  time  when  the  pupils  are  on  the  school  premises, 
before  and  after  school,  and  during  recesses.     Assistants  shall 
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be  held  responsible  for  the  studies,  order,  and  discipline  of  their 
own  rooms,  under  the  direction  of  the  principal. 

Teachers  shall  watch  over  conduct  of  pupils. 

(6)  Where  special  playground  supervision  is  not  provided, 
teachers  shall  supervise  the  conduct  and  direct  the  play  of  the 
pupils  of  their  classes  in  the  school  or  on  the  school  ground 
during  intermissions  and  before  and  after  school. 

Pupils  under  care  of  teachers  on  way  to  and  from  school. 

(c)  Teachers  must  exercise  a  general  inspection  over  the 
conduct  of  pupils  going  to  and  returning  from  school.  They 
shall  exert  their  influence  to  prevent  all  quarreling  and  dis- 
agreement, all  rude  and  noisy  behavior  in  the  streets,  all  vulgar 
and  profane  language,  all  improper  games,  and  all  disrespect 
to  citizens  and  strangers.  All  athletic  or  social  activities, 
wherever  held,  when  conducted  under  the  name  or  auspices 
of  any  public  school,  or  of  any  class  or  organization  thereof, 
shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  school  authorities. 

Principals  and  teachers  shall  supervise  use  of  buildings. 

(d)  The  principal  of  the  school  or  the  teacher  in  charge 
shall  prescribe  such  rules,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
state,  for  the  use  of  yards,  basements,  and  outbuildings,  con- 
nected with  the  schoolhouses,  as  shall  insure  their  being 
kept  in  a  neat  and  proper  condition,  and  shall  provide  for  their 
examination  daily  by  a  teacher.  School  boards,  superintend- 
ents, principals  and  teachers  are  responsible  for  the  sanitary, 
neat  and  cleanly  condition  of  the  school  premises. 

Schoolrooms  must  be  ventilated. 

(e)  Principals  and  teachers  shall  give  vigilant  attention  to 
the  ventilation  and  temperature  and  lighting  of  their  school- 
rooms. At  each  recess  the  windows  and  doors  shall  be  opened 
for  the  purpose  of  changing  the  atmosphere  of  the  room. 

Order  of  admission  of  pupils. 

(/)  Teachers  shall  enter  in  the  school  register,  in  the  order 
of  their  application,  the  names  of  all  those  applying  for  admis- 
sion to  the  school  after  the  prescribed  number  of  pupils  or 
the  number  that  can  be  accommodated  with  seats,  have  been 
received.  Such  applicants  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  whenever 
vacancies  occur,  in  the  order  of  their  registration. 
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Teachers  may  require  explanation. 

(g)  Teachers  are  authorized  to  require  satisfactory  explana- 
tion from  the  parents  or  guardians  of  pupils,  either  in  person 
or  by  written  note,  in  all  cases  of  absence  from  a  session  or  part 
of  a  session  of  a  school  day;  provided,  that  such  explanation 
shall  not  be  required  until  the  following  day. 

Pupils  must  not  be  detained  in  school. 

(A)  No  pupil  shall  be  detained  in  school  during  the  inter- 
mission at  noon,  and  a  pupil  detained  at  any  recess  shall  be 
permitted  to  go  out  immediately  thereafter.  All  pupils,  except 
those  detained  for  punishment,  shall  be  required  to  pass  out  of 
the  schoolrooms  at  recess,  unless  it  would  occasion  an  exposure 
of  health. 

Principals  and  teachers  shall  exercise  careful  supervision 
over  moral  conditions  in  their  schools. 

(i)  Principals  and  teachers  of  public  schools,  elementary 
and  secondary,  shall  exercise  careful  supervision  over  the 
moral  conditions  in  their  respective  schools.  Qambling, 
immorality,  profanity,  frequenting  saloons  or  public  pool 
rooms,  the  use  of  tobacco,  narcotics  and  intoxicating  liquors 
on  the  school  grounds,  or  elsewhere  in  violation  of  state  law 
or  local  county  or  city  ordinance,  shall  not  be  tolerated. 

Whenever  the  principal  of  any  school  is  informed  that  any 
pupil  attending  such  school  is  committing  any  of  the  offenses 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  such  principal  shall  direct  such  pupil 
to  appear  before  him  and  if,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  his  own  behalf,  such  pupil  is  found  guilty  of  any  such 
offense  by  such  principal,  he  shall  be  forthwith  suspended 
from  such  school  for  such  period  as  such  principal  may  deter- 
mine, not  to  exceed  one  week.  Upon  a  second  conviction  of 
the  same  offense  or  of  any  other  offense  herein  mentioned, 
such  pupil  shall  be  suspended  from  attendance  upon  the 
schools  of  the  state  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  school 
term. 

Whenever  the  principal  of  any  school  has  any  information 
that  any  parent  or  guardian  of  any  school  pupil  is  responsible 
for  the  commission  of  any  such  offense  by  such  pupil,  or  that 
any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation  is  encouraging  any 
such  pupil  in  the  commission  of  any  such  offense  or  is  respon- 
sible therefor,  such  principal  shall  forthwith  report  such 
information  to  the  Juvenile  Court  of  the  county  in  which 
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such  school  is  located.  (See  sections  1665,  1667,  1684,  1685 
and  1702  of  the  Political  Code,  sections  308,  336  and  3976  of 
the  Penal  Code  and  section  1  of  the  Juvenile  Court  Law.) 

TEXTBOOKS. 

SECTION  IV. 

Free  textbooks  property  of  state. 

(a)  All  free  textbooks  issued  by  the  state  are,  and  will 
remain,  the  property  of  the  state. 

(b)  The  responsibility  for  the  care  and  preservation  of  state 
textbooks  is  laid  upon  the  county  school  organizations  through 
the  county  superintendents  and  upon  the  city  organizations 
through  the  city  superintendents,  where  such  exist. 

(c)  All  requisitions  for  state  textbooks  will  be  checked 
against,  and  must  not  exceed,  the  represented  enrollment  of  the 
districts  placing  the  requisitions. 

When  the  requisition  provided  by  this  act,  from  any  dis- 
trict, has  been  filed,  no  further  issue  will  be  made  to  such 
district  except  upon  a  showing  either  of  increased  enrollment, 
or  that  a  portion  of  the  books  in  possession  of  the  district 
are  no  longer  fit  for  the  use  of  the  pupils. 

Textbooks  subject  to  inspection. 

(d)  State  textbooks  in  the  possession  of  any  school  district 
are  subject  to  examination  by  the  commissioner  of  elementary 
schools  or  such  other  agent  as  the  State  Board  of  Education 
may  authorize  for  this  purpose. 

Cost  of  sanitary  care  of  books  charged  on  district. 

(e)  The  responsibility  for  the  proper  sanitation  of  state 
textbooks  shall  rest  upon  the  various  districts  and  cities  of  the 
state.  To  guard  against  accidental  blots  of  ink,  ink  wells  in 
school  desks  must  be  kept  in  repair  and  firmly  placed. 

District  responsible  for  the  loss  of  books. 

(/)  The  several  school  districts  of  the  state,  through  the 
county  superintendents,  or  city  superintendents  where  such 
exist,  are  declared  financially  responsible  to  the  state  for  the 
loss  of  state  textbooks,  or  for  their  destruction  through  other 
than  ordinary  and  reasonable  wear  and  tear. 

(g)  There  is  a  moral  responsibility  incumbent  upon  every 
superintendent,  principal,  teacher,  or  other  school  authority, 
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to  render  all  possible  assistance  in  the  care  and  preservation 
of  the  property  of  the  state,  and  the  economical  distribution 
thereof. 

The  srtndies  and  books  used  shall  be  those  authorized  by  law. 

(h)  The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued  shall  be  such, 
and  such  only,  as  may  be  authorized  and  prescribed  b^' 
proper  authorities ;  and  no  teacher  shall  require  or  advise  any 
of  the  pupils  to  purchase  for  use  in  the  schools  any  book  not 
contained  in  the  list  of  books  directed  and  authorized  to  b(* 
used  in  the  schools  by  the  legally  constituted  authorities. 

Record  of  textbook  adoptions. 

(i)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal  of  each  high  school 
to  keep  on  file  in  his  ofSce  a  complete  list  of  all  textbooks  in 
use  in  such  high  school,  together  with  a  statement  showing  the 
date  of  adoption  of  each  textbook.  Whenever  a  principal 
severs  his  connection  with  the  high  school  he  shall  deliver  one 
copy  of  this  list  as  a  part  of  his  final  report  to  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  shall  leave  another  on  file  in 
the  principal's  oflSce. 

RESPONSIBILITIES  AND  DUTIES  OF  PUPILS. 

SECTION  V. 

Pupil  responsible  for  care  of  property  and  for  his  conduct. 

(a)  Any  pupil  who  shall  in  any  way  cut  or  otherwise  injure 
any  schoolhouse,  or  injure  any  fences,  trees,  or  outbuildings 
belonging  to  any  of  the  school  property,  or  shall  write  any 
profane  or  obscene  language,  or  make  any  obscene  pictures, 
or  characters  on  the  school  premises  or  in  the  school  books, 
shall  be  liable  to  suspension,  expulsion,  or  other  punishment, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense.  The  principal  may 
suspend  a  pupil  temporarily  for  such  offense,  and  shall  notify 
the  school  board  of  said  action.  All  damages  done  to  school 
property  by  any  of  the  pupils  shall  be  repaired  at  the  expense 
of  the  person  committing  the  offense. 

Pupils  must  be  neat  and  clean  on  entering  school. 

(b)  All  pupils  who  go  to  school  without  proper  attention 
having  been  given  to  personal  cleanliness,  or  neatness  of  dress, 
may  be  sent  homo,  to  be  properly  prepared  for  school,  or  shall 
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be  required  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  schoolroom  before 
entering.  Every  school  building  shall  be  provided  with  sani- 
tary equipment  for  personal  cleanliness. 

Pupils  who  have  any  contagious  disease  must  be  sent  home. 

(c)  No  pupils  affected  with  any  contagious  disease  shall  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  any  of  the  public  schools. 

[See  section  1610  of  the  Political  Code,  page  89,  school  law.] 

Pupils  must  attend  regularly. 

(d)  Every  pupil  is  expected  to  attend  school  punctually  and 
rej?ularly;  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school,  and  to 
obey  promptly  all  the  directions  of  the  teacher;  to  observe  good 
order  and  propriety  of  deportment;  to  be  diligent  in  study, 
respectful  to  teachers,  and  kind  and  obliging  to  schoolmates;  to 
refrain  entirely  from  the  use  of  profane  and  vulgar  language, 
and  to  be  clean  and  neat  in  person  and  clothing. 

May  not  leave  school  except  on  excuse. 

(e)  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  school  at  recess,  or 
at  any  other  time  before  the  regular  hour  for  closing  the  school, 
except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  on  written  request  of  parent  or 
guardian. 

Pupil  shall  have  desk. 

(/)  Each  pupil  shall  have  a  particular  desk,  and  shall  keep 
the  same,  and  the  floor  beneath,  in  a  neat  and  orderly  condition. 

Loses  right  to  desk  after  five  days '  absence. 

(g)  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  one  week,  without  giving 
notice  to  the  teacher,  shall  lose  all  claim  to  his  particular  desk. 

DUTIES  OF  BOARDS  OF  TRUSTEES  AND  BOARDS  OF 

EDUCATION. 

SECTION  VI. 

Certain  supplies  must  be  furnished. 

(a)  The  following  supplies  shall  be  provided  by  the  district 
clerk,  under  the  provisions  of  section  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty-one  of  the  Political  Code,  on  the  written  requisition  of 
the  teacher,  viz:  Clocks,  brooms,  dusting  cloths,  wash  basins, 
water  buckets,  drinking  cups,  dustpans,  matches,  ink,  ink 
bottles,  pens,  penholders,  pencils,  crayon  chalk,  writing  and 
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drawing  paper,  handbells,  coal  buckets  or  wood  boxes,  shovels, 
pokers,  soap,  towels,  thermometers,  doormats,  paint,  window 
panes,  window  shades  or  shutters,  disinfectants,  garbage  cans 
and  outside  locks  for  outhouses. 

[See  sections  1608,  1620,  1651,  Political  Code,  found  in  this  book.] 

Janitor  must  be  employed. 

(ft)  Trustees  are  required  to  employ  a  suitable  person  to 
sweep  and  take  care  of  the  schoolhouse.  In  case  of  the  failure 
of  the  trustees  to  employ  a  janitor,  as  provided  for  in  section 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine,  subdivision  two,  of  this 
code,  the  county  superintendent  shall  appoint  a  janitor,  who 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  school  fund  of  the  district.  When  other 
satisfactory  service  can  not  be  secured  the  employment  of  the 
teacher  as  janitor  in  one  or  two-room  schools  is  authorized. 

[See  section  1543,  subdivision  12.] 

[See  section  1609,  Political  Code,  found  in  this  book.] 

Trustees  must  provide  pure  water. 

(r)  Trustees  shall  make  suitable  provision  for  supplying  the 
school  with  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  cleanliness  of  school  wells,  and  water 
sources  and  containers. 

A  principal  must  be  elected. 

{(I)  In  schcols  of  more  than  one  teacher,  the  board  of  trus- 
tees or  city  board  of  education  must  desijarnate  one  of  the 
tea(hers  as  principal  of  the  school,  who  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  entire  school ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
rule  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  boards  of  trustees  from 
selecting  district  superintendents  and  boards  of  education 
from  selecting  city  superintendents  to  supervise  the  work  of 
two  or  more  schools  in  one  district. 

The  flag  must  have  proper  care. 

((')  When  a  flag  is  purchased  by  the  school  board  as  required 
by  section  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the 
Political  Cede,  such  board  shall  provide  a  suitable  flagstaff  for 
the  hoisting  of  the  f^ag  and  a  locker  in  which  it  can  be  kept 
when  not  floating  (the  flag  should  be  raised  before  the  opening 
of  school  and  taken  down  at  its  close  every  day).
